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LIBRARY  NOTE.

REPORT. 


Adjutant-General's  Office, 

Hartford,  September  30,  1903. 

To  His  Excellencyy  Abiram  Chamberlain, 

Governor  and  Commander-in-Chief, 

Sir  : 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  3028,  Gen- 
eral Statutes,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  annual  report  of 
this  department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30,  1903. 

A  careful  resume,  of  the  work^performed  by  the  Connecticut 
National  Guard,  during  the  year,  under  somewhat  adverse  con- 
ditions at  times,   shows  a  healthy,   and  satisfactory  progress. 
Under  the  National  Law,  passed  by  Congress,  and  approved  by 
the  President,  January  21,  1903,  the  National  Guard  has  become 
a  part  of  the  military  force  of  the  United  States.     It  has  now 
what   it   did  not  possess  prior  to   date  mentioned ;  a  definite 
status,  and  intimate  relationship  with  the  United  States  Army. 
In  pursuance  of  the  requirements  of  the  National  Military  Law, 
and  in  order  to  place  the  Connecticut  National  Guard  in  the 
front  rank,  as  relates  to  organization,  equipment,  and  efficiency, 
much  work  is  yet  to  be  done  ;  first,  a  proper  and  modern  organ- 
ization, so  that  it  may  assimilate  with  the  regular  army  when 
necessar>' ;  second  a  thorough  equipment  for  a  prompt  mobiliza- 
tion in  the  field,  supplemented  by  systematic  and  conscientious 
training  by  commanding  and  company  officers. 
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The  matter  of  re-organization  of  the  National  Guard,  par- 
ticularly the  infantry,  has  the  attention  and  consideration  of  the 
Board  of  Organization  ;  consisting  of  the  Governor,  Adjutant - 
General,  and  Brigadier-General,  commanding  Brigade.  The 
Board  will,  undoubtedly,  in  the  near  future,  give  to  the  Guard, 
a  modem  infantry  organization,  viz :  Three  (3)  regiments,  con- 
sisting each  of  three  (3)  battalions,  with  four  (4)  companies  to  a 
battalion ;  eliminating  the  old  organization  of  regiments  of 
eight  (8)  and  ten  (10)  companies  each,  which  has  been  obsolete 
many  years.  This  department  is  in  correspondence  with  the 
War  Department  in  regard  to  equipment  of  the  troops  ;  with  the 
end  in  view,  that  the  Guard  of  this  State  shall  have  the  best  that 
can  be  obtained  in  modern  arms,  clothing,  etc. 

The  personnel  of  the  Guard  is  the  best,  and  in  the  matter  of 
training,  the  officers  and  non-commissioned  officers,  are  to  be 
commended  for  earnest  and  conscientious  w^ork.  It  is  hoped  that 
assistance  will  be  given  in  this  direction,  by  the  regular  army,  in 
the  way  of  object  lessons,  which  can  only  be  obtained  by  camp- 
ing, and  drilling  with  regular  troops,  and  interchange  of 
thought,  and  association  with  army  officers.  The  General  Gov- 
ernment has  shown  its  willingness  to  do  this ;  not  only  for  our 
benefit,  but  also  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  and  developing  a 
well  disciplined  and  effective  force,  to  be  utilized  in  case  of  need. 
As  a  practical  illustration  of  the  army  and  National  Guard 
working  in  conjunction  with  each  other,  your  attention  is 
respectfully  called  to  the  splendid  work  done  by  the  Coast  Ar- 
tillery  of  this  State,  in  their  annual  encampment  at  Fort  Terry, 
N.  Y.,  for  the  past  two  (2)  years,  under  the  careful  and  thorough 
training  of  regular  army  officers  stationed  at  that  post ;  resulting 
in  a  marked  improvement  in  discipline,  morale,  and  efficiency. 
This  kind  of  practical  instruction  is -invaluable  to  the  citizen 
soldier  if  tiiken,  as  it  is  given,  in  the  right  spirit.  The  Post 
Commander  at  Fort  Terry,  (Major  William  R.  Hamilton, 
r.  S.  A.)  says  in  General  Orders,  No.  21:  "In  taking  leave 
of  the  officers,  and  men  of  the  Connecticut  National  Guard, 
the  commanding  officer  desires  to  attest  their  earnest  and  ener- 
getic work  while  at  the  post,  and  to  congratulate  them  upon 
their  great  advance  in'  instruction  and  military  work.  The 
work  with  the  10  inch  guns  was  cs{)ecially  good,  and  the  troops 
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go  back  to  their  homes  with  a  record  to  be  proud  of.     The  dis- 
cipliae  of  the   troops,  while  on  duty,  was  admirable,  and  the 
commanding   officer  is  glad  to  call  attention  of  His  Excellency 
the  Governor  of  Connecticut,  to  their  excellent  conduct."     It  is 
expected  that  the  advantages  and  benefits  derived  by  the  Coast 
Artillery-,  in  its  association  with  the  regular  troops,  will  be  ex- 
tended to  other  branches  of  the  Kational  Guard,  particularly  the 
infantr\\     An   encampment  of  the  infantry,  with  troops  of  the 
same  arm   in  the  regulars,  would  be  invaluable  as  an  incentive 
for  a  perfect  knowledge  of  practical  work. 

The  officers  and  enlisted  men  composing  our  citizen  soldiery 
are  showing  commendable  zeal  in  familiarizing  themselves  with 
the  nomenclature,  and  use  of  the  soldier's  weapon  for  offense, 
and  defense,  viz  :  The  rifle;   as  indicated  by  the  reports  of  the 
several  organizations  in  rifle  practice  for  the  past  year.     In  rec- 
ognition of  the  proficiency  attained  in  this  direction,  and  as  an 
encouragement  for  still  better  work,  the  department  sent  a  select 
team,  representing  the  State  to  the  Interstate  Rifle  Match  at  Sea 
Girt,   New  Jersey,  in  the  month  of  September.      Although  se- 
riously handicapped  by  inexperience   in   the  use  of  the   Krag- 
Jorgensen  rifle,  the  team  with  a  few  days'  practice  at  the  differ- 
ent ranges,  acquitted  themselves  very  creditably,  and  justified 
by  their  knowledge,  and  quick  adaptation  to  conditions  men- 
tioned, the  expense  incurred.     It  is  expected  that  the  present 
arm  of  the  Guard,  (the  Springfield  rifle)  will  be  exchanged  very 
shortly  by  the  Government  for  the  Krag-Jorgensen  ;  the  new  rifle 
now  in  use  bv  the  United  States  Army. 

ORGANIZATION. 

The  military  force  of  the  State  on  September  30,  1903,  con- 
sists of  one  (I)  Brigadier-General  and  Staff;  four  (4)  regiments 
(infantr)-);  two  (2)  of  these  organized  with  ten  (10)  companies 
each  ;  and  (2)  of  eight  .(8)  companies  each ;  one  of  which 
(the  Third  Infantry)  being  reduced  by  disbandment  and 
transfer  to  five  (5)  companies ;  one  (i)  Separate  Company, 
(colored) ;  one  (i)  Battery  Light  Artiller>',  armed  with  breech 
loading  rifled  guns;  one  (T)  Machine-Gun  Battery  of  four 
f  4)  sections  ;  two  (2)  companies  Coast  Artillery;  one  (i)  Troop 
of  Cavalry  ;  and  one  (i)  Signal  Corps,  consisting  of  four  (4)  sec- 
Adj..Gcii.-B. 
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tions ;  also  a  Hospital  Corps  of  five  (5)  men  attached  to  each 
regiment.  In  addition  to  the  above,  there  is  a  Naval  Battalion, 
consisting  of  a  Commander,  Staff,  Petty  Staff,  and  three  (3)  Line 
Divisions,  located  respectively  at  New  Haven,  Hartfoid,  and 
Bridgeport ;  also  one  (i)  company  Governor's  Horse,  and  two  (2) 
companies  Governor's  Foot  Guard,  located  in  Hartford  and  New 
Haven  respectively. 

SUBSISTENCE.

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STRENGTH    OF  THE  CONNECTICUT  NATIONAL  GUARD, 
SEPTEMBER  30.  1903. 
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OPERATIONS. 

In  accordance  with  General  Orders  No.  28,  A.-G.  O.,  dated 
August  27th,  1902,  a  State  rifle  match  for  teams  from  Regiments, 
Battedes,  Artillery  Corps,  Signal  Corps,  First  Separate  Com- 
pany, Troop  A,  and  Naval  Battalion,  Connecticut  National 
Guard,  took  place  on  the  First  Infantry  Rifle  Range,  Hartford, 
Connecticut,  Thursday,  October  2,  1902,  with  the  following 
results :  First  prize,  hall  clock,  won  by  Second  Infantry-  team 
with  a  score  of,  200  yards,  324;  500  yards,  331,  total  655,  per 
cent.  77.98.  Second  prize,  bronze  figure,  (pro  patria).  Third 
Infantry  team;  score,  200  yards,  330;  500  yards,  322,  total  652, 
per  cent.  77.62.  Third  prize,  roll  top  desk,  First  Infantry  team  : 
score  200  yards,  307  ;  500  yards,  285,  total,  592,  per  cent.  70.48. 

SERVICE  AT  WATERBURY  DURING  STRIKE  TROUBLE. 

This,  the  only  actual  service  of  the  Guard,  was  the  callin*^ 
out  by  the  Commander-in-Chief,  on  Sunday,  February  i,  1903, 
t)f  the  First  and  Second  Infantry  ;  two  (2)  Sections  Machine- Gun 
Battery,  and  part  of  the  Brigade  Signal  Corps,  to  proceed  to  the 
city  of  Waterbury,  and  aid  the  civil  authorities  in  suppressing 
whatever  disorder  might  occur  on  account  of  the  strike  trouble. 
The  greater  part  of  the  organizations  mentioned  remained  on 
duty  until  February  5  ;  the  balance  until  February  9, 1903,  when 
they  were  relieved.  Your  attention  is  respectfully  called  to  the 
several  Special  Orders  issued  in  connection  with  this  duty. 
The  total  strength  of  troops  reporting  for  this  arduous  ser- 
vice was  nine  hundred  and  five  (905)  ofiicers  and  enlisted 
men,  all  under  the  command  of  Brigadier-General  Russell 
Frost,  commanding  Brigade,  C.  N.  G.,  who  was  detailed  for 
duty  in  Special  Orders,  No.  10,  A.-G.  O.,  dated  February  i,  1903. 
When  it  is  considered  that  the  service  required  was  a  hurr}-  call, 
on  the  Sabbath  day,  and  the  number  of  troops  stated  were  mob- 
ilized at  Waterbury  in  four  and  one-half  (4I)  hours,  from  time  of 
call,  it  is  respectfully  submitted  that  the  promptness,  alacrity, 
and  enthusiasm  with  which  officers  and  all  responded  for  duty, 
merit  nothing  but  the  highest  praise  and  commendation,  and  an 
evidence  that  the  spirit  which  actuates  the  Connecticut  National 
Guardsman,  no  matter  what  his  affiliations  may  be,  is  prompt 
obedience  to  orders  in  preservation  of  law,  and  suppression  of 
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anarchy,  and   disorder,   wherever  it  may  exist.     In  connection 
with  the  foregoing,  it  is  proper  to  add,  that  the  prompt  disposi- 
tion of  the  troops  in  this  emergency  call,  is  the  best  argument  in 
favor  of  a  conip)act,  and  efficient  system  in  the  military  depart- 
ment of  the  State  ;  showing  the  wisdom  of  the  change  made  in 
the  militia  la\v  by  the  last  legislature,  which  consolidated  the 
offices  of  Adjutant -General,   Quartermaster-General,   Commis- 
sar\--General,  and  Paymaster- General,  also  demonstrating,  in  a 
practical  manner,  that  this  consolidation  of  offices,  under  one 
head,  ensured  promptness  of  action,  and  a  successful  accomplish- 
ment for  the  mobilization  of  troops  in  case  of  emergency.     This 
system  is  patterned  from  that  lately  adopted  by  the  War  Depart- 
ment in  appointing  a  chief  of  General  Staff,  etc. 

SPRING    PARADES   AND   ENCAMPMENT. 

In  accordance  with  law,  the  Brigade  Commander  was 
directed  in  General  Orders  No.  13,  A.-G.  O.,  under  date  of  April 
23?  19031  to  order  the  Companies  of  Infantry,  Hospital  Corps, 
Sections  Machine-Gun  Battery,  Companies  Coast  Artillery,  Pla- 
toons of  Light  Artillery,  and  Troop  A,  Brigade,  Connecticut 
National  Guard,  to  parade  one  (i)  day  in  the  month  of  May  in 
their  resf)ective  towns,  under  orders  of  the  regimental,  company, 
and  battery  commanders.  The  Brigade  Signal  Corps  was  au- 
thorized to  parade  as  a  corps.  Organizations  were  directed  to 
devote  a  portion  of  the  day  to  rifle  practice,  under  supervision  of 
the  regimental  inspector  of  small  arms  practice,  and  the  rest  of 
the  day  to  instruction  in  guard  duty,  and  "  the  service  of  security 
and  information."  The  commandant  of  the  Naval  Battalion 
was  directed  to  assemble  his  command  for  one  day's  duty 
in  Bridgeport.  Your  attention  is  respectfully  called  to  reports 
of  commanding  officers,  and  inspectors  of  small  arms  practice, 
covering  the  performance  of  duty  mentioned. 

Under  date  of  June  6,  1903,  in  General  Orders  No.  18,  A.-G. 
O.,  Brigadier-General  Russell  Frost,  commanding  Brigade,  Con- 
necticut National  Guard,  was  ordered  to  assemble  the  several 
organizations  of  his  command,  (except  the  Coast  Artillery)  Mon- 
day, August  10,  1903,  for  a  six  (6)  days'  encampment  at  the  State 
Military  Rendezvous,  Niantic,  Connecticut.  The  same  order 
directed  the  Coast  Artillery  Companies  to  report  to  the  com- 
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manding  officer  at  Fort  Terr>%  Plum  Island,  N.  Y.,  for  duty  July 
I0-20,  1903.  General  Orders  No.  21,  A.-G.  O.,  under  date  of 
July  8,  1902,  directed  Commander  Frederick  L.  Averill,  com- 
manding Naval  Battalion,  Connecticut  National  Ciuard,  to 
assemble  his  command  for  eight  (8)  days'  duty  at  the  State  Mil- 
itary Rendezvous,  Niantic,  Connecticut,  August  22-29,  inclusive, 
1903.  The  reports  of  the  Brigade  and  Naval  Battalion  Com- 
manders, respectively,  in  connection  with  reports  of  the  Brigade 
Inspector,  which  appears  in  this  report,  embraces  the  work  per- 
formed in  the  tour  of  duty  ordered.  These  reports  are  not  only 
succinct,  and  comprehensive,  but  also  indicate  a  high  standard 
of  excellence  on  the  part  of  the  troops,  and  a  very  successful 
encampment. 

INSPECTION    BY    U.    S.    ARMY    OFFICER. 

During  the  month  of  May,  in  accordance  with  the  Militia 
Law,  the  several  organizations,  National  Guard,  were  inspected 
by  Major  William  R.  Hamilton,  U.  S.  A.  His  report  was  made 
direct  to  the  War  Department,  and  a  report  of  his  inspection 
will,  undoubtedly,  be  published  by  said  department  in  the  near 
future.  From  the  favorable  remarks,  and  comments  made  by 
Major  Hamilton,  it  is  fair  to  persume  that  the  National  Guard 
of  this  State  is  second  to  none  in  the  matter  of  personnel,  drill, 
discipline,  and  general  efficiency. 

EX.WIINING    BOARD. 

The  Examining  Board,  appointed  in  General  Orders,  No.  11, 
A.-G.  O.,  April  14,  1902,  for  examination  of  officers,  Connecticut 
National  Guard,  were  directed  in  General  Orders  No.  33,  A.-G. 
O.,  December  29,  1902,  to  reconvene  at  Headquarters  Room, 
First  Regiment  Armory,  Hartford,  January  12,  13  and  14,  1903, 
to  inquire  into  the  military,  moral  and  general  capacity,  quali- 
fication, and  efficiency  of  twenty-seven  (27)  officers  of  the  Con- 
necticut National  Guard,  who  had  been  nominated,  and  ap- 
pointed for  commissions.  Under  date  of  February  2,  1903,  the 
Board  reported  that  twenty-three  (23)  officers  had  passed  a  sat- 
isfactory examination,  and  in  accordance  therewith,  were  com- 
missioned. One  (i)  officer  having  furnished  a  satisfactoiy  reason 
for  being  unable  to  appear  f^^  examination,  was  given  an  oppor- 
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tunity  to  appear  before  the  Board  when  reconvened.     Three  (3) 
officers  having   failed  to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination,  were 
given  an  opportunity  for  a  second  examination.     In  accordance 
with  General  Orders  No.  11,  A.-G.  O.,  dated  April  8,  1903,  the 
Examining  Board  reconvened  at  Headquarters  Room,  First  Reg- 
iment Armory,  for  the  examination  of  twelve  (12)  officers  for 
commissions.     The  Board  reported,  under  date  of  May  12,  1903, 
that  eleven  (11)  officers,  including  one  (i)  officer  who  had  failed 
to  pass  the  examination  at  a  prior  date,  and  was  given  an  op- 
portunity for  a  second  examination,  passed  a  satisfactory  exam- 
ination, and  it  was  recommended  that  commissions  be  issued  in 
accordance    therewith.     One   (i)   officer   having   failed  to   pass 
examination  before  the  Board  at  a  prior  date,  and  also  failing  to 
pass  a  satisfactory  examination  on  his  second  appearance  before 
the  Board;  also  an  officer  having  failed  to  appear  before  the  Exam- 
ining Board,  or  present  a  satisfactory  excuse,  the  Board  recom- 
mended that  their  appointments  be  revoked,  and  they  were  dis- 
charged from  the  military  service  of  the  State,  to  date  May  12, 

1903- 

RIFLE  AND  REVOLVER  DECORATIONS  AND  LONG  SERVICE  MEDALS. 

In  accordance  with  General  Orders,  No.  7,  A.-G.  O.,  March 
8,  1897,  there  have  been  awarded  to  the  National  Guard,  during 
the  past  year  fourteen  hundred  and  seventy-three  (1473)  State 
Decorations  for  rifle  and  revolver  practice,  distributed  as  follows: 

RIFLE    PRACTICE. 

Sharpshooters,  one  hundred  and  eighty-six  (186) ;  first-class 
marksmen,  four  hundred  and  forty-two  (442) ;  marksmen,  six 
hundred  and  eighty-three  (683). 

REVOLVER    PRACTICE. 

Sharpshooters,  thirty-nine  (39) ;  first-class  marksmen,  eighty- 
three  (83) ;  marksmen,  forty  (40). 

The  number  of  long  service  medals  issued  from  October  i, 
1902,  to  September  30,  1903,  inclusive,  is  thirty-nine  (39)  medals 
complete,  and  fourteen  (14)  exchange  clasps,  graded  as  follows : 
Thirty -five  (35)  ten  (10)  years  service  ;  four  (4)  fifteen  (15)  years ; 
seven  (7)  exchange  clasps  for   fifteen   (15)   years;    six   (6)  for 
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twenty  (20)  years ;  and  one  (i)for  twenty-five  (25)  years ;  making 
in  all,  fifty-three  (53)  decorations ;  aggregating  four  hundred  and 
seventy  (470)  long  service  medals  issued  to  the  National  Guard 
since  enactment  of  the  law  authorizing  the  same. 

CONNECTICUT  VOLUNTEERS  SERVICE  MED.\LS. 

The  following  Act  of  the  General  Assembly,  approved  May 
21,  1903,  reads:  "Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  in  General  Assembly  convened : 

Section  i.  The  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  or  so.  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated,  to  be  paid  out 
of  any  money  in  the  treasury  and  otherw^ise  appropriated,  and  ex- 
pended under  the  direction  of  the  Adjutant-General  in  the  prep- 
aration of  medals  to  be  distributed  by  him  to  the  members  of 
the  First,  Second  and  Third  Regiments  of  Connecticut  Volun- 
teers and  to  those  general  and  staff  officers  selected  by  the  Gov- 
ernor who  responded  to  President  Lincoln's  first  call  for  troops 
on  April  15,  A.  D.,  1861,  and  who  were  mustered  in  and  ser\'ed 
honorably.  In  the  case  of  the  death  of  any  of  the  persons  here- 
inbefore desccibed,  his  medal  may  be  presented  to  his  widow, 
child,  or  other  representative  as  the  Adjutant-General  may  de- 
termine. Authority  is  hereby  granted  to  the  Adjutant-General 
to  use  on  the  said  medals  the  State  seal  used  by  the  governor, 
(William  A.  Buckingham). 

Sec.  2.  Said  appropriation  is  in  lieu  of  any  future  appro- 
priation for  the  erection  of  any  monuments  or  memorial  tablets 
to  any  of  the  hereinbefore  mentioned  regiments." 

In  accordance  with  the  foregoing,  the  Adjutant-General, 
after  a  conference  with  representatives  of  the  organizations 
stated,  who  were  the  original  promoters  of  the  resolution, 
adopted  the  following  style  of  medal,  (see  cut)  statutory  bronze, 
with  bar  and  pendant;  pendant  suspended  from  bar  by  moire 
silk  ribbon  ;  color,  yellow  center,  with  dark  blue  each  side ;  the 
bar  having  engraved  upon  its  surface  the  words  "  Connecticut 
Minute  Men,  April,  1861  ;"  the  pendant  having  a  circular  wreath 
resting  upon  two  crossed  rifles,  with  a  medallion  of  Connecticut's 
War  Governor,  William  A.  Buckingham,  in  the  center ;  upon  the 
four  arms  extending  from  the  medallion  are,  commencing  with 
the  one  on  the  left,  the  figures,  one,  two  and  three,  with  the  let- 
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ters  C.  V.  on  tlie  bottom  arm ;  upon  the  obverse  side  is  engraved 
the  record  number,  and  following  words:     *^The  State  of  Con- 
necticut, to  the   members  of  the  ist,  2d  and  3d  Volunteer  Regi- 
ments, who  enlisted  in  the  United  States  service,  in  response  to 
President  Lincoln's  first  call  for  troops  for  the  defense  of  Wash- 
ington, April,  1861."     In  accordance  with  law,  there  have  been 
issued  from  this  department,  up  to  November  i,  1903,  four  hun- 
dred and  ninety -two  (492)  medals  to  surviving  veterans  of  the 
three  (3)   regiments,  widows,  and  nearest  relatives  respectively. 
The  large  number  of  applications  for  this  beautiful  souvenir  is 
the  best  testimonial  of  the  recipients  grateful  appreciation  of  the 
State's  bounty.

The  number  of  claims  granted 
shows  an  increase  of  thirty-nine  (39)  over  last  year's  report. 

During  that  time  an  important  change  has  been  made  in  the 
pension  law,  which  now  grants  an  increase  of  ten  dollars  ($10.00) 
per  month  to  all  veterans  who  lost  a  leg  or  arm  in  the  service. 
The  high  water  mark  having  been  reached  in  the  rate  of  mortal- 
ity of  the  Grand  Old  Army,  there  is  a  perceptible  decrease  in  the 
Government  appropriation  for  the  Pension  Bureau  on  that  ac- 
count ;  but  as  long  as  the  veteran  lives,  a  grateful  country  will 
provide  for  his  necessities,  till  the  summons  come  for  him  to  join 
the  "silent  majority"  in  the  Great  Unknown! 


GOVERNOR  S    GUARD. 

This  organization,  consisting  of  two  (2)  companies  Foot,  and 

one  (i)  company  Horse,  still  retain  the  unique  distinction   of 

being  a  military  command  patterned  after  the  old  British  style 

of  a  soldier ;  the  Foot  Guard  particularly  conforming  in  style  of 

uniform  to  that  of  the  old  Grenadier  Guard.     This  organization, 

being  attached  to  the  Commander-in-Chief  as  his  body  guard  on 

State  occasions,  have   won,  when  parading,  the  praise  of  the 

people  by  their  soldierly  bearing,  showy  uniform,  gentlemanly 

conduct.     The  First  Compg,ny  Horse  Guard  have  adopted  a  new, 

uniform,  hussar  pattern,  for  full  dress,  which  will,  undoubtedly 

improve   their  appearance,  and  military  standing.     The   force 

could  be  relied  upon  for  a  prompt  response  to  an  emergency  call, 

and  on  account  of  their  discipline,  and  efficiency,  would  render 

most  excellent  service.

Surgeon-General's  Office, 

Bridgeport,  September  30,  1903. 

Adjutant-General  State  af  Connecticut. 

Sir: 

In  presenting  the  annual  report  of  the  Surgeon-General,  I 
would  call  attention  to  the  fact,  that  as  the  State  has  accepted 
the  provisions  of  the  Dick  bill,  and  is  now  organizing  its 
National  Guard,  to  conform  thereto,  it  would  be  eminently 
proper  to  re-organize  the  Medical  Department  so  that  it  may 
conform  as  nearly  as  ppssible  to  the  United  States  standard. 

I  would  therefore  recommend  that  the  Medical  Department 
be  made  a  separate  organization.  That  surgeons  and  assistant  sur- 
geons, be  assigned  to  the  various  regiments,  instead  of  being  an 
integral  part  of  individual  regiments,  as  at  present.  That  their 
reports  should  be  transmitted  through  proper  medical  officers  to 
the  Surgeon -General. 

By  reason  of  the  increased  size  of  the  regiments,  an  addi- 
tional Assistant  Surgeon,  should  be  assigned  to  each  regiment. 

That  the  title  of  hospital  steward  and  acting  hospital  stew- 
ard be  abolished  and  that  the  grades  of  sergeant  first-class  and 
sergeant  be  substituted  therefor. 

The  importance  of  the  hospital  corps  does  not  seem  to  be 
appreciated  in  the  Connecticut  National  Guard.  The  very  im- 
portant and  necessary  service  that  can  be  offered  by  this  corps, 
entitles  it  to  much  higher  consideration  than  it  has  yet  obtained. 
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As  its  province  is  to  take  care  of  the  sick  and  wc 
assist  the  surgeons,  it  is  necessary  that  they  be  in 
anatomy,  physiology,  clerical  work,  bandaging,  hi 
ambulance  drill,  first  aid,  nursing,  diet  cooking,  mate 
and  pharmacy,  in  addition  to  their  instruction  in  the 
soldier,  and  as  a  consequence  they  should  be  men  of  c 
ligence  and  perception,  and  only  admitted  to  the 
proper  examination  as  to  their  qualifications. 

As  at  present  constituted,  each  regiment  has  a  co 
enlisted  men,  and  as  a  less  number  cannot  be  used  in 
drills,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  absence  of  one  man  fro 
or  other  cause,  prevents  proper  instruction  in  these 
undermines  the  tone  of  the  corps. 

In  case  of  actual  warfare,  the  duties  of  nursing  ai 
work  would  require  the  entire  attention  of  the  corps 
no  properly  instructed  persons  to  look  after  the  litters 
ances.  I  would  therefore  recommend  that  the  hospita 
increased  in  numbers  to  at  least  twice  its  present  siz< 
two  enlisted  men  from  each  company  in  each  re 
detailed  for  instruction  with  the  hospital  corps. 

A  board  of  medical  officers  of  the  United  States  A 
drafted  a  scheme  of  instruction  and  drill  for  hospi 
which  if  approved  will  afford  a  uniform  system  throi 
army.  In  case  it  is  adopted,  copies  should  be  f  urn  is 
corps  of  the  Connecticut  National  Guard,  for  their  gui 

The  examination  of  recruits  for  admission  into  th( 
Guard  varies  in  efficiency  in  the  various  regiments,  th( 
rejection  of  applicants,  which  varies  from  about  8  per 
per  cent,  of  the  men  examined.  It  would  add  materij 
service  if  surgeons  who  reject  only  8  per  cent.,  were  t 
.the  severity  of  their  examinations,  as  they  are  certaii 
ting  recruits  not  physically  qualified  at  present. 

The  health  of  Camp  Chamberlain  was  exception^ 
ably  at  no  time  since  the  National  Guard  has  enr 
Niantic  has  there  been  less  sickness.  There  were  als 
accidents  of  a  minor  nature. 

The  brigade  hoSp^^^^  ^^^^  ^^^^  Y^^'"  Provided  witl 
ating  tent  ajj^       i^i^,   adding  greatly  to  the  usefuln< 
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hospital,  and  giving  a  room  for  treatment  of  injuries  where  the 

patient  could  be  secure  from  public  view. 

As  the  young  men  who  compose  the  National  Guard,  come 
largely  from  stores  and  factories,  and  have  not  had  an  opportun- 
ity to  become  accustomed  to  the  regular  army  ration,  it  would 
seem  advisable  to  make  the  ration  as  liberal  as  possible  for  the 
first  few  days  they  are  in  camp.  In  case  they  were  ordered  out 
for  a  longer  period  of  time,  the  ration  could  gradually  be  brought 
down  to  the  standard.  It  would  be  well  also  to  have  rations 
of  meat  delivered  early  in  the  morning,  to  allow  time  for 
proper  cooking.

HEALTH. 

Only  slight  ailments  were  reported  on  Monday,  one  accident 
to  Battery  A  man,  who  was  injured  at  the  Station  while  unload- 
ing guns  from  the  car.  His  left  foot  was  badly  bruised  by  gun 
carriage  falling  on  it,  he  was  brought  to  hospital  in  carriage, 
remained  in  hospital  two  days  and  returned  to  quarters  much 
improved,  sent  home  to  Post  Surgeon  on  Saturday. 

Also  one  man  from  Battery  A,  was  hurt  by  horse  falling  on 
him  while  on  drill  duty,  causing  severe  sprain  of  right  ankle;

Hospital  Vias  done  much  towards  perfecting  the  service  and  pro- 
tecting the  State  against  damage  suits  which  might  result  under 
the  old  regime,  for    instance,  a  compound  comminuted  fracture 
oi  the  leg  treated  on  an  old  mattress  with  no  modem  equipment 
tor  complete  and  thorough  sterilizing  and  aseptic  dressing  would 
be  malpractice  and  open   to  litigation   with  no   recourse  but 
for  the  State  to   settle.      Under  existing    conditions    no  such 
claim  "could  stand.      The  Connecticut  National  Guard  is  yet 
poorly  equipped  regarding  instruments  for  use  at  Headquarters 
Hospital  and  regimental  surgeons  use,  what  there  are,  are  anti- 
quated and  the  surgeon  now  who  attempts  to  do  good  work, 
uses  his  own  instruments.     This  we  all  know  is  wrong  and  a 
wrong  that  should  be  made  right,  and  I  appeal  to  you  with  your 
knowledge  of  military  as  well  as  general  surgery  to  use  your 
influence  at  the  next  session  of  the  legislature  or  sooner  if  pos- 
siblCy  that  money  should  be  appropriated  for  an  equipment  that 
will  put  our  State  on  an  equal  footing  with  our  neighbors,  an 
extra  one  or  two  hundred  dollars  each  year  for  three  or  four 
years  would  place  us  on  a  level  with  other  States  and  save  much 
to  our  own  in  some  one  critical  case  which  is  sure  to  come. 


HOSPITAL    SUPPLIES. 

The  stock  of  medical  supplies  was  not  drawn  upon  as  much 
as  in  previous  years,  so  that  next  year  the  bill  for  drugs  will  be 
small.  Dressing  bandages,  etc.,  are  always  in  demand  for  minor 
injuries  and  the  supply  exhausted,  but  all  the  regimental  knap- 
sacks and  hospital  corps  pouches  Were  well  stocked  from  the 
brigade  hospital  with  both  drugs  and  dressings,  so  that  no  re- 
quisition should  come  to  your  attention  from  that  quarter,  except 
in  an  emergency.  With  each  regimental  headquarters  so  well 
equipped  I  think  the  question  of  regimental  hospitals  may  well 
rest  as  it  is. 

NURSES. 

The  question  of  a  system  of  female  nurses  to  be  on  call  with 
a  competent  head  nurse  who  should  always  be  in  touch  with  the 
Surgeon-General  and  equipped  for  sudden  call  from  him  is  to  be 
recommended  for  your  consideration. 
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KITCHENS. 

The  same  conditions  exist  as  in  previous  yea 
disposal  of  refuse  and  caring  for  overflow  ^^ater 
kitchens.  I  see  no  way  for  improving  the  present  * 
we  can  have  a  radical  change  with  a  system  of  sew. 
the  kitchens,  and  a  cremating  plant  which  would  di 
garbage  and  at  the  same  time  furnish  power  for  t 
station  with  a  sewer  for  overflow  water  and  well  cerr 
about  all  the  kitchens ;  thus  a  much  more  sanitar 
could  be  maintained. 

HOSPITAL    CORPS. 

The  hospital  corps  made  a  good  showing  this  y< 
tofore  but  are  handicapped  for  want  of  more  men  for 
force.  I  would  again  ask  your  influence  in  bringing 
changes  as  will  enable  each  corps  to  enlist  at  least 
men,  to  be  physicians  or  druggists  if  possible.

Baggage  will  be  limited  to  two  company  chests  for 
each  infantry  company  and  platoon  of  artillery ;  one  chest  for  each  machine- 
gnn  and  signal  corps  section,  and  one  valise  or  small  trunk  for  each  officer. 
Transportation  for  field  and  staff  horses  will  be  allowed  from  brigade  and 
regimental  headquarters,  and  for  battery  and  cavalry  horses  from  organiza- 
tion headquarters. 

IX.  Pay  rolls  completed  and  signed  in  strict  accordance  with  law  and 
regulations  must  be  delivered  at  Adjutant-General's  office,  in  camp,  before 
10  o'clock  a.  m.,  Saturday,  August  15th. 

X.  Commanding  officers  will  be  held  responsible  for  prompt  roll-calls 
at  reveille,  the  presence  of  a  commissioned  officer  of  the  line  through  the 
entire  call,  thorough  morning  policing  of  streets  and  quarters,  and  quick 
formations  at  first  sound  of  assembly ;  they  will  see  that  lights  are  out  at 
taps  and  will  turn  out  at  night  at  the  slightest  disorder,  enforcing  quiet  and 
discipline,  and  placing  in  arrest  any  soldier  or  civilian  violating  the  good 
order  of  the  camp. 

XL  Separate  regimental  and  battery  guards  will  be  maintained.  Posts 
of  the  guards  will  be  established  at  general  headquarters  and  the  gate.  The 
countersign  and  parole  for  all  guards  will  be  given  out  from  brigade  head- 
quarters. 

XII.  Captain  Robert  G.  Mitchell,  Aid-de-Camp,  is  hereby  detailed  as 
Commander  of  the  Guard  for  general  headquarters  and  the  gate,  in  ad- 
dition to  bis  other  duties. 

XIII.  Peddling  and  huckstering  on  the  camp  are  forbidden,  and 
fireworks  and  illuminations  are  prohibited,  except  that  regimental  com- 
nuuders  may  permit  illuminations  in  their  respective  camps,  Friday  night, 
before  taps. 

XIV.  Regimental  officers  of  the  day  will  cause  police  details  to 
thoroughly  police  their  camps  mornings  before  nine  and  afternoons  before 
four  o'clock,  especially  the  mess  houses  and  sinks  and  grounds  around  them. 
Cooks  will  police  the  immediate  vicinity  of  their  fires.  Officers  of  the 
K^utfd  will  see  that  guard  quarters  and  vicinity  are  kept  carefully  policed. 
Regimental  qoartermaster  will  accompany  officers  inspecting  quarters. 

XV.  The  Medical  Director,  surgeons  and  assistant  surgeons  will  make 
frequent  inspections  of  food  supplies^  disposal  of  garbage,  and  general  sani- 
tary conditions,  reporting  daily  to  their  commanding  officers. 

XVI.  The  commanding  officer  of  Battery  A  will  cause  one  gun  to  be 
fired  at  reveille  and  retreat. 
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XVII.  Captain  Frank  D.  Layton,  Aid-de-Camp,  is  hereb] 
acting  provost  marshal  in  addition  to  his  other  dnties. 

XVIII.  Bands  will  report  to  Drum  Major  Steele,  and  trum 
Chief  Trumpeter  at  the  flag  staff  each  evening  immediately  be: 

XIX  By  authority  of  the  law  the  sale  or  delivery  of  spi 
malt  liquors  witl^n  one  mile  of  the  encampment  or  upon  the  gr* 
camp  is  hereby  prohibited. 

XX  Encampment  duty  being  ordered  by  authority  of  th< 
State,  every  officer  and  enlisted  man  will  be  required  to  report 
furnish  reasons  of  imperative  character  for  absence.  Regiment 
tery  commanders  will  report  to  brigade  headquarters  the  na 
officers  not  present  for  duty  and  the  cause  of  absence.  Men  ei 
July  1 6th,  are  liable  for  duty  upon  the  certificate  of  company  c 
that  they  are  properly  drilled  and  instructed  in  the  school  of  the 
guard  duty.   Musicians  will  not  be  enlisted  for  camp  service  aft<

A  WORKING    CAMP. 

The  character  of  Camp  Chamberlain  can  be  epitomized.    It 
was  a  working  camp.     The  baggage  and  horses  came  by  train 
Sunday  night.     The  succeeding  trains  were  promptly  unloaded 
on  arm'al.     Sufficient   wagon    transportation   was    punctually 
provided  by  the  Assistant  Quartermaster-General.     The  Brigade 
Qiiartermaster  had  the  work  of  unloading  and  distributing  well 
organized.    No  confusion  or  criticizable  delay  occurred  in  deliv- 
ering horses  to  various  stables,  and  baggage  to  the  proper  head- 
quarters for  distribution  by  regimental  and  acting  Quartermas- 
ters to  all  the  organizations  of  the  brigade.    It  was  a  considerable 
undertaking,  prepared  for  with  care,  and  carried  out  in  business- 
like manner. 
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DETRAINING   OF  THE   TROOPS. 

The  trains  bringing  the  troops  Monday  morning  wei 
late,  varying  from  five  to  twenty-five  minutes.  Organiza 
as  a  rule,  were  detrained  smartly  and  formed  in  good  ord( 
the  march  to  camp.  Occasional  slowness,  bordering  or 
pidity,  by  commanding  officers  of  sub-organizations  caused 
delay  in  the  formation  of  regiments.  Each  commanding  « 
should  keep  in  mind  that  his  delay  holds  up  the  entire  comi 
and  that  the  regiment  is  only  as  prompt  as  its  slowest  c 
no  matter  how  ready  all  other  officers  are. 

PITCHING   CAMP. 

On  reaching  their  respective  camp  grounds,  regiment? 
battery  organizations  set  about  pitching  their  camps  in  so 
style,  clearly  showing  the  benefit  of  the  same  duty  last  ye 
the  field  service  of  1901  and  1902.  The  men  enjoyed  th* 
itself,  and  the  independence  they  felt  in  taking  care  of 
selves. 

In  unexpectedly  short  time,  tents  were  up,  streets  p 
and  the  camp  in  general  good  order.     Guard  mounting 
twelve  o'clock,  and  the  daily  routine  of  the  camp  begti 
that  hour. 

THE    SPECIAL    WORK   OF   CAMP. 

The  special  work  prescribed  by  the  Adjutant- Geni 
camp  week  was  field  entrenchments,  street  column  and 
and  the  pitching  and  breaking  of  camp.     The  special 
orders  covering  this  work  appear  above,  viz.,  S.  O.  No.  2 

Wliile  two  regiments  were  engaged,  one  outside  < 
and  one  at  the  extreme  end  of  camp,  on  field  fortificati 
camp  pitching,  the  parade  ground  was  left  clear  for  e 
order  drill  by  the  two  remaining  regiments.  To  get  the 
tage  of  this  opportunity,  I  ordered  special  drills  at  these 
extended  order.  In  the  First  and  Second  Infantry  the 
the  battalion  in  extended  order  was  creditably  done, 
the  officers  showed  an  intelligent  understanding  of  the  p 
of  extending  lines  of  skirmishers  from  a  close  order,  an 
battle  formation,  including  the  extension,  re-enforceine 
firing  advance  by   rushes  and  the  charge.     In    the   Tl 
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Fourth  Infantry,  this  drill  \^as  less  efficient.      Competency   of 
officers  and  good  execution  of  the  extended  order  in  these  com- 
mands approached  nearer  the  exception  than  the  rule.     With 
some  notable  exceptions,  officers  and  non-commissioned  officers 
by  lack  of  confidence  and  aggressiveness  in  the  drill,  displayed 
want  of  both  theoretical  and  practical  knowledge  of  the  subject. 
There  was  growing  improvement  in  these  organizations  work 
during  the  week,  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  field  work  for 
a  week  can  not  make  good  failure  in  study  and  preparatory  drill 
of  the  indoor  season. 

PITCHING   SHELTER-TENT   CAMPS. 

The  Special  work  of  pitching  regimental  camps  with  shelter 
halves  gave  valuable  instruction  to  new  men  and  needed  prac- 
tice to  old  men.  Company  streets  were  laid  out  and  shelter 
halves  were  pitched  in  good  alignment  in  respect  to  both  com- 
pany and  line  officers*  streets.  Locations  of  kitchens,  field  hos- 
pitals and  sinks  were  designated  with  reference  to  water  and 
other  features  of  terrain.  Each  battalion  went  through  the  ex- 
ercise twice,  correcting  errors  of  the  first  exercise  and  materially 
improving  in  rapidity  and  accuracy.  The  work  of  the  Fourth 
Infantry  was  the  slowest  and  most  imperfect  at  the  beginning, 
but  the  instruction  of  the  first  exercise  made  the  performance  of 
the  second  equal"  to  the  best, 

FIELD   FORTIFICATIONS. 

This  year's  work  in  field  fortifications  was  more  scientific 
and  technical  than  that  of  last  year,  though  affording  less  oppor- 
tunity for  the  initiative,  in  hasty  entrenchments,  specially.  The 
object  lessons  furnished  by  the  fortifications  constructed  by  the 
Adjutant -General,  were  of  great  practical  value,  giving  the  men 
clear  ideas  of  the  plan,  construction  and  related  parts  of  revet- 
ments and  intrenchments.  The  drawings  for  substantial  fortifi- 
cations given  to  officers  were  followed  in  the  construction  work. 
This  work,  though  laborious  and  severe  for  men  unaccustomed  to 
heavy  labor  of  that  sort,  was  entered  upon  and  carried  out  with 
commendable  spirit  and  evident  interest.  The  completed  struc- 
tures were  creditable  examples  of  practical,  efficient,  field 
fortifications. 
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FIELD    COLUMN   AND   SQUARE. 

Drilling  in  street  column  and  square  has  usually  been 
of  the  camp  work  of  infantry  battalions,  but  no  requiremen 
regular  or  systematic  drill  in  these  exercises  has  been  prescr 
The  special  attention  given  this  work  was  therefore  profital 
making  it  uniform,  and  increasing  its  efficient  performan 
every  battalion.  After  a  few  preliminary  drills,  the  executi 
the  street  column  from  both  column  of  companies  and  colui 
fours  was  prompt  and  steady.  The  forming  of  the  square 
street  column  and  the  firings,  as  well  as  the  reverse  movei 
to  original  formations,  were  executed  with  smartness  and 
that  promised  capable  service  in  case  of  riot  duty  invc 
these  tactics. 

GENERAL   CAMP   W^ORK. 

The  general  performance  of  encampment  duty  illus 
clearly  the  constant  progress  of  the  brigade  from  year  to  \ 
efficiency,  discipline  and  soldierly  conduct.     In  the  execu' 
ceremonies,  it  is  a  conservative  statement  to  say  that  the 
izations  of  the  Connecticut  Guard  compare  at  least  fav 
with  those  of  the  regular  army.     Competent  observers  c 
troops  do  not  hesitate  to  so  declare.     Guard  mounting  i 
and  reviews  showed  the  spirit  and  interest  of  the  men 
ranks,  and  a  manifest  pride  in  soldierly  appearance  and 
The  review  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  was,  as  it  has 
been,  the  ceremony  most  enjoyed  by  officers  and  men 
forceful  incentive  to  creditable   performance   of   duty, 
order  drills  by  battalion  and  regiment  displayed  grad 
provement  in  the  work  of  officers  and  men,  specially  of  g 
formations  and  marching. 

GUARD    DUTY. 

The  headquarters  and  gate  guard  was  the  most  fon 
efficient  in  many  years.  Its  high  record  is  largely  di 
detail  for  the  week  of  a  competent  and  energetic  ofiic 
guard,  who,  by  day  and  by  night,  instructed  the  senti 
non-commissioned  officers,  and  closely  inspected  their  \ 
The  lack  of  fofce  in  regimental  guards  that  was  n 
]£ist  year  was  ^^  jji   apparent  this  year.     The  sent  in 
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First  and  Second  Infantry  were,  as  a  rule,  well  instructed  ; 
those  ol  the  TViird  and  Fourth  Infantry  with  a  few  exceptional 
cases,  were  less  efficient  and  some  almost  wholly  ignorant  of 
their  duties.  Nearly  all  the  men  on  post  allowed  enlisted  men 
to  pass  through  the  lines  between  regimental  camps  at  all  hours. 
The  change  from  the  brigade  guard  to  the  regimental  guards  has 
not  proved  itself  advantageous. 

PROVOST   GUARD. 

The  efficiency  of  the  provost  guard  was  increased  by  the  detail 
of  sixty  enlisted  men  instead  of  the  former  detail  of  forty-eight. 
In  addition  to  continuous  patrols  from  8  A.  M.  until  midnight  or 
later,  on  roads  leading  from  camp,  in  the  man  streets  of  Niantic, 
along  the  shore  front,  and  special  details  at  the  draw  bridge 
towards  New  London  and  at  the  railroad  station  on  the  arrival 
and  departure  of  all  passenger  trains,  special  patrols  were  fre- 
quently sent  to  the  spiritualist  camp,  and  other  places  where 
soldiers  were  likely  to  be  attracted.  The  extent  and  severity  of 
the  duty  required  for  its  adequate  performance  a  detail  not 
smaller  than  sixty  men.  Conscientious  and  effective  service 
characterized  the  officers,  non-commissioned  officers  and  men  of 
the  guard.  The  hard  duty  at  times  involved  many  hours  of 
constant  work,  with  loss  of  sleep  and  physical  strain,  but  the 
example  of  interest,  energ}'^  and  cheerfulness  displayed  by  the 
acting  provost  marshal  and  the  officer  and  supernumery  officers, 
was  an  inspiration  to  the  men  and  was  splendidly  exemplified  in 
their  conduct.  The  work  of  the  guard  was  so  thorough  and 
effective  for  the  first  two  days  and  nights  that  during  the  re- 
mainder of  the  week  arrests  were  comparatively  few. 

In  former  years,  there  has*  been  much  reluctance  shown  by 
commanding  officers  to  adequately  punish  men  for  running  the 
guard  and  going  out  of  camp.  When  men  have  been  arrested  by 
the  provost  guard  for  this  breach  of  orders,  and  taken  before  their 
r^imental  commanders,  they  have  often  times  been  dismissed 
with  a  mild  reprimand  which  encouraged  rather  than  checked 
the  offense.  I  therefore  directed  the  provost  guard  to  confine  in 
the  guard  house  all  men  apprehended  outside  of  camp  without 
passes,  and  report  the  cases  to  me.  Some  men  were  soon  re- 
leased; others  held  over  night,  and  a  few  kept  longer  in  confine- 
Ad  j  -Gen.  -  6. 
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ment  according  to  the  gravity  of  the  case.  This  course,  together 
with  the  alertness  of  the  provost  guard  in  finding  and  arresting 
such  offenders,  resulting  in  a  striking  decrease  in  the  number  of 
men  outside  of  camp.  Residents  of  Niantic  came  to  head- 
quarters the  last  day  of  camp  and  expressed  their  satisfac- 
tion^t  the  quiet  of  their  streets  and  the  orderly  conduct  of  the 
soldiers.  The  credit  for  this  condition  is  diie  chiefly  to  the  faith- 
ful work  of  the  officers  and  men  of  the  provost  guard. 

DISCIPLINE. 

The  best  comment  on  discipline  is  absence  of  cause  for  crit- 
icism. In  respect  of  good  order  of  camp  at  night,  no  question  of 
discipline  could  be  raised.  Promptly  at  taps,  enlisted  men's 
lights  were  out  all  over  the  field,  and  quiet  prevailed.  From 
headquarters'  side  no  noise  or  disorder  by  enlisted  men  across  the 
parade  was  discernible.  The  example  set  by  enlisted  men  in 
this  particular  could  be  profitably  followed  by  officers  on  both 
sides  of  the  field. 

In  assembly  formations,  there  was  lack  of  promptness.  In 
many  instances,  men  were  slow  and  slouching  when  falling  in, 
and  failed  to  stand  at  attention.  Talking  in  ranks  was  conspic- 
uous in  some  organizations.  It  reflected  greater  discredit  upon 
officers  than  upon  the  men.  These  faults  can  all  be  corrected  by 
proper  instruction  from  officers  ;  there  is  no  good  excuse  for  their 
existence. 

POLICING. 

Signal  progress  in  policing  has  characterized  recent  encamp- 
ments, specially  in  the  care  of  kitchens,  sinks  and  stables.  Camp 
Chamberlain  was  conspicuous  in  this  regard.  Field  officers  of 
the  day  were  thorough  in  carrying  out  instructions  relating  to 
cleanliness  and  order.  More  efficient  and  systematic  policing 
was  had  in  regimental  and  other  organization  camps.  Police 
details,  generally,  were  prompt  and  thorough  in  their  work, 
doing  the  disagreeable  part  of  the  duty  with  commendable  will- 
ingness. The  parade  ground,  streets  and  quarters  were  kept 
clean"  and  tidy  with  less  trouble  to  officers  of  the  day  and  with 
increased  pride  shown  by  the  troops  in  having  a  neat  camp. 
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HEALTH. 

Reports  of  medical  officers  show  the  brigade  in  a  remark- 
able condition  of  health  throughout  the  week.  Were  it  not  de- 
monstrated in  fact,  it  would  not  be  credible  that  so  large  a  body 
of  men,  unaccustomed  to  exposure,  could  expend  a  week  in  camp 
sleeping  under  canvas  and  subject  to  variable  weather,  with 
such  a  trifling  amount  of  sickness.  The  condition  is  attribut- 
able to  pure  water  supply,  wholesome  rations,  the  prohibition  of 
sale  of  all  eatables  in  camp,  and  most  of  all,  to  the  good  habits 
and  conduct  of  the  men. 

MARCH    OF   TROOP   A. 

The  three  days  marching  and  camping  exercise  of  Troop  A, 
on  the  way  from  home  station  to  camp,  was  valuable  and  en- 
joyable to  the  organization.  Reports  from  the  commanding 
officers  show  discipline  en  route  to  have  been  good  and  the  con- 
duct of  the  men  soldierly  and  creditable.  The  Troop  reported 
in  camp  Wednesday,  before  noon,  in  good  condition,  though 
horses  and  men  were  well  tired. 

The  brigade  is  grateful  to  the  Commander-in-Chief  for 
his  presence  in  camp  during  most  of  the  week.  His  lively  in- 
terest in  the  work  of  the  camp .  and  his  deep  concern  for  the 
welfare  of  the  troops  were  appreciated  by  officers  and  men,  and 
reciprocated  by  a  stimulated  purpose  on  their  part,  by  soldierly 
conduct  and  devotion  to  duty,  to  reflect  credit  upon  the  state 
and  promote  its  military  strength  and  proficiency. 

The  official  inspectors  of  the  camp,  detailed  by  the  War 
Department,  Major  Wallis  O.  Clark,  5th  U.  S.  Infantry,  and 
Major  William  H.  Hamilton,  of  the  Artillery,  were  officers  of 
graceful  personality,  courteous  and  considerate.  In  their  work 
they  displayed  a  cordial  spirit  of  helpfulness.  Their  presence 
was  a  pleasure  and  a  profit. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  urgent  need  of  the  men  is  intelligent  instruction.  Such 
instruction  can  only  be  had  from  competent  officers.  Therefore 
competent  officers  are  the  urgent  need.  The  men  want  to  be 
good  soldiers,  they  are  eager  to  be  taught.     I  speak  of  them  as  a 
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w  hole.  There  are  shirkers  and  drones,  but  they  ai 
tion.  The  lazy  and  indifferent  should  be  discharg 
bitious  should  bs  helped  and  encouraged.  Teaching] 
is  more  effective  than  teaching  by  precept.  A  slo 
will  have  slovenly  men.  It  is  not  a  trifling  mat 
commission.  To  bear  it  worthly  is  an  honor,  to 
worthily,  a  disgrace.  Men  look  to  their  commani 
Their  standard  of  duty  is  the  standard  as  exempli fi 
not  have  from  them  promptness,  attention,  precisi 
displays  the  same  qualities.  If  he  is  worthy  of  the 
will  have  it.

when  I  reported  to  you  on  Sunday  morning,  August  gth,  1903. 

The  baggage  trains  of  the  several  organizations  arrived  at 
Niantic  Sunday  evening,  and  were  promptly  unloaded  under 
the  direction  of  the  Brigade  Quartermaster,  who,  although  not 
under  orders  from  the  A.-G.  O.  to  appear  until  Monday,  the  loth, 
reported  for  this  duty  on  Sunday,  the  ninth,  and  prevented  the 
chaos  that  would  undoubtedly  have  occurred  had  there  been  no 
one  in  charge.  The  State  should  send  the  Brigade  and  Regi- 
mental Quartermasters  down  on  Sunday,  under  orders  and  under 
pay  if  they  are  obliged  to  do  this  work  at  this  time.

Most  of  the  men  who  go  out  of  camp,  with  or  without 
passes,  are  very  lax  in  their  persoiiefV^^f)pearance,  w^alking  with 
blouses  unbuttoned,  caps  on  the  back  of  their  heads,  and  in  gen- 
eral, appearing  very  slouchy.  Captains  of  companies  should  see 
tf>  it  that  their  men  maintain  a  soldierly  carriage  and  appear- 
ance out  of  camp  as  well  as  in  it,  and  the  provost  guard  should 
03  instructed  to  enforce  these  orders  against  soldiers  whom  it 
encounters. 

I  nder  the  instructions  of  Lieutenant  Moeller,  of  Company 
'^»  Fourth  Infantry,  the  headquarters  and  gate  guard  was  the 
"^t  that  we  have  had  in  vears.  Its  members  were  ever  alert, 
prompt  in  challenging,  soldierly  in  appearance,  attending  strictly 
"^  business,  and  that  they  understood  their  business  was  made 
clear  in  rather  a  forcible  manner  to  several  camp  visitors  and 
"^^n  wearing  officers'  uniforms  who  attempted  to  make  game  of 
^^«  Ruard. 

The  regimental  guards  were,  without  exception,  worse  than 
"^less.    Few  of  the  men  on  post  had  any  idea  what  they  were 
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there  for,  and  usually  it  was  necessary  to  hunt  for  tl 
and  almost  walk  into  him  before  he  challenged. 

When  the  regimental  guards  were  substituted  1 
gade  guards,  at  the  request  of  the  Colonels,  one  of  1 
given  was  that  the  men  could  be  more  easily  kept  in 
regiments  after  taps. 

After  several  years'  trial  this  system  has  been  i 
failure.  There  has  never  been  a  night  at  Niantic  when 
not  go  from  one  end  of  the  brigade  to  the  other  wit 
culty,  whether  he  had  the  countersign  or  not. 

When  men  are  allowed,  in  this  way,  to  go  from 
ment  to  another,  there  is  absolutely  nothing  to  pre 
leaving  camp  altogether. 

I  cannot  too  strongly  urge  the  return  of  the  ol 
having  a  brigade  guard  with  a  chain  of  sentinels  all  a 
camp,  in  which  opinion,  most  of  the  field  officers  wit 
have  discussed  the  matter,  concur.

Company  E  assembled  at  its  armory,  in  New  Britain,  and 
left  by  trolley  car  for  Hartford  at  7  A.  M.,  on  the  day  assigned, 
arriving  at  the  Hartford  range  at  8:15  o'clock.  This  company 
was  put  through  the  same  drills  and  exercises  as  Company  B, 
the  same  number  of  hours  being  occupied  for  the  like  drills  and 
rifle  practice.

Captain  Madden*s  attention  was  caJ 
to  the  orders  requiring  him  to  purchase  rations  and  have  th 
cooked,  to  which  he  replied  that  the  men  preferred  to  bring  th 
lunch. 

Discipline   is  wanting   in  this  company,  from  captain 
private. 

At  rifle  practice,  out  of  37  men  shooting,  21  qualified :  Firs 
class  marksmen  5  ;  marksmen  16.  The  number  of  men  preser

1  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  May 
parade  of  Battery  A,  C.  N.  G.,  held  by  Platoon  in  compliance 
with  General  Orders,  No.  13,  A.-G.  O.,  Hartford,  Apr.  23d,  1903. 
Pursuant  thereto,  the  Second  Platoon  assembled  at  their 
armory  in  Branford,  May  16,  at  7  A.  M.  Present  for  duty,  2 
officers  and  38  enlisted  men.  At  7:30  A.  M.  the  right  section  in 
command  of  Lieutenant  Walsh  proceeded  down  the  Indian  Neck 
road  to  the  place  of  rendezvous,  at  Pawson  Park. 

The  plan  outlined  was  for  this  section  to  proceed  to  a  lot 
near  the  Park,  go  into  camp  and  station  outposts.  The  left 
section  in  command  o£  Lieutenant  Kenney,  which  left  at  8  A.  M., 
was  ordered  to  come  up  with  the  first  detachment  and  secure  a 
good  position,  without  the  latter  knowing  it.  They  were  suc- 
cessful in  much  of  this  move. 

The  two  sections  then  proceeded  to  Pawson  Park. 

At  the  Park,  the  day  was  devoted  to  drill,  target  practice  and 

inspection.    An   important  feature  of  the  day  was  the  target 

practice.    The  range  of  fire  was  about  1^  miles  from  shore,  the 

target  having  been  placed  on  an  island.     In  a  few  minutes  the 

target  was  demolished  and  the  gunners  turned  their  attention  to 

a  rock  on  the  east  end  of  the  island,  the  same  being  hit  many 

times  by  the  well  aimed  projectiles. 

The  remainder  of  the  day  was  spent  in  field  work  which 
was  very  well  performed.  The  platoon  returned  to  the  armory 
at  6:30  P.  M. 
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The  first  platoon  reported  May  23,  at  7:30  A.  M.,  at  armory, 
in  Guilford.  Number  present  for  duty,  2  officers,  31  enlisted 
men ;  4  absentees.  The  platoon  then  marched  to  a  lot  near 
Sachems  Head  and  the  forenoon  was  devoted  to  field  work  and 
inspection.  After  dinner  the  men  were  .engaged  in  target  prac- 
tice. .A  floating  target  was  used,  the  range  of  five  miles.  The 
day  being  rather  hazy,  the  gunners  experienced  some  difficulty 
in  getting  the  exact  range.  Several  good  line  shots  were  fired, 
two  passing  through  the  target*  By  this  time  the  target  split  in 
two,  and  a  small  island  about  i^  miles  from  shore  was  the  cen- 
tre of  attraction.

The  remainder  of 
the  P.  M.  was  devoted  to  field  work,  the  platoon  arriving  at  their 
armory  at  5:30  P.  M.  This  being  the  first  time  the  new  guns 
were  used  in. target  practice,  I  consider  the  work  of  both  platoons 
well  performed.

practice  five  hours.-  As  this  Section  had  a  500  yard  target 
instead  of  the  regulation  200  yard,  I  did  not  allow  the  scores 
made  to  qualify  the  men  for  state  decoration.  They  returned  to 
the  armory  and  were  dismissed  at  7  P.  M. 

The  drill  of  all  the  Sections  was  the  same,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  Third,  which  had  a  short  drill  in  pitching  shelter 
tents.  All  the  drills  were  good  and  the  men  well  posted  as  to 
their  respective  duties. 

The  revolver  practice  was  exceptionally  good,  due  to  the 
light  ammunition  issued.  The  Battery  should  be  armed  wMth 
the  Colt  38  cal.  in  place  of  the  old  45  cal.,  some  of  which  are  in 
very  bad  condition,  and  ought  to  be  called  in. 

I  consider  the  general  condition,  efficiency  and  conduct  of 
the  Battery,  with  the  exception  before  mentioned,  to  be  ex- 
cellent.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  in  compliance 
with  your  request  for  a  brief  account  of  the  overland  march  from 
New  Haven  to  Niantic  recently  completed  by  my  command. 

Troop  A,  of  the  Connecticut  National  Guard,  left  New 
Haven  on  Saturday,  Aug.  8th  at  9.15  A.  M.  There  were  present 
63  officers  and  men,  the  full  strength  of  the  command.  The  men 
were  in  heavy  marching  order  and  each  carried  his  complete 
equipment,  including  his  overcoat,  bed  blanket,  shelter  half  and 
poncho,  as  well  as  all  personal  baggage,  upon  his  saddle.  The 
baggage  wagon  accompanied  the  troop  in  which  was  carried  the 
officer's  tentage  and  baggage,  the  picket  line,  theb  uzzacott  cook- 
ing outfit,  oats  for  one  day,  (7  bags  weighing  120  pound's  per 
bag)  and  one  day's  rations  except  as  to  canned  goods,  for  the 
command.  The  ration  issued  each  day  consisted  of  \\  lbs. 
of  fresh  meat  per  man,  i  lb.  fresh  bread,  i  iB.  of  potatoes, 
or  a  proper  allowance  of  canned  hash,  canned  beans  or 
bacon.  To     this     was    added    canned    tomatoes,    canned 

peaches,  coffee,  salt  and  pepper.  A  portable  forge,  anvil 
and  blacksmith's  tools  were  also  carried.  The  total  weight 
of  baggage  was  about  2,500  pounds.  The  wagon  was  drawn 
by  four  horses.  The  troop  took  the  Middletown  pike,  a  fine 
macadamized  road  which  runs  in  a  northeasterly  direction  from 
New  Haven.  At.  12.15  P.  M.  the  column  reached  Northford,  ten 
miles,  from  New  Haven  and  halted  for  a  noon  rest.  At  1.30 
Adj. -Gen. — 9. 
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P.  M.  the  march  was  again  taken  up  and  at  4  P.  M.  the  troop 
arrived  at  Durham,  20  miles  from  New  Haven.  Here  the  troop 
encamped,  pitching  its  camp  according  to  directions  laid  down 
by  the  cavalry  drill  regulations  and  the  manual  of  tent  pitching. 
The  troop  remained  at  Durham  until  Monday  morning,  August 
loth,  at  8  A.  M.,  when  camp  was  broken. 

From  local  sources  in  Durham  were  purchased  the  neces- 
sary fuel  and  forage,  (i  J  cords  of  wood  2,500  lbs.  of  hay  and  25 
bushels  of  oats)  also  75  lbs.  of  fresh  meat,  60  lbs.  of  bread  and  60 
lbs  of  potatoes.  Of  canned  goods  the  troop  carried  from  New 
Haven  three  days*  rations.  From  Durham  the  troop  marched 
without  any  considerable  halt  through  the  town  of  Middlefield, 
the  city  of  Middletown,  across  the  Connecticut  River  bridge, 
through  Portland"  and  Chatham  to  East  Hampton,  where  at  1.30 
P.  M.  camp  was  pitched.  75  pounds  of  meat,  120  lbs.  of  bread, 
and  1,000  lbs.  of  hay,  together  with  ^  cord  of  fuel  and  60  lbs.  of 
potatoes  were  purchased  at  East  Hampton.  The  distance  from 
Durham  to  East  Hampton  is  17  miles.  At  7  A.  M.,  on  Tuesday, 
August  nth,  the  line  of  March  w^as  again  taken  up.  The  troop 
proceeded  over  the  Colchester  pike  in  an  easterly  direction  to 
Colchester,  12  miles,  over  a  terribly  hilly  road.  Colchester  was 
reached  at  i  P.  M.  and  a  halt  of  an  hour  was  made.  At  2  P.  M. 
the  troop  continued  its  march  over  the  New  London  pike,  which 
runs  south  from  Colchester  and  at  6  P.  M.  reached  Chesterfield, 
16  miles  from  Colchester  making  a  total  day's  march  of  28  miles. 
Camp  was  pitched  upon  arriving.  1,000  lbs.  of  hay,  20  bushels 
of  oats,  ^  cord  of  wood'  and  60  lbs.  of  potatoes  were  purchased, 
also  50  lbs.  of  fresh  meat.  At  8  A.  M.  on  Wednesday,  August 
1 2th,  camp  was  broken  and  the  troop  marched  to  Niantic,  a  dis- 
tance of  9  miles  arriving  at  the  State  encampment  at  11.07  *^-  ^I- 
The  troop  marched  a  total  of  74  miles  through  13  towns.  There 
was  no  sickness  or  accident  on  the  march  and  not  a  horse  was 
injured  or  rendered  unfit  for  duty.  The  cooks  and  the  wagoner 
were  detailed  from  the  troop.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report : 
In  obedience  with  S.  O.  No.  117,  A.-G.  O.,  c.  s.,  and  your 
orders  by  letter  dated  August  i,  -1903,  I  proceeded  to  Niantic, 
August  4,  1903,  and  took  charge  of  all  subsistence  supplies  then 
at  the  storehouse  on  the  State  reservation  at  Niantic,  and  after 
that  date  received  all  further  stores  as  they  were  delivered  by  the 
ron  tractors. 

August  8th,  two  days'  rations  were  issued  to  the  detach- 
ments which  had  reported  under  orders  at  Camp  Chamberlain, 
August  9th,  three  days'  rations  were  issued  to  the  four  Regimental 
Commissaries,  and  on  the  loth  to  the  Commanding  Officers  of 
the  other  organizations  of  the  brigade  in  camp.  August  12th,  an 
l^•^ue  of  rations  was  made  for  three  days  to  all  organizations 
except  Troop  A,  and  to  that  organization  for  four  days.

The  cost  of  the  ration  was  29.32  cents,  and  the  quality  of 
all  the  articles  very  good  and  entirely  satisfactory  to  the  enlisted 
men. 

As  usual,  considerable  complaint  was  made  of  the  shortage 
of  the  fresh  beef,  especially  during  the  first  two  or  three  days. 
From  the  experience  of  a  large  number  of  company  commanders 
and  of  the  Naval  Battalion,  as  I  learned  during  the  encampments, 
the  true  reason  for  these  complaints  is  not  the  insufficiency  of 
the  ration  but  the  unskilfulness  of  company  cooks  and  the  neg- 
ligence of  some  company  commanders  occasioned  by  ignorance  of 
Iheir  responsibility  regarding  the  care  and  proper  cooking  of  the 
men's  food  and  the  suf)ervision  of  the  cooks.  A  due  inspection 
of  the  company  kitchens  and  a  rigid  exaction  of  the  full  duty  of 
the  quartermaster  sergeants  in  this  respect  would  entirely  obviate 
all  reasonable  complaint  by  the  men. 

I  recommend  that  rice  be  not  retained  as  an  article  of  the 
vegetable  component;  there  are  no  suitable  appliances  for  the 
proper  cooking  of  this  article  available  at  the  camp  grounds. 
Otherwise  the  ration  is  an  adequate  supply  of  the  food,  and  in 
my  opinion  requires  no  change  beyond  an  allowance  of  flour  as 
an  alternative  to  soft  bread  and  an  allowance  of  salt  pork  or 
bacon  for  use  in  cooking  beans.     I  recommend  that  this  change

be  made.  The  ration  as  it  stands  is  somewhat  larger  in  quantity 
than  the  "  garrison  ration "  furnished  the  enlisted  man  of  the 
army  which  has  been  proved  to  be  with  proper  care,  sufficient. 
The  flour,  bacon  and  corned  beef  hash  issued  to  the  brigade  in 
addition  to  the  ration  serves  to  make  up  for  the  waste  in  the 
meat  component  and  to  afford  variety  in  the  bread  component. 
The  corned  beef  hash  is  particularly  well  liked  by  all  who  have 
eaten  it  at  camp  and  gives  variety  in  the  way  of  meats. 

Whatever  the  artic^les  and  quantities  making  up  the  ration 
may  be,  it  deserves  consideration  whether  it  may  not  be  well  to 
establish  a  method  of  exchanges  among,  the  articles  of  certain 
components ;  and  also  whether  a  better  quality  of  soft  bread 
may  not  be  procured.  Ordinary  baker's  bread,  such  as  that  fur- 
nished at  the  camps,  soon  palls  upon  the  taste  and  more  or  less 
waste  ensues.

Sir  : 

Acting  under  S.  O.  No.  52,  A.-G.  O.,  I  attended  the  meeting 
of  the  Association  of  Military  Surgeons,  which  was  held  in 
Boston,  on  May  19th,  20th  and  21st,  1903. 

I  was  unavoidably  absent  from  the  final  half  day's  session, 
having  been  recalled  by  the  States  Attorney  of  Fairfield  County, 
on  a  criminal  case,  where  my  absence  would  have  caused  the 
Superior  Court  great  inconvenience  if  not  adjournment. 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Association,  it  has  been  in- 
corporated by  the  Congress,  United  States,  and  as  a  consequence* 
can  and  is  now  recognized  by  the  foreign  governments  of  the 
world.  In  fact,  at  this  meeting  we  had  present  representatives 
from  several  such  governments  properly  accredited. 

The  Constitution  and  Bv-Laws  of  the  Association  were  re- 
vised,  so  as  to  conform  to  the  act  of  incorporation. 

There  seemed  to  be  a  consensus  of  opinion  that  the  great 
difference  between  the  duties  of  Military  Surgeon  and  those  of 
the  Army  or  Marine  Corps  Surgeon,  lay  in  the  fact,  that  where- 
as the  former  had  to  do  with  the  treatment  of  the  sick  and 
wounded,  without  reference  to  administrative  work,  the  latter 
had  to  do  both  and  not  only  to  treat  his  patients,  but  to  establish 
hospitals,  procure  food,  clothing,  shelter,  medicines,  medical  and 
surgical  appliances  and  help,  for  the  care  of  the  same. 
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In  order  that  this  should  be  done  quickly  and  correctly, 
through  proper  channels,  requires  a  training  of  which  the  civil 
surgeon  knows  almost  nothing. 

The  establishment  of  schools  of  instruction,  which,  under 
the  new  military  law,  could  be  attended  by  Surgeons  of  the 
National  Guard,  where  this  knowledge  could  be  acquired,  was 
discussed,  but  whether  many  would  take  advantage  of  it  was 
questioned,  although  they  would  be  allowed  the  same  expenses 
and  pay  as  an  officer  in  the  regular  army,  while  attending  such 
school. 

The  papers  read  were  of  great  interest  to  the  members  pres- 
ent, who  were  composed  of  medical  officers  of  the  Army, 
National  Guard,  Public  Health  Association  and  the  Marine 
Hospital  Corps,  and  were  ably  discussed,  not  only  by  Americans, 
but  by  representatives  of  foreign  governments,  notably  those  of 
Russia,  Austria  and  Canada. 

The  efforts  of  the  Association  of  Military  Surgeons  are 
rapidly  tending  to  bring  the  work  of  the  Military  Medical  De- 
partments of  all  civilized  countries  into  closer  relations,  and  is 
promoting  united  and  better  results. 

The  Association  publishes  the  only  monthly  journal  that  is 
devoted  to  the  work  of  Military  Surgeons. 

I  herewith  enclose  the  reports  of  Lieutenant- Colonel  Wilbur 
S.  \\  atson,  and  Lieutenant  David  M.  Trecartin,  who  were  de- 
tailed to  accompany  me.

In  accordance  with  Special  Order,  No.  52,  I  have  the  honor 
to  report  on  the  deliberation  of  the  meeting  of  the  Association 
Adj. -Gen.-  10. 
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of  Military  Surgeons  of  U.  S.,  at  Boston,  Mass.,  May  18  to  21st, 
inclusive. 

First,  that  this  Association  numbers  about  twelve  hundred 
members,  of  which  one  hundred  and  fifty  were  present,  a  good 
attendance  for  a  meeting  in  an  extreme  Eastern  City.  The 
membership  is  composed  of  Medical  Officers  from  the  Army, 
Navy,  Hospital  Marine  Service  and  National  Guard  of  the 
United  States. 

I  was  in  attendance  at  all  sessions.  The  papers  read  and 
discussed  were  of  the  highest  order,  from  a  Military'  and  Medical 
and  Surgical  standpoint.  Some  papers  were  read  by  delegates 
to  this  convention  from  Foreign  Nations,  England,  Germany, 
Russia,  Italy,  Mexico  and  Canadian  Governments  being  repre- 
sented by  especially  appointed  delegates  from  those  countries, 
which,  sir,  will,  I  believe,  appeal  to  this  and  every  other  state,  as 
well  as  to  our  National  Government,  showing  that  the  Associ- 
ation of  Military  Surgeons  of  the  U.  S.  is  held  in  high  esteem  by 
every  nation  of  the  world,  as  are  other  departments  of  our  Army, 
Navy  and  Civil  Government.  Not  alone  is  it  in  the  reading 
and  discussing  of  these  papers  along  lines  of  military  medicine 
and  the  routine  work  of  these  meetings  that  we  derive  great 
benefit,  but  this  Association  is  not  so  large  but  we  can  and  do 
meet,  not  only  men  from  our  own  States  in  a  closer  social  re-

position  they  occupy,  whether  at  home  or  abroad,  as  one  of  the 
representatives  to  this  meeting  from  the  National  Guard  of 
Connecticut.

October  26tli-27th,  1902.  In  celebration  of  the  131st  anni- 
versary' of  its  organization  the  members  of  this  command  attend- 
ed Christ  Church,  on  Sunday  evening,  where  special  service> 
where  held,  and  an  excellent  sermon  was  preached  by  the  rector, 
Rev  James  Goodwin,  and  also  gave  an  informal  dinner  at  Hotel

organization. 

The  G.  F.  G.  Veteran  Corps  gave  a  smoker 
and  entertainment  at  the  armory  in  honor  of  the  recent  elected 
commandant  of  the  active  company,  which  was  largely  attended 
by  members  of  both  organizations.

September  6th-9th,  1903.  A  detachment  of  this  command 
went  to  Caldwell,  N.  Y.,  and  paraded  as  escort  to  Governor 
Chamberlain,  on  the  occasion  of  the  celebration  of  the  148th 
anniversary  of  the  battle  of  Lake  George  and  the  dedication  of 
a  monument  commemorative  thereof.  Present,  2  officers,  11 
non-commissioned  officers,  46  privates.

The  occasion  was  the  dedica- 
tion of  a  soldier's  monument  by  the  citizens  and  the  members  of 
the  G.  a.  R. 

Inaugural  parade  at  Hartford,  January  7,  1903,  escorting 
Governor-elect  Abiram  Chamberlain  and  Staff.  Present,  officers 
and  privates  128. 

On  Sunday,  February  ist^  at  6:45  P.  M.,  the  Emergency 
Call  of  15  strokes  on  the  city  hall  bell  was  sounded,  calling  the 
militia  together,  and  85  officers  and  men  responded  promptly  for 
duty.  This  call  was  issued  in  accordance  with  orders  from  the 
State  authorities  to  send  troops  to  Waterbury,  the  occasion  being 
the  strike  of  the  electric  railway  men  in  that  city.  The  services 
of  this  company  not  being  required,  they  were  dismissed  at  10 
o'clock  P.  M. 
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April  17th,  the  company  paraded  in  the  armory  of  the 
Second  Regiment,  in  full  dress  uniform,  115  strong,  the  occasion, 
a  competitive  drill  by  three  companies  of  cadets  from  Vale 
University, 

May  20,  1903.  Spring  parade  at  Cheshire,  125  officers 
and  men  reporting  for  duty.  The  day  was  devoted  entirely  to 
drill  and  instruction. 

August  5th,  1903.  The  company  assembled  at  the  armory 
at  8  o'clock  A.  M.,  to  actas  escort  to  Governor  Abiram 
Chamberlain  and  Staff,  the  occasion  being  the  dedication  of  the 
monument  erected  at  Bay  View  Park,  by  the  Ninth  Regiment 
Connecticut  Volunteers,  but  on  account  of  a  heavy  rain  storm 
the  orders  for  the  parade  were  countermanded  by  the  Chief 
Marshal  and  the  exercises  took  place  in  the  armory  of  the  Second 
Regiment,  a  detail  of  the  company  being  present  on  duty  in  full 
dress  uniform.     125  officers  and  men  responded  to  the  call. 

September  6th.  The  company  assembled  at  the  armory 
on  Sunday  evening,  for  duty  at  Lake  George,  N.  Y.,  and  for  escort 
duty  to  Governor  Abiram  Chamberlain  and  Staff,  September 
7th  and  8th.  75  officers  and  men  reported.  The  command 
left  New  Haven  at  8:20  P.  M.,. arriving  at  Lake  George  on  Mon- 
day morning  at  9:40.  Headquarters  were  established  at  the 
Fort  William  Henry  Hotel.  The  company  arrived  at  New 
Haven  on  the  return  on  Wednesday,  A.  M.  at  8  o'clock,  Septem- 
ber 9th. 

September  28th.  The  company  assembled  and  paraded 
128  strong,  (taking  part  in  the  ceremonies  of  the  Spanish  War 
Veterans  Convention)  in  full  dress  uniform,  and  acting  as  escort 
to  Governor  Abiram  Chamberlain  and  staff. 

The  drills  during  the  year  have  been  attended  with  an 
increase  in  numbers  and  the  condition  and  efficiency  of  the  com- 
pany, is  steadily  improving.

June  14th.  Memorial  Day.  Committees  were  detailed  to 
the  several  cemeteries  to  decorate  graves  of  deceased  members 
and  ex-members  during  the  day.  At  6:30  P.  M.  troop  was 
formed  and  marched  in  a  body  to  the  Memorial  Baptist  Church, 
on  Washington  Street,  where  the  memorial  sermon  was  delivered 
by  troop  chaplain  Rev.  Henr}^  M.  Thompson. 

All  drills  of  the  troop  have  been  well  attended  and  great 
interest  is  being  taken  in  the  same.

No.  28. 

I.     In  accordance  with  the  Militia  Law,  of  this  State,  weekly  evening 
driUs  are  hereby  ordered  for  the  different  organizations   of  the   Brigade 
and  Naval   Battalion,  Connecticut  National  Guard,  commencing  November 
1st,  1902,  and  continuing  to  May  30,  ig'^S,  inclusive.. 

II.  The  Brigade  Commander  will,  upon  the  receipt  of  the  foregoing, 
issue  orders  for  weekly  evening  drills,  of  one  hour  and  fifteen  minutes  eaci), 
aggregating  five  hours  for  the  month  for  each  Company,  Hosi>iial  Corps, 
Section  Signal  Corps,  Machinc-Gun  Battery,  Platoon  Artillery,  and  Troop  A, 
Connecticut  National  Guard.  He  is  authorized  to  use  his  discretion  in 
ordering  the  drills  of  the  Brigade  S)gnal  Corps,  as  \Yill  be  for  the 
best  inlcrebt  of  the  service.  The  Commandant,  Naval  Battalion, 
C.  N.  G.,  will  also  issue  orders  for  weekly  evening  drills  by  the  several 
divisions  of  his  command,  of  not  less  than  one  hour  and  fifteen  minutes 
each,  aggregating  five  hours  for  the  month  for  each  division.  The  manner 
or  nature  of  said  drills  is  discretionary  with  the  Battalion  Commander  and 
can  be  performed  afloat  or  on  land. 

in.  The  Brigade  Commander  will  direct  commanding  officers  of 
Regiments,  First  Separate  Company,  Battery  A  Light,  Companies  of  Coast 
Artillery,  Machine-Gun  Battery,  and  Troop  A  to  continue  a  Lyceum  for 
officers  of  their  organizations,  at  which  the  '*  Service  of  Security  and 
Information "  will  be  studied  with  renewed  interest,  to  the  end  that  a 
thorough  knowledge  may  be  obtained  of  this  important  branch  of  the 
service.  At  these  meetings  problems  in  minor  tactics  may  be  given  and 
worked  out  on  the  blackboard,  or  otherwise  as  the  judgment  of  the  com- 
manding officer  may  dictate^  The  field  exercises  of  1902,  during  encamp- 
ment week,  while  showing  marked  improvement  on  the  work  of  the  previous 
year,  also  exhibited  defects  in  theoretical  knowledge  on  the  part  of  officers, 
which  can  only  be  remedied  by  a  closer  application  to  the  study  of  military 
science  which  under  present  conditions  of  *'  attack  and  defense,"  with 
long  range  arms,  is  a  *' continuous  education."  Commanding  Officers  of 
Companies  Coast  Artillery,  First  Separate  Company,  Machine-Gun  Battery, 
Battery  A  Light,  Troop  A,  may,  if  they  so  elect,  after  receiving  permis- 
sion from  the  officer  in  charge,  direct  the  officers  of  their  respective  com- 
mand to  attend  the  infantry  lyceum  nearest  the  home  station.  Every  officer 
is  expected  to  attend  the  lyceum,  unless  excused  by  the  Commanding 
Officer. 
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IV.  Attention  is  called  to  the  subject  of  discipline.  Lawlessness  on 
the  part  of  a  small  portion  of  the  Brigade  at  the  recent  encampment  iiot 
only  brought  discredit  upon  the  Guard  as  a  whole,  but  indicated  very 
clearly  that  there  are  some  ofHcers  who  are  incapable,  and  do  not  posse;»s 
the  elements,  or  qualities  requisite  for  a  commission.  It*  is  also  noted 
that  a  few  commandants,  in  their  anxiety  to  recruit  companies  to  the 
maximum  strength,  paid  too  little  attention  to  the  moral  qualifications  of 
the  soldier,  and  as  a  natural  result,  a  spirit  of  wantonness  existed  where 
discipline  should  have  prevailed.  These  conditions  should  be  corrected. 
Progress  must  be  the  watchword  of  officers  and  men,  not  retrogression. 
The  great  majority  of  the  National  Guard  are  good  soldiers,  and  reflect 
credit  upon  the  State  and  their  organizations,  and  should  not  be  obliged  to 
share  the  odium  of  disgrace  which  a  few  men  in  some  commands  incur  by 
their  disreputable  actions. 

V.  Attention  is  called  to  Par.  IV,  G.  O.  No.  3,  A.-G.  O.,  dated 
Hartford,  February  20,  1895:  "The  drill  of  any  oi^anization  in  the 
Connecticut  National  Guard,  occurring  on  the  evening  of  a  legal  holiday 
may  be  omitted,  provided  that  the  'time'  required  is  made  up  on  the  drill 
nights  of  the  month  in  which  the  holiday  occurs." 

VI.  The  figure  of  merit  will  be  determined  as  heretofore,  in  accord- 
ance with  Par.  Ill,  G.  O.  No.  27,  A.-G.  O.,  series  1891.  *' The  drill 
reports  will  be  made  as  usual,  in  triplicate,  and  forwarded  through  regular 
channels  with  one  copy  of  the  gain  and  loss  report,  not  later  than  the 
second  day  of  the  month  following  that  reported  upon.  The  blanks  for 
this  report  will  be  furnished  from  this  office  upon  requisition,  and  will  call 
for  the  following  data,  from  which  will  be  computed  the  'figure  of  merit  :* 
1st. — Time  consumed  at  each  drill,  which  must  be  at  least  five  hours  per 
month.  2d. — Officers  and  men  in  uniform  at  roll-call.  3d. — Officers  and 
men  actually  drilling.  4th. — Total  strength  of  organization.  A  careful 
verification  of  these  reports  with  returns  of  Staff  Officers  will  be  made  at 
Regimental,  Brigade,  Naval  Battalion,  and  General  Headquarters.  Officers 
making  the  reports  will  be  held  to  a  strict  accountability  for  discrepancies  if 
any  are  found  to  exist.  Delay  in  forwarding,  or  careless  compilation  of 
these  reports,  that  may  prevent  prompt  issue  of  orders  from  this  office, 
giving  results  of  the  month's  work,  will  be  deemed  sufficient  cause  for 
censure  of  the  officer  responsible,  in  orders." 

VII.  The  annual  muster  and  inspection  of  the  National  Guard,  as 
required  by  law,  will  n6t  be  made  during  the  month  of  November  as  here- 
tofore, but  later  in  the  drill  season.  Commandants  of  organizations  arc 
charged  to  use  their  best  endeavors  in  bringing  their  commands  to  a  high 
state  of  efficiency,  so  that  the  record  given  by  the  inspecting  officer  will  be 
that  of  "excellent." 
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VIII.  The  following  is  published  for  the  information  of  commandants 
of  the  different  organizations,  in  accordance  with  Par.  VI,  G.  O.  No.  23, 
A.-G.  O.,  October  22,  18S9:  *'  Hereafter  orders,  discharging  men  from  the 
military  service  of  the  State,  will  be  issued  on  the  fifteenth  and  last  days 
of  every  month;  such  orders  will  include  all  men  for  whose  discharge 
application  has  been  made  for  reasons  satisfactory  to  this  office."

The  commanding  officer  of  each  company,  naval  division,  machine* 
gun  battery,  signal  section,  and  platoon  of  artillery,  shall  annually,  in 
October,  make  a  certified  return  of  the  names  of  the  active  members  of 
his  command,  who  have  performed  the  duty  required  by  law,  to  the 
selectmen  of  the  towns  in  which  such  members  reside.  Like  returns  of 
regimental  staff  officers,  hospital  corps,  and  regimental  bands  shall  be  made 
by  their  regimental  commandants,  and  of  other  staff  officers  by  their 
immediate  commandants.'* 

A  strict  compliance  with  the  foregoing  is  expected.  Complaints  have 
been  made  to  this  department  by  selectmen  of  tardiness  or  negligence  on 
the  part  of  commandants  in  forwarding  returns,  as  required,  which  must 
be  corrected  at  once.

H.  Governor  IngersoU  served  as  Commander-in-Chief  from  May  7, 
1S73,  to  January  3,  1S77.  His  continuance  in  office  for  several  consecu- 
tive terms  is  the  highest  trilmte  that  can  be  paid  to  his  superior 
knowledge,  oratory  and  statesmanship.  As  Commander-in-Chief  he  dis- 
played a  deep  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  National  Guard,  giving  it 
at  all  limes  his  personal  aid  and  encouragement.  This  spirit  was  notably 
evinced  in  his  successful  efiforls,  which  resulted  in  sending  the  whole 
Brigade,  Conneciicut  National  Cjiinrd,  numbering  twenty-four  hundred 
(2400)  men  to  the  "Ceniennial  E.\position  at  Philadelphia,  1S76,"  for  an 
encampment  of  ten  days,  September  i-io,  inclusive.

I.  The  Commander-in-Chief  announces  to  the  military  force  of  the 
State  the  sad  intelligence  of  the  death  of  a  distinguished  officer  and  veteran 
of  the  Mexican  and  Civil  Wars. 

Bvt.-Major-General  WILLIAM  5UEL  FRANKLIN,  U.  S.  A., 

Adjutant'Gentral  of  i/u  StaU  of  Connecticut^  iSyj-iSyS^ 

died  at  his  home  in  Hartford,  March  8th,  1903,  7:43  a.  m.,  aged  eighty 
(80)  years.  Funeral  services  will  be  held  at  the  Church  of  the  Good 
Shepherd,  this  city,  at  3:30  p.  m.,  Wednesday  the  nth  inst.,  and  the  body 
will  be  taken  to  York,  Pennsylvania,  for  interment,  on  Thursday  morning. 

II.  The  career  of  this  gallant  officer  is  interesting  to  every  student  of 
military  science.  Born  in  Franklin,  Pa.,  February  27,  1823;  became  a 
cadet  at  the  CJ.  S.  Military  Academy,  July  1st,  1839 !  graduating  July  1st, 
1843  ;  appointed  Brevet  Second  Lieutenant  Topographical  Engineers,  July 
1st,  1843 ;  Second  Lieutenant.  September  21st,  1846 ;  First  Lieutenant, 
March  3d,  1853 ;  Captain,  July  ist,  1857  ;  Colonel  12th  Infantry,  May 
14th,  1 861  ;  resigned  March  15th,  1866 ;  Brevet  rank ;  Brevet  First 
Lieutenant,  February  23d,  1847,  for  gallant  and  meritorious  conduct  at 
Baena  Vista ;  Brevet  Brigadier-General,  June  30th,  1862,  for  gallant  and 
meritorious  conduct  in  the  battle  before  Richmond,  Va.;  Brevet  Major- 
General,  March  13th,  1865,  for  gallant  and  meritorious  service  in  the  field 
during  the  war.  General  Franklin  was  appointed  by  the  late  Governor 
Richard  D.  Hubbard,  Adjutant-General  of  the  State  of  Connecticut, 
January  3d,  1877,  serving  in  that  capacity  until  January  loth,  1879.  In 
honoring  this  commonwealth  as  Adjutant-General,  General  Franklin 
brought  to  the  service  the  knowledge  of  a  thoroughly  trained  soldier  and 
ripe  experience  of  a  veteran  of  two  wars.  Elarnest,  dignified  in  bearing, 
courteous,  and  prompt  in  the  dispatch  of  business  pertaining  to  the  military 
department  of  the  State,  he  exemplified  to  the  National  Guard  the  true 
type  of  an  American  soldier. 

III.  In  token  of  respect  to  his  memory,  it  is  hereby  ordered  that  the 
National  Flag  be  displayed  at  half-staff,  between  sunrise  and  sunset,  over 
the  State  Arsenal  and  Armory  at  Hartford,  until  the  hour  designated  for 
the  funeral.  Officers  of  the  military  force  will  wear  the  usual  badge  of 
mourning  on  the  sword  hilt  for  thirty  (30)  days  from  date  of  the  order.

I.  The  Commanding  officer,  Brigade,  Connecticut  National  Guard, 
is  hereby  directed  to  order  the  Companies  of  Infantry,  Hospital  Corps, 
Sections  of  Machine-Gun  Battery,  First  and  Second  Companies  Coast 
Artillery,  Platoons  of  Light  Artillery,  and  Troop  A,  of  his  command,  to 
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parade  one  day  during  the  month  of  May,  proximo^  in  their  respective 
towns,  under  orders  of  the  Regimental,  Company  and  Battery  Commanders. 
Organizations  will  devote  a  portion  of  the  day  to  rifle  practice,  under 
orders  of  the  commandants,  and  supervision  of  the  Regimental  Inspector 
of  Small  Arms  Practice,  and  the  rest  of  the  day  to  such  drill  as  the 
Commandant  shall  direct,  including  instruction  in 'guard  duty  and  *' the 
service  of  security  and  information."  The  Brigade  Commander  is  hereby 
authorized  to  grant  permission  for  the  Brigade  Signal  Corps  to  parade  as 
a  Corps  one  day  in  the  month  of  May,  proximo. 

II.  Regimental,  Signal  Corps  and  Battery  Commanders  will  attend 
the  parade  of  Companies,  Signal  Corps,  Sections  and  Platoons  in  person,  or 
b^  represented  by  a  field  or  staff  officer,  and  will  report  in  writing  through 
Brigade  Headquarters,  on  or  before  June  ist,  the  condition  and  efficiency 
of  each  organization ;  the  rifle  practice,  drill  and  maneuvers  performed ; 
time  occupied  in  rifle  practice ;  time  devoted  to  drill,  and  the  number  in 
each  organization  present  and  performing  duty.  The  Brigade  Commander 
wi.l  detail  Captain  William  M.  Stark,  Inspector  of  Small  Arms  Practice, 
Third  Infantry,  Connecticut  National  Guard,  to  attend  and  supervise  the 
rifle  practice  of  the  First  and  Second  Companies  Coast  Artillery,  and 
Captain  Harry  C.  Young,  Inspector  of  Small  Arms  Practice,  Second 
Infantry,  Connecticut  National  Guard,  to  attend  and  supervise  the  rifle 
practice  of  Troop  A,  also  inspect  and  supervise  the  drill  and  rifle  practice 
of  First  Separate  Company.    . 

III.  The  Commander  of  the  Naval  Battalion,  Connecticut  National 
Guard,  will  assemble  his  command  at  Bridgeport,  for  one  day's  duty  in 
yizy^  proximo. 

IV.  The  Commissary-General  will  not  furnish  rations  for  spring 
parades  of  the  Connecticut  National  Guard.  In  lieu  thereof,  each  Com- 
pany, Signal  Corps,  Battery,  and  Troop  Commander  will  purchase  such 
commissary  stores  as  are  necessary  for  the  subsistence  of  their  command, 
and  will  personally  see  that  the  food  is  properly  cooked,  and  issued.  The 
amcant  expended  should  not  exceed  twenty-flve  cents  per  man,  and  will 
not  in  any  event  exceed  forty  cents,  including  transportation  of  supplies 
and  cooking  utensils.  Vouchers  in  duplicate  for  subsistence  furnished,  will 
be  made  on  the  Acting  Commissary-General,  and  forwarded  to  this  depart- 
ment for  payment. 

V.  The  commanding  officer  of  each  company  Governor's  Guard  is 
hereby  directed  to  assemble  his  command  for  one  day's  drill  and  parade  in 
May,  proximo^  on  such  date  as  he  may  determine  ;  forwarding  to  this  office, 
when  issued,  a  copy  of  his  order  designating  the  date  of  parade. 

VI.  Triplicate  pay-rolls  for  duty,  duly  signed  by  each  member 
parading,  and  sworn  to  by  the  commanding  officer,  will  be  required;  one 
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copy  to  be  retained  by  the  commanding  officer,   and  two  copies  to  be 
forwarded  to  this  office  within  two  days  from  date  of  the  parade. 

VII.  Inspectors  of  Small  Arms  Practice  witnessing  scores  at  the 
firing  point,  for  State  decorations,  must  obtain  from  each  contestant  the 
organization  and  year  in  which  he  has  previously  qualified  in  rifie  and 
revolver  practice.  No  scores  will  be  allowed  unless  certified  to  by  the 
inspecting  officer,  with  exception  of  the  Brigade  Signal  Corps  and  Machine- 
Gun  Battery,  whose  scores  will  be  certified  to  by  their  respective  com- 
mandants.

I.  Brigadier-General  Russell  Frosty  commanding  Brigade,  Connecticut 
National  Guard,  u  hereby  ordered  to  assemble  his  command  (except  the 
coast  artillery),  Monday,  August  lo,  iqo3,  at  as  early  an  hour  as  possible, 
for  six  days'  camp  duty  at  the  State  Military  Rendezvous,  Niantic,  Conn. 

II.  The  Coast  Artillery,  Connecticut  National  Guard,  will  report  to 
the  Commanding  Officer  at  Fort  Terry,  Plum  Island,  for  duty,  July  loth  to 
20th,  1903.  Detail  of  instruction  and  exercises  are  being  prepared  for  this 
duty  by  the  Commanding  Officer,  Department  of  the  East,  and  will  be 
famished  later. 
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III.  The  Brigade  Commander  will  make  requisition  on  the  Acting 
Quartermaster-General  for  necessary  camp  equipage  and  supplies,  and  will 
forward  to  these  headquarters  in  the  field,  a  consolidated  morning  report  of 
the  troops,  each  day  of  the  encampment,  also  forward  to  this  office  at  the 
close  of  the  encampment,  all  daily  consolidated  reports  of  the  different 
organizations  of  his  command.  He  will  instruct  commandants  of  the  several 
organizations  in  his  command  to  order  all  commissary  ofHcers,  regimental 
commissary-sergeants,  and  cooks  as  may  be  on  duty  in  their  commands  to 
report  for  duty  to  the  Acting  Commissary-General,  at  the  State  Military 
Rendezvous,  Saturday,  August  8th,  1903.  Upon  arrival  of  the  troops  the 
officers,  non-commissioned  officers,  and  cooks  will  report  to  their  command* 
ing  officers.  Pay  will  be  allowed  for  this  extra  duty  and  will  be  carried 
upon  the  pay-roll.  All  cooks  ordered  to  report  at  camp  under  this  order 
must  be  furnished  by  their  company  commanders  with  an  order  directing 
them  to  report^  which  they  will  present  to  the  Acting  Commissary-General 
immediately  after  their  arrival. 

IV.  Field  work  will  be  omitted  this  year ;  in  place  of  that  exercise, 
the  brigade  will  be  instructed  in  the  construction  and  use  of  field  entrench- 
ments; ** street  column  and  square"  and  the  pitching  and  breaking  of 
camp  with  both  **  shelter  halves*'  and  **A"  tents. 

V.  The  Assistant  Quartermaster-General  will  lay  out  the  camp.  He 
will  also  furnish  all  camp  equipage  and  supplies  except  commissary  stores. 
Camp  will  be  pitched  by  the  troops  on  their  arrival  in  camp  Monday 
morning, 

VI.  Requisitions  for  clothing  and  equipment  required  must  be  made 
at  once.     No  requisition  for  same  will  be  approved  after  July  21,  1903. 

VII.  The  Acting  Commissary-General  will  furnish  rations  for  the 
enlisted  men  on  requisition,  which  must  be  made  and  forwarded  direct 
to  this  department  on  or  before  August  6tli,  1903  ;  commissioned  officers 
will  provide  their  own  subsistence.  A  careful  inspection  of  the  food  will 
be  made  each  day,  by  the  company  commander  or  an  office|;  designated 
by  him,  and  will  also  see  that  it  is  properly  cooked  and  issued. 

VIII.  Commanding  officers  will  make  requisition  on  the  Acting 
Quartermaster-General  for  transportation  of  troops  and  horses,  with  neces- 
sary baggage,  to  and  from  the  State  Military  Rendezvous  before  July  25th. 
The  baggage  will  be  limited  to  two  company  chests  for  each  infantry 
company  and  platoon  of  artillery,  and  one  chest  for  each  section  machine* 
gun  and  each  section  signal  corps.  Officers'  baggage  will  be  limited  to  one 
valise  or  small  trunk.  Transportation  for  horses  for  field  and  sta£F  use 
will  be  furnished  only  from  brigade  and  regimental  headquarters  ;  battery 
and  machine-gun  horses  from  their  respective  locations.  Six  days'  pay  only 
will  be  allowed  for  horses  during  the  encampment,  including  the  details. 

IX.  Pay-rolls  for  duty  will  be  made  out  strictly  in  accordance  with 
law,  and  must  be  completed  and  signed  on  or  before  the  last  day  of  en- 
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campment,  and  delivered  at  these  headquarters  in  the  field  by  lO  o'clock 
a.  m.,  Saturday,  August  15th.  Men  enlisted  after  July  16th  may  be  borne 
on  pay-roll  for  duty  upon  certificate  of  company  commanders  that  they  are 
properly  drilled  and  instructed  in  the  school  of.  the  soldier  and  guard  duty. 
Musicians  may  be  enlisted  to  July  21st,  inclusive. 

X.  The  Commander-in-Chief  will  review  the  Brigade  on  Friday, 
August  14th. 

XI.  Encampments  of  the  Connecticut  National  Guard  being  held  by 
authority  of  law,  every  officer  and  enlisted  man  is  required  to  be  present  for 
duty  unless  excused  for  imperative  reasons.  The  Brigade  Commander  will 
report  to  this  office  any  commissioned  officer  absent,  with  the  cause  of  absence.

I.  The  following  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  enacted  January 
Session,  1903,  Chapters  24  and  no,  concerning  the  militia,  are  hereby 
published  for  the  information  of  all  concerned. 

"Section  2989.  Connecticut  National  Guard.  Service  required. 
Drafts.  The  active  militia  shall  be  organized  as  hereinafter  prescribed,  and 
designated  as  the  Connecticut  National  Guard,  and  said  guard  shall  be 
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liable  at  all  times  to  he  ordered  into  active  service,  and,  except  as  herein- 
after provided,  shall  be  called  out  by  the  commander-in-chief  on  all  occa- 
sions for  military  service  before  the  rest  of  the  militia,  and  may  by  him  be 
turned  over  into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  on  requisition  by  the 
President,  for  service  without  the  state,  for  a  period  not  exceeding  nine 
months.  In  time  of  war,  invasion,  rebellion,  or  riot,  or  reasonable  appre- 
hension thereof,  or  upon  requisition  by  the  President  of  the  United  States, 
the  commander-in-chief  shall  order  out  for  active  service  such  further 
portion  of  the  militia  as  he  may  deem  necessary,  designating  the  same  by 
draft,  if  a  sufficient  number  shall  not  volunteer,  and  shall  organize  the  same 
and  appoint  and  commission  officers  therefor  ;  and  when  so  ordered  out  for 
service  the  militia  shall  be  subject  to  like  regulations  and  receive  from  the 
state  like  compensation  as  that  prescribed  for  the  army  of  the  United  States.** 

**  Sec.  3004.  Connecticut  National  Guards  constitution  and  location. 
In  time  of  peace  the  Connecticut  National  Guard  shall  consist  of  not 
more  than  thirty-five  hundred  enlisted  men  and  the  required  number  of 
officers,  organized,  armed,  equipped,  and  disciplined  as  prescribed  by 
authority  of  the  militia  law  of  the  United  States ;  also  a  naval  battalion 
consisting  of  not  more  than  four  divisions.  This  force  shall  be  located 
throughout  the  state  with  reference  to  the  military  wants  thereof,  means  of 
concentration,  and  other  military  requirements.  The  commander-in-chief, 
adjutant-general,  and  brigadier-general  commanding  brigade  shall  organize 
and  locate  the  national  guard  with  power  to  transfer,  attach,  consolidate, 
or  disband,  and  reorganize  at  pleasure,  any  organization.  The  commander- 
in-chief  shall  have  power  in  case  of  war,  invasion,  insurrection,  riot,  or 
imminent  danger  thereof,  to  increase  said  force  and  organize  the  same  as 
the  exigencies  of  the  case  may  require." 

"Sec.  3016.  Rules^  discipline^  and  administration.  Unless  otherwise 
expressly  provided,  the  Connecticut  National  Guard  shall  be  governed  by 
the  rules  and  articles  of  war  governing  the  armies  of  the  United  States,  so 
far  as  the  same  may  be  applicable.  Its  system  of  discipline,  exercise, 
training,  and  administration  shall  conform  to  that  prescribed  from  time  to 
time  for  the  army  of  the  United  States.*' 

"Sec.  3037.  Time  for  parades  and  encampments.  The  Connecticut 
National  Guard  may  parade  for  drill  one  day  annually  in  April  or  May,  by 
company,  battalion,  or  regiment,  as  ordered  by  the  commander-in-chief, 
and  shall  encamp  for  drill. and  instruction,  not  exceeding  six  successive  days 
between  the  tenth  day  of  June  and  the  twentieth  day  of  October,  annually, 
by  brigade,  or  otherwise,  as  ordered  by  the  commander-in-chief.  The 
commander-in-chief  may  order  out  the  battery  of  light  artillery  for  spring 
parade.  Provided  always  that  the  commander-in-chief  may  order  out  for 
not  n^'  re  th  'i  twelve  days  any  portion  of  the  Connecticut  National  Guard 
for  pai      ipating  in  the  encampment,  manceuvers,  and  field  instruction  of 
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any  part  of  the  regular  army  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  militia  law 
of  the  United  States.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  pro- 
visions of  these  acts  are  hereby  repealed." 

II.  Slips  containing  tfu  various  sections  of  law  as  amended  will  be 
issued  to  commandants  of  the  several  organizations  Connecticut  National 
Guards  who  are  directed  to  paste  the  same  over  the  proper  place  in  copies  of 
militia  law  now  in  their  possession.

I.  A  State  Rifle  Match  for  teams  from  Regiments,  Batteries,  Artillery 
Corps,  Signal  Corps,  First  Separate  Company,  Troop  A,  and  Naval 
Battalion,  Connecticut  National  Guard,  will  take  place  on  the  Second 
Infantry  Rifle  Range,  Newjiaven,  Conn.,  Thursday,  October  8,  1903. 

Three  suitable  trophies  will  be  offered  by  the  State  for  competition  by 
teams  from  each  organization  as  stated,  and  designated  first,  second,  and 
third  prizes.  The  first  prize  [hall  clock  won  by  Second  Infantry  team  in 
tournament  of  1902,  and  now  in  possession  of  that  organization]  to  the 
team  making  the  highest  aggregate  score  at  200  and  500  yards  ;  the  second 
prize  to  the  team  making  the  next  highest  aggregate  score  ;  and  the  third 
prize  to  the  team  making  the  third  highest  aggregate  score.  The  above 
trophies  to  be  competed  for  as  follows  :  The  first  prize  to  be  held  for  one 
year  by  the  organization  represented  by  the  winning  team,  and  the  second 
and  third  prizes  to  be  awarded  and  become  the  property  of  the  organiza- 
tions making  the  second  and  third  highest  aggregate  scores,  and  when  the 
first  trophy  shall  have  been  won  three  times  by  the  team  from  one  organ- 
ization it  shall  become  the  property  of  that  organization.  A  suitable  medal 
will  be  awarded  by  the  State  annually  to  each  member  of  the  team  winning 
the  first  prize,  and  their  names  published  in  orders.

To  His  Excellency y 

Abiram  Chamberlain, 

Governor  and  Commander-in-Chief : 

Sir  : — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  this 
bureau  from  January  7,  1903,  to  September  30,  1903. 

Financial. 

The  total  receipts  from  January  7,  1903,  were  $57,022.17,  of 
wbich  sum  $4,575.36  was  received  from  Brig.-Gen.  George  B. 
Newton,  late  Quartermaster-General;  $52,188.31  was  drawn  on 
orders  of  the  Comptroller,  and  $258.50  was  miscellaneous  re- 
ceipts from  various  sources  and  duly  turned  into  the  state 
treasury,  in  compliance  with  the  law.  Tlie  disbursements  dur- 
ing this  period  have  amounted  to  $54,58340,  leaving  a  balance 
of  $2,180.27,  which  has  been  turned  over'  to  the  state  treasurer. 

State  Camp  Ground. 

No  unusual  additions  or  alterations  have  been  made  to  the 
buildings  at  the  state  military  rendezvous  at  Niantic  during  the 
year. 

A  contract  has  been  entered  into  with  the  Bacon  Air  Lift 
Co.,  of  New  York,  for  the  erection  of  a  water  tower  with  a

capacity  of  about  60,000  gallons.  This  is  to  be  built  of  steel  and 
located  in  the  north-west  corner  of  the  camp  ground.  This 
tower  will  furnish  an  ^abundant  supply  of  water  in  case  of  fire, 
and  also  do  away  with  the  necessity  of  running  the  pumping 
station  during  the  night. 

A  contract  has  also  been  made  with  the  Hartford  Paving  and 
Construction  Co.,  for  the  construction  of  a  sewer  from  the 
western  side  of  the  camp  ground  to  the  Niantic  river.  It  will 
be  located  about  fifty  feet  north  of  line  of  mess  buildings,  and 
running  parallel  with  them.  Numerous  openings  will  be  made 
to  permit  of  the  large  quantity  of  waste  matter  being  carried 
away.  This  sewer  will  greatly  improve  the  sanitary  condition, 
in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  cook  and  mess-houses. 

The  water  tower  will  furnish  water  with  sufficient  pressure  to 
flush  the  sewer  at  all  times. 

It  is  my  desire  to  have  the  spaces  in  rear  of  the  mess-houses 
concreted.  If  this  can  be  accomplished,  the  system  of  sanita- 
tion will  be  complete. 

Ordnance. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  armament  of  the  guard  dur- 
ing the  year. 

It  is  my  intention  to  make  requisition  in  the  near  future  for  a 
full  outfit  of  the  United  States  magazine  rifles,  cal.  .30,  with  the 
accompanying  equipments. 

State  Armories. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  the  eight  armories  owned  by  the  state 
has  been,  since  January  7th,  1903,  $15,874.30. 

The  armory  at  Norwich,  under  contract  last  year,  has  been

finished  to  Jhe  satisfaction  of  the  Armory  Commission.  It  is 
now  occupied  by  Companies  "A"  and  "C,"  Third  Infantry, 
C.  N.  G. 

These  buildings  are  in  as  good  a  state  of  repair  as  their  age 
and  constant  usage  will  permit.  The  cost  of  maintaining  them 
increases  from  year  to  year.  The  amount  appropriated  for  their 
care  is  not  excessive. 

I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  miserable  condition  of  the 
State  Armory  at  Hartford.  The  roof  constantly  requires  repairs  ; 
the  rear  rooms  are  so  damp  that  it  is  impossible  to  keep  the  arms, 
clothing  and  equipments  in  a  serviceable  condition. 

State  Arsenal. 

The  State  Arsenal  is  in  the  same  condition  as  the  armory  above 
referred  to.  It  seems  a  waste  of  money  to  spend  any  amount 
in  repairs.  I  respectfully  desire  that  the  Armory  Commission 
take  this  matter  up  at  an  early  date,  as  something  must  be  done 
as  soon  as  possible  to  render  safe,  state  and  government  property. 

Rifle  Ranges. 

The  adoption  of  the  United  States  magazine  rifle  will  require 
new  ranges  to  be  built.  This  will  entail  considerable  expense,  as 
the  new  butts  will  have  to  be  constructed  to  withstand  the  im- 
pact of  high  velocity  projectiles,  and  to  insure  the  safety  of 
markers  and  of  citizens  who  may  be  in  the  vicinity  of  the  range. 

Funeral  Expenses  and  Headstones  for  Veterans  of 

Civil  War. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  approved  178  applications  for 
payment  of  funeral  expenses  and  308  applications  for  headstones, 
at  a  total  expense  of  $10,838.

A  monument  was  also  erected  at  CoUinsville  in  memory  of 

thirty-nine  soldiers  of  the  Civil  War,  who  enlisted  from   the 

town  of  Canton,  and  whose  bodies  were  never  brought  home 

for  burial.     This  monument  was  dedicated  on  Decoration  Day, 

May  30,  1903.

Sir: — I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  submit  the  twenty-sixth 
annual  report  of  the  Connecticut  State  Board  of  Health,  in 
obedience  to  the  law  which  requires  annually  a  report  "upon 
the  vital  statistics  and  the  sanitary  condition  and  prospects  of 
the  State." 

Personnel  of  the  Board. 

The  terms  of  service  of  Prof.  Wm.  H.  Brewer,  LL.D.,  and  Dr. 
R,  S.  Goodwin  expired  on  the  first  day  of  July.  Prof.  Brewer 
was  renominated  by  the  Governor.  Dr.  Goodwin,  after  a  faith- 
ful and  honorable  service  for  eighteen  years,  declined  a  renom- 
ination  and  the  Governor  nominated  Dr.  A.  W.  Phillips  to  suc- 
ceed him. 

Both  nominations  were  confirmed  by  the  Senate. 

The  four  quarterly  meetings  have  been  held  and  six  special 
meetings,  all  of  which  have  been  well  attended.  No  meeting 
duly  warned  has  failed  of  a  quorum,  and  generally  the  full  Board 
has  been  present. 

The  cheers  elected  by  the  Board  were  continued  as  in  the 
previous  year  without  change. 

General  Sanitary  Administration. 

The  causes  of  death  are  very  numerous.  Not  only  disease, 
but  meteorological  influences,  the  eflfects  of  age,  constitutional 
peculiarities  and  infirmities,  unavoidable  exposures  and  for- 
tuitous casualties  have  all  a  more  or  less  direct  influence  in 
•winging  to  an  abrupt  termination  the  period  of  human  life. 
It  is  only  upon  a  limited  portion  of  these  agents  that  the  admin- 
istraticm  of  public  hygiene  can  exert  a  protective  power.  Hence 
the  standard  of  sanitary  administration  is  not  to  be  determined 
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solely  by  the  general  death-rate,  but  rather  by  the  death-rate 
from  the  communicable  diseases  which  by  health  legislation  are 
at  least  partially  subject  to  control.  Sanitary  science  is  but 
a  study  of  the  laws  of  Nature  in  their  influence  upon  human 
health.  The  application  of  sanitary  science  to  the  well-being  of 
communities  must  necessarily  be  directed  by  state  and  munici- 
pal law. 

Public  sanitary  administration  has  for  its  objects  both  gen- 
eral and  special  purposes,  to  wit:  those  which  concern  the 
community  as  a  whole,  and  those  which  concern  the  individual. 

For  the  community  it  aims  to  secure  a  pure  and  abundant 
water  supply ;  a  supervision  of  the  traffic  in  the  common  arti- 
cles of  food  that  they  be  wholesome  and  unadulterated;  that 
the  atmosphere  be  uncontaminated  with  noxious  effluvia,  and 
hurtful  impurities;  that  dangerous  nuisances  be  abated;  that 
the  sewage  and  other  wastes  of  populated  places  be  safely  and 
properly  disposed  of;  that  the  dangers  of  crowd  poisoning  in 
the  habitations  of  the  poor  be  prevented ;  that  the  sick  poor  and 
the  credulous  be  protected  from  the  impositions  of  medical 
ignorance  and  quackery,  and  that  those  conditions  recognized 
as  "sanitary"  be  secured  as  far  as  possible  about  all  the  habita- 
tions of  men. 

So  far  as  public  hygiene  applies  to  the  individual,  it  requires 
that  each  member  of  the  community  shall  so  conduct  himself 
and  so  direct  all  things  under  his  control,  that  neither  he 
nor  they  shall  be  a  cause  of  injury  to  the  health  of  others. 
And  thus  sanitary  legislation  may  concern  individuals  in  vari- 
ous ways.  For  instance,  it  may  direct  the  duties  of  landlords 
toward  their  tenants;  the  duties  of  householders  toward  their 
neighbors ;  and  especially  the  duty  of  those  afflicted  with  con- 
tagious diseases  toward  the  general  public.  It  may  say  to  all 
the  people  that  whereas  contagious  disease  is  always  present, 
thou  shalt  not  cast  thy  spittle  upon  the  floors  of  public  halls,  of 
public  vehicles  nor  upon  the  sidewalks,  because  the  ubiquitous 
walking  victim  of  diphtheria,  or  measles  or  whooping  cough, 
or  consumption,  habitually  throws  out  millions  of  infectious 
microbes,  which  adhere  to  the  foot  gear  of  the  pedestrian  or  are 
gracefully  swept  up  by  the  trailing  skirts  of  women  and  so  trans- 
ferred to  the  homes  of  their  families  or  friends,  or  lodged  upon 
the  carpeted  aisles  of  churches  and  other  public  places.     Next, 
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when  these  disease  germs  are  sufiiciently  dried,  comes  the  effi- 
cient promoter  of  the  practitioner's  prosperity,  the  broom,  and 
whirls  them  into  the  air  to  find  new  victims. 

From  the  above  outline  of  the  general  and  special  aims  of  sani- 
tary administration,  it  is  apparent  that  the  local  health  officer  is 
necessarily  often  brought  in  close  personal  contact  with  his  con- 
stituents. He  cannot,  provide  water  supplies ;  he  cannot  con- 
struct sewer  systems ;  he  cannot  contract  for  garbage  disposal, 
etc.,  but  he  must  inquire  into  the  existence  of  local  nuisances. 
He  must  investigate  the  causes  of  outbreaks  of  communicable 
diseases,  when  such  occur ;  he  must  isolate  patients,  quarantine 
families  and  disinfect  households.  In  the  discharge  of  these 
duties  he  has  unlimited  opportunities  for  the  exercise  of  tact  and 
good  judgment. 

So  it  happens,  that  in  his  executive  capacity  as  a  public  officer, 
he  is  frequently  required  to  supervise  and  direct  concerning 
unsanitary  conditions  which  closely  relate  to  personal  interest 
and  personal  convenience.  But  where  public  hygiene  bears  upon 
the  community  as  a  whole,  the  health  officer's  position  is  largely 
that  of  an  adviser. 

Upon  a  little  reflection  it  is  quite  obvious  that  public  sanitary 
administration  can  directly  control  some  of  the  causes  of  death  ;- 
that  it  can  indirectly  and  to  a  limited  extent  control  other 
causes  more  or  less  successfully.  But  there  are  many  influ- 
ences which  tend  to  imperil  health  and  shorten  life  which  can- 
not be  made  subject  to  laws  enacted  by  legislatures  or  health 
boards.  While  civilization  has  contributed  largely  to  the  pro- 
longation of  human  life,  it  is  also  responsible  for  many  perils 
to  health  and  life  which  were  unknown  a  generation  or  two  ago. 

The  enjoyment  of  health  and  the  duration  of  life  depend 
greatly  upon  personal  hygiene,  over  which  public  hygiene  can 
exert  but  a  limited  direct  influence.  It  has  long  been  observed 
that  certain  localities  are  salubrious  and  healthy  and  others  the 
reverse.  It  is  not  less  noticeable  that  some  occupations  are 
detrimental  to  health  and  seriously  affect  the  death  rate  of  large 
classes  of  persons. 

Hence,  because  there  are  so  many  other  dkuses  of  death  than 
those  for  which  public  hygiene  is  responsible,  it  is  obvious 
that  the  death  rate  of  a  given  community  is  not  to  be  taken  as 
an  accurate  criterion  of  the  sanitary  administration  in  that  com- 
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m^nity.  A  much  more  accurate  estimate  of  success  can  be 
based  on  the  efficiency  exhibited  in  controlling  the  prevalence  of 
communicable  diseases.  Sanitary  measures  have  a  much  more 
decided  effect  in  lessening  this  class  of  diseases  than  of  any 
other.  The  evidence  of  this  is  very  apparent  in  different  towns 
in  Connecticut.  A  perusal  of  the  annual  reports  of  the  town 
health  officers  demonstrates  that  alert  and  .prompt  action  on  the 
part  of  health  cheers  in  caring  for  primary  cases  of  infectious 
diseases,  aided  by  the  willing  and  ready  cooperation  of  their 
fellow  citizens,  will  arrest  an  epidemic  at  the  point  of  invasion, 
while  in  another  town  tardy  action  and  reluctant  aid,  or  none, 
will  permit  it  to  get  such  a  foothold  that  its  immediate  suppres- 
sion is  impossible.  If,  however,  the  first  case  that  appeared  in 
the  town  had  been  isolated,  and  disinfection  had  been  thorough, 
there  would  have  been  no  more  cases.  Infectious  diseases  are 
spread  only  as  the  infection  is  communicated  from  the  sick  to 
the  well.  It  may  be  by  personal  contact  or  by  infected  things. 
Hence  isolation  and  disinfection  are  the  most  reliable  means  of 
stopping  the  spread  of  communicable  diseases;  except  in  the 
one  disease,  small  pox,  in  which  vaccination  is  infallible.  Dur- 
ing the  past  year  the  foregoing  statements  have  been  frequently 
verified. 

The  General  Health  of  the  State  for  the  Twelve 
Months  ending  August  31,  1903. 

The  mortality  during  the  past  year  was  larger  than  in  the 
previous  year.  The  increase  was  partly  to  be  ascribed  to  the 
increased  population,  but  more  to  the  greater  prevalence  of  infec- 
tious diseases. 

For  the  year  ending  August  31,  1902,  the  total  deaths  in  the 
State  were  14,248,  and  in  the  following  twelve  months  15,338, 
making  an  excess  in  the  last  year  of  1,090  over  the  preceding 
year. 

In  the  following  table  the  several  diseases  mentioned  are  com- 
pared as  to  the  number  of  towns  from  which  they  have  been 
reported  and  as  to  tlie  mortality,  for  the  two  consecutive  years 
ending  on  the  31st  days  of  August  in  1902  and  1903. 
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The  most  common  of  the  communicable  diseases  have  been 
unusually  prevalent  throughout  the  State. 

It  is  quite  remarkable  that  so  many  of  the  most  contagious 
disorders  should  prevail  so  widely  at  the  same  time,  in  Connecti- 
cut. It  is  still  more  exceptional  that  most  of  them  should  be 
of  so  mild  a  type,  and  the  death  rate  from  them  so  low.  The 
number  of  cases  of  measles  reported  to  the  health  officer  was 
5,909;  of  scarlet  fever  2,657;  of  diphtheria  1,620;  of  whooping 
cough  2,785 ;  of  small  pox  287 ;  and  of  typhoid  fever  936. 

The  death  rate  computed  upon  these  numbers  is  much  larger 
than  the  truth  because  there  were  so  many  with  each  of  these 
disorders,  except  typhoid  fever,  who  were  so  slightly  ill  that  no 
report  of  them  was  made.  If  these  were  added  to  those  reported 
cases  the  death  rate  would  be  much  reduced. 

The  percentage  as  estimated  upon  the  number  reported  was  as 
follows : — 

Percentage  of  Deaths  to  Reported  Cases. 

Measles  3.3;  scarlet  fever  5.6;  diphtheria  17.7;  whooping 
cough  9.0;  small  pox  0.3;  typhoid  fever  21.5.  - 

It  will  be  observed  that  there  was  a  marked  increase  in  the 
deaths  from  measles  and  whooping  cough.  Although  these 
diseases  are  rightly  included  within  the  list  of  preventable  dis- 
eases, yet  they  are  held  in  so  low  respect  by  the  general  public 
that  the  means  of  prevention  are  constantly  neglected.  Hence 
they  are  harder  to  control  than  any  others.  Public  sentiment 
too  often  regards  them  as  only  slight  ailments  and  needing  little 
care.  Surely  the  four  hundred  and  fifty  deaths  from  these  two 
maladies,  considerably  exceeding  the  total  from  scarlet  fever, 
diphtheria  and  croup  combined,  ought  to  have  some  influence  in 
correcting  this  dangerous  error. 
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It  is  notable  that  among  the  most  numerous  cases  of  sickness 
were  measles,  scarlet  fever  and  whooping  cough.  Of  these 
diseases  over  ii,ooo  cases  were  reported.  But  these  maladies 
were  so  very  mild  in  many  instances  that  medical  attendance 
was  not  employed  and  large  numbers  were  not  reported.  There 
is  reason  to  believe  that  if  all  had  been  reported  the  number 
would  have  exceeded  15,000  cases. 

Special  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  in  the  popular  mind 
scarlet  fever  excites  more  appprehension  of  a  fatal  termination 
than  any  other  of  the  diseases  of  children,  while  measles  and 
whooping  cough  are  regarded  as  only  trivial  ailments  which  all 
children  are  fated  to  suffer. 

But  the  record  shows  that  during  the  past  year  both  measles 
and  whooping  cough  have  each  filled  more  untimely  little  graves 
than  scarlet  fever. 

How  much  this  death  list  from  measles  and  whooping  cough 
has  been  due  to  neglect  of  proper  care  of  the  little  patients  in 
the  confidence  that  such  disorders  were  not  dangerous,  cannot 
be  determined.  These  facts,  however,  prove  that  they  are  often 
dangerous  and  always  deserve  watchful  and  solicitous  care. 

Attention  is  here  called  to  the  fact  that  measles,  scarlet  fever, 
whooping  cough  and  diphtheria  are  all  diseases  of  childhood 
at  the  school  age — a  glance  at  the  diagrams  showing  that  the 
months  in  which  they  are  most  prevalent  correspond  with  the 
usual  school  sessions.  That  in  the  months  of  July  and  August, 
which  are  commonly  vacation  months,  they  are  least  prevalent, 
and  that  they  increase  pretty  uniformly  upon  the  opening  of  the 
schools  in  the  autumn.  This  may  be  only  a  coincidence  due  to 
other  causes  not  recognized,  but  it  looks  very  significant,  and 
would  seem  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  systematic  medical 
inspection  of  schools. 

Here  follow  diagrams  showing  the  prevalence  of  the  above 
named  diseases  by  months,  during  the  past  year  and  during 
twenty  calendar  years. 

The  purpose  of  the  20-year  diagrams  is  to  show  the  general 
uniformity  of  increased  prevalence  of  these  contagious  maladies 
in  certain  months,  which  months  correspond  closely  to  school 
sessions.  The  constant  increase  of  these  diseases  soon  after 
the  opening  of  the  schools  in  the  autumn  is  specially  noticeable.

Typhoid  Fever. 

The  deaths  from  typhoid  fever  were  sixteen  less  than  in  the 
previous  twelve  corresponding  months,  202  against  218  in  the 
year  before,  but  the  disease  lacked  the  quality  of  mildness  that 
characterized  small  pox,  measles,  scarlet  fever  and  whooping 
cough.  If  all  the  cases  were  reported,  the  percentage  of  deaths 
was  unusually  high.  The  average  death  rate  from  typhoid  is 
about  ID  per  cent,  of  the  cases,  but  during  last  year  it  was  21.7 
per  cent,  of  the  cases  reported. 

In  the  interest  of  public  sanitation,  it  is  greatly  to  be  regretted 
that  so  many  members  of  the  honorable  profession  of  medicine 
do  not  appreciate  the  importance  of  prompt  and  correct  reports 
of  sickness* 

Too  many  doctors  have  more  regard  for  the  requests  of  their 
patients  to  conceal  the  occurrence  of  a  contagious  diseas.e,  than 
they  have  for  the  public  safety. 

There  have  been  two  epidemics  of  typhoid  fever  during  the 
year — one  in  Bristol,  of  which  a  full  report  will  be  found  on 
other  pages ;  another  of  less  extent  being  confined  to  the  inmates 
of  the  St.  Francis  Orphan  Asylum  in  New  Haven. 

Dr.  F.  W.  Wright,  health  officer  of  New  Haven,  stated  that 
the  cases  had  been  running  a  good  while  before  they  were 
reported  to  him;  that  twenty  cases  were  reported,  but  he 
believed  there  had  been  more,  and  that  six  were  fatal.  No  satis- 
factory source  of  the  infection  was  discovered.  Of  all  the 
inmates  of  the  institution,  only  the  children  were  afflicted. 

While  the  public  mind  is  growing  more  and  more  attentive 
to  the  quality  of  public  water  supplies,  which  are  recognized  as 
the  chief  source  of  typhoid  infection,  and  there  are  fewer  epi- 
demics than  in  former  years  in  the  State,  yet  the  sporadic  cases 
are  still  appearing  with  too  much  frequency.  The  confidence 
in  the  private  well  is  not  much  impaired.  But  probably  the 
majority  of  the  individual  cases  of  typhoid  are  .secondary  to 
some  previous  case,  due  to  neglect  of  thorough  disinfection  of 
the  discharges ;  and  the  exclusion  of  flies  from  access  to  them. 
An  epidemic  of  typhoid  is  always  followed  for  months  by 
sporadic  cases  because  of  such  neglect. 

The  following  diagrams  graphically  exhibit  two  special  fea- 
tures of  typhoid  fever — which  will  be  apparent  on  inspection.

La  Grippe  and  Pneumonia. 

The  increase  of  mortality  from  la  grippe  is  quite  noticeable. 
That  from  pneumonia  is  still  more  marked.  Since  the  pandemic 
of  la  grippe  in  the  winter  1889-90,  the  prominence  of  pneumonia 
as  a  fatal  disease  has  been  steadily  above  any  previous  record,  so 
that  now  in  some  communities  it  exceeds  the  fatality  of  pul- 
monary consumption,  which  hitherto  has  led  all  other  diseases 
in  modern  times  as  a  destroyer  of  lifp. 

During  the  calendar  year  1889  the  total  deaths  were  912. 
The  epidemic  of  la  grippe  began  in  Connecticut  late  in  December 
of  that  year,  and  consequently  had  little  influence  upon  the  deaths 
of  the  year.  But  in  the  following  year,  1890,  throughout  which 
la  grippe  prevailed  very  widely,  the  death  rate  from  pneumonia 
numbered  M37.  In  1891  it  was  1,447;  ^^  1892  it  was  1493, 
and  in  one  year  since  then  the  deaths  ascribed  to  it  were  1,504. 

In  the  five  years  previous  to  1890,  the  average  deaths  from 
pneumonia  were  970. 

This  increased  prevalence  of  pneumonia  is  not  peculiar  to 
Connecticut.  It  is  as  widespread  through  other  States  of  the 
Union. 
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The  next  diagram  exhibits  the  special  prevalence  of  pneu- 
monia in  the  latter  part  of  winter  and  the  early  spring.

Consumption. 

The  deaths  from  consumption  during  the  year  ending  August 
31,  1903,  numbered  1,317,  against  1,385  in  the  corresponding 
previous  twelve  months. 

They  occurred  in  the  following  months ;  in  the  two  years. 
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The  influence  of  seascms  upon  the  fatal  termination  of  tuber- 
culous lungs  is  not  as  marked  as  it  is  upon  some  other  diseases. 
It  is  a  chronic  disease  often  continuing  through  several  years, 
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its  fatal  termination  being  due  to  many  other  influences  than 
that  of  season. 

The  following  diagrams  exhibit  the  several  points  they  illus- 
trate without  wordy  explanation.

Con- 
sumption not  only  claims  its  victims  in  the  very  prime  of  life 
and  best  period  of  usefulness,  but  is  fatal  after  years  of  sickness 
and  suffering.

The  death  rate  as  between  that  of  1883  and  1902  is  reduced 
35.8  per  cent,  or  over  one  third. 

It  will  be  observed  in  the  above  table  that  during  the  first  of 
these  two  decades  the  deaths  of  females  was  much  in  excess 
of  males,  while  in  the  last  decade  the  condition  was  reversed 
and  over  700  more  males  than  females  died.

The  Health  Officer. 

Probably  there  has  been  no  time  in  the  history  of  the  State 
when  the  authority  of  the  local  health  officer  has  been  more  fre- 
quently exercised,  or  when  his  sanitary  knowledge,  skill  and 
judgment  have  been  in  greater  demand.  Nor  has  there  ever 
been  a  time  before  when  the  organization  of  the  health  adminis- 
traticMi  has  been  so  good  and  so  well  prepared  to  meet  the 
unusual  ccmditions. 

Most  of  the  present  local  health  officers  in  the  State  have  the 
advantage  of  several  years  experience  in  the  duties  of  their  office. 

A  marked  improvement  in  their  efficiency  is  conspicuous  since 
the  term  of  service  became  four  years  instead  of  one.  The 
extended  tenure  of  office  gives  an  incentive  to  qualify  themselves 
for  their  duties  and  a  stronger  sense  of  their  responsibilities. 
They  have  had  also  what  their  predecessors  of  a  few  years  ago 
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had  not,  namely,  the  benefit  resulting  from  occasional  meetings  in 
conference  and  the  practical  instruction  derived  from  a  mutual 
exchange  of  opinions  on  questions  arising  in  the  exercise  of  their 
official  functions.  These  conferences  are  practical  schools  of 
instruction  and  have  been  of  much  benefit  to  them.  They  give 
opportunity  to  compare  experiences,  they  help  to  solve  difficulties 
in  sanitary  practice  and  tpnd  to  unify  sanitary  administration 
throughout  the  commonwealth. 

One  or  more  of  these  gatherings  of  town  health  officers  are 
held  for  each  county  every  year.  They  are  attended  always  by 
some  of  the  county  officers,  who,  being  lawyers,  are  prepared 
to  give  advice  and  instruction  on  legal  points ;  also  several  mem- 
bers of  the  State  Board  of  Health  are  present  to  contribute  what 
they  can  to  make  the  meetings  profitable. 

The  result  is,  Connecticut  has  an  exceptionally  intelligent, 
competent  and  well  trained  body  of  local  sanitary  officers. 

Sanitary  Administration  in  Connecticut. 

The  system  of  public  administration  in  the  State  is  simple  and 
very  practical.  The  official  staff  consists  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health  and  one  health  officer  in  every  town,  city  and  borough 
in  the  State.  The  last  are  the  executive  officers  of  sanitary  law 
in  their  respective  jurisdictions.  In  addition  to  these  there  is  a 
county  officer  in  every  county.  He  is  required  by  statute  to  be 
an  attorney  at  law.  He  is  the  legal  adviser  of  the  health  officers 
in  his  county;  under  obligations  to  instruct  them  as  to  their 
powers  and  privileges,  and  to  enforce,  by  legal  proceedings  if 
necessary,  the  prompt  observance  of  the  statutes  and  the  local 
regulations  relating  to  public  health,  and  also  those  relating  to 
the  registration  of  vital  statistics.  It  is  his  duty,  also,  to  appoint 
the  town  health  officers  in  his  county  and  in  certain  circumstances 
those  of  cities  and  boroughs. 

The  county  officer  also  hears  and  decides  appeals  from  the 
orders  of  the  local  health  officers  in  his  county. 

The  county  officer  appoints  the  health  officer  in  each  town  in 
his  county,  and  can  discharge  him  at  will.  , 

The  county  officers  are  appointed  by  the  judges  of  the  Superior 
Court  and  can  be  relieved  of  office  at  any  time  by  any  one  of 
the  judges. 

Six  of  the  members  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  are  appointed 
by  the  Governor ;  three  of  them  must  be  physicians  and  one  a 
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lawyer.  These  six  elect  their  secretary  and  executive  oflScer, 
who  must  be  a  physician,  and  who  is  ex-officio  a  member  of  the 
Board.  He  is  a  permanent  officer,  but  can  be  dismissed  at  any 
time  for  cause,  by  a  majority  of  the  Board. 

The  duties  of  the  State  Board  involve  a  general  acquaintance 
with  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  State.  Special  duties  are  to 
make  inquiries  and  investigations  respecting  the  causes  of  sick- 
ness and  especially  of  epidemics,  and  to  study  the  effects  of 
localities,  occupations,  food  and  water  supplies,  and  whatever 
may  unfavorably  affect  the  public  health;  and  from  time  to 
time  to  promulgate  the  information  acquired,  in  such  manner 
as  in  its  judgment  will  most  promote  the  public  welfare. 

During  the  past  year  the  Board  has  caused  a  sanitary  inspec- 
tion of  the  summer  resorts  and  the  public  pleasure  grounds 
in  the  State.  It  has  also  caused  to  be  made  an  expert  examina- 
tion of  aH  the  sewage  disposal  plants,  with  reference  to  their 
successful  operation.  Full  reports  of  these  proceedings  by  the 
inspector,  Mr.  George  C.  Ham,  C.E.,  will  be  found  on  later  pages 
of  this  report. 

Numerous  analyses  of  the  water  of  wells  throughout  the  State 
have  been  made  by  Prof.  H.  E.  Smith,  many  of  which  have  been 
found  so  polluted  as  to  be  unsafe  for  use.  The  systematic 
examination  of  the  public  reservoirs,  which  had  been  made 
for  many  years,  was  discontinued  during  the  last  two  years  for 
want  of  funds,  the  usual  appropriation  having  been  diverted  to 
the  inspection  of  our  seashore  summer  resorts.  A  special  a^pro- 
priaticxi  for  that  purpose  having  now  been  made,  the  examina- 
tion of  public  water  supplies  will  be  resumed. 

The  State  Board  is  only  an  advisory  body.  It  has  no  manda- 
tory authority  on  matters  concerning  public  health.  The  town 
and  municipal  health  officers  are  the  only  sanitary  officers 
invested  with  power.  As  it  is  the  duty  of  the  county  officers 
to  advise  them  on  questions  of  a  legal  character,  so  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  instruct  them  in  sanitary 
matters.  Thus  the  law  provides  that  while  the  local  health 
officers  are  the  only  parties  clothed  with  authority  to  issue  orders 
for  the  safety  and  protection  of  the  public  health,  it  has  also 
provided  that  they  may  be  so  guarded  and  guided  in  their  con- 
duct that  they  need  not  violate  the  laws  of  the  land  nor  the  laws 
of  sanitary  science. 
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The  State  Board  is  also  charged  with  the  registration  of  vital 
statistics,  and  its  secretary  is  made  the  superintendent. 

This  brings  another  body  of  officers  in  close  relation  with 
sanitary  administration,  namely,  the  registrars  of  vital  statistics. 
For  Vital  statistics  are  the  foundation  upon  which  public  hygiene 
largely  depends.  Without  a  knowledge  of  the  deaths  in  a 
community  and  the  causes  of  them  and  the  localities  in  which 
they  occur,  sanitary  administration  would  be  greatly  crippled 
and  working  very  much  in  the  dark.  The  registrars  send  every 
month  copies  of  all  the  certificates  of  death  occurring  in  their 
respective  towns,  to  the  State  Board. 

The  official  relationship  is  still  farther  extended  in  that  the 
law  makes  it  obligatory  upon  all  practicing  physicians,  midwives, 
coroners,  medical  examiners  and  undertakers,  to  promptly  report 
to  the  registrars,  in  a  specified  form,  all  deaths  and  burials  under 
their  supervision.  And  it  further  requires  all  physicians  or 
householders  to  immediately  report  all  cases  of  infectious  dis- 
eases to  the  health  officer  of  the  place,  who  in  turn  must  report 
them  every  month  to  the  State  Board  of  Health.  In  case  of 
small  pox  or  of  an  epidemic,  the  report  must  be  made  at  once 
with  such  information  about  it  as  is  known. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  county  officers  to  cooperate  with  and 
supervise  all  these  various  officials  so  far  as  to  know  that  they 
faithfully  discharge  the  duties  which  the  law  requires  of  them. 

From  the  number  of  varied  pursuits  of  the  persons  concerned, 
the  system  seems  somewhat  complicated.  But  there  are  no  com- 
plications. There  is  no  conflict  of  service.  Every  official  has  his 
own  special  duty,  which  interferes  with  no  other's  duty.  Like 
the  parts  of  a  good  watch,  they  all  work  together  harmoniously. 
Nothing  has  contributed  so  much  to  the  successful  running  of 
this  system  as  the  cooperation  with,  and  supervision  of,  the 
county  officers  over  the  physicians,  clergymen,  midwives,  r^s- 
trars  and  undertakers,  in  keeping  them  faithful,  each  to  their 
own  service.  The  result  is  vastly  more  satisfactory  than  it 
was  formerly  when  each  man  discharged  his  duty  or  neglected 
it  as  best  suited  his  convenience  or  pleasure,  with  none  to  call 
him  to  account. 

From  the  above  description  it  is  app^ent  that  the  State  Board 
of  Health  is  in  close  and  frequent  communication  with  every 
part  of  the  State.    It  is  most  directly  in  touch  with  the  health 
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officers  and  registrars,  from  the  former  receiving  reports  of 
sickness  and  from  the  latter  the  certificates  of  death  in  the  first 
week  in  every  calendar  month. 

The  most  practical  improvement  on  the  present  method  would 
be,  that  the  reports  be  made  weekly  instead  of  monthly. 

The  condition  of  the  health  of  the  State  is  summarized  and 
published  every  month  by  the  State  Board  in  the  "Monthly 
Bulletin,"  which  is  widely  distributed  to  the  health  officials  of 
the  State,  to  the  press,  to  the  members  of  the  Legislature,  and 
to  many  others. 

At  no  time  in  the  history  of  the  State  has  the  system  been  in 
better  working  order  or  accomplished  better  results.

SPECIAL   MEETING. 

New  Haven,  Conn,,  Jan.  lo,  1903. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  was  held, 
after  due  warning,  at  the  office  of  the  Secretary,  this  loth  day 
of  January,  1903. 

The  purpose  of  the  meeting  was  to  appoint  a  delegate  to  a 
conference  to  be  held  in  Washington,  D.  C,  on  the  19th  inst, 
to  consider  what  action  should  b^  taken  in  relation  to  the 
presence  of  bubonic  plague  now  present  in  San  Francisco,  and 
to  do  any  other  business  properly  presented. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  Prof.  Wm, 
H.  Brewer,  at  7.20  p.  m. 

There  were  present :  T.  H.  McKenzie,  Esq.,  H.  G.  Newton, 
Esq.,  Dr.  E.  K.  Root,  Dr.  J.  H.  Townsend  and  Dr.  C.  A.  Linds- 
Icy. 

On  motion  it  was  voted  to  appoint  a  delegate  to  attend  the 
Conference.  A  vote  for  delegate  to  the  Conference  resulted  in 
the  appointment  of  Dr.  C.  A.  Lindsley. 

The  Secretary  announced  that  Mr.  Wm.  A.  K|ing,  County 
Health  Officer  of  Windham  Co.,  had  resigned  the  office,  thus 
causing  a  vacancy  for  his  unexpired  term.  In  such  event  the 
law  directs  the  State  Board  to  nominate  to  the  Governor  a  candi* 
date  for  the  vacant  office. 

The  Board  voted  to  nominate  Geo.  E.  Hinman,  Esq.,  of 
Willimantic,  and  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  communicate 
the  action  of  the  Board  to  the  Governor. 

The  Secretary  informed  the  Board  that  the  several  medical 
societies  in  the  State  had  filed  with  him,  as  the  law  requires,  the 
names  of  physicians  recommended  to  serve  on  the  medical 
examining  committees,  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  Board  then 
proceeded  to  the  appointment  of  one  physician  on  each  com- 
mittee. 
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The  following  were  appointed : 

For  the  Connecticut  Medical  Society,  Dr.  Horace  S.  Fuller, 
Hartford;  for  the  Homeopathic  Medical  Society,  Dr.  Carl  A. 
Williams,  New  London ;  for  the  Eclectic  Medical  Association, 
Dr.  Thomas  S.  Hodge,  Torrington. 

On  motion  it  was 

Voted,  That  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  insert  in  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  Board  a  direct  and  distinct  request  for 
an  appropriation  for  the  establishment  of  a  bacteriological 
laboratory  in  addition  to  the  suggestion  he  has  already  made. 
Also  for  an  appropriation  for  means  to  employ  experts  to  diag- 
nose infectious  diseases  in  doubtful  cases. 

Voted,  That  the  Secretary  be  requested  to  communicate  with 
Mr.  A.  P.  Bradstreet  and  request  him  to  proceed  to  collect  what 
is  due  from  the  bondsmen  of  Dr.  P.  H.  Callahan,  who  it  is 
reported  has  forfeited  his  bond. 

The  Secretary  submitted  the  draft  of  a  bill  by  the  Association 
of  Funeral  Directors,  relating  to  embalming  the  dead,  which  is  to 
be  presented  to  the  legislature  for  passage.  On  motion  it  was 
referred  to  the  medical  members  of  the  Board  to  consider 
whether  or  not  it  is  in  the  public  interest. 

No  other  business  offering,  the  meeting  adjourned  sine  die.

QUARTERLY   MEETING. 

New  Haven,  Conn.,  Jan.  27,  1903. 

The  quarterly  meeting  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  was  held 
this  27th  day  of  January,  1903,  at  the  crffice  of  the  Secretary  at 
New  Haven,  due  warning  having  been  given. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  Prof.  W. 
H.  Brewer,  at  7.10  p.  m.  All  the  members  of  the  Board  were 
present. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  quarterly  meeting  and  of  the  two 
special  meetings  were  read,  amended  and  approved. 

The  Treasurer's  report,  which  had  been  audited  and  approved 
by  the  auditing  committee,  was  read  and  ordered  on  file. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  was  made  and  accepted. 

Attorney  Newton  presented  a  bill  for  the  consideration  of  the 
legislature  asking  an  appropriation  for  the  establishment  of  a 
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bacteriological  laboratory  to  be  ccmducted  under  the  manage- 
ment of  the  Board  of  Health. 

Dr.  Root,  Attorney  Newton  and  the  Secretary  were  by  vote 
requested  to  prepare  a  circular  to  the  members  of  the  legisla- 
ture, setting  forth  the  needs  of  such  an  establishment. 

Voted,  to  ask  the  legislature  to  amend  the  act  relating  to  the 
vaccination  of  school  children,  Section  No.  2161,  by  changing 
the  word  "may"  in  the  second  line  to  "shall." 

Voted,  That  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  prepare  a  state- 
ment of  the  value  of  vaccination  as  a  protection  against  small 
pox. 

Voted,  That  the  Secretary  request  the  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Health  and  Safety  to  transmit  to  him  all  bills 
coming  before  that  committee  and  the  time  of  the  hearing. 

Voted,  That  the  purpose  to  establish  a  hospital  for  tubercu- 
losis in  New  Haven,  Conn.,  has  the  hearty  approval  of  this 
Board. 

The  Secretary  submitted  the  draft  of  a  bill  for  examining 
and  licensing  embalmers.  It  was  referred  to  Mr.  Newton  and 
the  Secretary. 

Voted,  to  subscribe  for  the  "Index  Medicus"  and  "Charities." 

Committee  on  expending  the  appropriation  for  the  investiga- 
tion of  water  reported  as  follows :

Professor  Smith  agrees  to  furnish  his  owfi  apparatus,  gas, 
water  and  sundries ;  the  State  Board  of  Health  agrees  to  supply 
blank  forms,  stationery  and  postage,  telephone  and  other  inci- 
dental expenses  incurred  in  obtaining  samples.  The  reports  of 
analysis  made,  with  such  (pinion  as  may  be  called  for,  are  to  be 
furnished  to  Dr.  C.  A.  Lindsley,  Secretary  of  the  State  Board 
of  Health. 
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Professor  Smith  will  render  bills  for  work  completed  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  at  the  end  of  each 
month,  which  will  be  paid  at  the  end  of  each  month,  or  quar- 
terly, as  seems  most  desirable. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  accepted. 

No  other  business  offering,  the  Board  adjourned.

SPECIAL  MEETING. 

New  Haven,  Conn.,  March  3,  1903. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  was  held  this 
day  at  the  office  of  the  Secretary  at  New  Haven,  to  prepare  a 
substitute  bill  for  the  bill  already  submitted,  for  a  bacteriological 
and  chemical  laboratory.  The  substitute  bill  is  to  provide  only 
for  bacteriological  examinations;  and  the  meeting  to  do  any 
other  business  properly  presented. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7.15  p.  m.,  President 
Brewer  in  the  chair.  There  were  present :  Dr.  R.  S.  Goodwin, 
T.  H.  McKenzie,  Esq.,  H.  G.  Newton,  Esq.,  Drs.  E.  K.  Root, 
J.  H.  Townsend,  and  C.  A.  Lindsley. 

On  motion  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  State  Board  of  Health  approves  a  bill  for 
a  State  Sanitary  Bacteriological  Laboratory,  which  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  control  and  direction  of  the  Board  and  shall  make 
examinations  free  of  cost  when  required  by  health  officers  and 
physicians  in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  Board,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  promoting  public  health  and  safety,  and  which  shall 
provide  for  an  annual  appropriation  of  three  thousand  ddlars. 

On  motion  it  was 

Voted,  That  Mr.  H.  G.  Newton  and  the  Secretary  be  a  com- 
mittee to  draft  a  bill  in  accordance  with  the  foregoing  resolu- 
tion. 

The  Secretary  presented  a  request  from  the  health  crfBcer  of 
the  city  of  New  London  that  the  Board  would  formally  approve 
a  code  of  sanitary  regulations  similar  to  those  it  had  approved 
for  the  towns  of  the  State. 

On  motion  it  was 

Resolved,  That  while  the  State  Board  of  Health  does  not 
understand  that  its  approval  of  the  city  health  officer's  ''Regu- 
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lations  for  the  City  of  New  London"  has  any  legal  effect,  said 
regulations  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  are  proper  ones  and  at 
the  request  of  the  health  officer  it  approves  them. 
No  other  business  offering,  the  meeting  adjourned.

SPECIAL  MEETING. 

New  Haven,  Conn.,  March  14,  1903. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  was  held  this 
day  after  due  warning,  at  the  office  of  the  Secretary  at  New 
Haven. 

The  purpose  of  the  meeting  was  to  confer  with  a  committee 
of  the  "Funeral  Directors  Association,"  to  agree  upon  a  bill  for 
legislative  action,*  requiring  embalmers  to  be  examined  and 
licensed,  the  same  to  be  a  substitute  for  two  bills  with  like  object 
which  have  been  submitted  to  the  General  Assembly. 

The  President  being  absent,  the  meeting  was  called  to  order  by 
the  Secretary.  On  nomination.  Dr.  Goodwin  was  chosen  chair- 
man. There  were  present :  T.  H.  McKenzie,  Esq.,  Dr.  Town- 
send  and  Dr.  Lindsley  on  the  part  of  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
and  on  the  part  of  the  funeral  directors,  Messrs.  Geo.

After  a  free  expression  of  opinion  on  both  sides,  an  agree- 
ment was  reached  to  prepare  a  bill  giving  the  State  Board  an 
active  participation  in  the  examination  of  candidates,  in  a  man- 
ner specified. 

No  other  business  offering,  the  meeting  adjourned.

Voted,  That  he  might  so  recommend,  and  it  was  also  recom- 
mended that  the  local  health  officer  shall  personally  inspect  the 
springs  within  his  jurisdiction  and  the  methods  of  bottling  the 
water  with  reference  to  possible  dangers  of  contarhination  of  the 
water  from  the  existing  conditions  and  the  processes  in  bottling. 

Voted,  That  the  inspection  of  the  summer  resorts  be  continued, 
as  begun  last  season,  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $1000. 

Voted,  That  the  Secretary  communicate  with  Mr.  G.  C.  Ham, 
and  inquire  if  he  will  undertake  the  duties  on  the  same  terms  as 
before.

QUARTERLY   MEETING. 

New  Haven,  Conn.,  July  lo,  1903. 

The  quarterly  meeting  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  was  held 
this  day  after  due  warning,  at  the  office  of  the  Secretary  at  New 
Haven. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  at  7.10  p.  m. 
There  were  present:  Prof:  Wm.  H.  Brewer,  T.  H.  McKenzie, 
Esq.,  Drs.  E.  K.  Root,  J.  H.  Townsend  and  C.  A.  Lindsley. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  regular  meeting  and  of  a  special 
meeting  were  read  and  approved.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer 
on  the  general  expenses  of  the  Board,  on  the  expenses  of  the 
water  investigation,  and  on  the  receipts  and  expenses' of  the 
operation  of  the  Medical  Practice  Act,  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Board  then  proceeded  to  the  annual  election  of  officers, 
which  resulted  as  follows : 

For  President — Wm.  H.  Brewer,  LL.D. 

For  Treasurer — C.  A.  Lindsley,  M.D. 

For  Auditing  Committee — H.  G.  Newton,  Esq.,  T.  H.  McKen- 
zie, Esq. 

For  Managers  of  County  Homes — Dr.  E.  K.  Root,  Hartford 
County  and  Middlesex  County;  Prof.  Wm.  H.  Brewer,  New 
Haven  County;  Dr.  J.  H.  Townsend,  New  London  County; 
Dr.  C.  A.  Lindsley,  Fairfield  County ;  G.  H.  Newton  for  Wind- 
ham County ;  Dr.  A.  W^  Phillips,  Litchfield  County,  and  T.  H. 
McKenzie,  Esq.,  Tolland  County. 
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The  Secretary  stated  that  he  had  an  offer  frcwn  the  Remington 
Company  to  exchange  a  typewriting  machine  of  an  ancient 
pattern  and  much  worn,  for  the  newest  Remington,  for  $75.00. 
On  motion  of  Dr.  Root  it  was  voted  that  the  Secretary  be 
authorized  to  make  the  exchange. 

The  report  of  Dr.  H.  E.  Smith  on  the  epidemic  of  t)rphoid 
fever  at  Bristol  last  spring,  was  submitted  and  ordered  to  be 
printed  in  the  annual  report. 

A  communication  was  presented  from  Dr.  P.  W.  Street, 
Health  Officer  of  Suffield,  submitting  circulars  of  instructi(Mi, 
intended  to  be  used  in  families  wherein  might  occur  cases  of 
measles,  scarlet  fever,  or  other  contagious  diseases. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Root  it  was  voted.  That  Dr.  Lindsley  be  a 
committee  to  examine  the  circulars  and  with  such  amendments 
as  he  may  make  to  approve  of  their  use,  the  printed  circulars  to 
be  provided  at  the  expense  of  the  several  towns. 

The  Secretary  stated  that  the  act  establishing  a  board  of 
examiners  of  barbers  required  that  the  State  Board  of  Health 
should  approve  the  rules  and  regulations  of  said  examiners 
before  they  will  become  effective. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Root  it  was  voted,  That  Dr.  Lindsley  and 
Dr.  Townsend  be  a  committee  with  authority  to  determine 
whether  the  rules  submitted  to  the  State  Board  of  Health  shall 
be  approved,  as  the  action  of  the  Board. 

Dr.  Townsend  reported  orally,  as  the  delegate  to  the  Con- 
ference of  the  State  Boards  of  Health  with  the  Public  Health 
and  Marine  Hospital  Service,  held  at  Washington,  June,  1903. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Root  it  was  voted.  To  renew  the  vote  passed 
at  the  special  meeting  held  May  30,  1903 — That  the  medical 
members  of  the  Board  be  a  committee  to  attend  to  such  duties 
as  are  imposed  upon  the  State  Board  of  Health  by  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Embalmers  Board  of  Examiners. 

At  the  request  of  the  President  of  the  New  Haven  Water 
Company,  the  Secretary  called  the  attention  of  the  Boar;!  to  the 
finding  recently  of  the  body  of  a  drowned  person  in  Lake 
Whitney.  The  President  further  desired  the  Secretary  to 
request  the  Board  to  consider  whether  it  was  not  its  duty,  as  the 
guardian  of  the  public  health,  to  prohibit  boating,  skating  and 
fishing  on  the  lake. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Root  it  was  voted,  That  Mr.  G.  C.  Ham  be 
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requested  to  inquire  into  the  circumstances  and  conditions  bear- 
ing on  this  matter  and  especially  in  reference  to  the  capacity  of 
the  sand  filter  now  in  process  of  construction  by  the  water  com- 
pany, as  to  how  soon  it  is  expected  to  be  in  operation,  and  to 
report  what  reasons  may  exist  for  prohibiting  boating,  skating 
and  fishing  on  the  lake. 

The  Secretary  asked  if  the  Board  desired  to  make  an  exhibit 
at  the  St.  Louis  Universal  Exposition  in  1904,  stating  that  at 
previous  similar  Expositions,  the  Connecticut  Board  of  Health 
in  common  with  the  other  State  Boards  had  sent  a  series  of  our 
annual  reports,  and  of  other  sanitary  publications  of  the  Board. 

On  motion  it  was 

Voted,  That  the  matter  be  left^  to  the  discretion  of  the 
Secretary. 

Voted,  That  the  following  committee  be  appointed  to  direct 
the  expenditure  of  the  appropriation  made  by  the  State  for  the 
investigation  of  pollutions  of  streams  and  the  natural  waters  of 
the  State :  Prof.  Wm.  H.  Brewer,  Dr.  E.  K.  Root  and  Mr.  T.  H. 
McKenzie. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Root  it  was 

Voted,  That  Mr.  G.  C.  Ham  be  appointed  sanitary  inspector 
for  the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  also  requested  to  include 
in  his  duties  an  inspection  of  the  various  sewage  disposal  plants 
in  the  State  and  report  on  the  same  to  the  Board. 

No  other  business  offering,  the  meeting  adjourned.

QUARTERLY   MEETING. 

New  Haven,  Conn.,  October  16,  1903. 

The  quarterly  meeting  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  was  held 
this  day  after  due  warning,  at  the  office  of  the  Secretary  at  New 
Haven. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7.04  o'clock  p.  m.,  by  the 
President,  W.  H.  Brewer.  There  were  present :  T.  H.  McKen- 
zie, Esq.,  H.  G.  Newton,  Esq.,  and  Drs.  E.  K.  Root,  J.  H.  Town- 
send,  and  C.  A.  Lindsley. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 
The  report  of  the  Treasurer  was  presented,  and  accepted  and 
ordered  on  file. 
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The  Treasurer  presented  a  bill  from  Mr.  McKenzie  for  travel- 
ing expenses  incurred  before  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  but  not 
received  until  after  fuH  settlement  with  the  Comptroller  and 
exchange  of  receipts. 

He  asked  instructions  as  to  the  way  of  paying  it  and  it  was 
voted  to  pay  it  from  the  funds  of  the  present  year. 

It  being  known  to  the  Board  that  the  amount  appropriated  for 
the  ensuing  year  will  be  inadequate  to  meet  the  necessary 
expenses  of  the  Board,  it  was  voted,  That  a  committee  be 
appointed  to  interview  the  Board  of  Q)ntrol  on  the  deficiency. 
The  following  members  were  appointed  as  such  committee: 
H.  G.  Newton,  W.  H.  Brewer,  and  C.  A.  Lindsley. 

A  communication  from  Adjutant  Gen.  Geo.  M.  Cole,  relating 
to  a  proposed  sewer  at  the  State  Camp  at  Niantic,  was  read 
by  the  Secretary.  Also  a  letter  from  Dr.  Dart,  Health  Officer  of 
East  Lyme,  to  Gen.  Cole,  objecting  to  the  proposed  sewer  on 
sanitary  grounds.  Gen.  Cole's  note  requested  the  opinion  of  the 
State  Board  on  the  sanitary  questions  involved. 

On  motion  it  was  voted,  To  appoint  a  committee  to  visit  the 
camp  arid  examine  the  proposed  plan  of  sewerage  and  rqwwt  to 
a  future  special  meeting  of  the  Board.  The  following  members 
were  appointed  on  the  committee:  T.  H.  McKenzie,  C.  A. 
Lindsley,  and  J.  H.  Townsend,  and  it  was  further  voted.  That 
Geo.  C.  Ham  be  requested  to  accompany  the  committee,  as  an 
expert. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  informally  to  notify  Gen.  Cole, 
Dr.  Dart  and  such  other  persons  as  he  may  know  to  be  interested, 
of  the  time  of  the  visit  of  the  committee. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Root  the  following  resolution  was  offered : 

Resolved,  That  after  the  first  of  January,  1904,  the  office  of  the 
State  Board  of  Health  be  located  in  the  State  Capitol  at  Hart- 
ford.    On  being  put  to  vote,  it  was  not  carried. 

The  Secretary  called  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  the  numbers 
of  certificates  given  by  physicians,  exempting  pupils  in  schools . 
from  vaccination  "on  accoimt  of  sickness." 

After  full  consideration  the  following  vote  was  passed : 

Voted,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  State  Board  of  Health 
that  all  physicians'  certificates  exempting  children  from  vac- 
cination "on  account  of  sickness"  should  be  valid  for  attendance 
upon  one  school  term  only. 
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Voted,  That  the  foregoing  action  of  the  Board  be  communi- 
cated to  the  State  Board  of  Education,  with  the  request  that 
copies  be  sent  to  all  local  School  Boards  of  Education  and  all 
school  visitors  throughout  the  State. 

The  question  of  making  an  exhibit  of  the  work  of  the  Board 
at  the  coming  Exposition  at  St.  Louis  in  1904  was  discussed, 
and  on  motion  of  Mr.  Newton  it  was  voted,  That  the  Secretary 
be  instructed  to  provide  the  material  for  such  an  exhibit. 

The  Secretary  announced  that  the  Conference  of  State  and 
Provincial  Boards  of  Health  would  be  held  in  Baltimore  next 
week  and  the  annual  meeting  of  the  A.  P.  H.  A.  in  the  week 
after.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Newton,  Dr.  C.  A.  Lindsley  was 
appointed  a  delegate  to  both,  assemblies. 

No  other  business  offering,  the  meeting  adjourned.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7.35  p.  m.  by  the  Presi- 
dent, Prof.  W.  H.  Brewer.  There  were  present:  Mr.  T.  H. 
McKenzie  and  Drs.  Townsend,  A.  W.  Phillips  and  C.  A.  Linds- 
ley, members  of  the  Board,  and  Mr.  Ham,  sanitary  inspector,  by 
invitaticMi. 

Dr.  A.  W.  Phillips  being  a  new  member,  took  the  oath  of 
office,  administered  by  Mr.  McKenzie,  notary  public. 

The  Report  of  the  Niantic  Sewer  Committee  was  duly  con- 
sidered, amended  and  approved.  The  Secretary  was  instructed 
to  forward  a  cc^y  to  Adj.  Gen.  Cole. 

The  Secretary  presented  communications  from  C.  E.  Chand- 
ler, civil  engineer,  together  with  the  plans  for  the  sewerage  and 
water  supply  of  the  new  hospital  at  Norwich.     Mr.  Chandler, 
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by  direction  of  the  trustees  and  building  committee,  asked  the 
advice  of  the  Board  on  these  matters. 

On  motion  it  was  voted  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  visit 
the  site  of  the  hospital  at  Norwich  and  confer  with  Mr.  Qiand- 
ler  and  the  Trustees.  The  President  appointed  the  following 
committee:  Dr.  Lindsley,  Dr.  A.  W.  Phillips  and  Mr. 
McKenzie. 

On  motion  it  was  voted.  That  the  Board  at  some  early  and 
convenient  time  visit  the  State  Prison  at  Wethersfield. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Townsend  it  was  voted,  That  all  water  anal- 
ysis expenses  be  paid  from  the  appropriation  fon  water  investi- 
gation. 

No  other  business  presenting,  the  meeting  adjourned.

SPECIAL  MEETING. 

New  Haven,  Conn.,  Nov.  25,  1903. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  was  held  this 
day  at  the  office  of  the  Secretary,  due  warning  having  been 
given. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  Prof.  W. 
H.  Brewer,  at  7.15  p.  m.  There  were  present  T.  H.  McKenzie, 
Esq.,  Dr.  J.  H.  Townsend,  Dr.  A.  W.  Phillips  and  Dr.  C.  A. 
Lindsley. 

The  purpose  of  the  meeting  as  stated  in  the  call  was  to  receive 
and  act  upon  the  report  of  the  Committee  in  relation  to  the 
sewerage  and  the  water  supply  of  the  New  Hospital  being 
erected  at  Norwich. 

And  also  to  direct  as  to  the  conduct  of  the  convention  of  all 
health  officials  of  the  State,  proposed  to  be  held  about  the  mid- 
dle of  December. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  relating  to  the  hospital  was  read, 
approved  and  ordered  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Trustees  of  the 
Hospital  as  preliminary  to  a  final  report  to  be  made  after  further 
investigation  of  the  water  supply. 

A  preliminary  notice  of  the  general  objects  of  the  proposed 
convention  was  submitted  by  the  Secretary,  approved  and 
ordered  to  be  issued.  This  to  be  followed  by  another  notice 
giving  more  details  and  a  program  of  the  exercises. 
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During  the  session  of  the  Board,  D.  A.  Markham  and  W.  U. 
Peame,  Esq.,  County  Health  Officers  of  Hartford  and  Middle- 
sex Counties,  respectively  appeared  and  requested  to  be  heard 
in  relation  to  the  enforcement  of  the  sanitary  regulations  requir- 
ing the  vaccination  of  all  children  attending  the  public  schools. 

They  presented,  statements  from  local  health  officers  in  all 
parts  of  the  State,  from  which  it  appeared  that  there  is  a  wide- 
spread public  sentiment  strongly  opposed  to  the  rigid  enforce- 
ment of  the  said  regulation. 

No  formal  action  on  the  matter  was  taken.  It  will  be  further 
considered  at  the  next  regfular  meeting  of  the  Board. 

Adjourned.

The  four  quarterly  meetings  have  been  regularly  held.  In 
addition  there  have  been  six  special  meetings  held  during  the 
calendar  year  of  1903,  minutes  of  which  are  found  in  the  pre- 
ceding pages. 

The  meetings  were  all  well  attended,  the  members  being  all 
present  on  several  occasions. 


After  nearly  twenty  full  years  of  continuous  service  as  Secre- 
tary of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  the  work  has  become  sys- 
tematized and  largely  routine  in  character.  Hence  there  is  little 
to  be  said  about  it  that  has  not  already  been  said  in  former 
reports. 

Although  the  office  of  the  Secretary  is  in  New  Haven  and 
more  accessible  from  all  parts  of  the  State  than  it  would  be  in 
any  other  town,  yet  personal  interviews  with  citizens  of  other 
places,  or  even  of  New  Haven,  are  not  found  frequently  neces- 
sary, because  the  facilities  of  communication  by  telephone,  the 
telegraph  and  the  mails  are  so  rapid  and  convenient. 

The  office  being  in  the  Secretary's  residence,  the  telephone  is 
in  active  use  as  much  during  evening  hours  and  at  the  meal 
times  of  his  correspondents  as  during  the  usual  limited  hours 
given  to  official  business.  This  seems  to  be  a  great  convenience 
to  them  and  does  not  seriously  incommode  the  Secretary. 

Perhaps  there  is  no  commission  in  the  service  of  the  State 
so  liable  to  be  called  upon  for  6fficial  duty  in  sudden  emergencies 
as  that  of  the  State  Board  of  Health.     It  is  therefore  a  peculiar 
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advantage  that  its  executive  c^cer  is  accessible  at  all  hours  of 
the  day  and  night 

Consultations  on  sanitary  questions  with  the  local  health  offi- 
cers in  all  parts  of  the  State  are  of  daily  and  frequent  occurrence, 
both  by  telephone  and  the  mails.  Nor  is  it  limited  to  the  health 
officers,  but  it  is  widely  understood  that  citizens  generally  are 
at  liberty  to  communicate  in  either  of  these  ways  with  the  Secre- 
tary on  any  matters  concerning  the  public  health.  Complaints 
from  them  are  not  infrequent  of  alleged  neglect  of  duty  by 
local  health  officers,  in  regard  to  the  restriction  of  contagious 
diseases,  the  abatement  of  nuisance,  etc.  The  fact  is  mentioned 
here  as  indicating  the  growing  and  active  interest  of  the  people 
in  public  sanitary  administration. 

These  varied  and  frequent  communications  on  different  topics 
often  lead  to  personal  visits  by  the  Secretary  to  distant  parts 
of  the  State  for  advisory  interviews  with  the  local  health  officer 
and  other  persons  interested. 

Vital  Statistics. 

Among  other  important  duties  of  the  Secretary  is  that  of 
Superintendent  of  the  Registration  of  the  Vital  Statistics  of 
the  State.  This  includes,  of  course,  the  tabulation  of  them  in 
various  forms,  without  which  they  would  be  of  little  value. 
The  tabulation  necessitates  the  classification  of  diseases,  which 
work  demands  the  constant  personal  attention  of  the  Secretary 
and  cannot  be  delegated  to  any  one  not  conversant  with  the 
nomenclature  of  diseases  and  with  the  special  form  of  classifica- 
tion* now  adopted  by  the  United  States  government,  the  prin- 
cipal cities  and  many  of  the  states  of  the  Union  as  well  as 
many  of  the  governments  of  foreign  countries. 

The  great  value  of  a  uniform  system  of  classification  of  dis- 
eases, and  of  like  forms  of  tabulation,  in  all  registration  coun- 
tries is  at  once  apparent.  Such  uniformity  of  method  enables 
a  ready  comparison  of  the  facts  of  the  vital  statistics  of  different 
communities  with  each  other. 

This  matter  of  the  registration  of  vital  statistics  is  receiving 
far  more  attention  throughout  the  whole  country  than  it  ever 
did  before.  The  adoption  of  a  uniform  system  in  so  many 
states  and  cities,  corresponding  ,with  the  European  methods, 
is  an  indication  of  it  and  a  great  incentive  to  better  work.     In 

*  The  Bertillon  system. 
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Connecticut  the  accuracy  and  completeness  of  registratiwi  has 
greatly  improved  within  the  last  few  years,  and  is  second  in  ful- 
ness and  accuracy  to  no  other  State  in  the  Union. 

One  of  the  chief  defects  in  it  is/ that  in  this  central  Bureau 
of  Vital  Statistics,  only  copies  of  the  original  certificates  that 
are  returned  to  the  town  registrars  of  the  separate  towns  are 
received.  The  defects  are  due  to  errors  in  transcribing  by  care- 
less copyists.  The  original  certificates,  after  being  transcribed 
in  the  records  of  the  towns,  should  be  sent  to  the  superintendent 
and  kept  on  file  at  the  Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics  at  the  Capitol. 

This  is  a-  very  serious  matter.  In  one  of  the  largest  cities  in 
the  State  the  children  of  the  town  clerk  have  copied  the  certifi- 
cates, and  their  incompetency  is  apparent  every  month,  although 
this  office  has  no  means  of"  detecting  any  but  the  most  glaring 
mistakes. 

Sanitary  Administration. 

The  system  of  sanitary  administration  in  use  in  Connecti- 
cut has  been  well  tested  during  the  past  year,  particularly  as  to 
its  effectiveness  in  preventing  the  spread  of  contagious  diseases 
wherever  well  applied.  At  no  period  in  the  experience  of  the 
State  Board  of  Health  have  so  many  of  the  most  communicable 
diseases  prevailed  so  widely  and  continuously  as  in  the  past  year 
or  twa  During  the  twelve  months  ending  August  31st,  measles 
was  reported  to  the  Board  as  occurring  in  141  different  towns 
in  the  State;  scarlet  fever  in  118;  diphtheria  and  croup  in  102  ; 
whooping  cough  in  102,  and  typhoid  fever  in  iii  towns. 

The  efficiency  of  the  local  health  officers  in  successfully  limit- 
ing the  spread  of  these  diseases  is  well  illustrated  wherever  the 
public  have  heartily  cooperated  with  them  in  the  effort.  There 
is  a  well-known  adage  "It  takes  two  to  make  a  bargain/* 
It  is  equally  true  that  the  health  officer  alone  without  the  aid. 
of  his  constitutents  is  powerless  to  stem  the  progress  of  an 
epidemic. 

The  records  in  the  Secretary's  office  show  the  following  facts : 
In  26  per  cent,  of  the  towns  reporting  the  presence  of  measles 
monthly,  there  was  only  one  case  in  that  month.  In  the  other 
74  per  cent,  of  towns  reporting  monthly  occurred  the  5,758 
other  cases. 

There  are  two  theories  prevalent  about  the  management  of 
measles.      One  is  that  its  spread  cannot  be  prevented  in  a 
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community,  and  there  is  no  use  in  trying.  The  other  theory  is, 
that  it  can  be,  and  ought  to  be.  Connecticut's  experience  proves 
that  in  26  per  cent,  of  the  towns  reporting  that  disease,  it  was 
controlled,  last  year.  The  percentage  would  be  still  larger  if 
we  included  the  towns  in  which  there  were  only  two  or  three 
cases  in  the  same  family.  As  measles  can  only  spread  by  the 
infection  from  the  sick  patient,  it  is  a  logical  inference  that  the 
isolation  of  the  patient  and  disinfection  will  prevent  it. 

In  the  presence  of  scarlet  fever  the  people  are  more  willing 
to  aid  the  health  officer,  and  in  40  per  cent,  of  the  towns  report- 
ing it  only  one  case  occurred  in  a  town  during  the  month  for 
which  the  report  was  made.  Two  thousand  four  hundred  and 
forty-four  cases  were  reported  from  the  other  60  per  cent, 
of  towns. 

Diphtheria  and  croup  were  arrested  in  the  first  case,  in  44  per 
cent,  of  towns  reporting  their  presence. 

Whooping  cough,  although  more  fatal  than  scarlet  fever  dur- 
ing the  year,  is  popularly  regarded  as  a  trivial  ailment  and  the 
health  officer  receives  little  encouragement  from  the  public  in 
his  efforts  to  control  it.  Hence  only  14  per  cent,  of  the  towns 
reporting  it  limited  its  appearance  to  one  case.  The  other  86 
per  cent,  of  towns  report  2,745  cases  and  253  deaths,  showing 
a  mortality  of  over  9  per  cent. 

The  fatal  cases  were  almost  entirely  of  infants  under  two 

years  old.    If  they  could  have  been  protected  until  they  were  five 

•  years  old,  more  than  nine-tenths  of  them  would  have  survived, 

and  less  than  twenty-five  would  have  been  the  fatal  number 

instead  of  253. 

Epidemics  of  the  above  diseases  only  occur  where  the  primary 
cases  are  neglected;    where  the  doctors  and  the  householders 
neglect  to  report  them  to  the  health  officer  that  they  may  be 
'properly  guarded. 

The  Israelites  found.it  hard  to  make  bricks  without  straw 
and  the  health  officer  cannot  control  contagious  diseases  with- 
out proper  means.  It  is  true  that  isolation  is  often  impractica- 
ble, but  that  is  not  a  good  reason  for  neglecting  it  where  it  is 
practicable.  It  demonstrates  the  duty  of  communities  to  pro- 
vide isolation  hospitals. 

It  is  impossible  to  estimate  the  amount  of  suffering  that  has 
been  averted  and  the  lives  saved  by  the  control  of  these  dan- 
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gerous  diseases  in  so  many  towns  in  Connecticut,  but  it  is  sad 
to  think  of  the  889  lives  that  have  perished  during  the  year  for 
want  of  such  control. 

Small  Pox. 

There  was  but  one  death  from  small  pox  as*  against  twenty- 
two  in  the  previous  twelve  months.  There  were  two  hundred 
and  eighty-seven  cases  reported  during  the  year,  of  which  the 
last  one  onlv  was  fatal.  Without  doubt  manv  other  cases 
occurred  that  were  not  reported  because  of  the  remarkable  mild 
character  of  the  epidemic. 


Small  Pox  in  Connecticut  Reported  in  the  Year  ending  August 
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It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  a  full  history  of  all  the 
reported  cases  could  not  be  obtained,  particularly  with  refer- 
ence to  the  fact  of  a  previous  vaccination.  In  135  cases  (nearly 
one-half),  the  record  shows  that  only  eight  had  been  vaccinated, 
but  at  a  period  of  from  sixteen  to  forty  years  previous  to  the 
attack  of  small  pox.     Several  of  these  showed  no  vaccine  scar, 
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which  always  results  from  a  successful  vaccination.  Concern- 
ing the  other  152  cases  the  doctors  had  neglected  to  note  the 
fact  or  failed  to  report  it. 

The  history  of  small  pox  running  now  for  two  or  three  years 
as  an  epidemic  through  many  states  of  the  Union,  is  a  con- 
tinuous and  unvarying  witness  to  the  protective  power  of  vacci- 
naticMi. 

There  is  nothing  in  all  the  literature  of  public  hygiene  more 
interesting  to  the  sanitarian  or  of  more  weighty  import  to  the 
well-being  of  mankind  than  the  results  which  the  practice  of 
vaccination  has  produced. 

The  Influence  of  Vaccination  on  Human  Life. 

The  records  of  the  last  two  hundred  years  sustain  the  state- 
ment that  vaccination  has  accomplished  a  more  amasing  and 
stupendous  transformation  in  the  conditions  of  human  life  than 
any  other  single  ez'ent  in  historic  times. 

The  alleged  transformation  consists  in  that  during  the  eigh- 
teenth century  and  before,  small  pox  was  a  disease  of  childhood 
almost  exclusively.  There  were  few  that  passed  the  seventh 
year  of  life  without  having  it.  The  adult  population  was  for 
the  most  part  the  survivors  of  an  attack  in  childhood.  Now  the 
'disease  is  very  largely  a  disease  of  adults. 

Before  vaccination  small  pox  was  universal,  or  nearly  so. 
Now  whole  nations  are  exempt  from  it,  and  except  at  intervals 
it  is  very  rare. 

Before  vaccination  it  was  among  the  most  fatal  of  diseases. 
In  Berlin  during  seventeen  years,  from  1758  to  1774,  the  deaths 
from  all  causes  numbered  81,133,  of  which  6,705  died  of  small 
pox,  more  than  8  per  cent,  or  nearly  one-twelfth.  Of  these  only 
forty-five  were  07'er  fifteen  years  old.  Jurin  showed  from  the 
London  death  register  that  every  fourteenth  child  died  of  small 
pox,  and  that  every  fifth  or  sixth  case  was  fatal. 

About  one-twelfth  of  the  total  mortality  from  all  causes  was 
due  to  small  pox. 

The  London  tables  of  mortality  prove  it.  In  London  (1721- 
1796)  of  1,759,298  deaths  from  all  causes,  158,002,  about  one- 
eleventh,  died  of  small  pox.  The  average  for  the  centur}' 
was  one-twelfth. 
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The  above  facts  are  taken  from  a  recent  work,  entitled,  "A 
Concise  History  of  Small  Pox  and  Vaccination  in  Europe,"  by 
Edward  J.  Edwardes,  M.D.,  Lcxidon,  member  of  the  Royal  G>1- 
1^  of  Physicians. 

In  reference  to  the  age  prevalence  of  small  pox  the  follow- 
ing is  quoted  from  the  annual  report  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health  in  Massachusetts  for  the  year  1902 : 

**Ages. — ^The  information  derived  from  the  records  of  cases  of 
small  pox,  when  considered  with  reference  to  the  ages  of  the 
persons  attacked,  together  with  the  number  and  ages  of  these 
which  terminated  fatally,  is  of  the  highest  importance  in  its 
bearing  upon  the  efficiency  of  vaccination  as  a  life-saving 
measure. 

"The  following  table  presents  the  age  incidence  of  this  disease, 
both  upon  the  morbidity  and  the  mortality  of  small  pox  in 
Massachusetts  in  the  period  1888-1902,  the  vaccinated,  the 
unvaccinated,  and  those  among  whom  the  facts  as  to  vaccination 
were  unknown,  being  separately  classified.  These  facts  are 
obtained  from  the  official  returns  of  local  boards  of  health  to  the 
State  Board  of  Health. 


Small  pox  in  Massachusetts,  by  Ages,  and  with  reference  to 

Vaccination,  188S-1902. 
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"From  the  foregoing  table  the  following  significant  facts  may 
be  noted: — 

"Only  three  vaccinated  children  under  one  year  of  age  were 
attacked  with  small  pox,  and  these  all  survived;   while  there 
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were  147  attacks  of  unvaccinated  infants  under  one  year  old, 
and  of  this  number  44  died,  or  30  per  cent. 

"Among  vaccinated  persons  under  fifteen  years  old  there  were 
100  attacks  and  no  deaths;  but  among  unvaccinated  persons 
of  the  same  ages  there  were  895  attacks  and  109  deaths. 

"Among  vaccinated  adults  over  fifteen  years  of  age  there  were 
1,412  attacks  and  133  deaths;  and  among  unvaccinated  per- 
sons over  fifteen  years  old  there  were  1,142  attacks  and  189 
deaths. 

"It  is  also  worthy  of  notice  that  386  school  children,  or  chil- 
dren of  school  ages  (five  to  fifteen  years),  were  attacked,  and  of 
this  number  317,  or  more  than  four-fifths,  were  unvaccinated. 
There  were  only  12  deaths  out  of  this  number,  since  this  is 
the  period  of  life  when  the  power  to  resist  fatal  attacks  of  dis- 
ease is  greatest 

"Out  of  the  1,522  who  were  recorded  as  having  been  vacci- 
nated, it  was  stated  in  the  returns  that  1,054,  or  nearly  70  per 
cent.,  had  been  vaccinated  in  childhood  or  infancy  CMily;  and 
nearly  every  one  of  the  deaths  of  adults  recorded  as  'vaccinated' 
occurred  among  this  class. 

"The  foregoing  figures  illustrate  the  decided  saving  of  life 
among  persons  of  early  ages,  the  g^oss  neglect  of  vaccination 
of  school  children,  and  the  neglect  of  revaccinaticm  among 
adults. 

"The  change  in  the  age  incidence  of  small  pox  since  the  intro- 
duction of  vaccination  is  one  of  the  most  important  proofs  of 
the  effects  of  this  practice. 

"Before  the  discovery  and  introduction  of  vaccination,  small 
pox  was  preeminently  a  disease  of  children, — quite  as  much 
so  as  either  scarlet  fever  or  measles. 

"The  immunity  from  small  pox  secured  by  the  vaccination  of 
infants  is  not  permanent,  and  vaccination  should  therefore  be 
repeated  at  the  end  of  about  ten  years.  (The  German  law 
requires  revaccination  at  twelve  years  of  age ;  and  the  new  law 
of  France  requires  three  vaccinations,  one  during  the  first  year, 
another  in  the  eleventh  year  and  a  third  in  the  twenty-first 
year.) 

"Now,  since  a  very  large  share  of  the  population  is  vaccinated 
in  infancy,  but  many  of  these  persons  neglect  revaccination, 
ccMisequently  the  number  of  attacks  and  the  deaths  resulting 
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from  the  same  are  carried  forward,  and  occur  in  the  adult  ages 
of  life.  The  effect  of  this  is  shown  in  the  following  diagram, 
illustrating  the  distribution  of  small  pox  mortality  by  ages  in 
the  eighteenth  century.  In  the  casa  of  measles  and  scarlet 
fever  nothing  has  yet  been  discovered  by  which  immunity  may 
be  produced  at  early  ages ;  but  vaccination  in  the  case  of  small 
pox  has  wrought  a  very  decided  change  in  the  age  distribution 
of  small  pox  mortality,  as  shown  by  the  second  diagram. 

"The  figures  for  making  the  diagram  illustrating  the  small 
pox  mortality  in  the  eighteenth  century  were  taken  from  the 
very  carefully  kept  records  of  two  English  towns,  one  Scotch 
town  and  the  city  of  Geneva  in  Switzerland." 


Pulmonary  Tubercijlosis. 

Consumption  is  at  the  present  time  claiming  more  of  the 
attention  of  the  public  and  especially  of  scientists  than  any 
other  single  disease.  The  remarkable  and  highly  important 
discovery  of  Koch  in  1882  gave  an  impetus  to  its  investigation 
that  has  gained  force  with  its  progress.  The  chief  questions  of 
interest  are  the  means  of  its  transmission,  the  treatment  and 
whether  communicable  from  the  brute  to  the  human  subject. 

Up  to  the  present  time  this  has  been  the  most  fatal  of  all 
diseases  with  which  mankind  is  afflicted.  It  is  very  encourag- 
ing, however,  to  observe  that  for  near  a  generation  past  its 
prevalence  has  been  steadily  decreasing.  The  diagram  on  page 
xxix  shows  the  curve  of  abatement  in  Connecticut.  A  similar 
decline  in  the  disease  is  true  of  adjacent  states. 
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Doubtiess  a  part  of  this  is  due  to  a  general  improvement  in 
sanitary  living  in  consequence  of  a  better  administration  of 
public  hygiene.  Arid  much  must  also  be  due  to  direct  influences 
of  the  information  widely  communicated  to  the  public,  that  the 
dried  spittle  of  consumptive  patients  is  the  most  frequent  means 
of  transmission  of  the  disease  to  others. 

The  continued  reduction  of  the  death  rate  from  consumption 
is  to  go  on  very  much  in  proportion  to  the  progress  made  in 
the  education  and  training  of  the  public  in  the  precautionary 
measures  necessary  to  prevent  its  transmission  from  the  sick  to 
the  well.  Much  advance  has  already  been  made  in  breaking 
the  habit  of  indiscriminate  expectoration.  But  the  pe<^le  need 
more  impressive  instruction  on  the  immense  benefits  to  be 
derived  from  cleanliness  and  open  air.  There  is  good  reasons 
for  believing  that  the  sanitorium  training  and  discipline  of 
consumptive  patients  will  be  of  much  greater  benefit  to  the 
general  public  than  the  recovery  of  the  patients  under  treat- 
ment. The  positive  benefit  which  a  patient  receives  in  a  sani- 
torium, and  which  he  appreciates  as  a  personal  acquisition,  is 
vastly  more  impressive  than  an  oral  lecture  however  often 
repeated. 

The  most  effective  means  of  diminishing  consumption  in  the 
future  is  by  the  multiplication  of  hospitals  for  tuberculosis  and 
using  them  exclusively  for  the  treatment  of  incipient  cases  and 
as  schools  of  instruction.'  Dr.  Arthur  Newsholme,  an  eminent 
English  authority,  says:  "There  is  more  hope  of  the  almost 
complete  extermination  of  tuberculosis  than  of  any  of  the  acute 
infectious  diseases,  with  the  possible  exception  of  typhus  and 
smallpox."* 

A  commendable  undertaking  is  about  to  be  inaugurated  dur- 
ing the  coming  winter  which  promises  to  be  a  very  helpful 
means  of  public  instruction.  A  band  of  volunteers,  mostly 
young  physicians,  propose  to  give  popular  lectures  in  the  schools, 
and  before  any  other  societies  or  local  organizations  that  will 
give  them  a  hearing. 

This  series  of  lectures  was  begun  in  the  autumn  by  the  emi- 
nent specialist,  Dr.  Knopf  of  New  York,  before  a  popular 
audience  in  the  lecture  hall  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Lectures  will 
be  given  in  the  high  school  and  the  grammar  schools,  in  some 
half  dozen  churches,  in  the  city  missions  and  before  several  fra-

has  secured  for  the  erection  of  a  sanatorium  for  the 
treatment  of  Tuberculosis  pulmonalis,  a  most  beau- 
tiful location  between  Cheshire  and  Wallingford, 
known  as  the  Gaylord  Farm,  of  which  the  within 
presents  a  birds'-eye  view.  It  consists  of  250 
acres,  situated  on  a  high  elevation  of  about  400 
feet  above  sea  level,  w-ith  the  most  picturesque  sur- 
roundings. About  a  year  ago  an  anonymous  donor 
gave  $40,000.00  with  w-hich  to  purchase  the  land, 
erect  an  administration  and  recreation  building, 
and  four  single  cottages.  Last  spring  the  State 
appropriated  $25,000.00,  of  which  about  $10,000 
has  been  expended  in  re-modeling  the  farm 
house,  building  a  new^  barn,  equipping  the  farm, 
driving  wells,  et  cetera ;  $6,000.00  has  been 
donated  by  a  lady  for  the  erection  of  an  electric 
plant  and  pumping  station  for  the  water  system, 
and  $3,000.00  has  been  donated  towards  the 
general  fund.  An  appeal  is  now  being  made  for 
additional  donations  to  erect  other  necessarv 
buildings  for  the  completion  and  maintenance  of 
the  plant  and  sanatorium. 

A  donor  of  a  cottage  or  other  building  may,  if 
desired,  name  such  building  after  the  donor,  or 
in  memory  of  any  person,  by  placing  a  suitably 
inscribed  plate  in  such  building. 

The  Sanatorium  will  be  open  for  patients  early 
in  the  Spring. 

The  "  Experimental  Hospital  for  Tuberculosis  at  Hartford" 
has  been  closed. 
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temal  organizations  to  the  number  of  twenty-five  or  thirty  dur- 
ing the  winter ;  a  few  of  them  in  the  Italian  language. 

The  undertaking  is  conducted  under  the  auspices  of  the  New 
Haven  Medical  Association.

The  Work  of  Health  Officers. 

It  may  seem  to  some  minds  that  the  unusual  prevalence  of 
so  many  epidemic  diseases  during  the  past  year  is  a  reproach 
to  the  local  health  officers,  and  an  indication  of  incompetence  or 
neglect  of  duty. 

But  a  full  knowledge  of  the  facts  will  exonerate  most  of  them 
from  the  accusation.  They  have  indeed  been  hindered  in  their 
work  by  extraordinary  difficulties.  The  remarkably  mild  nature 
of  the  prevailing  epidemics  has  been  the  chief  factor  in  promot- 
ing their  prevalence.  It  is  really  a  question  whether  or  not  there 
would  have  been  so  -much  suffering  and  so  many  deaths,  if  the 
type  of  the  diseases  had  been  more  severe  and  alarming.  In 
innumerable  instances  medical  advice  was  not  required;  the 
active  s)rmptom  were  slight  and  of  short  duration.  Rapid  c(M1- 
valescence  followed,  and  boys  and  girls  still  carrying  the  infec- 
tion of  communicable  disease  were  permitted  unrestricted  inter- 
course with  others.  No  physician  having  been  called  in,  and  the 
parents  or  householders,  in  disregard  of  law,  not  having  notified 
the  health  officer,  he  was  powerless  to  control  the  contagion. 

But  there  have  been  many  exceptions  to  this  too  common  con- 
dition. In  many  communities  the  health  officers  have  been  duly 
notified,  and  have  controlled  the  outbreak,  limiting  it  to  a  single 
case,  or  to  a  single  family,  in  hundreds  of  instances ;  and  have 
demonstrated  anew  what  has  long  been  known,  viz. : — that  Isola- 
tion and  Disinfection  will  always  arrest  the  spread  of  contagious 
disease. 

The  town  health  officers  have  also  been  profitably  active  in 
many  other  directions.  They  have  inspected  and  reported  to  the 
State  Board  of  Health  on  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  school 
houses  within  their  jurisdiction  and  corrected  many  objection- 
able things  and  secured  in  numerous  instances  reformations 
long  needed.  The  public  buildings  have  also  been  inspected  with 
like  results.  The  sources  of  ice  and  water  and  milk  supplies 
have  been  under  their  supervision  and  sources  of  contamina- 
tion when  discovered  pointed  out  and  remedied  as  far  as  prac- 
ticable. 
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They  have  also  accomplished  a  good  deal  of  important  and 
useful  work  in  investigating  the  origin  of  the  contagious  dis- 
eases in  their  respective  jurisdictions.  Such  inquiries  have  too 
often  revealed  the  source  of  the  invasicm  to  have  been  a  tem- 
porary visit  to  a  neighboring  city,  where  the  precauticwis  relat- 
ing to  the  spread  of  measles  and  whooping  cough  particularly, 
are  more  neglected  than  in  the  rural  districts. 

These  duties,  together  with  the  supervision  of  isolation  and 
disinfection,  so  frequently  necessary,  have  made  the  past  year 
a  very  busy  one  for  health  officers. 

Sewage  of  State  Military  Camp. 

Among  the  applications  to  the  State  Board  of  Health  for 
advice  was  one  from  Adjutant-General  Cole,  of  the  Connecticut 
National  Guard,  stating  that  in  proceeding  to  carry  into  execu- 
tion a  recommendation  of  the  State  Board  to  construct  a  sewer 
from  the  State  Camp  ground  to  some  proper  outlet  an  objection 
had  been  raised  by  the  local  health  officer  of  Niantic,  because 
the  plan  of  the  sewer  was  such  that  the  sewage  would  be  dis- 
charged in  close  proximity  to  some  oyster  beds  and  so  render 
the  bivalves  an  unsafe  food  supply. 

The  State  Board  appointed  a  committee  to  visit  the  grounds, 
examine  the  plans  of  the  sewer,  confer  with  all  the  parties 
interested  and  report  to  the  Board.  The  committee  found  the 
objection  of  the  health  officer  well  taken  and  advised  that  the 
sewer  plans  be  so  modified  that  they  will  only  remove  the  liquid 
refuse  from  the  kitchens.  The  report  of  the  committee  was 
accepted  and  a  copy  ordered  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Adjutant- 
General. 

The  Board,  however,  regards  it  as  unfortunate  that  this  change 
defeats  one,  if  not  indeed  the  chief  purpose  of  the  sewer,  in 
that  it  will  not  remove  the  human  excretae  from  the  camp. 

Report  Concerning  the  Norwich  Hospital. 

The  undersigned,  a  committee  appointed  at  the  last  meeting  of 
the  State  Board  of  Health,  to  respond  to  the  request  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  New  Hospital  at  Norwich,  for  advice  respecting 
the  disposal  of  sewage  and  the  water  supply,  beg  leave  to  sub- 
mit the  following  report:   We  have  this  day  visited  Norwich, 
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had  an  interview  with  the  Trustees,  the  engineer  and  the  archi- 
tect. We  have  inspected  the  site  of  the  proposed  institution  and 
its  surroundings,  and  we  have  examined  the  plans  of  the  pro- 
posed sewer  and  the  sources  of  water  supply  available. 

The  site  has  been  well  chosen,  being  upon  a  commanding  ele- 
vation on  the  eastern  side  of  the  Thames,  overlodcing  the  river 
and  the  surrounding  region.    The  soil  is  sand  and  gravel. 

The  plan  calls  for  the  discharge  of  the  sewage  into  the  river. 
Although  thie  practice  of  polluting  the  rivers  with  sewage  is  a 
bad  one,  yet  so  long  as  all  the  sewage  of  the  city  of  Norwich 
is  so  disposed  of  because  of  the  economy  of  the  method,  we 
cannot  consistently  advise  against  this  trivial  addition. 

The  committee  were  of  opinion  that  so  large  a  sewer  will  not 
be  required  for  many  years,  if  it  ever  is,  and  much  expense 
would  be  saved  by  one  of  half  the  size.  In  all  other  respects 
the  committee  approve  of  the  proposed  plan  of  sewering. 

The  plan  submitted  to  the  committee  for  a  water  supply  is 
by  a  driven  well,  on  the  low  ground  between  the  bluff  and  the 
river. 

The  committee  were  also  shown  a  stream  of  water  running 
through  the  hospital  grounds,  and  as  informed,  having  a  water- 
shed of  exceptional  good  qualities.  We  were  told  also  of  some 
springs  in  the  vicinity.  As  between  the  well  and  the  other 
sources  the  committee  is  inclined  to  favor  the  latter. 

In  connection  with  the  brook  or  the  springs  or  the  two  united, 
a  storage  reservoir  can  be  constructed  to  which  will  attach 
several  advantages,  to  wit : 

1.  An  abundant  and  unfailing  supply. 

2.  The  water  will  be  soft. 

3.  Its  degree  of  purity  can  be  readily  determined. 

4.  The  reservoir  will  be  at  a  higher  elevation  than  the  well 
and  therefore  cost  less  to  raise  the  water  to  the  necessary 
altitude. 

The  chief  objection  is  the  greater  cost  than  of  the  well. 
The  objections  to  the  well  are : 

1.  The  uncertainty  of  finding  a  sufficient  supply. 

2.  The  uncertainty  of  the  quality  of  the  water  if  found.  It 
will  probably  be  hard  and  may  be  brackish  or  have  other  unpleas- 
ant taste. 

3.  The  uncertainty  of  the  cost  of  the  well. 

4.  The  greater  cost  of  raising  it  to  the  necessary  altitude. 
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Before  deciding  the  choice  the  committee  advise  that  the 
quality  of  the  running  waters  be  determined  by  analysis  and 
that  the  daily  amount  they  will  afford  be  carefully  measured. 
Also  that  estimates  of  the  cost  of  the  reservoir  be  obtained. 

As  to  the  existence  or  non-existence  of  the  objections  to  the 
well  which  are  suggested,  it  cannot  be  determined  until  the 
expense  of  it  has  been  incurred.

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These  results  show  that  the  water  contains  a  very  small  amount  of 
mineral  matter,  that  it  is  soft,  and  that  it  contains  a  rather  large  amount 
of  vegetable  organic  matter  in  solution.  The  chlorine  is  higher  than 
the  average  normal  for  the  region,  but  the  figures  for  nitrogen  indicate 
that  it  is  not  due  to  drainage  contamination,  and  it  is  probably  to  be 
explained  by  the  fact  that  the  chlorines  in  water  near  the  shore  have 
been  running  a  little  above  the  average  since  the  heavy  storms  of  Septem- 
ber. The  water  is  very  highly  colored  and  contains  a  large  amount  of 
vegetable  extractives,  but  otherwise  there  appears  to  be  no  objection 
to  it.

My  Dear  Sir: — As  directed  by  you,  I  sent  two  bottles  to  Dr.  C.  E. 
Stark  of  Norwich  on  November  17th,  and  one  on  the  21st.  One  sample 
has  been  received  from  him,  and  I  am  sending  you  with  this  a  statement 
of  the  results  of  my  examination  of  it.  This  was  from  the  brook  and 
presents  the  characters  of  a  surface  water. 

As  you  will  note,  the  water  is  very  satisfactory  in  the  amount  of 
dissolved  mineral  matter  and  in  the  figure  for  hardness.  The  points 
of  special  interest  are  the  color,  large  amount  of  organic  matter,  and 
the  evidence  as  to  the  absence  of  drainage  contamination.  The  water 
is  distinctly  yellow  as  indicated  by  the  figure  65,  which  is  the  color 
reading  according  to  the  new  platinum  scale,  and  is  the  equivalent  of 
0.65  of  the  old  ammonia  scale.  I  would  say  that  a  color  of  25  or  30 
has  been  found  to  be  entirely  satisfactory  in  a  public  water.  It  is  quite 
likely  that  this  color  is  abnormal  because  of  the  unusual  amount  of 
leaves  through  which  the  water  would  percolate  at  this  time  of  the  year. 
It  is  also  true  that  the  color  diminishes  materially  in  a  water  that  is 
stored  for  a  considerable  period  in  a  clean  reservoir.  The  figures  for 
albuminoid  ammonia  and  oxygen  consumed  agree  with  the  high  color, 
indicating  that  there  is  a  considerable  amount  of  vegetable  extractives 
in  the  water.  All  of  these  could  probably  be  improved  by  proper  engin- 
eering devices. 

I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  chlorine  is  higher  than 
the  normal  average  of  the  town  of  Preston.  I  believe,  however,  that 
this  is  not  evidence  of  any  objectionable  drainage  contamination  because 
of  the  low  figures  for  free  ammonia,  nitrites  and  nitrates.  I  have  noted 
that  there  has  been  an  increase  in  chlorine  above  the  average  normal 
in  samples  along  the  shore  since  the  heavy  southerly  gales  of  September. 

I  will  send  you  the  results  of  the  examination  of  the  other  samples 
as  soon  as  I  can.    They  have  not,  however,  as  yet  been  received.

THE  COUNTY  HEALTH  OFFICERS. 


Section  2520  of  the  Act  relating  to  County  Health  OflScers,  requiring 
them  to  keep  a  full  record  of  their  doings  and  to  make  report  thereof 
annually  in  the  month  of  October,  to  the  State  Board  of  Health,  has  been 
complied  with. 

Very  full  abstracts  of  these  reports  are  here  published. 

[The  members  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  do  not  assume  responsi- 
bility for  (pinions  on  sanitary  questions  found  in  the  following  Annual 
Reports  of  County  and  local  Health  Officers.  Neither  do  they  endorse 
in  all  instances  the  practice  of  sanitary  administration  as  given  in  the 
reports.] 


Report  of  Hartford  County  Health  Officer. 

To  the  Honorable  State  Board  of  Health  of  the  State  of  Con- 
necticut: 

I  herewith  aubmit  to  your  Honorable  Board  my  annual  report 
as  County  Health  Officer  of  Hartford  County  for  the  year  -end- 
ings September  30,  1903. 

'  The  duties  of  a  county  health  officer  remain  substantially  the 
same  from  year  to  year,  and  are*  mainly  to  "cause  the  execution 
of  the  laws  relating  to  public  health,  and  the  prevention  and 
abatement  of  nuisances  dangerous  to  public  health,  and  of  the 
laws  relating  to  the  registration  of  vital  statistics,  and  to  cooper- 
ate with  and  supervise  the  doings  of  town,  city  and  borough 
health  (rfScers,  and  boards  of  health  within  his  county."  Also, 
almost  every  legislature  enacts  some  law  relating  either  directly 
or  indirectly  to  the  public  health.  Some  of  such  laws  create 
new  duties  for  health  officers,  while  others  specify  duties  which 
already  existed  in  a  general  way.  Besides  this  general  statement 
of  the  duties  of  a  health  officer,  there  are  many  statutes  relating 
to  special  subjects,  emphasizing  the  duties  of  a  health  officer 
as  to  the  special  subject. 

In  Hartford  County  there  are  no  borough  health  officers 
other  than  the  health  officers  of  the  towns  in  which  the  boroughs 
are  located.  In  the  two  cities  in  Hartford  County — Hartford 
and  New  Britain — ^the  city  health  officers  and  the  county  health 
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officer  work  together  with  the  same  harmony  that  exists  between 
the  county  and  town  health  officers. 

All  of  the  town  health  officers  in  the  county  whose  terms 
of  office  expired  on  the  first  Monday  in  October,  1903,  were 
reappointed,  and  there  has  been  but  one  change  of  town  health 
officers  during  the  year.  Dr.  Jarvis  K.  Mason  of  Suffield,  who 
had  been  the  health  officer  in  that  town  for  a  long  term  of  years, 
and  who  rendered  valuable  service  as  a  health  officer,  owing  to 
advanced  age  did  not  feel  that  he  could  attend  to  the  duties  of 
a  health  officer  together  with  his  private  practice.  He  there- 
fore resigned  from  the  office  of  health  officer  of  the  town  of 
Suffield,  and  Dr.  P.  W.  Street  was  appointed  to  succeed  him. 
Besides  this  permanent  change  there  have  been  several  temporary 
changes  in  several  towns,  a  temporary  health  officer  being 
appointed  during  the  vacation,  or  prolonged  absence,  of  the  town 
health  officer. 

One  subject  which  has  received  considerable  attention  by  the 
county  and  town  health  officers  of  this  county  during  the  past 
year  is  the  matter  of  vaccination  of  children  who  attend  the 
public  schools.  In  four  towns  within  the  county  the  vaccination 
of  children  is  a  prerequisite  to  their  attendance  at  the  public 
schools.  In  about  as  many  more  towns  within  the  county  nearly 
all  the  children  in  attendance  at  the  public  schools  have  been 
vaccinated.  But  in  many  of  the  towns  within  the  county  there 
is  a  large  percentage  of  unvaccinated  children  in  attend- 
ance. 

Two  largely  attended  interesting  and  instructive  meetings 
of  town  health  officers  have  been  held  in  this  city  during  the 
past  year.  Health  officers  from  Tolland  and  Windham  counties 
were  in  attendance  at  these  meetings,  and  also  some  members 
of  the  State  Board  of  Health.  Several  papers  treating  on 
important  subjects  were  read  and  discussed. 

At  one  of  these  meetings  the  supervision  of  the  Hartford 
Board  over  the  health  of  the  children  attending  the  public  schools 
was  minutely  described.  The  Hartford  Board  of  Health  appoint 
a  bacteriologist  and  three  medical  inspectors,  all  of  whom  are, 
of  course,  physicians.  The  inspection  of  the  children  in  attend- 
ance at  the  public  schools  is  one  of  the  duties  of  the  medical 
inspectors.  In  the  inspection  of  the  public  schools  the  duties 
of  the  inspectors  are  as  follows,  viz : 
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The  inspector  visits  each  school  in  rotation,  intending  to  reach 
all  the  larger  schools  at  least  once  a  week.  On  reaching  the 
school  he  reports  at  once  to  the  principal  and  examines  any 
cases  that  have  come  under  his  notice,  approves  vaccination  cer- 
tificates, etc  Afterward  a  general  examination  of  all  the  lower 
rooms  is  made  for  any  cases  that  may  not  have  been  reported 
to  the  principal. 

If  cases  of  diphtheria  have  occurred,  special  attention  is  given 
to  the  children  in  the  room  from  which  the  sick  children  have 
come:  the  throats  and  noses  of  all  present  are  examined  and 
cultures  taken  from  any  showing  suspicious  symptoms.  These 
are  examined  by  the  bacteriologist  and  a  report  sent  to  the  school 
on  the  day  following. 

The  cases  in  which  the  presence  of  the  Klebs-Loefler  bacillus 
is  reported  are  excluded  from  school,  with  orders  to  return  in 
one  week  for  a  further  examination,  if  no  signs  of  active  disease 
have  developed. 

If  scarlet  fever  has  been  reported,  the  hands  are  closely 
examined  for  desquamation,  which  is  indicative  of  a  mild  case 
of  the  disease  which  has  not  been  recognized  in  the  initial  stages, 
and  all  such  cases  are  excluded. 

The  evident  forms  of  parasitic  and  skin  diseases — ^lice,  itch, 
ringworm,  impetigo,  etc.,  are  excluded  by  the  teacher  without 
waiting  for  the  inspector,  and  it  is  only  in  unusual  cases  that 
he  sees  them. 

These  cases  occur  usually,  of  course,  among  the  foreign  popu- 
lation. And  while  a  note  from  the  teacher  is  usually  all  that 
is  needed  to  make  the  patents  remedy  the  trouble,  at  times  it  is 
necessary  for  the  inspector  to  visit  the  house. 

There  is  no  other  town  in  Hartford  County  wherein  the 
schools  are  periodically  visited  by  a  physician  for  the  purpose  of 
finding  if  any  scholar  is  affected  with  any  diseases  dangerous 
to  public  health.  In  every  town  general  instructions  are  given 
to  the  teachers  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  them  on  the  alert 
for  suspicious  cases  and  instructing  them  what  to  do  in  such 
cases.  The  health  officers  also  once  a  year,  and  oftener  if  neces- 
sary, issue  such  instructions  as  are  necessary  to  maintain  the 
schocd  buildings  in  a  sanitary  condition. 

It  has  been  the  general  practice  in  this  county  for  the  health 
officers  to  issue  oral  instructions  to  the  heads  of  families  and

those  in  charge  of  persons  afflicted  with  a  contagious  disease 
for  the  general  management  of  the  case  so  far  as  it  might  relate 
to  the  public  health,  and  for  disinfecting,  etc.,  after  the  recovery. 
However  carefully  the  parties  to  whom  the  instructions  are 
given  may  intend  to  follow  them,  it  is,  owing  to  forgetfulness, 
almost  impossible  for  them  to  do  so,  unless  the  instructions  are 
given  to  a  professional  nurse,  or  some  one  experienced  in  the 
general  management  of  such  .cases.  In  order,  therefore,  that 
the  instructions  which  are  usually  given  in  cases  of  contagious 
diseases  by  the  health  officers  may  be  more  effectively  carried 
out,  it  was  proposed,  at  the  meeting  of  the  health  officers  of 
Hartford,  Tolland  and  Windham  counties  held  in  Hartford 
early  last  summer,  to  have  printed  instructions  for  general  use 
for  the  management  of  contagious  diseases  so  far  as  they  relate 
to  the  public  health  and  for  disinfecting  after  the  recovery.  This 
plan  had  been  followed  in  several  cases  in  this  county  with  much 
better  results  than  had' been  obtained  with  oral  instructions.  A 
committee  has  now  been  appointed  headed  by  C.  A.  Lindsley, 
M.D.,  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  for  the  purpose  of 
preparing  printed  instructions  for  use  generally  throughout  the 
state. 

Several  cases  have  been  reported  to  me  of  persons  practicing 
midwifery  in  this  county  without  a  license.  Such  cases  usually 
occur  among  families  who  are  unable  to  speak  the  English 
language  and  live  in  colonies  by  themselves.  Evidence  upon 
which  to  bring  a  prosecution  is  therefore  difficult  to  obtain. 

Two  or  three  physicians  have  been  prosecuted  during  the  past 
year  for  not  reporting  to  the  health  officer  contagious  diseases 
occurring  in  their  practice. 

Out  of  forty-five  cases  reported  to  me  for  prosecution  during 
the  past  year  eleven  were  successfully  prosecuted,  and  in  thirty- 
four  cases  the  orders  were  immediately  complied  with  upon 
communication  from  me. 

As  in  former  years,  consultations  with  and  letters  to  the 
county  health  officer  are  very  frequent  from  some  one  in  the 
twenty-nine  towns ;  so  frequent  that  I  feel  it  a  necessity  to  have 
some  one  in  my  office  whenever  I  am  absent.  During  the  past 
year  I  have  made  note  of  three  hundred  and  ninety-eight  con- 
sultations and  eight  hundred  and  ninety-five  letters  sent  from  the 
office ;  the  number  of  consultations  and  letters  exceed  the  number 
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noted  as  they  are  not  all  noted.  It  is  my  aim  to  visit  every  town 
in  the  county  at  least  once  a  year,  and  into  many  towns  the 
duties  of  my  office  call  me  more  frequently.  During  the  past 
year  I  have  been  out  of  town  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  of 
my  office  seventy-two  days. 

All  the  druggists  in  this  county  have  been  notified  from  this 
office  of  their  duties  pertaining  to  the  sale  of  poisons.     .    . 

Occasionally  a  clergyman  in  this  county  has  performed  a 
marriage  in  some  other  town  than  the  town  where  the  license 
was  granted,  but  in  all  such  cases,  upon  investigation,  I  have 
found  the  mistake  to  have  been  made  without  any  intention  to 
violate  the  law. 

The  displacement  of  filth  pits  by  sewers  in  the  villages  of 
this  county  is  constantly  going  on.  Manchester  and  Windsor 
Locks  are  agitating  the  question  of  a  sewer  system,  and  it  is 
probable  that  sewers  in  both  these  towns  will  be  constructed  the 
coming  year    ... 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  State  Board,  the  town  and  county 
health  officers,  the  vital  statistics  in  this  county  are  much  more 
complete  than  formerly.  I  am  having  prepared  an  abstract  of 
the  incomplete  certificates  in  every  town  in  this  county,  from 
which  I  shall  be  able  to  observe  what  the  registrars  do  from 
time  to  time  towards  perfecting  the  incomplete  certificates. 

Several  appeals  have  been  taken  from  orders  of  the  town 
health  officers  to  me  during  the  past  year,  all  of  which  I  think 
have  been  satisfactorily  disposed  of.

Report  of  New  Haven  County  Health  Officer. 

To  the  Honorable  State  Board  of  Health  of  Connecticut: 

Gentlemen: — ^The  following  report  of  the  work  accom- 
plished in  New  Haven  County,  in  the  capacity  of  county  health 
officer,  for  the  twelve  months  ending  September  30th,  1903,  is 
respectfully  submitted  to  your  Honorable  Board. 
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This  being  the  tenth  annual  report  that  has  been  made  to 
you,  regarding  the  administration  of  the  sanitary  laws  of  the 
State  in  this  county;  the  develc^ment  of  the  organization  of 
local  health  officers ;  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  relating  to  vital 
statistics,  and  prosecutions  for  violations  of  the  Medical  Practice 
Act,  it  must  necessarily  refer  to  many  subjects  that  have  been 
called  to  your  attention  before.  Several  conditions  have  arisen 
during  the  past  year,  however,  presenting  questions  that  were 
new  in  the  experience  of  the  town  and  city  health  officers  of  the 
county,  and  involving  the  interpretation  of  the  several  laws 
relating  to  public  health  and  safety  as  applicable  thereto. 

Local  Health  Officers. 

During  the  year  two  changes,  only,  have  been  made  among 
the  town  health  dficers  of  New  Haven  County,  and  in  both 
instances  new  appointments  were  made  from  necessity.  The 
health  officer  of  Beacon  Falls  moved  from  the  State.  This  is  a 
town  in  which  there  is  no  resident  physician.  After  several 
conferences  with  the  officials  of  the  town,  they  decided  to  recom- 
mend the  health  officer  of  Naugatuck,  for  appointment  to  the 
same  position  there.  Beacon  Falls  adjoining  Naugatuck,  and 
it  being  but  a  short  distance  between  the  two,  we  decided  to 
try  the  experiment  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  say  to  you  that  it 
has  worked  very  successfully  and  Mr.  W.  P.  Smith,  the  ap- 
pointee, has  given  Beacon  Falls  good  service. 

The  health  officer  of  Middlebury  resigned  in  October,  1903. 
Dr.  George  B.  Bristol  was  recommended  by  the  selectmen  and 
several  prominent  citizens  of  the  town.  His  appointment  has 
resulted  very  satisfactorily  indeed. 

With  the  two  exceptions  noted,  the  list  of  town  health  officers 
is  the  same  to-day  as  when  our  last  report  was  made.  Among 
the  city  and  borough  health  officers,  where  appointments  are 
made  by  the  local  authorities,  there  has  also  been  two  changes. 
In  West  Haven,  a  vacancy  was  created  by  the  removal  of  Dr. 
M.  J.  Adams  to  New  Haven,  and  Dr.  Chas.  D.  Phelps  was 
appointed  to  the  position.  All  the  city  health  officers  in  this 
county,  with  two  exceptions,  are  serving  under  the  statute, 
which  fixes  the  term  of  a  health  officer  as  four  years,  hence  there 
have  been  no  changes,  except  in  Derby.  After  the  General 
Statute,  providing,  that    "the  terms  of  health  officers,"    etc, 
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should  be  four  years  was  passed,  the  citizens  of  Derby  had  their 
charter  revised  and  amended,  inserting  a  provision  that  the  term 
of  their  city  health  officer  should  be  only  two  years.  Under 
these  provisions,  Dr.  Paul  B.  Kennedy  was  appointed  in  January 
to  fill  the  position  held  the  year  before  by  Dr.  G.  L.  Beardsley. 
The  records  of  the  City  Board  of  Health,  in  one  of  the  larger 
cities  of  the  county,  fail  to  disclose  that  there  has  been  an 
appointment  of  a  health  officer,  since  the  four  year  term  became 
a  statutory  enactment,  but  the  same  officer  is  continued  in  dB5ce 
from  year  to  year,  and  has  become  very  efficient.  We  cannot 
say  too  much  regarding  the  advantages  derived  from  what 
might  be  called  "permanent  appointments."  Those  who  have 
been  in  the  service  the  past  ten  years  are  very  efficient  and  show 
an  interest  in  the  work,  knowing  that  they  will  be  supported 
in  doing  what  they  consider  their  duty. 

Meetings  of  Health  Officers. 

I  have  attended  several  meetings  of  the  county  health  officers 
of  the  State  during  the  year,  one  meeting  of  the  town  health 
officers  of  Hartford  County,  one  in  Fairfield  County,  a  joint 
meeting  of  the  health  officers  of  Hartford,  Windham  and  Tol- 
land Counties,  and  four  meetings  of  the  health  officers  of  New 
Haven  County.  The  meetings  in  Fairfield  and  Hartford  Coun- 
ties will  probably  be  reported  to  you  by  the  county  health 
officers  of  the  county.  I  will  refer  briefly  to  the  meetings  held 
in  this  county,  that  you  may  know  of  the  interest  shown  by  the 
health  officers  of  the  different  communities,  both  city  and  town, 
as  well  as  the  work  carried  on  in  the  meetings.  At  each  one 
the  State  Board  of  Health  has  been  represented.  The  average 
attendance  has  been  twenty-six.  Sixteen  papers  have  been  read 
by  members,  four  at  each  meeting.  They  have  been  pronounced 
as  successful  and  the  meetings  have  been  very  interesting. 

Medical  Practice  Act. 

Complaints  have  been  received  in  eight  different  cases  during 
the  year,  of  persons  said  to  be  violating  the  Medical  Practice 
Act,  and  of  twelve  persons  who  had  practiced  midwifery  con- 
trary to  law.  In  all  the  cases  reported,  a  thorough  investigation 
has  been  made,  but  no  prosecutions  brought  except  in  the  case 
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of  three  midwives.  Of  the  alleged  cases  reported  for  practicing 
medicine  without  being  registered,  all  but  one  we  found  did  not 
prescribe,  but  recommended  to  their  patients  some  remedy  that 
was  sold  under  copyright  or  trade  mark  of  the  United  States. 
In  one  case  the  party  left  the  State  before  papers  could  be 
served  upon  him.  In  the  cases  for  violation  of  the  laws  as  to 
the  practice  of  midwifery,  convictions  were  obtained  in  two 
cases,  but  it  was  not  possible  to  secure  evidence  upon  which  to 
issue  complaints  in  most  of  them.  A  collecti(»i  of  remedies 
obtained  while  making  investigations  as  to  the  Medical  Practice 
Act  would  perhaps  prove  interesting,  from  the  fact  that  it 
shows  how  the  Act  in  its  present  form  fails  to  accomplish  the 
purpose  intended. 

Vital  Statistics. 

The  annual  examination  of  the  returns  and  records  in  the 
offices  of  the  twenty-six  registrars  of  vital  statistics  has  been 
accomplished,  and  the  result  shows  a  still  greater  improvement 
in  the  general  compliance  with  the  laws  relating  to  the  records 
of  births,  marriages  and  deaths  in  New  Haven  County,  than 
we  have  been  able  to  report  before.  Nearly  every  month 
reports  are  received  from  the  superintendent  of  vital  statistics, 
calling  attention  to  delayed  returns  in  some  city  or  town  within 
this  jurisdiction,  and  in  every  instance  the  cases  reported  are 
immediately  taken  up  with  a  view  to  ascertaining  whether  the 
delayed  return  is  caused  by  neglect,  if  so,  was  it  intentional,  or, 
is  it  the  result  of  carelessness,  unintentional  and  accidental. 
Several  instances  have  been  found  of  delayed  birth  certificates, 
where  the  attending  physician  had  made  a  mistake  of  a  month 
in  the  date  of  birth,  that  his  return  was  really  made  within  the 
time  specified,  but  the  dates  were  wrong.  In  such  cases  the 
registrar  is  instructed  to  procure  a  new  certificate,  and  in  this 
way  the  record  is  corrected. 

The  new  form  of  death  certificates  referred  to  in  our  last 
report  has  continued  to  show  good  results  and  with  the  excep- 
tion of  occasional  errors  in  age  given,  they  are  generally  com- 
plete and  correct.  There  has  been  one  prosecution  against  an 
individual  who  presided  over  a  church  in  this  county,  but  who 
Gould  not  show  his  authority  to  perform  the  marriage  ceremony 
as  required  by  the  laws  of  the  State.     In  the  lower  court  a 
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conviction  was  secured  and  the  party  bound  over  to  the  Superior 
Court  Before  the  case  was  called  in  the  higher  court,  the 
congregation  over  which  he  presided,  organized  themselves  into 
a  religious  society  and  issued  a  call  to  the  preacher.  On  this 
ground  the  case  was  nolled  in  the  Superior  Court. 

In  examining  reported  cases  of  violations  of  the  laws  relating 
to  vital  statistics,  we  meet  physicians,  clergymen,  undertakers, 
embalmers  and  sextons.  From  time  to  time  special  circulars 
have  been  mailed  to  all  of  them,  and  the  requirements  of  the 
law  seem  to  be  fully  understood,  but  recently  it  came  to  our 
attention,  that  in  a  small  town,  adjoining  one  of  the  larger  cities, 
the  undertaker  did  not  obtain  burial  permits,  but  delivered  the 
death  certificate  to  the  sexton,  who  obtained  the  burial  permit 
when  convenient.  It  happened  in  one  case  that  he  did  not  obtain 
a  burial  permit  and  now  the  records  are  not  only  incomplete,  but 
disclose  the  fact  that  the  body  was  buried  without  a  permit, 
which  is  in  direct  violation  of  the  law.  The  case  is  pending  at 
this  writing.  There  are  cases  where  complaint  has  been  received 
that  undertakers  have  made  false  oath  in  reference  to  causes  of 
death  from  contagious  diseases,  and  several  investigations  have 
been  instituted,  but,  invariably,  the  real  evidence  (the  body)  has 
been  buried^  and  it  has  not  seemed  advisable  to  ask  to  have  the 
grave  opened.  The  records  in  the  different  towns  show  about  the 
same  condition  as  last  year,  except  in  two  of  the  cities,  where 
there  has  been  a  marked  improvement.  This  work  increases 
each  year,  but  the  registrars  are  rendering  valuable  assistance, 
by  declining  to  accept  returns  that  upon  their  face  are  incorrect. 
There  will  be  a  change  in  the  office  of  Registrar  of  Vital  Statis- 
tics in  Waterbury,  this  year,  but  with  this  exception,  the  list  will 
remain  the  same. 

Nuisances. 

« 

Six  hundred  and  thirty-four  cases  have  been  reported  to  the 
town  health  officers,  since  our  last  report.  Aside  from  the  atten- 
tion that  the  health  officer  is  called  upon  to  devote  to  the  quar- 
antine of  contagious  diseases  and  the  fumigation  of  premises, 
after  death  or  recovery,  his  principal  work  is  in  caring  for  the 
community  in  which  he  lives  by  protecting  it  from  unsanitary 
conditions,  that  may  be  the  cause  of  disease  and  trouble.  Some 
nuisances  have  been  abated  without  prosecution,  others  upon 
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warning  from  this  office,  and  in  some  cases  prosecutions  have 
been  brought  where  the  order  of  the  local  health  officer  has  not 
been  complied  with,  after  repeated  warnings  to  the  pr(q)erty 
owner  that  the  nuisance  must  be  abated.  In  advising  with  the 
health  (rfficers  of  the  county,  it  has  been  necessary  to  visit  the 
different  towns  at  least  once,  and  some  of  them  several  times. 
The  most  prominent  cause  of  trouble  has  been  the  accumulation 
of  garbage  in  towns  adjoining  our  cities,  where  it  is  disposed 
of  by  being  gathered  and  removed  by  those  who  take  it  into  the 
country  to  feed  pigs,  and  in  localities  adjoining  some  of  the 
shore  resorts  on  the  sound,  where  garbage  and  night  soil  is  taken 
by  a  contractor  who  disposes  of  it,  in  the  way  he  finds  most  con- 
venient and  least  expensive,  to  wit :  dumping  upon  some  vacant 
lot,  away  from  the  property  owners  on  the  shore  but  near  some 
permanent  resident,  who  makes  the  complaint.  In  one  case  of 
this  kind  the  garbage  collector  paid  a  fine  and  costs  in  the  town 
court  His  defense  was  that  the  summer  colony  must  be  cared 
for,  and  the  nuisances  only  affected  one  family,  so  he  thought 
he  should  be  excused.  In  those  towns  where  it  is  necessary  to 
have  a  license  to  collect  garbage,  the  same  to  be  secured  from  the 
town  health  officer,  the  nuisances  reported  have  been  very  much 
reduced  in  number.  I  have  heard  several  appeals  and  many 
orders  have  been  issued  by  town  health  officers,  where  the 
defendant  began  his  appeal,  but  abandoned  it  after  learning  of 
the  authority  vested  in  the  town  health  officer. 

Ice. 

In  the  fall  of  1902,  instructions  were  given  to  the  local  health 
officers  to  investigate  all  sources  of  ice  supply,  and  report  to  this 
dB5ce.  Some  ponds  were  condemned,  and  the  owners  notified 
that  the  ice  must  not  be  sold  for  domestic  use,  etc.  Late  in  the 
summer  of  1903  our  attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that  one 
company  was  selling  ice,  for  domestic  use,  cut  from  a  pond  that 
had  been  condemned.  It  was  a  difficult  matter  to  get  evidence 
but  after  a  time  warrants  were  issued,  the  parties  pleading  guilty, 
and  paying  a  fine  and  costs.  The  law  regarding  the  sale  of  ice 
for  domestic  uses  has  become  so  well  known,  that  it  is  very 
unusual  to  find  a  dealer  who  will  take  the  least  chance  regarding 
its  sale. 
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Town  Health  Officers  Regulations. 

The  regulations  approved  by  your  Honorable  Board  in  190 1 
have  remained  unchanged.  There  has  been  added  to  the  list, 
in  New  Haven  County,  as  reported  by  the  several  town  health 
officers,  another  regulation  which  relates  especially  to  the  sub- 
ject of  vaccination.  In  many  of  the  towns  where  the  town 
health  officer  has  worked  in  cooperation  with  the  school  authori- 
ties the  children  have  been  pretty  generally  vaccinated,  but  there 
are  some  communities  where  the  progress  is  very  slow.  The 
Boards  of  Education  in  three  cities  in  the  county  do  not  require 
vaccination,  and  of  course  the  fact  that  these  places  do  not 
require  it,  makes  the  position  of  the  health  officer  in  towns 
adjoining  decidedly  difficult. 

Quarantine  and  Fumigation. 

In  several  towns  of  the  county,  the  health  officers  have  been 
required  to  quarantine  and  fumigate  many  houses.  Prosecu- 
tions have  been  brought  in  more  towns  than  ever  before  in  our 
efforts  to  assist  the  local  health  officers  to  maintain  strict  quar- 
antine. I  had  reported  to  your  Board,  previously,  that  the  orders 
relating  to  quarantine  were  usually  complied  with,  but  during 
the  past  year  it  has  not  been  so.  Possibly  this  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  many  cases  have  been  reported  from  the  families  of  those 
who  do  not  always  understand  or  speak  our  language.  All 
fumigating  is  done  either  by  the  health  officer  personally  or 
under  his  direct  supervision,  and  very  few  instances  are  reported 
where  the  second  case  has  occurred  in  rooms  once  thoroughly 
cared  for.  Reports  from  the  health  officers  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  as  made  monthly,  disclose  the 
nature  of  the  diseases  that  have  been  most  prevalent. 

Poison  Law. 

The  Legislature  of  1903  passed  a  law  requiring  the  Pharmacy 
Commissioners  to  furnish  uniform  poison  rasters  for  the  drug- 
gists of  the  State.  This  law  became  c^erative  August  ist,  but 
because  of  a  possible  question  as  to  expense  connected  with  this 
work,  for  which  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  failed  to 
provide,  nothing  has  been  done.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  such 
rasters  will  soon  be  furnished  as  the  enforcement  of  this 
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particular  act  is  important  and  the  pharmacists  say  they  are 
waiting  for  the  new  records. 

Rendering  Plants. 

During  the  year  the  town  health  officer  of  the  town  of  Orange 
has  issued  two  licenses  for  the  building  and  conducting  of  fat- 
rendering  plants  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  town.  In  every 
instance  the  license,  when  issued,  contains  a  provision  that  it 
must  be  conducted  in  compliance  with  the  regulations  of  the 
health  officer  or  it  will  be  revoked.  Modem  methods  and 
machinery  have  made  it  possible  to  conduct  this  business  in  such 
a  way  that  it  does  not  become  objectionable,  but  unless  the  most 
minute  detail  as  to  disposition  of  the  waste  from  such  a  plant 
is  observed  and  closely  followed,  complaints  from  the  surround- 
ing property  owners  will  be  the  result.  There  are  now  six 
of  these  establishments  in  New  Haven  County. 

Special  Nuisances. 

Under  this  head  I  would  refer  to  cases  that  have  arisen  during 
the  year,  peculiar  in  their  nature  and  unusual  in  the  experience 
of  the  local  health  officer. 

In  two  of  our  cities  in  this  county,  attention  has  been  called 
to  the  fact,  that  almost  in  the  very  center  of  the  city  establish- 
ments are  maintained  where  meat  is  cured  by  smoking  and 
where  sausage  and  other  specialties  are  manufactured.  The 
odor  is  sometimes  very  offensive  and  in  one  case  became  imbear- 
able.  After  persistent  work  one  concern  was  compelled  to 
change  their  location  and  are  now  on  the  outskirts  of  the  city. 
The  other  is  still  in  operation. 

The  carting  of  manure  that  is  brought  from  New  York  daily 
by  rail,  through  the  streets  of  some  of  our  towns,  has  caused 
so  much  complaint  that  several  town  health  officers  are  ccmsider- 
ing  the  advisability  of  submitting  to  your  Honorable  Board, 
regulations  that  will  make  it  necessary  to  convey  it  in  tight, 
covered  wag(Mis  and  only  at  certain  hours  in  the  day,  also  desig- 
nating the  point  where  it  may  be  unloaded. 

The  disposition  of  the  bodies  of  dead  horses  has  again  caused 
trouble  in  one  town  and  upon  complaint  from  the  selectmen,  an 
investigation  conducted  by  the  health  officer  disclosed  the  fact 
that  a  resident  of  the  town  was  taking  the  bodies  from  a  city 
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adjoining  the  town,  removing  the  hides,  which  he  disposed  of 
at  a  profit,  leaving  the  carcass  to  be  destroyed  by  exposure,  mak- 
ing no  eflFort  to  bury  them.  A  prosecution  for  violation  of  the 
sanitary  regulations  of  the  town  was  sufficient  to  stop  this  par- 
ticular nuisance. 

Many  more  could  be  referred  to,  all  of  them  being  successfully 
abated 

Correspondence,  Etc. 

Over  two  thousand  letters  have  been  written  during  the  year, 
all  with  reference  to  some  part  of  the  duties  that  we  have  been 
called  upon  to  perform.  Prosecutions  have  been  personally  con- 
ducted in  nearly  every  town  in  the  county.  Quarterly  accounts 
of  health  officers  have  been  examined,  referred  to  the  several 
boards  of  selectmen  and  approved.  Records  have  been  preserved 
and  a  daily  memorandum  is  on  file.  It  is  hoped  to  have  a  State 
meeting  of  health  officers  before  another  report  is  made  to  your 
Board. 

Not  forgetting  the  obligations  we  are  under  for  the  assistance 
received  from  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  its  individual 
members,  all  of  which  is  fully  appreciated,  I  would  respectfully 
submit  this  report.

Report  of  New  London  County  Health  Officer. 

In  compliance  with  the  statute  I  hereby  submit  the  annual 
report  of  my  doings  as  county  health  officer  of  the  county  of 
New  London. 

The  duties  of  the  county  health  officer  have  been  increased 
by  reason  of  the  presence  of  small  pox  in  the  towns  of  Norwich, 
Preston,  New  London,  Sprague,  Voluntown,  Griswold,  Franklin 
and  MontviUe.  .  .  .  Frequent  consultations  with  the  local 
health  officer  concerning  the  enforcement  of  the  quarantine  and 
kindred  subjects,  the  selectmen  and  school  committees,  were 
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necessary  during  these  cases,  and  questions  were  raised  which 
were  troublesome  and  required  careful  consideration  in  their 
solution.     ... 

The  towns  in  this  county  suflFer  from  not  having  a  hospital 
within  their  limits,  where  contagious  cases  can  be  cared  for. 
In  Sprague,  which  had  a  large  outbreak  of  small  pox,  though 
no  fatal  cases,  a  vacant  house  was  fitted  for  the  reception  of 
patients  and  thus  equipped  was  used  with  good  results  as  a 
contagious  hospital.     .     .    . 

The  cooperation  of  the  physicians  has  been  asked  in  helping 
to  detect  perscms  practicing  midwifery  without  a  license.  It  is 
often  difficult  to  secure  this  evidence.  A  majority  of  those 
practicing  it  are  ignorant  of  the  law  and  in  many  cases  cannot 
understand  English. 

The  routine  work  of  the  office  has  been  greater  this  year  than 
at  any  time  in  the  past.  Meetings  of  school  boards  have  been 
attended  upon  request,  conferences  with  medical  societies  of 
the  County  and  their  committees,  with  selectmen,  registrars  of 
vital  statistics,  physicians  and  the  local  health  officers. 

The  correspondence  has  as  well  largely  increased  as  a  part 
of  the  routine  work. 

Some  time  has  been  devoted  in  detecting  the  sales  of  certain 
poisons  to  persons  without  registering  the  name  of  the  pur- 
chaser, date  of  sale  and  quantity  sold  as  provided  by  statute. 
The  registers  of  the  druggists  have  been  examined  and  under 
my  supervision  and  direction  purchases  have  been  made  to  test 
how  minutely  the  law  was  followed  and  obeyed. 

There  have  been  three  prosecutions  of  physicians  the  past  year 
for  not  making  returns  of  births  within  the  statutory  time.  All 
of  these  cases  resulted  in  conviction  and  the  imposing  of  a  fine. 

There  has  been  a  general  compliance  with  the  local  health 
officers'  orders  in  the  abatement  of  nuisances.  In  a  number  of 
cases  there  has  been  an  investigation  and  an  inspection  of  the 
premises  containing  the  nuisance. 

There  has  been  but  one  appeal  taken,  which  was  satisfactorily 
adjusted  before  a  formal  hearing  by  the  party  substantially 
complying  with  the  health  officer's  order. 

In  my  annual  report,  attention  was  called  to  the  question  of 
sewage  disposal  in  the  town  of  East  Lyme  and  the  villa^  of 
Pawcatuck.     The  conditions  have  not  improved  in  these  towns. 
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In  the  town  of  Norwich,  outside  of  the  city  limits,  in  certain 
thickly  settled  sections  the  disposal  of  sewage  forms  a  continual 
source  of  complaint.  Such  a  thing  as  a  system  of  sewers  in 
the  communities  above  mentioned,  seem  very  difficult  if  not 
impossible  to  attain.  The  question  as  to  whether  the  town  can 
assess  for  benefits  upon  the  property  owners  abutting  the  sewer, 
as  is  done  in  most  cities  under  their  charters,  deters  some  towns 
from  providing  sewers  for  their  thickly  settled  sections.  If,  as 
claimed  by  many,  the  towns  have  no  power  imder  the  general 
law  to  assess  benefits  for  sewer  facilities,  the  statutes  should  be 
amended  to  give  them  this  power. 

Difficulty  has  been  experienced  with  Rhode  Island  doctors  and 
undertakers  in  getting  them  to  comply  with  our  laws  concerning 
the  reporting  of  contagious  cases  and  the  procuring  of  burial 
permits.  ...  A  prosecution  has  a  very  salutary  effect  upon 
such  offenders  if  he  could  get  jurisdiction,  which  could  be 
accomplished  only  by  lying  in  wait. 

What  will  demonstrate  itself  as  an  improved  condition  has 
been  accomplished  in  the  borough  of  Stonington.  The  enforce- 
ment of  the  sanitary  laws  has  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  a 
single  responsible  officer  who  is  a  physician,  where  before  it 
vested  with  a  committee  of  burgesses  largely.  The  county 
health  officer  joined  with  the  wardens  and  burgesses  in  making 
the  appointment. 

It  has  been  found  necessary  to  secure  prefer  disinfection  to 
bum  clothing  and  sometimes  household  furniture.  Claims  have 
been  made  against  the  towns  for  reimbursement  The  selectmen 
and  town  health  officers  have  been  advised  that  no  legal  liability 
existed. 

Wherever  it  has  been  necessary  to  employ  a  g^ard  in  the  main- 
tenance of  a  quarantine,  the  town  health  officer  has  been 
instructed  to  confer  with  the  selectmen  and  their  invariable 
cooperation  has  been  of  assistance.     .     .     . 

During  the  year  the  occasional  meetings  of  the  county  health 
officers  of  the  State  have  been  attended  as  well  as  meetings  of 
the  New  Haven  County  Public  Health  Association.     .     .     . 

An  earnest  endeavor  has  been  made  during  the  past  year  to 
secure  regular  and  prompt  monthly  reports  of  contagious  dis- 
eases from  the  local  health  officers  to  your  Board. 

The  health  officers  of  the  towns  are  reminded  to  inspect  the 

I 
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school  buildings  and  surroundings  at  least  once  a  year,  and 
oftener  if  the  circumstances  seem  to  demand  it.     .     .     . 

With  one  exception,  all  of  the  town  health  officers  are  residents 
of  the  town  for  which  they  act.  This  involves  in  some  cases 
the  appointment  of  a  layman  but  insures  better  results  than 
the  services  of  a  non-resident  physician. 

I  am  free  to  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to  the  local  town 
health  officers  of  the  county  for  their  cooperation  and  faithful 
and  conscientious  service. 

The  advice  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  has  been  found 
valuable  and  been  appreciated  and  its  suggestions  carried  out 
and  its  cooperation  secured. 

The  everyday  doings  of  the  county  health  officer  would  take 
pages  to  recount  and  would  involve  necessarily  some  repetition. 
Rarely  does  a  day  pass  when  his  services  are  not  called  for. 
The  demands  upon  the  office  are  inbreasing.  Perplexing  prob- 
lems are  presented  at  times  which  would  lead  to  serious  conse- 
quences were  there  an  error  in  judgment.

Report  of  Fairfield  County  Health  Officer. 

To  the  Honorable  State  Board  of  Health: 

Gentlemen  : — I  submit  herewith  my  annual  report  as  County 
Health  Officer  of  Fairfield  County  for  the  year  ending  October 

My  participation  in  the  work  growing  out  of  contagious 
diseases  being  confined  by  law  to  prosecution,  to  hearing  appeals^ 
and  "cooperating  with  and  supervising  the  work  of"  local 
health  authorities,  has  been  even  less  in  the  year  past  than  usual. 
This  is  due  to  three  causes,  first,  the  increased  familiarity  of  the 
local  health  officers  with  their  ^powers  and  duties ;  second,  to  the 
public  sentiment,  which  more  fully  I  believe  than  ever  before,, 
not  only  acquiesces  in  the  imposition  of  proper  restrictions,  but 
demands  them,  and  third,  to  the  fact  that  during  the  year  under 
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notice  contagious  diseases  have  not  prevailed  in  any  unusual 
degree  in  this  county. 

Of  small  pox  there  have  been  but  two  cases  in  the  county — 
one  in  Stamford  and  one  in  Newtown — ^both  of  which  were 
clearly  traceable  to  sources  outside  the  State.  In  view  of  the 
number  of  cases  in  other  counties,  Fairfield  County,  being  the 
nearest  to  the  city  of  New  York,  is  to  be  especially  congratulated 
upon  its  freedom  from  this  disease. 

I  feel  obliged  in  this  connection  to  refer  again,  as  I  have  in 
previous  reports,  to  the  matter  of  isolation  hospitals  in  this 
county.  Several  of  the  larger  towns  are  now  supplied  with 
such  useful  and  necessary  equipments,  but  certain  towns  where 
the  necessity  is  quite  as  great  are  entirely  unprovided  with  them. 
The  result  is  that  a  sudden  outbreak  of  communicable  disease 
finds  the  town  totally  unprepared  in  this  respect.  In  such  cases 
arrangements  are  hastily  made  and  an  inadequate  isolation  plant 
is  improvised  for  the  time  being  at  large  expense  or  else,  no 
such  place  being  available,  the  public  are  not  so  amply  protected 
as  they  might  be. 

I  would  suggest,  also,  that  the  location  of  a  city  isolation 
hospital  outside  the  limits  of  the  city  seems  to  me  an  unwise 
arrangement. 

The  health  officer  has  a  reasonable  ground  to  complain  if  the 
authorities  of  another  jurisdiction  bring  cases  of  infectious 
disease  into  his  jurisdiction,  even  for  the  purpose  of  isolating 
them.  I  call  attention  to  this  practice,  which,  while  not  common, 
has  been  employed  in  this  county  from  time  to  time,  with  the 
consciousness  that  there  may  be  at  times  urgent  necessity  for  it, 
and  that  there  is  no  distinct  statutory  prohibition  against  it.  I 
think  that  legislaticxi,  which  should  prevent  this  practice,  unless 
such  removal  were  made  with  the  consent  of  the  health  officer 
of  the  jurisdiction  to  which  the  case  is  removed,  would  be  bene- 
ficial in  some  instances  and  would  work  a  hardship  in  none. 

In  no  instance  during  the  year  past  has  there  been  brought  to 
my  attention  any  violation  of  quarantine  so  flagrant  as  to  require 
prosecution.  Public  sentiment  in  this  respect  is  so  far  in 
advance  of  what  it  was  ten  years  ago,  that  any  relaxation  of 
strict  quarantine  is  immediately  made  a  basis  of  complaint  to  the 
local  health  officer,  or  to  me,  by  persons  observing  it.  Some 
such  complaints  have  reached  me  but  it  has  in  no  instance  been 
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necessary  to  do  more  than  to  call  attention  to  the  law  to  bring 
about  compliance. 

The  public  water  supplies  of  the  various  cities  have  demanded 
some  attention  during  the  year  past.  Nuisances  upon  the  banks 
of  a  newly  constructed  reservoir  and  its  tributaries  in  the  town 
of  Fairfield  have  been  made  the  subject  of  considerable  investi- 
gation on  the  part  of  the  town  health  officer  of  that  town,  who 
has  called  upon  me  on  several  occasions  for  legal  advice  and 
assistance.  One  appeal  was  taken  from  an  order  with  reference 
to  such  a  nuisance.  Upon  hearing  and  investigation  I  affirmed 
the  order  in  the  main.  There  are  still  some  conditic«s  which 
require  abatement,  but  none,  so  far  as  I  know,  of  very  serious 
moment.  In  such  cases  the  difficulty  of  fully  protecting  thfe 
public  health  with  the  least  possible  detriment  to  private  interests 
is  great. 

Property  owners  adjoining  a  new  source  of  water  supply 
often  use  their  premises  in  such  a  manner  as  would  be  proper 
were  no  such  water  supply  at  hand  to  be  contaminated,  and  com- 
plain with  much  justification  when  the  constructions  of  a  reser- 
voir near  by  renders  the  customary  use  of  their  premises  a 
menace  to  public  health.  Cases  of  this  sort  demand  tact  and 
good  judgment  to  protect  the  public  health  with  as  little  damage 
as  possible  to  private  interests. 

There  are  several  such  matters  now  pending,  none  of  which 
presents  serious  difficulties,  but  which  seem  likely  to  be  solved 
by  the  cooperation  of  the  water  company. 

The  purity  of  the  water  supply  being  of  such  vital  moment  to 
the  entire  community,  I  have  approved  under  the  statute  a  con- 
siderable number  of  applications  for  analyses  of  water  from  sus- 
pected sources.  They  have  only  been  approved,  however,  where 
the  source  of  supply  was  one  which  there  was  reasonable 
ground  to  suspect  of  contamination,  or  where  the  public  as  a 
whole  were  directly  interested,  as  in  the  case  of  water  bottled  for 
public  use.  I  have  endeavored  to  eliminate  from  such  applica- 
tions all  those  which  seemed  to  be  of  value  only  to  an  individual 
as  in  cases  of  private  wells,  etc.,  holding  that  in  such  cases 
the  analysis  should  be  made  at  private  expense.  These  analyses 
have  been  of  much  value  both  in  causing  the  abandonment  of 
polluted  sources  and  the  removal  of  suspicion  in  other  cases. 
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As  usual,  all  the  school  houses  in  the  county  were  examined  by 
the  town  health  officers  before  the  opening  of  the  fall  term  and 
fumigated,  and  thieir  sanitary  condition  otherwise  looked  after 
where  the  same  had  already  not  been  done  by  the  school  author- 
ities. This  practice  is  now  carried  out  annually  with  good 
results. 

In  the  spring  of  the  current  year  I  was  called  upon  to  hear 
an  appeal  taken  by  the  school  board  of  the  town  of  Fairfield 
from  an  order  of  the  town  health  officer  of  that  town  designed 
to  remedy  the  over-crowded  condition  of  certain  rooms  in  the 
Center  School  District.  Several  public  hearings  were  held  and 
all  parties  in  interest  fully  heard.  An  agreement  was  finally 
reached  satisfactory  to  all  parties,  and  the  original  order  affirmed 
in  substance,  but  additional  time  given  for  compliance  therewith. 
Temporary  accommodations  were  secured  for  a  part  of  the 
scholars,  and  the  over-crowded  condition  ultimately  remedied. 

I  have  been  called  upon  several  times  by  the  health  officer  of 
the  town  and  borough  of  New  Canaan  to  advise  concerning  the 
application  of  Section  2526  of  the  General  Statutes,  relating  to 
the  abatement  of  nuisances  arising  from  natural  causes.  Partly 
within  the  borough  and  partly  within  the  town  there  exists  a 
swamp  of  considerable  extent,  contiguous  to  which  is  a  number 
of  dwelling  houses,  and  near  which  malarial  diseases  have  been 
more  frequent  than  in  other  parts  of  the  town,  attributable,  in 
the  judgment  of  the  local  health  officer,  to  the  foul  condition  of 
the  swamp.  I  advised  the  health  officer  that  he  had  power 
under  Section  2526  of  the  General  Statutes  to  order  the  abate- 
ment of  this  nuisance  by  draining,  which  order  was  issued  and 
properly  served  upon  all  the  property  owners.  As  they  failed 
to  comply,  the  .town  and  borough  authorities  were  notified  to 
proceed  with  the  abatement  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the 
statute.  They  have  thus  far  neglected  to  do  so,  although 
expressing  their  intention  of  causing  such  abatement.  The 
swamp  therefore  remains  a  menace  to  the  public  health  of  the 
residents  near  the  southern  boundary  of  the  borough  of  New 
Canaan,  but  I  have  reason  to  believe,  from  the  assurances 
recently  received  from  the  selectmen,  that  in  the  near  future 
the  steps  which  the  statute  directs 'will  be  taken. 

The  annually*  recurring  nuisance  arising  from  mussels  piled 
on  the  shores  of  the  Housatonic  river  was  the  cause  of  one 
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complaint  to  me  during  the  year.  My  investigation  showed  the 
nuisance  to  be  of  recent  origin  and  to  lie  on  the  east  side  of  the 
river  and  just  out  of  my  jurisdiction.  It  was  at  once  reported 
to  the  county  health  oflScer  of  New  Haven  County  and  forth- 
with abated,  the  piling  of  mussels  without  proper  disinfection 
being  a  violation  of  a  regulation  in  force  in  the  town  of  Milford. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  personnel  of  the  town  health 
officers  of  this  county  during  the  year,  all  those  whose  terms 
expired  having  been  reappointed.  There  has  been  one  change 
among  city  health  officers,  Dr.  H.  C.  Sherer  having  succeeded 
Dr.  W.  J.  Tracey  as  city  health  officer  of  the  city  of  South 
Norwalk. 

There  has  been  one  meeting  of  the  town,  city  and  borough 
health  officers  of  the  county  during  the  year,  held  at  Bridgeport 
in  conjunction  with  the  health  officers  of  New  Haven  County. 
It  was  well  attended,  and  a  number  of  subjects  of  interest  and 
importance  to  the  health  officers  in  their  work  were  discussed. 
These  meetings  are  deemed  of  much  value  in  keeping  the  health 
officers  in  touch  with  each  other  and  informed  as  to  the  best 
methods  of  sanitary  administration  in  use  in  the  other  towns 
and  cities  of  the  county. 

In  conclusion  it  may  be  stated  that  during  the  year  under 
notice,  the  routine  work  of  my  office  has  been  less  varied  by 
unusual  features  than  any  year  in  some  time.  It  is  not  deemed 
necessary  to  refer  in  detail  to  such  routine  work  as  is  repeated 
year  by  year.

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Report  of  Windham  County  Health  Officer. 

To  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

On  January  loth,  1903,  William  A.  King,  having  been  elected 
attorney  general,  tendered  his  resignation  as  county  health 
officer  for  Windham  County.  In  accordance  with  the  recom- 
mendation of  your  HonoraHe  Board,  Governor  Chamberlain, 
on  January  13th,  appointed  me  to  fill  the  vacancy  for  the  unex- 
pired term  ending  July  ist,  1906,  and  on  January  14th  I  qualified 
as  such  county  health  officer.  I  herewith  submit  a  report  of  my 
doings  from  the  time  of  my  appointment. 

As  was  the  case  last  year,  the  presence  of  small  pox  has  been 
the  most  troublescmie  problem  with  which  the  health  authorities 
in  this  county  have  had  to  deal,  the  large  number  of  mill  villages 
with  their  accompanying  floating  population,  many  coming  from 
other  places  where  small  pox  is  prevalent,  constituting  a  con- 
stant source  of  danger  of  outbreaks  of  this  disease.  During  the 
past  year  small  pox  cases  have  occurred  in  Thompson,  Plainfield, 
Killingly,  Putnam  (city),  and  Willimantic  (city),  and  the 
experience  in  those  places  has  shown  additional  proof  of  the 
efficiency  of  vaccination  eflfectively  carried  out  and  the  failure 
of  quarantine  without  vaccination.  In  all  these  places,  except 
Putnam,  general  vaccination,  effected  during  the  epidemics  of 
the  preceding  year  or  (as  in  Plainfield)  as  soon  as  the  disease 
appeared,  combined  with  vigorous  quarantine  measures  kept  the 
disease  within  narrow  bounds  and  prevented  its  spread. 

The  evidence  of  the  experience  of  the  city  of  Putnam  has  been 
of  the  opposite  character  but  equally  striking.  Small  pox 
appeared  there  in  December  of  last  year  and  the  existence  of  the 
disease  has  been  nearly  continuous  since  that  time  until  the  pres- 
ent. The  cases  have  mostly  been  light  and  the  number  of  con- 
current cases  at  no  time  has  been  large,  but  the  continued  exis- 
tence of  the  disease  has  been  exasperating,  as  well  as  expensive 
to  the  local  authorities.  General  vaccination  has  never  been 
enforced,  and  while  many  have  been  voluntarily  vaccinated,  the 
people  most  exposed  to  contagion  are  not  generally  vaccinated, 
and  the  continuance  of  the  disease  seems  to  be  chargeable  to 
this  condition  together  with  much  indifference  to  the  disease 
on  the  part  of  the  people  in  contact  with  it  and  a  frequent  dis- 
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position  to  conceal  its  existence  to  avoid  the  restrictions  of  quar- 
antine. 

The  cases  have  all  occurred  in  the  city  and  under  the  juris- 
diction of  the  city  authorities,  but  I  have  frequently  endeavored 
by  advice  and  solicitation  to  secure  enforcement  of  general 
vaccination.  The  city  health  officer  has  from  the  first  recog- 
nized the  advisability  of  such  a  course,  but  the  city  authorities 
have  taken  no  steps  to  provide  for  and  sustain  such  action. 
Quarantine  has  been  fairly  well  maihtained  and  recently  two 
householders  have  been  prosecuted  for  failing  to  report  cases 
of  small  pox  and  heavily  fined.  The  experience  of  Putnam, 
however,  as  contrasted  to  that  of  the  other  populous  commu- 
nities of  the  county,  shows  that  a  thorough  vaccination  is  needed 
to  put  an  end  to  the  disease.  As  a  matter  of  economy,  also,  the 
expense  of  free  public  vaccination  would  probably  not  have 
exceeded  the  cost  of  maintaining  quarantine,  medical  attendance, 
support  of  quarantined  families  and  disinfection. 

A  question  of  possible  contamination  of  water  supply  in  the 
eastern  part  of  the  county  required  considerable  attention  and 
negotiation  before  it  was  finally  adjusted  and  the  conditions 
complained  of  abated  without  legal  proceedings. 

There  has  been  one  appeal  from  an  order  of  a  town  health 
officer  ordering  the  discontinuance  of  use  of  water  from  a  well, 
but  as  the  order  was  based  on  an  official  analysis  of  the  water 
the  health  officer  was,  in  the  main,  sustained. 

The  complaints  of  nuisances  calling  for  my  attention  have 
been  encouragingly  few,  and  in  some  of  these  cases  a  motive 
other  than  a  disinterested  regard  for  public  health  appeared. 

I  have  given  careful  attention  to  the  returns  and  records  of 
vital  statistics  and  have  given  systematic  warnings  to  all  who 
are  found  dilatory  in  their  returns.  No  prosecutions  have  been 
thought  necessary,  but  the  cautions  which  have  now  been  given 
will  be  considered  in  future  cases  of  neglect  by  the  same  persons. 
The  records,  as  kept  by  the  registrars  are,  as  a  rule,  in  excellent 
condition. 

Consultations  with  local  health  officers  have  been  numerous 
and  much  correspondence  has  been  necessary.  The  town  health 
officers  have  all  rendered  loyal  and  effective  service.  Those 
whose  terms  expired  this  month  have  been  reappointed,  except 
that  Dr.  Charles  M.  Knight  has  been  appointed  for  the  town  of 
Chaplin.

Report  of  Litchfield  County  Health  Officer.  * 

To  the  Honorable  State  Board  of  Health: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  county  health  officer 
for  Litchfield  County,  for  the  year  ending  October  ist,  1903. 

All  of  the  health  officers  whose  terms  expired  in  October, 
1902,  were  reappointed  for  the  term  of  four  years,  with  the 
exception  of  Dr.  C.  L.  Blake,  of  Harwinton,  who  declined  a 
reappointment,  and  in  his  stead  William  J.  Barber,  Esq.,  was 
appointed  health  officer  for  the  town  of  Harwinton.  In  July 
Dr.  E.  L.  Smith,  of  Woodbury,  who  had  been  temporarily  acting 
as  health  officer  of  the  town  of  Bethlehem,  pending  the  selection 
of  a  new  health  officer  for  that  town  residing  therein,  resigned, 
and  E.  I.  Stone,  Esq.,  of  Bethlehem  was  appointed  for  the  unex- 
pired term.  In  June  Dr.  T.  G.  O'Connell,  resigned  as  health 
officer  of  the  town  of  Plymouth,  and  Dr.  Arthur  V.  Stoughton 
of  Terryville,  in  said  Plymouth,  was  appointed  to  fill  the 
vacancy.  Except  as  above  mentioned  the  corps  of  health  officers 
remains  the  same  as  during  the  preceding  year,  some  of  them 
being  men  of  many  years  experience  in  the  work,  competent, 
careful  and  faithful  in  the  exercise  of  the  not  always  pleasant 
duties  of  the  office.  That  there  has  been  no  appeal  to  the  county 
health  officer  during  the  year  fron;  the  acts  of  the  local  health 
officer  is  due  in  a  great  measure  to  the  intelligent  action  of  the 
local  officers,  assisted  and  advised  by  the  State  Board  of  Health 
and  county  health  officer,  upon  the  perplexing  sanitary  and 
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legal  matters  presented  to  them,  and  the  cordial  rebticms  which 
exist  between  the  different  departments. 

During  this  year,  the  value  of  the  new  law  authorizing 
the  designation  by  the  county  health  officer  of  a  suitable  person 
to  act  during  the  absence  or  disability  of  a  health  officer  has 
proven  of  value  in  this  county,  preventing  the  necessity  of 
accepting  the  resignation  of  good  health  officers  in  order  to 
secure  necessary  temporary  service.  Good  health  officers  are 
not  sufficiently  easily  secured  to  allow  resignatiwis  for  tem- 
porary purposes,  which  resignations  may  become  permanent 

In  a  general  way,  it  may  be  said  that  the  work  of  the  year  is 
very  similar  to  that  of  preceding  years — frequent  consultations 
and  advice  being  necessary  to  keep  the  department  running  with- 
out friction  or  unnecessary  unpleasantness.  Perfection  is  rarely 
attained  by  anyone.  The  work  of  the  health  officer  requires 
constant  oversight,  cooperation  and  supervision.  While  (me 
difficulty  is  being  remedied,  another  totally  disconnected  devel- 
ops unexpected  complications.  That  these  difficulties  are 
usually  amicably  disposed  of,  I  again  reiterate  is  due  quite 
largely  to  wise,  intelligent  action  on  the  part  of  the  local  health 
officer,  which  it  is  a  pleasure  at  this  time  to  acknowledge. 

It  is  a  matter  for  congratulation  that  Litchfield  County  has  not 
suffered  during  the  year  with  any  very  severe  epidemic  The 
worst  instance  of  the  year  was  a  second  outbreak  of  diphtheria 
in  October,  in  the  town  of  New  Hartford,  following  cme  but 
recently  disposed  of.  The  health  officer,  after  his  very  brief 
respite,  again  grasped  the  dread  situation  and  worked  faithfully 
in  the  interests  of  the  afflicted  people,  until  the  disease  disap- 
peared. During  this  epidemic  several  deaths  occurred.  .  .  . 
I  was  twice  called  to  New  Hartford  during  the  prevalence  of  this 
epidemic,  and  while  my  investigations  revealed  violations  of  the 
health  officer's  orders,  yet  such  violations  were  in  a  great  meas- 
ure stripped  of  deliberation  and  wilfulness,  and  in  most  instances 
brought  upon  the  offenders  such  severe  punishment  in  the 
sickness  and  death  of  members  of  their  own  families  that  I  felt 
justified  in  refraining  from  inflicting  further  punishment  by 
prosecution,  as  no  further  violations  occurred.    .     .     . 

In  June,  a  flagrant  violation  of  quarantine  in  the  town  of 
Litchfield  was  brought  to  my  attention,  and  the  guilty  party  (a 
hired  man  living  in  the  family,  where  a  child  was  sick  with  scar- 
let fever)  was  brought  before  a  justice  court  and  sentenced  to 
jail  for  twenty  days,  and  to  pay  the  costs  of  prosecution. 
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During  the  spring,  I  was  notified  by  the  health  officer  of 
Woodbury  of  a  breach  of  quarantine,  where  the  parents  of  a 
child  sick  with  scarlet  fever,  after  being  repeatedly  cautioned, 
violated  the  order  and  appeared  upon  the  streets  and  in  public 
places  of  the  town;  also,  that  one  of  them  (Mr.  Crownshaw) 
had  taken  the  train  for  Walden,  N.  Y.  Notice  was  sent  the 
health  authorities  of  Walden  of  his  action,  and  reply  received 
showing  appreciation  of  efforts  to  prevent  spread  of  disease. 
Upon  the  return  of  the  man  later,  and  the  final  raising  6f  the 
•quarantine,  both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Crownshaw  were  arrested  and 
£ned  seven  dollars  and  five  dollars  respectively  with  costs,  for 
violation  of  the  quarantine. 

In  the  fall  of  1902,  Dr.  A.  J.  Hill  of  Torrington,  who  had  been 
repeatedly  warned,  was  brought  before  the  borough  court 
charged  with  violating  the  Medical  Practice  Act — not  having 
been  licensed  as  required  by  law.  Prosecution  had  theretofore 
been  threatened,  but  avoided  by  the  doctor's  positive  promises  to 
refrain  from  the  practice  of  medicine,  until  such  time  as  he 
might  take  an  examination.  For  a  time  he  apparently  lived  up 
to  the  promise  but  later  again  renewed  his  practice.  He  was 
bound  over  to  the  Superior  Court,  and  his  case  continued  for  a 
number  of  months,  and  during  the  summer  he  took  the  examina- 
tion and  was  duly  licensed.     The  case  is  still  on  the  docket. 

In  July  a  singular  situation  developed  in  West  Cornwall  of  a 
more  amusing  than  serious  nature,  but  which  caused  the  local 
health  officer  some  annoyance  for  a  day  or  two.  A  horse  got 
upon  the  railroad  track  and  was  met  by  an  oncoming  engine.  In 
a  severely  injured  condition,  the  horse  travelled  about  until  a 
humane  agent  attempted  to  put  the  animal  out  of  his  misery. 
After  wasting  considerable  lead  from  a  small  calibre  revolver 
in  his  endeavor  to  dispatch  the  animal,  the  agent  succeeded.  In 
the  meantime  the  horse  had  wandered  off  the  railroad  property, 
and  when  finallv  killed  was  in  the  Housatonic  river.     The 

■r 

humane  agent  anchored  the  animal  to  the  shore  and  considered 
his  duty  at  an  end.  The  weather  was  warm,  and  the  local  health 
officer  took  exception  to  the  assumed  dock  privileges  and  began 
his  investigation  and  inquiry  as  to  whether  the  railroad  com- 
pany, the  town,  or  the  man  who  owned  the  abutting  land  should 
abate  the  nuisance.  It  was  a  three-cornered  game,  but  the 
animal  was  finally  disposed  of  under  the  direction  of  the  health 
•officer. 
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The  carting  of  fish  offal  from  the  markets  of  the  borough  of 
Torrington,  and  the  depositing  the  same  upon  a  vacant  lot  in 
the  town  of  Harwinton,  on  the  edge  of  the  borough,  caused  for 
a  time  considerable  annoyance  to  the  residents  of  the  vicinity,  by 
reason  of  the  disagreeable  odors  arising  therefrom.  The  nuis- 
ance was,  however,  finally  abated  without  prosecution.     .    .    . 

In  September,  at  the  request  of  the  Secretary  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health,  I  began,  through  the  various  health  officers, 
to  collect  statistics  showing  the  number  of  vaccinated  and  unvac- 
cinated  children  enrolled  in  the  public  schools  of  the  county. 
Full  returns  have  not  been  received  at  the  date  of  closing  this 
report 

The  outlet  of  the  sewer,  or  covered  brook,  running  through 
the  center  of  the  town  of  New  Milford,  at  its  intersection  with 
Great  Brook,  which  has  been  a  source  of  annoyance  for  some 
years  past,  has  been  largely  remedied  by  extending  the  tile  and 
depressing  same  to  the  channel  of  the  brodc. 

A  new  sewer  has  been  built  in  the  town  of  Thomaston,  which 
with  its  connections  accommodates  a  considerable  number  of 
the  residents  of  the  west  side  of  the  village,  and  is  an  improve- 
ment highly  appreciated  in  that  section  of  the  town.  Gradually 
drains  that  find  their  outlet  into  the  gutters,  or  highways,  of 
the  towns  are  beings  eliminated. 

The  sanitary  conditions  about  Lake  Waramaug,  where  are 
numerous  summer  hotels  and  private  residences,  have  recently 
come  under  the  scrutiny  of  a  sanitary  committee,  acting  in  har- 
mony with  the  health  officer  of  the  town,  and  greatly  encourag- 
ing him  in  his  efforts  to  keep  the  lake  and  its  surroundings  in  a 
healthful  condition. 

Under  the  present  system,  a  great  many  nuisances  are  abated 
in  the  various  towns  during  the  year's  work,  of  which  it  is  only 
feasible,  at  this  time,  to  refer  to  in  passing. 

The  annual  and  monthly  reports  of  the  health  officers  are 
being  made  as  required  by  law  with  comparatively  few  omissions. 

In  all  the  work  of  the  health  officer,  the  county  health  officer 
is  cooperating  wherever  in  his  judgment  his  efforts  may  be  of 
use  to  the  health  officer,  or  of  benefit  to  the  public.  All  kinds 
of  complaints  are  made,  and  it  sometimes  necessitates  keen  dis- 
crimination to  separate  those  not  within  the  scope  of  the  health 
officer's  duties  from  such  as  he  should  investigate  and  act  upon. 

The  health  officers  of  the  various  towns  have  not  been  unmind- 
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ful  of  the  children  of  their  communities,  and  have  kept  them- 
selves informed  of  the  sanitary  conditions  of  school  buildings 
and  surroundings  in  which  buildings  school  children  must  con- 
gregate. Especial  care  has  been  taken  before  the  opening  of  the 
fall  term  to  be  sure  that  the  school  buildings  are  in  good  con- 
dition at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year. 

The  new  law  regulating  the  management  of  barber  shops,  so 
far  as  it  affects  the  duties  of  the  health  officer,  has  been  explained 
to  such  officers,  and  the  rules  adopted  by  the  commission  for  the 
government  of  such  shops,  forwarded  to  them. 

I  have  made  thorough  examination  of  the  birth,  marriage  and 
death  returns  of  the  physicians,  clergymen,  sextons,  undertakers, 
etc.,  in  quite  a  number  of  the  towns  in  the  county  during  the 
year;  have  caused  the  correction  of  many  errors  that  I  have 
discovered  during  such  examinations,  and  pointed  out  others  for 
avoidance  in  the  future  returns.  In  many  instances,  I  have 
written  personal  letters  to  secure  correction,  in  my  efforts  to 
make  these  records  as  perfect  as  possible.  In  some  respects, 
returns  and  records  show  improvement;  in  some  others  they 
show  decided  improvement;  in  other  cases,  new  officials  and 
new  practitioners  result  in  new  errors,  and  the  necessity  of  again 
advising  and  cautioning  against  them.  Upon  the  adoption  of 
the  new  death  certificates,  the  undertakers,  in  quite  formal  num- 
bers, failed  to  comprehend  the  full  extent  of  the  law.  Many 
returns  were  made  in  lead  pencil,  improperly  filled  out,  and  in 
some  instances  the  name  of  the  undertaker  signed  by  a  clerk 
in  the  office;  in  other  instances,  the  name  not  signed  at  all. 
An  earnest  effort  has  been  made  to  have  all  returns  in  ink,  and 
registrars  have  been  cautioned  that  they  must  not  issue  burial 
permits  unless,  and  until,  they  have  secured  the  death  certificate 
required  by  law.  The  registrars  have  been  requested  to  convey 
this  information  to  the  undertaker,  and  ask  him  to  see  that  the 
death  certificate  is  correct,  before  he  brings  it  to  the  registrar 
and  asks  for  permit,  thus  avoiding  the  necessity  of  inconveni- 
encing himself  in  order  to  secure  a  lawful  certificate  and  the 
necessary  permit.     .     .     . 

Examination  of  the  birth  certificates  of  the  town  of  Win- 
chester revealed  that  the  matron  of  the  Litchfield  County 
Hospital  was  making  returns  of  births  occurring  in  that  institu- 
tion.    She  was  advised  that,  not  being  a  midwife,  all  such 

returns  must  be  made  by  the  physician  in  attendance.

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Fire  destroyed  the  registrar's  office  in  North  Canaan  during 
the  month  of  March,  but  fortunately  all  records  were  saved. 

The  above  is  only  a  small  part  of  the  work  in  which  the  county 
health  officer  has  been  interested.  It  is  difficult  in  a  report  of 
this  character  to  select  from  the  mass,  as  worthy  of  mention,  one 
matter  in  preference  to  another,  it  being  a  well  known  fact  that 
much  work  of  value  is  but  a  reiteration  in  one  section  of  that 
already  done  in  another.  Errors  and  oversights  do,  and  will, 
constantly  occur,  and  constant  supervision  and  watchfulness  is 
necessary  to  remedy  and  prevent  them. 

The  county  health  officers  have  had  occasional  meetings  dur- 
ing the  year  and  by  discussions  harmonized  their  action  through- 
out the  State,  believing  that  in  such  way  much  more  good  will 
be  accomplished  for  the  public  at  large.

Report  of  Middlesex  County  Health  Officer. 

-  To  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

Gentlemen  : — I  herewith  present  my  report  for  the  year 
ending  September  30,  1903,  as  county  health  officer  for  Middle- 
sex County. 

The  usual  amount  of  correspondence  and  consultation  regard- 
ing questions  of  action  and  procedure  continually  coming  up 
in  the  several  towns  has  been  attended  to,  and  in  it  there  has 
been  nothing  of  special  importance  to  be  reported. 

The  general  health  of  the  county  has  been  good ;  there  have 
been  no  instances  of  serious  epidemic,  and  such  outbreaks  as 
have  occurred  have  been  well  managed  by  the  local  health 
officers. 

In  the  matter  of  vital  statistics,  the  several  registrars  have 
been  watchful  and  careful,  and  as  a  consequence  a  better  com- 
.  pliance  with  the  law  has  resulted. 

When  the  statute  relating  to  embalming  (chapter  159,  P.  A. 
1903)  went  into  effect,  a  question  arose  as  to  whether  an  under- 
taker residing  and  having  his  place  of  business  in  one  town  was 
required  to  have  his  license  as  an  embalmer  recorded  in  another

town  into  which  he  might  be  called.  I  advised  him  that  the 
wording  of  the  statute  is  indefinite,  but  the  apparent  intent  of 
it  is  that  the  license  is  to  be  r^stered,  but  not  recorded,  in  any 
town  in  which  he  acts  professionally ;  that  the  design  of  the  law 
is  for  his  protection  and  it  would  be  safer  for  him  to  have  such 
registration  made. 

A  registrar  also  raised  the  same  question,  to  whom  the  same 
advice  was  given.  In  addition  he  asked  if  he  could  issue  a 
burial  permit  to  an  undertaker  not  so  registered.  I  advised 
him  that  the  statute  did  not  in  any  way  affect  the  issuance  of 
burial  permits;  that  it  is  his  duty  to  issue  a  burial  permit  in 
every  case  where  a  proper  death  certificate  is  presented;  that 
if  the  undertaker  applying  for  the  permit  is  not  licensed  and 
ought  to  be,  or  is  licensed  and  not  registered  and  ought  to  be, 
the  responsibility  is  upon  the  undertaker,  and  the  registrar  is 
not  concerned  with  it  beyond  noting  the  fact  if  he  is  licensed 
and  registered. 

I  have  brought  one  prosecution  for  violation  of  the  Medical 
Practice  Act,  two  prosecutions  for  failure  to  make  return  of 
births,  and  one  prosecution  for  neglect  to  report  a  case  of  con- 
tagious disease. 

The  first  was  a  case  of  a  Polish  woman  who  had  been  the 
only  attendant  at  a  number  of  births,  for  which  she  received 
compensation.  This  was  in  a  factory  village  where  a  large  num- 
ber of  Polish  people  are  employed.  Because  of  the  customs 
of  these  people  in  their  native  country,  their  slender  means,  and 
the  fact  that  she  could  understand  and  speak- their  language, 
it  was  natural  that  they  should  apply  to  her  for  such  service, 
she  having  had  some  experience.  She  took  advantage  of  the 
situation,  taking  for  compensation  whatever  the  people  could  pay, 
to  make  a  little  money  for  the  household  above  the  small  wages 
of  her  husband.  But  she  had  been  notified  that  it  was  unlaw- 
ful for  her  to  practice  midwifery  without  having  been  registered. 
At  the  preliminary  hearing  she  had  no  defense  to  make. 

She  was  also  prosecuted  for  failure  to  make  return  of  the 
births  in  the  cases  which  she  attended. 

A  physician  was  also  prosecuted  for  failure  to  make  returns 
of  births  as  required. 

These  cases,  under  the  law,  were  beyond  the  jurisdiction  of  a 
justice  and  the  accused  were  bound  over  to  the  Superior  Court. 
Here,  in  the  case  of  the  woman,  in  view  of  her  poverty  and  her 
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ignorance,  and  upon  her  promise  either  to  be  registered  or  to 
cease  practicing,  she  was  allowed  to  go  on  payment  of  costs.  I 
have  heard  of  no  further  trouble  in  her  case. 

In  the  case  of  the  physician,  it  appears  from  the  docket  that 
his  case  was  settled  by  the  state's  attorney  cwi  his  payment  of  the 
cost  and  his  promise  to  comply  with  the  law  hereafter.  I  have 
since  learned  that  he  has  not  kept  the  promise  he  made. 

The  case  for  failure  to  report  a  case  of  contagious  disease 
was  against  the  same  physician.  He  paid  a  small  fine  imposed 
by  the  justice. 

In  these  cases  I  was  unable  to  find  a  justice  in  the  town  who 
could  and  was  willing  to  hear  the  cases,  and  it  was  necessary 
to  ask  a  justice  from  another  town  to  try  the  cases.  The 
unpleasant  situation  of  a  local  justice  sitting  in  judgment  upon 
his  fellow  townsman,  especially  one  of  the  character  and  grade 
that  a  physician  ought  to  be,  makes  it  difficult  sometimes  to  get 
such  a  justice  to  act,  while  the  same  condition  and  the  small 
compensation  provided  by  law,  together  with  the  hesitancy 
arising  in  consequence  of  the  spirit  of  town  jealousy,  makes  it 
difficult  to  secure  the  services  of  a  justice  from  another  town. 

Another  difficulty  in  the  prosecution  of  cases  of  failure  to 
report  births  is  in  the  fact  that  the  minimum  penalty  is  a  fine 
of  ten  dollars,  while  the  jurisdiction  of  a  justice  is  limited  to 
cases  where  the  fine  does  not  exceed  seven  dollars.  It  is  neces- 
sary, therefore,  in  this  county,  to  send  every  such  case  to  the 
Superior  Court,  involving  increased  costs,  and  where  the  inclina- 
tion IS  to  regard  it  as  not  of  sufficient  importance  to  occupy 
much  of  the  time  of  the  court.  I  do  not  mean  to  be  understood 
as  saying  that  state's  attorneys  are  unwilling  to  take  up  such 
cases,  but  they  do  not  r^;ard  such  cases  in  the  same  light  as  the 
general  run  of  criminal  cases  coming  under  their  jurisdiction. 

The  situation,  so  far  as  the  last  difficulty  is  concerned,  would 
be  very  much  improved  if  the  law  were  so  amended  that  justices 
could  have  their  jurisdiction  increased  in  such  cases  to  cover 
the  maximum  penalty  in  the  same  manner  as  it  has  been 
increased  in  the  matter  of  prosecuticms  for  violation  of  the  liquor 
laws.  Until  such  time  as  the  legislature  shall  see  fit  to  provide 
for  some  better  system  of  inferior  courts  for  the  towns  in  place 
of  the  present  justice  system,  this  would  greatly  facilitate  prose- 
cutions of  this  character.  The  failures  to  report  arise  almost 
entirely  from  forgetfulness  and  pressure  of  other  professional 
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business ;  the  instances  of  wilful  and  repeated  neglect  are  few. 

In  cases  where  prosecution  is  necessary,  it  would  be  more 

effectually  accomplished  with  a  speedy  and  final  determination 

(not  considering  appeals),  than  under  the  present  system  under 

which  all  cases  must  be  sent  to  the  Superior  Court,  the  criminal 

terms  of  which  in  the  majority  of  the  counties  are  few  and  at 

long  intervals.

Report  of  Tolland  County  Health  Officer. 

To  the  Honorable  State  Board  of  Health: 

I  respectfully  submit  to  your  Honorable  Board  a  report  of  my 
doings  as  county  health  officer  for  Tolland  County  for  the  year 
ending  September  30,  1903. 

There  are  no  new  features  in  the  work,  about  the  same  ground 
being  covered  as  in  former  years. 

There  has  been  but  one  change  among  the  health  officers  of 
the  county.  Dr.  C.  E.  Simonds  resigned  as  town  health  officer 
of  Coventry  on  account  of  his  leaving  town,  and  I  appointed 
Dr.  Lxxiis  I.  Mason  to  fill  the  vacancy.  I  re-appointed  all  of 
those  health  officers  whose  term  expired  October  ist.  I  can  find 
no  fault  with  the  work  of  the  local  health  officers ;  all  do  their 
work  faithfully  and  well.  In  the  main  physicians  and  others 
cooperate  with  them.  Only  three  times  during  the  year  have 
health  officers  failed  to  make  their  monthly  reports  to  the  State 
Board  of  Health,  and  in  these  cases  there  were  no  contagious 
diseases  to  report. 

The  health  of  the  county  has  been  very  good,  except  for  an 
epidemic  of  measles  in  the  western  part.  There  has  been  no 
small  pox. 

The  condition  of  the  borough  of  Stafford  Springs  is  much 
improved.  New  sewers  have  been  built,  at  the  suggestion  of 
the  borough  health  officer,  and  many  privies  and  cesspools  have 
been  discontinued. 

The  city  of  Rockville  is  still  without  up-to-date  health  rules. 
The  city  health  officer  has  drafted  rules,  but  the  common  council 
have  refused  to  adopt  them.     I  still  have  hopes  that  something 
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may  be  done  before  long.  The  health  officer  and  health  com- 
mittee do  the  best  they  can  under  the  old  regulations. 

The  health  officers  of  the  county  have  joined  with  the  health 
officers  of  Hartford  County  in  holding  two  meetings  at  Hartford. 
These  meetings  were  well  attended  and  in  my  opinion  were  very 
helpful  to  those  present. 

Only  one  breach  of  quarantine  has  been  brought  to  my  atten- 
tion, and  in  that  case  a  child  went  to  school  after  it  was  pro- 
nounced cured  of  the  measles  by  the  attending  physician  before 
the  quarantine  was  removed. 

There  was  one  failure  of  a  physician  to  report  a  case  of  mem- 
branous croup  to  the  health  officer. 

I  have  had  no  appeals  from  orders  of  health  officers. 

The  vital  statistics  of  the  county  are  in  pretty  good  shape. 
All  of  the  town  clerks  do  the  best  they  can  to  have  perfect 
records.  The  worst  trouble  is  with  the  undertakers.  I  am  still 
of  the  opinion  that  it  is  a  mistake  to  have  a  death  certificate 
made  up  by  the  doctor  and  undertaker.  Many  of  the  under- 
takers are  very  careless,  do  not  obtain  full  returns,  and  most  of 
them  are  not  able  to  subtract.  In  Stafford  I  found  thirty-eight 
certificates  out  of  sixty-four  where  the  age  did  not  agree  with 
the  date  of  birth.  Some  were  a  day  or  two,  many  a  month  or 
a  year,  and  a  few  ten  years  out  of  the  way. 

The  books  used  for  recording  births,  marriages  and  deaths 
do  not  correspond  with  the  certificates,  and  it  is  impossible  to 
record  the  whole  of  the  certificates,  hence  the  records  are  incom- 
plete. There  should  be  record  books  furnished  the  town  clerks 
which  would  have  a  place  for  recording  every  fact  on  the  cer- 
tificates and  arranged  in  the  same  order. 

A  few  birth  certificates  were  returned  late,  but  most  of  the 
physicians  make  their  returns  promptly. 

One  marriage  was  celebrated  in  Bolton  cwi  a  marriage  license 
issued  in  Mansfield.  I  requested  the  happy  bridegroom  to  get 
a  license  in  Bolton,  which  he  did.  The  minister  who  performed 
the  ceremony  had  recently  come  from  another  State  and  he 
supposed  the  license  was  good  anywhere  in  the  State. 

I  have  been  called  upon  more  frequently  than  ever  before  by 
health  officers  and  others  for  advice  and  assistance.

For  the  sake  of  uniformity  and  to  assist  in  the  utilization  of  these 
reports,  will  you  kindly  write  on  each  topic  in  the  order  in  which  they 
are  naifted? 

It  is  also  requested  that  the  reports  be  written  in  narrative  style, 
rather  than  in  mere  direct  replies  to  questions. 

Particulars  are  specially  requested  in  respect  to  the  origin  of  primary 
cases  of  contagious  or  infectious  diseases  and  of  their  mode  of  trans- 
mission to  secondary  cases,  when  detected. 

When  epidemics  have  occurred,  describe  their  extent  and  type,  whether 
mild  or  virulent.    Also' give  the  methods  adopted  to  restrict  their  spread. 

The  following  subjects  are  respectfully  suggested  to  be  mentioned  in 
every  report.  And  to  facilitate  the  compilation  and  editing,  please  give 
them  in  the  same  order. 

What  are  the  special  needs  to  improve  public  hygiene  in  your 
jurisdiction  ? 

What  hindrances  to  such  improvement  exist? 

Diseases  : 

Measles,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Membranous  Croup,  Whooping 
Cough,  Typhoid  Fever,  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever  and  Small  pox.  Also, 
when  they  occur.  Typhus  Fever,  Yellow  Fever,  Cholera,  Hydropho- 
bia, Leprosy,  or  any  other  rare  or  strange  disorder. 

What  efforts  are  being  made  in  your  town  to  restrict  the  prevalence 
of  Pulmonary  Consumption?  If  any  cases  of  Tuberculosis  acquired 
from  tuberculous  milk  have  occurred  to  your  knowledge,  please 
report  full  particulars.

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Barkhamsted — Hubert  B.  Case,  Esq.,  Health  Officer, 

There  has  been  one  case  of  scarlet  fever,  two  of  measles  and 
one  of  diphtheria  reported. 
No  nuisance. 
School  buildings  in  good  sanitary  condition. 

Beacon  Falls — ^W.  P.  Smith,  Esq.,  Health  Officer. 

Scarlet  fever  was  prevalent  during  the  fall  months  of  1902, 
and  continued  up  to  April,  1903.  With  a  few  exceptions  the 
disease  was  mild,  no  fatal  cases.  Seventeen  cases  in  all  were 
reported.     Diphtheria,  only  one  case  reported. 

There  is  not,  to  my  knowledge,  a  case  of  contagious  disease 
now  in  the  town !  The  health  of  the  town  has  been  far  above 
the  average ;  this  is  certainly  a  very  satisfactory  condition,  and 
speaks  well  for  the  general  observance  of  sanitary  laws. 

Berlin — Dr.  Robt.  E.  Ensign,  Health  Officer, 

Measles,  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria  and  membranous  croup 
have  not  been  so  prevalent  as  in  the  preceding  year. 

I  know  ot  only  three  cases  of  pulmonary  consumption  in  the 
town. 

Seven  complaints  of  nuisances  and  all  abated. 

I  personally  inspected  the  school  houses  and  outhouses,  and 
believe  they  are  in  good  condition. 

Churches,  railroad  stations,  post  offices  and  almshouse  well 
cared  for. 

The  ice  ponds, — ^none  to  condemn. 

I  believe  dairymen  do  take  more  pains  than  formerly  to  protect 
the  purity  of  milk,  although  it  is  probably  not  yet  ideal  in  all 
respects. 

This  town  has  recently  voted  eighteen  thousand  dollars  for  the 
erection  of  two  school  buildings,  which  must  be  counted  for 
improvement,  and  a  desire  to  keep  up  with  the  procession. 

I  have  attended  the  county  meetings  of  health  officers  to  hear 
instruction  relative  to  the  laws  and  duties ;  to  hear  papers  read 
and  discussions  about  sanitaticm,  and  have  been  edified  thereby. 

The  "sun  do  move"  and  so  looking  back  on  the  twenty  yesss 
that  I  have  served  as  health  officer  I  do  see  that  there  is  more 
general  information  on  health  topics  and  a  greater  disposition  to 
obey  the  laws  without  caviling. 
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Let  the  sanitarians  take  Marshal  Blucher's  famous  word 
"forwarts/*  "much  land  remains  to  be  possessed,"  spread  infor- 
mation about  adulterated  foods  that  "strenous"  competition 
places  in  the  markets. 

I  suppose  the  laws  are  all  right  about  them,  but  like  Artemas 
Ward  the  peqple  are  "agin  the  enforcement,"  if  they  do  not 
see  the  merit  of  them. 

We  are  yet  to  keep  on  the  firing  line. 

Bethany — Samuel  G.  Davidson,  Esq.,  Health  Officer, 

All  the  school  buildings  and  outbuildings  were  put  in  order 
for  the  commencement  of  the  school  year  in  1902. 

During  the  year  six  cases  of  diphtheria  were  reported  and 
quarantined. 

In  April  whooping  cough  prevailed  and  a  number  of  cases 
were  reported  and  measures  taken  to  prevent  its  spread. 

I  have  attended  all  the  meetings  of  the  New  Haven  Gxmty 
Public  Health  Association. 

We  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  people  of  the  town, 
who  seem  ever  ready  to  cooperate  with  the  town  health  officer  in 
arresting  the  spread  of  contagious  diseases,  and  in  other  matters 
pertaining  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  town. 

Bethel — Dr.  A.  E.  Barber,  Health  Officer. 

Measles,  one ;  scarlet  fever,  four ;  diphtheria,  seven ;  typhoid 
fever,  five;  all  of  a  mild  form,  excepting  one  of  scarlet  fever 
proving  fatal. 

A  number  of  complaints  have  come  to  me,  which  were  looked 
after  and  attended  to  satisfactorily. 

Sanitary  condition  of  school  houses  excellent,  all  having  been 
cleaned,  and  when  it  seemed  necessary,  disinfection  has  been 
attended  to  by  the  health  officer.  The  sanitary  condition  of 
other  public  buildings  is  good. 

The  water  supply  in  the  borough,  as  has  been  stated  previous 
years,  is  from  a  pond  fed  by  springs  and  is  very  fine  and  pure ; 
could  not  be  better. 

We  have  two  ice  ponds,  both  of  which  were  examined  and 
found  in  a  good  sBnitary  condition. 

Our  milk  supply  is  of  a  good  and  pure  quality. 
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I  will  say  in  conclusion,  that  our  people,  especially  the  town 
and  borough  officers,  are  becoming  more  and  more  appreciative 
of  sanitary  measures,  and  that  proves  a  great  help  and  encourage- 
ment to  the  health  officer  in  his  work. 


Bethlehem — E.  Irving  Stone^  Esq.,  Health  Officer. 

Since  my  appointment,  January  26,  1903,  there  have  been 
reported  to  me  two  cases  of  measles  and  one  of  typhoid  fever. 
Both  cases  of  measles  were  traced  directly  to  out  of  town  sources. 
The  typhoid  fever  evidently  originated  here,  but  how  has  not 
yet  been  ascertained. 

Several  nuisances  have  been  abated  promptly  on  notification 
of  the  parties  ccxicemed. 

Garbage  and  sewage  disposal  is  the  same  as  in  other  agricul- 
tural villages.  The  water  supply  is  from  wells  or  springs,  and 
in  most  cases  good. 

No  ice  ponds  have  been  examined. 

Our  dairymen  take  special  pains  to  protect  the  purity  of  their 
milk,  both  in  regard  to  immediate  cooling  and  cleanliness  of  the 
stables  and  surroundings. 

Bloomfield — Dr.  Oliver  K.  Isham,  Health  Officer. 

Diphtheria,  typhoid  fever,  malaria,  diarrhoea,  dysentery,  and 
other  infectious  diseases  are  preventable,  their  course  made 
much  lighter,  also  their  disastrous  effects  may  be  much  modified, 
even  if  their  spread  cannot  be  altogether  arrested,  by  intelligent 
administration  of  our  homes.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  health  officer 
to  look  after  those  things  appertaining  to  the  public  health,  and 
to  look  after  the  drainage  of  dwellings  where  opportunity  oflfcrs. 
For  the  public  look  to  the  health  officer  for  advice  and  direction, 
consequently  he  should  fit  himself  so  as  to  understand  these 
subjects  fully.  As  regards  the  drainage  of  dwellings,  whatever 
system  is  devised,  the  health  officer  should  inspect  the  work 
when  completed. 

During  the  spring  months,  whooping  cough  was  quite  prev- 
alent. There  were  some  cases  of  typhoid  fever,  and  not  as 
many  cases  of  diphtheria  as  in  former  years;  otherwise  the 
health  of  tlie  town  has  been  about  the  same  as  usual. 

Just  north  of  the  Methodist  church  on  either  side  of  the  road- 
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way,  there  existed  a  very  unsanitary,  unsightly,  and  unwhole- 
some condition,  due  to  an  accumulation  of  sewage  that  came 
from  residences  nearby.  During  the  past  season  this  has  been 
corrected,  and  I  can  report  a  betterment  to  the  entire  neighbor- 
hood. 

Bolton — Dr.  Charles  F.  Sumner,  Health  Officer, 

The  health  of  the  town  during  the  past  year  has  been  good. 
No  infectious  disease  has  been  reported  and  none  has  occurred, 
except  consumption. 

The  ice  ponds  are  in  fair  condition. 

Births,  seven;  marriages,  nine;  deaths,  eight,  during  the 
year. 

We  have  fewer  cases  of  consumption  and  much  less  of  typhoid 
fever  than  formerly. 

Bozrah — Dr.  Nathan  Johnson,  Health  Officer. 

The  work  of  the  past  year  was  increased  by  the  occurrence 
of  small  pox  and  other  infectious  diseases  in  remote  parts  of 
the  town. 

Sixteen  cases  of  measles,  all  of  a  mild  type,  in  various  sec- 
tions of  the  town.  The  primary  cases  were  contracted  by  those 
who  attend  school  in  an  adjoining  town,  where  the  disease  was 
prevalent,  and  were  transmitted  through  the  school — ^none  fatal. 
Houses  were  placarded  and,  after  recovery  of  patients,  fumi- 
gated. 

Three  cases  of  scarlet  fever  of  a  mild  type.  Cause  could  not 
be  traced. 

Two  cases  of  whooping  cough. 

On  March  loth,  a  case  of  small  pox  of  quite  a  severe  type  was 
reported  from  the  southern  section  of  the  town.  The  patient, 
a  young  man,  had  been  employed  in  an  adjoining  town,  where 
the  disease  was  prevalent  Prompt  steps  were  taken  to  prevent 
its  further  spread.  The  members  of  the  family  and  others 
known  to  have  been  exposed  to  the  infection  were  immediately 
vaccinated,  disinfectants  freely  used,  and,  after  recovery  of  the 
patient,  house  thoroughly  fumigated.  Strict  quarantine  of  the 
premisies  was  maintained  during  the  course  of  the  disease. 
Patient  had  never  been  vaccinated.    The  father  and  mother,  the 
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only  ones  to  care  for  the  patient  during  his  illness,  were  vac- 
cinated in  early  life,  showing  the  protection  from  the  disease 
aiTorded  by  vaccination. 

Six  complaints  of  nuisances  received,  investigated,  and  all 
abated ;  a  number  were  abated  without  complaint. 

Sanitary  inspections  are  made  regularly  in  the  thickly  popu- 
lated sections  with  the  result  that  there  is  a  noticeable  improve- 
ment in  that  direction. 

Water  supply  is  from  aqueducts,  wells  and  springs,  and  good 
and  abundant. 

The  ice  ponds  were  examined  and  are  in  good  condition. 

There  seems  at  present  no  special  needs  to  improve  public 
hygiene. 

Branford — Dr.  C.  W.  Gaylord,  Health  Officer. 

A  slight  epidemic  of  measles  prevailed  in  Stony  Creek  during 
spring  and  early  summer,  and  a  few  isolated  cases  occurred  in 
other  parts  of  the  town.  Twenty-eight  cases  were  reported  in 
fourteen  families.  Type  of  disease  mild,  with  no  deaths.  There 
have  been  isolated  cases  of  scarlet  fever  in  nearly  all  parts  of 
the  town — eighteen  cases  in  all  in  fourteen  families.  With 
three  exceptions,  there  were  no  secondary  cases,  although  in 
nearly  every  instance  there  were  other  children  liable  to  the 
disease  in  the  family.  The  secondary  cases  were  in  each 
instance  due  to  neglect  to  report  or  recognize  the  primary  case, 
and  therefore  absence  of  quarantine  at  the  critical  period. 
Type  of  disease  in  all  cases  mild,  with  no  deaths.  There  have 
been  only  four  cases  of  diphtheria  during  the  year,  all  of  rather 
mild  t3rpe,  with  no  deaths. 

All  these  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  were  immedi- 
ately quarantined  as  reported,  and  with  exception  of  three  cases 
above  mentioned,  no  secondary  cases  occurred.  Three  cases  of 
whooping  cough  were  reported,  with  one  death,  and  one  case 
of  typhoid  fever ;  source  of  contagion  unknown. 

Of  nuisances,  there  have  been  only  twelve  complaints  received, 
as  compared  with  twenty-five  last  year.  These  have  all  been 
immediately  inspected,  and  with  two  exceptions,  have  seemed 
justified  and  nuisance  abated. 

All  ponds,  six  in  number,  from  which  ice  is  cut  for  family 
use,  were  inspected  in  the  fall  and  all  found  in  good  condition

and  all  ice  cut  from  them  should  be  safe  for  family  use.  Special 
complaint  was  made  in  reference  to  one  ice  pond,  as  not  a  pr<^>er 
or  safe  one  from  which  to  cut  ice. ,  This  was  again  inspected 
in  company  with  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
and  found  to  be  in  satisfactory  condition,  and  the  complaint 
dismissed  as  unjustified. 

All  school  buildings  were  thoroughly  cleaned  during  the 
summer  vacation  and  an  inspection  found  all  buildings  and 
grounds  in  good  sanitary  condition  for  the  opening  of  school. 

Other  public  buildings  are  properly  cared  for.      Especially 
notable  is  the  renovation  made  at  the  town  hall  and  almshouse. . 
In  the  latter,  many  improvements  have  been  made  which  must 
add  much  to  the  comfort  and  healthfulness  of  the  inmates. 

I  would  call  especial  attention  to  the  work  begun  by  the 
owners  of  Dam  Meadows,  so  called.  During  the  early  spring 
several  meetings  of  owners  of  these  meadows  were  held,  and  as 
a  result  a  sum  of  money  was  raised  .and  with  it  a  permanent 
and  tight  tidewater  gate  was  put  in  place,  the  bed  of  the  stream 
cleaned  out  and  some  drains  opened.  In  all,  a  sum  approaching 
$100  was  expended.  This  work  so  well  begun  should  be  con- 
tinued and  improved  drainage  of  these  meadows  secured.  This 
can  now  be  accomplished  at  very  little  additional  expense. 

The  stream  flowing  through  the  lock  shop  property,  emptying 
into  the  Branford  river,  and  which  drains  the  large  stretch  of 
swamp  and  meadow  land  lying  just  north  and  west  of  the 
village,  was  found  in  early  summer  badly  blocked  up  in  many 
places  and  as  a  result  the  meadows  dbove  badly  flooded  with 
stagnant  water,  detrimental  to  the  public  health.  This  stream 
was  cleaned  out,  and  in  some  places  the  bed  lowered,  and  as  a 
result  much  better  drainage  secured.  This  section  should 
receive  more  attention  and  better  drainage  secured. 

Another  section  which  should  receive  immediate  attention  is 
the  meadow  lands  on  either  side  the  railroad  track  just  west  of 
the  station.  The  stagnant  pools  of  water  are  very  noticeable 
and  their  removal  would  be  a  public  benefit.  The  expense  of 
drainage  here  would  be  comparatively  slight.  A  secure  tide- 
water gate  at  the  bridge  just  below  the  M.  I.  F.  Co.'s  works,  and 
a  few  well  planned  drains  would  improve  very  much  both  the 
sanitary  condition  and  the  general  appearance  of  this  section, 
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and  do  away  with  much  justifiable  criticism  by  both  citizens  and 
strangers  entering  or  passing  through  our  town. 

Among  the  special  needs%to  improve  public  hygfiene  to  which 
attention  should  be  called,  is  the  beginning  at  least  of  a  system 
of  public  sewerage.  To  the  urgent  necessity  of  this,  attention 
has  been  called  in  previous  reports.  Few  more  extended  reports 
on  this  subject,  on  garbage  disposal,  water  supply,  etc,  would 
refer  to  reports  of  previous  years. 

Your  health  officer  has  attended  all  meetings  of  the  health 
officers  of  New  Haven  County  held  during  the  year,  when  many 
matters  pertaining  to  sanitary  welfare  of  town  and  public 
hygiene  in  general  have  been  freely  discussed. 

Bridgeport— -Dr.  E.  A.  McLellan,  Health  Officer. 

Number  of  cases  of  measles  reported  for  year,  71 ;  scarlet 
fever,  230;  diphtheria  and  croup,  228;  typhoid  fever,  58; 
whooping  cough,  28;  tuberculosis,  68.  Deaths  from  measles, 
2 ;  scarlet  fever,  10 ;  diphtheria  and  croup,  34 ;  typhoid  fever, 
20;  whooping  cough,  19;  tuberculosis,  127.  Deaths  from  all 
causes,  1238. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  city  is  being  improved  each 
year;  sewers  are  being  extended  and  the  outlets  carried  b 
deeper  and  more  active  water.  With  the  dredging  of  Yellow 
Mill  pond  the  outlets  for  sewers  in  that  part  of  the  city  will  be 
gi'eatly  improved.  A  regular  inspection  of  yards,  bake-shops 
and  meat  markets  is  now  carried  on. 

Scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  were  more  prevalent  throughout 
the  year,  but  at  this  writing  (September),  there  are  no  cases 
reported  in  the  city. 

The  teachers  in  the  public  schools  were  requested  to  notify 
me  when  a  child  was  absent  and  reported  sick  and  a  physician 
not  in  attendance.  Some  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria 
were  discovered  in  this  way  and  the  children  prevented  from 
returning  to  school  until  proper  time. 

Some  fumigation  of  school  houses  and  boc^s  was  practiced 
during  the  year,  and  the  results  apparently  were  good. 

The  fumigation  of  dwellings  occupied  by  consumptives  is 
being  practiced  more  and  more.  The  dty  law  requires  in  cases 
of  death  from  consumption  that  the  undertaker  report  the  matter 
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to  the  health  department.  This  gives  opportunity  for  giving 
advice  in  reference  to  cleanliness  and  the  care  of  infected  articles. 

Since  the  last  report  the  city  council  ordered  an  investigation 
and  report  on  the  water  supply  of  the  city.  Mr.  Rudolph 
Hering  of  New  York  was  employed  to  make  this  examination. 
Mr.  Hering  examined  the  watershed  and  made  several  exam- 
inations of  the  water,  chemical  and  bacteriological,  went  care- 
fully over  the  mortality  statistics,  as  far  back  as  they  were  avail- 
able, and  made  some  recommendations.  In  regard  to  the 
statistics,  he  says:  "The  sick  and  death-rates  of  the  principal 
diseases  which  may  be  attributed  to  infected  water  supplies, 
are  unusually  low  in  your  case,  and  I  was  not  able  to  find  any 
defects  which  would  point  to  serious  danger  in  this  respect." 
The  report  recommends  that  swamps  on  the  watershed  be 
drained,  thus  preventing  unpleasant  tastes  and  odors  from 
vegetable  saturation ;  that  the  reservoirs  be  regularly  and  f re- 
quentiy  cleaned,  and  that  the  entire  watershed  be  patrolled. 

Mr.  Hering  also  recommended  a  "roughing  filter."  Such 
filters  consist  of  a  coarse-grained  material  like  broken  stone, 
supplemented  by  an  elastic  layer  of  fibrous  or  spongy  material, 
which  collect  the  larger  particles  of  the  suspended  matter. 

The  Water  Company  have  signified  their  willingness  to  carry 
out  the  recommendations  of  the  report.  The  water  supply  for 
the  city  is  ample,  the  report  estimating  the  daily  amount  fur- 
nished at  seventeen  million-  gallons. 

Garbage  is  well  collected  and  is  disposed  of  by  burning  at 
the  city  crematory. 

Bridgewater — ^Dr.  George  H.  Wright,  Health  Officer. 

The  health  of  the  town  has  been  very  good.  A  few  cases 
of  measles  at  the  center  during  the  winter  were  the  only  cases 
of  contagious  disease  reported.  They  were  all  due  to  a  case 
imported  from  Hawleyville.  There  was  no  further  spread  of 
the  disease. 

Garbage  is  dumped  in  unfrequented  places  or  is  buried,  and 
edible  waste  is  fed  to  fowls  or  swine. 

Sewage  is  in  nearly  all  cases  disposed  of  in  shallow  cellars 
under  easily  moveable  backhouses,  and  these  cellars  cleaned 
out  or  filled  in  at  irregular  intervals.  The  results  are  tolerable 
in  most  cases. 
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The  school  houses  are  all  in  good  sanitary  condition. 

Water  is  derived  wholly  from  private  springs  and  wells.  It 
is  in  most  cases  good. 

Ice  is  derived  from  small  ponds  and  is  of  poor  quality,  but 
as  very  few  persons  drink  ice  water,  it  is  not  a  menace  to 
health. 

Milk  is  usually  well  cared  for,  as  many  farmers  have  separa- 
tors, and  many  others  take  their  milk  at  once  to  the  creamery. 

Bristol — Dr.  H.  D.  Brennan,  Health  Officer. 

m 

During  the  past  year  Bristol  has  been  afflicted  with  the  worst 
epidemic  of  typhoid  fever  that  has  pestered  the  town  since  the 
installation  of  the  present  water  system. 

During  the  year  we  have  had  quite  an  extensive  epidemic  of 
measles,  though  fortunately  of  a  mild  type,  without  a  death  save 
from  complications,  and  but  one  or  .two  even  then. 

During  February  and  March  scarlet  fever  broke  out  in  East 
Bristol  school,  and  for  a  time  was  quite  severe.  The  origin  of 
the  disease  could  not  be  positively  traced,  but  seemed  to  have 
been  brought  from  Southington;  it  was  kept  well  confined  to 
that  location  of  the  town  with  but  a  few  scattering  cases  in  any 
other  part  of  the  town,  and  by  strict  quarantine  and  thorough 
disinfection  of  all  places  exposed  was  entirely  eradicated  in  a 
reasonably  short  time. 

There  has  been  a  few  sporadic  cases  of  diphtheria  reported, 
but  no  epidemic. 

Whooping  cough  was  quite  prevalent  during  the  winter  and 
spring. 

During  the  month  of  March  a  severe  epidemic  of  typhoid 
fever  broke  out,  which  spread  so  rapidly  that  in  one  week  there 
were  over  forty  cases  reported,  which  was  due  to  contaminated 
milk  handled  by  two  dealers  but  coming"  from  a  common  source. 
The  milk  from  this  farm  was  cut  off  from  the  dealers  at  once, 
which  checked  the  spread  of  the  fever,  save  those  who  were 
previously  infected  with  the  disease  and  came  down  later.  In 
all  over  eighty  cases  could  be  traced  direct  to  this  source. 

The  only  excessive  death  rate  from  any  cause  was  that  due 
to  the  t3rphoid  fever  epidemic,  which  was  investigated  under 
direction  of  Dr.  H.  E.  Smith  pf  New  Haven.  (Dr.  Smith's 
report  is  on  p.  227.) 

There  has  been  over  three  hundred  complaints  of  nuisances. 
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which  were  all  investigated  and  two  hundred  and  twenty  abated ; 
about  twenty-five  abated  without  complaint. 

The  garbage  is  carted  to  the  public  dumping' ground  cared  for 
and  owned  by  the  town,  which  is  located  far  enough  from  the 
center  or  any  house  to  be  free  from  any  objection  of  damage 
to  any  one. 

The  town  is  supplied  with  a  sewer  system  put  in  and  cared 
for  by  the  borough,  which  empties  into  filter  beds  prepared  for 
the  purpose  and  has  g^ven  perfect  satisfaction. 

There  has  been  no  public  provision  for  the  care  of  contagious 
diseases  save  the  small  pox  hospital  which  was  fitted  up  for  the 
epidemic  of  1901  and  1902. 

The  town  is  supplied  with  water  by  a  system  of  pipes  which 
are  run  from  a  reservoir  which  is  located  in  the  mountains 
northwest  of  the  town  and  fed  by  springs,  rivers  and  the  natural 
watershed,  and  contains  water  of  a  very  good  quality. 

The  dairymejj  are  at  present  all  taking  the  utmost  care  and 
precautions. 

The  sewers  have  been  extended  to  several  streets,  making  in 
all  a  total  length  of  about  a  half  a  mile. 

Brookfieli> — Dr.  Junius  F.  Smith,  Health  Officer. 

During  the  past  year  the  hygienic  and  sanitary  conditions  of 
the  town  have  been  exceptionally  good,  and  we  have  been  free 
from  infectious  diseases,  not  a  single  case  of  any  type  having 
occurred  within  our  boundaries.  JPulmonary  consumption  has 
received  attention,  as  directed  by  the-  State  Board  of  Health. 

Death  rate  of  the  town  during  the  past  year  has  been  usually 
low. 

Nuisances — None. 

Other  Topics — Garbage  and  sewage  disposal  on  the  surface 
of  the  ground  and  in  cesspools.  The  sanitary  condition  of  the 
school  houses  is  very  good,  also  the  public  buildings.  The 
water  supply,  mainly  from  springs  and  wells,  affords  no  cause 
for  complaint 

Milk — ^The  dairymen  of  the  town  have  not  instituted  any  pre- 
cautions, beyond  the  customary  practice  of  the  past,  to  protect 
the  purity  of  their  milk. 

No  public  works  undertaken  during  the  year  other  than  that 
undertaken  by  the  State  Highway  Commissioner,  for  the 
improvement  of  public  roads. 
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Brooklyn — ^Benj.  L.  Bailey,  Esq.,  Health  Officer. 

I  find  that  with  the  exception  of  a  very  few,  the  people  of  the 
town  are  ignorant  cff  the  fact  that  there  are  any  town  health 
laws.  Now  if  every  home  could  have  a  copy,  and  know  just 
what  was  required  of  them,  how  much  easier  would  it  be  for 
themselves,  and  what  a  help  to  the  health  officer. 

Brooklyn  has  been  practically  free  from  any  serious  contagfious 
diseases.  Four  cases  of  measles  were  discovered  by  the  health 
officer.  As  there  was  no  attending  physician,  the  parents  were 
asked  to  use  all  the  precaution  necessary  to  keep  it  within  their 
own  home ;  in  this  they  were  successful. 

Several  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  reported,  and  means 
taken  to  keep  it  within  the  homes.  Only  a  few  of  these  cases 
required  the  services  of  a  physician. 

One  mild  case  of  diphtheria  Was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
health  officer,  all  precautionary  measures  taken  by  the  attending 
physician  to  keep  the  party  isolated. 

Pulmonary  consumption,  no  cases  reported. 

The  school  houses  are  found  to  be  in  a  very  good  sanitary 
condition.  A  little  more  care  should  be  taken,  that  the  outhouses 
are  frequently  washed,  and  some  kind  of  deodorant  used. 

Wells  and  springs  form  the  source  of  water  supply. 

The  ice  harvested  is  free  from  contamination  of  any  kind. 
There  is  a  great  chance  for  improvement  in  the  dairies.  While 
some  dairymen  are  trying  to  improve,  yet  in  the  main  the  old 
conditions  prevail. 

Burlington — ^John  D.  Luby,  Esq.,  Health  Officer, 

There  were  ten  cases  of  measles  reported  to  me  in  three 
families,  two  cases  of  scarlet  fever  in  two  families,  one  case  of 
diphtheria,  four  cases  of  whooping  cough.  Three  complaints  of 
nuisances  and  three  abated. 

Water  supply  is  furnished  by  wells  and  springs.  Ice  is  cut 
from  private  ponds  and  is  good.  The  dairymen  in  town  are 
using  the  latest  modem  implements  and  keep  stock  in  the  best 
condition  possible. 

Canaan — Dr.  Francis  S.  Skiff,  Health  Officer, 

During  the  past  year  the  death  rate  has  been  rather  low. 
There  have  been  only  a  few  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  four 
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cases  of  pertussis.  The  public  are  gradually  becoming  better 
informed  on  the  care  of  tuberculous  patients  and  more  careful 
attenti(»i  is  being  given  to  it. 

Two  nuisances  have  been  complained  of  and  abated. 

Garbage  is  disposed  of  in  different  ways.  Sewage  is  gotten 
into  cesspools  or  onto  the  surface  of  the  ground.  No  improve- 
ment over  past  years. 

Our  school  houses  need  better  ventilation,  but  otherwise  are 
in  good  ccmdition.  The  old  public  buildings  having  been  burned, 
have  been  replaced  by  modem  structures ;  even  these  are  fxxwly 
ventilated. 

Many  families  get  water  for  washing,  etc.,  from  the  river, 
people  outside  of  the  village  from  wells;  those  in  the  village 
have  wells  or  hydrant  water  brought  to  town  from  an  upland 
spring. 

The  dairymen  are  taking  more  care  in  handling  their  milk 
owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Borden  Company  have  established  a 
creamery  in  the  town  and  the  superintendent  is  insisting  that 
the  farmers  use  modem  methods  of  straining  and  cooling. 

Canterbury — ^Dr.  John  O.  Smith,  Health  Officer. 

Forty-two  cases  of  measles  and  one  case  of  pulmonary  con- 
sumption were  reported.  All  cases  of  measles  were  of  a  mild 
type  with  the  exception  of  one  family,  in  which  two  deaths 
occurred  from  exposure  and  complications.  No  other  cases  of 
contagious  diseases  were  reported,  and  no  complaints  of  nuis- 
ances have  been  made. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  our  school  houses  and  other  public 
buildings  is  fairly  good. 

The  water  supply  is  very  healthful,  consequently  ice  from  our 
ponds  is  pure. 

As  far  as  I  am  able  to  ascertain,  the  dairymen  take  proper  care 
to  have  their  milk  supply  pure. 

Canton — Dr.  W.  H.  Crowley,  Health  Officer. 

Measles — Only  a  few  cases  reported  during  the  year. 
Scarlet  fever — Seven  cases  of  very  mild  t)T)e. 
Diphtheria — ^Two  cases  reported  during  the  year,  of  malignant 
type. 
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Typhoid  fever — We  have  had  only  two  cases  of  typhoid 
fever  during  the  year. 

Nuisances — ^A  few  of  mmor  importance  abated  without  com- 
plaint 

Disposal  of  garbage  and  sewage — ^The  commimity  exercise 
considerable  judgment  in  the  disposal  of  garbage,  they  realize 
that  accumulation  is  deleterious  to  health'  and  in  my  opinion* 
they  endeavor  to  exercise  care  in  its  disposal.  The  selectmen 
have  laid  during  the  past  year  a  number  of  sewers  tmder  our 
streets. 

Small  pox — While  we  have  not  had  a  case  in  twenty-five 
years,  nevertheless  we  guard  and  protect  ourselves  from  this 
dreaded  disease  by  vaccination.  About  one  year  ago  our  town 
school  committee  discussed  the  advisability  of  compulsory  vac- 
cination; before  enforcing  the  above  we  decided  to  offer  free 
vaccination  to  as  many  of  the  school  children  as  wished  to 
avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity ;  the  result  was  very  gratify- 
ing, as  nearly  all  availed  themselves  of  the  chance. 

Chaplin — Frank  C.  Lummis,  Esq.,  Health  Officer. 

In  common  with  many  other  localities,  the  year  has  been  marked 
by  an  extensive  outbreak  of  measles  in  all  parts  of  the  town. 
The  first  case  originated  in  January,  and  cases  occurred  almost 
continuously  for  six  months,  until  fifty-seven  cases  had  been 
reported.     One  of  these  proved  fatal  from  a  resultant  trouble. 

Only  one  case  of  scarlet  fever  was  reported.  No  other  infec- 
tious diseases  have  been  reported  to  me.,  No  complaints  of 
nuisances. 

Teh  years  will  have  elapsed  at  the  close  of  the  present  month 
since  the  reorganization  of  the  health  department  of  the  State, 
and  my  appointment  as  the  first  incumbent  of  this  office  under 
the  present  law.  During  this  period  there  have  been  reported 
cases  of  contagious  and  infectious  diseases  as  follows :  Measles, 
seventy-four,  two  fatal ;  scarlet  fever,  nine,  one  malignant  and 
fatal;  diphtheria,  three,  one  fatal;  whooping  cough,  twenty; 
typhoid  fever,  six,  one  fatal.  Total,  one  hundred  and  twelve, 
five  fatal. 

The  benefits  resulting  from  the  workings  of  the  law  of  1893 
have  been,    first,  an  increased  and  intelligent  interest  in  the 
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community  in  relation  to  measures  for  the  prevention  of  con- 
tagious diseases,  for  public  sanitation,  and  for  cooperation  with 
and  approval  of  the  work  of  the  health  officials.  Second,  the 
almost  perfect  control  which  is  had  over  the  spread  of  such 
diseases  asr  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria,  as  evidenced  by  the 
fact  that  but  one  secondary  case  of  these  diseases  has  occurred 
in  the  town,  and  that  by  a  wilful  disregard  of  the  orders  of 
the  health  officer.  Third,  the  increasing  recognition  by  the 
medical  profession  of  the  supreme  importance  of  isolation  and 
disinfection  in  preventing  such  diseases. 

Chatham — Dr.  George  N.  Lawson,  Health  Officer. 

The  contagious  diseases  which  have  been  brought  to  my  atten- 
tion during  the  year  have  been:  Measles,  epidemic,  perhaps 
two  hundred;  diphtheria,  one;  whooping  cough,  one;  con- 
sumption, two;  impetigo  contagiosa,  several  cases  in  the  Gate 
and  Chestnut  Hill  districts,  and  one  in  the  North  Center  dis- 
trict. 

Five  complaints  have  been  investigated  and  the  nuisances 
abated  where  they  were  found  to  be  dangerous  to  public  health. 

For  several  years  we  have  had  few  cases  of  measles,  and  a 
new  generation  of  susceptible  children  have  filled  our  schools, 
so  that  when  the  epidemic  broke  out  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year,  it  made  a  clean  sweep.  There  were  two  or  three  deaths 
from  complications  following  the  disease. 

Most  of  our  contagious  diseases  are  spread  through  the 
schools,  and  it  is  greatly  to  be  desired  that  parents  and  teachers 
exercise  the  greatest  care  in  keeping  from  school  all  suspicious 
cases  until  the  matter  can  be  investigated  by  the  health  officer. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  interest  and  care 
shown  by  the  teachers  in  some  of  the  schools  in  carrying  out 
the  regulation  regarding  vaccination  of  school  children,  and  in 
otherwise  protecting  the  pupils  from  contagious  diseases. 

Cheshire — Dr.  George  E.  Myers,  Health  Officer. 

The  following  diseases  have  been  reported  the  past  year : 
Measles,  seventy-two;  scarlet  fever,  nine;  whooping  cough, 
nineteen. 

Number  of  complaints,  two. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  contagious  diseases  in  my  juris- 
diction. 
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Chester — Dr.  S.  W.  Turner^  Health  Officer. 

A  year  of  health  and  prosperity.  Contagious  diseases 
reported  as  follows :  Measles,  ten ;  scarlet  fever,  one ;  cerebro- 
spinal fever,  one ;  whooping  cough,  eight.  In  all  cases  notices 
were  posted  and  quarantine  enforced.     No  fatal  cases. 

No  nuisances  were  reported.  No  changes  made  in  methods 
of  garbage  disposal.  The  sanitary  condition  of  school  houses 
and  public  buildings  is  good. 

The  water  supply  from  wells,  springs  and  the  Chester  Water 
Company  is  good  and  abundant.  Ice  is  plenty  and  of  good 
quality. 

Milk  is  supplied  to  customers  twice  a  day,  delivered  in  "pure 
and  protected  condition."  No  cases  of  diseases  from  the  use 
of  impure  milk  have  been  reported  during  the  year. 

Once  more  the  attention  of  our  citizens  is  called  to  the  condi- 
tion of  the  streets.  For  the  most  part  they  are  sadly  n^lected. 
"A  word  to  the  wise  is  sufficient." 

The  number  of  deaths  for  the  year  was  nineteen,  a  fraction 
over  fourteen  to  the  thousand.  Of  this  number,  two  were  over 
ninety,  eight  between  eighty  and  ninety,  and  the  other  nine  from 
one  day  to  sixty-five  years.  The  average  age  of  twelve  was 
more  than  seventy-five. 

Clinton — Dr.  H.  S.  Reynolds,  Health  Officer. 

Measles — Through  the  spring  months  there  were  a  number 
of  mild  cases;  the  origin  was  from  children  traveling  in  the 
cars  to  and  from  Madison.  As  far  as  possible  these  cases  were 
quarantined,  thereby  preventing  the  spread  of  the  disease. 

Whooping  cough — A  few  mild  cases,  quarantined  as  far  as 
practical. 

Water  supply — From  Guilford  Water  Co.,  wells  and  cisterns. 

Ice  pond — One,  and  in  good  condition. 

Milk — The  dairymen  of  the  town  seem  each  year  to  exercise 
much  care  in  the  supply  of  milk  as  regards  the  cooling,  cleanli- 
ness of  bottles,  etc. 

During  the  past  year  no  complaint  of  nuisances  has  been  made. 
Each  year  the  people  exercise  more  care  about  their  premises  as 
regards  the  accumulation  of  filth,  foul  water  closets,  etc. 
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Colchester — Dr.  R.  R.  Gandy,  Health  Officer. 

Colchester  has  again  asserted  her  claim  as  one  of  the  most 
healthy  towns  in  the  State,  proved  by  the  low  mortality  rate. 

Concerning  cases  of  a  contagious  nature,  there  was  but  a 
sporadic  case  of  measles  during  the  year.  Scarlet  fever,  how- 
ever, of  which  there  have  been  so  few  cases  during  the  past 
ten  years,  appeared  in  epidemic  form,  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
first  two  cases  were  of  very  mild  type,  so  mild  in  fact  that  in 
the  first  case  no  physician  was  called.  The  second  case  learned 
the  nature  of  his  illness  after  he  had  exposed  a  large  number. 
As  a  result,  there  were  in  all  twenty-one  cases,  most  of  which 
were  mild,  and  no  mortalities  resulted.  Although  diligent 
inquiry  was  made,  the  source  of  contagion  was  not  ascertained. 

Of  diphtheria  there  have  been  seven  cases,  four  of  which 
were  in  one  house.  Quarantine  was  practiced,  followed  by 
careful  fumigation  and  disinfection.  There  have  been,  and  now 
are,  some  cases  of  whooping  cough.  This  disease  was  imported 
from  Naugatuck,  Conn.  Three  cases  of  tuberculosis  have  been 
reported.  Typhoid  fever  is  a  rare  disease  in  Colchester,  there 
having  been  no  case  for  at  least  four  years. 

The  water  supply,  obtained  from  wells,  is  pure.  Three  ice 
ponds  have  been  examined,  none  of  which  were  condemned. 

Milk — More  care  than  formerly  is  exercised  as  to  the  methods 
of  milking,  immediate  cooling  and  care  of  milk,  ventilation  of 
stables  and  health  of  cows.  Concerning  the  cleanliness  of  uten- 
sils used,  a  word  is  necessary.  The  efforts  of  those  who  supply 
milk  for  city  consumption  are  neutralized  oy  the  filthy  condition 
in  which  the  cans  are  returned  from  the  cities.  In  hot  weather 
it  is  almost  impossible  to  properly  cleanse  a  can  in  which 
residual  milk  has  fermented  for  a  day  or  two.  This  source 
of  danger  could  be  obviated  by  rinsing  the  cans  with  cold  water 
as  soon  as  emptied  in  the  cities.  This  simple  procedure,  the 
writer  believes,  would  result  in  a  lower  mortality  rate,  chiefly 
of  infants. 

CoLEBROOK — Herbert  L.  Culver,  Esq,,  Health  Officer. 

One  case  of  scarlet  fever  is  the  first  case  of  any  contagious 

disease  reported  from  this  town  of  any  kind  in  three  years. 

Garbage  and  sewage  as  before.    Condition  of  school  houses 
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good.    Water  and  ice  supply  first  class.    Improved  methods 
in  care  of  all  dairy  products  and  buildings. 

Columbia — ^William  H.  Yeomans,  Esq.,  Health  Officer. 

The  only  cases  of  infectious  diseases  that  have  been  reported 
during  the  year  were  two  of  typhoid  fever,  both  of  which  were 
rigidly  cared  for  and  no  secondary  cases  resulted. 

There  have  been  no  complaints  of  nuisances.  Garbage  and 
sewage  disposal,  provision  for  care  of  contagious  cases,  sani- 
tary condition  of  school  houses  and  other  public  buildings,  water 
supply,  ice  ponds  and  milk  traffic  remain  the  same  as  when  last 
reported. 

Cornwall — Dr.  John  W.  Ives,  Health  Officer. 

Contagious  diseases  for  the  year  ending  August  31st  were 
more  than  usual.  Measles,  four ;  scarlet  fever,  seven ;  whoop- 
ing cough,  sixty-five,  and  puliyionary  consumption,  one;  with 
no  deaths. 

Scarlet  fever  appeared  several  times  from  different  sources, 
but  was  kept  from  spreading  by  quarantine  and  disinfection. 
The  whooping  cough  was  distributed  through  the  year,  and  in 
various  parts  of  the  town.  There  is  but  very  little  pulmonary 
consumption  here.     No  public  provision  for  contagious  cases. 

The  school  houses  are  in  fair  sanitary  condition;  but  the 
sanitary  condition  of  most  of  the  public  buildings  is  not  very 
good. 

The  water  supply  and  ice  ponds  are  in  good  condition. 

But  few  dair)rmen  take  any  precautions  beyond  the  customary 
practice  of  the  past. 

Coventry — Dr.  Louis  Irving  Mason,  Health  Officer. 

There  have  been  reported  five  cases  of  measles,  and  there  have 
occurred  several  others  not  reported.  Efforts  to  quarantine  and 
to  keep  children  in  infected  families  from  attending  school  have 
not  met  with  a  ready  compliance  on  the  part  of  the  people,  and 
in  one  instance  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  attending  doctor 
was  lacking. 

One  case  of  scarlet  fever  has  occurred  and  been  reported. 
Stringent  and  prompt  isolation  measures  together  with  disinfec- 
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tion  of  infected  premises  have  prevented  the  spread  of  the 
disease. 

One  case  of  diphtheria  has  been  reported,  ab6ut  which  the 
same  remarks  regarding  isolation  and  sterilization  could  be 
made. 

Anent  this  subject  the  writer  takes  occasion  to  present  to 
your  consideration  the  urgent  need  there  is  that  the  country 
doctor  can  have  the  benefit  of  sending  cultures  from  the  throat 
to  a  bacteriological  station,  both  to  determine  the  presence  of 
the  disease  and  the  period  of  isolation.  This  can  now  only  be 
done  by  sending  to  the  Hartford  station  at  a  cost  of  $2  for  each 
culture  examined.  It  is  respectfully  suggested  that  if  stations 
could  be  established  in  three  or  four  different  places  about  the 
State,  and  every  doctor  and  health  officer  be  allowed  the  privilege 
of  sending  cultures  and  getting  reports  without  charge,  that 
the  Board  of  Health  would  be  making  a  most  important  advance 
in  its  fight  against  disease. 

Ten  cases  of  whooping  cough  have  been  reported,  all  occur- 
ring during  vacation  of  the  schools ;  no  effort  toward  controlling 
the  spread  of  the  disease  could  be  made  (many  cases  not 
reported  having  occurred). 

School  houses  are  all  in  good  sanitary  condition,  except  the 
heating  facilities  of  the  largest  school  are  not  considered  by  the 
writer  to  be  adequate  to  meet  the  necessities. 

The  water  supply  is  excellent  and  beyond  criticism ;  the  lake 
in  the  town  furnishing  most  excellent  water  to  a  large  part 
of  the  population.  The  same  may  be  said  of  the  ice  supply,  it 
also  comes  from  lake. 

Milk — ^A  good  share  of  the  milk  produced  in  this  section 
goes  to  supply  the  butter  fat  used  in  Andover  Creamery.  The 
officials  of  this  institution  have  very  strict  requirements  regard- 
ing the  immediate  cooling  of  the  milk,  cleanliness  of  the  stables 
and  utensils  required  for  its  handling.  On  talking  with  an 
official  of  the  creamery,  it  is  reported,  however,  that  in  all  cases 
a  compliance  with  requirements  designed  to  protect  milk  from 
bacterial  infection  in  the  stable,  is  not  satisfactory.  Some  filthy, 
ill-ventilated,  poorly  cleaned  cow  stables  are  to  be  found.  The 
average  farmer  looks  upon  bacteria  as  creations  of  the  imagina- 
tion of  the  doctors.  He  will  take  all  precautions  in  the  matter  of 
securing  larger  percentages  of  cream  and  the  care  of  the  same 
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Up  to  a  certain  point,  but  the  cleaning  off  of  the  cows,  washing 
the  udders  and  hands  with  antiseptics,  straining  the  milk  (away 
from  the  stable) ,  and  other  measures  designed  to  reduce  bacterial 
infection,  do  not  appeal  to  him,  and  there  is  room  for  much 
improvement  in  this  particular  phase  of  the  care  of  milk,  i.  e., 
from  the  drawing  of  the  milk  to  the  iime  it  goes  into  the  cooler, 
which  latter  is  very  generally  used. 

In  cases  where  the  violations  are  too  flagrant,  the  creamery 
refuses  to  receive  the  cream,  and  the  milk  is  in  most  such  cases 
sold  to  and  collected  by  a  certain  milk  company ;  a  due  propor- 
tion of  it  probably  ultimately  reaches  the  stomachs  of  children 
in  towns  where  it  is  dispensed.  It  is  respectfully  suggested 
that  the  remedy  for  this  state  of  affairs  is  the  education  of  the 
farmer  to  the  necessity  for  improvement.  Compulsion  would 
be  difficult,  he  must  be  made  to  see  that  it  is  for  his  interest  to 
take  these  measures. 

There  has  been  an  epidemic  of  mumps  in  the  town;  since 
there  is  no  law  by  which  infected  patients  and  those  in  the 
stage  of  incubation  can  be  kept  from  circulating  among  others 
not  infected,  no  result  in  limiting  the  disease  was  obtainable. 

Cromwell — Dr.  Charles  E.  Bush,  Health  Officer, 

Diseases  reported:  Measles,  fifty-six  cases;  scarlet  fever, 
one;   diphtheria,  one,  and  whooping  cough,  three. 

Nuisances — No  complaints  received.  One  case  abated  with- 
out complaint. 

Garbage  disposal  as  hitherto.  Sanitary  condition  of  school 
houses  and  other  public  buildings  good.  Water  supply  from 
wells  and  Cromwell  Water  Co. ;  in  main  very  good. 

Ice  ponds  inspected,  three;  all  are  private  and  in  good  con- 
dition. 

Danbury  City  and  Town — Dr.  G.  E.  Lemmer,  Health  Officer. 

I  herewith  respectfully  submit  my  report  of  the  morbidity 
and  sanitary  condition  of  the  town  and  city  of  Danbury  for  the 
year  ending  September  i,  1903. 

Contagious  diseases  have  been  reported  as  follows:  Scarlet 
fever,  twenty-seven ;  diphtheria,  twenty-six ;  membranous 
croup,  eleven;   t)rphoid  fever,  twenty-four;   measles,  nineteen. 
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Both  the  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  cases  occurred  in  single 
families  in  a  given  neighborhood,  and  at  such  intervals  between 
and  so  remote  from  each  other  as  Jo  render  inter-contagion 
quite  improbable.  Five  of  the  scarlet  fever  cases  occurred  in  one 
family  within  the  city  limits  and  three  in  another  family  on  the 
town  border;  they  all  occurred  almost  simultaneously  and  fol- 
lowed shortly  after  the  visit  of  an  out-of-the-State  relative,  an 
aunt,  who  was  in  the  early  convalescing  stage  of  the  disease  at 
the  time  of  her  visit.  No  second  family  became  infected  in 
•either  neighborhood,  probably  due  in  a  great  measure  to  a  rigid 
quarantine. 

Among  the  typhoid  fever  cases  were  seven  local  residents, 
who  contracted  the  disease  out  of  town  and  returned  home  ill. 

Typhoid  fever  cases  in  the  country  districts  have  become 
very  infrequent,  there  having  been  but  three  reported  during 
the  year.  This  is  probably  due  in  great  measure  to  the  orders 
issued  in  the  past  against  the  proximity  to  wells  and  springs  of 
privies,  cesspools,  barns,  etc. 

Sanitary  violations — Complaints  entered  and  abated  against 
privies,  open  ground  sewage,  etc.,  during  the  year,  numbered 
one  hundred  and  eight  for  the  city;  nuisances  abated  without 
complaint,  twenty-six. 

Regarding  the  care  of  table  refuse  and  general  house  garbage, 
a  movement  has  been  started  to  petition  the  common  council  to 
provide  for  its  public  disposal  by  regular  cart  collections;  at 
present,  especially  in  the  business  portions  of  the  city,  each 
property  owner  attends  to  the  carting  away  of  this  refuse  at 
long  and  irregular  intervals,  and  in  a  careless  and  unsanitary 
manner. 

Our  city  public  schools,  six  in  number,  have  opened  this  fall 
term  in  a  good  sanitary  condition,  with  the  exception  of  our 
oldest  school — New  Street — which  is  at  present  being  pro- 
vided with  a  new  and  up-to-date  system  of  ventilation,  sewer- 
age,  etc. 

Our  district  schools,  ten  in  number,  have  opened  the  term  with 
buildings  and  premises  in  a  cleanly  and  sanitary  condition,  with 
the  exception  of  King  Street  and  Long  Ridge  districts,  in  both 
of  which  the  privy  sanitation  has  been  neglected  to  an  inexcus- 
able degree. 

The  water  supply  has  been  of  the  usual  purity.    Regarding 
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the  discharge  of  the  Beckettville  stream  into  the  brook  from 
which  the  pumping  station  draws  its  supply,  arrangements  have 
been  perfected  by  Superintendent  of  Waterworks,  C.  B.  Mason, 
whereby  the  entire  flow  from  the  former  will  be  carried  by  pipe 
across  the  latter  stream  and  by  an  artificial  channel  will  be  so 
directed  as  to  flow  into  the  main  stream  at  a  point  well  below 
that  from  which  the  water  is  drawn  for  the  pumping  station. 

The  sources  of  ice  supply  have  been  inspected  and  found  to 
be  free  from  contaminating  matter. 

Inspection  is  made  by  the  health  officer  whenever  complaint 
is  entered  against  a  dairy,  badly  ventilated  bams,  etc.  Where  a 
contagious  disease  obtains  in  the  family  of  a  dairy  or  milk  herd 
owner,  such  full  and  rigid  orders  and  instructicms  are  issued 
as  eflFectually  prevent  any  milk  infection. 

Danielson — Daniel  H.  Johnson,  Esq.,  Health  Officer. 

No  real  epidemic  of  any  kind  and  very  few  contagious  dis- 
eases and  few  nuisances  reported.  The  authorities  are  making 
preparations  to  put  in  sewers. 

There  has  been  reported  two  cases  of  measles  and  two  cases 
of  diphtheria.     No  other  contagious  diseases  reported. 

Two  nuisances  only  were  reported. 

Garbage  is  carted  to  out  of  the  way  places  as  has  been  the 
custom  in  the  past 

Sewage  is  run  into  cesspools  and  sometimes  results  are  not 
as  good  as  desired. 

Sanitary  condition  of  school  houses  and  other  public  build- 
ings is  very  good. 

The  water  supply  is  obtained  from  a  spring  brook  on  high 
land,  and  is  excellent. 

Ice  ponds  which  supply  the  borough  are  clean  natural  ponds 
with  nothing  running  into  them  but  the  rain  from  the  hills  and 
nothing  to  be  complained  of. 

I  have  only  partial  knowledge  of  the  milk  supply,  but  know 
that  some  of  the  men  that  furnish  milk  take  care  in  ventilating 
and  keeping  everything  clean  and  believe  our  milk  is  right. 

The  only  public  work  of  sanitary  influence  of  the  year  is 
about  to  be  begun  in  constructing  a  sewer.  Plans  and  specifica- 
tions are  made  and  we  expect  to  get  in  a  part  before  cold 
weather. 
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Darien — Dr.  G.  H.  Noxon,  Health  Officer. 

There  were  four  cases  of  measles  and  one  of  scarlet  fevdr; 
the  latter  was  probably  brought  from  New  York.  Thorough 
disinfection  with  formaldehyde  prevented  other  cases.  Three 
cases  of  diphtheria  and  two  of  typhoid  fever  were  also  reported. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  school  houses  was  found  to  be 
good  with  the  exception  of  the  Noroton  school,  the  rooms  of 
which  are  poorly  ventilated  and  the  ceilings  are  low.  The 
Center  school  has  had  new  floors  laid.  If  the  basement  of  this 
school  house  could  be  cemented  and  a  cement  floor  laid,  it  would 
improve  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  building  and  give  a  play- 
room for  the  children  as  well. 

The  water  used  is  obtained  from  wells.  The  public  water 
supply  has  not  materialized,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  before 
another  year  rolls  around  we  shall  have  a  water  supply  second 
to  none  in  the  State. 

Ice — ^The  two  ponds  from  which  most  of  it  is  cut  are  in  a 
good  sanitary  condition. 

The  observations  made  last  year  in  regard  to  the  condition 
of  the  roadway  under  the  bridge  on  the  main  street  have  failed 
to  bring  about  any  good  results  as  yet.  The  condition  of  the 
road  under  the  bridge  is  positively  filthy  and  endangers  the 
health  of  all  who  travel  under  it.  This  should  be  paved  at  once 
to  place  it  in  a  good  sanitary  condition. 

The  residents  near  Railroad  avenue  are  subjected  to  a  nuis- 
ance which  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  R.  R.  Co.  is  responsible  for, 
that  is,  the  unloading  of  cars  of  manure  sent  here  for  fertilizing. 
These  could  be  side-tracked  far  enough  away  from  the  center 
of  the  town  to  free  us  of  the  disagreeable  odors  arising  there- 
from. There  is  no  law  at  present  covering  this  that  would 
enable  the  health  officer  to  remedy  this  nuisance. 

Derby — Dr.  Paul  B.  Kennedy,  Health  Officer. 

Since  February  ist,  at  which  time  I  first  became  health  officer, 
the  following  contagious  diseases  were  reported :  Scarlet  fever, 
sixty-four;  measles,  twelve;  diphtheria,  twelve;  membranous 
croup  and  whooping  cough,  fourteen.  Scarlet  fever  was  con- 
fined principally  to  the  east  side,  that  is,  the  part  of  the  city  east 
of  the  Naugatuck  river.    There  were,  however,  several  cases 
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scattered  over  the  rest  of  the  city.  The  other  diseases  were  not 
confined  to  any  part,  but  were  well  scattered. 

There  were  not  many  complaints  of  nuisances  reported,  but 
those  received  were  promptly  attended  to  and  abated. 

A  sewer  was  run  through  Oak  Street,  and  that  part  of  the 
city  known  as  Camptown,  and  the  sanitary  condition  of  that 
quarter  is  much  improved. 

Durham — Dr.  E.  A.  Markham,  Health  Officer. 

In  this  town  during  the  past  year  twenty-one  cases  of  con- 
tagious diseases  were  reported  of  which  two  died,  and  in  both 
cases  the  disease  was  secondary  to  another  sickness  which  had 
caused  extreme  debility.  There  were  nine  cases  of  measles,  six 
of  which  were  from  exposure  at  public  gatherings  in  visits  to 
the  city,  and  the  rest  were  in  the  same  families.  No  secondary 
cases  were  carried  to  other  families  inasmuch  as  placards  were 
as  good  as  a  quarantine. 

The  two  cases  of  diphtheria  were  directly  from  defective 
drainage,  with  no  secondary  cases.* 

Four  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  in  one  family,  two  being 
very  mild  cases,  and  were  of  doubtful  exposures,  probably  dur- 
ing a  visit  to  neighboring  towns.  The  secondary  cases  com- 
prised the  remaining  children  at  home,  and  increased  in  severity 
in  succession.  A  quarantine  prevented  two  other  sisters  from 
returning  home  and  they  escaped  the  disease. 

Three  cases  of  whooping  cough,  with  perhaps  some  very 
mild  suspects,  and  three  of  typhoid  fever  complete  the  list 
Two  fever  cases  were  very  mild,  but  the  thirds  with  several  other 
complications,  proved  fatal.     They  were  all  of  unknown  origin. 

Pulmonary  consumption  is  rarely  met  with  here  except  in 
visiting  patients ;  none  reported  this  year. 

Four  complainte  of  nuisances  have  been  investigated  and 
ablated.  These  were  of  improper  drains,  dead  animals,  and 
the  slaughter  houses,  which  are  too  near  the  village  street  and 
not  always  properly  clean. 

Garbage  is  mostly  fed  to  the  family  pig,  including  "dish 
water."  This  greatly  decreases  the  sewage,  which  in  most  cases 
is  run  down  the  hill  to  some  open  lot     In  a  few  cases  it  is

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necessary  to  open  near  a  highway  by  reason  of  the  hills  on 
either  side.  There  is  a  general  prejudice  against  cesspools,  and 
only  three,  or  perhaps  four,  are  known  to  exist  in  the  town. 

There  was  a  pest  house  years  ago,  but  the  road  to  it  is  grown 
up  to  bushes  and  nearly  forgotten. 

Our  water  supply  has  not  been  changed  for  some  years,  being 
composed  of  private  wells  and  two  joint  stock  companies  fur- 
nished through  pipes  from  springs. 

We  have  only  one  ice  pond,  which  is  mostly  fed  by  springs 
in  the  pond  and  one  small  unpolluted  stream. 

The  greatest  need  of  the  improvement  in  public  hygiene  is 
the  drainage  of  the  swamp  land  of  which  there  is  a  vast  acreage 
in  this  town,  some  of  which  is  becoming  useless,  but  the  obstacle 
is,  who  shall  pay  the  cost,  town  or  owner  ?  Surely  both  would 
be  well  repaid. 

Eastford— Dr.  H.  H.  Converse,  Health  Officer. 

No  cases  of  contagious  diseases,  except  one  of  diphtheria  and 
one  of  consumption.  The  case  of  consumption  was  contracted 
in  Massachusetts  a  few  months  before  coming  to  this  town. 
In  the  case  of  diphtheria  it  was  promptly  quarantined.  There 
was  no  spread  of  this  dreaded  disease.  There  has  been  but  one 
case  of  consumption  contracted  in  this  town  for  the  past  twelve 
years,  to  my  knowledge. 

Garbage  disposal  the  same  as  past  years. 

The  school  houses  and  public  buildings  are  in  good  sanitary 
condition. 

The  water  supply  is  above  the  average. 

Ice  ponds,  number  examined  three;   one  condemned. 

There  has  been  an  improvement  during  the  past  year  in 
the  purity  of  the  milk,  in  the  way  of  general  cleanliness,  in 
stables  and  utensils  used  for  milking,  and  also  the  cooling  of 
their  milk,  which  is  done  mostly  by  ice. 

East  Granby — Frank  H.  Dibble,  Esq.,  Health  Officer, 

* 

There  were  twenty-two  cases  of  measles  and  two  of  scarlet 
fever  reported  during  the  year. 
No  nuisances. 
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Sanitary  condition  of  school  houses  good,  except  the  out- 
houses in  two  districts  are  too  near  the  school  house. 
Other  conditions  the  same  as  in  past  years. 

East  Haddam — Dr.  M.  W.  Plumstead,  Health  Officer. 

During  March  and  April  there  was  an  epidemic  of  measles 
in  Leesville;  this  was  traced  to  East  Hampton.  All  through 
the  summer  there  have  been  cases  of  measles  among  the  Polish 
people  of  a  light  form.  I  would  find  a  case  when  tiiey  thought 
it  was^  scarlet  fever  and  became  frightened.  An  epidemic  of 
measles  here  two  years  ago  is  the  reason  it  did  not  spread  more 
among  the  natives.  The  measles  which  started  in  the  Polish 
families  was  brought  here  by  a  boy  from  New  York  City,  who 
developed  the  disease  after  he  had  been  here  a  week. 

All  through  April  to  the  middle  of  August  there  have  been 
cases  of  scarlet  fever  under  quarantine.  Seventeen  cases  in  all 
and  five  deaths.  Seven  of  these  cases  were^  Polish  children 
and  two  of  them  died.  Of  these  Polish  cases  only  one  was 
reported  to  me  and  that  as  a  "suspected"  case.  The  "sus- 
pected" case  was  reported  after  it  had  been  sick  five  days  and  died 
two  days  later.  All  these  cases  were  attended  by  a.  physician. 
There  were  three  cases  in  one  Polish  family  at  the  Falls,  and 
a  physician  called,  but  as  he  failed  to  report,  it  was  allowed  to 
run  three  weeks  before  they  were  placed  under  quarantine,  and 
this  family  was  the  beginning  of  this  epidemic.  To  go  further 
back,  these  cases  were  traced  to  families  who  had  scarlet  fever 
in  1901.  At  that  time  it  was  called  by  the  attending  physician 
"la  grippe"  and  "tonsilitis."  There  were  over  twenty  cases 
and  they  all  had  the  "eruption"  and  "peeled."  I  made  report 
to  that  effect  in  my  annual  report  for  year  1901.  Some  of  these 
families  were  neighbors  and  very  intimate  with  the  Polish  family 
who  started  the  epidemic  this  year.  They  have  since  told  me 
that  they  knew  it  was  scarlet  fever  they  had  at  that  time,  but 
did  not  want  *to  be  quarantined,  and  they  had  less  trouble  by 
calling  the  disease  the  "grippe."  As  these  cases  were  not 
reported  in  1901,  no  wander  we  had  a  few  cases  this  year,  and 
of  a  more  severe  type.  Every  one  knows  that  the  germs  of 
scarlet  fever  will  live  for  years  if  not  properly  taken  care  of. 

There  is  no  doubt  if  the  cases  in  1901  had  been  reported, 
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quarantined,  and  houses  disinfected,  there  would  have  been  no 
epidemic  here  this  year. 

There  is  danger  from  scarlet  fever  until  after  the  stage  of 
desquamation,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  health  officer  (whose 
position  is  not  an  enviable  one)  to  stand  between  the  public 
and  contagious  diseases,  to  use  his  best  judgment  in  all  cases, 
as  he  deems  necessary. 

In  November  there  was  a  contagious  skin  disease  in  Moodus 
Centre  school  known  as  "impetigo  contagiosa."  The  children 
who  had  it  were  sent  home  and  not  allowed  to  come  back  again 
till  well.    All  these  cases  were  in  the  primary  department 

I  have  heard  of  cases  of  whooping  cough  but  have  received 
no  reports. 

The  law  regarding  vaccination  was  printed  last  October  and 
ought  to  be  heeded,  as  at  least  25  per  cent,  of  the  children  have 
never  been  vaccinated. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  all  the  school  houses  is  good,  and, 
where  needed,  have  been  thoroughly  fumigated. 

During  the  spring  I  received  several  complaints  that  children 
attending  some  of  the  schools  were  troubled  with  head-lice. 
After  calling  and  notifying  them  I  would  call  again  and  make 
a  closer  inspection ;  I  did  so,  and  found  them  all  right. 

There  have  been  no  complaints  of  nuisances. 

East  Hartford — Dr.  F.  H.  Mayberry,  Health  Officer. 

« 

During  the  past  year  the  following  number  of  infectious  dis- 
eases were  reported  :  Measles,  thirty-one ;  scarlet  fever,  twenty- 
one  ;  diphtheria,  six ;  whooping  cough,  twenty ;  typhoid  fever, 
six. 

As  can  be  seen  by  comparing  the  number  of  infectious  dis- 
eases with  those  of  last  year,  there  has  been  a  large  decrease 
in  the  number  of  the  most  serious  ones  which  can  only  be 
accounted  for  by  the  improved  sanitary  conditions  existing 
throughout  the  town  as  a  whole. 

There  has  been  a  number  of  cases  of  whooping  cough  not 
reported,  parents  in  many  cases  thinking  it  unnecessary  to  call  a 
physician,  and  failing  to  obey  the  law  which  requires  them  to 
report. 

All  the  sources  of  ice  supply  have  been  examined  and  found 
to  be  uncontaminated,  except  ice  cut  from  the  reservoir  pond  in 
Bumside,  which  is  contaminated  and  unfit  for  domestic  use. 


I06  STATE   BOARD  OF   HEALTH. 

East  Haven — Dr.  Chas.  W.  Holbrook,  Health  Officer, 

■\ 

The  past  year  has  been  free  from  any  epidemic.  The  few 
scattered  cases  of  contagious  diseases  have  been  kept  within 
bounds  and  any  general  spreading  of  disease  has  been  pre- 
vented. 

There  have  been  six  cases  of  measles,  not  more  than  two  of 
them  in  any  one  locality ;  two  of  scarlet  fever ;  one  of  diphtheria; 
three  of  whooping  cough  and  one  of  typhoid  fever.  Those  who 
had  typhoid  fever  and  those  who  had  diphtheria  had  been  in 
our  neighboring  city  a  good  deal ;  while  of  the  three  cases  of 
whooping  cough,  all  were  brought  into  East  Haven  after  they 
had  become  sick  with  the  disease. 

No  pulmonary  consumption  has  been  reported.  The  safety 
of  the  community  requires  that  such  cases  be  reported,  that  the 
health  officer  may  cooperate  with  the  family  in  the  attempt  to 
save  the  community,  and  especially  the  other  members  of  the 
family,  from  the  dread  disease.  Even  when  once  started  in  a 
family,  it  need  not  involve  any  except  the  original  patient,  if 
only  they  would  observe  such  precautions  as  modem  science 
teaches. 

The  restrictions  laid  upon  the  importation  of  garbage  have 
had  a  ver^  marked  effect  in  diminishing  the  number  of  nuisance:^ 
and  have  made  the  town  much  cleaner  and  healthier. 

Sewage  disposal  is  in  accordance  with  ancient  methods. 

The  janitors  of  the  school  and  other  buildings  have  done  all 
in  their  power  to  keep  them  sanitary.  Certain  structural 
changes,  which  are  expected  to  be  made  soon,  will  be  a  great 
improvement. 

The  water  supply  is  excellent.  The  efforts  of  the  Water  Com- 
pany to  keep  the  water  pure  are  evident  and  so  are  the  good 
results. 

Some  of  our  dairymen  are  making  special  efforts  to  preserve 
the  purity  of  the  milk  sold  to  the  public.  Special  mention  should 
be  made  of  the  attempt  to  cool  the  milk,  as  soon  as  taken  from 
the  cow,  to  such  a  degree  as  to  impair  the  vitality  and  power 
for  evil  of  the  bacteria  which  may  have  got  into  it  during  the 
process  of  milking.  Some  of  the  dairymen  are  very  careful  in 
this  respect  and  deserve  much  praise. 

Arrangements  are  being  made  by  the  proper  officials  by  which 
a  low  part  of  Main  Street,  in  the  very  center  of  the  town,  which 
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for  a  number  of  years  has  been  a  constantly  increasing  menace ' 
to  the  health  of  the  town,  is  to  be  drained  immediately.     It  will 
be  a  difHcult  undertaking ;  but  will  result  in  a  great  improve- 
ment in  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  town. 

• 

East  Lyme — Dr.  R  H.  Dart,  Health  Officer. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  in  the  town  three  cases  of 
measles,  six  of  scarlet  fever,  one  of  typhoid  fever,  a  large  num- 
ber of  whooping  cough,  and  an  epidemic  of  mumps.  The 
measles  were  brought  into  town  by  a  Hungarian  family,  just 
arrived  in  this  country,  they  having  contracted  the  disease  on 
the  voyage. 

One  case  of  scarlet  fever  came  from  New  York  in  the  eruptive 
stage  of  the  disease,  but  there  was  no  spread  from  this  case  in 
this  town.  Three  cases  occurred  in  one  family,  the  first  case 
of  this  group  having  contracted  the  disease  in  Hartford  or  en 
route.  The  other  two  cases,  in  a  still  different  family,  probably 
obtained  it  indirectly  from  the  group  of  three  cases.  The 
case  of  typhoid  fever  occurred  at  White  Beach.  The  patient, 
a  summer  resident,  had  been  at  the  beach  for  a  month  previous 
to  her  illness,  but  had  made  two  trips  to  New  London  and  Watch 
Hill.  Four  other  persons  are  reported  to  have  had  typhoid  after 
their  return  from  White  Beach,  but  they  also  had  made  excur- 
sions to  New  London  and  other  places.  The  water  used  at 
White  Beach  was  examined  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  and 
pronounced  free  from  contamination.  The  milk  supply,  also,  on 
careful  examination  was  found  to  be  free  of  contamination. 

At  Crescent  Beach  and  White  Beach  the  can  system  for  the 
care  of  human  excreta  has  extended,  and  in  the  future  will  be 
required.  The  disposal  of  the  excreta  at  the  Spiritualists'  camp 
is  receiving  careful  attention. 

The  water  and  ice  supply  remains  as  in  the  past. 

The  milk  supply  is  improving  each  year. 

Easton — Dr.  Benj.  W.  White,  Health  Officer. 

I  have  absolutely  nothing  to  report  of  my  doings  in  the  town 
of  Easton. 

No  contagious  or  infectious  diseases  have  been  reported  to  me 
during  the  whole  year. 
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General  inquiry  satisfies  my  belief  that  the  school  houses  are 
in  a  sanitary  condition  for  the  ensuing  school  term. 

East  Windsor — Dr.  H.  O.  Allen,  Health  Officer, 

There  has  been  a  greater  variety  of  contagious  diseases  in 
town  than  usual  the  past  year. 

Measles  has  been  epidemic  in  the  western  portion  of  the  town 
and  twelve  cases  have  been  reported  from  the  eastern. 

During  the  months  of  November  and  December  of  1902,  diph- 
theria prevailed  in  the  village  of  Broad  Brook.  Fourteen  cases, 
four  of  which  were  fatal. 

Ten  cases  of  scarlet  fever  have  been  reported  with  two  deaths. 

Five  cases  of  typhoid  fever  occurred  in  the  village  of  Broad 
Brook  during  the  past  summer,  originating  from  a  well  that  in 
some  manner  had  become  infected.  No  cases  broke  out  except 
those  using  the  water  from  this  well. 

Whoc^ing  cough  has  been  epidemic.  The  majority  of  people 
do  not  consider  it  necessary  to  use  any  precaution  about  expos- 
ing their  own  or  others  to  the  contagion  arising  from  this 
disease  and  thus  it  becomes  general.  It  is  a  very  serious  dis- 
ease among  young  children  and  occasionally  leaves  lasting  effects 
with  older  ones.  So  much  so  that  it  is  policy  to  isolate  these 
cases  the  same  as  other  contagious  diseases.  There  have  been 
three  deaths  from  this  disease  in  town  during  the  past  summer. 

The  school  buildings  have  been  placed  in  good  condition,  out- 
buildings cleaned  and  made  healthful. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  state  that  no  nuisances  have  been  reported 
and  there  appears  a  disposition  on  the  part  of  the  public  to  see 
that  none  is  allowed  to  exist. 

The  milk  dealers  about  town  are  using  all  ordinary  measures 
to  have  their  product  delivered  to  patrons  in  a  good,  wholesome, 
sanitary  condition. 

Ellington — Dr.  Edwin  T.  Davis,  Health  Officer. 

An  epidemic  of  measles  occurred  during  the  winter.  In 
February,  one  hundred  and  eighteen  cases  were, reported.  The 
disease  originated  in  pupils  attending  the  Rockville  High  School 
and  living  in  various  parts  of  this  town,  who  spread  the  disease 
broadcast     Many  cases  were  of  severe  type,  but  not  a  death 
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from  the  disease  occurred.  Only  one  or  two  cases  of  scarlet 
fever  were  reported  to  the  health  officer,  and  no  other  cases  of 
contagious  disease. 

The  school  houses  have  been  thoroughly  renovated  before  the 
opening  of  the  school. 

The  water  supply  for  the  village  of  Ellington  is  not  as  good 
as  could  be  wished,  due  to  the  fact  that  much  surface  water 
gets  in  during  heavy  showers.  Something  should  be  done  to 
better  this  condition. 

The  milk  supply,  I  think,  is  good. 

Enfield — Dr.  George  T.  Finch,  Health  Officer, 

In  presenting  this  summary  of  the  work  of  the  health  officer  for 
the  year  ending  Sept.  i,  1903,  it  is  a  pleasure  to  note  the  kindly 
feeling,  the  readiness  to  cooperate,  the  appreciation  shown  in 
the  work  by  those  with  whom  the  health  officer  has  been  brought 
in  contact  during  the  year.  The  vast  majority  expect  and  are 
ready  for  the  changes  made  necessary  by  our  rapidly  growing 
community,  a  few  there  are  who  regard  their  position  as  excep- 
tional, who  consider  that  special  legislation  and  regulations 
should  be  devised  for  their  individual  case.  Much  has  been 
accomplished  during  the  past  year  and  much  remains  to  be 
done.  The  major  part  of  the  effort  of  this  department  has  been 
directed  toward  the  removal  of  offending  sink  drains  and  privies. 
We  are  often  asked  why  a  sweeping  order  is  not  issued  calling 
for  the  immediate  removal  of  all  privies.  Such  an  order  would 
certainly  cause  unnecessary  hardships,  and  in  certain  cases  and 
under  certain  conditions,  it  would  be  impossible  to  enforce  the 
order.  Last  year  we  succeeded  in  getting  rid  of  about  fifty 
privies  and  this  year  about  twice  this  number  have  been  ordered 
removed.  All  of  this  has  been  accomplished  in  a  w^y  that  has 
not  been  particularly  burdensome  to  any  one.  Our  work  in  this 
direction  is  blocked  very  often  by  the  faults  and  defects  of  our 
sewer  system.  Some  sections  have  no  sewers  of  any  kind,  some 
have  a  makeshift  which  is  a  sewer  in  name  only.  If  a  person 
lives  on  a  street  where  there  is  no  sewer,  or  where  the  sewer 
is  too  shallow  to  give  him  sufficient  fall  to  enter,  or  where  the 
sewer  is  so  small  that  it  is  already  making  trouble  for  every 
one  connected  with  it,  his  situation  is  certainly  worth  ccxisidera- 
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tion.  There  is  need  of  increased  zeal  and  energy  on  the  part  of 
our  board  of  sewer  commissioners  to  provide  new  sewer  privi- 
leges and  to  improve  the  old  ones.  There  is  usually  on  every 
street  one  property  holder  who  has  no  use  for  any  public 
improvement  that  costs  him  anything.  Such  an  one  should  not 
be  able,  m  the  slightest  degree,  to  obstruct  a  public  necessity. 
As  soon  as  the  new  sewer  on  North  Main  Street  was  completed 
the  property  holders  on  this  street  were  directed  to  enter  the 
sewer,  to  discontinue  the  use  of  other  drains,  and  to  remove 
their  privies.  The  order  was  promptly  and  cheerfully  obeyed. 
The  same  order  was  given  for  Central  Street,  It  develc^ed  that 
the  sewer  was  so  shallow  and  so  small  as  to  be  practically 
useless  to  those  living  on  the  north  side  of  the  street  The 
sewer  commissioners  were  appealed  to  and  they  have  this  most 
important  matter  in  hand  now.  It  concerns  not  only  Central 
Street  but  Wallace,  Hartley,  Young  Avenue,  and  Abbe  Court, 
and  it  will  relieve  us  of  a  great  number  of  nuisances. 

There  have  been  reported  to  me  since  the  last  annual  report, 
eighty-nine  cases  of  measles.     In  all  probability  there  were  many 
more  cases  in  town.     But  this  large  number  shows  a  gfrowing 
Nv  tendency  to  report  cases.     The  early  cases  were  placarded  and 

careful  instructions  were  given  in  the  hope  of  checking  the 
spread  of  the  disease.  Ten  cases  of  scarlet  fever  are  recorded. 
They  were  of  a  very  mild  type.  Of  diphtheria  and  mem- 
branous croup  we  have  had  five  cases,  and  of  whooping  cough 
but  two  cases  were  reported.  Fourteen  cases  of  typhoid  fever 
have  occurred  according  to  report.  The  typhoid  cases  have  run 
a  mild  course  as  a  rule. 

We  would  like  to  trace  these  cases  of  contagious  diseases  to 
their  source,  we  would  be  pleased  to  be  able  to  trace  their  spread. 
It  seems  impossible  to  do  more  than  speculate  on  these  points. 

No  measures  of  a  public  nature  have  been  taken  in  our  town 
to  prevent  the  spread  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  Through  the 
missionary  work  of  physicians,  the  public,  we  believe,  have 
passed  the  first  mile  stone  in  their  understanding  of  this  terrible 
disease.  Most  people  to-day  are  prepared  to  accept  the  fact  that 
it  can  be  communicated  from  individual  to  individual.  This  we 
take  it  is  the  entering  wedge  toward  its  control. 

The  number  of  complaints  regarding  nuisances  have  been 
unusually  small  during  the  year.     We  believe  that  the  good 
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work  done  during  the  past  few  years  is  beginning  to  show,  and 
that  nuisances  are  far  less  numerous. 

We  speak  with  pride  regarding  the  sanitary  condition  of  our 
school  buildings.  Every  parent  in  our  town  owes  a  debt  of 
g^titude  to  the  town  school  committee  for  the  care  and  fore- 
thought exercised  to  insure  the  health  and  comfort  of  our 
scholars.  Every  room,  thirty-nine  in  $11,  has  been  thoroughly 
cleaned  and  carefully  fumigated.  In  most  rooms  seats  and  desks 
have  been  revarnished.  Few  towns  can  show  school  property 
better  cared  for  in  every  way. 

We  are  exceptionally  fortunate  in  having  so  near  at  hand  a 
water  supply  so  abundant  and  pure.  The  sources  of  our  ice 
supply  will  be  better  than  ever  before. 

No  official  action  is  taken  to  regulate  the  handling  or  dis- 
pensing of  our  milk  supply.  Certain  of  our  dealers,  actuated 
by  pride  in  their  business  and  a  desire  to  be  up  to  the  times, 
have,  of  their  own  accord,  instituted  up-to-date  methods  in  their 
car^  of  milk.  Such  action  should  be  encouraged  by  the  public. 
Those  dealers  should  be  selected  who  are  most  careful  to  furnish 
a  pure  article.  On  the  whole,  the  work  of  the  year  is  encourag- 
ing.    There  still  remains  a  great  amount  of  work  to  be  done. 

The  sewer  questicm  is  the  important  one  of  the  day.  Let  us 
spur  our  sewer  board  to  see  the  pressing  needs  of  the  situation. 
The  whole  system  is  in  sad  need  of  careful  attention.  The  old 
must  be  repaired  and  new  pipes  must  be  laid.  In  the  village 
of  Thompsonville,  thickly  settled  as  it  is,  closely  crowded  as  it 
is  with  dwellings,  there  should  be  no  lack  of  sewer  privileges. 
No  <»ie  should  be  obliged  to  maintain  a  privy  or  run  a  sink  drain 
out  on  the  ground  for  lack  of  a  sewer.  The  sooner  these  things 
are  attended  to  the  sooner  can  we  make  our  town  a  pleasure  to 
the  dweller,  a  delight  to  the  traveler. 

Essex — ^Dr.  F.  B.  Bradeen,  Health  Officer,     No  Report. 

Fairfield — ^Dr.  W.  H.  Donaldson,  Health  Officer. 

From  a  sanitary  standpoint  the  year  has  established  a  new 
record.  There  has  been  less  sickness  and  fewer  deaths,  and  the 
services  of  the  health  officer  less  in  demand  than  usual.  With 
the  exception  of  an  outbreak  of  measles  in  the  Middle  school 
in  February,  there  have  been  few  cases  of  contagious  diseases. 
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There  were  forty-four  cases  of  measles  in  a  period  of  seven 
weeks,  but  timely  interference  and  quarantining  prevented  its 
spread  after  the  first  exposure.  This  was  a  practical  iUustration 
of  the  value  of  quarantine  in  this  disease. 

Scarlet  fever  was  limited  to  sii^  cases  in  the  winter  and  spring; 
diphtheria  only  three  cases,  and  two  of  typhoid  in  September. 
Our  comparative  freedom  from  consumption  still  continues; 
only  four  cases  known. 

Attention  was  given  to  two  general  nuisances,  two  foul  pig- 
pens, one  sink-drain,  one  pond-drain,  one  case  of  contamina- 
tion of  reservoir  and  the  burial  of  six  dead  animals  and  one 
human  body. 

The  record  of  vital  statistics  is  very  gratifying.  The  number 
of  deaths  is  considerably  less  than  in  any  of  the  past  ten  years — 
twenty-nine  males  and  thirty-three  females — ^giving  a  death-rate 
of  13.8  per  1,000.  Last  year  it  was  16.2;  that  of  the  State 
at  large  16.5 ;  of  the  smaller  towns,  15. 

Over  one-third  of  the  deaths  were  of  persons  over  seventy 
years  of  age;  nine  were  infants.  Thirty-two  diflferent  causes 
were  given  for  the  sixty-one  deaths,  showing  that  our  locality 
has  no  specially  predominant  class  of  disease.  But  there  were 
a  smaller  number  of  births,  seventy-five,  against  over  eighty  in 
previous  years — forty-four  males,  thirty-one  females. 

For  a  period  of  more  than  two  years  the  health  officer  has 
repeatedly  warned  the  citizens  of  the  town,  and  the  school 
committee  in  particular,  of  the  unsanitary  condition  of  certain 
schools,  but  the  warning  was  ignored.  When  the  measles 
appeared  in  the  Middle  school,  the  school  committee  was  for- 
bidden to  continue  the  school  under  existing  conditions.  An 
appeal  was  taken  to  the  county  health  officer,  resulting  in  an 
endorsement  of  the  order,  and  the  committee  directed  to  provide 
suitable  accommodations. 

In  consequence  of  this  action  a  special  town  meeting  raised  a 
special  committee  to  examine  and  renovate  all  the  schools  of 
the  town.  This  committee  substantiated  all  the  findings  of  the 
health  officer,  and  going  farther  stated  that  the  conditions  found 
were  a  disgrace  to  the  town.  As  a  result,  this  committee  has 
put  all  of  the  school  buildings  in  a  suitable  condition  for  their 
work. 
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Especial  attention  has  been  given  to  the  water  supply,  ventila- 
tion and  the  toilets.  The  schools  are  now  in  better  condition 
for  the  sanitary  care  of  the  children  than  for  many  years. 
Now  that  public  sentiment  has  been  aroused,  the  town  officials 
must  be  compelled  to  maintain  the  schools  with  a  proper  regard 
for  the  health  and  morals  of  the  children.  A  course  of  instruc- 
tion in  sanitation  and  hygiene  would  be  highly  beneficial  to  the 
teachers. 


Farmington — Dr.  J.  B.  Newton,  Health  Officer. 

For  the  year  ending  September  i,  1903,  the  physicians  of  the 
town  have  encountered  ninety-two  cases  of  measles;  two  of 
scarlet  fever;  five  of  diphtheria;  three  of  typhoid  fever,  and 
twenty  cases  of  whooping  cough,  with  no  deaths  from  the  above 
diseases. 

Six  nuisances  have  been  reported  and  abated  without  difficulty. 

The  question  concerning  garbage,  ice  ponds,  milk,  public 
water,  etc.,  remains  the  same  as  previous  years. 

Franklin — J.  Henry  King,  Esq.,  Health  Officer. 

One  case  of  small  pox  was  reported,  at  the  home  of  Thomas 
Newman;  the  place  was  quarantined.  It  was  of  a  mild  type 
and  nothing  serious  resulted  from  it 

Five  cases  of  measles  were  reported ;  they  also  were  mild. 

Two  nuisances  were  abated  without  complaint. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  school  houses  and  surroundings 
I  can  report  as  good. 

Glastonbury — ^Dr.  Chas.  G.  Rankin,  Health  Officer. 

There  have  been  reported  during  the  year  the  following  con- 
tagious diseases :  Scarlet  fever,  nineteen  cases.  These' occurred 
during  the  fall  and  winter  and  were  of  rather  mild  type.  There 
were  seven  cases  of  diphtheria  reported;  one  fatal.  One  case 
of  membranous  croup,  also  fatal.  Six  cases  of  typhad  fever, 
none  fatal.  Whoqping  cough  has  been  more  or  less  prevalent 
during  the  year,  but  is  not  generally  reported.  About  thirty 
cases  have  come  to  my  notice.  No  other  contagious  diseases 
have  been  reported. 
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I  have  received  thirteen  complaints  of  nuisances,  all  of  which 
have  been  abated  at  my  suggestion.  Received  oat  ccMnplaint 
from  the  board  of  examiners  of  barbers. 

Supply  of  public  ice  is  from  ponds  free  from  contamination. 
Have  examined  three  ponds. 

Have  visited  the  stables  of  public  milk  producers  three  times 
during  the  year.  They  are  kept  in  good  condition  and  the  cows 
are  healthy.  No  particular  precautions  are  taken  to  insure 
purity,  except  ordinary  cleanliness. 

No  public  sanitary  improvements  have  been  undertaken  dur- 
ing the  year, 

Goshen — Dr.  J.  Howard  North,  Health  Officer. 

The  high  standard  of  health  heretofore  prevailing  in  Goshen 
has  been  maintained  in  the  past  year. 

Diseases — Measles,  a  few  cases,  all,  doubtless,  contracted  at 
a  circus  in  neighboring  town.  There  are  no  cases  of  consump- 
tion under  observation.  The  excretions  from  sufferers  with 
pneumonia,  bronchitis  and  catarrhal  diseases  of  the  mucous 
membrane  are,  by  the  physicians'  advice,  taken  care  of  in  a 
way  to  more  or  less  abridge  the  broadcast  dissemination  of 
morbid  material. 

Ice  ponds,  milk  supply,  and  all  other  matters  coming  under 
the  subject  of  public  sanitation  and  hygiene  are  the  same  as 
last  year,  generally  good. 

Granby — Dr.  R.  B.  Chatfield,  Health  Officer. 

Twenty  cases  of  measles  and  one  case  of  scarlet  fever  are  all 
the  contagious  diseases  that  have  come  to  my  knowledge,  but 
I  think  there  were  several  cases  of  measles  and  possibly  one 
case  of  scarlet  fever  not  reported. 

Measles  were  brought  into  the  town  at  three  different  inter- 
vals, but  none  of  the  cases  were  very  severe ;  all  recovered. 

There  have  been  several  complaints  of  nuisances  made  and 
promptly  adjusted. 

Greenwich — Dr.  Leander  P.  Jones,  Health  Officer. 

The  health  officer  of  the  town  and  borough  of  Greenwich  sub- 
mits the  following  report  for  the  year  ending  September  i, 
1903.     Contagious  .diseases  as  follows:    Measles,  five;    diph- 
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theria,  seventeen ;  scarlet  fever,  fourteen ;  typhoid  fever,  thirty ; 
whooping  cough,  six.  There  has  been  no  great  number  of  pul- 
monary cases.  Leaflets  provided  by  the  State  regarding  the  care 
•of  such  cases  have  been  distributed,  where  they  were  needed. 

Many  nuisances,  real  or  imaginary,  have  been  reported,  and 
have  been  investigated  and  abated  wherever  practicable. 

The  sewer  on  Orchard  Place  has  been  completed;  some  of 
the  houses  on  the  line  have  not  been  cwinected  with  the  sewer. 
Connection  should  be  made  at  once.  There  is  urgent  need  of 
a  sewer  on  East  Putnam  Avenue ;  it  should  be  constructed  with- 
out further  delay.  Sound  Beach  needs  a  sewer  system.  Cas- 
sidy  Park  ought  to  have  sewer  accommodation. 

We  have  an  emergency  hospital  and  isolation  plant  for  con- 
tagious diseases,  both  of  which  are  in  frequent  requisition.  We 
owe  them  both  to  the  wise  philanthropy  of  Robert  M.  Bruce. 

The  school  houses  have  been  carefully  inspected  and  found  to 
be  in  the  usual  condition.  In  some  cases,  improvements  have 
been  made  by  the  suggestion  of  the  health  officer.  The  town 
building  is  as  unsavory  as  of  old,  and  the  lock-up  is  a  terror,  not 
only  to  evil-doers,  but  to  all  lovers  of  proper  sanitation. 

We  have  had  thirty  cases  of  typhoid  in  our  town  during  the 
year.  Some  of  the  number  contracted  the  disease  elsewhere. 
A  large  proportion  of  the  cases  ccmtracted  in  Greenwich  had 
been  drinking  well  water.  The  water  from  the  wells  was  exam- 
ined by  the  State  chemist.  One  well  was  condemned  and 
changes  recommended  in  others.  The  public  water  was  exam- 
ined several  times  in  the  year.  There  was  some  odor  from  the 
water  in  the  old  reservoir  through  the  summer,  but  the  State 
chemist  did  not  consider  it  dangerous.  The  water  filters  have 
much  improved.     Much  of  the  ice  used  in  town  is  the  Hygiea. 

Griswold — Dr.  George  H.  Jennings,  Health  Officer. 

For  the  year  ending  August  31st,  there  were  reported  under 
the  head  of  infectious  diseases,  cases  of  measles,  scarlet  fever, 
typhoid  fever,  whooping  cough  and  small  pox. 

Measles — Measles  was  prevalent  in  the  borough  of  Jewett 
City  during  the  winter,  and  from  this  point  carried  to  other 
parts  of  the  town.  From  February  to  May  there  were  thirty-six 
•  cases  reported.    The  disease  was  of  ordinary  severity. 
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Scarlet  fever — In  January  there  was  one  case;  the  source 
could  not  be  found.  The  patient  was  isolated  until  recovery, 
the  rooms  disinfected;  no  other  member  of  the  family  taking 
the  disease. 

Whooping  cough — In  April  and  May  there  were  sixteen  cases 
reported ;  the  disease  was  of  a  mild  type. 

Small  pox — For  the  first  time  in  thirty-five  years,  although  for 
several  years  it  had  been  prevalent  in  many  parts  of  the  State, 
small  pox  has  invaded  this  town.  The  first  case  was  in  June, 
followed  by  six  more  cases  in  July,  all  in  one  family,  but 
living  in  two  separate  houses.  The  disease  was  first  con- 
tracted in  Voluntown.  The  disease  was  of  a  mild  form,  all 
ranged  from  six  months  to  sixty  years.  None  had  ever  been 
vaccinated.  In  one  house,  where  there  were  six  cases,  two  other 
members  of  the  household,  who  had  been  previously  vaccinated, 
did  not  take  the  disease;  in  the  other  house,  where  there  was 
one  case,  prompt  vaccination  of  the  other  members  of  the  family 
prevented  any  spreading  of  the  disease,  although  those  vac- 
cinated acted  as  nurses  to  the  sick.  After  the  recovery  of  those 
who  had  the  disease,  the  rooms  occupied  were  thoroughly  dis- 
infected ;  all  articles  of  apparel  and  bedding  were  destroyed. 

The  first  case  was  taken  sick  on  the  19th  of  June,  and  was 
supposed  to  be  only  an  attack  of  indigestion.  The  third  day 
the  child  was  apparently  well,  the  doctor's  visits  were  discon- 
tinued ;  when  the  rash  and  pustules  appeared  no  attention  was 
paid  to  it,  as  the  child  was  up  about  the  house.  The  next  two 
cases  were  very  mild,  no  doctor  being  called  until  the  other 
three  members  of  the  family  were  taken  sick ;  this  was  the 
I2th  of  July,  after  the  disease  had  been  in  progress  three 
weeks.  Dr.  N.  P.  Smith  of  Norwich  saw  the  cases  and  agreed 
in  the  diagnosis  of  small  pox. 

The  fact  that  for  three  weeks  there  were  cases  of  this  disease 
unrecognized  and  unrestricted  makes  it  a  matter  for  congratula- 
tion that  the  disease  was  not  widespread.  On  the  premises  where 
the  six  cases  were,  one  being  the  proprietor  himself,  the 'busi- 
ness of  blacksmithing  and  repairing  was  carried  on,  bringing 
people  from  all  parts  of  the  town.  The  disease  occurred  at  a 
time  when  good  ventilation  was  always  maintained  on  account 
of  the  warm  season,  and  during  the  summer  vacation  of  the 
schools ;  had  these  cases  occurred  in  the  cold  season,  the  time 
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when  small  pox  is  most  prevalent,  because  of  less  thorough 
ventilation,  it  might  easily  have  spread  throughout  the  town. 

Vaccination — Early  in  February  the  law  relating  to  school 
children  who  attend  the  public  schools  being  vaccinated,  was 
published  and  recorded  in  the  town  records.  (This  law  had 
been  generally  adopted  by  the  towns  through  the  State.)  The 
law  became  operative  in  the  town  on  the  17th  of  February.  A 
reasonable  time  was  given  to  allow  the  school  children  to  get 
vaccinated.  It  was  the  intention  of  your  health  officer  to  have 
all  schools  visited  by  a  physician  and  allow  the  children  to  be 
vaccinated.  Before  the  expiration  of  the  time  given  to  allow 
the  children  to  become  vaccinated  before  enforcing  the  law,  a 
meeting  of  the  school  board  was  called  to  consider  the  question 
of  ordering  the  vaccination  of  the  school  children  in  the  town. 
As  the  school  board  had  taken  the  vaccination  of  the  children 
up,  the  time  set  by  your  health  officer  for  this  law  to  be  enforced 
was  extended  indefinitely  to  await  the  action  of  the  board.  The 
board  met  and  considered  the  question,  but  adjourned,  as  I 
understand  it,  without  taking  any  action. 

It  is  a  matter  of  dispute  where  the  highest  power  lies  in  the 
matter  of  vaccinating  the  school  children.  It  is  certain  that 
the  school  board  have  the  power,  also  that  the  school  board  and 
health  officer  together  have  an  undisputed  right  to  order  vac- 
cination. 

About  forty  per  cent,  of  the  school  children  in  the  town  have 
been  vaccinated ;  in  two  districts,  Hopeville  and  Woodward,  all 
the  children  have  been-  vaccinated ;  in  the  Jewett  City  school 
about  one-half  are  so  protected. 

The  board  of  selectmen  have  been  most  prompt  and  willing  to 
assist  in  every  way  in  the  suppression  of  contagious  diseases, 
and  in  general  vaccination,  all  necessary  expenses  that  were 
incurred  in  the  caring  for  contagious  diseases  were  promptly 
paid,  and  the  use  of  antitoxin  for  diphtheria  and  vaccination  of 
those  who  felt  unable  to  pay  were  authorized. 

There  was  no  complaint  of  a  nuisance  received. 

Groton — ^Dr.  a.  M.  Purdy,  Health  Officer,    No  Report. 
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Guilford — Dr.  Redfield  B.  West,  Health  Officer. 

This  town  has  been  remarkably  free  from  contagious  diseases 
during  the  past  twelve  months.  Cases  of  measles  were  reported 
of  widely  different  location  and  origin,  in  six  families.  Also 
one  case  of  typhoid  fever.  No  other  diseases  except  consump- 
tion have  been  reported:  this  has  claimed  eight  out  of  a 
total  of  forty  deaths  during  the  year.  Eventually  the  people 
may  realize  more  fully  the  contagiousness  of  consumption, 
that  new  cases  are  propagated  from  the  expectoration  of  those 
who  have  the  disease,  and  more  effectual  precautions  will  prob- 
ably be  taken ;  tuberculosis  may  then  become  a  very  infrequent 
disease. 

Owing  to  the  prevalence  of  small  pox  in  this  State,  regulations 
regarding  vaccination  have  become  more  stringent  than 
formerly. 

The  drainage  of  Guilford  is  a  question  of  much  hygienic 
importance.  In  one  street,  at  least,  some  other  way  to  dispose  of 
sewage  than  by  percolation  into  the  soil  seems  necessary. 

Haddam — No  Report.     No  Health  Officer. 

Hamden — Dr.  Henry  H.  Smith,  Health  Officer. 

The  town  health  officer  is  a  public  servant,  the  guardian  of 
the  public  health,  and  desirous  of  doing  only  what  is  right  His 
duties  are  many  and  often  unpleasant.  He  must  expect  much 
criticism,  sometimes  merited,  many  times  undeserved.  He  is 
the  friend  of  the  people,  but  often  treated  as  an  enemy.  If  he 
performs  his  duties  faithfully  he  deserves  the  support  and  assist- 
ance of  the  communitv  in  his  endeavors. 

For  many  years  there  has  been  a  widespread  impressicm 
that  the  town  of  Hamden  is  a  hot-bed  of  malaria.  A  careful 
study  of  the  prevalence  of  this  disease  for  the  past  seven  years, 
and  with  unusual  opportunities  for  observation  throughout  the 
whole  extent  of  the  town,  led  me  to  believe  that  this  opinion  is 
not  warranted,  by  the  fact  that  Hamden,  instead  of  being  more 
malarial,  is  far  less  so  than  the  town  land  nearer  the  water.  The 
level  plains  and  sandy  ^oil  of  a  large  part  of  the  town,  and  the 
high  and  wooded  hills  and  extensive  farms  of  the  other  portion, 
make  Hamden  a  most  healthful  and  beautiful  place  of  residence. 
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Its  dose  proximity  to  New  Haven  and  its  excellent  trolley  c(»- 
nection  make  it  an  ideal  place  for  those  who,  while  finding 
employment  in  the  city,  desire  for  their  children  the  freedom, 
fresh  air,  and  abundant  sunlight,  only  obtainable  in  the  country. 

The  past  year  has  seen  but  three  cases  of  typhoid  fever. 
Eight  cases  of  diphtheria  and  fifteen  of  scarlet  fever  during  the 
entire  year  in  a  town  of  six  thousand  inhabitants  is,  to  say  the 
least,  as  small  a  percentage  of  contagious  diseases  as  will  be 
found  anywhere. 

Comparatively  few  nuisances  hav.e  been  reported,  all  of  which 
have  been  abated,  though  in  some  instances  somewhat  tardily. 

For  some  years  the  people  living  near  the  railroad  crossing 
on  Putnam  Avenue  and  those  who  have  had  occasion  to  fre- 
quently pass  that  way  either  riding  or  on  the  train,  have  been 
seriously  annoyed  by  the  sickening  smell  from  the  unloading  and 
hauling  of  the  carloads  of  manure  that  are  unloaded  at  the  siding 
near  Broadbent's  store.  To  try  and  find  some  means  by  which 
this  troublesome  and  offensive  condition  might  be  done  away 
with  and  at  the  same  time  not  do  an  injustice  to  those  most 
interested,  a  conference  was  held  early  in  August  at  which  all 
the  parties  at  interest  met  the  railroad  officers  and  discussed  the 
situation  and  plans  for  relief.  The  matter  was  left  to  a  com- 
mittee to  report  and  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  a  satisfactory 
change  in  the  point  of  unloading  will  soon  be  made. 

New  Haven  still  continues  to  send  her  garbage  into  Hamden, 
where  it  is  used  to  poison  swine  and  the  air  of  the  surrounding 
country  with  its  noxious  odor.  This  antiquated  method  of  deal- 
ing with  the  waste  from  a  city  like  New  Haven  should  have 
been  abolished  long  ago.  Other  cities  have  established  plants 
for  the  proper  disposal  of  their  garbage  and  we  should  no 
longersubmit  to  the  perpetration  of  the  nuisance.  A  conference 
with  a  committee  from  the  State  Board  of  Health  has  been 
arranged,  to  ascertain  what  can  best  be  done  to  finally  put  an  end 
to  what  has  not  been  a  lingering  sweetness,  but  long  drawn  out. 
Licenses  have  been  issued  to  six  parties  to  cart  garbage  into  or 
through  the  town. 

It  is  gratif)ring  to  note  that  a  fine  new  and  modem  school 
building  has  been  built  for  the  Hamden  Plains  district.  High- 
wood  is  growing  rapidly,  and  the  present  school  accommodations 
are  entirely  inadequate.    The  rooms  are  low,  the  floors  are  sadly 
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worn,  making  it  impossible  to  keep  them  clean  and  prevent  a 
cloud  of  germ-laden  dust  from  continually  rising  when  walking 
upon  them.  They  are  overcrowded  and  the  poisoned  air  the 
children  are  obliged  to  breathe  for  five  or  more  hours  daily 
seriously  endangers  their  health.  Children  are  especially  sus- 
ceptible to  these  depressing  influences  and  we  have  no  moral 
right  to  subject  them  to  conditions  so  injurious. 

All  of  the  school  rooms  have  been  thoroughly  cleaned  and 
many  of  them  fumigated,  the  privies  and  outbuildings  put  in  a 
sanitary  condition  and  every  effort  will  be  made  to  keq) 
them  so. 

The  teachers  are  instructed  to  send  home  any  and  every  child 
who  presents  himself  at  school  with  any  sickness,  inflamed  eyes, 
or  vermin,  with  an  explanatory  note  requesting  the  parent  to  call 
a  physician.  This  rule  should  be,  and  I  believe  is,  rigidly 
enforced  as  a  protection  to  the  entire  school.  After  every  conta- 
gious disease  and  after  death  from  tuberculosis  the  health  officer 
personally  disinfects  such  rooms  as  have  become  infected.  This 
disinfecticHi  is  done  with  formaldehyde  in  large  volume,  fol- 
lowed  by  thorough  cleaning  with  soap  and  water.  The  best  of 
all  disinfectants  is  an  abundance  of  sunlight  and  fresh  air.  I 
would  therefore  recommend  that  the  present  practice  of  drawing 
the  curtains  or  closing  the  blinds,  or  both,  in  the  school  room 
while  unused,  be  abandoned  and  that  all  the  sunlight  possible  be 
admitted. 

The  condition  of  one  pond  has  been  ipiproved  by  my  order. 
The  Hamden  dairymen  are  above  the  average.  Their  stables 
are  dirty  and  low  and  cramped  but  better  than  they  used  to  be. 
They  milk  the  cows  in  the  good  old-fashioned  way,  but  do  wash 
the  udders  and  brush  off  the  dirt  when  they  have  time ;  some  of 
them  still  continue  to  feed  brewery  grain  but  I  think  less  is  now 
used  than  formerly.  Several  of  our  dairymen  use  separators. 
They  all  cool  their  milk  immediately  and  keep  it  in  ice  water 
until  put  on  the  wagons  for  delivery  in  the  morning.  The  bot- 
tles and  other  receptacles  are  kept  better  than  they  used  to  be, 
but  so  far  as  I  know,  no  attempt  is  made  to  sterilize  them, 

Hamden  annually  avails  herself  of  the  State  provision  for 
good  roads  and  builds  one  or  more  miles  every  year — so  that 
within  a  few  years  the  most  travelled  highways  have  been  very 
greatly  improved. 
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In  the  more  thickly  settled  portion  of  the  town  the  greatest 
public  sanitary  need  is  an  abundant  water  supply  and  a  system 
of  drainage.  The  great  hindrance  to  this  is  the  large  expendi- 
ture that  would  be  required. 

Hampton — Dr.  L.  W.  Spencer,  Health  Officer. 

We  have  been  very  free  from  contagious  diseases,  with  the 
exception  of  an  epidemic  of  measles.  During  March  and  April, 
there  were  from  forty  to  fifty  cases,  but  all  recovered.  Have 
had  but  one  case  of  whooping  cough,  and  no  cases  of  scarlet 
fever,  diphtheria  or  typhoid  feven 

Our  water  supply  is  good,  all  from  wells.  One  or  two  cases  of 
nuisances  were  abated  on  notice  being  called  to  them. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  school  houses  is  good,  have 
inspected  them  all  within  two  weeks. 

Our  milk  supply  is  of  the  best

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It  will  be  noticed  that  in  the  tables  of  contagious  diseases  we 
had  twenty-one  cases  of  small  pox  and  no  deaths.  The  first  case 
we  found  was  in  a  French  family  in  Parkville,  which  we  traced 
back  to  another  French  family  where  three  children  had  had  it : 
and  were  convalescing. 

This  family  had  a  relative  visiting  them  who  had  only  just 
been  released  from  quarantine,  for  small  pox,  in  Canada.  These 
cases  were  entirely  in  the  French  families.  All  cases  were  taken 
to  the  small  pox  hospital,  all  exposed  persons  vaccinated  and 
kept  in  strict  quarantine. 

A  general  house  to  house  vaccination  of  the  whole  section 
prevented  further  spread  of  this  disease.  Twenty  of  the  twenty- 
one  cases  appeared  in  the  same  month.  The  other  case  was  a 
professional  tramp,  who  walked  into  the  city  with  the  disease. 
It  is  very  gratifying  to  see  the  continuous  decrease  in  the  number 
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of  cases  of  diphtheria^  which  is  shown  by  151  this  year  com- 
pared  to  244  in  1902,  and  over  400  in  1901. 

We  had  a  very  marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  scarlet  fever 
cases,  which  was  due  to  the  strict  quarantine  which  the  Board 
insisted  upon  having  in  every  case. 

We  have  fewer  cases  of  typhoid  fever  reported  to  the  Board 
this  year,  than  any  other  in  the  last  ten. 

Hartford  was  visited  last  winter  with  an  epidemic  of  measles, 
commencing  in  November  and  extending  to  April,  which  was 
probably  due  to  the  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  doctors  in  not 
observing  strict  quarantine  in  every  case,  and  parents  doing 
without  the  services  of  physicians. 

In  the  months  of  July  and  Aug^ist  our  medical  inspectors 
made  house  to  house  inspections  in  the  crowded  districts  of  our 
city,  giving  mothers  instructions  about  the  care  and  feeding 
of  their  babies.  The  result  is  shown  in  the  marked  decrease  in 
the  per  cent,  of  mortality  in  the  baby  diseases. 

In  the  last  year  the  Board  has  taken  a  stand  in  regard  to 
expectorating  upon  the  streets  and  in  public  conveyances,  hav- 
ing put  signs  in  the  latter,  with  good  results.  They  are  about 
to  put  signs  in  conspicuous  places  along  the  public  streets  also. 

The  sanitary  and  plumbing  inspectors  are  to  be  complimented 
for  their  very  efficient  work  for  the  sanitary  condition  of  our 
city,  which  is,  without  question,  much  better  than  it  has  been 
before. 

The  commissioners  are  to  be  commended  for  the  very  able 
and  effective  work  of  their  Board. 


Hartland — E.  A.  Gaylord,  Esq.,  Health  Officer. 

I  have  had  only  one  case  of  measles  reported,  and  one  case  of 
diphtheria,  very  mild.  I  quarantined  the  family.  There  was 
quite  a  family  of  children,  but  no  one  else  came  down  with  it. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  our  school  houses  is  excellent. 

Ice  ponds^-They  are  all  in  good  condition. 

Milk — The  farmers  of  this  town  take  much  care  of  their 
dairies  and  I  think  them  above  the  average  as  regards  neatness 
and  cleanliness. 

We  have  no  public  works,  except  road  building,  etc. 
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Harwinton — ^WiLLiAM  J.  Barber,  Esq.,  Health  Officer. 

Report  for  the  year  ending  August  31,  1903.  Seven  cases  of 
measles  have  occurred  in  town  during  the  year.  The  primary 
case  was  from  an  unquarantined  case  in  an  adjoining  town. 
There  was  no  secondary  case  from  this  case.  There  were  three 
other  primary  cases,  probably  from  cases  in  Torrington,  where 
there  were  numerous  cases  during  the  summer.  No  secondary 
cases  arose  outside  the  families  in  which  the  primary  cases 
started.    All  were  quarantined. 

There  has  been  one  case  of  scarlet  fever  and  one  of  diphtheria 
during  the  year.  Both  were  quarantined.  In  February  a  case 
of  whooping  cough  developed  in  the  southwest  part  of  the 
town.  This  case  was  one  of  a  child  who  caught  the  disease 
while  on  a  visit  in  an  adjoining  town.  The  case  was  not 
reported  to  the  health  officer,  but  was  the  sourfce  of  an  epidemic 
in  that  neighborhood  which  was  severe  enough  so  that  the  school 
visitor  closed  the  school.  This  was  followed  about  five  weeks 
later  by  another  epidemic  at  Harwinton  Center,  probably  from 
the  first  one ;  most  of  the  cases  were  of  a  mild  type.  If  the  first 
case  had  been  reported  it  is  possible  that  but  one  case  would 
have  developed.  All  reported  cases  had  notices  posted.  No 
case  of  pulmonary  consumption  has  been  reported  during  the 
year. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  school  buildings  is  fair  as  com- 
pared with  country  school  houses  generally. 

There  are  no  very  large  dairies  in  the  town ;  most  of  the  milk 
sold  being  produced  by  herds  of  from  twelve  to  fifteen  cows. 
These  are  in  good  healthy  condition  and  kept  in  a  cleanly 
manner.  \ 

Hebron — Dr.  Cyrus  H.  Pendleton,  Health  Officer. 

There  were,  so  far  as  known,  seven  cases  of  diphtheria;  six 
of  the  cases,  all  in  the  same  family,  were  of  a  very  mild  grade. 
The  number  of  cases  of  membranous  croup  were  two,  one  case 
fatal.  One  case  was  in  the  family  in  which  the  six  cases  of  diph- 
theria above  mentioned  occurred,  and  seemed  to  be  secondary 
to  them,  and  led  to  the  discovery  of  them ;  antitoxin  was  used 
in  this  case  as  soon  as  possible,  with  rapid  recovery  of  the 
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patient'*'    There  was  only  one  case  of  t3rphoid  fever,  the  patient 
coming  home  from  Crescent  Beach  sick  with  it 

Huntington — ^Dr.  W.  S.  Randall,  Health  Officer, 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  herewith  my  tenth  annual  report 
as  town  health  officer  for  the  year  ending  August  31,  1903. 
Sixty-two  cases  of  contagious  diseases  have  been  reported  dur- 
ing the  year  as  compared  with  thirty-five  for  the  year  preceding. 
These  are  subdivided  as  follows : 

Measles,  seven  cases;  scarlet  fever,  forty;  diphtheria,  four;, 
whooping  cough,  seven ;  typhoid  fever,  three ;  tuberculosis,  one. 

It  will  be  noticed  by  the  foregoing  that  there  has  been  a  large 
increase  in  contagious  diseases.  This  was  due  entirely  to  a 
mild  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever,  which  began  to  show  itself  last 
December  and  has  continued  through  each  succeeding  month 
to  the  present  time.  This  is  the  largest  number  of  scarlatinal 
cases  reported  in  any  one  year  in  this  town  in  over  ten  years 
and  for  what  reason  it  is  difficult  to  state.  We  are,  however, 
not  alone  in  this  respect,  as  many  sections  of  the  State  have 
experienced  a  similar  state  of  affairs. 

It  was.  impossible  to  ascertain  the  source  of  infection  in  these 
cases  of  scarlatina,  and  they  were,  for  the  most  part,  mild  and 
all  ended  in  recovery. 
.  Regarding  the  four  diphtheria  cases.  The  source  of  infection 
unknown.  They  were  widely  separated  from  each  other  and  all 
recovered. 

Only  seven  cases  of  whooping  cough  wfere  reported  although 
a  much  larger  number  of  cases  existed.  The  rules  require  that 
these  cases  shall  be  reported  just  as  well  as  any  other  contagious 
disease. 

Typhoid  fever  claimed  only  three  victims,  which  again  leads 
us  to  congratulate  ourselves  that  this  dreaded  disease  is  so 
scarce  within  our  borders.  The  usual  quarantine  regulations 
were  carried  out  and  thorough  disinfection  employed  where 
necessary  in  the  cases  above  alluded  to. 

Tuberculous  disease  caused  six  deaths  in  the  entire  town,  the 
same  number  as  last  year  or  about  eight  and  one-half  per  cent, 
of  the  total  deaths. 

*An  of  which  proves  that  it  was  diphtheria  instead  of  croup. — C.  A.  L. 
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Remarkably  few  in  number  have  been  the  calls  for  sanitary 
inspection  during  the  past  year,  only  five  having  been  made. 
Of  these  only  two  could  properly  be  called  nuisances  and  were 
readily  corrected.  Regarding  sewage  and  garbage  disposal 
there  has  been  nothing  worthy  of  special  mention  since  my  last 
report. 

The  usual  instructions  to  teachers  were  given  regarding  the 
reporting  of  contagious  or  suspicious  diseases  which  might 
occur  among  the  pupils.  The  new  rule  requiring  all  children 
to  be  vaccinated  or  show  a  certificate  of  exemption  is  in  force 
and  works  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  Inspection  about  the 
watershed  and  reservoirs  shows  them  to  be  in  the  usual  good 
condition.  With  reference  to  our  milk  supply  it  is  only  fair  to 
state  that  much  pains  is  taken  by  our  dairymen  to  not  only  fur- 
nish a  good  wholesome  milk  but  also  to  protect  the  same  irom 
contamination  both  at  the  farm  and  in  transit. 

Borough  of  Jewett  City — Dr.  George  H.  Jennings,  Health 

Officer, 

There  were  reported  cases  of  measles,  diphtheria,  membranous 
croup  and  whooping  cough. 

Measles — ^There  were  four  cases  reported  in  September,  in 
January  there  were  twenty-five  cases,  the  disease  becoming 
epidemic  and  continuing  through  the  next  two  months ;  in  April 
there  were  twenty-five  cases  and  in  May  eight  cases,  the  last 
that  were  reported.  Whenever  measles  become  at  all  prevalent, 
so  many  cases  are  treated  at  home  without  a  physician  being 
called  that  a  general  spreading  of  the  disease  is  certain  to  occur. 

Diphtheria — ^There  were  five  cases  reported;  not  more  than 
one  in  one  family,  none  fatal.  Isolation  of  cases  and  early 
use  of  antitoxin  on  both  patient  and  other  members  of  family 
employed  when  possible. 

Membranous  croup — One  case  reported. 

Whooping  cough — There  were  forty-seven  cases. 

The  disposal  of  sewage  remains  the  same — with  the  exception 
of  a  small  part  of  the  borough  that  has  a  good  sewerage  system 
all-  the  rest  is  by  cesspools.  At  a  borough  meeting,  six  months 
ago,  it  was  voted  to  establish  a  sewer  to  take  all  sewage  on  the 
main  street;  as  yet  the  borough  officials  have  not  seen  fit  to 
take  any  action. 
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The  school  building  was  thoroughly  cleaned  during  the  sum- 
mer vacation. 

The  increased  age  of  our  reservoir  and  the  cool  season  has 
given  the  borough  a  good  supply  of  water ;  lack  of  attention  to 
some  of  the  branch  pipes  in  having  them  frequently  flushed,  was 
an  occasional  annoyance. 

Kent — Eugene  W.  Bull,  Esq.,  Health  Officer. 

Since  November  7,  1902,  the  date  of  my  appointment  as 
town  health  officer,  there  has  been  reported  nine  cases  of  scarlet 
fever,  seven  of  a  severe  type  and  two  mild.  I  was  unable  to 
determine  the  origin  of  any  except  the  last  one,  which  probably 
came  from  Danbury,  Conn.  These  cases  appeared  in  six 
different  families,  between  which  no  contagious  relations  were 
discovered. 

Each  case  was  strictly  quarantined  and  precaution  taken 
against  the  spread  of  the  disease,  and  before  removing  the  quar- 
antine in  every  case  the  premises  were  thoroughly  fumigated 
and  disinfected  with  burning  sulphur  and  formaldehyde  gas  and 
by  washing  all  woodwork  with  a  solution  of  carbolic  acid  or 
corrosive  sublimate.  All  articles  of  clothing,  bedding,  all  books 
and  papers,  etc.,  that  were  used  about  the  patients  or  in  the 
rooms  occupied  by  them  that  could  not  be  readily  fumigated  or 
disinfected,  were  burned. 

Only  one  case  of  measles  was  reported  and  as  it  was  of  a 
mild  type  and  isolated  I  did  not  consider  it  necessary  to  quaran- 
tine. 

The  entire  cost  for  material  furnished  for  fumigating  and  dis- 
infecting and  fees  for  service  as  health  officer,  amounted  to 
$3920. 

The  death-rate  in  the  town  for  the  past  year  has  been  low. 

The  sanitary  conditioii  of  school  houses  and  other  public 
buildings  is  good,  and  the  water  supply,  which  in  the  village  is 
from  a  reservoir  and  in  other  parts  of  the  town  from  wells  and 
springs,  is  exceptionally  good.  The  dairymen  of  the  town  are 
as  a  rule  taking  greater  precautions  each  year  in  keeping  their 
milk  pure  by  greater  cleanliness  in  the  cow  stables,  by  better 
ventilation,  and  a  plentiful  use  of  whitewash. 
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KiLLiNGLY — Dr.  W,  H.  Judson,  Health  Officer. 

)  During  the  past  year  we  have  had  only  a  few  isolated  cases  of 
measles ;  only  four  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  widely  apart  both  as  to 
time  and  locality ;  whooping  cough,  no  epidemic ;  typhoid  fever, 
only  two  cases  and  the  infection  in  these  cases  was  from  out 
of  town.  Of  small  pox  we  have  had  five  cases  in  two  families, 
each  of  diflferent  origin.  One  family  had  two  cases  and  two 
more  of  varioloid;  all  were  vaccinated,  but  the  wife  had  slept 
with  the  husband  (the  first  case)  before  vaccination  and  became 
sick.  In  the  same  family  two  had  varioloid  and  two  more 
escaped  although  in  the  same  house.  In  the  other  family  all 
were  vaccinated  and  all  escaped  although  quarantined  in  the 
same  house.  Both  houses  were  in  the  thickly  settled  mill 
districts. 

We  have  very  little  tuberculosis. 

A  new  water  system  (three  to  four  miles  of  main  pipe)  has 
been  put  in  effect  in  Attawaugen  and  Ballouville,  bringing  spring 
water  to  nearly  two  thousand  people,  also  a  river  sewage  s)rstem 
from  sinks  in  the  same  district ;  other  parts  of  the  town  remain 
as  in  the  past. 

Water  supply  is  above  the  average  for  quality  and  quantity. 

Ice  ponds,  none  examined,  none  condemned. 

Nothing  is  done  about  the  milk  supply,  but  all  milk  is  cooled 
and  all  have  good  stables  with  ventilation  so  far  as  I  have  been 
able  to  learn. 

KiLLiNGWORTH — Dr.  E.  P.  NiCHOLS,  Health  Officer. 

No  contagious  diseases  have  occurred  except  whooping  cough. 
There  were  about  twenty  cases  in  two  of  the  school  districts. 
No  case  came  to  my  knowledge  in  any  other  part  of  the  town. 

The  death  from  consumption  reported  in  May,  by  the  r^s- 
trar,  was  that  of  a  young  man  from  New  York  City. 

Lebanon — Dr.'  E.  L.  Danielson,  Health  Officer. 

Of  measles  eighteen  cases  have  been  reported,  and  there  were 
many  more  not  reported.  Two  cases  of  scarlet  fever  have  been 
reported,  and  one  of  t)rphoid  fever.  No  whooping  cough  has 
been  reported,  although  it  has  existed  in  an  epidemic  form.    No 
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deaths  have  occurred.  All  reported  cases  were  promptly  plac- 
arded and  fumigated.  No  cases  of  pulmonary  consumption 
have  been  reported,  although  it  does  exist  here.  Garbage  is 
burned.  Sewage  is  carried  away  by  drains.  No  improvement 
on  past  years.  The  sanitary  condition  of  the  school  houses  is 
good,  excepting  the  outhouses  connected  with  some  of  them; 
other  public  buildings  good. 

Ledyard — ^James  a.  Stoddard,  Esq.,  Health  Officer. 

Four  cases  of  measles,  three  in  January  and  one  in  March. 

Scarlet  fever,  one  case  in  January. 

T)rphoid  fever,  one  in  October.  All  of  ^  mild  form.  Origin 
unknown. 

Nuisances — ^none  reported. 

This  being  a  farming  community  no  garbage  of  any  amount 
to  dispose  of.     Sanitary  condition  of  school  houses  fair. 

The  water  supply  is  from  wells  and  springs  and  is  good, 
t  No  public  ice  ponds ;  a  few  store  ice  for  home  use  from  dean 
ponds.    Very  little  milk  is  sold  in  town;  what  is  sold  is  from 
healthy  cows  I  think. 

Lisbon — F.  E.  Olds,  Esq.,  Health  Officer. 

No  contagious  diseases  reported  except  two  mild  cases  of 
measles. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  school  houses  and  other  public 
buildings  is  first  class. 

But  one  nuisance  yfSiS  reported  and  that  was  abated. 

The  water  supply  is  from  wells  and  springs  of  purest  water. 

Litchfield — Dr.  Chas.  I.  Page,  Health  Officer. 

The  record  of  contagious  diseases  shows  an  increase  over 
the  preceding  year. 

Measles — ^A  number  of  cases  occurred  during  the  winter  and 
spring. 

Scarlet  fever — ^Five  cases  have  been  reported. 

Diphtheria — ^Two  cases ;  one  death. 

Whooping  cough  epidemic  during  the  spring. 

Public  buildings  are  in  good  condition. 

Water  supply — Good. 
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Lyme — Dr.  J.  G.  Ely,  Health  Officer. 

The  general  health  of  the  town  has  been  better  than  the 
average,  whooping  cough  being  about  the  only  disease  to  prevail 
in  any  quantity.  A  few  isolated  cases  of  measles  appeared 
during  the  year,  but  did  not  gain  any  foothold. 

Complaints  of  nuisances  have  been  few. 
.   Some  of  the  school  houses  in  the  town  need  repairs  inside  and 
out,  and  much  might  be  done  around  some  of  them  outside  to 
render  them  more  attractive. 

M^\DisoN — Dr.  Geo.  M.  Burroughs,  Health  Officer. 

During  the  past  year  one  hundred  and  ten  cases  of  measles 
were  reported.  The  first  ten  cases  were  reported  in  four  days 
and  all  of  the  ten  persons  rode  in  the  same  passenger  car  of 
Shore  Line  division  about  ten  days  previous  to  the  time  the  cases 
were  reported.  The  ten  houses  were  placarded  and  quarantined, 
which  stopped  the  spread  of  the  disease,  but  the  disease  being 
very  prevalent  in  New  Haven,  six  or  more  of  the  residents  of 
this  town  contracted  the  disease  there  and  others  were  exposed. 
Two  of  the  primary  cases  contracted  the  disease  in  Ivoryton. 
With  the  exception  of  those  two  all  of  the  primary  cases  could 
be  traced  to  New  Haven.  Eleven  houses  were  quarantined  but 
with  so  little  restriction  in  New  Haven  an  epidemic  here  could 
not  be  avoided. 

Two  cases  of  whooping  cough,  origin  New  Haven.  One 
case  of  diphtheria  reported,  origin  unknown. 

Three  deaths  from  consumption  during  the  year. 

Received  complaint  of  filling  up  of  Tuxis  Brocrfc,  of  the  condi- 
tion of  water  supplied  by  Guilford  Water  Co.,  on  Railroad 
Avenue,  of  a  dead  horse,  also  dead  dog  in  East  River,  of  accumu- 
lation of  garbage  and  unsanitary  closet,  sink  drain  and  cesspool, 
all  of  which  were  promptly  attended  to. 

A  census  of  school  children  was  taken  and  it  was  found  that 
only  fifty-nine  of  the  two  hundred  and  thirty  children  who  were 
attending  school  had  been  vaccinated. 

The  regulation  relating  to  vaccination  of  school  children  hav- 
ing been  advertised  and  recorded  as  required  by  law  became  in 
force  in  July,  1903. 

All  school  houses  have  been  inspected  and  seven  schools  were 
fumigated.    All  are  in  good  sanitary  condition. 
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Manchester — Dil  Mark  S.  Bradley,  Health  Officer, 

During  the  first  five  months  of  the  official  year  the  health 
officer  was  away  on  account  of  sickness,  his  place  during  that 
time  being  very  creditably  filled  by  Dr.  W.  R.  Tinker. 

Scarlet  fever  became  epidemic  during  April  when  all  the 
schools  were  in  session.  Twenty-one  cases  of  that  disease  were 
reported  during  that  month.  It  was  not  confined  to  any  particu- 
lar locality  but  seemed  to  be  generally  scattered  over  the  entire 
township.  It  was  a  very  mild  epidemic,  very  few  serious  cases 
occurring,  and  several  of  these  were  complicated  with  diph- 
theria. This  epidemic  was  undoubtedly  caused  by  cases  of  scar- 
let fever  of  such  a  mild  nature  that  no  doctor  was  called  and 
they  were  turned  loose  among  other  children  during  the  process 
of  desquamation.  All  the  schools  in  town  were  examined  dur- 
ing the  epidemic  for  these  cases  and  several  suspicious  cases 
were  found.  During  the  year  there  were  reported,  all  told, 
fifty-two  cases. 

Less  diphtheria  has  occurred  in  town  during  the  past  year 
than  in  the  last  eight  years,  only  fourteen  cases  being  reported 
during  the  entire  time. 

There  have  been  a  few  cases  of  whooping  cough.  There  have 
also  been  very  few  cases  of  measles.  Only  five  cases  of  typhoid 
fever  have  occurred  here  this  year.  Considering  the  records  of 
a  few  years  ago  when  t>'phoid  became  prevalent  the  latter  part 
of  every  summer,  this  great  gain  to  the  health  of  the  town  is  in 
a  large  measure  due  to  the  free  use  of  chloride  of  lime  in  the 
outhouses.  It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  the  typhoid  germ  can 
live  in  soil  for  years,  and  it  is  a  fact  when  we  began  the  use  of 
chloride  of  lime  freely  the  number  of  cases  here  have  diminished 
rapidly. 

Regarding  nuisances,  sixteen  nuisances  have  been  reported, 
fourteen  abated  and  one  is  still  in  the  county  health  officer's 
hands. 

Grarbage  collection  is  still  carried  on  at  the  south  end  of  town. 
It  would  be  to  the  advantage  of  the  public  if  more  would  buy 
cans  and  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunities  offered  by  the 
collector. 

For  the  care  of  contagious  cases  we  have  two  buildings 
on  the  town  farm  which  can  be  used  as  isolation  hospitals  at 
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short  notice.    One  was  built  during  the  epidemic  of  small  pox 
a  year  ago. 

A  new  reservoir  of  the  latest  and  most  approved  t)rpe  is  being 
built  by  Cheney  Brothers  for  storage.  The  quality  of  the  water 
is  of  the  very  best.    The  ice  ponds  in  town  are  in  good  condition. 

Mansfield — Dr.  E.  G.  Sumner,  Health  Officer. 

First,  as  to  contagious  and  infectious  diseases. 

In  January  and  April  we  had  an  epidemic  of  measles,  most 
of  the  cases  occurring  in  April,  more  than  forty  cases  in  all; 
nine  occurred  in  one  family.  But  one  of  the  above  cases  proved 
fatal,  and  that  one  in  a  woman  some  fifty  years  of  age.  Of  the 
dreaded  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  we  have  had  but  two  cases. 
Whooping  cough  was  epidemic  in  January  and  June,  some 
twenty  cases,  all  recovered.  Of  typhoid  fever  we  have  had  two 
cases. 

The  garbage  disposal  is  not  unlike  most  country  towns,  the 
hogs  and  hens  disposing  of  most  of  it.  A  much  more  difficult 
problem  is  to  keep  the  contents  of  the  sink  drains  and  cesspools 
from  the  drinking  water.  The  attention  of  the  inhabitants  has 
been  so  frequently  called  to  this  of  late,  and  the  baneful  results 
of  contaminated  well  water  have  so  often  forced  itself  upon  their 
attention,  that  fear  alone  has  been  an  important  factor  in  the 
right  direction,  causing  a  marked  improvement  in  that  regard, 
thus  accounting,  in  part  at  least,  for  but  two  cases  of  typhoid 
fever  in  this  report. 

It  is  in  the  interest  of  public  good  and  of  every  householder 
that  he  give  his  personal  attention  to  his  sink  drains  and  that 
he  kfiow  that  the  contents  do  not  filter  into  the  well,  and  not 
flatter  himself  that  being  filtered  through  ten  or  fifteen  feet  of 
earth  removes  all  of  its  impurities  and  poisonous  eflfects. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  school  houses,  embracing  ventila- 
tion, drinking  water  and  the  condition  of  outbuildings,  might 
be  improved.  I  would  call  the  attention  of  the  Committee  on 
School  Buildings,  whose  duty  (under  town  management)  it 
becomes  to  carry  out  the  suggestions  of  the  health  officer. 

The  dairymen  of  the  town  are  taking  the  same  precautions  to 
protect  the  purity  of  the  milk  regarding  milking,  cooling,  venti- 
lation of  stables,  cleanliness  and  health  of  cows  as  last  year,  and 
nearly  all  I  find  in  a  commendable  condition. 
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Marlborough — ^Willis  W.  Hall,  Esq.,  Health  Officer. 

Have  not  had  any  report  of  contagious  diseases  in  the  town. 
The  sanitary  condition  of  school  houses  iand  other  public  build- 
ings is  all  right.  / 
The  water  supply  is  good. 
No  complaints  of  nuisance  have  been  made. 

City  of  Meriden — Dr.  Harold  A.  Meeks,  Health  Officer. 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  November 

30,  1903- 

The  health  of  Meriden  has  been  exceptionally  good  during 

the  past  year.    The  contagious  diseases  that  have  visited  the 

city  have  been  mild  in  character. 

In  March  and  April  there  was  an  epidemic  of  measles. 

A  few  cases  of  scarlet  fever  occurred  during  *the  year.  The 
cooperation  of  the  school  principals  and  teachers,  a  rigid  quaran- 
tine of  those  aflFected  and  exposed,  and  thorough  fumigation  of 
the  schools  have  done  much  to  prevent  the  spread  of  this  disease. 

Scattered  cases  of  diphtheria  and  membranous  croup  con- 
tinue to  occur. 

A  few  cases  of  typhoid  fever  have  been  reported.  None  of 
them  originated  in  Meriden. 

An  ordinance  relating  to  the  reporting  of  cases  and  deaths 
of  consumption,  the  fumigation  of  rooms  and  buildings  used  by 
consumptive  patients  was  passed  by  the  Common  Council  of  the 
city  of  Meriden.  Another  relating  to  the  pernicious  habit  of 
spitting  is  before  that  body  and  I  am  confident  will  soon  be 
confirmed. 

Over  one  hundred  and  sixty  complaints  of  nuisances  of 
various  kinds  have  been  received,  investigated  and  in  most 
instances  abated.  About  thirty  privies  have  been  condemned 
in  Veteran  Street  and  removed,  and  residents  compelled  to  con- 
nect with  the  sewer.  This  has  been  the  most  unsanitary  street 
in  Meriden.  It  is  our  intention  to  condemn  all  privies  and 
cesspools  in  the  city  that  are  situated  in  those  streets  that  have 
sewers.  The  city  is  extending  the  sewers  as  rapidly  as  possible 
to  the  outlying  streets  and  I  hope  in  the  near  future  the  privy 
and  cesspool  will  be  entirely  discontinued.  All  of  the  brooks 
running  through  the  city  have  been  thoroughly  cleaned.

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The  garbage  is  carted  away  in  sealed  iron  vehicles  made 
especially  for  the  purpose  and  buried  outside  of  the  city.  Our 
filter  bed  system  of  sewerage  disposal  seems  to  be  very  satis- 
factory, notwithstanding  its  capacity  is  drawn  on  more  each 
year  by  the  connecting  of  new  streets  with  the  sewer  mains. 

The  town  isolation  hospital,  situated  outside  of  the  city  limits, 
is  our  only  place  for  the  maintenance  of  the  patients  afflicted 
with  contagious  diseases. 

Our  public  schools  are  in  a  sanitary  condition.  They  are 
fumigated  at  regular  intervals. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  condemn  one  ice  pond  owing  to 
the  contamination  of  a  brocJc  flowing  into  it  The  sale  of  the 
ice  was  prohibited. 

The  dairymen  are  improving  each  year  on  the  old  time  cus- 
toms in  way  of  cleanliness  and  cooling  as  well  as  in  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  stable  and  cattle.  We  have  no  systematic 
inspection  of  milk  as  yet. 

Meriden — Dr.  Edgar  Adams  Wilson,  Health  Officer. 

There  has  been  no  epidemic  unless  measles,  but  as  they  are 
so  meagerly  reported  by  the  parents  the  total  number  of  cases 
cannot  be  estimated.  If  every  case  of  suspicious  absence  from 
school  was  reported  to  the  health  officer,  a  very  diflferent  report 
might  be  made. 

Measles,  six;  scarlet  fever,  two;  diphtheria  and  croup,  two; 
whooping  cough,  one ;  typhoid  fever,  two ;  cerebro-spinal  fever, 
one,  fatal. 

Nuisances — Number  of  complaints  nine ;  abated  nine.  Under 
"Other  Topics,"   there  is  no  change  from  former  years. 

Ice  ponds — Number  condemned  one. 

Public  parks — Hubbard  park  is  being  extended  and  beauti- 
fied every  year,  and  is  now  unequalled  by  any  in  New  England. 

Middlebury — Dr.  George  B.  Bristol,  Health  Officer. 

During  the  month  of  October,  1902,  there  were  nine  cases  of 
scarlet  fever  reported  in  the  Bradle)rville  school  district,  all  of 
which  can  be  traced  back  to  one  case  not  reported  before  I 
assumed  the  duties  of  the  office. 
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That  case  was  a  mild  form  and  attended  school  occasional 
days  until  desquamation  commenced. 

October  20th  that  school  was  closed  for  two  weeks  and  child- 
ren requested  to  stay  at  their  own  homes. 

The  school  rooms  were  cleansed  and  fumigated. 

In  November  two  others  appeared  closely  connected  with  the 
October  cases ;  five  other  cases  occurred  before  the  end  of  May, 

1903. 
In  January,  February  and  March  we  had  twelve  cases  of 

measles. 

Since  May  we  have  had  no  new  cases  of  contagion. 

The  teachers  of  the  several  schools  were  requested  to  send 
any  indisposed  scholar  home,  and  if  with  sore  throat  to  notify 
the  health  officer. 

I  know  of  no  case  of  pulmonary  consumption  in  our  town. 

There  have  been  only  three  complaints  of  nuisance,  which  have 
been  kindly  abated  after  due  notice. 

The  several  committees  of  the  school  districts  have  cared  for 
the  buildings  under  their  care  well. 

Other  public  buildings  are  in  good  condition.  Larger  quanti- 
ties of  ice  are  stored  each  year  from  ponds  that  will  compare 
favorably  with  any  in  the  State. 

Milk  is  produced  in  large  quantities  by  the  dairymen,  who 
care  well  for  it  by  straining  through  doth  as  well  as  strainers, 
and  by  cooling  in  springs,  of  which  the  town  is  well  supplied. 

Public  work  on  highways  during  the  year  will  have  a  sanitary 
influence  upon  all  who  avail  themselves  of  their  use. 

MiDDLEFiELD — Dr.  J.  E.  Bailey,  Health  Officer.    No  Report. 

MiDDi.ETOWN — Joseph  H.  McDougall,  M.D.,  Health  Officer. 

During  the  spring  and  summer  of  1903  the  city  and  town  of 
Middletown  were  visited  by  an  unprecedented  epidemic  of 
measles.  In  consequence  of  this  Ithe  attendance  at  the  schools 
was  lower  than  it  had  been  at  any  time  during  the  period  of  the 
previous  fifteen  years. 

This  supposedly  harmless  disease,  which  according  to  the 
old  belief  everyone  is  expected  to  have  at  some  time  of  life, 
resulted  in  seven  fatalities  and  two  premature  births.    The  belief 
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in  the  harmlessness  of  this  complaint  induced  a  carelessness  on 
the  part  of  the  people,  and  a  concealment  of  initial  cases  and 
of  cases  unattended  by  a  physician,  and  brought  the  number  up 
to  two  hundred  and  fifty  or  more,  being  fully  two  hundred  in 
excess  of  the  number  reported  in  previous  years. 

In  the  city  there  were  few  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria, 
with  exceedingly  few  fatalities.  But  in  the  town,  during  the 
last  few  weeks  of  the  spring  school  tenn,  an  epidemic  of  scarlet 
fever  occurred.  Although  the  type  was  mild  there  were  two 
fatal  cases  of  the  most  malignant  kind,  which  goes  to  show  how 
important  it  is  to  take  the  greatest  precaution  even  in  the  mildest 
cases,  as  they  carry  seed  capable  of  producing  the  most  severe 
form  in  appropriate  soil. 

Twelve  cases  of  diphtheria,  two.of  which  were  fatal,  occurred 
together  with  the  coexistent  scarlet  fever  among  the  Farm  Hill 
school  children.  The  committee  deemed  it  best  to  close  the 
buUding  for  the  short  period  of  the  term  remaining,  and  it  was 
afterward  thoroughly  fumigated. 

It  seem^  to  your  health  officer  but  just,  where  it  is  impossible 
to  separate  the  wage  earner  from  the  member  of  the  family 
afflicted  with  a  contagious  disease,  that  he  or  she  should  be 
compensated  by  the  town,  for  loss  of  wages,  for  the  period  of 
idleness  consequent  on  the  quarantine  officially  enforced  for  the 
protection  of  the  public  health.  This  would  be  less  humiliating 
than  to  be  compelled  to  receive  provisions  and  coal  during  their 
necessary  exile. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  fewer  nuisances  reported  than 
usual. 

MiLFORD — Dr.  E.  B.  Heady,  Health  Officer. 

The  following  diseases  have  occurred  in  Milford  since  August 
31,  1902:  Measles,  six  cases — all  of  them  occurring  in  the 
Woodmont  district.  A  family  in  that  district  was  visited  by 
some  friends  from  New  Haven;  immediately  after  the  return 
of  the  New  Haven  friends,  they  had  measles.  After  the  usual 
time  after  exposure,  the  Woodmont  family  had  measles.  The 
child  was  attending  school  and  exposed  many  of  the  scholars 
before  the  rash  appeared.  As  this  was  the  first  case  it  was 
quarantined,  and  what  few  cases  developed,  came  from  the 
school  exposure.  It  was  fortunate  that  the  cases  were  con- 
fined to  that  district.     One  family  was  disinfected  for  measles. 
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Number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  ten ;  not  of  a  severe  form, 
scattered  over  diflferent  sections  of  the  town.  Many  of  the 
cases  may  have  been  contracted  by  children  or  adults  going  to 
the  adjoining  cities.  One  case  occurred  in  the  boys'  camp  at 
Walnut  Beach.  There  were  about  sixty  boys  in  the  camp. 
The  young  man  was  removed  and  the  camp  disinfected.  No 
more  from  those  exposed. 

Number  of  houses  disinfected  for  scarlet  fever,  nine ;  num- 
ber of  cases  of  diphtheria,  fourteen.    All  were  children. 

The  spread  may  have  been  due  to  the  careless  use  of  pencils 
at  school,  by  putting  them  in  the  mouth  while  at  study,  or  the 
habit  of  wetting  the  finger,  by  touching  the  finger  tips  to  the 
tongue,  while  turning  the  leaves  of  a  book.  No  scholar  should 
put  any  part  of  a  pencil  to  the  mouth  that  is  used  in  a  public 
school.  Also,  the  use  of  the  same  drinking  cup  may  cause 
diphtheria.  Before  use  the  cup  should  be  rinsed,  and  where 
there  is  running  water  the  cup  should  be  under  a  stream  con- 
tinually. Also  the  practice  of  passing  any  whistle  or  mouth- 
piece from  one  child  to  another  should  be  discouraged.  By 
accident,  I  discovered  two  cases  of  diphtheria  in  a  Polish  family 
in  the  west  district,  who  had  no  attending  physician.  I  found 
the  children  about  the  house,  with  well-marked  symptoms  of 
diphtheria.  Other  children  were  attending  school.  I  quaran- 
tined the  house,  disinfected,  and  in  due  time  they  went  to  school. 
Had  the  case  remained  undiscovered,  the  well  children  would 
have  continued  attending  school,  and  those  ill  would  have  gone 
to  school  long  before  recovery,  as  the  mother  did  not  consider 
them  very  sick.  In  that  way  many  cases  spread  and  no  one 
knows  where  the  disease  was  contracted. 

Number  of  houses  disinfected  for  diphtheria,  eighteen.  No 
cases  of  membranous  croup.  Occasionally  one  of  whooping 
cough.  Number  of  cases  of  typhoid  fever,  eight,  scattered; 
cases  occurring  at  different  portions  of  the  year.  No  direct 
cause  could  be  found  for  any  of  them ;  some  of  them  supposed 
to  have  been  contracted  while  away  from  home.  Number  of 
cases  disinfected,  five. 

All  the  school  houses  have  been  inspected  and  fumigated, 
except  the  graded  school  in  the  village,  which  did  not  need 
fumigating,  as  the  walls  have  been  thoroughly  scraped  and 
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kalsomined,  and  all  wood  work  painted  or  varnished  and  floors 
well  scrubbed.  It  has  not  been  is  as  good  condition  for  years. 
All  the  other  school  buildings  have  been  cleaned  and  put  in  fine 
condition. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  public  buildings  is  good,  except 
in  some  of  them  the  ventilation  is  extremely  poor,  especially 
the  town  hall.  The  windows  cannot  be  lowered  as  they  should 
be,  because  the  air  extinguishes  the  lamps.  Now,  as  electric 
light  is  in  use,  I  would  suggest  that  the  hall  be  lighted  by  elec- 
tricity, and  currents  of  air  would  not  affect  the  light.  Also  the 
parish  house  and  chapel  of  the  First  Church  require  a  better 
system  of  ventilation. 

The  water  supply  is  from  the  public  water  and  wells.  Occa- 
sionally a  person  may  have  a  good  well  of  water,  but  nine  cases 
out  of  ten  the  public  water  is  purer  and  safer. 

Monroe — Stephen  B.  Hayes,  Esq.,  Health  Officer. 

Two  cases  of  scarlet  fever  in  one  family,  four  of  diphtheria 
in  one  family,  and  two  cases  of  typhoid  fever  have  been  reported ; 
all  the  cases  were  mild,  from  which  there  was  no  spread  and 
whose  origin  could  not  be  traced. 

No  complaints  of  nuisance  and  no  improvement  on  past  years 
in  the  method  of  garbage  and  sewage  disposal. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  our  school  and  other  public  build- 
ings, water  and  ice  supply,  all  satisfactory. 

MoNTViLLE — Dr.  Morton  E.  Fox,  Health  Officer. 

The  general  health  of  the  town  has  been  good.  There  have 
been  three  cases  of  measles  reported;  one  case  was  imported 
from  New  York.    The  source  of  the  other  two  was  undetected. 

Small  pox  made  its  appearance  in  town  January  23d ;  the  dis- 
ease was  contracted  from  a  neighboring  town.  The  house  and 
family  were  promptly  quarantined,  and  guards  placed  about 
the  house  night  and  day.  There  was  no  spread  of  the  disease 
from  this  source.  It  next  appeared  in  Uncasville  in  three  fami- 
lies, two  in  rapid  succession ;  the  other  case  appeared  some  weeks 
later.  All  the  families  in  which  the  disease  appeared  were 
promptly  quarantined,  and  guards  were  placed  about  the  houses.

I  experienced  great  difficulty  in  getting  the  support  of  the 
French-Canadians,  as  they  do  not  fear  it,  and  consequently 
would  not  take  the  proper  precautions  to  prevent  it.  Also  the 
inability  of  a  local  practitioner  to  diagnose  the  disease,  which 
he  persisted  in  reporting  as  chicken  pox.  And  to  the  great 
opposition  to  vaccination,  which  was  encouraged  by  all  practi- 
tioners of  this  town  except  myself. 

I  vaccinated  about  three  hundred  persons.  To  convince  the 
people,  it  was  thought  best  to  call  an  expert  who  came  Feb- 
ruary nth,  also  some  of  the  best  physicians  of  New  London  and 
Norwich,  and  they,  without  exception,  pronounced  it  genuine 
small  pox.  All  the  houses  in  which  the  disease  occurred  were 
thoroughly  disinfected  and  the  disease  stamped  out. 

All  cases  of  pulmonary  consumption  are  reported  and  houses 
disinfected. 

Ice  ponds  examined,  two ;  none  condemned. 

I  examined  all  school  houses  and  public  buildings  in  town, 
and  found  them  in  good  condition. 

No  precautions  are  taken  by  dairymen  beyond  the  customary 
practice  to  protect  the  purity  of  the  milk. 

Morris — L.  W.  Whittlesey,  Esq.,  Health  Officer. 

No  contagious  diseases  have  been  reported.  There  have  been, 
however,  a  few  cases  of  whooping  cough  in  town. 

Ice  is  cut  from  Bantam  Lake  and  is  of  unquestionable  purity. 

The  town  of  Morris  is  becoming  popular  as  a  boarding  place 
for  city  people  during  the  summer,  and  as  a  health  resort.  The 
water  supply  is  from  wells  and  springs  and  is  considered  good, 
and  I  think  that  more  than  the  ordinary  care  is  taken  by  house- 
holders to  keep  their  own  premises  in  a  sanitary  condition. 

NAua\TUCK — W.  P.  Smith^  Esq.,  Health  Officer, 

There  were  sixty-seven  cases  of  measles  reported,  mostly  dur- 
ing the  spring  months  of  1903.  Scarlet  fever,  two  hundred  and 
twenty-nine  cases  were  reported.  This  scourge  became  epidemic 
in  the  early  winter  months,  and  continued  to  increase  until  the 
spring ;  with  the  advent  of  warmer  weather  the  disease  abated 
rapidly ;  at  present  writing  there  are  only  two  cases  in  the  bor- 
ough.   At  the  request  of  the  health  officer  the  Secretary  of  the 
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State  Board  of  Health  came  here  and  held  several  consultations 
with  the  local  physicians  and  health  officer  to  devise  ways  and 
means  to  ccMitrol  the  epidemic ;  much  valuable  advice  was  given 
and  suggestions  made,  one  of  which  was  that  the  inspection  of 
the  pupils  in  the  schools  be  made  by  the  physicians.  This  sug- 
gestion was  acted  upon  promptly  with  excellent  results  and 
helped  to  control  the  epidemic  materially. 

There  were  some  violations  of  quarantine  laws  that  were 
prosecuted  by  the  county  health  officer,  with  a  heavy  fine.  This 
produced  a  salutary  effect;  there  were  no  more  violations. 
Diphtheria,  sixty  cases  reported^  mostly  during  the  winter 
months ;  few,  if  any,  fatal  cases  where  the  antitoxin  is  used  in 
the  primary  stage  of  the  disease.  Whooping  cough,  six  cases 
reported.     T)rphoid  fever,  eight  cases^the  least  number  reported  I 

in  the  history  of  the  borough. 

Garbage  has  not  been  collected  in  a  satisfactory  manner  at 
all  times,  especially  during  the  summer  months,  causing  the 
health  officer  to  interfere,  with  the  result  that  a  better  service 
is  being  rendered  at  present.  A  piggery  that  was  maintained 
by  the  collector  on  his  farm  was  condemned  on  con:q>laint 

Five  sewers  completed  this  year,  and  as  many  more  under 
way ;  this  is  excellent  progress  in  this  line. 

The  public  schools  have  been  fumigated  a  number  of  times 
the  past  year ;  this  was  deemed  best  for  the  reason  there  was  so 
much  scarlet  fever ;  they  have  also  been  fumigated  in  a  thorough 
manner  during  the  summer  vacation. 

Our  water  supply  is  very  good  at  present  The  one  excep- 
tion of  previous  years  has  been  corrected. 

There  were  two  cases  of  milk  dealers  who  were  supplying 
a  poor  quality  of  milk  to  their  customers  who  were  compelled  to 
furnish  a  better  quality  of  milk. 

New  Britain — Dr.  W.  P.  Bunnell,  Health  Officer, 

There  were  fifteen  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  six  cases  of 

* 

diphtheria  reported. 
.  A  number  of  nuisances  were  reported  and  abated. 

The  water  supply  is  pure  and  abundant. 

Garbage  is  collected  in  the  city  only. 

There  has  been  quite  a  little  improvement  made  in  the  sani- 
tary condition  during  the  year. 
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New  Canaan — Dr.  Charles  B.  Keeler,  Health  Officer, 

The  amount  of  sickness  has  been  about  the  same  as  in  previ- 
ous years,  with  the  exception  of  malaria,  which  has  been  more 
prevalent  than  in  the  past  sixteen  years. 

We  have  had  a  number  of  cases  of  measles,  also  some  scarlet 
fever,  which  necessitated  the  closing  of  the  public  schools  in 
one  of  the  out-of-town  districts.  More  cases  of  diphtheria 
has  been  reported  than  last  year,  but  it  has  not  been  as  fatal.. 
Whooping  cough  was  brought  to  New  Canaan  from  New  York 
and  was  quite  prevalent. 

We  have  had  a  few  cases  of  typhoid  fever,  but  no  cases  of 
other  contagious  or  infectious  diseases  than  those  mentioned. 

There  is  a  sanitarium  for  pulmonary  consumption  located 
here,  and  every  possible  precaution  has  been  taken  to  restrict 
the  spread  of  the  disease;  the  patients  are  required  to  carry 
sanitary  cups  used  by  consumptives. 

Complaints  have  been  made  of  seventeen  nuisances,  all  of 
which  have  been  abated  but  the  Rockwell  swamp,  without  delay 
or  extra  trouble. 

Sewage — ^The  sewage  disposal  is  the  same  unhealthy  and  un- 
satisfactory cesspool.  An  amendment  was  granted  by  the  last 
legislature  to  the  borough  charter  for  a  system  of  sewerage  and, 
as  I  said  in  my  last  report,  a  sewerage  system  is  imperative. 

A  drainage  amendment  was  also  passed  which,  if  put  in,  would 
be  of  great  benefit  to  the  borough,  but  sewage  cannot  go  into  the 
streams  with  drainage.  With  this  drainage  amendment  it  was 
hoped  that  the  Rockwell  swamp  would  be  drained,  but  most  of 
the  present  borough  authorities  do  not  care  to  have  it  done. 
This  board  does  not  wish  to  act  upon  these  amendments.  The 
swamp  therefore  remains  a  nuisance  injurious  to  public  health. 
The  State  Board  of  Health  asks  this  question:  "What  hin- 
drances to  such  improvement  exists  ?"    I  don't  know. 

Milk — The  dairymen  take  all  possible  precautions  for  the 
immediate  cooling,  cleanliness  and  care  of  the  milk.  One  cow 
has  been  killed  from  one  herd  which  was  affected  with  tuber- 
culosis; the  remainder  of  the  herd  seem  to  be  free  from  the 
disease. 
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New  Fairfield — Dr.  W.  S.  Watson,  Health  Officer. 

There  have  been  no  contagious  diseases  in  the  town  of  New 
Fairfield  during  the  past  year. 

The  inhabitants  are  few  and  scattered.  No  large  mills,  fac- 
tories or  public  buildings. 

Schools — There  are  six  school  districts  with  six  school 
houses,  averaging  about  thirteen  pupils  to  each  school.  The 
school  houses  and  outbuildings  are  in  very  good  condition. 

No  nuisances  have  been  reported. 

All  the  water  supply  is  from  wells  and  springs. 

New  Hartford — Dr.  Josiah  Swett,  Health  Officer. 

By  a  reference  to  last  year's  report  it  is  found  that  during  the 
month  of  August  approximately  thirty  cases  of  diphtheria  were 
reported.  At  the  time  the  public  schools  were  opened  this 
minor  epidemic  had  practically  abated.  But  the  close  associa- 
tion of  the  school  children  immediately  gave  the  disease  a  fresh 
start.  On  this  account  the  schools  were  closed  and  most  rigid 
quarantine  regulations  were  enforced.  The  result  of  these  radi- 
cal measures  was  the  rapid  decline  of  the  epidemic.  In  order 
to  avoid  the  repetition  of  such  a  disastrous  occurrence,  when  it 
came  time  to  reopen  the  schools,  all  of  the  pupils'  throats  were 
examined.  No  child  whose  throat  looked  at  all  suspicious  was 
allowed  to  enter  school  till  the  examiners  were  sure  that  he  did 
not  have  diphtheria. 

The  one  great  difficulty  in  controlling  this  epidemic  was  due 
to  its  mildness.  This  was  proved  by  examining  cultures  from 
the  throats  of  children  found  playing  in  the  streets:  Klebs- 
Loeffler  bacilli  being  found  in  the  throats  of  a  number  of  these 
supposedly  healthy  children. 

Although  thirty-nine  cases  of  diphtheria  were  reported  dur- 
ing the  year,  the  major  part  of  these  occurred  during  the  month 
of  September.  There  have  also  been  nine  cases  of  measles  and 
six  of  scarlet  fever  reported,  thus  showing  a  particularly  healthy 
year  so  far  as  contagious  diseases  are  concerned. 

The  methods  of  garbage  and  sewage  disposal  remain  the  same 
as  in  past  years. 

There  is  no  public  provision  for  the  care  of  contagious  dis- 
eases. 

All  of  the  school  houses  and  other  public  buildings  are  in  a 
good  sanitary  condition. 
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New  Haven — Dr.  Frank  W.  Wright,  Health  Officer, 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  depart- 
ment of  health  of  the  City  of  New  Haven : 

During  the  past  year  there  was  not  an  unusually  large  num- 
ber of  contagious  diseases,  except  measles.  This  disease  pre- 
vailed to  a  great  extent  during  the  spring  and  early  summer 
months,  but  owing  to  the  imperfect  reporting  of  measles  I  can 
not  even  give  an  approximate  idea  of  the  number  who  had  the 
disease.  As  a  whole  the  city  has  been  unusually  healthy  for 
the  past  year.  Consumption  still  claims  about  its  usual  number 
of  victims.  Last  year  a  regulation  was  adopted  by  the  Board 
of  Health,  requesting  physicians  and  others  to  report  cases  of 
tuberculosis  and  requiring  that  apartments  in  which  consump- 
tives had  lived  be  disinfected  after  the  death  or  removal  of  the 
patient.  Practically  jio  cases  have  been  reported  and  but  few 
have  requested  disinfection.  For  nearly  a  year  the  reporter 
has  weekly  visited  the  office  of  the  Registrar  of  Vital  Statistics 
to  ascertain  where  deaths  from  consumption  have  occurred,  and 
an  inspector  has  visited  each  place  and  offered  to  disinfect  the 
house,  or  such  parts  as  seemed  necessary.  For  the  most  part 
such  offers  have  been  appreciated,  but  not  infrequently  have  the 
inspectors  been  abused  for  their  so-called  oificiousness.  It  was 
hoped  that  physicians  would  cooperate  more  earnestly  with  the 
Board  of  Health  in  this  matter. 

The  routine  work  of  the  department  has  not  differed  materially 
from  that  of  former  years.  The  class  of  nuisances  differ  as 
time  goes  on.  Ten  or  fifteen  years  ago  the  majority  of  nui- 
sances brought  to  the  attention  of  the  department  consisted  of 
privy  vaults  and  cesspools ;  now  these  are  nearly  done  away 
with  and  the  complaints  that  come  to  the  office  are  concerning 
matters  that  a  few  years  ago  would  be  endured  in  silence.  This 
shows  that  the  public  are  learning  that  unsanitary  conditions 
should  and  can  be  done  away  with. 

The  following  tables  show  the  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria, 
scarlet  fever  and  typhoid  fever  reported  and  the  number  of 
deaths  from  each,  also  the  work  of  the  sanitary,  plumbing  and 
milk  and  food  inspectors  and  laboratory  reports:

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Special  mention  should  be  made  of  the  laboratory  work.  This 
is  rapidly  increasing. 

Many  physicians  of  the  city  now  confirm  their  diagnosis  in 
cases  of  diphtheria,  typhoid  fever  and  tuberculosis  by  the  re- 
sults obtained  from  specimens  sent  to  the  city  bacteriologist 
for  examination. 

Garbage — I  am  unable  to  report  any  marked  improvement 
in  our  system  of  collecting  and  disposing  of  the  garbage.  The 
work  for  the  past  year  has  been  somewhat  better  done  than 
in  some  years.  The  employes  of  the  department  are  interested 
in  their  work  and  are  giving  the  city  good  service. 

Newington — ^JoHN  S.  KiRKHAM,  EsQ.,  Health  Officer, 

There  have  been  during  the  past  year- three  cases  each  of 
diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever,  and  one  case  of  typhoid.  The  latter 
was  contracted  in  New  York.  The  patient  returned  to  her 
home  here  and  recovered.  There  have  been  three  or  four  cases 
of  measles  and  a  dozen  or  more  of  whooping  cough ;  none  of  the 
latter  were  reported. 

No  deaths  have  occurred  from  any  contagious  diseases  and 
the  usual  good  health  of  the  population  has  been  maintained. 

Water — Complaint  has  been  made  against  the  Newington 
Water  Co.  as  furnishing  impure  water,  but  the  evidence  pro- 
duced pointed  clearly  to  "an  over-supply  of  innocent  organic  and 
a  disagreeable  number  of  aquatic  animals.  The  matter  will  be 
immediately  rectified. 

New  London — Dr.  Francis  N.  Braman,  Health  Officer, 

I  hereby  present  my  annual  report.  There  have  been  one 
hundred  and  thirty-four  cases  of  contagious  diseases  reported 
during  the  past  twelve  months,  as  follows:  Measles  seventy- 
seven  cases,  scarlet  fever  thirty-three,  cerebro-spinal  fever 
two;  diphtheria  and  croup,  fifteen;  t3rphoid  fever,  six  cases, 
and  small  pox  one  case.  This  in  the  aggregate  is  one  hundred 
and  twenty-one  cases  less  than  last  year. 

The  public  has  been  protected  by  placarding  the  premises 
wherever  infectious  diseases  existed,  and  by  quarantining  when 
the  nature  of  the  disease  required  it,  followed  by  disinfection 
and  fumigation. 
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There  have  been  thirty-six  deaths  from  pulmonary  consump- 
tion, an  increase  of  seven  deaths  over  that  of  last  year. 

Garbage — ^The  methods  of  garbage  and  sewage  disposal  are 
the  same  as  last  year.  A  radical  change  is  needed  in  this 
respect.  None  but  licensed  scavengers  should  be  permitted  to 
remove  garbage  or  waste  matter,  and  should  be  required  to  fur- 
nish bonds  for  the  prompt  and  faithful  performance  of  their 
duty.  I  would  suggest  that  tlie  contract  for  removal  of  munici- 
pal waste  include  the  entire  city,  that  the  ashes  and  all  other 
waste  be  removed  from  every  occupied  dwelling  at  least  once  a 
week,  and  garbage  every  day  in  warm  weather. 

Nothwithstanding  small  pox  prevailed  in  several  nearby 
towns.  New  London  escaped  with  but  a  single  case.  This  was 
an  importation  from  Boston,  on  board  the  schooner  "Ella  May." 
The  case  was  removed  to  the  Detention  Hospital  and  though 
very  severe,  made  a  complete  recovery.  The  prompt  vaccina- 
tion of  the  captain  and  the  rest  of  the  crew,  with  close  quaran- 
tine, prevented  a  spread  of  this  loathsome  disease.  About 
eighteen  hundred  children  and  many  adults  were  vaccinated; 
with  no  deaths  or  bad  results  traceable  to  the  vaccination. 

The  proprietors  of  six  unsanitary  barber  shops  have  been 
ordered  to  comply  with  the  legal  sanitary  requirements. 

Forty-five  vaults  and  cesspools  nuisances  have  been  abated. 

I  have  reported  to  the  board  of  sewer  commissioners  seven 
nuisances,  requesting  an  order  requiring  the  premises  to  be  con- 
nected with  the  city  sewer,  that  being  the  only  satisfactory  way 
said  nuisances  could  be  abated. 

The  attention  of  the  city  government  is  respectfully  called 
to  the  importance  of  raising  the  grade  of  the  west  end  of 
Woodbridge  street,  and  north  end  of  Shaw  street,  so  as  to  enable 
the  sewer  board  to  extend  and  complete  the  system  in  that  very 
unsanitary  locality;  also  to  the  extension  of  sewer  on  Fourth 
street,  East  New  London. 

Some  measure  should  be  devised  to  prevent  the  herding  to- 
gether of  people  in  small  tenements,  attics  and  basements.  Such 
practices  are  a  menace  not  only  to  good  health,  but  also  to  good 
morals. 
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New  Milford — Dr.  James  C.  Barker,  Health  Officer. 

The  limited  amount  of  sickness  during  the  year  is  reasonably 
attributed  to  the  abatement  of  many  unsanitary  conditions,  and 
a  better  understanding  of  hygienic  laws. 

On  complaint  I  have  abated  quite  a  number  of  nuisances.  I 
have  also  ordered  a  number  of  privies,  cesspools  and  wells 
cleaned,  pig  pens  removed  and  drains  discontinued.  I  have 
inspected  the  school  houses  and  when  it  was  necessary  had  them 
cleaned,  repaired  and  fumigated  on  account  of  scarlet  fever  and 
measles.  I  have  also  inspected  the  public  buildings  and  find 
them  in  excellent  condition. 

During  the  months  of  June  and  July  we  had  a  mild  epidemic 
of  scarlet  fever  and  measles.  Several  of  the  schools  were  closed, 
and,  as  far  as  possible  every  source  of  infection  was  removed. 
The  infected  houses  were  quarantined  and  after  the  disease  had 
terminated  were  fumigated.  We  have  had  a  few  cases  of 
whooping  cough,  mumps  and  chicken  pox. 

I  have  inspected  several  of  the  dairy  farms  and  find  them 
in  excellent  condition.  The  creameries  are  all  kept  in  the  best 
sanitary  condition.  The  water  supply  has  been  greatly  im- 
proved. 

The  sewerage  system  of  our  village,  with  the  exception  of  one 
or  two  instances,  is  in  a  very  fair  condition  and  I  hope  before 
long  to  have  them  remedied. 

Newtown — ^Dr.  Albert  L.  Schuyler,  Health  Officer. 

There  have  been  but  six  cases  of  measles  reported,  all  of 
which  were  mild. 

Of  scarlet  fever  four  cases  occurred,  one  of  which  was  in  an 
adult  and  proved  quite  serious,  but  not  fatal.  Three  cases  of 
diphtheria,  one  of  which  was  a  very  malignant  type,  resulting 
in  death.  We  have  had  a  goodly  amount  of  whooping  cough 
about  town,  but  only  nine  cases  were  officially  reported.  In 
typhoid  fever,  three  cases  developed. 

It  is  a  lamentable  fact  that  we  had  one  case  of  small  pox  in 
the  month  of  August  of  this  year.  It  did  not  start  out  very 
hard,  but  as  time  went  on,  developed  into  a  very  malignant  type, 
the  patient  dying  after  about  ten  days  sickness.  She  had  never 
been  vaccinated. 
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The  garbage  is  buried  deep  in  the  earth  or  burned,  as  we 
have  no  other  means  of  disposal. 

One  or  two  of  the  school  houses  which  have  seemed  to  need 
it  have  been  fumigated  and  cleansed. 

Norfolk — Dr.  Irving  L.  Hamant,  Health  Officer. 

There  is  very  little  of  importance  or  interest  to  report. 

There  was  an  epidemic  of  measles  in  February  and  March. 
Over  one  hundred  cases  in  all  were  reported.  No  deaths  oc- 
curred. The  primary  case  was  exposed  in  Hartford  and  through 
a  misunderstanding  by  the  parents  of  the  quarantine  regulations, 
the  epidemic  was  spread.  Scarlet  fever  was  reported  once  and 
limited  to  the  primary  case.  Eight  cases  of  whooping  cough  in 
two  families  on  the  outskirts  of  the  town,  one  case  of  typhoid 
fever  in  March,  and  two  cases  of  consumption  complete  the  list 
of  contagious  diseases. 

About  the  usual  death-rate  exists.  The  birth-rate  is  some- 
what above  the  average. 

Two  complaints  of  nuisances  were  received.  One  was  abated 
without  orders.     The  other  is  still  under  consideration. 

The  method  of  garbage  disposal  remains  as  it  has  for  years, 
that  is,  the  collection  by  individuals  outside  the  sewer  district 
This  is  done  irregularly  and  mostly  at  the  will  of  those  doing 
the  collecting.  It  seems  as  though  we  had  outgrown  this  crude 
way,  and  that  a  systematic  method  of  garbage  disposal,  to  serve 
all  the  inhabitants  inside  and  adjoining  the  sewer  district,  should 
be  provided  for  the  summer  months. 

Sewage  disposal  remains  the  same,  except  some  new  con- 
nections with  the  public  sewer.  This  is  in  the  right  line  and 
we  hope  to  have  all  the  houses  in  the  sewer  district  connected 
within  the  next  few  years. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  school  houses  and  all  other 
public  buildings  is  good. 

Our  water  supply  is,  as  in  the  past,  a  satisfaction  and  pride. 
We  were  especially  fortunate  this  season  in  not  having  trouble 
with  the  vegetable  organism  which  has  caused  so  much  annoy- 
ance the  past  few  years  during  the  spring  months. 

The  milk  dealers  conduct  their  business  very  much  as  they 
have  for  years. 

Among  the  public  works  for  the  year  may.be  mentioned  the 
widening  of  the  railroad  bridge  over  the  Litchfield  road. 
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The  fire  department  continues  to  improve  in  efficiency  and  has 
added  considerable  material  to  its  equipment. 

The  village  improvement  association  continues  its  work  and 
the  results  may  be  seen  in  many  little  details  throughout  the 
village. 

North  Branford — Dr.  C  W.  Gaylord,  Health  Officer. 

The  very  limited  material  for  report  in  hands  of  your  health 
officer  in  a  way  may  speak  well  for  the  sanitary  condition  of 
the  town.  During  winter  and  spring  whooping  cough  was 
quite  prevalent  among  children  in  southern  portion  of  the  town, 
and  in  April  one  case  of  scarlet  fever  was  reported.  This  in- 
cludes all  infectious  diseases  coming  under  my  observation  or 
reported  during  the  year. 

In  this  connection  would  call  attention  of  the  public  to  the  law 
requiring  all  householders,  in  absence  of  physician,  to  report 
existence  of  contagious  diseases  in  family.  During  epidemic 
of  whooping  cough  in  only  two  or  three  instances  was  report 
made  to  your  health  officer. 

An  improved  condition  in  and  about  school  buildings  is,  I 
think,  quite  noticeable,  and  as  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  inspect 
were  found  in  good  sanitary  condition  for  opening  of  school. 

North  Canaan — Dr.  C.  W.  Camp,  Health  Officer. 

I  have  to  report  only  one  case  of  measles  and  one  of  scarlet 
fever,  but  numberless  cases  of  whooping  cough ;  in  fact,  an  epi- 
demic lasting  several  months.  There  were  no  deaths  resulting 
therefrom.  The  people  are  more  careful  in  regard  to  cleanli- 
ness on  their  premises,  consequently  complaints  have  been  very 
few,  which  were  promptly  abated.  Garbage  and  sewage  are 
disposed  of  by  drains  and  cesspools  as  in  former  years.  The 
sanitary  condition  of  the  school  houses  and  other  public  build- 
ings is  good.  The  water  supply  excellent.  Have  inspected  ice 
ponds  and  found  them  pure.  The  dairymen  are  taking  more 
care  to  protect  the  purity  of  the  milk  by  practising  more  cleanli- 
ness in  milking,  cooling  immediately,  and  in  keeping  stables 
cleaner  by  whitewashing  twice  during  the  year  and  by  better 
ventilation.  Most  of  the  dairies  are  inspected  frequently  by  a 
veterinary.  In  regard  to  public  hygiene  a  sewer  would  be  a 
great  improvement,  and  I  tihink  the  hindrance  to  it  is  a  lack  of 
interest  on  the  part  of  the  people.

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North  Haven — Dr.  R.  B.  Goodyear,  Health  Officer. 

Measles  have  been  prevalent  in  the  town  to  a  larger  extent 
than  in  many  former  years,  some  sixty  cases  having  been 
noted.  The  disease  was  imported  from  a  neighboring  city  by 
residents  of  the  town  who  visited  infected  families  and  gave 
no  notice  of  such  exposure  until  several  of  the  family  had 
developed  the  disease  and  exposed  many  others  by  attending 
church  and  other  public  places  before  they  were  aware  of  the 
infectious  nature  of  the  disease.  The  disease  was  of  the  usual 
type,  mild  in  most  cases,  fatal  only  in  one,  from  complicaticwis. 
In  compliance  with  the  law,  all  of  the  houses  were  placarded 
in  which  the  disease  was  known  to  be  present.  Twenty-iSve 
houses  were  placarded  for  measles. 

Scarlet  fever,  of  a  mild  type,  was  prevalent  in  the  fall  and 
winter  months,  necessitating  the  closing  of  the  school  in  dis- 
trict No.  3,  Montowese,  for  a  few  weeks  in  October,  1902.  Five 
families  in  district  No.  3  were  infected.  The  houses  were  quar- 
antined and  disinfected.  The  school  house  in  which  the  infected 
children  attended  was  also  disinfected.  Two  families  in  the 
center  district  had  each  one  case  of  scarlet  fever.  These  were 
also  quarantined  and  the  houses  disinfected.  No  secondary 
cases  occurred  in  these  famihes.  Isolation  and  the  liberal  use 
of  disinfectants  probably  accounts  for  the  non-infection  of  other 
members  of  the  families  exposed  to  the  contagion.  Total  num- 
ber of  cases  ten.     One  case  only  of  diphtheria  was  reported. 

Tonsillitis  has  been  prevalent  to  a  considerable  extent. 
Teachers  in  the  public  schools  have  been  instructed  to  report 
imrtiediately  any  cases  of  sore  throat  observed  amcMig  the  pupils 
attending  the  public  schools,  and  to  warn  them  against  the 
pernicious  habit  of  putting  pencils  or  other  material  used  in 
the  school  into  their  mouths,  as  this  practice  is  one  of  the  ready 
means  of  conveyance  of  contagious  germs  from  one  person 
to  another.  There  have  been  fewer  cases  of  complaints  of  nui- 
sances than  formerly,  none  requiring  notice  or  interference  by 
the  health  officer. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  school  houses  is  good  with  one 
exception,  due  to  overcrowding  of  pupils  from  insufficient  room. 
The  school  houses  were  all  put  in  a  good  condition  previous  to 
the  opening  of  the  school  and  have  been  kept  in  a  cleanly  and 
sanitary  condition.     Other  public  buildings  in  the  tow^n  are  in 
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good  condition.  Laws  relating  to  vaccination  have  been  posted 
and  pretty*  generally  complied  with. 

It  has  been  twenty  years  or  more  since  small  pox  visited  this 
town.  At  that  time  vaccination  had  not  been  very  generally 
practiced  and  an  immediate  alarm  was  spread  abroad  in  the 
town  and  vaccination  was  imiversally  adopted  by  voluntary 
consent  None  needed  to  be  enlightened  or  urged  to  adopt 
this  means  of  protection.  Six  cases  with  two  deaths,  all  in 
one  family,  was  a  sufficient  object  lesson  which  led  to  the  adop- 
tion of  prompt  measures  for  the  arrest  of  the  spread  of  the 
infection,  which  was  effectual.  From  an  economical  stand- 
point, the  town  having  expended  several  hundred  dollars  in  the 
cases  referred  to,  aside  from  the  mortality,  it  would  be  a  saving 
of  expense  to  keep  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  protected  from 
a  like  invasion. 

The  town  is  exceptionally  free  from  tuberculosis. 

The  process  of  cooling  milk  by  aeration  is  generally  adopted 
by  most  of  the  dairymen  supplying  this  article  of  food  for  the 
market. 

While  the  process  of  cooling  the  milk  is  an  improvement  on 
past  methods,  the  ideal  has  not  been  reached  by  all  dairymen  in 
the  proper  care  of  the  cows,  the  treatment  and  care  of  the 
stables,  and  in  the  utensils  used  in  the  cooling  process.  The 
rooms  used  for  the  cooling  of  the  milk  are  not  always  the 
most  cleanly,  nor  are  they  always  sufficiently  isolated  from 
the  stable  and  free  from  the  dust  and  odors  of  the  barn  which 
in  some  cases  contain  fertilizers  or  other  objectionable  material, 
all  of  which  are  liable  to  contaminate  the  milk. 

As  our  water  supply  is  principally  from  wells,  too  much 
care  can  not  be  taken  to  see  that  no  source  of  pollution  can 
have  access  to  them. 

An  inspection  of  some  of  the  wells  shows  that  they  are  often 
located  near  the  house  where  the  sink  drain  and  the  cesspool 
are  constantly  filtering  through  the  soil  around  and  into  them, 
and  added  to  this  is  another  source  of  pollution,  the  outhouse, 
which  I  have  s<Mnetimes  found  located  within  a  few  feet  of  the 
well.  Careless  regard  for  the  sanitary  conditions  of  these  neces- 
sary conveniences  are  sure  to  be  attended,  sooner  or  later,  with 
disastrous  results  to  the  occupants  of  the  dwellings  thus  sit- 
uated. 
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North  Stonington — Dr.  E.  H.  Knowles,  Health  Officer. 

One  case  of  measles  in  January,  which  was  brought  frcwn 
Stonington.  Three  cases  of  scarlet  fever  of  rather  a  severe 
type ;  these  cases  were  in  two  families  and  contracted  at  a  church 
festival  from  an  outside  garment  that  these  three  wore  at  dif- 
ferent times  during  the  evening  in  tableaus ;  it  was  afterward 
learned  that  this  garment  was  borrowed  from  a  family  who  had 
a  child  sick  with  scarlet  fever  ten  years  before.  In  both  families 
an  upstairs  room  was  denuded  of  all  furniture  and  the  patients 
placed  in  those  rooms  with  the  usual  sanitary  measure  enforced, 
until  desquamation  ceased.  There  were  two  cases  of  whooping 
cough  reported,  which  was  a  small  per  cent,  of  the  cases  in 
town. 

There  has  been  no  improvement  on  past  years  for  the  dis- 
posal of  garbage  and  sewage. 

The  sanitary  conditions  of  the  school  houses  and  public  build- 
ings are  fairly  good,  except  the  need  of  repairs. 

The  water  supply  is  good ;  from  springs  and  wells. 

No  ice  ponds  have  been  examined. 

I  have  no  personal  knowledge  of  the  manner  in  which  dairy- 
men conduct  their  milk  business  in  town.

City  of  Nor  walk — Dr.  William  J.  Tracey,  Health  Officer, 

The  following  infectious  diseases  have  been  reported :  Measles 
fifteen  cases,  scarlet  fever  twelve,  diphtheria  twenty-nine, 
typhoid  fever  twenty-three,  and  tuberculosis  five. 

Diphtheria — ^This  disease  was  quite  prevalent  throughout  the 
year,  cases  occurring  in  almost  every  month.  The  type  of  this 
disease  was  severe. 

Typhoid  fever  is  becoming  more  prevalent  each  year  and  will 
continue  so  until  the  sources  of  infection  are  removed,  viz. :  the 
contaminated  wells.  In  thickly  settled  communities  where 
typhoid  fever  prevails,  most  wells  are  polluted,  or  if  not,  will 
soon  become  so.  All  wells  in  the  city  not  above  suspicion  should 
be  condemned ;  if  all  were  condemned  it  would  be  much  better 
for  the  public. 

Tuberculosis — Five  cases  of  this  disease  were  reported,  which 
represents  a  small  percentage  of  the  cases  which  occurred  dur- 
ing the  year.  This  disease  is  classed  with  the  infectious  diseases 
and  should  be  reported  as  such  by  the  attending  physician.

Town  of  Norwalk— Dil  Wm.  J.  Tracey,  Health  Officer. 

The  infectious  diseases  reported  during  the  year  were  as  fol- 
lows :  Measles  eleven  cases,  scarlet  fever  nine,  diphtheria  twelve, 
tjrphoid  fever  ten,  and  tuberculosis  two  cases. 

Tuberculosis — ^This  disease  is  now  recognized  as  an  infectious 
one  and  should  be  reported  as  such  by  the  attending  physicians 
so  that  instructions  concerning  its  nature  may  be  given  to  the 
afflicted  family. 

Nuisances — I  have  been  called  upon  to  consider  and  abate 
seventeen  nuisances.  They  consisted  chiefly  of  neglected  privies 
and  cesspools,  defective  drains,  and  accumulations  of  garbage 
and  refuse  matter. 

Garbage — In  the  thickly  settfed  portions  of  the  town  there 
should  be  a  systematic  collection  and  proper  disposal  of  garbage. 

School  buildings — ^The  condition  of  every  school  building  in 
the  town  has  been  ascertained  and  in  every  case  where  it  was 
found  necessary  their  sanitary  condition  improved. 

East  Norwalk  still  continues  to  grow  rapidly  and  each  year 
becomes  more  unsanitary.  A  dense  population  with  public 
water  supply  and  no  public  seweraee  produces  unsanitary  con- 
ditions which  favor  the  development  and  spread  of  disease. 

City  of  Norwich — Dr.  N.  B.  Lewis,  Health  Officer, 

No  Report. 

Town  of  Norwich — Dr.  E.  H.  Linnell,  Health  Officer. 

An  extensive  epidemic  of  measles  prevailed  during  last  spring. 
In  all,  forty-five  cases  were  reported,  and  many  more  un- 
doubtedly existed.  The  failure  to  employ  a  physician  in  many 
cases,  and  the  neglect  on  the  part  of '.parents  to  report  cases  or 
to  isolate  the  patients,  make  it  very  difficult  to  control.  But  that 
the  public  are  becoming  better  informed  as  to  the  requirements 
of  the  law  in  regard  to  reporting  such  cases  is  evident  from  the 
fact  that  in  a  number  of  instances  the  parents  did  report  to  me 
when  no  physician  was  employed. 

I  quarantine  the  first  cases  of  measles  in  a  given  locality, 
but  when  the  disease  prevails  extensively  I  simply  placard  the 
houses. 

Six  cases  of  scarlet  fever  have  occurred  during  the  past  year, 
and  six  of  typhoid.    Only  two  cases  of  diphtheria  have  occurred. 
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By  far  the  most  serious  epidemic  has  been  that  of  small  pox. 
I  say  serious,  not  because  the  cases  were  severe,  none  proved 
fatal,  but  because  it  necessitated  so  much  expense,  annoyance 
and  loss  of  time.  All  the  cases  were  strictly  quarantined,  and 
vaccination  was  urged  and  practiced  as  far  as  possible,  both 
previous  to  the  outbreak  and  subsequently  in  the  persons  of 
all  who  were  exposed  to  the  contagion.  In  no  instance  did  the 
disease  occur  in  an  individual  who  had  been  recently  vaccinated. 
Many  of  the  cases  were  in  persons  very  recently  arrived  from 
Canada,  and  this  circumstance  suggests  the  desirability  of  more 
strict  quarantine  regulations  upon  our  frontier,  and  the  careful 
inspection  and  disinfection  of  suspected  individuals  and  their 
baggage. 

A  hospital  for  contagious  diseases  is  very  much  needed  in 
Norwich,  or  else  some  provision  for  the  reception  of  contagious 
cases  in  the  present  hospital.  The  isolated  ward,  which,  pre- 
sumably, was  built  for  such  a  purpose,  seems  to  be  entirely 
unused,  and  the  authorities  refuse  to  receive  contagious  cases 
upon  the  application  of  the  health  officer.  It  is  evident  that  the 
difficulty  of  isolating  small  pox  or  other  infectious  diseases  in 
the  crowded  tenement  houses  where  they  are  usually  found,  and 
the  strict  enforcement  of  the  quarantine  regulations  is  very  diffi- 
cult. 

No  cases  of  tuberculosis  have  even  been  reported.  I  think 
the  public  at  large  fails  to  realize  the  infectiousness  of  the 
disease  or  the  advisability  of  any  sanitary  precautions  against  it. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  town  is  improving  every  year. 
New  sewers  have  been  constructed,  the  use  of  several  con- 
taminated wells  has  been  discontinued,  and  a  purer  water  supply 
substituted.  The  enlargement  of  the  city  reservoir  has  furnished 
a  more  plentiful  supply  of  water  of  an  excellent  quality. 

I  have  examined  the  school  buildings  and  have  called  the 
attention  of  the  boards  of  education  to  unsanitary  conditions 
which  I  noted  in  several  instances.  This  applies  particularly 
to  uncleanly  and  offensive  privy  vaults. 

In  regard  to  milk,  in  one  instance  I  found  the  stables  in  a  very 
uncleanly  condition  and  ordered  them  cleaned.  A  systematic 
supervision  of  the  dairy  farms  is,  in  my  opinion,  very  desirable. 
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Old  Lyme — Dr.  J.  L.  Burnham,  Health  Officer. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  thirty-two  cases  of  measles, 
five  of  scarlet  fever,  numerous  cases  of  whooping  cough  and  one 
of  tjrphoid  fever.  The  measles  were  introduced  into  several 
families  from  Ivoryton,  by  townspeople  who  worked  there. 
The  primary  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  exceedingly  mild  and 
were  not  attended  by  a  physician  during  the  period  when  a 
diagnosis  was  possible,  and  were  never  reported  to  me.  The 
tjrphoid  fever  came  into  town  from  a  boat  on  which  the  patient 
was  employed.  This  case  has  been  treated  with  all  due  regard 
to  sanitary  precautions.  There  have  been  no  other  contagious 
diseases. 

No  nuisances  have  been  reported. 

Our  school  houses  and  other  public  buildings  are  in  good 
sanitary  condition. 

I  think  I  can  report  an  increase  of  care  in  my  town  as  regards 
the  greater  care  in  keeping  stables  clean  and  the  quicker  cooling 
of  the  milk. 

Old  Saybrook — Dr.  J.  H.  Granniss,  Health  Officer. 

The  health  officer  has  but  little  of  interest  in  matters  of  sani- 
tation to  report.  One  case  of  diphtheria  was  brought  here  from 
Hartford  in  June.  Four  cases  of  diphtheria  in  one  family  were 
seen  in  August,  of  which  one  died ;  its  origin  I  was  unable  to 
trace.  A  few  cases  of  whooping  cough  of  average  severity 
occurred  during  the  winter  and  early  spring. 

But  few  nuisances  have  been  reported  and  those  easily 
abated. 

Orange — Dr.  C.  A.  Bevan,  Health  Officer. 

Contagious  diseases — There  have  been  reported  four  cases  of 
measles  and  two  of  scarlet  fever.  These  have  occurred  in 
different  sections  of  the  town  and  bear  no  relation  to  each 
other,  all  cases  with  the  possible  exception  of  one  having  been 
contracted  either  in  the  city  of  New  Haven  or  Derby.  It  is 
very  gratifying  to  the  health  officer  to  report  that  with  the 
hearty  cooperation  of  physicians  and  families  not  one  case  of 
infection  can  be  traced  to  these  several  foci  of  contagion,  all 
cases  having  been  strictly  confined  to  the  original  patients. 
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Nuisances — ^The  citizens  of  Orange  can  now  drive  over  the 
roads  in  our  beautiful  town,  in  any  direction,  without  having  to 
smell  that  most  horrible  stench  arising  from  garbage-fed  pigs. 

School  houses — In  the  northern  district  (Allingtown)  the 
increasingly  large  attendance  has  brought  the  building  problem 
to  a  crisis,  and  it  has  been  decided  to  erect  a  new  four-room 
building  at  the  lower  end  of  the  district,  which  will  much  better 
accommodate  the  scholars  in  that  vicinity.  A  temporary  school 
building  has  been  fitted  up  in  a  vacant  house,  after  having  been 
thoroughly  renovated,  which  will  serve  the  district  very  well 
until  the  new  school  house  can  be  erected. 


Oxford — Dr.  Lewis  Barnes,  Health  Officer. 

One  who  would  choose  to  be  classed  among  those  of  a  higher 
civilzation,  on  being  asked  why  a  case  of  measles  at  his  home  was 
not  reported,  replied,  that  the  placarding  for  measles  was  a  fool- 
ish sanitary  regulation;  but  thirty-seven  cases  of  measles  in 
late  winter  were  clearly  the  result  of  failure  to  report  the  first 
case,  and  according  to  the  old  Levitical  law,  "an  eye  for  an  eye," 
"a  tooth  for  a  tooth,"  all  the  attendant  anxiety,  expense  and  suf- 
fering of  the  epidemic  was  clearly  chargeable  to  one  man's 
neglect. 

That  a  man  should  be  stoned  to  death  for  picking  up  sticks 
on  the  Sabbath,  was  seemingly  a  foolish  law.  The  Jewish  Tal- 
mud, and  the  Koran  of  the  Moslem,  alike,  abound  in  severe 
penalties  for  little  sanitary  infringements  of  law.  In  a  tropical 
and  semi-tropical  climate,  where  deadly  contagion  and  natural 
environment  could  have  easily  forestalled  progress,  and  blotted 
them  out  of  history,  it  was  simply  the  compulsory  observance  of 
law  that  evoluted  the  Jewish  and  Moslem  races  and  made  them 
powerful  nations.  Non-observance  of  law  the  world  over  is 
where  disease  and  degeneracy  begins.  One  case  of  measles  was 
reported  in  summer  and  one  each  of  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria. 
Whooping  cough  was  present  in  April  in  a  very  mild  form,  and 
to  a  limited  extent.  All  these  infectious  diseases  were  very 
mild  in  character,  with  but  little  medication  required.  No  other 
contagious  or  infectious  diseases  have  existed,  nor  have  any 
deaths  been  ascribed  as  a  resultant  from  these  diseases.     Tuber- 
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culosis  seems  to  be  lessening.  Scrawny  individuals  are  not  so 
much  in  evidence.  All  appear  better  nourished,  the  same  as 
our  herds,  which  yield  no  tuberculous  milk. 

The  birth  rate,  compared  with  the  deaths,  shows  no  decadence 
in  population. 

Nuisances  are  seldom  complained  of ;  six  or  eight  only  have 
demanded  interference,  but  it  must  be  understood  that  dead 
animals  lying  unburied  in  woods  or  open  fields  will  give  ground 
for  speedy  prosecution.  Garbage  of  over  a  day's  creation  is  sel- 
dom seen. 

Sewage  is,  as  ever,  mostly  by  surface  drains,  and  where 
streams  are  frequent  they  become  the  recipients,  although  some 
is  utilized  on  the  farm. 

We  have  no  isolation  hospital,  but  an  emergency  could  be 
easily  met  at  little  expense. 

Under  the  old  district  system  the  school  house  was  the  care 
of  a  single  committee,  who  saw  that  the  premises  were  in  order 
with  a  clean  school  room  on  the  advent  of  each  new  teacher. 
Sometimes  a  half  holiday  was  a  gala  time  for  house  cleaning 
and  repairing  window  lights  and  doors  which  had  lost  their 
fastenings.  On  attempting  fumigation  before  the  fall  term  I 
found  only  two  out  of  nine  rooms  that  were  clean  and  ready, 
and  in  all  the  others  one  to  ten  lights  absent.  I  fumigated  three 
and  awaited  repairs.  The  fall  term  began  without  preparation. 
One  resolute  teacher  washed  the  windows  of  her  school  room 
herself,  but  all  things  are  now  hastening  to  an  orderly  state. 
The  want  of  preparation  was  simply  an  oversight. 

There  is  no  public  supply  of  water.  Many  springs  of  known 
purity  are  utilized,  but  the  greater  supply  is  by  wells.  Every 
spring  or  well  should  be  cleaned  of  silt  yearly  at  least,  and  wells 
dug  in  hard  pan  and  thus  filled  with  "seepage,"  so-called,  should 
be  drawn  oflF  frequently.  People  are  not  restrained  as  to  where 
they  may  gather  ice ;  if  they  only  considered  the  contamination  of 
the  paper  mill  and  the  drainage,  they  would  not  supply  them- 
selves from  Eight  Mile  Brook  or  Little  River  ponds. 

As  to  the  milk  question.  "A  land  flowing  with  milk"  and 
yielding  the  choicest  butter  is  the  delight  of  our  farmers.  Many 
study  the  milk  question  for  the  sake  of  the  dollar,  which  means 
the  best  product. 
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Plainfield — Dr.  Arthur  A.  Chase,  Health  Officer. 

This  report  covers  the  period  from  my  appointment  as  health 
officer,  December  26,  1902,  to  September  i,  1903.  During  this 
time  sixty-three  cases  of  contagious  diseases  have  been  reported, 
as  follows: 

Measles — Thirty-three  cases.  During  January  measles  were 
epidemic  to  considerable  extent  throughout  the  town.  Most 
of  the  cases  were  of  a  virulent  type,  attacking  adults  as  well 
as  children.     Origin  of  the  epidemic  unknown. 

Scarlet  fever— jS^^^  cases.  Two  severe  cases  resulting  in 
death,  four  rather  mild. 

Diphtheria — Six  cases.  One  fatal,  neglected  to  summon  medi- 
cal aid  in  early  part  of  the  disease. 

Whooping  cough — Three  cases  reported.  More  existed 
which  were  not  reported,  being  slightly  epidemic  in  some  parts 
of  the  town. 

Typhoid  fever — Three  cases ;   one  fatal. 

Small  pox — Nine  cases.  First  case  was  imported  from 
Baltic.  Patient,  a  mill  hand,  left  a  quarantined  house  at  night, 
and  came  to  Moosup.  Was  attacked  in  a  few  days.  Before  the 
attack,  however,  he  called  upon  a  young  lady  /riend,  and  she 
furnished  the  second  case  of  the  epidemic.  Then  a  woman 
visited  the  town  of  Baltic,  contracted  the  disease,  gave  it  to  her 
husband  and  her  husband's  brother,  who  was  about  a  week  later 
attacked.  One  month  later  the  disease  broke  out  among  the 
inmates  of  the  town  farm.  The  servant  girl  and  three  inmates 
were  attacked.  Prompt  vaccination  saved  others  from  the  dis- 
ease. The  origin  of  the  disease  here  was  an  unsolved  problem. 
Probably  some  of  the  inmates  lurched  about  the  hospital  at  night. 
One  case  at  the  farm  occurred,  in  an  old  woman  sevent}'^-five 
years  old,  bed-ridden  and  unable  to  care  for  herself.  After 
having  the  "measles,"  as  she  called  it,  she  was  able  to  dress 
and  take  most  of  the  care  of  herself. 

The  town  built  a  small  pox  hospital  on  the  town  farm  in  the 
fall  of  1902,  the  same  being  barely  finished  in  time  to  receive  the 
first  case.  The  house  is  commodious  and  answers  tlie  purpose 
admirably.  The  situation,  however,  is  not  what  it  should  be, 
being  situated  on  top  of  a  hill,  nearly  one-eighth  of  a  mile  from 
water.  All  cases  of  small  pox  terminated  in  recovery.  Two 
days  after  the  first  case  appeared  I  made  arrangements  for  free 
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public  vaccinaticMi  in  the  mills,  and  later  for  all  comers.  Stopped 
all  public  gatherings  for  a  time,  and  advised  all  persons  to  be 
vaccinated  at  once.  As  the  epidemic  occurred  during  vaca- 
tion time  in  December,  the  schools  were  kept  closed  two  weeks 
longer.  In  the  Moosup  district,  where  all  the  cases  occurred, 
all  school  children  were  required  to  show  satisfactory  evidence 
of  successful  vaccination  before  being  admitted  to  the  spring 
term  of  1903.  Nearly  all  complied  with  this  order.  The  total 
number  vaccinated  by  the  town  was  545.  At  least  one-third  of 
these  were  primaries,  in  persons  whose  ages  ranged  from  six 
months  to  forty-five  years. 

Another  point  of  interest,  proving  distinctly  the  protective 

power  of  vaccination :   B ,  a  sister  of  one  of  the  small  pox 

patients,  went  to  the  small  pox  hospital  to  care  for  her.  The 
day  before  entering  she  was  vaccinated  by  me,  after  twenty-four 
hours  exposure  to  the  contagion.  The  vaccination  was  success- 
ful.    B took  care  of  her  sister,  also  of  another  small  pox 

patient,  throughout  the  course  of  the  disease  and  did  not  contract 
it.  What  more  conclusive  proof  of  the  protective  power  of 
vaccination  can  the  anti-vaccinationists  desire  than  this? 

Two  exaggerated  cases  of  impetigo  contagiosa  occurred  dur- 
ing the  month  of  August,  1903,  and  caused  a  rumor  of  small 
pox.     Both  are  improving. 

Several  cases  of  nuisances  have  been  brought  to  my  attention, 
which  have  been  abated  as  far  as  possible.  Have  had  trouble 
only  in  one  case,  that  concerning  the  well  of  water  at  the  Plain- 
field  Hotel.  The  water  was  analyzed  by  the  chemist  of  the 
State  Board  of  Health  and  foimd  grossly  contaminated,  conse- 
quently closed  the  well  for  drinking  and  washing  purposes. 
The  owners  are  still  unsatisfied  and  appealed  the  case  to  the 
county  health  officer  to-day,  September  i. 

Garbage  is  mostly  fed  to  pigs,  etc.  The  sewage  disposal 
and  water  supply  is  the  same  as  in  all  country  towns,  without 
public  systems. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  school  houses  and  other'  public 
buildings  is  satisfactory.     No  action  taken  regarding  ice  ponds. 

Have  no  personal  knowledge  as  to  the  milk  supply.  Have 
noticed  that  most  of  the  farmers  cool  their  milk  in  running  water 
as  soon  as  they  have  milked. 

In  Wauregan  village  the  Wauregan  Co.  began  installing  a 
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sewerage  system  about  May  i,  to  take  in  the  whole  village. 
This  is  a  private  rather  than  a  public  work,  but  will  have  a  ten- 
dency to  diminish  infectious  diseases  in  that  locality. 


Plainville — Dr.  J.  N.  Bull,  Health  Officer. 

Measles  and  whooping  cough  were  present  in  winter  and 
spring,  but  it  was  impossible  to  ascertain  number  of  cases.  Both 
diseases,  with  few  exceptions,  were  mild  or  medium  in  severity. 
Two  cases  of  tuberculosis,  three  of  typhoid  fever,  seventeen  of 
scarlet  fever,  complete  the  number  of  contagious  cases  reported. 

Numerous  complaints  of  nuisances  received  and  cause  abated. 

No  change  in  methods  of  garbage  or  sewage  disposal.  No 
public  provision  for  the  care  of  contagious  cases.  All  public 
buildings  and  school  houses  are  in  the  best  of  sanitary  condition. 

Water  supply  is  abundant  and  reservoir  free  from  sources  of 
contamination,  and  ice  ponds  are  favorably  located. 

Our  milkmen  understand  the  importance  of  care  and  cleanli- 
ness in  their  work. 

No  change  in  sanitary  conditions  undertaken  during  the  year. 


Plymouth — Dr.  A.  V.  Stoughton,  Health  Officer, 

The  following  report  covers  the  period  from  the  appointment 
of  present  incumbent,  June  20,  1903,  to  September  i,  1903: 

During  this  period  the  town  has  been  exceptionally  free  from 
contagious  diseases.  But  three  cases  of  scarlet  fever  (all 
obscure  in  their  origin),  but  one  of  typhoid  fever  and  none  of 
any  other  sort. 

Improved  sewage  disposal  is,  of  course,  very  desirable,  but  the 
cost  of  modem  sanitary  arrangements  delays  progress.  Pros- 
pects of  advance  in  this  direction  in  the  near  future  seem  bright 
in  some  parts  of  the  town. 

Better  ventilation  of  the  auditorium  of  the  town  building  is 
the  one  change  which  most  forcibly  presents  itself  for  improve- 
ment. 

The  water  supply  is,  in  general,  excellent,  and  the  number  of 
homes  supplied  with  water  under  pressure  is  increasing  con- 
stantly.    The  ice  ponds  have  not  been  examined  during  my  term 
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of  office,  neither  has  any  occasion  arisen  demanding  investiga- 
tion into  the  character  of  the  milk  supply,  in  any  especial  way. 
The  main  sources  of  supply  are  undoubtedly  sanitary. 

PoMFRET — Charles  O.  Thompson,  Esq.,  Health  Officer, 

The  following  cases  of  infectious  diseases  have  been  reported 
to  me  and  no  others :  Measles,  nine  cases  in  eight  houses ;  scarlet 
fever,  three  cases,  all  in  one  house ;  diphtheria,  one  case ;  typhoid 
fever,  three  cases,  all  in  one  house. 

Nuisances — One  complaint;  abated. 

Sanitary  condition  of  school  houses  is  generally  good,  though 
some  have  required  attention  from  health  officer  to  be  put  in 
prefer  condition. 

Portland — Dr.  Frank  E.  Potter,  Health  Officer.    . 

Contagious  diseases — During  the  spring  of  1903  several  cases 
of  measles  were  reported  scattered  in  different  parts  of  the 
town.    There  were  no  deaths. 

Scarlet  fever — Early  in  January  a  case  was  reported  in  the 
up  city  district.  This  patient  was  exposed  to  the  disease  in 
Hartford  and  came  down  while  visiting  in  Portland.  '  This 
case  was  kept  carefully  isolated  until  desquamation  was  com- 
pleted and  no  secondary  case  occurred.  A  second  case  was 
reported  the  last  of  February  on  Air  Line  avenue.  The  other 
children  in  the  family,  on  the  early  discovery  of  the  disease, 
were  immediately  sent  to  another  house.  No  secondary  cases 
were  reported. 

Diphtheria — Two  cases  were  reported.  The  rooms  occupied 
by  the  patients  were,  upon  recovery,  fumigated  with  formalde- 
hyde gas.    There  were  no  secondary  cases. 

Whooping  cough — ^There  have  been  forty  or  more  cases  of 
this  disease,  with  three  deaths.  Whooping  cough  is  very  insidi- 
ous in  its  onset  and,  unfortunately,  the  people  are  inclined  to 
look  upon  it  as  a  disease  of  little  severity.  Parents  who  have 
young  infants  or  delicate  children  should  make  every  effort 
to  keep  them  isolated  during  the  prevalence  of  an  epidemic  in 
their  neighborhood.  Mothers  will  often  recklessly  expose  their 
infants  to  whooping  cough  while  they  would  flee  in  terror  from 
scarlet  fever.     In  reality,  whooping  cough  is  the  most  dangerous 
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contagious  disease  prevailing  in  this  region  to  which  an  infant 
under  one  year  of  age  could  be  exposed. 

Parents  should  be  careful  to  keep  their  children,  while  suf- 
fering from  whooping  cough,  upon  their  own  grounds,  and  never 
let  them  visit  other  homes  or  mingle  with  other  children,  least 
of  all  to  enter  a  street  car  or  go  to  the  theatre  or  into  any  public 
gathering.  During  the  past  year  there  have  been  as  many 
deaths  from  whooping  cough  in  the  town  of  Portland  as  there 
have  been  from  pneumonia,  and  within  one  of  as  many  as  there 
have  been  from  tuberculosis,  two  of  the  most  fatal  diseases. 

No  cases  of  typhoid  fever  have  been  reported  as  originating 
in  the  town  of  Portland. 

Pulmonary  consumption  is  now  quite  generally  recognized  by 
the  people  as  a  contagious  disease.  There  have  been  four 
deaths  from  this  disease  during  the  year.  In  all  cases  where  the 
health  officer  is  notified  of  a  death  from  consumption  the  rooms 
occupied  by  the  patient  during  his  sickness  are  fumigated  by 
formaldehyde  gas. 

Nuisances — There  have  been  fewer  complaints  of  nuisances 
than  for  many  years  previously. 

Garbage  is  disposed  of  in  garbage  heaps. 

Sewage  for  the  most  part  is  disposed  of  by  means  of  cess- 
pools and  open  drainage. 

Water  supply — The  reservoir  has  been  full  and  consequently 
the  water  has  been  unusually  free  from  any  objectionable  odor 
or  taste.  But  whenever  we  shall  have  a  dry  summer  with  the 
water  low  in  the  reservoir,  the  large  amount  of  organic  matter 
lying  in  the  upper  part  of  it  will  be  certain  by  its  fermentation 
and  decomposition  to  give  a  dark  color  with  a  very-oflFensive 
odor  and  taste  to  the  water.  Excepting  this  organic  matter, 
carried  by  every  freshet  into  the  reservoir,  the  water  supply  is 
unusually  free  from  objectionable  vegetable  growths  or  other 
sources  of  pollution. 

The  ice  supply  is  obtained  from  ponds  which  are  close  to  the 
side  of  the  Connecticut  river,  but  do  not  communicate  with  it 
except  in  times  of  freshet. 

Malaria  has  not  been  so  prevalent  as  it  was  during  the  two 
preceding  years. 

Preston — Dr.  N.  P.  Smith,  Health  Officer.     No  Report. 
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Prospect — S.  A.  Talmadge,  Esq.,  Health  Officer. 

Diseases — There  have  been  eleven  cases  of  measles  and  two  of 
whooping  cough. 

Nuisances — One  complaint. 

Garbage  not  allowed  to  accumulate. 

Sanitary  condition  of  school  houses  and  of  public  buildings 
is  good. 

Water  supply — From  springs  and  wells  of  good  water. 

Ice  ponds — ^The  ice  is  in  individual  ice  houses. 

Town  and  City  of  Putnam — ^Dr.  Omer  LaRue, 

Health  Officer. 

In  the  months  of  October  and  November  the  most  prevalent 
complaints  have  been  from  diseases  of  the  bowels,  diarrhoea  and 
dysentery.  We  had  five  cases  of  relapsing  fever  in  one  family, 
which  was  probably  caused  by  the  well  water  which  they  used. 
They  all  recovered,  but  the  father,  who  was  the  most  danger- 
ously sick,  was  six  months  before  being  able  to  resume  his  usual 
occupations.  We  had  also  in  November  one  case  of  diphtheria, 
who  recovered,  after  using  antitoxin. 

On  December  7,  1902,  one  case  of  small  pox  was  discovered 
in  Morse's  new  village.  It  was  in  a  family  just  arrived  from 
Baltic.  In  this  latter  place  they  were  at  war  just  then,  to  know 
if  they  had  cases  of  small  pox  or  not ;  some  physicians  saying 
that  they  had  small  pox  and  others  denying  it.  At  the  same  time 
families  were  going  from  that  town  carrying  the  disease  here  and 
there.  The  patient  who  came  here  was  a  lady  named  Lecomte ; 
her  brother,  soon  after,  also  had  it. 

December  20th  we  were  called  by  Dr.  Russell  to  visit  Beauso- 
leil's  family  on  this  side  of  the  river.  His  children  had  been 
visiting  Mr.  Lecomte's  family,  and  two  of  them  came  down  with 
small  pox.  On  coming  to  Putnam  from  Baltic,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Lecomte  went  to  board  with  Joseph  Dumas,  and  afterwards 
with  Mrs.  Joseph  Bruneau's  family.  On  December  23  and  24 
both  these  families  had  to  be  quarantined  because  attacked  with 
small  pox. 

On  January  3,  1903,  Mr.  Beausoleil's  brothers'  children  and 
those  of  his  neighbor,  Mr.  Dragon,  came  down  with  small  pox. 

In  January  last  an  old  settler  came  from  Rhode  Island;  he 
had  an  eruptive  disease,  but  was  received  at  Ballou's  boarding 
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house.  Being  subject  to  comedo  (pimples  on  the  face)  people 
paid  little  attention  to  his  trouble ;  but  the  new  comedoes  became 
pustules,  then  scabs  formed  and  fell  off.  The  man,  not  being 
very  sick,  kept  at  work  all  this  time.  But  .  .  .  three  weeks 
later  .  .  .  three  persons  came  down  with  small  pox  in  his 
boarding  house,  and  soon  were  followed  by  four  more  cases. 
.  .  .  and  the  disease  spread.  People  who  had  been  working 
in  the  mills  alongside  of  this  comedo  patient  were  also  taken 
sick  with  small  pox. 

In  Rhodesville  Mr.  Bonin  was  attacked  with  it,  and  in  Morse's 
village  it  leaped  from  one  side  of  the  street  to  the  other,  visiting 
Mr.  Hector  Guertin's,  and  then  back  again  to  the  other  side, 
appearing  at  Mr.  Lagrandeur's  home  on  February  27th,  and  at 
Mme.  P.  Magnan's,  L.  Dupre's  and  St.  Armand's  homes. 

We  were  now  hoping  to  be  able  to  confine  it  to  Morse's  village. 
But  just  then  Miss  Celinda  Bernard,  living  in  the  Bee-hive,  who, 
they  say,  had  been  working  as  dressmaker  for  Mrs.  Bonin,  came 
down  with  the  disease.  Mrs.  Bonin  had  the  disease  in  a  mild 
form,  contracted  probably  from  Ballou's  boarder.  It  was  only 
known  that  she  had  it  when  her  husband  was  taken  sick,  when 
the  physicians  noticed  the  red  stains  and  the  scaly  appearance 
left  on  the  skin  of  his  wife,  after  the  fall  of  the  small  pox  scabs. 

On  March  31st  the  disease  showed  itself  at  Mr.  Daniel  Labos- 
siere's  home,  in  the  person  of  his  son-in-law. 

On  April  17th  Mr.  Jos.  Roy's  child,  living  opposite  Ballou's 
boarding  house,  was  attacked  with  the  disease.  Two  days  later 
Mr.  L.  Fontaine's  little  daughter,  who  had  been  pla3ang  with 
this  child  while  visiting  at  her  tmcle's,  was  also  taken  sick  on 
the  other  side  of  the  river,  at  Shippee  Hill. 

Mr.  Labossiere's  son-in-law  was  sick  twenty  days.  We  had 
raised  the  quarantine,  the  patient  being  fully  recovered,  when 
his  brother,  his  wife's  mother,  his  wife  and  her  baby  were  all 
taken  sick  together. 

On  April  22d  we  quarantined  the  Misses  Caisse's  home,  on 
Woodstock  avenue,  their  nephew  being  sick  with  small  pox. 
Miss  Brodeur,  who  was  working  as  dressmaker  with  the  Misses 
Caisse,  was  the  next  to  come  down  with  it,  then  several  mem- 
bers of  her  family. 

The  next  in  turn  was  Mrs.  Louis  Valade  and  her  child, 
neighbors  of  Louis  Fontaine  and  Mr.  Isaiah  Marion's  family  in 
Rhodesville. 
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Mrs.  Fontaine's  child  being  fully  recovered  the  quarantine 
was  raised  and  the  family  sent  to  Mr.  Depaty,  her  brother,  while 
their  house  was  being  disinfected.  Soon  after  Mrs.  Fontaine 
was  delivered  of  a  child  and  three  days  after  gave  indica- 
tions of  having  small  pox.  We  had  to  send  her  back  to  her 
home.  Depaty's  brother,  who  had  visited  his  family,  came  down 
with  the  disease  in  the  Harris  building  on  South  Main  street. 
We  sent  him  and  his  family  to  the  pest  house,  and  their  tenement 
was  disinfected.  We  were  beginning  to  have  hopes  that  this 
was  the  end  of  the  trouble,  when,  on  May  28th,  we  had  to  quar- 
antine the  house  of  Mr.  Lavalle,  on  Buck  street,  and,  on  May 
31st,  the  house  of  Mrs.  Brown,  on  South  Main  street.  And 
since  that  time  the  disease  has  acted  as  a  fire,  which  we  think 
we  have  under  control  and  will  break  out  here  and  there  in  spite 
of  our  efforts  and  vigilance.  As  soon  as  we  disinfected  one 
house  we  had  to  quarantine  another.  On  May  29th  we  disinfected 
Mr.  Jos.  Brodeur's  house  and  on  the  31st  we  quarantined  Mrs. 
Brown's.  June  25th  we  disinfected  Mr.  Lavalle's  and  the  next 
day  we  quarantined  Mr.  Noyes*.  When  we  discharged  Mr. 
Noyes  we  had  to  send  Mr.  F,  Lemieux'  family  to  the  pest  house. 

On  July  24th  small  pox  broke  out  again  at  Ballou's  boarding 
house  at  Mr.  Gariepy's,  and  on  the  26th  at  Dr.  Sandell's. 

July  29th  we  were  sent  to  Mr.  Beaudreau's  family  and  found 
there  a  child  sick  with  small  pox  in  the  last  period,  scaling, 
and  all  his  brothers  and  sisters  had  been  sick  before,  without  the 
health  officer  having  been  notified.  Then  we  had  to  quarantine 
Frederic  Dumas'  family,  Mr.  Beaudreau's  brother-in-law,  whose 
children  had  been  visiting  and  sleeping  there  while  the  others 
were  sick.  The  last  family  visited  by  the  disease  was  Mr. 
Terrien's  in  Ballou's  village. 

On  August  31st  we  disinfected  Mr.  Dumas'  house,  and  to-day, 
for  the  first  time  since  last  December,  we  are  without  a  known 
case  of  small  pox  in  the  town  of  Putnam.* 

*  In  the  following  month  of  September  nine  new  cases  were  reported 
in  Putnam.  The  foregoing  detailed  report  of  the  spread  of  small  pox 
is  a  striking  illustration  of  the  inefficiency  of  isolation  and  disinfection, 
and  equally  illustrates  the  inexcusable  folly  of  neglecting  vaccination. 

At  this  writing,  November  23,  the  disease  is  still  prevalent  in  Putnam. 

"But  when  you  stop  to  think,"  to  quote  the  reporter's  words,  "that  if, 
when  the  first  cases  occurred  in  January,  a  general  vaccination  had  been 
practiced,  all  the  succeeding  cases  would  not  have  suffered,  one  is  sur- 
prised at  the  strength  of  an  unreasonable  prejudice." — C.  A.  L.

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It  may  seem  strange  that  this  scourge  could  not  be  arrested 
before.  But  when  you  stop  to  think  that  one  of  the  first  cases 
occurred  without  anybody  suspecting  its  existence;  the  per- 
son lived  in  a  boarding  house,  scabbing  there  and  in  the  mill; 
you  cannot,  therefore,  wonder  much  at  the  spread  of  the 
disease.  When  also  you  learn  that  people  have  gone  on  hiding 
cases  in  their  houses  until  the  period  of  scabbing,  and  in  the 
meantime  members  of  these  families  have  continued  working 
in  the  mills  all  the  time,  it  is  a  matter  of  astonishment,  not  that 
the  number  attacked  is  large,  but  that  it  has  not  been  greatly 
exceeded. 

When  you  know  that  there  is  but  one  sure  means  of  prevent- 
ing the  spread  of  small  pox — ^and  that  is  by  vaccination;   and 
when  vaccination  has  been  ordered  by  the  school  board,  half 
of  the  children  found  excuses  for  not  being  vaccinated ;   when 
you  learn  that  your  health  officer,  relying  on  Section  2550  of 
the  Revised  Statutes:    "Health  officers  and  boards  of  health 
may  adopt  such  measures  for  the  general  vaccination  of  the 
inhabitants  of  their  respective  towns,  cities  or  boroughs,  as  they 
shall  deem  proper,"    asked  the  mill  owners  that  they  compel 
their  employes  to  be  vaccinated,  or  to  refuse  them  work  if  they 
failed  to' comply,  and  that  your  health  officer  was  laughed  at, 
and  not  fifty  of  the  employes  were  vaccinated    .     .     .    then 
you  will  stop  wondering  at  the  number  of  cases  and  why  the 
disease  has  continued  to  spread.     When  you  learn  that  people 
have  been  prejudiced  against  vaccination  by  numerous  articles 
published  in  the  local  papers ;  when  they  have  been*  warned  that, 
if  a  case  of  small  pox  occurs  in  a  family,  and  if  the  other 
members  are  vaccinated  they  will  contract  the  disease    .    .    . 
then  you  will  stop  wondering  that  such  families  refuse  to  let 
their  children  be  vaccinated,  and,  in  consequence,  instead  of  one 
case  we  have  generally  the  rest  of  the  family  sick  with  the  dis- 
ease.   Thus  you  ought  to  begin  to  know  why  we  had  so  many 
cases  of  small  pox  in  the  town  of  Putnam. 

But  are  we  any  wiser  for  all  that?    No! 

The  false  ideas  against  vaccination  have  been  so  deeply  rooted 
that,  in  spite  of  the  epidemic,  the  people  have  not  been  vacci- 
nated as  they  should  have  been.  A  physician  of  Southbridge 
told  the  writer  that  there  had  been  but  one  case  of  small  pox 
in  his  town,  but  they  felt  sure  it  would  not  spread  as  the  whole 
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town  had  been  thoroughly  vaccinated  the  previous  year,  and 
the  thirty-two  persons  who  had  been  quarantined  on  account 
of  having  been  exposed,  more  or  less,  to  that  one  case  had 
been  released.    Not  another  case  of  small  pox  had  occurred. 

Here  in  Putnam;  I  am  sorry  to  say,  we  are  now  no  safer  than 
before  there  was  any  outbreak  of  the  disease,  and  if  another 
case  occurs  we  run  the  risk  of  having  a  hundred  more,  and  all 
because  the  people  refuse  to  employ  the  only  known  preventive 
against  small  pox,  namely,  vaccination.  During  all  this  time, 
in  spite  of  the  example  and  lesson  Putnam  has  had,  there  are 
some  people  endeavoring  to  get  the  poor,  miserable  law  repealed, 
now  on  our  statute  books,  favoring  vaccination. 

It  will  require  several  epidemics  of  small  pox,  with  numer- 
ous deaths,  to  awaken  the  people  of  Connecticut,  and  Putnam 
particularly,  to  the  fact  that  vaccination  is  the  only  safeguard 
against  the  spread  of  small  pox. 

Now,  while  the  epidemic  of  small  pox  was  going  on,  Putnam 
has  been  almost  completely  spared  from  any  other  contagious 
diseases,  if  we  except  whooping  cough. 

We  have  also  noticed  less  cases  of  tuberculosis. 

The  main  nuisances  which  we  were  called  to  abate  are  the 
same  as  the  previous  year,  and  coming  as  a  consequence  of  hav- 
ing a  system  of  public  water  without  a  proper  system  of  sewer- 
age, namely,  over-filled  privy  vaults  and  cesspools. 

Our  public  buildings  and  school  houses  are  in  a  perfect  sani- 
tary condition. 

The  water,  which  has  been  examined  several  times,  has  proved 
also  to  be  good,  and  no  disease  can  be  traced  to  Us  use. 

We  have  the  same  ice  ponds,  and  nobody  is  complaining  of 
them. 

We  have  noticed  that  the  milk  dealers  seem  to  fight  with  one 
another  to  show  the  best  and  cleanest  milk  wagons,  and  almost 
all  are  now  using  the  sealed  milk  bottles  instead  of  the  old  milk 
cans. 

Redding— Dr.  Ernest  H.  Smith,  Health  Officer, 

With  the  exception  of  diphtheria,  the  town  has  been  unusually 
free  from  contagious  diseases  during  the  past  year.  Measles 
has  occurred  in  one  family,  three  cases;    whooping  cough  in 
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two  families,  seven  cases;  typhoid  fever  in  two  families,  two 
cases. 

During  the  months  of  September  and  October,  diphtheria  was 
epidemic  in  the  Boston  school  district,  necessitating  the  closing 
of  the  school  for  four  weeks.  During  these  two  months  and  the 
following  two,  twenty  cases  occurred  in  that  neighborhood,  most 
of  them  mild,  but  three  or  four  severe,  and  one  fatal.  All  of 
these  cases  originated  either  directly  or  indirectly  from  one 
case — Si  pupil  in  the  Boston  school,  who  had  had  th^  disease 
in  New  York  and  had  attended  school  before  it  was  safe  for 
him  to  mingle  with  other  children.  When  one  considers  the 
cost  of  such  an  epidemic — the  loss  of  life,  the  suffering  and 
anxiety  in  families  who  were  sick,  the  loss  of  time  from  work 
of  men  in  quarantined  families,  the  absence  of  the  children  from 
school,  the  cost  in  money  to  individuals  and  to  the  town — it  is 
easy  to  see  the  economical  value  of  a  systematic  medical  inspec- 
tion of  schools. 

In  addition  to  this  epidemic  of  diphtheria  three  other  cases 
occurred  in  the  spring,  making  twenty-three  in  all. 

Two  complaints  of  nuisances  were  made  to  the  health  officer. 
Both  were  in  regard  to  the  disposal  of  the  bodies  of  dead  animals 
and  both  could  have  been  settled  just  as  well  without  appealing 
to  the  health  officer.  The  value  of  this  observation  lies  in  the 
application  thereof  in  the  future. 

The  school  buildings  are  clean.  Some  of  them,  however,  are 
somewhat  dilapidated  and  some  are  overcrowded.  Under  the 
present  school  system  of  the  town  there  seems  to  be  no  remedy 
for  this. 

Town  and  Borough  of  Ridgefield — Dr.  R.  W.  Lowe, 

Health  Officer. 

In  making  out  my  report  as  health  officer  of  the  town  and 
borough  of  Ridgefield,  I  do  it  with  a  great  deal  of  pleasure. 
For,  whereas  in  the  central  part  of  the  town,  two  years  ago,  we 
had  an  epidemic  of  typhoid  fever,  due  to  local  conditions,  since 
the  establishment  of  a  sewer  system  we  have  had  but  one  case, 
which  was  brought  in  from  New  York  City.  With  but  few 
instances  people  have  been  pleased  to  discontinue  their  outhouses 
and  connect  with  the  sewer  and  have  discontinued  their  wells 
and  used  the  water  from  the  Ridgefield  Water  Supply  Co. 
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This  has  no  doubt  improved  the  general  health  of  the  town. 
Those  who  have  not  connected  with  the  sewer  within  the  bor- 
ough limits  are  urged  and  recommended  to  do  so  at  once,  for  the 
good  of  the  largest  number,  as  well  as  for  their  own  personal 
welfare. 

Four  cases  of  typhoid  fever  have  been  reported,  of  which 
three  have  been  imported,  and  one  due  to  local  conditions  in 
the  extreme  portion  of  the  town. 

Eleven  cases  of  diphtheria  have  been  reported ;  one  case  was 
imported  from  Brooklyn,  the  other  cases  due  to  local  unsanitary 
conditions  of  families  living  in  the  town.* 

Six  cases  of  measles  reported.  With  the  exception  of  one 
case,  which  was  unaccounted  for,  one  family  imported  a  case 
from  Bridgeport,  which  infected  their  neighbors.  By  careful 
quarantine  the  disease  was  not  spread. 

Seven  cases  of  consumption  have  been  reported. 

Garbage  is  disposed  of  by  individuals,  and  in  the  more  thickly 
populated  center  the  Ridgefield  Village  Improvement  Society 
have  placed  cans  for  the  reception  of  garbage,  etc. 

They  also  employ  a  man  three  days  weekly  to  keep  the 
streets  and  walks  free  from  paper,  and  decaying  vegetable  and 
animal  matter,  and  have  done  much  to  improve  the  health  of 
the  borough. 

Sanitary  conditions  of  the  schools  only  fair. 

Water  supply  is  derived  from  wells,  springs  and  Ridgefield 
Water  Supply  Co. 

The  milk  supplies  of  the  town  are  in  excellent  condition, 
nearly  all  dairymen  us^the  immediate  cooling  process,  and  much 
more  attention  is  being  paid  by  our  dairymen  in  regard  to  clean- 
liness of  bottles,  cans  and  stables. 

Once  more  I  wish  to  urge  upon  the  people  of  Ridgefield  the 
discontinuance  of  all  privy  closets  and  connection  with  the 
sewer,  and  so  lessen  the  liability  to  intestinal  disorders. 

Rocky  Hill — Dr.  F.  L.  Burr,  Health  Officer. 

The  usual  amount  of  detail  work  in  connection  with  the  office 

has  been  done.    The  general  health  of  the  town  has  been  good. 

As  a  result  of  care  and  attention  there  has  been  no  instance 

*  It  would  be  interesting  to  know  what  *' local  unsanitary  conditions** 
could  originate  diphtheria. — C.  A.  L. 
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of  contagious  diseases  in  the  town.  And  for  the  most  part  of 
the  year  it  is  the  best  record  during  my  experience  as  town 
health  officer. 

Two  cases  of  measles  were  reported.  Only  two  cases  of 
diphtheria,  source  of  origin  not  known;   t3rpe  mild. 

Complaints  of  nuisances  have  been  rare.  Three  were  reported 
and  they  were  promptly  abated. 

Garbage  is  disposed  of  by  individuals,  and  is  usually  burned 
or  buried. 

School  houses  have  all  been  cleaned  and  renovated  during  the 
summer  vacation.  The  public  library  and  building,  also  the 
town  hall,  are  in  good  sanitary  condition. 

The  milk  supply  is  quite  good.  The  stables  of  dairjrmen  are 
kept  clean  and  are  well  ventilated.  Care  is  exercised  as  to  clean- 
liness of  utensils. 

The  fat-rendering  establishment  at  Dividend  is  conducted  oo 
the  very  latest  scientific  principles. 

City  of  Rockville — Dr.  T.  F.  O'Loughlin,  Health  Officer.

RoxBURY — Dr.  Louis  J.  Pons,  Health  Officer.

Measles  in  May  originated  from  a  school  girl  who  contracted 
the  disease  in  Waterbury.  Again  in  August  was  it  imported 
from  New  York  Citv.    A  total  of  seven  cases. 

Only  one  case  of  scarlet  fever;  contracted  while  visiting 
a  relative  in  Naugatuck. 

Diphtheria  and  membranous  croup,  -eight  cases,  with  two 
deaths;  origin  of  disease  obscure.  No  other  contagious  dis- 
ease reported.  No  case  of  pulmonary  consumption  in  this  town 
at  present. 

Chills  and  fever  and  malarial  fevers  were  prevalent  during  the 
months  of  May,  June  and  July,  nearly  all  the  cases  occurring 
in  patients  living  along  the  banks  of  the  Shepaug  river. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  our  school  houses  is  better  and 
improving  yearly.  As  a  precautionary  measure  against  small 
pox,  the  board  of  school  visitors,  on  March  26,  1902,  passed  a 
vote:  That  all  pupils  attending  the  public  schools  in  this  town 
must  be  vaccinated,  unless  they  furnish  a  certificate  from  a  physi- 
cian stating  that  the  child  should  not  be  vaccinated.  Very  lit- 
tle opposition  was  encountered,  90  per  cent  of  the  pupils  com- 
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plying  with  the  regulation  within  a  few  days.  Of  about  200 
vaccinations  no  bad  results  were  brought  to  my  notice,  and  about 
95  per  cent,  of  primary  vaccinations  were  successful. 

The  water  supply  is,  with  a  few  exceptions,  very  good. 

The  milk  supply  and  sanitary  precautions  in  handling  the 
same  is,  as  far  as  I  am  aware,  the  same  as  in  the  past,  although 
I  have  made  no  personal  inspection  of  the  dairies. 

Salem — Dr.  C.  F.  Congdon,  Health  Officer. 

There  was  but  one  case  of  scarlet  fever.  The  child  w^s  iso- 
lated from  the  rest  of  the  family  and  made  a  good  recovery. 

In  June  there  was  a  case  of  typhoid  fever  of  severe  form.  But 
one  case  of  diphtheria  was  reported ;  the  origin  of  these  cases 
was  not  traced.  There  were  no  secondary  cases.  The  excre- 
tions were  treated  with  carbolic  acid,  and  the  apartments 
scrubbed  with  corrosive  sublimate. 

I  do  not  know  of  a  case  of  tuberculosis  or  malaria  in  the  town. 

I  have  had  no  nuisances. 

What  are  the  hindrances  to  improve  public  hygiene  in  my 
jurisdiction  ?  Ignorance,  pure  and  simple.  As  long  as  the  pub- 
lic thinks  it  knows  more  about  sanitation,  vaccination,  filth  and 
kindred  subjects  then  the  physician,  the  health  officer  will  be 
tmable  to  do  much  good. 

'       Salisbury — Dr.  William  B.  Bissell,  Health  Officer, 

Measles  excepted,  Salisbury  has  been  entirely  free  from 
epidemic  disease.  In  connection  with  this  subject,  I  beg  to 
state  that  quarantining  the  "primary"  case  has  proved  a  futile 
and,  at  the  least,  a  very  unsatisfactory  measure  in  our  town. 

I  am  led  to  make  this  statement  from  my  experience  and 
observations  during  the  above  mentioned  epidemic  and  a  pre- 
vious one. 

Regulation  6  states  that  "no  person  affected  with  *  *  * 
measles  shall  attend  any  public  meeting  or  assembly,  or  travel 
in  any  public  conveyance."  This,  however,  does  not  prevent 
any  person,  except  the  "primary"  case,  from  going  upon  the 
street  or  into  neighboring  houses.  I  repeatedly  saw  children 
showing  a  well-developed  measles  rash  going  about  the  streets 
and  playing  with  other  children. 
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People  in  this  vicinity  think  it  very  strange,  and  cannot  com- 
prehend why  only  the  primary  case  should  be  quarantined,  and 
all  others  allowed  perfect  freedom  to  spread  the  disease  as 
much,  and  as  far  as  possible.  Considering  that  this  same  state 
of  affairs  has  occurred  twice  in  the  town  of  Salisbury,  I  have 
deemed  it  only  just  and  fitting  that  some  mention  should  be 
made  of  it.* 

We  have  had  but  two  cases  of  scarlet  fever  during  the  entire 
year. 

All  other  contagious  diseases  have  been  entirely  absent,  except 
typhoid  fever,  one  case ;  the  origin  of  which  has  eluded  a  most 
careful  investigation. 

Tuberculosis  in  any  of  its  forms  is  rarely  reported  to  the 
health  officer,  but  I  believe  our  town  to  be  as  free  from  it  as  any 
town  in  the  State. 

*  It  is  very  fortunate  that  the  health  officer  has  so  distinctly  declared  his 
remarkable  misunderstanding  of  the  sanitary  regulations  of  his  town.  It 
gives  opportunity  to  correct  his  misapprehension  of  the  law,  and  may  con- 
tribute to  the  safety  of  his  fellow  citizens  in  future. 

The  law  nowhere  says  that  only  the  primary  case  shall  be  quarantined; 
nor  does  the  law  an3rwhere  restrict  the  health  officer  in  his  judgment  as  to 
the  extent  to  which  quarantine  may  be  carried  to  protect  the  public. 

The  law  says  "  primary  cases,"  not  *'  case,'*  as  the  health  officer  quotes  it. 

It  has  happened  many  times  during  the  past  year  or  two,  that  measles, 
being  the  most  easily  and  rapidly  transmitted  of  all  contagious  diseases, 
so  many  houses  in  a  village  have  become  infected  at  the  same  time,  that 
rigid  quarantining  of  them  was  literally  impossible.  To  do  so  effectually 
would  imprison  a  large  part  of  the  population. 

But  if  the  "  primary  cases '*  are  detected  and  quarantined  at  once,  an 
epidemic  may  be  averted,  as  has  been  illustrated  in  many  of  the  annual 
reports  of  the  town  health  officers,  published  in  this  volume. 

No  attentive  reader  of  the  annual  reports  of  the  town  health  officers, 
would  believe  that  many  of  them  would  *'  repeatedly  saw"  (see)  "  children 
showing  a  well  developed  measles  rash,  going  about  the  streets  and  play- 
ing with  other  children,"  and  not  exercise  their  authority,  and  see  them 
home  and  their  parents  instructed  to  keep  them  there. 

There  is  obviously  a  limit  to  which  a  quarantine  can  be  carried;  that  limit 
cannot  be  defined  in  a  law,  but  must  be  determined  very  much  by  the  judg- 
ment of  the  local  health  officer.  It  is  very  surprising  that  a  health  officer 
should  understand  that  the  law  intended  to  put  no  restriction  upon  any 
other  than  the  first  patient  who  happened  to  have  measles. 

A  careful  perusal  of  the  annual  reports  of  the  town  health,  officers  as 
published  in  this  volume,  will  show  the  practical  way  in  which  they  under- 
stand what  is  meant  by  ''primary  cases." — C.  A.  L.,  Secretary, 
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Two  nuisances,  one  of  garbage,  and  the  other  a  cesspool 
overfull,  have  been  reported  and  promptly  abated. 

Regarding  the  disposal  of  sewage  and  garbage  old-time 
methods  prevail. 

Public  buildings  and  school  houses  are  all  reported  in  as  good 
condition  as  could  be  expected.  Our  ice  ponds  and  water  sup- 
ply  are  good. 

Saybrook — ^Dr.  Howard  T.  French,  Health  Officer. 

About  fifty  cases  of  measles  were  reported  during  the  year, 
the  largest  number  in  May  and  June. 

Three  cases  of  scarlet  fever  developed  in  one  family,  supposed 
to  have  been  contracted  from  a  blanket  that  had  been  laid  away  in 
the  attic,  after  having  been  used  as  covering  for  a  scarlet  fever 
patient  four  years  before. 

An  epidemic  of  whooping  cough  began  in  November,  1902, 
and  extended  through  January,  February  and  March  of  this 
year. 

One  case  of  typhoid  fever,  of  unknown  origin,  developed  in 
town,  but  was  removed  to  a  hospital  after  only  a  few  days'  ill- 
ness, and  measures  taken  to  destroy  infectious  material. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  school  and  other  public  build- 
ings is  good. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  most  frequent  complaints  are  in 
regard  to  drains. 

Scotland — Dr.  Amos  Avery,  Health  Officer. 

During  the  past  year  the  deaths  of  a  large  number  of  very 
aged  people  have  occurred,  due  mostly  to  courses  which  over- 
take persons  of  advanced  years,  viz.,  myocarditis,  cerebral 
apoplexy  and  pneumonia. 

There  was  an  epidemic  of  measles  in  the  spring,  when  there 
were  over  eighty  cases  of  the  disease  in  this  small  town.  One 
or  two  children  broke  out  with  it  in  school  (which  is  a  mission 
school)  one  day,  thereby  exposing  some  member  of  nearly  every 
family  in  town.  The  death-rate  from  it  was  light.  Cards  were 
posted  on  each  house  where  the  disease  occurred.  Some  who 
had  never  been  sick  with  measles  escaped  the  disease  entirely, 
by  avoiding  exposure  to  it. 
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There  were  less  than  half  a  dozen  cases  of  whoc^ing  cough. 
The  disease  was  prevented  from  spreading  by  the  watchfulness 
and  advice  of  the  health  officer.  These  cases  were  isolated  or 
quarantined. 

There  were  two  or  three  cases  of  phthisis,  which  died,  and 
now  the  town  is  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  free  from  the  dis- 
ease. 

There  were  quite  a  number  more  cases  of  influenza  this  year 
than  the  year  previous,  but  a  light  death-rate  therefrom. 

The  health  of  the  town  for  the  past  summer  has  been  good. 

The  hygienic  conditions  of  the  households  are  up  to  or  above 
the  average  for  a  country  town. 

Seymour — ^William  S.  Cooper,  Esq.,  Health  Officer. 

There  have  been  reported  during  the  year  ending  August  31, 
1903,  thirty-one  cases  of  contagious  diseases :  Measles  five,  scar- 
let fever  nineteen,  diphtheria  four,  croup  one,  consumption  one, 
typhoid  fever  one.  The  cases  of  measles  were  very  light,  the 
patients  being  confined  to  the  house  only  a  short  time.  The  nine- 
teen cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  generally  mild  and  extended 
through  the  year,  and  only  one  death  occurred.  The  rooms 
occupied  by  the  patients  were  all  fumigated  and  renovated  in  a 
thorough  manner,  and  no  return  of  the  disease  is  feared.  There 
were  no  secondary  cases  of  diphtheria.  The  cases  were  quite 
severe,  and  one  death  reported.  The  single  cases  of  croup  and 
typhoid  fever  were  not  severe.  One  death  has  occurred  from 
consumption.  * 

In  garbage  and  sewage  disposal  there  is  improvement  from 
year  to  year.  There  is  no  general  system  of  sewerage,  which  is 
much  needed,  and  until  this  object  is  attained  cesspools  and  the 
Naugatuck  river  will  be  used. 

Our  schools  have  all  been  thoroughly  cleaned  and  renovated 
during  the  vacation,  under  the  direction  of  tlie  board  of  educa- 
tion.    All  the  other  public  buildings  are  in  excellent  condition. 

The  public  water  supply  is  from  a  reservoir  in  the  town  of 
Beacon  Falls,  situated  upon  high  ground  with  no  buildings  near 
it,  and  the  water  is  as  pure  as  could  be  expected  from  a  recently 
constructed  reservoir.  The  private  water  supply  is  from  wells 
and  springs. 
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The  dairymen  who  furnish  milk  to  customers  in  the  town  are 
taking  all  the  pains  possible  to  keep  the  milk  pure ;  the  night's 
milk  is  cooled  in  wells  or  springs.  The  ventilation  of  the  sta- 
bles and  cleanliness  is  apparent.  The  utensils  are  scalded  in 
boiling  water  every  time  used,  and  good,  pure  milk  is  the  result. 

The  new  iron  bridge  which  is  being  built  on  Broad  street, 
where  the  Naugatuck  river,  when  it  is  high,  is  sure  to  run,  is  a 
sanitary  improvement,  and  will  be  welcomed  by  all  as  such. 

Our  cemeteries  are  being  taken  care  of  by  cemetery  commit- 
tees, are  kept  free  from  weeds  and  are  in  fine  condition. 

The  public  park  is  being  improved  under  the  direction  of  the 
selectmen,  and  is  gaining  in  beauty  each  year.  The  Soldiers' 
Monument,  which  is  soon  to  be  erected  in  the  park,  will  be 
another  attraction  for  visitors,  and  another  incentive  to  con- 
tinue to  beautify  the  park. 


Sharon — ^Dr.  Robert  P.  Knight,  Health  Officer, 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  town  and  the  health  of  the 
inhabitants  have  been  good,  with  the  exception  of  an  epidemic 
of  whooping  cough  in  the  eastern  part,  a  small  place  called 
Ellsworth,  and  a  few  scattered  cases  of  measles. 

Garbage  in  the  village  is  usually  thrown  into  the  manure 
heap  or  fed  to  swine. 

Sherman — Dr.  John  N.  Woodruff,  Health  Officer, 

We  have  had  three  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  contracted  in  adjoin- 
ing towns,  all  primary  cases;  one  was  in*a  family  of  several 
small  children,  but  with  the  cheerful  aid  of  the  parents  in  carry- 
ing out  instructions,  we  were  enabled  to  prevent  any  further 
spread  of  the  disease. 

There  has  been  one  case  of  typhoid  fever.  The  patient,  how- 
ever, had  been  on  a  recent  visit  to  Bridgeport. 

The  above  comprise  all  of  the  infectious  diseases  which  we 
have  had. 

I  have  visited  the  schools  from  time  to  time  during  the  year, 
and  the  committee  having  charge  havfe  responded  cheerfully  to 
my  requests.  All  other  public  buildings  are  in  a  satisfactory 
state. 
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SiMSBURY — Dr.  W.  R.  Munson,  Health  Officer. 

Measles  were  epidemic  for  about  five  weeks  in  the  winter, 
there  were  thirty  cases  all  told ;  the  source  of  the  trouble  was 
traced  to  Hartford. 

Scarlet  fever  has  been  an  infrequent  visitor,  four  cases  mak- 
ing up  the  total ;  the  origin  of  two  of  the  cases  could  not  be 
ascertained,  in  one  of  the  others  it  came  through  a  nurse  who 
was  attending  a  wcwnan  in  confinement ;  the  circumstances  seem 
worth  mentioning,  as  they  show  how  readily  the  contagion  may 
be  carried.  The  nurse  left  the  family  where  she  had  been  pre- 
viously engaged  and  in  which  there  had  been  a  child  ill  for 
two  days  before  her  departure ;  the  child's  symptoms  were  not 
definite  enough  for  a  diagnosis  at  the  time  of  the  nurse's  leav- 
ing, but  two  days  from  this  time  the  eruption  of  scarlet  fever 
appeared ;  five  days  from  the  time  the  nurse  came  to  the  new 
case,  the  mother  and  babe  came  down  with  scarlet  fever,  they 
in  turn  communicated  to  a  relative  who  was  helping  them  and 
whose  home  is  in  Simsbury.  The  fourth  case  of  scarlet  fever 
occurred  in  a  man  of  twenty-eight,  who  visited  some  relatives 
in  Hartford  (for  about  six  hours)  and  five  days  afterward  broke 
out  with  scarlet  fever. 

We  have  had  a  large  number  of  cases  of  whoc^ing  cough, 
many  more  than  have  been  reported.  Of  typhoid  fever  we  have 
had  only  two  cases,  one  of  which  proved  fatal ;  neither  case  was 
contracted  in  town. 

The  number  of  nuisance  complaints  has  been  very  small,  only 
twenty-one  being  lodged ;  all  have  been  abated  except  one,  which 
is  at  present  under  discussion ;  I  have  also  caused  to  be  abated 
eleven  nuisances  without  complaint. 

The  garbage  and  sewage  questions  are  being  agitated  and  I 
hope  something  will  come  of  it 

I  have  made  three  visits  to  each  school  house ;  the  Tariffville 
toilet  rooms  are  in  a  very  poor  condition  and  sadly  need  new 
and  better  constructed  buildings. 

A  reservoir  is  being  constructed  in  the  southwestern  part, 
on  the  head  waters  of  Stratton  Brook ;  an  analysis  of  the  water 
shows  it  to  be  of  excellent  quality. 

Many  of  the  dairymen  of  this  town  require  the  milker  to 
thoroughly  cleanse  before  touching  the  cow,  the  milk  is  received 
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on  a  fine  cloth,  through  which  it  passes  to  the  pail;  a  few 
hand  separators  are  in  use,  a  few  aerate  the  milk,  but  the  greater 
number  place  it  in  cans  and  the  cans  on  ice  or  in  cool  running 
water ;  in  the  care  of  the  stables,  there  are  some  who  are  very 
particular  and  whose  stables  are  clean,  light  and  well  venti- 
lated ;  there  are  some  who  are  not  so  particular,  but  I  am  glad  to 
say  that  the  particular  ones  are  on  the  increase ;  I  think  I  can 
say,  that  without  exception  the  greatest  care  is  given  the  uten- 
sils in  which  the  milk  is  handled. 

I  feel  that  I  must  add  that  I  have  again  experienced  the  most 
kindly  assistance  from  my  brother  physicians  in  carrying  out 
the  instructions  given  to  families,  and  from  the  families  the 
earnest  desire  to  know  what  to  do,  and  then  to  do  it ;  and  from 
the  whole  public,  a  growing  interest  in  things  sanitary  and 
healthful. 

SoMERS — Dr.  a.  L.  Hurd,  Health  Officer. 

During  September  and  October  six  cases  of  typhoid  fever, 
four  cases  contracted  in  adjoining  towns,  all  recover^. 

An  epidemic  of  measles  began  on  the  loth  of  January,  and 
during  February,  March  and  April  we  had  one  hundred  and  fifty 
or  sixty  cases.*    No  deaths. 

Only  one  case  of  scarlet  fever.  There  was  no  spread  of  the 
diseases. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the 
town  since  my  last  report. 

SouTHBURY — Wm.  Howard  Wakelee,  Esq.,  Health  Officer. 

The  following  diseases  were  reported:  Measles  one,  typhoid 
fever  one,  tuberculosis  three,  scarlet  fever  five,  diphtheria  four. 

In  the  case  of  typhoid  fever,  origin  unknown ;  no  secondary 
case.  The  case  of  scarlet  fever:  It  is  a  well  established  fact 
that  there  were  many  children  who  had  this  disease,  but  in  so 
mild  a  form  that  no  physician  was  called  and  in  some  cases 
they  were  not  out  of  school  more  than  two  or  three  days.  Every 
case  reported  to  me  I  investigated  and  found  (with  but  one 
exception,  and  that  cam^  from  Pennsylvania)  that  the  child  had 
been  exposed  to  children  who  had  the  symptoms  of  scarlet 

•  Through  neglect  of  primary  cases. — C.  A.  L. 
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fever,  but  in  so  mild  a  form  they  had  called  no  physician  and 
consequently  no  report  was  made  of  them. 

The  only  effort  now  being  made  in  our  town  as  to  the  restric- 
tion of  pulmonary  consumption  is  the  fumigation  of  houses 
after  a  death  from  that  disease. 

I  have  inspected  all  school  houses  in  town  and  ordered  all 
those  wherein  children  have  had  contagious  diseases,  fumigated. 
In  most  cases  the  outbuildings  are  in  poor  condition  and  there 
should  be  a  radical  change  made. 

Our  garbage  disposal  is  carried  on  in  the  usual  way  in  farm- 
ing districts.    The  same  is  true  of  the  sewage. 

We  have  no  provision  in  town  for  the  care  of  contagious  dis- 
eases. 

The  water  supplies  are  from  wells  and  springs  and  the  fact 
that  we  have  had  but  one  case  of  typhoid  this  year,  speaks  well 
for  the  water  supply. 

I  have  examined  two  ice  ponds,  condemning  one,  except  when 
ice  was  used  for  cold  storage  only. 

I  have  inspected  the  majority  of  milk  producers'  bams,  find- 
ing them  ih  a  sanitary  condition,  and  the  milk  cared  for  in  the 
up-to-date  methods. 

There  has  been  no  public  work  of  a  sanitary  nature  in  the 
past  year. 

All  orders  from  my  office  have  been  quickly  and  pleasantly 
complied  with,  and  many  inquiries  have  been  made  about  the 
homes  by  the  residents  of  the  town,  showing  that  interest  has 
been  awakened  and  sanitary  rules  and  regulations  are  growing 
in  favor.  I  am  greatly  indebted  to  the  Secretary  of  State  Board 
of  Health,  and  to  the  county  health  officer,  for  their  able  assist- 
ance ;  they  have  always  responded  quickly  to  aid  me  in  carrying 
out  the  rules  laid  down  by  them. 

■ 

SouTHiNGTON — Dr.  W.  G.  Steadman,  Health  Officer. 

We  have  had  more  infectious  diseases  than  for  many  years 
past.  Scarlet  fever,  measles  and  whooping  cough  have  all  been 
epidemic,  though  none  of  a  virulent  character. 

The  scarlet  fever  cases  were  all  posted  and  quarantined;  so 
far  as  the  physicians  in  attendance  cotild  ascertain,  not  a  case 
could  be  traced  to  one  which  had  been  isolated.  The  cases  of 
measles  were  simply  posted  and  the  relatives  warned. 
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The  whooping  cough  cases  were  not  even  reported.  There 
were  many  cases  widely  distributed. 

Four  cases  of  typhoid  fever  have  developed  recently;  they 
are  not  posted  or  secluded.  We  caution  the  friends  and  rela- 
tives about  eating  and  drinking  and  the  disinfection  of  all  the 
patient's  excreta. 

We  are  now  trying  to  determine  the  source  of  the  disease. 
I  suspect  a  well,  the  water  of  which  we  hope  to  have  examined. 

Sewerage  same  as  last  year.  One  short  sewer  opening  into 
the  river.     Most  common  method,  cesspools. 

Public  provision  for  small  pox  only. 

Water  supply  excellent.  Brought  from  a  brook  on  Walcott 
mountain. 

South  Norwalk — Dr.  Henry  C.  Sherer,  Health  Officer. 

Since  I  was  appointed  health  officer  of  this  city,  November 
12,  1902,  there  has  been  reported:  Measles  fifty-seven  cases, 
scarlet  fever  twenty-nine,  diphtheria  seventeen,  pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis six,  and  typhoid  fever  five  cases. 

During  the  year,  four  people  who  were  bitten  by  rabid  dogs 
were  treated^  at  the  Pasteur  Institute,  New  York,  with  success. 

The  cases  of  measles  were  fairly  light  among  children,  the 
majority  needing  very  little  attention  professionally,  while 
adults  were  very  ill,  the  t)qpe  being  severe.  The  cases  were 
scattered  generally  throughout  the  city,  spreading  through  the 
Franklin  Street  school.  It  was  remarkable,  but  nevertheless 
true,  that  but  one  case  occurred  in  a  scholar  from  the  Concord 
Street  school.  A  great  majority  of  the  scholars  in  that  school 
(Concord)  are  from  Hungarian  and  Italian  families.  No  deaths 
resulted  from  measles. 

The  scarlet  fever  epidemic,  on  the  contrary,  started  among 
scholars  in  the  Concord  Street  school,  among  children  of  Hun- 
garian parentage,  and  for  a  long  time  was  confined  to  the 
section  where  they  reside.  The  first  three  cases  who  had  the 
disease  had  no  physician,  and  when  the  disease  was  discovered, 
the  damage  had  been  done.  At  the  start  the  cases  were  severe, 
except  the  first  three,  who  had  it  very  light  Six  deaths  occurred 
among  them,  and  not  one  from  among  American  parentage. 
-Strict  quarantine  was  at  once  instituted  among  the  Hungarian 
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cases,  and  was  soon  stamped  out.  It  was  short  and  severe. 
Where  the  source  of  contagion  was  located  has  never  been  dis- 
covered. 

The  cases  of  diphtheria  have  been  ccxifined  to  no  particular 
locality,  nor  among  any  special  class  of  people.  They  have 
occurred  among  the  better  classes  as  well  as  among  the  pocx'est 
Two  deathis  resulted  from  this  disease. 

We  have  had  reported  six  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis, 
three  of  whom  have  died.    That  also  has  been  scattered. 

Five  cases  of  typhoid  fever  occurred  among  our  best  people, 
with  no  deaths.  The  source  of  contagion  has  been  traced  to 
drinking  well  and  spring  water  out  of  the  city. 

Education  of  the  masses  we  think  is  the  best  means  to  pre- 
vent the  spread  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and  the  patient  and 
family  are  instructed  regarding  danger  of  infection  and  their 
aid  and  assistance  are  gladly  given.  Where  cases  have  died, 
the  rooms  have  been  disinfected  and  thoroughly  renovated  be- 
fore being  used  again  in  every  case.  This  city  has  a  standing 
contract  with  a  bacteriologist  for  the  examination  of  suspected 
sputum,  throat  cultures  and  blood  tests  for  typhoid  fever,  and 
the  city  gladly  places  .in  the  hands  of  the  physicians  these  means 
for  early  and  correct  diagnosis,  and  the  city  pays  the  bills. 
We  have  found  it  to  be  of  valuable  assistance  and  the  physi- 
cians have  generally  availed  themselves  of  these  means.  Before 
the  quarantine  is  removed  from  a  case  of  diphtheria,  the  culture 
must  show  the  absence  of  the  K.  L.  bacilli.  We  find  that  the 
people  are  perfectly  satisfied  in  enforcing  an  eflFectual  quarantine 
when  we  are  able  to  show  them  indisputable  evidence  of  the 
contagion.  Some  of  the  cases  have  remained  under  quarantine 
for  thirty-eight  days  without  complaint,  while  the  quarantine 
has  been  removed  in  other  cases  in  twelve  days. 

Nuisances,  as  a  rule,  have  been  attended  to  by  the  board  of 
health  itself.  In  a  few  instances  the  health  officer  has  been  called 
upon  and  has  willingly  responded.  A  spring,  near  the  hospital, 
known  as  Seymours  spring,  a  prolific  source  of  typhoid  fever 
contagion  for  years  past,  has,  through  the  instrumentality  of 
the  city  and  county  health  officers,  been  closed  effectively. 

Very  satisfactory  results  and  a  great  saving  to  the  tax  payers 
has  been  accomplished  this  year,  by  the  board  purchasing  a  mod- 
ern garbage  wagon,  horses,  etc.,  and  collecting  the  garbage,

ashes  and  refuse  throughout  the  city.  This  work  has  been  very 
satisfactory  and  of  general  benefit,  and  the  people  have  very 
generally  availed  themselves  of  the  system.  The  garbage  has 
been  disposed  of  to  those  who  use  same  for  feeding  swine, 
but  as  the  garbage  is  collected  every  second  day,  whereas  it 
was  collected  after  standing  for  days,  before,  by  private  indi- 
viduals, fermentation  has  not  taken  place  by  the  time  it  is 
used.  The  ashes  and  clean  refuse  has  been  used  to  fill  in  low 
land  within  the  city  limits  and  by  so  doing  has  reclaimed  prop- 
erty that  is  now  of  some  value.  The  purchase  by  the  city  of 
property  on  the  water  front,  that  is  of  no  use  at  the  present 
time,  on  account  of  being  too  low  and  swampy  for  wharfage, 
is  being  strongly  urged  by  the  board,  and  the  plan  is  endorsed 
by  the  leading  citizens.  If  that  is  accomplished,  the  city  will 
own,  in  a  few  years,  a  valuable  piece  of  water  front  prc^erty. 

We  are  sorry  to  report  that  the  city  has  made  no  provision  for 
the  care  of  cases  of  contagious  diseases.  The  board  has  advo- 
cated strongly  in  favor  of  an  isolation  hospital,  and  instances 
have  occurred  this  year  whereby,  if  we  had  had  such  a  hospital, 
some  of  those  who  died  from  scarlet  fever,  with  prqper  care, 
intelligent  nursing  and  proper  food,  undoubtedly  could  have  been 
saved. 

Our  water  supply  is  sufficient  for  many  years  to  come.  It -is 
free  from  contamination,  but  as  new  reservoirs  have  been  erected 
recently  it  could  be  made  much  cleaner  and  more  palatable  by 
being  filtered.     We  would,  and  have  recommended  a  sand  filter. 

No  recurrent  cases  of  any  contagious  diseases  has  occurred 
this  year. 

Formaldehyde  and  bichloride  of  mercury  have  been  freely 
used  and  have  been  very  effectual  in  disinfecting  those  houses 
where  contagious  diseases  have  existed. 

In  r^;ard  to  our  watershed,  I  would  like  to  report  that  when- 
ever a  case  of  typhoid  fever  is  reported  from  that  neighborhood, 
we  immediately  have  placed  near  the  home  of  the  party  having 
the  disease  a  furnace,  in  which  we  bum  coke,  and  over  the  fur- 
nace a  fifty-gallon  iron  boiler,  which  is  covered. 

Every  thing  is  disinfected  by  chemicals  before  leaving  the 
sick  room,  and  all  secretions  are  placed  in  this  boiler  and  are 
entirely  baked  each  day,  or  oftener,  as  required,  leaving  nothing

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to  escape.    By  so  doing,  we  fed  perfectly  sure  that  our  water 
will  continue  pure  and  uncontaminated. 

Thousands  of  dollars  have  been  expended  this  year  for  brick 
pavements  which  are  of  much  benefit,  as  they  replace  condemned 
stone  paving  blocks. 

South  Windsor — Dr.  H.  A.  Deane,  Health  Officer. 

Measles  were  very  prevalent  during  the  early  spring;  sixty- 
five  cases  were  reported,  besides  a  very  large  number  not  heard 
from.  Twenty-seven  cases  of  scarlet  fever  reported.  But  two 
cases  of  typhoid  fever  and  four  of  whooping  cough  were  re- 
ported. 

Nuisances — ^The  worst  one,  and  a  new  one,  was  quite  difficult 
to  manage ;  Mr.  J.  B.,  of  Wapping,  was  found  to  be  feeding 
a  herd  of  hogs  entirely  from  the  meat  of  glandered  horses 
obtained  in  Hartford.  The  matter  was  referred  to  the  State 
Board  and  the  nuisance  was  abated. 

The  S(:hool  houses  and  outbuildings  are  in  fair  sanitary  con- 
dition. When  scarlet  fever  developed  the  rooms  were  fumi- 
gated. Two  were  closed  for  two  weeks,  owing  to  proximity 
and  prevalence  of  scarlet  fever  and  measles. 

Garbage  disposal  and  water  supply  is  same  as  in  all  country 
towns. 

The  ice  ponds  are  clean,  and  dairies  are  well  conducted,  and 
the  milk  pure. 

Sprague — William  J.  Riley,  Esq.,  Health  Officer. 

The  past  year  has  been  an  eventful  one  for  the  town  of 
Sprague,  with  one  hundred  and  eighteen  cases  of  small  pox« 
twenty  or  more  cases  of  typhoid  fever  and  many  cases  of 
measles  and  whooping  cough. 

Owing  to  the  belief  of  many  doctors  and  others  that  the  dis- 
ease was  not  small  pox,  the  disease  got  well  started  before 
proper  means  to  check  it  was  used  and,  as  the  town  had  no 
place  to  isolate  contagious  cases,  it  was  much  harder  to  check  it, 
consequently  the  expense  to  the  town  was  very  heavy. 

The  sanitary  conditions  of  the  town  will  compare  favcM^Iy 
with  other  towns  of  the  State,  except  that  in  the  village  of 
Baltic  the  wells  and  cesspools  are  too  hear  together,  and  the 
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water  must  be  contaminated  by  the  cesspools.  I  have  had  the 
water  from  four  of  those  wells  analyzed  by  the  State  chemist, 
and  three  of  them  were  in  bad  condition.  I  would  recommend 
to  all  those  people  living  in  the  lower  part  of  the  village,  the 
boiling  of  water  before  using  for  drinking.  I  would  also  urge 
all  who  have  not  done  so,  to  get  vaccinated  at  once,  as  I  am 
informed  by  those  that  are  competent  to  judge  that  there  is  every 
probability  that  there  will  b^  more  small  pox  in  the  village  of 
Baltic  this  winter. 


Stafford — Dr.  F.  L.  Smith,  Health  Officer. 

The  town  has  been  remarkably  free  from  contagious  diseases 
during  the  past  year,  being,  in  this  respect,  a  decided  contrast 
from  the  previous  year,  when  diphtheria  was  so  very  prevalent, 
and  the  fact  of  its  non-appearance  during  the  winter  of  1902 
and  1903  speaks  well  for  our  labors  as  to  fumigation,  etc.,  in 
stamping  out  the  disease.  The  contagious  and  z3miotic  dis- 
eases that  have  occurred  during  the  past  year  are  as  follows: 

Measles — ^Twenty-two  cases  reported,  six  of  them  being  in 
the  Crow  Hill  district,  five  in  one  family,  and  one  in  another; 
these  constituting  the  entire  number  of  school  children  in  the 
district,  the  school  was  necessarily  closed  for  some  weeks.  The 
origin  of  the  Crow  Hill  cases  was  easily  traced.  That  of  the 
others  not  as  readily,  although  probably  from  Somers. 

Scarlet  fever — Four  cases  were  reported.  Two  at  Stafford 
street  came  from  exposure  in  Springfield,  Mass.  Careful  iso- 
lation, strict  quarantine  and  thorough  fumigation  confined  the 
disease  to  these  four  cases. 

Whooping  cough — ^This  has  been  very  prevalent,  three  deaths 
occurring  in  infants  from  the  disease  and  its  complications.  The 
general  public  ridicule  the  idea  of  attempting  to  control  the 
spread  of  whooping  cough;  many  people  allowing  their  chil- 
dren, who  have  never  had  the  disease,  to  associate  with  other 
children  in  whom  disease  is  at  its  height,  with  the  utmost  impu- 
nity, not  to  say  cheerfulness. 

Typhoid  fever — ^Three  cases  have  occurred,  all  in  the  month 
of  September.  One  on  the  Hollow  road,  one  on  the  road  to 
West  StaflFord,  and  one  at  Stafford  Hollow.  In  the  latter  case, 
a  sample  of  water  from  the  well  used  by  the  family,  in  which 
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the  disease  occurred,  was  sent  to  New  Haven  for  analysis  by 
the  State  chemist.  The  report  showed  the  water  was  of  unusual 
purity,  save  for  the  presence  of  some  very  fine  worm-like  bodies, 
coming  from  surface  drainage,  or  from  the  wooden  tube  through 
which  the  water  was  drawn. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  school  houses  is  good,  and  the 
privies,  thanks  to  an  annual  uispection  by  the  health  officer, 
are  kept  in  a  cleanly  condition. 

The  water  supply  is  mostly  by  wells,  with  an  occasional 
private  aquaduct,  for  supplying  one  or  a  number  of  families. 

The  ice  ponds  for  public  supply  are  all  right. 

Stafford  Springs — Amos  N.  Nichols,  Esq.,  Health  Officer. 

The  following  contagious  diseases  have  been  reported :  Mea- 
sles one,  scarlet  fever  one,  diphtheria  one,  typhoid  fever  eighteen ; 
mostly  mild  cases.  Whooping  cough  has  been  quite  epidemic, 
but  no  report  by  physicians  was  made.  In  all  cases  quarantine 
was  established  and  formaldehyde  used  in  fumigation. 

There  is  a  decided  improvement  in  the  extension  of  sewerage, 
and  more  people  are  making  connection  with  the  sewer  system 
of  the  borough. 

The  water  supply  is  abundant,  and  the  water  good. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  school  houses  and  other  public 
buildings  is  good. 

The  ice  ponds  used  for  family  ice  are  from  spring  water. 

The  milk  supplied  comes  from  farms  some  distance  from  the 
borough,  except  one  dairy  in  tlie  borough,  which  is  well  kept 

There  have  been  some  complaints  of  nuisances,  and  all  have 
been  abated. 

City  of  Stamford — Dr.  C.  H.  Borden,  Health  Officer. 

Fifty-six  cases  of  scarlet  fever  have  occurred  in  this  city  and 
the  type  has  been  pretty  well  divided ;  about  half  of  the  cases 
has  been  of  severe  type,  with  several  resulting  in  death ;  the  other 
half  has  been  of  a  very  mild  type  and  great  difficulty  was  had 
in  keeping  patients  at  home.  In  one  instance  of  gross  breach  of 
the  quarantine  law,  I  reported  the  case  to  the  prosecuting  attor- 
ney ;  this  case,  too,  was  in  the  family  of  one  of  our  merchants, 
where  you  would  least  expect  such  carelessness.    I  find  it  a  very 
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difficult  task  to  establish  a  proper  quarantine,  especially  in  the 
lower  class  of  people,  and  I  do  not  believe  that  the  number  of 
cases  will  decrease  in  this  city  until  the  city  government  fur- 
nishes us  with  an  isolation  hospital  properly  fitted  up,  where 
these  cases  can  be  taken  care  of  when  it  is  not  feasible  to 
establish  a  quarantine  at  the  patient's  home. 

I  also  find  that  many  physicians  are  extremely  negligent  in 
cases  of  scarlet  fever  in  regard  to  inspecting  their  cases  before 
ordering  the  house  to  be  fumigated.  I  can  cite  at  the  very  least 
a  dozen  cases  where  physicians  have  ordered  me  to  fumigate 
houses  in  cases  where  they  had  reported  the  existence  of  the 
disease  to  me  only  a  week  or  ten  days  before ;  in  many  of  these 
cases  I  have  found  the  children  desquamating  profusely,  and, 
of  course,  have  been  obliged  to  refuse  to  fumigate  the  house  until 
desquamaticm  had  been  completed.  This  condition  of  affairs 
certainly  needs  some  regulation  by  the  State  authorities.* 

Fifty  cases  of  diphtheria  have  been  reported  to  this  office ;  only 
a  few  of  them  have  been  severe. 

Twelve  cases  of  membranous  croup  have  been  reported;  in 
many  of  these  cases  I  have  used  the  diphtheria  placard- (as  the 
disease  is  certainly  laryngeal  diphtheria).  The  physician  in 
charge  of  the  case  generally  submits  gracefully  to  the  change, 
others  object  and  insist  upon  the  membranous  croup  card-f 

Twelve  cases  of  measles  have  been  reported;  all  were  mild. 
Eight  cases  of  whooping  cough.  Seventeen  of  typhoid  fever; 
mostly  mild.  Forty  of  varicella.  One  of  rothehi  and  two 
cases  of  tuberculosis. 

One  case  of  small  pox  occurred,  that  of  Geo.  Francis  Train, 
and  was  so  well  aired  in  the  newspapers  that  any  comment  seems 
unnecessary,  unless  it  is  that  the  case  was  imported  from  New 
York  City. 

Nuisances — Six  hundred  and  twenty-eight  complaints  have 
come  to  me,  and  of  these  five  hundred  and  sixty-two  were  abated. 
The  complaints  and  abatements  are  fewer  in  number  than  last 
year ;  this  is  due  to  the  fact  that  people  are  beginning  to  find 
out  that  it  is  cheaper  for  them  to  keep  their  places  clean  than

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it  is  to  have  the  dty  do  it  for  them ;  the  result  is  that  they  dean 
the  places  before  they  become  so  filthy  as  to  be  complained  of 
by  their  neighbors  or  tenants.  During  the  past  year  the  dty 
has  been  very  prompt  in  cleaning  property  when  the  time  of 
the  abatement  notice  expired.  The  above  good  result,  I  think, 
is  due  to  this  prompt  acticm. 

Milk — Only  one  case  of  preservatives  found  in  milk.  I  think 
that  the  fact  of  the  milkmen  knowing  that  their  milk  is  examined 
from  time  to  time  is  a  very  good  preventive  against  the  use  of 
preservatives. 

Our  sewerage  system  is  rapidly  being  extended. 

The  water  supply  is  the  same  as  last  year  and  needs  filtering 
very  badly :  the  water  company  is  slow  about  making  this  im- 
provement. 

Our  parks  are  kept  in  excellent  condition. 

Town  of  Stamford — Dr.  F.  J.  Rogers,  Health  Officer. 

There  have  been  reported  to  this  office  during  the  year,  three 
cases  of  scarlet  fever,  two  of  measles  and  one  of  phthisis  pul- 
monalis. 

Although  consumption  is  a  communicable  disease  and  comes 
under  the  rule,  "to  be  reported,"  and  although  three  deaths  have 
occurred  from  that  cause,  only  one  existing  case  has  been  re- 
ported to  this  office.  The  death-rate  in  the  town  compares  very 
favorably  with  other  towns. 

Complaints  of  nuisances  have  been  rare — ^two,  of  the  existence 
of  dead  animals,  unburied,  the  abatement  of  one  causing  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  trouble ;  but  a  consultation  with  the  countv 
health  officer  and  a  conference  with  the  culprit,  removed  the 
cause  of  trouble  in  a  very  short  time ;  one  other  complaint  was 
found  to  be  uncalled  for. 

There  has  been  no  complaint  from  causes  that  might  arise 
from  sewage  disposal  and  no  improvements  along  those  lines 
have  been  made  and  the  primitive  cesspools  or  other  methods 
are  still  used.  The  only  provision  for  contagious  diseases  exist- 
ing is  the  cttie  which  has  been  provided  for  cases  of  small  pox, 
and  that  is  located  in  the  town  and  is  maintained  by  the  dty  and, 
although  leased  and  paid  for,  is  only  used  in  cases  of  emergency. 
Why  not  use  it  for  all  cases  of  contagion? 
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The  water  supply,  always  wholesbme  and  potable,  is  abundant. 

There  is  no  necessity  of  using  ice  from  ponds  for  drinking 
purposes,  as  we  have  two  plants  which  make  ice  from  the  purest 
artesian  water.  Persons  who  drink  ice  water  should  use  nothing 
but  artificial  ice,  as  pond  ice  is  never  safe  or  wholesome. (?) 
Examination  has  been  made  of  one  pond  and  the  bodies  of  two 
dead  animals  were  found  in  the  course  of  the  stream.  I  only 
mention  this  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  may  be  interested  in 
knowing  how  pure  pond  ice  generally  is. 

The  milkmen,  as  a  general  thing,  are  no  better,  no  worse  than 
other  milkmen.  In  fact,  they  seem  to  be  in  too  much  hurry  to 
stickle  over  a  little  dirt — more  or  less.  The  laws  of  health 
demand  perfect  cleanliness  and  I  fear  all  milkmen  do  not  use 
sufficient  care  in  the  preparation  of  the  milk.  As  to  the  methods 
of  cooling,  preparing  and  caring  for  the  milk, 'we  know  nothing; 
but  this  fact  remains,  the  dairymen  whose  milk  is  the  cleanest,, 
richest  and  best  will  hold  on  to  his  customers  the  longest. 

No  public  works  of  any  kind  have  been  constructed. 

Whole  number  of  deaths  forty-nine.  This  does  not  include 
death  of  residents  in  health  resorts,  many  of  whom  are  citizens 
of  other  parts  of  the  country. 

Sterling — O.  W.  Bates,  Esq.,  Health  Officer. 

No  cases  of  infectious  diseases  have  been  reported,  but  I 
have  found  evidences  of  a  few  mild  cases  of  whooping  cough. 
There  was,  however,  a  case  reported  of  supposed  small  pox, 
which  on  investigation  proved  to  be  a  false  report. 

I  am  glad  to  report  a  cordial  and  hearty  spirit  of  cooperation 
on  the  part  of  the  people  of  the  town  in  the  enforcement  of  rules 
of  sanitation  and  isolation,  and  the  public,  which  once  seemed 
to  resent  the  acts  of  the  health  officer,  is  now  at  once  ready  to 
demand  prompt  and  efficient  actiom 

Stonington — Dr.  O.  M.  Barber,  Health  Officer. 

There  have  been  •  fourteen  cases  of  measles,  four  of  scarlet 
fever,  three  of  diphtheria,  four  of  typhoid  fever,  and  a  number 
of  cases  of  whooping  cough  not  reported. 

Eleven  complaints  of  nuisances  have  been  investigated,  and 
most  of  them  abated. 

The  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  town,  I  regard  as  im- 
proving. 
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Borough  of  Stonington — Dr,  John  L.  May,  Health  Officer. 

Measles  was  the  most  prevalent  disease  in  the  borough  during 
the  past  year.  Since  February  ten  cases  were  reported,  eight 
cases  being  reported  during  the  month  of  March;  one  only 
proving  fatal. 

There  has  been  but  one  case  of  scarlet  fever,  and  three  cases 
of  diphtheria.  One  of  the  latter  fatal.  Strict  quarantine  was 
kept  on  these  cases  and  after  the  required  time  a  thorough  fumi- 
gation of  the  premises  took  place,  with  no  spread  of  the  disease. 

The  water  supply  for  the  borough  is  furnished  from  the  val- 
ley of  Mystic  and  is  of  very  good  quality. 

Garbage  is  removed  as  in  past  years. 

The  streets,  gutters,  crosswalks,  etc.,  are  kept"  in  a  very  sani- 
tary condition,  much  credit  being  due  in  this  respect  to  the 
Village  Improvement  Society. 

Stratford — Dr.  G.  F.  Lewis,  Health  Officer, 

With  the  exception  of  an  epidemic  of  whooping  cough  the 
record  of  contagious  diseases  is  as  follows:  Scarlet  fever  five, 
diphtheria  five,  measles  three. 

A  strict  quarantine  certainly  has  restricted  the  spread  of  scar- 
let fever  and  diphtheria,  these  diseases  in  each  case  being 
confined  to  the  houses  where  first  developed. 

Only  six  complaints  of  nuisances;  abated  without  delay  or 
trouble. 

Each  year  more  houses  have  been  supplied  with  water  from 
the  Hydraulic  Company  and  the  need  of  sewers  in  the  town  is 
greater.  Cesspools  are  inadequate  and  a  danger  to  the  health 
of  the  community. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  school  houses  is  good,  with  the 
exception  of  the  Hollister  Heights  school,  where  the  conditions 
are  such  that  there  is  water  in  the  cellar  several  months  in  the 
school  year.  The  attempts  to  remedy  this  condition,  which  have 
been  made  now  for  two  years,  have  thus  far  failed.  Your  health 
officer  would  recommend  another  school  house  situated  on  a 
site  where  the  water  could  not  get  into  the  cellar. 

The  water  supply,  which  is  obtained  from  the  Bridgeport 
Hydraulic  Company,  is  still  the  cause  of  some  complaint  at  cer- 
tain seasons  of  the  year.  New  reservoirs  seem  to  be  the  cause 
of  the  trouble,  which  will  probably  not  occur  another  vear.

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  town  is  good,  and  the  death- 
rate  compares  favorably  with  other  towns. 

SuFFiELD — Dr.  p.  W.  Street,  Health  Officer, 

Upon  May  i,  1903,  the  duties  of  local  health  officer  were 
entered  upon  by  the  undersigned,  a  new  appointment  having 
been  rendered  necessary  by  the  resignation  of  Dr.  J.  K.  Mason, 
who  had  served  long,  faithfully,  and  efficiently  in  that  capacity. 

The  contagious  diseases  reported  since  then  are  as  follows: 

Measles — Seven  cases.  Of*  these,  three  were  contracted  out 
of  town.  The  other  cases  were  mostly  members  of  those  house- 
holds in  which  the  original  three  occurred. 

Scarlet  fever — Seven  cases.  Three  of  these  were  in  one 
family,  one  was  that  of  an  attendant  upon  another  case,  another 
was  supposedly  contracted  by  caressing  a  pet  dog  from  a  house 
where  the  disease  then  existed.  The  origin  of  two  cases  is  un- 
known, and  the  remaining  case  was  taken  from  a  child  in  an 
adjoining  tenement  previous  to  the  diagnosis  of  said  child's 
ailment. 

Diphtheria — Has  been  reported  twice ;  each  case  was  at  once 
taken  to  the  Springfield  Contagious  Hospital  because  of  peculiar 
accessory  circumstances. 

Whooping  cough — Has  been  reported  in  five  households,  in 
which  occurred  a  total  of  about  twelve  cases.  It  is  to  be  feared, 
however,  that  this  disease  has  not  been  faithfully  reported,  pos- 
sibly even  by  physicians. 

The  sanitary  regulations  of  the  State,  approved  by  the  State 
Board  of  Health,  and  in  force  in  this  town,  require  that  not  only 
shall  physicians  report  certain  contagious  diseases,  among  them 
whooping  cough,  but  that  in  the  absence  of  an  attending  physi- 
cian the  householder  shall  report  said  diseases.  For  failure  to 
do  so  a  severe  penalty  is  provided. 

The  dangers  of  whooping  cough  are  locally  generally  under- 
rated: English  statistics  prove  that  it  ranks  third  in  fatality 
among  the  diseases  of  children.  Osier  says  "there  is  more 
reprehensible  neglect  in  connection  with  whooping  cough  than 
with  any  other  disease." 

These  facts  prove  that  to  recklessly  expose  young  children  to 
this  disease  is  murderous.    The  least  to  be  expected  is  that  such 
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cases  shall  be  prevented  from  minglmg  with  children  who  have 
not  had  the  disease,  from  appearing  in  public  places,  and  from 
traveling  in  public  conveyances,  until  the  danger  of  giving  the 
disease  is  past. 

Typhoid  fever — ^Three  cases  have  been  reported.  In  none  of 
them  did  the  evidence  justify  a  definite  conclusion  as  to  the 
origin. 

Nuisances — Four  complaints  have  been  received  concerning 
alleged  nuisances.  Two  were  at  once  abated.  One  was  ad- 
judged not  a  nuisance,  and  one  is^  still  under  consideration. 

Before  a  state  of  affairs  is  declared  to  ccmstitute  a  public 
nuisance,  one  should  consider  whether  or  not  the  existing  situa- 
tion is  as  good  as  could  reasonably  be  expected  in  view  of  all 
of  the  circumstances.  Where,  as  here,  no  public  sewers  exist, 
and  the  building  of  an  adequate  sewer  system  would  involve 
great  expense,  to  which  no  one  is  as  yet  apparently  ready  to 
commit  the  town,  it  is  only  fair  to  make  the  best  of  situations 
that  are,  for  these  reasons,  practically  unavoidable. 

Those  who  have  no  responsibility  in  a  given  matter  are  apt 
to  declare  offhand  just  what  should  be  done.  But  responsible 
action  requires  a  more  careful  weighing  of  the  subject,  and  this 
sometimes  leads  to  a  different  conclusion. 

School  houses — The  school  houses  have  recently  been  put  into 
good  sanitary  condition,  and  the  public  buildings  have  been 
inspected  and  found  satisfactory  in  this  respect 

The  practice  of  sending  certain  cases  which  are  able  to  make 
the  journey,  to  the  Springfield  Contagious  Hospital,  is  new. 
The  expense  is  moderate,  and  in  the  future  this  plan  is  likely 
at  times  to  prove  convenient  and  economical. 

Our  especial  need  is  sewers.  The  hindrance  is  the  cost  in 
proportion  to  the  demand. 

Concerning  the  6ther  points  to  which  allusion  is  expected 
in  each  annual  report,  there  is  nothing  new  to  state. 

Thomaston — Dr.  R.  G.  Hassard,  Health  Officer. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  six  cases  of  measles 
reported;  none  of  them  severe.  There  has  been  but  one  case 
of  diphtheria.  There  were  six  cases  of  typhoid  fever.  Three 
of  these  occurred  in  one  family ;  two  of  them  were  sent  to  the 
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hospital  in  Waterbury,  where  one  of  them  died.  The  water  of 
the  well  where  this  family  was,  was  sent  to  the  State  Board  for 
analysis^  and  the  well  quarantined.  One  of  the  other  cases  was 
also  sent  to  Waterbury  Hospital.  Two  of  the  cases,  one  of 
which  died,  did  not  originate  here. 

There  were  eight  cases  of  whooping  cough  reported  out  of 
a  large  number.  Also  many  cases  of  mumps,  of  which  only 
seven  were  reported. 

There  were  twenty  cases  of  nuisances  reported,  largely  of 
drainage  into  the  streets,  and  have  all  been  practically  stopped 
or  so  modified  as  to  cease  to  be  a  nuisance.  Some  nuisances 
have  been  abated  without  complaint  at  the  request  of  the  health 
officer. 

There  has  been  a  private  sewer  company  formed  which  will 
dispose  of  the  waste  of  about  twenty-eight  houses.  Otherwise 
the  condition  is  the  same  as  last  year.  The  drainage  is  into 
brocdcs  which  flow  through  the  town,  almost  dry  at  the  times 
when  there  is  the  most  danger  of  disease  arising  from  imperfect 
sewerage,  and  foul  smelling  at  almost  all  times.  Some  of  the 
drainage  is  into  cesspools. 

There  have  been  no  public  works  in  the  line  of  sanitation. 
The  special  need  of  the  town  is  sewers,  and  the  only  hindrance 
to  such  absolutely  necessary  improvement  is  the  apathy  of  the 
citizens  to  the  dangers  arising  from  the  want  of  proper  sewerage.

Thompson — Dr.  G.  W.  H.  Williams,  Health  Officer. 

During  the  year  fifty-two  cases  of  contagious  diseases  were 
reported,  nearly  all  of  a  mild  type. 

There  were  eleven  cases  of  scarlet  fever  in  nine  families,  with 
no  deaths;  the  source  could  not  be  traced,  with  the  exception 
of  five  cases  in  four  families,  which  was  contracted  from  a  milk- 
man who  had  visited  a  house  during  the  night  where  there  was 
a  case  of  scarlet  fever  and  delivered  milk  to  these  four  families 
in  the  morning. 

Only  one  case  of  diphtheria  was  reported. 

Seven  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  reported,  but  there  were 
many  more. 

Three  cases  of  typhoid  fever  were  reported. 

During  the  months  of  December  and  January  we  suflFered 
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from  an  epidemic  of  small  pox,  twenty-four  cases  in  all.  A 
family  moved  to  North  Grosvenordale  from  Baltic  village  in 
the  town  of  Sprague,  who  had  contracted  the  disease ;  four  or 
five  days  after  their  arrival  they  came  down  with  small  pox, 
the  entire  family  was  removed  to  the  pest  house  with  their  furni- 
ture as  soon  as  the  disease  made  its  appearance ;  I  do  not  know 
as  there  were  any  exposures  from  this  family.  About  this  time 
a  young  man  from  North  Grosvenordale  attended  a  funeral  at 
Baltic,  where  he  contracted  the  disease  and  before  it  was  known 
there  had  been  many  exposures,  from  which  we  had,  both  pri- 
mary and  secondary,  twenty  cases;  we  also  had  one  in  the 
month  of  March  and  one  in  May.  Restrictions,  by  isolatioo, 
disinfectants,  and  fumigation  with  formaldehyde. 

One  nuisance  has  been  complained  of  and  abated ;  four  have 
been  abated  without  complaint 

The  disposal  of  garbage  in  this  town  is  very  satisfactory,  cart- 
ing away  into  woods  with  one  exception.  Some  people  have  for 
a  long  time  been  in  the  habit  of  disposing  of  garbage  in  a 
depression  by  the  side  of  the  highway  on  the  road  leading  from 
Thompson  Center  to  Brandy  Hill.  The  disposal  of  garbage  in 
this  locality  has  of  late  been  on  the  increase  until  it  has  been 
piled  up  from  one  to  three  feet  above  the  level  of  the  road ;  as 
this  is  on  a  public  thoroughfare  where  there  is  much  travel,  we 
think  we  shall  not  be  guilty  of  any  impropriety  if  we  consider 
any  further  disposal  of  garbage  in  this  locality  a  public  nuisance. 
The  Grosvenordales  are  sewered  into  the  French  river  and  by 
cesspools.  In  sparsely  settled  portions  of  the  town  the  sewage 
is  from  the  sink,  on  to  the  surface  of  -the  ground,  which  in  my 
opinion  is  the  safer  way. 

Some  of  the  dairymen  of  this  town  are  taking  extra  precau- 
tions as  to  methods  of  milking,  the  care  of  utensils,  the  venti- 
lation and  cleanliness  of  the  stables,  and  others  are  more  indiffer- 
ent, following  the  customary  practice  of  the  past. 

Tolland — Edwin  S.  Agard,  Esq.,  Health  Officer, 

There  have  been  forty-five  contagious  diseases  reported. 
Twenty-three  cases  of  measles,  twenty-one  of  whooping  cougfa 
and  one  of  scarlet  fever.  In  the  case  of  measles  no  doubt  there 
were  several  cases  not  reported ;  many  do  not  call  a  physician. 

We  have  no  methods  of  garbage  and  sewage  disposal. 
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ToRRiNGTON — Dr.  Elias  Pratt,  Health  Officer. 

The  following  contagious  diseases  have  been  reported: 

Measles — Seventy-seven  cases.  All  but  seven  of  these  cases 
occurred  during  May,  June,  and  July,  when  the  disease  was 
epidemic.  There  were  many  mild  cases  not  reported.  The  type 
of  the  epidemic  was  not  severe. 

Scarlet  fever — ^Thirty-five  cases.  This  disease  was  reported  in 
every  mcmth  except  April.  The  largest  number  was  reported 
in  February,  when  there  were  eleven  cases. 

Diphtheria — ^Twenty-five  cases.  This  disease  was  reported 
in  every  month  during  the  year. 

Whooping  cough — ^This  was  epidemic  during  February  and 
March,  there  being  a  large  number  of  cases.  The  type  was  not 
severe. 

Typhoid  fever — ^Ten  cases.  The  number  of  cases  was  small 
compared  with  previous  years. 

There  have  been  thirty-eight  inspections  of  nuisances,  etc., 
consisting  of  improper  drafns  and  foul  outhouses,  all  of  which 
have  been  abated. 

Water  supply  is  abundant  and  good  for  the  borough  and 
vicinity.    In  the  other  sections  the  supply  is  from  wells. 

The  ice  ponds  are  in  fairly  good  condition,  although  there  is 
room  for  improvement. 

The  borough  has  extended  the  sewers  by  the  addition  of  seven 
thousand  and  ninety-three  feet. 

Trumbull — ^E.  S.  Fairchild,  Esq.,  Health  Officer, 

» 

The  following  contagious  diseases  were  reported:  Measles 
five  cases,  of  a  mild  form,  typhoid  fever  one  case,  diphtheria  five 
cases,  one  fatal. 

There  has  been  a  number  of  cases  of  whooping  cough  in 
town,  but  none  have  been  reported. 

Three  cases  of  nuisances ;  two  were  immediately  abated,  the 
other  probably  will  be  prosecuted. 

Garbage  and  sewage  disposal  by  the  quickest  and  easiest 
method  is  usually  employed. 

School  houses  have  all  been  cleaned  and  put  in  proper  sanitary 
condition. 
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Union — ^E.  W.  Upham,  Esq.,  Health  Officer. 

The  health  of  the  town  for  the  past  year  has  been  good,  the 
only  contagious  disease  being  measles,  of  which  there  were 
twenty-seven  cases. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  school  houses  and  other  public 
buildings  is  good. 

The  water  supply  is  entirely  from  wells  and  springs. 

All  the  ice  ponds  are  in  good  ccmdition. 

Dairymen  do  not  take  any  precautions  beyond  the  customary 
practices  of  the  past  to  protect  the  purity  of  their  milk. 

Vernon — Dr.  A.  R.  Goodrich,  Health  Officer. 

What  sporadic  cases  have  appeared  of  a  malignant  character 
were  immediately  quarantined  with  good  results. 

Twenty-one  cases  of  measles  have  been  reported,  and  many 
others  of  a  mild  character  were  not  reported. 

Two  cases  of  scarlet  fever  of  a  mild  character  were  reported. 
These  were  strictly  quarantined,  and  everything  belonging  to  the 
sick  room  disinfected,  rooms  painted,  repapered,  and  placed  in 
a  perfectly  sanitary  condition,  thus  preventing  further  spreading 
of  the  disease. 

Four  cases  of  typhoid  fever  were  reported,  originating  from 
improper  sewage.  These  were  immediately  quarantined  and 
placed  in  good  sanitary  condition. 

A  sanitary  vote  was  passed  at  a  meeting  held  by  the  school 
board,  selectmen  and  health  officers,  as  follows : 

Voted,  "That  every  child  attending,  or  who  shall  .hereafter 
attend  any  public  school  in  the  town  of  Vernon,  shall  present 
to  the  principal  or  teacher,  a  physician's  certificate  showing  a 
successful  vaccination  within  two  weeks  after  entering  school. 
No  child  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  in  school  unless  such  evi- 
dence be  presented." 

The  prompt  carrying  into  effect  of  the  above  sanitary  vote  was 
readily  complied  with  in  most  cases. 

I  would  further  suggest,  to  carry  into  effect  more  fully  the 
above  sanitary  vote,  that  all  superintendents  and  overseers  in  our 
mills  require  evidence  from  all  families  and  individuals  who 
may  apply  for  work,  of  a  successful  vaccination  before  being 
employed ;  that  this  apply  to  all  families  as  well  as  individuals 
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coming  from  districts  which  have  been  or  may  be  now  infected 
with  small  pox. 

Deaths  from  pneumonia,  twelve;  consumption,  nine;  diph- 
theria, four ;  typhoid  fever,  one ;  cholera  infantum,  two ;  whoop- 
ing cough,  one. 

A  very  g^eat  improvement  has  been  made  in  the  sanitary  con- 
dition of  all  our  school  houses.  They  have  been  painted  and 
the  outhouses  placed  in  the  best  sanitary  condition.  I  have 
visited  them  all  twice  during  the  year,  and  many  improvements 
have  been  made  at  my  suggestion.  They  are  all  in  a  very  satis- 
factory condition. 

Milk — No  change  is  apparent  in  the  supply  of  milk.  Great 
care  is  taken  in  its  gathering.  Cleanliness  of  utensils,  washing 
of  hands,  are  insisted  upon  and  plenty  of  pure  water  and  fresh 
air  allowed  the  cows  both  summer  and  winter.  Milk  as  soon 
as  drawn  is  placed  upon  ice  in  refrigerators. 

Sewage  as  in  former  years.  In  Rockville  the  question  of 
building  a  filter  bed  is  being  agitated,  and  when  built  will  relieve 
the  Hockanum  river  of  a  great  amount  of  bad  sewage  and  restore 
the  river  to  its  original  purity. 

VoLUNTOWN — Dr.  W.  R.  Davis,  Health  Officer. 

Public  health  in  Voluntown  has  been   exceptionally  good. 

Diphtheria,  two  cases ;  typhoid  fever,  one  case ;  two  cases  of 
small  pox  in  July  in  one  family.  There  were  three  other  sus- 
picious cases  which  were  not  reported  that  were  diagnosed 
chicken  pox,  although  the  first  case  of  small  pox  was  traced  to 
the  cases  misnamed  chicken  pox.  They  were  not  reported,  con- 
sequently were  not  quarantined.  The  small  pox  family  was 
immediately  quarantined  and  the  disease  spread  no  further.  The 
selectmen  are  to  be  highly  honored  for  the  interest  in  the  matter 
and  the  aid  they  rendered  the  health  ofKcer  to  prevent  the  spread 
of  the  disease. 

The  house  was  thoroughly  disinfected  and  we  hope  that  there 
will  not  be  any  more  cases. 

Garbage  disposal  of  the  easiest  way.  Sewage  is  disposed  of 
principally  by  cesspools  and  drains  on  top  of  the  ground. 

The  school  house  here  in  the  village.  No.  4,  has  been  thor- 
oughly repaired  and  painted  and  is  in  the  best  condition. 
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The  water  supply  of  the  town  is  mostly  from  wells  and  cis- 
terns. 

Ice  is  taken  from  ponds  in  and  around  the  town. 

Milk  is  furnished  by  dairymen  in  town  and  is  good. 

Vaccination — ^There  was  a  strong  effort  made  to  vaccinate 
all  the  school  children  in  town  last  winter,  but  public  opinion 
was  so  prejudiced  against  it  it  was  of  no  use  to  try.  The  papers 
were  full  of  reports  of  lockjaw  and  other  complications  from 
those  cases  in  Camden,  New  Jersey,  making  the  people  more 
afraid  of  vaccination  than  small  pox,  so  it  was  deemed  advisable 
by  the  health  officer  and  selectmen  to  drop  it,  although  there 
were  some  over  one  hundred  that  were  vaccinated,  and  no  bad 
results ;  H.  K.  Mulford's  virus  was  used.  It  is  hc^ed  in  the 
near  future  that  the  public  will  be  educated  to  see  the  benefit 
of  vaccination.  • 

Wallingford — ^Dr.  William  P.  Wilson,  Health  Officer, 

A  widespread  epidemic  of  measles,  which  fortunately  was  of 
a  mild  type,  resulting  in  but  few  deaths,  commenced  about 
March  i,  1903,  and  the  disease  is  still  prevalent  in  some  parts 
of  the  town,  though  on  the  wane. 

Scarlet  fever  has  been  present  all  the  time  during  the  past 
year;  the  cases  occurring  occasionally  till  the  month  of  Feb- 
ruary, 1903,  when  it  became  epidemic,  necessitating  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  strictest  quarantine.  In  some  cases  it  was  neces- 
sary to  place  officers  to  watch  the  quarantined  premises,  before 
the  spread  of  the  disease  could  be  stopped;  this,  of  course, 
entailed  great  expense.  The  number  of  cases  reported  during 
the  year  was  seventy-six  as  compared  with  twenty-four  cases 
of  the  preceding  year.  All  the  schools  in  the  borough  had  to 
be  disinfected  during  the  month  of  March,  as  the  epidemic  made 
sad  havoc  with  the  attendance.  There  have  been  no  cases  re- 
ported for  over  a  month ;  the  town  and  borough  are  now  free 
from  the  disease. 

Diphtheria  and  membranous  croup  have  also  occurred  from 
time  to  time,  becoming  rather  epidemic  about  the  month  of 
February,  1903.  This  was  harder  to  detect  than  scarlet  fever, 
and  some  of  the  people  would  not  call  a  doctor  till  they  became 
alarmed,  in  the  meantime  spreading  the  disease  in  various  ways. 
In  some  cases  the  quarantine  rules  were  violated,  but  after  one 
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prosecution  was  made  the  disease  was  soon  got  under  control. 
There  were  thirty-five  cases  in  all,  quite  a  number  proving  fatal, 
owing  in  most  cases  to  the  neglect  in  calling  a  doctor  in  time. 
I  think  the  dread  of  the  strict  quarantine,  among  the  people, 
accounted  for  their  neglect  in  calling  a  doctor  till  many  patients 
were  past  medical  help. 

Whooping  cough  has  been  epidemic,  but  fortunately  few 
deaths  occurred. 

Of  typhoid  fever  only  two  cases,  which  may  have  originated 
in  Wallingford,  and  two  that  were  imported,  one  from  Bristol, 
and  one  from  Cheshire.  Only  half  as  many  cases  as  the  previous 
year.    Two  cases  resulted  fatally. 

No  other  contagious  disease  reported  during  the  year. 

A  regular  method  of  collecting  and  disposing  of  garbage 
should  be  provided ;  this  could  be  done  cheaper  by  the  borough 
than  by  individuals,  and  it  would  have  the  advantage  of  keeping 
premises  clean  all  the  time,  as  compared  with  the  condition  now, 
when  yards  must  be  dirty  nearly  all  the  time,  not,  however,  in 
a  state  bad  enough  to  be  called  a  nuisance,  still  not  as  clean  as 
they  should  be. 

Very  little  has  been  done  in  the  way  of  sewer  building  during 
the  year.  While  cesspools  and  privy  vaults  are  not  the  most 
desirable  things  in  a  community,  still  they  are  a  necessity  in  some 
localities,  and  there  should  be  some  regulations  concerning  them 
until  such  time  as  the  borough  can  construct  sewers.  A  time 
limit  should  be  given  wherein  persons  should  be  obliged  to  con- 
nect their  premises  if  a  sewer  is  laid  in  street  where  they  live ; 
this  would  do  away  with  many  cesspools  and  privy  vaults  now 
in  existence.  Also  some  penalty  should  be  attached  for  keeping 
one's  premises  in  such  a  filthy  condition  that  an  order  to  abate 
the  nuisance  must  be  sent  by  the  health  officer. 

All  the  schools  were  disinfected  just  before  the  fall  term 
begun. 

Our  water  supply  is  pure  and  wholesome. 

The  ice  ponds  are  all  in  good  condition,  with  the  exception 
of  Simpson's  pond.  One  prosecution  was  made  for  selling  ice 
for  domestic  purposes  from  this  pond  during  the  summer. 

Some  improvement  has  been  made  in  the  condition  of  the 
streets;  they  are  kept  noticeably  cleaner  than  they  were  last 
year.

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Warren — ^William  Forestelle,  Esq.,  Health  Officer. 

There  was  no  contagious  disease  reported  to  me  the  past  year, 
and  so  I  have  no  report  to  make. 

Washington — Dr.  Robt.  A.  Marcy,  Health  Officer, 

Seventeen  cases  of  measles  reported. 

Nuisances — Number  of  complaints  one;  number  abated  one; 
number  abated  without  complaint  two. 

Waterbury — Dr.  Thomas  J.  Kilmartin,  Health  Officer, 

The  number  of  contagious  diseases  reported  in  this  city  during 
the  past  year  exceeded  that  of  the  previous  year,  owing  to  an 
epidemic  of  measles  extending  from  November  to  April. 

Of  the  636  cases  reported  295  were  measles,  representing 
perhaps  one-third  the  measles  occurring.  Pupils  living  in 
infected  houses  were  excluded  from  school  and  a  permit  from 
the  health  officer  was  required  before  they  were  permitted  to 
return.  The  mortality  was  low,  the  disease  running  a  very 
mild  course. 

Scarlet  fever  has  been  prevalent  during  the  entire  year, 
ninety-six  cases  having  been  reported,  the  highest  number  four- 
teen, in  April.  The  cases  were  sporadic.  The  number  of  cases 
of  diphtheria  was  105,  sixteen  occurring  in  one  month. 
Whooping  cough  not  reported  as  a  general  rule  so  that  the 
number  18  is  of  very  little  value  for  statistical  purposes.  There 
were  121  cases  of  typhoid  fever  extending  over  a  period  of 
twelve  months.  Many  of  the  cases  reported  from  the  hospital 
were  brought  from  surrounding  towns,  so  that  probably  not 
more  than  two-thirds  of  the  cases  originated  here.  The  cases 
were  widely  scattered,  not  confined  to  any  particular  locality  nor 
bearing  any  relationship  as  far  as  the  milk  supply  was  concerned. 

A  rigid  investigation  was  made  by  the  health  officer,  assisted 
in  many  cases  by  the  attending  physicians,  but  it  was  impossible 
to  find  a  common  cause  for  the  existence  of  the  disease. 

The  only  real  work  done  with  a  view  to  the  restriction  of  pul- 
monary consumption  is  the  reporting  of  all  deaths  by  under- 
takers and  the  fumigating  of  as  many  premises  as  is  possible 
by  the  sanitary  inspector.  As  there  is  but  one  inspector  to  sixty 
thousand  people,  it  is  needless  to  say  that  the  fumigations  are 
not  always  done. 
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As  a  result  of  an  investigation,  several  cases  of  ring-worms 
were  discovered  in  a  public  school— t-the  contagion  spreading 
from  one  to  the  other.  This  incident,  with  several  of  a  similar 
nature,  has  convinced  me  that  a  systematic  inspection  of  public 
schools  will  do  more  to  check  the  spread  of  contagious  diseases 
than  anything  else.  I  would  urge  that  legislation  be  adopted  to 
bring  about  this  needed  reform,  as  city  authorities  are  too  apt 
to  allow  a  false  sense  of  economy  to  stand  in  the  way  of  neces- 
sary innovation. 

The  same  crematory  system  disposal  of  garbage  in  use  for 
several  years,  works  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  community. 

Sewage  disposal  still  occupies  the  attention  of  the  authorities 
with  no  prospect  of  immediate  improvement  in  the  system. 

School  houses  are  fumigated  at  intervals  during  the  year  and 
kept  in  a  sanitary  condition. 

The  supply  of  water  is  unlimited  and  of  the  finest  quality. 
The  ice  ponds  and  surroundings  are  reported  by  the  inspector 
as  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

As  a  result  of  the  State  chemist's  report  of  samples  submitted 
one  well  was  ordered  closed. 

I  append  the  report  of  the  sanitary  inspector  and  milk  inspector.

Waterford — Dr.  G.  Maynard  Minor,  Health  Officer. 

Measles — There  have  been  fewer  cases  reported  than  in 
former  years. 

Whooping  cough — Only  four  cases,  two  of  which  were 
imported. 

Typhoid  fever — ^Two  cases  reported. 

Nuisances — ^Three  complaints  have  been  made;  all  abated. 
Several  others  without  formal  cQmplaint. 

Garbage  disposal — Mostly  used  as  swill. 

Sewage  disposal — By  vaults  or  directly  on  the  ground.  Some 
improvement,  I  think,  on  past  years  from  the  fact  of  there  being 
fewer  complaints. 

Watertown — Dr.  Walter  S.  Munger,  Health  Officer. 

Of  measles  there  have  been  twenty-seven  cases  reported; 
of  scarlet  fever,  sixteen;  of  diphtheria,  one,  and  of  typhoid 
fever,  nine.  Of  these  only  two  have  proved  fatal,  viz.:  one 
case  of  scarlet  fever  and  one  of  diphtheria. 

There  have  been  also  three  cases  of  tuberculosis  reported,  all 
of  which  have  died. 

By  disinfection  and  care  after  infectious  diseases,  we  have, 
owing  to  the  kind  aid  of  the  attending  physicians,  succeeded  in 
preventing  their  spread. 

The  principal  water  supply  is  from  wells  and  from  that 
brought  from  Bethlehem. 

I  have  no  very  definite  personal  knowledge,  but  believe  the 
milk  dealers  are  taking  good  care  to  prevent  contamination; 
cooling  the  milk  thoroughly,  and  keeping  the  stables  and  utensils 
used  in  a  cleanly  condition. 

Westbrook — Dr.  T.  B.  Bloomfield,  Health  Officer. 

No  Report. 
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West  Hartford — F.  H.  Stadtmueller,  Esq.,  Health  Officer. 

During  the  year  ending  August  31,  1903,  ninety-three  infec- 
tious diseases  were  reported.  This  unusual  number  was  occa- 
sioned by  a  brief,  restricted  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever  and  a' 
general  epidemic  of  measles. 

Seventy-one  cases  /oi  measles  were  reported.  This  does  not 
include  all  the  cases  which  occurred,  householders  sometimes 
neglected  to  report  the  presence  of  the  disease.  Whenever  a 
physician  is  not  in  attendance  at  an  infectious  or  contagious 
disease,  householders  should  report  the  occurrence  of  the  dis- 
ease as  required  by  regulation  3*  of  the  Sanitary  Regulations 
of  this  town. 

The  disease  was  present  from  December  to  August,  the  maxi- 
mum prevalence  having  occurred  in  February,  when  twenty-nine 
cases  were  reported. 

A  slight  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever  prevailed  in  September, 
when  six  cases  occurred  with  children  attending  the  Center 
school.  This  outbreak  appeared  to  develop  from  a  case  so 
mild  that  all  symptoms  of  the  disease  had  been  overlooked 
until  other  children  were  taken,  when  the  initial  case  was  found 
in  the  desquamating  stage.  Suitable  inspection  of  school  chil- 
dren would  undoubtedly,  in  this  instance,  have  confined  the  out- 
break to  the  primary  case.  The  school  building  was  thoroughly 
disinfected.  Thirteen  other  cases  occurred  during  the  year, 
making  nineteen  cases  in  all.  No  particular  interest  attaches  to 
these,  as  mostly  all  of  them  were  sporadic. 

But  one  case  of  diphtheria  was  reported. 

Whooping  cough  was  epidemic  in  one  section  of  the  town  in 
January,  but  no  cases  were  reported.  Such  neglect  is  also  as 
with  measles  a  violation  of  sanitary  regulation  3. 

A  case  of  typhoid  fever  in  a  transient  who  was  immediately 
removed  to  hospital  was  the  only  case  noted  for  the  year. 

One  case  of  tuberculosis,  at  death,  was  reported. 

•Regulation  3. — Every  householder  in  whose  house  any  person  shall  be 
ill  with  any  of  the  following  diseases,  to  wit :  Cholera,  yellow  fever,  typhus 
fever,  leprosy,  small-pox,  diphtheria,  membranous  croup,  typhoid  fever, 
scarlet  fever,  cerebro-spinal  fever,  whooping  cough,  measles,  pulmonar>' 
tuberculosis,  (consumption),  or  other  contagious  or  infectious  disease, 
except  those  of  a  venereal  nature,  shall  report  the  same  to  the  town  health 
officer  within  twelve  hours  of  the  first  appearance  of  such  disease,  provided 
DO  physician  shall  be  in  attendance. 
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The  occurrence  and  detection  of  small  pox  in  May  in  Hart- 
ford, near  the  boundary  of  West  Hartford,  caused  much  activity 
and  some  anxiety,  inasmuch  as  some  children  of  this  town  were 
discovered  to  have  been  playing  or  associating  with  those 
stricken  by  the  disease  in  Hartford.  A  house  to  house  canvass 
was  made  in  the  exposed  district  and  all  unvaccinated  people 
were  immediately  vaccinated;  forty-six  vaccinations  were  thus 
made.  The  general  school  vaccination  made  a  year  ago  prob- 
ably, in  a  large  measure,  averted  the  entrance  of  the  disease  from 
this  epidemic  in  Hartford. 

The  school  vaccinations  were  not  compulsory,  being  simply 
the  result  of  recommendations  by  the  health  officer  accompanied 
by  provision  for  vaccination  by  aid  of  the  town  wherever  needed 
A  canvass  of  the  schools  made  subsequent  to  this  action  disclosed 
seventeen  per  cent,  of  the  school  children  unvaccinated.  Such 
a  large  percentage  clearly  indicates  how  vulnerable  to  small 
pox  this  community  still  remains. 

Two  consultations  were  had  concerning  prospective  plans  for 
sewage  disposal.  In  both  instances  the  proposed  plans  had  to 
be  rejected,  being  incompatible  with  legal  statutes.  Much 
annoyance  and  subsequent  loss  might  frequently  be  averted  if 
such  action  were  more  universally  adopted. 


Borough  of  West  Haven — Dr.  Charles  D.  Phelps,  Health 

Officer, 

Measles — Twenty-three  cases  have  occurred  during  the  year. 
None  developed  until  the  Christmas  vacation,  when  eight  were 
reported,  all  but  one  of  which  was  undoubtedly  acquired  because 
of  a  single  patient  so  slightly  sick  that  the  disease  was  unrecog- 
nized. During  May,  June  and  July  there  were  twelve  cases, 
all  of  which  were  easily  traced  to  out-of-town  sources.  Although 
as  a  rule,  during  the  year  when  the  disease  has  appeared  in  a 
family  all  the  children  who  have  not  previously  had  the  disease 
contracted  it,  in  no  instance  has  it  been  spread  to  other  families 
after  it  has  been  diagnosed. 

Scarlet  fever — This  has  been  of  so  mild  a  type  in  general  that 
the  danger  of  spreading  it  through  unrecognized  cases  has  been 
increased.  Although  twenty  cases  have  developed  they  have 
been  so  scattered  through  the  year  and  have  occurred  in  such 
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widely  separated  parts  of  the  borough  that  there  has  been  no 
suggestion  of  an  epidemic.  The  importance  of  isolation  in  this 
disease  is  shown  in  the  fact  that  in*  every  case  the  disease  was 
limited  in  a  family  to  the  child  first  attacked,  with  one  excep- 
tion, in  which  the  disease  not  being  recognized  the  child  was 
not  isolated  .and  two  other  children  were  infected;  one  very 
severely. 

Of  the  thirteen  cases  of  diphtheria,  five  followed  from  one 
which  was  not  reported  and  of  the  others  three  developed  in 
people  from  other  towns,  who  had  been  infected  before  their 
arrival  here. 

Whooping  cough  was  epidemic  most  of  the  year.  Probably 
only  a  small  percentage  of  patients  with  this  disease  were  under 
a  physician's  care.  Children  in  the  whooping  stage  were  to  be 
met  with  frequently  in  street  cars  and  in  public  places,  both  here 
and  in  New  Haven.  The  only  control  over  them  was  exclusion 
from  school  until  recovery. 

Of  other  infectious  diseases,  six  cases  of  typhoid  fever  and 
five  of  consumption  were  reported. 

Garbage  disposal  at  Savin  Rock  has  been  on  a  difiFerent  basis 
from  last  season.  At  that  time  there  was  considerable  com- 
petition  among  the  nearby  farmers  of  the  town  of  Orange  to 
obtain  the  garbage  for  their  pigs.  Consequently  they  were  will- 
ing to  remove  it  without  charge.  This  worked  satisfactorily, 
except  during  the  height  of  the  season,  when  garbage  becoming 
more  abundant  than  was  desired,  the  less  centrally  situated  hotels 
and  private  houses  were  neglected  to  such  an  extent  as  to  cause 
considerable  annoyance.  During  the  past  year,  owing  to  numer- 
ous complaints,  the  health  officer  of  Orange  forbade  the  keep- 
ing of  pigs  by  most  of  the  above  farmers  and  issued  but  one 
permit  for  the  bringing  of  garbage  from  Savin  Rock  into  his 
jurisdiction.  The  result  has  been  fewer  complaints  of  poor 
service,  but  more  or  less  complaint  because  the  holder  of  the 
license  having  no  competition  was  enabled  to  charge  for  his 
services. 

The  suggestion  made  in  the  last  report,  that  cans  for  waste 
paper,  etc.,  be  placed  at  points  most  frequented  by  excursionists 
to  Savin  Rock,  was  adopted  by  the  Fair  Haven  and  Westville 
Railroad  for  the  peristyles.  Judging  from  the  quantity  of  refuse 
matter  placed  in  them,  they  were  of  great  help  in  keeping  the 
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beach  and  water  attractive.  It  is  hoped  that  others  who  are 
especially  interested  in  the  cleanliness  of  the  shore  will  follow 
this  example  another  year. 

A  summary  of  the  work  done  the  past  year  is  as  follows : 
Complaints  of  nuisances  fifty-six,  complaints  dismissed  ten,  nui- 
sances abated  forty-two;  interviews  concerning  nuisances  one 
hundred  and  twelve,  concerning  contagious  diseases  one  hundred 
and  thirty,  with  milkmen  four,  miscellaneous  fifteen ;  examina- 
tions of  school  children  fifty-one,  permits  to  return  to  school 
one  hundred  and  one,  classified  as  follows:,  after  whooping 
cough  twenty-seven,  pediculi  twenty-two,  scarlet  fever  sixteen, 
diphtheria  ten,  measles  eight,  tonsillitis  six,  tubercular  glands 
three,  chicken  pox,  German  measles  and  erythema  each  two, 
poison  ivy,  mumps  and  ringworm  each  one.  Houses  placarded : 
Scarlet  fever  eighteen,  measles  fifteen,  diphtheria  ten.  Houses 
disinfected  twenty-one.  Inspections :  Swamps,  pools  and  ditches 
thirty-three,  hotels  and  boarding  houses  seventeen,  Savin  Rock 
grounds  and  theatre,  Merwin's  slaughter  house,  dairies  three, 
houses  two,  miscellaneous  five.  Wells  condemned  three.  Of- 
ficial orders  sent  four,  letters  eighteen. 

Weston — Dr.  Frank  Gorham,  Health  Officer. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  reported  four  cases  of  diph- 
theria, one  of  scarlet  fever,  four  of  measles  and  five  of  whooping 
cough;  quite  a  number  of  cases  of  the  last  named  disease 
occurred  during  the  spring  months,  but  were  not  reported. 

Conditions  regarding  water,  ice  and  milk  supply,  and  garbage 
disposal,  remain  unchanged,  being  generally  satisfactory. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  our  school  houses  is  fair. 

Westport — Dr.  L.  T.  Day,  Health  Officer, 

I  hereby  present  my  annual  report  as  town  health  crfficer  for 
the  year  ending  August  31,  1903.  The  following  is  the  list  of 
contagious  diseases  reported:  Measles  was  the  prevailing  dis- 
ease, beginning  in  March  and  becoming  epidemic  in  May,  ter- 
minating in  July.  Sixty-three  cases  were  reported  by  either 
the  physicians  in  attendance  or  by  the  families  themselves  where 
there  was  no  physician.  There  were  probably  more  cases  than 
those  reported.     I  should  estimate  the  number  in  the  neighbor- 
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hood  of  one  hundred.  One  peculiar  thing  about  the  epidemic 
was,  that  the  disease  was  confined  almost  entirely  to  the  east 
side  of  the  river.  Source  of  contagion  unknown,  but  brought 
in  from  outside  sources.  The  first  cases  being  mild  they  were 
not  reported ;  in  fact  the  whole  epidemic  was  a  mild  one. 

Nineteen  cases  of  scarlet  fever  appeared  in  five  months  during 
the  year,  with  one  death.  Source  of  origin  unknown.  Seven 
cases  of  diphtheria  appeared  with  no  deaths.  It  has  been  impos- 
sible to  report  the  number  of  cases  of  whooping  cough,  as  the 
general  impression  seems  to  be  that  it  is  not  necessary.  There 
has  been  only  one  case  of  typhoid  fever  during  the  year,  probably 
contracted  outside  of  the  town. 

Nuisances  have  been  abated  as  follows:  Privy  vaults  four, 
drains  one,  sewers  two,  dead  horses  several,  docks  one.  There 
were  nine  cases  of  hog  cholera  on  one  farm,  all  died  and  were 
burned ;  there  was  no  spread  of  the  disease.  One  case  of  lice 
was  reported  in  the  Schools.  Early  in  the  school  year  a  vaccina- 
tion notice  was  sent  to  all  the  teachers,  prohibiting  them  from 
admitting  children  to  school  unless  they  had  been  vaccinated. 
During  the  month  of  March  three  school  houses  were  fumi- 
gated on  account  of  scarlet  fever,  and  the  Bridge  Street  school 
was  closed  for  one  month  for  the  same  reason.  In  the  month 
of  August,  all  of  the  school  buildings  were  thoroughly  cleaned 
and  fumigated.  Other  matters  pertaining  to  the  public  health 
remain  the  same  as  in  previous  years. 


Wethersfield — Dr.  Edward  G.  Fox,  Health  Officer. 

The  following  infectious  diseases  have  occurred  during  the 
past  year:  Whooping  cough  forty-five  cases,  measles  eighty- 
nine,  tuberculosis  two. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  our  school  houses  and  public  build- 
ings is  good. 

The  water  supply  is  mostly  from  wells  and  is  considered  good. 
The  question  of  procuring  a  water  supply  from  the  western 
part  of  the  town  has  been  agitated,  but  nothing  definite  has  been 
done. 

Considerable  improvement  has  been  observed  in  the  last  year 
in  the  care  and  distribution  of  milk. 
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City  of  Willimantic — Dr.  J.  A.  Girouard^  Health  Officer. 

The  cases  of  contagious  diseases  reported  to  me  during  the 
past  twelve  months  were:  Measles  seventy,  scarlet  fever  six, 
diphtheria  seven,  whooping  cough  fifty-one,  typhoid  fever  five, 
small  pox  one,  tuberculosis  four. 

Measles — The  epidemic  of  measles  occurred  during  the  spring 
months,  and  was  kept,  for  the  most  part,  within  two  circum- 
scribed districts  where  it  originally  started,  with  few  exceptions. 
Amongst  children  the  disease  was  of  a  mild  type,  but  two  or 
three  adults  had  it  severely. 

For  measles,  the  houses  were  simply  placarded.  The  children 
occupying  the  same  house  and  those  living  in  the  neighborhood, 
with  the  history  of  exposure,  were  kept  away  from  school  until, 
in  the  first  case,  they  had  completely  recovered  and  in  the 
second  instance,  the  period  of  incubation  had  passed. 

Scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria — But  few  cases  of  these  two  dis- 
eases were  reported.  They  occurred  at  diflFerent  intervals  in  the 
course  of  the  year.  Proper  quarantine  measures  maintained, 
thorough  disinfection  and  fumigation  prevented  further  spread 
of  them. 

Whooping  cough — Fifty-one  cases  of  whooping  cough  were 
reported  to  tne  during  last  winter.  Many  more  cases  than  these 
occurred. 

Typhoid  fever — I  have  been  unable  to  ascertain  the  cause  in 
each  of  the  cases  reported.  Our  city  water  being  devoid  of  con- 
tamination, it  is  not  unreasonable  to  suppose  that  with  a  float- 
ing population  and  easy  means  of  traveling,  it  originated  from 
without. 

Tuberculosis — But  four  cases  of  tuberculosis  have  been  re- 
ported. 

Small  pox — The  eighteenth  of  December,  1902,  I  was  called 
to  a  family  where  all  had  been  vaccinated  except  two,  a  young 
girl  of  seventeen  and  a  child  of  four.  The  older  one  had  con- 
tracted small  pox  while  on  a  visit  to  Baltic,  where  an  epidemic 
prevailed  at  that  time,  and  bringing  it  home,  exposed  all  the 
members  of  the  family,  including  the  little  girl.  I  immediately 
vaccinated  this  child  and  removed  both,  in  care  of  the  parents, 
to  a  pest  house  situated  outside  the  city  limits,  in  the  town  of 
Windham.     The  older  g^rl  made  an  uneventful  recovery  and  the 
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little  child  did  not  develop  the  disease.  Quarantine  was  main- 
tained at  their  home  for  the  rest  of  the  family  the  prescribed 
limit  of  time,  and  the  house  thoroughly  fumigated  and  disin- 
fected before  quarantine  restrictions  were  removed. 

Garbage  collection  is  being  done  by  contract  all  over  the  city 
since  the  first  of  August.  Some  of  it  is  fed  to  hogs  and  the  rest 
is  disposed  of  outside  the  city  limits. 

The  city  has  been  constructing  sewers  as  fast  as  possible  where 
needed. 

All  the  school  buildings  are  spacious  and  well  ventilated.  The 
Normal  School  has  had  a  new  addition  built  and  likewise  there 
is  in  course  of  construction  a  large,  commodious  parochial  school 
for  French  children.  Suffice  to  say  that  both  buildings  have 
been  equipped  with  all  modern  sanitary  improvements. 

Public  works — The  electric  railway  has  been  extended  from 
Baltic  to  Willimantic  during  the  year.  Judg^g  from  the  amount 
of  its  patronage,  it  fills  a  much  needed  want. 

WiLLiNGTON — Geo.  a.  Cosgrove,  Esq.,  Health  Officer, 

The  past  year  shows  fourteen  deaths,  twenty-one  births.  No 
marriages  have  been  recorded. 

For  the  first  time  in  many  years  the  births  have  exceeded 
the  deaths  in  number.  In  1902  there  were  eleven  deaths  and 
nine  births,  in  1901  ten  deaths  to  four  births. 

Of  the  deaths  an  unusual  proportion  were  young  people ;  only 
four  were  seventy  years  old  or  over,  one  was  sixty,  one  thirty- 
one,  all  the  rest  were  under  twenty,  three  being  infants. 

The  contagious  diseases  have  been  mild  forms  of  whooping 
cough  and  measles,  four  cases  of  measles  being  fatal. 

Two  cases  of  typhoid  fever  have  occurred,  both  of  which  were 
contracted  out  of  town. 

No  other  forms  of  contagious  diseases  have  been  brought  to 
my  attention. 

There  are  no  cases  of  pulmonary  consumption  in  the  town. 

No  complaints  of  nuisances  have  been  received. 

The  methods  of  sewage  disposal  remain  as  in  former  years. 

School  houses  and  outbuildings  are  in  a  little  better  condition, 
as  a  general  thing,  than  usual. 

No  cases  of  contagious  diseases  have  been  reported  to  me  for 
several  months,  and  the  general  health  seems  to  be  very  good. 
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Wilton — Dr.  A.  B.  Gorham,  Health  Officer, 

No  epidemic  of  any  kind  during  the  year. 

There  were  reported  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  August  31, 
1903 :  Measles  seven  cases,  diphtheria  'five,  whooping  cough 
four,  and  typhoid  fever  one.  One  case  of  diphtheria  proved 
fatal. 

The  cases  appeared  in  different  parts  of  the  town,  and  seemed 
to  have  no  connection  with  one  another.  Quarantine  and  thor- 
ough disinfection  practiced,  and  no  spread  beyond  original  cases. 

Complaints  of  nuisances  few,  and  satisfactorily  arranged. 

School  houses  put  in  good  condition  generally. 

Winchester — Dr.  S.  G.  Howd,  Health  Officer.     No  Report. 

Windham — Dr.  F.  E.  Wilcox,  Health  Officer, 

Measles — ^There  occurred  thirty  cases  of  measles  in  fifteen 
families  during  the  months  of  April  and  May  in  that  part  of 
North  Windham  under  my  jurisdiction.  (For  detail  of  other 
cases  at  North  Windham,  see  Mansfield  and  Chaplin  reports.) 
There  were  four  cases  in  two  families  residing  on  the  back 
road  near  the  Catholic  cemetery,  and  one  case  in  a  tenement 
house  at  South  Windham. 

During  the  epidemic  at  North  Windham,  every  house  was 
placarded  and  the  school  in  that  district  closed ;  also  the  jewelry 
factory  of  C.  R.  Harris  was  voluntarily  closed  for  about  three 
weeks. 

This  epidemic  was  caused  by  contagion  from  a  boy  who  had 
been  exposed  to  the  disease  while  away  from  home,  and  who 
afterwards  attended  church  during  the  first  stage  of  the  disease ; 
and  the  first  of  the  four  cases  occurring  near  the  Catholic  ceme- 
tery was  contracted  at  North  Windham.  The  case  at  South 
Windham  was  contracted  by  a  small  child  while  visiting  with 
its  mother  out  of  town,  and  the  disease  was  recognized  and 
reported  before  there  were  any  exposures.  The  house  where 
this  case  occurred  was  placarded  and  such  quarantine  restrictions 
maintained  that  no  contagion  was  disseminated. 

The  spread  of  the  disease  at  North  Windham  was  unavoidable 
on  account  of  the  number  of  exposures  to  the  original  case,  and 
placarding  the  house  probably  did  not  materially  lessen  the  num- 
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ber  of  cases  in  that  locality.  It  probably  did,  however,  protect 
people  from  outside. 

The  first  of  the  three  cases  near  the  Catholic  cemetery  was  due 
to  voluntary  exposure  at  North  Windham;  while  at  South 
Windham,  early  recognition  of  the  disease  and  attention  to  quar- 
antine measures  undoubtedly  prevented  an  epidemic  in  that 
locality. 

There  were  no  deaths  directly  resulting  from  measles;  but 
in  one  instance,  the  disease  occurred  in  a  patient  already  aflSicted 
with  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  which  greatly  exacerbated  the  lung 
lesion  and  the  patient  died  of  the  pre-existing  disease  six  weeks 
after  the  disappearance  of  the  measles. 

Scarlet  fever — During  the  months  of  November  and  December 
there  occurred  three  sporadic  cases  of  scarlet  fever  of  "a  mild 
t)rpe.  One  on  the  North  Windham  road  just  outside  the  city 
limits,  one  at  Windham  Center,  and  one  at  South  Windham. 
Isolation  of  these  patients  and  thorough  fumigation  of  the  prem- 
ises undoubtedly  prevented  an  epidemic  of  the  disease. 

Typhoid  fever — Only  one  case  of  typhoid  fever  was  reported 
during  the  year,  and  this  was  contracted  at  Thompsonville. 

Small  pox — ^The  only  case  of  small  pox  during  the  year  was 
that  of  a  French  girl  residing  in  the  city  of  Willimantic,  who, 
by  an  agreement  between  city  and  town  officials,  was  taken  to  the 
pest  house,  which  was  located  within  my  jurisdiction.  The 
patient  was  accompanied  by  her  father  and  mother,  who  had 
had  the  disease,  and  a  small  child,  who  was  vaccinated  at  the 
time  and  did  not  afterwards  contract  the  disease. 

These  people  were  taken  to  the  pest  house  December  20th,  and 
were  discharged  January  21st.  While  there  they  were  cared 
for,  professionally  and  otherwise,  by  Dr.  J.  A.  Girouard,  health 
officer  for  the  city  of  Willimantic. 

Previous  to  their  discharge,  the  patient  and  other  inmates 
received  a  thorough  scrubbing  with  corrosive  sublimate,  soap 
and  water  and  were  supplied  with  clean  clothing  from  the  out- 
side. All  of  the  clothing,  bedding,  blankets,  etc.,  used  by  the 
family,  were  burned  and  the  walls  and  floors  of  the  rooms 
sprinkled  with  formaldehyde  solution  and  the  house  closed  for 
three  days,  when  it  was  opened  and  the  walls,  ceilings  and 
floors,  as  well  as  all  of  the  furniture  and  cooking  utensils, 
scrubbed  with  a  solution  of  corrosive  sublimate,  after  which  all 
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was  again  sprinkled  with  formaldehyde  solution  and  the  house 
closed  for  two  weeks,  when  it  was  thoroughly  aired  and  released 
from  quarantine. 

Consumption — Only  one  case  of  consumption  was  reported, 
and  this  has  already  been  referred  to  in  connection  with  the 
epidemic  of  measles  at  North  Windham.  As  far  as  I  know, 
there  is  not  a  case  of  consumption  in  the  town,  outside  the  limits 
of  the  city  of  Willimantic. 

Including  this  disease  in  the  list  of  infectious  diseases  to  be 
reported  by  attending  physicians,  is  a  move  in  the  right  direc- 
tion; and  besides  instructing  the  family,  where  there  is  an 
afflicted  member,  concerning  the  nature  of  the  disease,  the  pre- 
cautions to  be  taken,  etc.,  there  should  be,  if  the  patient  removes 
from  the  house,  or  dies,  the  same  thorough  disinfection  of  the 
premises  as  after  other  infectious  diseases. 

Sewage  disposal — In  past  years  whenever  my  attenticm  has 
been  directed  to  cesspools  or  surface  drains,  I  have  ordered 
traps  placed  in  all  pipes  connecting  with  cesspools,  and  such 
disposal  made  of  the  surface  drains  that  there  has  been  but  the 
single  complaint,  referred  to  above,  during  the  past  two  years. 

Public  provision  for  care  of  contagious  diseases — ^The  only 
provision  made  during  the  year  for  the  care  of  contagious  dis- 
eases was  that  of  retaining  the  house  on  the  back  road  near 
the  Catholic  cemetery,  for  the  use  of  small  pox  patients. 

School  houses — ^Were  thoroughly  cleaned  during  the  month 
of  August,  and  the  building  at  North  Windham  fumigated  with 
sulphur. 

Ice  ponds — Were  inspected  last  November,  together  with  their 
surroundings  and  source  of  supply,  and  found  in  proper  con- 
dition. 

Public  hygiene — ^There  are  no  special  needs  for  the  improve- 
ment of  public  hygiene  in  my  jurisdiction. 

Milk — I  believe  that  the  importance  of  pure  milk  should  de- 
mand official  inspection  and  supervision  of  the  supply ;  and  par- 
ticularly should  the  inspection  include  the  food,  the  sanitary  con- 
dition of  the  stables,  and  the  cleanliness  and  health  of  the  cows, 
and  of  the  persons  in  charge  of  the  milking;  but  as  there  is 
no  provision  in  this  town  for  such  inspection  and  supervision, 
none  has  been  made. 
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Windsor — ^Dr.  Newton  S.  Bell,  Health  Officer, 

Although  most  of  the  time  the  work  of  the  health  board  has 
run  smoothly,  it  still  has  it  hours  of  discouragement,  as  well  as 
great  cause  for  satisfaction  and  encouragement,  as  the  selectmen 
and  others  in  authority  have  worked  heartily  and  cordially  with 
the  board  in  every  instance  brought  before  them. 

The  contagious  diseases  reported  have  .been  as  follows : 
Measles  seventy-five  cases,  scarlet  fever  ten  cases,  and  in  a 
number  of  these  cases  it  was  of  a  virulent  type;  the  patients 
dying  after  only  two  or  three  days'  illness.  It  was  almost  cer- 
tainly from  some  primary  case  of  very  mild  form  not  reported 
at  all.     There  were  two  deaths  in  one  family  and  one  in  another. 

The  most  stringent  quarantine  was  enforced  and  every  precau- 
tion against  further  spread  was  taken.  The  majority  of  the 
cases  were  among  children  who  all  attended  one  school.  The 
school  was  closed  and  the  school  house  where  they  had  attended 
was  thoroughly  fumigated  and  cleaned,  and  all  the  books  which 
had  been  used  then  were  burned,  and  we  are  glad  to  say  there 
have  been  no  further  cases. 

Of  diphtheria  there  were  seven  cases  of  quite  a  severe  type, 
but  none  fatal. 

Whooping  cough  six  cases  only  reported,  while  without  doubt 
there  were  many  others. 

To  restrict  pulmonary  consumption  there  are  only  the  instruc- 
tions to  the  family  as  to  the  care  and  cleanliness  in  the  care  of 
the  patient  This  seems  to  be  the  only  possible  thing  to  do 
until  we  are  educated  up  to  the  isolation  point. 

The  water  supply  is  of  the  best. 

Ice  ponds  the  same  as  in  my  last  report. 

The  milk  supply  is  by  good,  reliable  dealers  and  the  care  of 
milk  as  before  reported. 

In  regard  to  improverrients  and  to  public  water  supply,  our 
village  green  has  been  during  the  last  year  embellished  by  a 
drinking  fountain,  the  gift  of  a  widow  of  one  of  our  former 
citizens. 

Windsor  Locks — Dr.  Joseph  A.  Coogan,  Health  Officer. 

Diphtheria  two  cases,  t)rphoid  fever  two,  scarlet  fever  seven, 
measles  and  whooping  cough  are  all  uncounted. 

During  the  months  from  February  to  June  numberless  cases 
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of  a  mild  type  of  measles  were  prevalent  in  all  parts  of  the 
town.  Whooping  cough  for  the  past  two  months  has  become 
epidemic  and  many  children  of  this  town  are  suffering  from  it 
at  the  present  time. 

The  cases  of  consumption  are  less  common  in  our  neighbor- 
hood than  formerly  and  among  the  principal  reasons  for  the 
diminished  number  of  cases  are  better  homes,  better  food  and 
better  hours  for  the  working  class. 

The  number  of  complaints  of  nuisances  grows  less  every 
year,  ks  the  seasoned  health  officer,  familiar  with  every  dark  and 
treacherous  spot,  does  not  wait  for  complaints. 

Still  there  have  been  a  few  complaints  made  that  will  be 
remedied  in  time,  and  it  is  utterly  impossible  for  the  health  oflS- 
cer  to  compel  every  property  owner  to  keep  their  yard  and  out- 
houses in  a  strictly  sanitary  condition. 

As  regards  the  disposal  of  garbage,  we  have  made  it  a  prac- 
tice to  see  that  every  spring  there  was  a  cleaning  up  of  all 
questionable  districts  and  little  trouble  has  been  experienced  in 
having  this  done  at  the  request  of  the  health  officer. 

We  live  in  hopes  that  the  long-talked-of  sewerage  of  the  town 
will  claim  the  attention  of  the  citizens  this  year,  as  the  need  of 
some  system  is  admitted  by  all  those  whose  minds  are  not  per- 
verted by  political  or  financial  reasons. 

We  have  a  contagious  hospital  in  case  of  need,  furnished  and 
paid  for.  We  trust  that  it  may  remain  unoccupied  for  many 
years. 

The  water  supply  is  sufficient  and  satisfactory,  with  the  excep- 
tion that  the  pipes  ought  to  be  flushed  more  frequently  and  some 
little  attention  given  after  every  severe  storm. 

Possibly  the  ice  ponds  need  some  attention  at  the  hands  of 
the  health  officer  and  we  purpose  doing  all  that  is  necessary  for 
the  public's  protection  before  harvesting  of  ice  begins. 

The  milk  supply  of  our  town  is  equal  with  the  best.  We 
have  had  during  the  past  month  a  building  erected  by  our  larg- 
est dispenser  that  is  a  model  in  its  way ;  erected  in  a  dell  over 
a  spring,  with  all  modern  appendages  for  the  keeping  and  pro- 
tection of  milk,  sweet,  clean  and  uncontaminated. 

We  have  reason  to  congratulate  the  manager  of  Pine  Meadow 
Farm. 
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Borough  of  Winsted — S.  C.  Wheeler,  Esq.,  Health  Officer. 

For  the  year  ending  August  31,  1903. 

Measles — ^Five  cases  reported.  Restriction  by  quarantine  and 
fumigation. 

Scarlet  fever — ^Twenty-six  cases  reported;  all  of  the  cases 
except  one  were  of  mild  t)rpe.  Quarantine,  disinfection  and 
fumigation  with  formaldehyde  gas. 

Diphtheria  and  Croup — Thirteen  cases ;  the  origin  could  not 
be  found.     Same  precautions. 

Whooping  cough — Fifty-one  cases  reported ;  ordered  patients 
to  be  kept  from  other  children. 

Typhoid  fever — Eight  cases ;  the  origin  of  which  was  not 
fpund.  Three  of  the  above  cases  were  brought  to  the  hospital 
here  from  other  towns.     Disinfected  the  discharges. 

Nuisances — ^A  few  complaints  were  made  and  they  were 
abated. 

Garbage  collected  in  the  thickly  settled  portions  of  the  bor- 
ough. 

Sewage  disposed — Methods  of  sewage  disposal  are  by  private 
drains  and  cesspools.     No  sewerage  system. 

Schools — School  houses  inspected  and  found  in  good  sanitary 
condition.     Public  buildings  in  good  sanitary  condition. 

Water  supply — Pure  water  supply  furnished  from  Crystal 
Lake  reservoir. 

Ice  ponds — ^The  ice  ponds  in  the  borough  have  been  inspected 
and  found  free  from  any  contamination. 

I  have  no  personal  knowledge  of  the  milk  supply. 

WoLCOTT — ^J.  Henry  Garrigus,  Esq.,  Health  Officer, 

There  were  two  cases  of  measles ;  occurred  about  the  same 
time,  one  in  the  northwest,  and  one  in  the  south  part  of  the 
town. 

In  the  first  case,  persons  in  five  other  families  were  exposed 
before  the  nature  of  the  disease  was  ascertained.  As  a  result 
twenty-three  cases  developed  in  these  families;  it  spread  no 
further. 

In  the  second  case,  a  boy  was  taken  sick  in  school,  twelve  cases 
followed  in  four  families.  There  was  also  one  family  in  South- 
ington,  just  over  the  line,  who  had  it.     No  cases  followed, 
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except  those  first  exposed.  These  two  cases  were  contracted 
out  of  town  while  traveling  on  the  railroad. 

There  was  one  case  of  typhoid  fever. 

One  case  of  a  pig-pen,  so  located  as  to  endanger  water  supply, 
was  removed. 

Our  town  is  sparsely  settled,  and  no  trouble  is  experienced 
in  disposing  of  all  the  refuse  from  the  kitchen.  The  outbuild- 
ings are  usually  kept  in  a  sanitary  condition. 

Our  school  houses  are  venerable  in  age,  but  are  cleanly,  having 
been  put  in  proper  condition  before  school  commenced. 

The  church  and  chapel  are  kept  in  proper  condition.  The 
town  hall  is  antiquated  and  forlorn. 

The  two  ice  ponds  were  inspected  and  found  good. 

Milk  is  cooled  in  ice  water  after  being  put  in  cans,  proper 
care  being  taken  in  reference  to  cleanliness  of  cans  and  pails. 
Stables  are  ventilated  and  kept  clean.  No  diseased  cows  are 
allowed  to  remain  with  the  others;  the  milk  of  such  is  not 
used. 

Special  needs  to  improve  public  hygiene;  more  money  and 
young  men  of  intelligence,  as  residents  of  the  town. 

WooDBRiDGE — Dr.  J.  W.  BARKER,  Health  Officer. 

No  epidemic  has  occurred,  for  which  we  could  not  be  too 
thankful. 

The  history  of  contagious  and  infectious  diseases  in  this  town 
during  the  year  is  comprised  in  the  statement  that  one  case  of 
typhoid  fever  completes  the  list.  The  origin  of  this  case  I 
was  unable  to  trace,  after  considerable  effort  and  inquiry. 

The  death-rate,  of  course,  has  been  low  and  mostly  confined 
to  old  people,  whose  time  had  expired  by  the  limitations  of  age. 

I  made  inspection  of  the  five  school  houses  and  the  outbuild- 
ings and  found  them  in  about  the  usual  condition.  Two  of  them 
were  in  first-class  condition  and  I  found  nothing  to  complain 
of.  The  other  three  were  needing  much  cleaning  and  consid- 
erable repairs,  all  of  which  I  hope  will  be  done  in  a  short  time. 
In  a  town  situated  as  ours  is,  I  do  not  know  how  a  few  dollars, 
judiciously  expended,  could  do  more  good,  to  those  most  need- 
ing it,  the  coming  generation,  than  in  and  about  our  school 
houses. 
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Garbage — A  considerable  amount  of  garbage  is  brought  into 
Woodbridge  from  adjoining  towns,  principally  from  New 
Haven.  The  manner  in  which  this  is  done  and  the  disposition 
of  the  same  is  quite  improved,  I  think,  as  compared  with 
formerly;  since  the  new  license  system  has  been  adopted,  I 
have  been  called  on  to  issue  but  one  new  license  for  garbage 
importation  and  no  license  has  been  revoked. 

Public  provision  for  care  of  contagious  cases — ^When  such 
cases  occur,  provision  has  been  made  by  the  selectmen  as  the 
cases  arose. 

Ice  ponds — ^There  are  quite  a  number  of  ice  ponds  in  the 
town,  three  of  which  are  used  for  public  supply ;  most  of  the  ice 
goes  to  New  Haven.  All  of  these  at  my  last  inspection,  just 
before  the  ice  harvest  last  winter,  I  found  in  a  good  and  in  some 
cases  improved  sanitary  condition. 


Woodbury — Dr.  E.  L.  Smith,  Health  Officer. 

Eleven  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  eight  of  measles,  four  of  typhoid 
fever,  six  of  whooping  cough,  and  two  of  diphtheria. 

The  first  case  of  diphtheria  was  brought  here  from  an  adjoin- 
ing town,  and  the  disease  transmitted  to  one  other  case  in  the 
same  house. 

The  usual  methods  of  quarantine  and  disinfection  were  em- 
ployed to  restrict  their  spread. 

Three  complaints  of  nuisances  have  been  received  and  investi- 
gated ;  all  were  abated. 

The  school  houses  and  public  buildings  are  in  fair  sanitary 
condition. 

The  water  supply  from  the  reservoirs  of  the  Water  Company 
during  the  fall  of  1902  was  in  bad  condition,  and  the  cause  of 
general  complaint.  The  water  as  drawn  in  some  portions  of 
the  town  was  filled  with  a  green  vegetable  growth,  causing  it  to 
appear  thick  and  slimy  and  of  bad  odor.  A  chemical  and  micro- 
scopical examination  of  the  water  showed  that  it  was  not  suita- 
ble for  drinking  at  that  time.  With  the  advent  of  cool  weather, 
however,  the  trouble  promptly  disappeared,  and  has  not  reap- 
peared this  season. 
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Woodstock — Dr.  Joseph  Spalding,  Health  Officer. 

Owing  to  the  prevalence  of  la  grippe  the  town's  death-rate 
was  alarming  during  the  month  of  February.  t)nly  two  cases 
of  measles ;  they  were  kept  confined  and  no  spread.  One  case 
of  typhoid  fever  in  February ;  lime  was  used  freely  to  absort 
odors  and  prevent  contamination;  all  waste  carefully  disin- 
fected, and  earth  covered  a  good  distance  from  water  supply. 
No  spread.  One  case  of  cerebro-spinal  fever.  Some  fifty  cases 
of  whooping  cough,  which  followed  exposure  at  a  Christmas 
eve  gathering  in  the  Swedish  church.  This  exposure  was  so 
widespread  that  nearly  all  in  the  community  who  were  sus- 
ceptible were  affected.  One  case  of  pulmonary  consumption 
reported. 

The  town  has  a  building  for  the  care  of  contagious  diseases. 
Not  having  such  case  to  occupy  it,  the  town  has  put  it  to  good 
use  by  using  it  for  a  tramp  house — ^this  use  has  prevented  the 
great  trouble  that  has  existed  in  former  years  of  having  the 
beds  of  the  town  house  constantly  infested  with  body  and  head 
lice,  thereby  causing  great  trouble  to  the  inmates  as  well  as  the 
superintendent.  It  has  also  greatly  diminished  the  applications 
for  shelter.' 

School  houses  thoroughly  cleaned  and  in  good  condition. 

Water  supply  from  wells  and  springs. 

No  precaution  beyond  the  customary  practice  to  protect  the 
purity  of  milk  has  been  observed,  but  the  necessity  of  thorough 
cleaning  of  cows  and  cooling  is  imperative.

Shelton — Dr.  Gould  A.  Shelton,  Health  Officer, 

The  health  of  our  borough  for  the  past  year  has  changed  but 
little  from  that  of  the  previous  year.  Our  community  has  been 
spared  any  epidemic. 

More  care  and  watchfulness  on  the  part  of  those  who  hdd 
the  days  of  infancy  in  their  keeping  would  lower  the  death-rate 
among  children  almost  to  the  minimum.  But  in  our  community 
of  such  varied  nationalities  we  cannot  expect  that  perfect 
arrangement  of  all  those  elements  which  conduce  to  the  better 
healthfulness  of  our  borough  will  prevail. 
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Typhoid  fever  came  to  us  with  less  number  of  cases  than  in 
the  year  previous.  Three  of  the  five  cases  occurred  in  an  old 
and  unimproved  part  of  the  borough,  which  were  traQ^d  to  well 
water  contaminated  by  a  drainage  from  a  neighboring  closet: 
An  analysis  of  this  water  revealed  a  most  serious  condition. 
The  well  was  at  once  closed,  and  ^ity  water  supplied  to  the 
house.  Two  other  wells  having  been  thought  suspicious,  were 
subjected  to  the  State  analysis  and  found  unsafe  for  domestic 
use,  which  consequently  have  been  abandoned  for  such  purposes. 
Two  other  cases  of  typhoid  fever  were  reported  to  the  health 
officer,  but  they  could  not  be  attributed  to  any  local  cause. 

Scarlet  fever  has  given  us  more  frequent  visitations  than  in 
several  years  past,  yet  it  has  been  so  mild  in  its  character  that 
not  a  sinele  death  has  been  recorded  within  the  year.  The 
cases,  numbering  twenty-seven,  have  been  sporadic.  Through 
a  careful  outlook  in  the  public  school,  and  early  efforts  at 
quarantine,  any  alarming  spread  of  the  disease  has  been  pre- 
vented. 

While  measles,  whooping  cough,  and  the  milder  diseases  of  a 
contagious  nature  have  occasionally  appeared,  there  has  been  no 
tendency  to  assume  an  epidemic  form,  and  their  presence  has 
been  but  little  disturbing  to  the  public  health. 

A  few  cases  of  tuberculosis  have  been  reported  with  four 
deaths  during  the  year.  The  care  of  such  patients  has  generally 
been  well  taken,  with  reference  to  the  contagiousness  of  the 
(disease,  and  the  disinfection  of  the  house  well  carried  out  at  the 
completion  of  the  case. 

Diphtheria  has  given  us  but  six  cases,  and  no  deaths  have 
been  recorded  from  the  visits  of  this  dreaded  disease.  The 
antitoxin  treatment  which  bait  proved  of  such  valuable  service 
in  this  disease  has  generally  been  employed  in  these  cases,  which 
no  doubt  has  lessened  its  severity,  and  hastened  the  period  of 
convalescence. 

The  method  of  the  disposal  of  garbage,  which  the  borough 
for  many  years  adopted,  is  still  carried  out,  and  is  believed  to 
conduce  largely  to  the  healthfulness  and  well  being  of  our 
population.  The  annual  visitation  of  every  .house  by  the  sani- 
tary inspector  at  the  season  when  caretaking  is  needful,  assists 
greatly  in  overcoming  the  danger  that  neglected  spots  are  sure 
to  bring  to  the  family.     It  is  an  encouraging  sign  to  find  that 
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most  families  appreciate  this  inspection,  and  facilitate  the  visit 
as  something  intended  for  their  special  safety  and  healthfulness. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  school  and  other  public  build- 
ings is  quite  satisfactory.  The  school  rooms  are .  disinfected 
several  times  during  the  year,  and  on  the  appearance  of  a  con- 
tagious disease  in  any  room  it  immediately  imdergoes  a  thorough 
disinfection. 

The  water  supply  is  unquestionably  abundant  and  free  from 
any  condition  that  can  disturb  the  health  of  our  conmiunity. 
The  watershed  is  carefully  watched  and  protected  from  all 
elements  of  danger,  and  such  frequent  analysis  made  of  the 
water  as  to  ensure  its  safety  for  public  use. 

The  ice  supply  obtained  from  the  first  reservoir  is  ccMisequently 
of  like  purity,  and  nothing  of  a  disturbing  cause  can  come  f n^n 
this  source. 

The  dairies  from  which  our  milk  is  supplied  are  cleanly  kept, 
and  it  is  believed  that  through  the  honor  and  honesty  of  the 
dairymen,  the  public  is  well  shielded  from  any  danger  which 
the  milk  might  bring  to  the  household. 

During  the  past  year  the  sewers  at  South  End  have  been 
completed  and  connections  made,  which  places  that  portion  of 
the  borough  in  a  more  perfect  sanitary  condition  than  had  pre- 
viously existed.  Following  the  completion  of  this  work,  the 
borough  entered  upon  other  sewer  construction  of  equal  or 
greater  necessity.  That  portion  of  the  borough  embraced  in 
the  Hill  Street,  Prospect  and  Division  Avenues  districts,  has  by 
reason  of  its  increased  growth  become  needful  of  sewer  drainage. 
This  work  has  been  contracted  for,  and  will  be  completed  as 
early  as  the  season  will  admit.  When  this  work  shall  have 
been  completed,  the  borough  will  enjoy  a  very  satisfactory  drain- 
age, and  realize  in  its  greater  fullness  the  well  laid  plans  of 
the  early  engineer.  The  connections  with  the  sewers  along  the 
line  of  the  early  system  have  nearly  all  been  made,  and  the 
troublesome  and  unsightly  closet  is  fast  becoming  a  record  of 
the  past.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  advantages  derived  from 
our  more  complete  system  of  sewers  will  be  availed  of  by  the 
householder  in  every  part  of  the  borough. 


Miscellaneous  Papers, 
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CONFERENCE   OF   STATE   AND   PROVINCIAL 

BOARDS  OF  HEALTH. 

This  conference  was  held  at  the  Stafford  Hotel  in  Baltimore 
on  the  23d  and, 24th  of  October,  1903. 

Representatives  of  more  than  twenty  States  of  the  Union  were 
present,  although  none  from  the  Provinces. 

The  meeting  was  held  in  the  elegant  and  capaciofis  rooms  of 
the  Medical  and  Chirurgical  Faculty  of  Maryland.  A  cordial 
address  of  welcome  was  made  by  the  President  of  the  Society, 
Dr.  Eugene  F.  Cordell,  after  which  the  conference  promptly 
proceeded  to  the  business  on  hand. 

The  first  paper,  by  Dr.  J.  H.  M.  Knox,  was  a  very  instructive 
and  practical  one  from  the  sanitarian's  point  of  view.  It  was 
entitled  "The  Etiology  and  Prevention  of  Infantile  Diarrhoea." 
He  said  in  part: 

The  almost  universal  prevalence  of  infantile  diarrhoea  during 
the  period  of  hot  weather  made  the  discovery  of  the  special 
cause  of  this  disease  take  rank  with  the  most  important  ques- 
tions in  preventive  medicine. 

It  was  scarcely  more  than  a  yfear  ago,  that  the  bacteriologists 
pursuing  their  investigations  at  the  Rockefeller  Institute  in 
Baltimore  were  enabled  to  announce  that  epidemic  dysentery, 
sporadic  dysentery  and  diarrhoeas  of  all  kinds,  except  those 
induced  by  mechanical  causes,  were  due  to  the  presence  of  one 
specific  germ,  the  bacillus  dysenteriae. 

Dr.  Knox  said  that  although  the  clinical  symptoms  differed 
very  widely,  as  manifested  in  mild  summer  diarrhoea,  the  malig- 
nant forms  of  cholera  infantum,  and  the  bloody  discharges  of 
q)idemic  dysentery,  yet  the  specific  germ  was  always  to  be 
found  as  the  active  pathogenic  agent  in  each  instance. 

The  symptoms  of  all  forms  of  diarrhoeal  diseases  indicate  their 
intestinal  character.  It  can  hardly  be  doubted  that  the  portal 
of  infection  is  through  the  mouth.  There  is  no  satisfactory 
knowledge  of  the  life  history  of  this  organism  outside  the 
body,  hence  it  cannot  now  be  determined  definitely  by  what 
means  it  may  be  carried  from  diseased  to  healthy  persons.  The 
extremely  wide  prevalence  of  the  diarrhoeal  disorders  in  summer 
supports  the  inference  that  it  finds  conditions  in  both  soil  and 
water  that  favor  its  existence  and  development. 

The  immunity  of  breast-fed  babies  and  the  frequency  of 
diarrhoea  among  artificially  fed  babies  points  strongly  to  the 
food  and  drink  as  the  medium  of  transmission  of  the  infection. 
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Prophylaxis  consists  in  disinfecting  all  stools  of  diarrhoeal 
patient.  In  the  case  of  infants  all  the  milk  and  water  given 
them  should  be  first  sterilized  by  boiling.  For  adults,  the  pre- 
cautions needed  in  typhoid  fever  apply  with  equal  force  when 
diarrhoeas  are  prevalent. 

The  next  paper  was  by  Dr.  Shorer  of  Baltimore. 

The  chief  point  in  that  ps^er  was  to  shdw  that  the  laboratory 
methods  of  'diagnosis  in  infantile  diarrhoea  are  not  s^plicable  in 
public  health  work,  because  it  requires  more  than  ordinary 
skill  and  experience  with  special  laboratory  facilities  to  make 
the  work  successful. 

Dr.  Henry  D.  Holton  presented  a  paper  on  "The  Duty  of 
Sanitarians  regarding  Venereal  Diseases." 

After  making  some  remarkable  statements  of  estimates  of  the 
prevalence  of  these  diseases,  he  spoke  most  emphatically  of  its 
direct  relation  to  the  public  welfare.  He  stated  that  in  the  city 
of  New  York  it  was  estimated  that  there  were  100,000  cases 
annually,  in  the  city  of  Berlin  150,000,  and  in  Prussia  750,000; 
that  80  per  cent,  of  the  pelvic  trouble  of  women  were  due  to 
infection  from  their  husbands.  The  enormity  of  this  evil  and 
its  disastrous  consequences  upon  the  innocent  as  well  as  upon 
those  who  have  acquired  it  in  a  guilty  way  is  not  appreciated  as 
it  should  be. 

He  sharply  criticised  the  professors  in  medical  colleges  for 
neglecting  the  proper  presentation  of  the  subject  to  medical 
students.  He  censured  severely  those  teachers  who  so  fre- 
quently treat  the  subject  in  a  superficial  and  flippant  manner 
and  make  it  the  occasion  of  coarse  and  vulgar  jesting.  He 
claimed  that  there  are  few  diseases  with  which  mankind  is 
afflicted  that  produce  more  suffering  and  unhappiness  than  the 
so-called  venereal  diseases. 

Dr.  Guiteras  read  an  interesting  paper  on  the  mosquito  as 
the  intermediate  host  in  conveying  the  infection  of  yellow  fever. 

The  transportation  of  the  dead  and  the  licensing  of  embalmers 
gave  rise  to  an  interesting  discussion  and  the  general  approval 
of  the  rules  which  have  been  adopted  very  generally  by  rail- 
roads and  by  which  they  are  governed  in  receiving  dead  bodies. 

The  Committee  on  Uniform  Methods  in  Reporting  Vital 
Statistics  made  a  report  of  progress  and  was  continued. 

Other  papers  and  interesting  discussions  occupied  the  two 
days'  session. 
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REPORT  OF  DELEGATE  TO  THE  AMERICAN  PUB- 
LIC  HEALTH   ASSOCIATION.

The  thirty-first  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  was  held  at 
Washington,  D.  C,  on  October  26  to  30,  1903.  The  sessions 
were  held  in  the  Assembly  Hall  of  the  New  Willard  Hotel. 

The  first  day  of  the  meeting,  however,  was  devoted  to  the 
work  of  the  section  on  Bacteriolc^  and  Chemistry,  which  met 
in  the  lecture  rooms  of  the  Medical  School  of  Columbian  Uni- 
versity. 

The  sessions  of  the  Association  began  on  Tuesday,  the  27th, 
at  ID  o'clock,  the  President,  Walter  Wyman,  Surgeon-General 
of  U.  S.  Public  Health  and  Marine  Hospital  Service,  in  the 
chair. 

General  George  M.  Sternberg,  U.  S.  Army,  retired,  chairman 
of  the  local  entertainment  committee,  gave  a  brief  speech  of 
welcome,  in  which  he  alluded  to  the  value  of  the  work  of  the 
Association  in  the  past  and  predicted  an  increased  usefulness  in 
the  future.- 

This  report  will  not  permit  more  than  a  passing  notice  of  some 
of  the  more  important  papers. 

The  report  on  Car  Sanitation  was  read  by  Dr.  G.  P.  Conn, 
N.  H.  It  elicited  an  interesting  discussion,  with  incidents  of 
the  risks  incurred  in  such  close  relations  with  passengers  suf- 
fering with  contagious  diseases  or  who  have  left  infectious 
germs  in  the  furniture  of  the  cars. 

Dr.  Dudley  of  Pennsylvania,  chemist  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad,  spoke  from  the  railroad  standpoint,  stating  that  the 
railroads  were  making  exhaustive  experiments  to  prevent  the 
infection  of  cars  and  were  willing  to  do  all  that  was  possible. 
Replying  to  the  inquiry  of  Dr.  Lindsley  of  Connecticut,  Why 
do  they  not  use  white  blankets  in  the  sleeping  cars?  he  said: 
"All  dirt  is  not  pathognomonic,*'  and  that  car  dust  would  soon 
make  them  repulsive  to  the  sight,  but  not  necessarily  unwhole- 
some. Dr.  McCormack  of  Kentucky  said  that  the  railway 
authorities  had  informed  him  that  the  blankets  in  the  Pullman 
cars  were  always  washed  at  least  once  every  six  months. 
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The  Care  of  Milk  for  Children. 

Two  very  instructive  papers  were  read  on  this  subject,  one 
by  Dr.  Salmon  of  Washington,  the  other  by  Dr.  Henry  Mitchell, 
Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  New  Jersey.  The 
latter  showed  a  marked  decrease  in  the  mortality  of  infants, 
due  to  the  recognition  by  practitioners  of  the  importance  of 
cleanly  methods  in  the  coUecticxi,  storage  and  preparation  of 
cow's  milk  for  babies  artificially  fed. 

The  Canteen  in  Armies. 

Dr.  Geo.  M.  Kober,  chairman  of  the  committee  to  report 
on  the  subject,  read  a  strong  and  exhaustive  report  based  wholly 
on  the  experiences  in  the  army  when  the  system  was  in  opera- 
tion, compared  with  the  effects  of  its  abolition. 

The  report  dwelt  at  length  upon  the  increase,  since  its  aboli- 
tion, of  drunkenness,  the  increase  of  trials  by  court  martial  or 
other  courts  for  drunkenness  and  offenses  caused  by  drunken- 
ness, the  increase  of  venereal  diseases,  increase  of  desertions, 
increase  of  absence  without  leave,  and  a  general  lowered  stand- 
ard of  morality  and  conduct,  unmistakably  in  consequence  of 
the  abolition  of  the  system. 

The  committee  presented  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  this  body  deplores  the  action  of  Congress  in 
curtailing  the  authorization  of  the  army  canteen  or  post  exchange 
and  in  the  interest  of  general  and  military  sanitation  recommends 
its  establishment  on  its  former  basis  at  the  earliest  possible 
date. 

Resolved,  That  this  body,  in  the  interest  of  temperance  and 
humanity,  cordially  invites  the  intelligent  cooperation  of  a  very 
large  element  of  good  citizens,  who  have  been  active  in  secur- 
ing legislation  against  the  sales  in  the  military  service  of 
alcoholics  of  any  character,  in  taking  successive  steps  toward  the 
betterment  of  existing  conditions,  and  thus  assist  in  contrcriling 
and  largely  curtailing  an  evil  which  it  is  powerless  at  present 
to  prevent. 

Methods  of  Removal  of  Refuse. 

Rudolph  Herring,  C.E.,  chairman  of  the  committee  on  this 
subject,  detailed  some  of  the  more  common  methods  in  use  and 
said  that  no  one  method  could  be  recommended  for  general 
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use,  but  that  each  community  should  select,  by  the  large  experi- 
ence both  of  Europe  and  America,  the  most  practical  and 
economical  for  adaptation  to  special  conditions.  He  strongly 
objected  to  the  dry  sweeping  of  streets  and  so  filling  the  air 
with  disease  germs,  especially  of  tuberculosis,  to  be  inhaled  by 
passing  pedestrians. 

Dr.  Mazyck  P.  Ravenal  spoke  on  the  relations  of  human  and 
bovine  tuberculosis.  He  argued  very  emphatically  and  forcibly 
that  the  intertransmissibility  between  the  human  and  bovine  races 
had  been  definitely  determined.  He  likewise  stated  that  this 
mode  of  communication  occurred  chiefly  to  young  children.  He 
even  ventured  the  opinion  that  more  tuberculosis  is  contracted 
from  cattle  than  from  dry  sputum.  He  said  it  was  much  to  be 
regretted  that  Federal  and  State  authorities  refused  to  permit 
condemned  criminals  being  innoculated  with  the  tubercle  bacil- 
lus in  the  interest  of  science. 

Another  paper  of  much  interest  related  to  the  Characteris- 
tics of  the  Stygomia  Fasciatica,  the  Mosquito  which  transmits 
the  Infection  of  Yellow  Fever,  by  Dr.  H.  R.  Carter  of  Balti- 
more, Md. 

He  summarized  the  paper  in  the  following  statement : 

(i)  Its  distribution  is,  generally,  between  latitudes  43 "^  N. 
and  43**  S.  on  the  coasts  and  low  plains  of  Africa,  Asia  and 
the  adjacent  islands ;  Australia  and  the  Mediteranean  basin  of 
Europe.  It  is  also  general  on  the  eastern  coast  of  America 
from  38**  N.  to  35**  S.  latitude.  On  the  west  coast  it  is  found  at 
Panama  and  Guayaquil,  and  its  existence  is  implied  from  Guaya- 
quil ta  Acapulco.  In  the  United  States  it  is  general  on  the 
coast  and  low  plains  of  the  Southern  States,  except  Maryland. 

(2)  It  is  conveyed  by  vessels  indefinite  distances  (from  Cape 
Town  to  Savannah  quarantine) :  in  much  greater  numbers  and 
more  often  by  sail  than  by  steam  vessels. 

(3)  It  lives  a  long  time^-154  days  being  recorded  by  Guiteras 
of  an  infected  insect 

(4)  Once  having  acquired  the  power  of  transmitting  yellow 
fever,  retains  it  apparently  as  long  as  it  lives — 59  days  being 
recorded. 

(5)  It  propagates  preferably  in  artificial  containers,  but  will 
propagfate  in  pools  where  such  containers  are  not  available. 
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(6)  In  America  it  has  been  reported  only  in  the  vicinity  of 
human  dwellings,  and  seems  here  not  to  be  a  sylvan,  paludal  or 
campestral  mosquito. 

(7)  It  is  essentially  a  house  mosquito,  and  is  inclined  to  stay 
about  the  premises  where  it  has  fed.  Hence,  the  greater  safety 
of  the  wholesale  district  of  an  infected  city  as  compared  with 
the  residence  portion. 

(8)  It  does  not  feed  in  the  dark  or  in  bright  sunlight 
Therefore  in  bright  daylight  or  at  night  without  artificial  light 
are  the  safest  times  to  be  in  an  infected  place. 

(9)  The  cycle  of  the  yellow  ,fever  parasite  in  the  mosquito 
before  it  can  be  conveyed  to  man  is  generally,  in  hot  weather, 
about  fourteen  days  or  over.  Prior  to  the  accomplishment  of 
this  cycle  (once  called  "the  extrinsic  incubation  of  yellow 
fever")  the  mosquito  cannot  convey  the  disease. 

(10)  It  is  probably  usually  conveyed  aerially  less  than  100 
yards.  In  Havana  the  infected  insect  is  believed  to  be  never 
aerially  conveyed  1,500  feet  from  the  Havana  shore. 

The  direction  of  the  prevailing  wind  during  the  day  influences 
its  aerial  conveyance. 

Much  of  the  time  of  the  Association  was  taken  up  in  the  dis- 
cussion of  yellow  fever  questions  and  of  the  bubonic  plague. 

The  meeting  adjourned  October  30th,  to  hold  its  next  meeting 
in  Havana. 

Dr.  Carlos  J.  Finley  of  Havana,  the  discoverer  of  the  transmis- 
sibility  of  yellow  fever  through  the  mosquito,  was  elected  to  be 
the  next  President. 
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REPORT  ON  AN  OUTBREAK  OF  TYPHOID  FEVER 

IN  BRISTOL.

On  April  3d,  Dr.  H.  D.  Brennan,  health  officer  of  Bristol, 
reported  to  the  office  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  that  there 
had  recently  been  a  considerable  number  of  cases  of  typhoid  fever 
reported  in  that  town,  and  requested  that  some  one  be  sent  to 
investigate  the  outbreak. 

Accordingly,  at  the  request  of  Secretary  C.  A.  Lindsley,  I 
went  to  Bristol  on  April  4th  and  consulted  with  Dr.  Brennan  as 
to  the  facts  then  already  known,  and  visited  some  of  the  places 
which  might  be  the  sources  of  the  outbreak.  At  this  and  subse- 
quent visits,  Dr.  Brennan  placed  at  my  disposal  all  the  facilities 
of  his  office.  My  thanks  are  due  to  him,  as  well  as  to  the  other 
physicians  practicing  in  Bristol,  for  their  many  courtesies. 

At  the  time  of  the  first  visit  about  forty  cases  had  been 
reported,  of  which  much  the  greater  part  were  said  to  have 
received  milk  from  one  source.  Among  these  cases  there  was 
no  other  common  source  apparent.  As  an  outcome  of  the  facts 
then  known.  Dr.  Brennan  ordered  the  discontinuance  of  the  sale 
of  milk  from  this  source,  and  none  was  used  in  the  borough  after 
April  4th.  At  this,  and  subsequent  visits,  all  the  practicing 
physicians  were  seen  by  myself,  or  my  assistant,  Mr.  I.  F. 
Scofield,  and  the  facts  concerning  the  cases  obtained.  In  many 
instances  these  were  confirmed,  or  supplemented,  at  visits  to  the 
homes  of  the  patients. 

The  diagnosis  of  typhoid  fever  in  the  cases  constituting  this 
outbreak  of  course  rests  on  the  opinion  of  the  physicians  report- 
ing the  cases.  As  is  usual  in  outbreaks  of  this  disease,  there 
were  some  mild  cases  in  which  the  diagnosis  would  have  been 
doubtful  except  for  their  association  with  more  nearly  typical 
typhoid  fever  cases.  Samples  of  blood  were  obtained  from  five 
such  cases  and  submitted  for  examination  to  Prof.  C.  J.  Bartlett 
of  the  Yale  Medical  School,  who  reported  that  they  all  gave 
positive  reactions  in  Widal's  test. 

The  total  number  of  cases  reported  up  to  April  nth  was 
ninety-one,  of  which  five  were  subsequently  withdrawn  by  the 
physicians  reporting  them  as  not  typhoid  fever,  and  two  were 
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duplicates.     This   left  eighty-four  cases.     Partial   information 

was  obtained  of  three  persons  who  had  been  in  Bristol  and  who 

were  ill  with  typhoid  fever  in  other  places,  and  a  few  cases  are 

known  to  have  occurred  subsequent  to  April   nth,   but  full 

information  was  not  obtained  concerning  them  and  they  are  not 

included  in  the  total. 

Of  the  eighty-four  cases,  forty  were  males  and  forty-four 

females.     The  ages  of  the  cases  are  as  follows,  expressed  in 

periods  of  five  years  each :

The  dates  at  which  the  cases  were  first  seen  by  the  attending 
physicians  are  shown  in  the  following  statement :

From  this  table  it  appears  that  there  were  two  cases  in  Febru- 
ary, that  during  March  there  were  thirty-three  cases  up  to  the 
27th,  and  that  during  the  ten  days  from  March  27th  to  April  sth, 
inclusive,  there  were  forty-six  cases,  and  that  there  were  but 
three  from  April  5th  to  the  nth.  These  figures  indicate  that 
the  period  of  infection  was  extended  over  a  considerable  length 
of  time,  and  that  more  than  one-half  the  cases  were  first  seen 
during  the  ten  days  from  March  27th  to  April  5th. 

In  seeking  the  means  of  the  dissemination  of  the  infection  in 
this  outbreak  of  typhoid  fever,  one  is  led  by  the  known  history 
of  other  similar  outbreaks  to  consider  the  ice  supply,  the  possible 
contamination  of  green  vegetables,  the  water  supply,  and  the 
milk  supply.  The  time  of  year  was  such  that  ice  and  green 
vegetables  were  not  in  general  use,  and  consequently  can  be  at 
once  eliminated. 

Bristol  is  a  borough  situated  in  a  town  of  the  same  name, 
and  having  a  peculation  of  between  8,000  and  9,000.  It  has  a 
public  water  supply,  a  well  developed  system  of  sewerage,  includ- 
ing a  purification  plant.  The  water  supply  is  chiefly  from 
reservoirs  of  impounded  surface  water,  but  besides  these  there 
are  a  number  of  small  groups  of  houses  supplied  from  private 
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springs,  and  of  course  some  houses  in  the  outskirts  in  which  the 
supply  is  drawn  from  wells.  Naturally  as  these  cases  occurred 
in  a  borough  well  supplied  with  public  water,  the  majority  of 
them  reported  the  use  of  city  water,  the  number  so  reporting 
being  seventy  out  of  the  total  eighty-four.  Of  the  remaining 
fourteen,  six  used  wells  and  eight  used  one  or  the  other  of  the 
private  springs.  Some  of  the  cases  lived  on  the  outskirts  of  the 
borough  and  reported  no  use  of  city  water,  but  it  is  probable 
that  some  of  the  others  not  supplied  with  the  public  water  at 
home  had  used  it  elsewhere.  On  the  face  of  the  facts  relating 
to  the  drinking  water  used  by  the  cases  one  would  be  inclined 
to  eliminate  the  water  as  the  means  of  the  dissemination  of 
the  infection,  and  a  more  convincing  argument  tending  to  the 
same  conclusion  is  that  certain  large  sections  of  the  territory 
supplied  with  the  public  water  were  exempt  from  typhoid  fever, 
as  for  example  the  village  of  Forestville,  where  there  were  no 
cases,  although  the  public  water  supply  is  the  same  as  at  Bristol. 

Considering,  therefore,  the  number  of  cases  that  are  known 
not  to  have  used  city  water,  and  that  certain  large  sections 
having  identically  the  same  water  supply  escaped  the  infection, 
one  must  eliminate  an  infected  water  supply  as  the  means  of 
infection. 

Turning  to  a  study  of  the  milk  supply,  it  was  ascertained  that 
in  Bristol. there  were  twelve  dealers  who  each  furnished  a  con- 
siderable number  of  persons  with  milk,  and  that  in  all  there 
were  about  2,500  quarts  per  day  supplied  by  regular  dealers. 
Of  the  eighty-four  cases,  fifty-seven  were  reported  as  taking 
their  milk  from  one  dairy,  which  may  be  designated  as  Dairy  A, 
and  nineteen  reported  from  another  dairy,  which  we  will  call 
Dairy  B,  while  a  study  of  the  other  eight  cases  not  supplied  from 
Dairies  A  and  B  show  that  four  were  in  one  family,  in  which  the 
first  case  was  first  seen  by  a  physician  on  February  23d,  but  was 
said  to  have  been  ill  on  February  nth.  This  case  was  that  of 
a  young  man  who  worked  in  another  town  and  may  have  been 
infected  there.  The  other  cases  in  the  family  were  taken  ill  on 
February  23d  and  28th,  therefore  long  enough  after  the  first 
case  to  be  properly  considered  as  secondary  to  it,  and  not  a  part 
of  the  general  outbreak. 

The  connection  of  such  a  predominating  number  of  cases 
with  two  milk  supplies  led  naturally  to  a  careful  inquiry  con- 
cerning the  milk  supplied  from  these  sources. 
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The  dairy  designated  as  A  supplied  about  350  quarts  of  milk 
daily,  about  half  of  which  was  produced  on  the  place  and  the 
rest  came  from  another  dairy^  which  may  be  called  Dairy  C.  At 
Dairy  A  the  bottles  and  cans  were  all  washed  at  the  house,  and 
the  work  was  apparently  well  done,  there  being  good  facilities 
for  obtaining  hot  water,  and  there  being  an  abundant  supply  of 
running  spring  water.  The  spring  was  on  high  ground  several 
hundred  feet  back  of  the  house,  and  located  where  there  was  no 
apparent  source  of  contamination.  A  sample  of  this  water  taken 
on  April  nth  gave  on  analysis  the  following  results:

These  results  indicate  that  the  water  was  normal,  and  of 
excellent  quality. 

There  was  a  case  of  typhoid  fever  in  the  house  four  years 
ago,  but  none  'since  then,  and  there  had  been  no  illness  in  the 
family  during  the  past  winter. 

The  Dairy  B  furnished  about  150  quarts  of  milk  daily,  120 
of  which  were  produced  on  the  place,  and  30  were  obtained 
from  Dairy  C.  The  cans  and  bottles  were  washed  at  the  barn 
with  water  taken  from  a  well  near  the  house  and  carried  to  the 
stable  in  pails.  There  had  been  a  case  of  typhoid  f^ver  on  the 
place  twelve  years  ago,  but  none  since  then.  There  had  been 
no  illness  during  the  past  year. 

As  these  two  dairies  supplied  the  milk  routes  including  nearly 
all  the  typhoid  cases,  and  as  there  appeared  to  be  no  connection 
between  them  by  which  an  infection  at  one  place  could  affect 
the  milk  at  the  other,  it  is  necessary  to  suppose  that  an  infection 
of  the  milk  occurred  at  each  place  at  about  the  same  time,  or 
that  the  infection  was  in  the  common  supply  from  Dairy  C. 
The  inquiry  failed  to  discover  any  probable  method  of  infection 
at  either  Dairy  A  or  B,  much  less  a  simultaneous  infection. 
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Dairy  C  was  well  located  on  high  ground  several  miles  out 
of  the  borough.  About  200  quarts  of  milk  were  produced  daily 
and  all  the  product  was  sent  to  Dairies  A  and  B.  No  cans  were 
washed  here,  as  the  only  ones  used  were  those  coming  from 
Dairies  A;  and  B.  The  milk  pails  were  washed  at  the  house, 
where  there  was  a  sufficient  supply  of  water,  and  good  facilities 
for  heating  it.  The  cow  stable  was  situated  more  than  200  feet 
back  of  the  house  and  on  somewhat  lower  ground.  Attached 
to  the  stable  was  a  small  milk  room  in  which  the  milk  was  cooled 
by  the  use  of  a  form  of  aerator  commonly  employed  for  this 
purpose.  It  is  essentially  a  conical  tin  vessel  filled  with  ice  or 
cold  water,  over  the  outer  surface  of  which  the  milk  is  allowed 
to  run  in  thin  streams.  This  was  said  to  be  washed  with  hot 
water  brought  from  the  house.  During  February  and  March 
the  cooler  was  filled  with  water  taken  from  a  spring  below  the 
cow  stable  which  supplied  the  stable  yard,  or  from  a  well  near 
at  hand  in  the  upper  part  of  the  cow  stable.  Snow  was  used 
to  chill  the  water.  The  water  was  carried  in  a  milk  pail,  which 
was  not  intended  to  be  used  for  milking,  but  sometimes  was  so 
used.  The  spring  was  situated  one  side  of  the  building  and 
appeared  not  to  receive  the  drainage  from  the  stable.  The  water 
stood  in  an  c^n  well  or  reservoir  and  must  have  received  dust 
blown  from  the  stable.  The  well  was  on  the  upper  side  of  the 
stable  and  was  a  shallow  dug  well.  It  was  so  situated  thai 
unless  very  much  pumped  it  probably  would  not  receive  the 
stable  drainage,  but  would  receive  the  drainage  from  the  house 
and  garden  above.  Partial  analyses  were  made  of  samples  from 
these  two  sources  and  the  following  results  obtained :

The  spring  sample  was  about  normal  in  chlorine,  but  con- 
tained a  moderate  excess  of  nitrogen  in  its  various  forms.  The 
number  of  bacteria  was  not  large  for  an  open  spring  situated 
as  this  was,  but  as  was  to  be  expected  the  colon  bacillus  was 
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present  The  well  sample  showed  a  distinct  excess  of  chlorine 
and  nitrogen  in  all  its  forms.  The  number  of  bacteria  was  large 
and  among  them  were  found  also  those  belonging  to  the  cokm 
group.  The  colon  bacilli  might  have  oxne  from  the  stable,  or 
they  might  have  been  washed  down  from  the  vicinity  of  the 
house.  It  is  not  probable  that  any  gross  contamination  of  the 
milk  would  have  resulted  from  this  well  if  it  had  been  specifically 
contaminated,  but  it  is  easy  to  see  how  by  the  use  of  the  milk 
pail  and  cooler,  small  and  repeated  infecti<Mis  of  the  milk  might 
have  been  produced. 

A  case  of  typhoid  fever  had  occurred  on  the  farm  about 
eighteen  months  before  in  a  person  who  had  recently  returned 
from  a  long  journey.  The  case  was  in  the  house  for  some 
weeks,  and  from  the  history  it  appears  that  the  excreta  were 
carefully  cared  for  during  this  time.  The  person  was  again  at 
the  farm  during  the  past  autumn  and  winter  and  until  late  in 
March.  There  have  been  no  other  cases  of  typhoid  fever  in  the 
house  during  recent  years,  and  no  illness  during  the  winter. 

At  first  sight  it  seems  improbable  that  an  infecticm  could  have 
resulted  from  this  case,  which  had  occurred  so  Icwig  before. 
In  view  of  recent  investigations  which  show  that  typhoid  bacilli 
may  remain  in  the  body  and  be  excreted  in  the  urine  for  a  period 
of  several  months  after  convalescence,  inquiry  was  made  as  to 
thie  possibility  of  an  infection  having  occurred  in  this  way.  It 
was  found  that  the  chamber  slop  was  not  disposed  of  in  the 
privy  vault,  but  was  poured  on  a  manure  heap  below  the  house 
and  above  the  stable.  Any  material  accumulating  here  during 
the  winter  would  easily  have  been  washed  over  the  surface  to 
the  vicinity  of  the  well  by  a  heavy  rain.  An  examination  of 
the  weather  records  show  that  on  February  4th,  8th,  nth,  17th, 
and  28th,  there  were  considerable  rains  amounting  to  half  an 
inch  or  more  each  time,  that  of  the  28th  being  one  inch. 
Whether  there  was  an  accumulation  of  infectious  material  which 
was  washed  during  this  period  into  the  well  it  is  impossible  to 
say,  though  it  may  be  regarded  as  a  possibility.  An  examina- 
tion, however,  made  in  May  by  Prof.  C.  J.  Bartlett  failed  to  show 
the  presence  of  any  typhoid  bacilli  in  the  urine  at  that  time. 

Reference  has  already  been  made  to  the  water  supply  at  the 
house.  This  was  obtained  froni  a  well  situated  on  the  c^posite 
side  of  the  road  several  hundred  feet  from  the  house  and  at  a 
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slightly  lower  level.    An  analysis  of  a  sample  from  this  source 
gave  the  following  results :

These  results  show  a  moderate  excess  of  chlorine  above  the 
normal,  and  a  little  more  organic  matter  than  should  be  in  a  first 
class  ground  water.  The  number  of  bacteria  was  also  rather 
high,  though  among  them  were  none  found  giving  the  reactions 
of  the  colon  bacilli.  The  well  was  situated  in  an  orchard  to 
which  some  chemical  fertilizers  had  been  applied,  and  it  is  pos- 
sible that  the  chlorine  is  to  be  attributed  to  this  source  and  is  of 
little  sanitary  significance.  The  well  was  so  situated  that  it 
migh  receive  surface  wash,  and  this  may  account  for  the  other 
features  mentioned.  The  surroundings  did  not  indicate  the 
probability  of  any  sewage  contamination.  There  is,  therefore, 
no  reason  to  suppose  that  the  house  supply  was  in  any  way 
related  to  the  infection  of  the  milk. 

The  results  of  the  examination  of  the  cause  of  this  outbreak 
of  typhoid  fever  leave  no  other  conclusion  than  that  it  was  due 
to  a  milk  infection,  and  that  the  milk  was  infected  at  Dairy  C. 
Just  how  this  occurred  it  is  impossible  to  state  definitely,  but  if 
the  stable  well  was  infected  it  is  easy  to  see  how  a  small  infection 
of  milk  could  occur  during  the  process  of  cooling  in  the  milk 
room,  and  how  there  would  have  been  repeated  infections  of  the 
milk  as  long  as  the  well  remained  infected.  It  is  known  that 
typhoid  fever  had  existed  on  the  farm,  though  the  case  occurred 
so  long  before  the  infection  that  it  seems  at  first  sight  unlikely 
that  it  was  the  direct  source  of  the  infection.  In  answer  to  this 
objection  reference  may  be  made  to  the  repeated  cases  of  typhoid 
fever  occurring  on  isolated  farms,  as  an  indication  that  the  bacilli 
may  retain  their  virulence  for  many  months,  and  under  favorable 
conditions  infect  well  water  a  long  time  after  the  occurrence  of 
the  first  case. 
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A  CONTRIBUTION  TO  THE  ETIOLOGY  OF  INSTITU- 
TIONAL DYSENTERY  WITH  SPECIAL  REFER- 
ENCE TO  THE  EPIDEMIOLOGY  AND  THE 
BACILLUS  DYSENTERIAE.

The  occurrence  of  an  epidemic  of  dysentery  in  the  Connecticut 
Hospital  for  the  Insane  in  July,  August  and  September  of  this 
past  year,  in  which  forty-nine  patients  suffered  from  the  dis- 
ease, with  a  death-rate  of  15  per  cent.,  presents  a  good  oppor- 
tunity for  the  consideration  of  the  etiological  factors  of  the 
disease.  The  appearance  of  several  cases  of  diarrhoea  of  a  non- 
fatal character  during  the  summer  and  early  autumn  seasons  is 
not  an  unusual  occurrence,  but  in  the  recollection  of  the  physi- 
cians at  the  hospital  an  epidemic  of  such  proportions  has  never 
before  existed. 

The  so-called  "asylum  dysentery"  has  been  recognized  in  the 
large  public  institutions  of  this  country,  especially  insane  hospi- 
tals, for  many  years.  While  the  epidemic  character  of  the 
disease  has  been  noted,  its  origin  has  remained  unknown.  The 
investigations  of  Vedder  and  Duval  at  the  Springside  Home, 
New  Haven,  and  at  Lancaster,  Penn.,  in  the  institution  for  the 
insane  and  poor,  established  the  presence  of  the  bacillus  dysen- 
teriae  of  Shiga  as  the  specific  organism  in  these  epidemics.  It 
was  with  the  idea  of  further  investigating  the  subject  that  a 
thorough  study  of  the  cases  in  the  Connecticut  Hospital  for  the 
Insane  was  begun  as  soon  as  the  officers  were  aware  of  the 
presence  of  an  epidemic. 

The  investigation  is  divided  into  two  sections;  namely,  the 
consideration  of  the  epidemiology  and  of  the  bacteriology. 

Epidemiology. 

Of  the  forty-nine  cases,  thirty-two  appeared  in  the  North 
Hospital  Building,  thirteen  in  the  South  Hospital  Building, 
three/in  the  Central  Hospital  Building,  and  one  in  the  Middle 
Hospital  Building.  The  disease  appeared  in  July,  first  in  the 
North  Building,  one  month  later  in  the  South  Building,  and 
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after  the  epidemic  had  subsided  in  these  buildings  three  isolated 
cases  appeared  in  the  Central  Building,  and  in  November  one 
isolated  case  in  the  Middle  Building.  The  epidemic  will  be 
described  separately  as  it  appeared  in  these  three  isolated 
buildings.

In  tracing  the  origin  of  the  disease  in  individual  cases,  it  was 
noted  that  origin  was  "unknown"  only  when  all  probable  con- 
tact between  nurses  and  patients,  contact  through  visitors  from 
different  parts  of  the  State,  and  possible  infection  through  fruit 
furnished  by  visitors,  had  been  eliminated. 

,  Of  the  thirty-two  cases  appearing  in  the  North  Hospital  build- 
ing, the  origin  is  unknown  in  nine  cases.  In  these  nine  cases^ 
eight  represented  initial  cases  in  eight  different  wards,  the  total 
number  of  wards  involved  being  twelve.  But  of  these  initial 
cases  two  had  had  previous  attacks  of  diarrhoea  and  one  many 
times  in  recent  years. 

Fruit  was  the  possible  source  of  infection  in  three  cases,  while 
twenty  cases  originated  from  probable  or  possible  contact  with 
infected  material  either  directly  or  through  the  medium  of  the 
third  person. 

The  infection  of  two  wards  was  probably  due  to  contagion, 
while  in  the  third  ward  such  infection  is  only  possible.  In  the 
other  nine  wards  infection  from  ward  to  ward  has  been  elimi- 
nated only  after  a  careful  consideration  •of  possible  sources  of 
contagion,  such  as  substituting  of  nurses  from  ward  to  ward, 
nurses  and  patients  visiting  upon  wards  other  than  their  own, 
the  serving  of  the  food  by  nurses  and  patients  who  came  in 
contact  with  the  infected  material,  and  the  proximity  of  the 
patients  in  the  congregate  dining  room.  Yet  it  must  be  con- 
fessed that  the  consecutive  appearance  of  cases  upon  different 
wards,  excepting  in  instance  of  appearance  of  disease  in  Cases 
Nos.  I  and  2  on  different  services  on  the  same  day,  makes  it 
difficult  to  maintain  that  possible  sources  of  contagion  were  not 
overlooked,  where  so  many  patients  were  meeting  and  passing  in 
a  congregate  dining  room,  and  where  the  intermingling  of  nurses 
from  different  wards  is  not  absolutely  prohibited. 

Of  all  the  wards  in  the  building  only  one  escaped ;  four  wards 
had  but  one  case  each,  three  wards  had  two  cases,  two  wards 
had  three  cases,  two  wards  had  four  cases,  and  one  had  eight 
cases.  1(  we  take  into  consideration  the  sanitary  conditions 
on  these  wards,  we  find  them  all  alike,  while  similar  food 
was  served  to  all.  Ward  No.  i  on  female  service,  the  ward 
presenting  the  largest  number  of  cases,  differs  from  the  remain- 
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ing  wards  only  that  it  contains  feeble  women,  but  not  as  many 
as  the  female  infirmary  ward  where  there  were  but  four  cases, 
while  the  male  infirmary  ward  had  but  two  cases. 

In  the  South  Hospital  Building,  the  only  other  building  in 
which  the  disease  appeared  in  the  form  of  an  epidemic,  the 
origin  is  unknown  in  six  cases,  all  of  which  represent  initial 
cases  in  different  wards.  The  possibility  of  contagion  in  the 
initial  case  (No.  S)  is  rather  remote.  In  no  case  can  the  origin 
possibly  be  traced  to  sources  outside  of  the  hospital,  except  in 
Case  No.  i,  which  had  had  previous  attacks  of  a  diarrhoeal  char- 
acter. Contagion  is  the  probable  source  in  six  cases.  As 
regards  the  possibility  of  contagion  in  the  remaining  cases,  the 
same  conditions  prevail  in  this  building  as  in  the  North  Hospital, 
relative  to  the  intermingling  of  patients  and  nurses  in  the  con- 
gregate dining  rooms,  and  ward  to  ward.  In  the  seven  different 
wards  three  cases  each  occurred  in  three  wards  and  one  each 
in  four  wards,  all  but  one  ward  presenting  a  case. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  same  period,  four  other  cases 
of  dysentery  appeared  in^  two  other  hospital  buildings,  two  on 
different  wards  of  the  male  service  and  one  on  the  female  ser- 
vice in  one  building,  and  one  case  in  another  building.  The  last 
case  occurred  in  the  early  winter,  two  months  after  all  other 
cases  had  disappeared.  No  sources  of  infection  could  be  found 
in  any  of  these  isolated  cases,  except  in  one  case  where  there  was 
a  possible  infection  from  fruit  picked  up  on  the  hospital  grounds. 

The  food  supply  is  the  same  for  the  entire  hospital,  which 
includes  nine  separate  buildings  occupied  by  patients.  The  milk 
supply  was  secured  from  outside  sources  in  both  the  North  and 
South  Buildings,  but  a  part  of  the  milk  furnished  to  the  Cen- 
tral Building  also  came  from  the  same  source  as  that  of  the 
North  Building.  The  water  supply  taken  from  the  four  hos- 
pital reservoirs  was  drawn  through  two  mains  and  furnished 
alike  to  the  North  and  Central  Buildings,  and  to  the  South  and 
Middle  Buildings. 

There  remains  for  consideration  but  one  more  possible  source 
of  infection;  namely,  infection  through  the  medium  of  recur- 
rent cases  of  a  diarrhoeal  character.  Dysentery  was  known  to 
have  previously  existed  in  but  one  case,  which  was  one  of  the 
last  to  be  taken  sick  (No.  30,  North  Hospital),  but  in  seven 
cases  diarrhoeal  trouble  had  occurred  more  or  less  frequently. 
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Of  these  seven  cases,  only  two  were  initial  cases  in  di£Eer- 
ent  wards.  In  the  study  of  the  autcq)sy  cases  it  was  found  that 
three  of  four  cases  presented  evidences  of  former  colitis,  but 
none  of  these  were  initial  cases. 

It  has  often  been  noted  that  asylum  dysentery  is  a  terminal 
state  in  the  aged  and  feeble.  In  our  cases  the  majority  or  56 
per  cent  are  over  fifty  years  of  age,  but  ten  cases  occurred 
between  thirty  to  forty  years,  and  seven  between  twenty  to 
thirty  years.  The  disease  af&icted  the  feeble  and  robust  alike, 
but  the  fatal  cases  occurred  most  often  among  the  feeble. 

Bacteriology. 

In  the  early  weeks  of  this  epidemic  of  dysentery,  our  atten- 
tion was  confined  almost  entirely  to  the  agglutination  reaction 
of  the  patient's  blood,  with  the  acid  organism  isolated  in  the 
summer  of  1902  by  Duval  at  the  Springside  Home,  New  Haven, 
Conn.  Later  Dr.  Flexner  kindly  sent  us  the  Manila  and  Shiga 
bacilli,  after  which  both  types  of  organism  were  used  in  every 
reaction  as  well  as  the  typhoid  bacillus  for  control  test.  Latterly 
attempts  were  made  in  eighteen  cases  to  isolate  the  Shig^  badllus 
with  the  idea  of  demonstrating,  if  possible,  the  identity  of  the 
so-called  "institutional  dysentery"  with  acute  dysenteries  found 
elsewhere. 

We  owe  a  great  measure  of  our  slight  success  to  the  kindness 
of  Dr.  Simon  Flexner,  who  sent,  under  the  Rockefeller  grant,  one 
of  his  trained  assistants.  Dr.  L.  M.  Warfield,  to  the  laboratory, 
where  he  rendered  us  very  material  assistance  by  his  full  knowl- 
edge of  the  technique  which  had  been  elaborated  in  extensive 
investigations  of  this  subject  by  the  Rockefeller  institute.  Of 
especial  value  was  the  introduction  of  a  semi-solid  medium  con- 
taining dextrose,  which  facilitated  the  exclusion  of  all  gas-pro- 
ducing or  actively  motile  organisms. 

In  the  following  report  a  brief  summary  of  technique,  etc., 
will  be  submitted,  but  for  a  more  elaborate  description  of  cul- 
tural characteristics,  morphology,  etc.,  the  reader  is  referred  to 
the  exhaustive  article  of  Vedder  and  Duval  (i). 

The  insane  patients  furnished  all  the  material  used  in  tiiis 
investigation,  as  no  case  of  dysentery  occurred  among  the 
employees  or  officers.    It  was  almost  impossible  to  obtain  stools 
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free  from  contamination  on  account  of  the  mental  condition  of 
the  patients,  which,  of  course,  made  the  work  more  difficult, 
and  may  be  responsible  for  our  failure  to  isolate  the  organism 
in  a  larger  percentage  of  cases.  We  were  much  more  fortunate 
in  the  autopsy  cases,  where  every  precaution  against  contamina- 
tion was  observed.  Altc^ether  eighteen  cases  were  investigated. 
Of  these  the  dysentery  organism  was  demonstrated  from  intes- 
tinal scrapings  in  three  out  of  four  autopsies,  while  fourteen 
stools  yielded  the  bacillus  in  only  three  instances. 

In  every  case  three  bouillon  suspensions  were  made  from  the 
bloodly  mucus  of  the  stools  or  the  scrapings  from  the  diseased 
mucosa,  varying  the  number  of  loopfuls  from  three  to  ten  as 
necessity  seemed  to  require.  From  these  suspensions  at  least 
three  series  of  four  or  more  plates  were  made  on  slightly  acid 
agar  recommended  by  WoUstein  (2),  as  soon  as  possible.  After 
twenty-four  hours  incubation  of  plates  all  surface  colonies  were 
marked  oflf  with  blue  waxed  pencil,  in  order  to  avoid  as  far  as 
possible  the  more  rapid  growing  colon  bacilli,  and  only  those 
colonies  which  appeared  after  further  incubation  were  consid- 
ered. Dysentery  colonies  sometimes  appear  after  several  days, 
so  it  is  advisable  not  to  discard  plates  under  a  week  or  ten  days. 
The  colonies  which  appeared  to  have  the  characteristics  of  the 
bacillus  dysenteriae,  namely,  small,  circular,  g^yish  white 
translucent  colonies,  were  inoculated  into  semi-solid  tubes  incu- 
bated for  twenty-four  hours,  when  all  gas-producers  were 
excluded. 

In  all  but  one  case,  in  which  we  escaped  picking  up  a  single 
colony  of  the  ever  present  colon  bacillus,  we  were  compelled  to 
reject  tubes,  sometimes  numbering  in  the  hundreds,  which 
showed  the  presence  of  gas  or  marked  motility.  Plain  agar 
slants  and  litmus  milk  were  made  from  the  semi-solid  tubes, 
which  produced  neither  gas  nor  motility.  If  these  showed  a 
characteristic  growth  compared  with  the  Shiga  bacillus,  the 
morphology  was  studied  and  mannite  tubes  inoculated. 

The  organism  standing  these  tests  was  inoculated  into  all  the 
ordinary  media  and  compared  with  the  growth  of  the  Shiga  and 
Flexner  Manila  bacilli  on  similar  media.  The  organism  under 
investigation  was  now  ready  to  be  submitted  to  the  agglutina- 
tion reacticwi,  which  differs  slightly  in  technique  from  that  com- 
monly used  in  making  the  Widal  reaction  in  typhoid  fever. 
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The  technique  used  liere  was  as  follows:  After  twenty-four 
hours  incubation  of  a  fresh  agar  slant,  a  bouillon  culture  was 
made,  using  a  very  fine  platinum  wire,  in  order  to  transfer 
the  smallest  possible  quantity  of  the  growth  to  the  bouillon,  be- 
cause the  fewer  bacilli  there  are  in  the  hanging  drop  preparation 
the  greater  opportunity  there  will  be  for  the  agglutinins  to  act 
upon  them.  From  this  suspension  diluticxis  were  made  up  to 
I-2OO0  with  both  the  Shiga  and  Manila  anti-dysenteric  serum 
and  examined  tn  hanging  drop  slides,  the  time  limit  being 
twelve  to  twenty-four  hours. 

These  high  dilutions  seem  necessary  in  view  of  the  results 
obtained  by  Bergey  (3)  in  his  experiments  on  the  reaction  of 
some  water  bacilli  with  different  anti-dysenteric  sera,  by  which 
he  demonstrated  that  the  agglutination  test  was  of  value  as  a 
means  of  differentiation  only  in  high  dilutions,  and  when  the 
limit  of  agglutinative  power  of  a  given  sera  was  definitely 
known.  In  every  case  the  Shiga,  *Flexner-Manila,  New  Haven, 
and  typhoid  bacilli  were  used  a?  controls  of  the  sera. 

Description  of  Cases  in  which  Bacilli  were  Isolated. 

Out  of  eighteen  cases,  in  which  an  attempt  at  isolation  of 
bacilli  was  made,  four  were  made  from  intestines  at  autopsy, 
giving  the  Manila  type  of  organism  in  three,  while  the  fourth 
case  yielded  one  tube  of  an  unknown  bacillus,  resembling  the 
Shiga  organism  in  every  respect  except  in  the  agglutination 
reaction  to  which  it  failed  to  respond.  In  the  fourteen  cases 
in  which  the  material  used  was  taken  from  the  stools,  but  three 
resulted  in  the  finding  of  the  organism. 

Case  No.  i,  B.  C.  Leucocytes  6800.  This  patient  presented 
all  the  clinical  symptoms  of  acute  dysentery.  The  material  used 
in  examination  was  obtained  from  a  stool,  a  portion  of  which 
was  received  at  the  laboratory  in  a  sterile  bottle,  having  been 
passed  into  a  vessel  which  had  previously  been  partially  steril- 
ized by  scalding  with  boiling  water.  It  was  small,  liquid,  grey- 
ish yellow,  containing  much  mucus  and  separating  into  two 
layers,  a  flocculant  sediment  with  a  straw  colored  supernatant 
fluid.  No  fecal  odor  was  detected.  Microscopically  few  bac- 
teria were  observed,  but  many  polynuclear  leucocytes,  an  occa- 
sional erythrocyte,  and  much  mucus. 
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Bouillon  suspensions  were  immediately  made  from  the  mucus 
and  twenty-six  slightly  acid  agar  plates  were  inoculated  within 
an  hour  after  the  passage  of  the  stool.  The  plates  were  incu- 
bated for  the  usual  twenty-four  hours,  marked  off,  and  allowed 
to  grow  for  another  twenty-four  hours,  when  the  suspicious 
colonies  were  inoculated  into  the  semi-solid  medium.  Out  of 
one  hundred  and  fourteen  tubes  thus  treated,  twenty-eight 
proved  to  be  colon  bacilli,  a  few  staphlococci,  of  the  remainder 
many  were  Gram  bacilli,  the  identity  of  which  was  not  sought, 
and  one  tube,  a  pure  culture  of  a  bacillus  giving  the  mor- 
phology, agglutination  and  cultural  characteristics  of  the  dysen- 
tery bacilli  of  the  acid  type.  It  agglutinated  with  the  Shiga  anti- 
dysenteric  serum  in  a  dilution  of  i-iooo,.  while  the  Flexner- 
Manila  serum  agglutinated  from  1-1500. 

Case  No.  2,  W.  (302).  The  material  in  this  case  was  at 
first  a  characteristic  bloody  stool.  Thirty-eight  semi-solid  cul- 
tures made  from  twelve  agar  plates  showed  twenty-eight  to  be 
colon  bacilli,  six  cocci,  and  four  spore-bearing  Gram  bacilli. 
Blood  at  this  time  and  throughout  attack  was  negative  to  typhoid 
and  dysentery  reactions.     Leucocytes  were  increased  to  10533. 

Five  days  later  the  patient  died  and  plates  were  made  from 
an  ulcer  of  the  intestine.  The  autopsy  was  performed  seven- 
teen hours  post  mortem.  The  entire  large  intestine,  includ- 
ing the  rectum,  showed  thickening  of  the  mucosa  with  much 
congestion,  minute  superficial  ulcers  covered  the  walls  and  a 
thin  grayish  membrane  was  present  Caecum  and  ileum  pre- 
sented a  similar  appearance  to  about  three  feet  above  the  ileo- 
caecal  valve,  where  there  was  a  distinct  line  of  demarcation 
separating  it  from  the  normal  tissue. 

Microscopical  examination  of  sections  from  the  large  intestine 
showed  the  absence  of  mucosa  in  small  areas.  The  submucosa 
was  infiltrated  with  small  round  cells  and  a  few  erythrocytes,  but 
no  polymorphonuclear  leucocytes.  Some  bacteria  were  present, 
a  few  of  which  were  bacilli. 

The  intestines  were  opened  with  the  usual  precautions,  and 
bouillon  suspensions  were  made  from  the  ulcers  after  the  super- 
ficial tissue  was  scraped  away.  Of  fifty-two  semi-solid  tubes 
inoculated,  twenty-four  proved  to  be  colon  bacilli,  twenty-six 
contained  organisms  easily  excluded,  while  two  were  pure  cul- 
tures of  a  bacillus  believed  to  be  dysentery,  agglutinating  both 
Shiga  and  Flexner-Alanila  sera  at  a  dilution  of  i-iooo. 
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Case  No.  3,  H.  (304).*  Specimen  for  examinaticm  obtained 
at  autopsy  which  occurred  one-half  hour  after  death.  The 
mucosa  of  the  stomach  was  covered  with  a  thick  tenacious  mucus 
and  showed  punctate  hemorrhagic  areas.  Caecum  presented  no 
ulcerationsr,  but  was  distended,  mucosa  deeply  congested,  thick- 
ened, and  covered  with  a  thick  yellowish  membrane,  which 
extended  about  twenty  cm.  along  the  ascending  ccdon.  The 
remaining  portions  of  the  ascending  transverse  and  descending 
colon  presented  thickening  of  the  mucous  coat  with  presence 
of  considerable  mucus.  Rectum  was  deeply  congested  with 
small  hemorrhagic  spots  and  contained  much  mucus.  Micro- 
scopical examination  of  sections  from  ascending  colon  presented 
the  following :  Membrane  was  composed  of  pus  cells,  more  or 
less  necrotic  epithelial  cells,  few  erythrocytes,  and  mucus.  It 
contained  many  bacteria,  some  of  which  were  bacilli,  while 
others  were  short  chains  of  streptococci.  Some  areas  in  mucosa 
and  submucosa  were  infiltrated  with  small  round  cells,  leu- 
cocytes, polymorphonuclear  leucocytes,  eosinophiles  and  erythro- 
cytes, and  the  blood  vessels  were  distended  with  blood. 

Scrapings  from  the  mucosa  were  immediately  plated.  Out 
of  nearly  two  hundred  semi-solid  tubes  inoculated  from  these, 
many  proved  to  be  the  colon  bacilli,  but  three  cultures  presented 
the  characteristic  growth,  morphology  and  agglutination  reac- 
tion, with  Shiga  and  Flexner-Manila  sera.  Manila  i-iooo; 
Shiga  i-ioo.  The  blood  of  this  patient  gave  only  a  psuedo- 
reaction  with  the  New  Haven  bacilli  at  a  dilution  of  1-20. 

Case  No.  4,  D.  H.  The  bacteriological  examination  in  this 
case  was  made  from  an  absolutely  fresh  stool  consisting  almost 
exclusively  of  bloody  mucus  without  fecal  contamination. 

Twenty  plates  were  made  within  an  hour  and  marked  off 
in  the  usual  manner  after  twenty-four  hours  incubation.  Of 
the  one  hundred  and  thirty-three  suspicious  colonies  which  these 
yielded,  seventy-eight  were  colon  and  all  the  remainder  were 
easily  eliminated,  with  the  exception  of  three  which  responded 
to  the  tests  for  the  Flexner-Manila  organism,  agglutinating  with 
the  Manila  serum  in  a  dilution  of  i-iooo,  Shiga  1-200. 

Case  No.  5,  B.  G.  No.  308.  The  specimen  examined  was 
scrapings  from  the  intestinal  wall  thirty-six  hours  post  m<Mtcni. 
Colon  showed  thickening  and  congestion  of  mucosa  with  many

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small  superficial  ulcers,  which  were  less  marked  near  caecum. 
Mucosa  was  also  covered  with  a  thin  greyish  membrane. 
Microscopical  examination  of  colon  was  similar  to  Case  No.  3, 
except  for  the  chronic  thickening  of  the  entire  intestinal-  wall, 
and  the  presence  of  a  larger  number  of  bacilli  than  in  any  other 
of  the  cases. 

Out  of  three  hundred  and  fifty-eight  semi-solid  cultures  made 
from  sixteen  plates,  but  four  presented  the  characteristics  of  the 
bacillus  dysenteriae,  showing  how  rapidly  other  organisms  over- 
grow the  dysentery  bacillus  under  favorable  conditions  (decom- 
position). Nine  days  previous  to  death  the  blood  of  this  patient 
failed  to  react  to  either  the  Shiga  or  Flexner-Manila  bacilli, 
and  the  case  was  considered  a  terminal  dysentery,  the  patient 
being  in  an  advanced  stage  of  dementia  paralj^ica.  Leucocytes 
numbered  3,800. 

Bacilli  isolated  from  this  case  agglutinated  with  Shiga  and*- 
dysenteric  serum  in  a  dilution  of  1-400  and  the  Flexner-Manila 
1-1500. 

Case  No.  6,  B.  H.  This  case  occurred  in  November,  two 
months  after  the  epidemic  had  entirely  subsided,  and  in  a  build- 
ing which  had  previously  been  free  from  the  infection.  The 
blood  of  the  patient  gave  a  positive  reaction  with  the  Flexner- 
Manila  bacilli,  dilution  1-80,  but  was  negative  to  Shiga  1-20. 

The  fresh  stool  examined  was  received  in  a  clean  sheet  and 
consisted  of  mucus,  and  blood  with  a  small  amount  of  fecal 
material.  The  specimen  being  very  small,  and  the  manner  of  its 
recqption,  gave  very  little  opportunity  for  contamination.  Bouil- 
lon suspensions  were  made  at  once,  but  unfortunately  the 
twenty-one  plates  were  not  made  for  several  hours.  In  spite 
of  all  these  chances  for  contamination  and  opportunities  for  the 
development  of  a  superabundance  of  colon  bacilli,  one  hundred 
and  eighty  semi-solid  cultures  presented  no  gas-producing 
organisms  and  only  a  few  motile  bacteria,  while  twenty-three 
tubes  were  pure  cultures  of  the  bacillus  dysenteriae  of  the 
add  type.  The  agglutination  reaction  was  not  tested  in  all 
tubes,  but  three  cultures  reacted  with  the  Flexner-Manila  serum 
1-400  and  Shiga  1-50.  Reactions  were  not  carried  higher  in 
this  case  because  our  serum  unfortunately  became  frozen,  after 
which  it  failed  to  agglutinate  either  the  Shiga  or  Manila  bacilli 
and  up  to  the  present  we  have  been  unable  to  obtain  a  new 
supply. 
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The  bacilli  isolated  from  diese  six  cases  showed  little,  if  any 
differences  from  each  other  or  the  Flexner-Manila  bacilli.  The 
growth  (XI  agar  |>lateS)  semi-solid,  slant  agar,  litmus  milk,  etc, 
were  indistinguishable  irom  the  Shiga  organism,  except  that 
these  badlli  produced  an  acid  reaction  on  mannite.  They  did 
not  produce  indol  in  glucose  bouillon  and  so  could  not  be  distin- 
guished from  the  Flexner-Manila  type.  Morphologically  they 
were  short  non-motile  rods,  which  were  decolorized  by  Gram's 
method. 

The  organisms  isolated  in  the  six  cases  were  tested  with  the 
Shiga  and  Flexner-Manila  anti-dysenteric  sera  and  were  always 
controlled  by  the  Shiga,  Flexner,  New  Haven  and  the  typhoid 
bacilli.  Unfortunately  the  patient's  blood  was  not  used  in  the 
tests,  in  two  cases  from  an  oversight,  and  three  being  autopsy 
cases,  it  was  impossible.  In  the  last  case  the  patient's  blood 
reacted  to  bacilli  isolated  from  her  stool  in  a  dilution  of  1-50. 

The  following  table  gives  the  results  of  the  agglutination  reac- 
tions :

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It  will  be  observed  from  this  table  that  with  one  exception  the 
Shiga  serum  dropped  out  at  a  much  lower  dilution  than  did  the 
Flexner-Manila  serum,  which  is  generally  the  case  where  the 
t3rpe  of  organism  isolated  is  acid,  as  in  this  case.  The  type  of 
the  reaction  was  invariably  that  seen  in  the  typhoid  reaction,  but 
never  the  end  to  end,  long  interlaced  threads,  which  have  occa- 
sionally been  observed  by  Kruse,  Flexner  and  by  Vedder  and 
Duval. 

Much  time  was  expended  upon  the  study  of  the  agglutination 
reaction  of  the  blood  of  patients  suspected  of  this  disease  with 
the  following  results : 

Of  fifty-one  patients  whose  blood  was  subjected  to  the  agglu- 
tination test  eleven  proved  clinically  to  be  simple  diarrhoea, 
while  the  other  forty  displayed  the  characteristic  symptom  com- 
plex of  dysentery.  Nine  among  the  first  cases  had  already 
recovered  before  we  succeeded  in  obtaining  the  necessary  cul- 
tures for  use  in  the  test.  Of  the  forty  dysentery  cases,  twenty- 
five  gave  a  positive  reaction,  four  pseudo-reactions,  while  eleven 
failed  to  respond  to  repeated  tests  with  the  Flexner-Manila, 
Shiga  or  New  Haven  bacilli.  From  one  of  these  eleven  negative 
cases  the  dysentery  bacilli  were  recovered  from  the  intestinal 
scrapings  at  autopsy. 

In  thirty-five  of  the  forty  dysentery  cases,  the  blood  was 
examined  in  the  first  week  of  the  disease  in  dilutions  varying 
from  I  to  20,  to  I  to  400,  with  the  following  results : 

Three  cases  gave  positive  reactions  on  the  first  day  of  the 
disease;  two  gave  pseudo-reactions  on  the  first  day;  sixteen 
others  reacted  within  the  first  week  of  the  disease,  making  a 
total  of  twenty-one  reactions  in  the  first  week;  one  reacted  in 
the  third  week  having  previously  given  negative  results,  and 
seven  agglutinated,  when  recovery  was  complete,  about  four 
weeks  after  the  onset.  Five  of  these  recovered  cases  had  failed 
to  respond  to  reaction  in  first  week  but  two  had  not  previously 
been  tested.  One  other  recovered  case  not  previously  tested 
failed  to  respond  to  the  test.  One  positive  reaction  was  rioted 
in  a  case  of  diarrhoea,  while  three  pseudo-reactions  were 
observed.  Whether  these  were  very  mild  cases  of  dysentery  or 
not  we  are  not  prepared  to  say  without  further  study,  but  the 
subject  of  the  relation  of  the  agglutination  reaction  to  simple 
diarrhoea  is  one  worthy  of  investigation. 
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Conclusions. 

The  origin  of  the  epidemic  cannot  be  traced  to  sources  out- 
side of  the  hospital,  including  the  food,  water  and  milk  supply. 
(Three  cases  only  having  any  possible  connection  with  fruit 
brought  to  the  hospital  by  friends.) 

A  considerable  majority  of  cases  probably  resulted  directly 
or  indirectly  from  contact  with  infective  material  in  the  hospi- 
tal— dejecta  of  patients. 

Recurrent  diarrhoeal  cases  may  have  been  the  source  of  infec- 
tion in  a  few  other  cases,  a  factor  strongly  emphasized  by  Mott 
(4)  in  his  report  on  Asylum  Dysentery. 

The  young  and  old  were  afflicted  alike,  but  the  fatal  cases 
occurred  especially  among  the  feeble. 

The  bacillus  dysenteriae  was  recovered  in  one-third  of  the 
cases  studied. 

This  specific  organism  was  recovered  among  the  isolated  as 
well  as  among  the  epidemic  cases. 

If  these  few  cases  could  be  considered  as  proving  anything, 
they  would  seem  to  indicate  that  the  so-called  institutional  dysen- 
teries differ  not  at  all  in  their  etiology  from  the  dysenteries 
studied  by  Shiga  in  Japan,  Kruse  in  Germany,  Flexner  in 
Manila,  and  Vedder  and  Duval  in  this  country.  The  bacilli 
isolated  here  conformed  to  all  the  criteria  set  up  by  these 
observers,  and  the  agglutination  reaction  were  carried  to  much 
greater  dilutions  than  the  early  experimenters  considered  neces- 
sary. 

Fifty-two  per  cent,  of  our  tested  cases  gave  the  agglutination 
reaction  within  the  first  week,  which  would  seem  to  indicate 
that  the  test  has  some  value  as  a  diagnostic  factor. 
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In  initiating  the  work  directed  by  vote  of  the  Board,  the 
following  circulars  were  issued :

The  State  Board  of  Health  proposes  to  undertake  a  systematic  inspec- 
tion of  summer  resorts  during  the  coming  season  with  a  view  of  pro- 
moting^as  high  a  standard  of  sanitation  as  is  practicable. 

We  believe  that  this  will  be  alike  to  the  advantage  of  the  hotels  and 
boarding  houses  and  of  their  summer  visitors.  While  the  majority  of 
summer  hotels  and  boarding  houses  are  believed  to  be  already  in  good 
sanitary  condition,  there  are  doubtless  some  that  are  capable  of  improve- 
ment, and  it  is  with  the  view  of  assisting  you,  as  the  town  health  officer, 
and  cooperating  with  you  that  it  seems  desirable  to  have  an  inspector 
of  the  State  Board  of  Health  join  you  in  a  personal  inspection  of  every 
establishment  in  your  town  that  receives  summer  guests. 

To  facilitate  this  project,  and  in  order  that  the  inspector  may  con- 
veniently arrange  the  date  of  his  visit,  you  are  requested  to  fill  out  at 
your  earliest  convenience  the  enclosed  blank  and  return  it  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  State  Board  of  Health  at  New  Haven. 

You  will  be  duly  notified  some  days  in  advance  of  the  inspector's 
visit,  and  in  case  the  date  fixed  proves  inconvenient  to  you,  further 
arrangements  can  be  made. 

The  result  of  your  and  our  inspector's  joint  investigation  will.be  duly 
filed  at  this  office,  and  such  action  as  you  recommend  in  your  report 
will  be  considered  and  form  the  basis  of  such  further  proceedings  as 
the  State  Board  may  think  advisable.  Arrangements  will  also  be  made 
for  transmitting  to  New  Haven  suitable  samples  of  water  for  analysis 
by  the  Board  should  you  deem  it  desirable. 

Assuming  that  we  shall  have  your  cordial  cooperation  in  carrying 
out  this  programme,  we  ask  of  you  an  early  response  to  the  enclosed 
circular.

REPORT  ON  THE  INSPECTION  OF  SUMMER 

RESORTS. 

To  the  Honorable  State  Board  of  Health  of  Connecticut: 

Gentlemen: — I  beg  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the 
inspection  of  summer  resorts : 

Eighty  hotels  and  boarding  houses  and  nine  recreation  parks 
were  inspected,  detailed  reports  of  which  are  filed  with  your 
Secretary. 

Forty-four  were  houses  not  inspected  last  year. 

Briefly  described,  these  forty-four  houses  accommodate  1,44^ 
guests.    The  estimated  average  number  of  guests  through  the 
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season  was  960,  and  283  servants  were  employed.  With  one 
exception,  the  houses,  are  constructed  of  wood  with  shingle  or 
tin  roofs. 

The  plumbing  was  classified  as  good  in  twenty-two  and 
medium  in  twenty-two. 

The  water  supply  is  obtained  from  twenty-five  wells,  eleven 
springs,  seven  public  water  supplies,  and  one  lake. 

Fifteen  houses  supply  milk  from  their  own  dairies. 

Twenty-seven  houses  have  water  closets  and  seventeen  use 
privies  only.  The  privies  are  generally  of  the  shallow  vault  type. 
The  pail  system  is  used  in  two  places. 

The  number  of  houses  disposing  of  sewage  into  cesspools  is 
twenty-one ;  by  surface  irrigation,  ten ;  into  the  Sound  or  rivers, 
thirteen. 

Garbage  was  reported  disposed  of  daily  in  all  except  three 
cases.  In  rural  districts  the  garbage  is  usually  fed  to  swine  or 
chickens. 

Only  one  of  the  forty-four  houses  is  equipped  with  an  efficient 
fire  escape,  and  five  are  provided  with  ropes  in  the  upper  rooms ; 
but  as  most  of  the  buildings  are  only  two  stories  in  height  and 
have  more  or  less  veranda,  only  six  were  considered  unsafe. 

There  is  a  law  in  Connecticut  (CJeneral  Statutes,  Sections  2628 
to  2634)  requiring  certain  provisions  for  fire  escapes  in  hotels 
and  boarding  houses  accommodating  more  than  twelve  guests. 
Annual  inspection  is  provided  for  and  the  inforcement  of  the 
law,  in  places  where  no  special  inspector  is  employed,  is  dele- 
gated to  the  first  selectman  of  the  town.  Apparently  few  of 
these  c^cials  in  the  entire  State,  outside  the  cities,  pay  any 
attention  to  the  requirements  of  this  law.  I  have  requested  the 
health  officers  to  call  the  attention  of  the -proper  official  to  several 
cases,  as  this  is  certainly  a  matter  of  great  importance. 

Samples  from  forty-seven  sources  of  water  supply  were  sent 
to  Dr.  Smith  for  analysis.  Of  these,  three  were  of  waters 
analyzed  last  year.  Several  were  from  springs  in  the  interior 
of  the  State  which  the  analysis  proved  were  exceptionally  pure 
water. 

The  analyses  indicated  that  thirty  supplies  were  normal  or 
nearly  so.  Fourteen  gave  indications  of  some  contamination, 
and  in  three  the  analyses  confirmed  the  opinion  that  the  supplies 
were  so  badly  contaminated  as  to  be  unfit  for  domestic  use,  and 
the  wells  were  condemned. 
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Some  of  the  more   important  recommendations   made   for 
improvements  were: 

To  abandon  wells,  three. 

To  provide  fire  escapes  or  ropes,  six. 

To  build  or  extend  drainage  systems,  four. 

To  make  changes  in  plumbing,  five. 

To  build  new  cesspools,  two. 

To  build  subsoil  overflows  from  cesspools,  two. 

To  remove  hog-pens,  one. 

To  clean  privies  or  cesspools,  four. 

Some  of  the  betterments  resulting  from  the  recommendations 
of  last  year's  inspection  which  have  been  noted  are : 

Two  wells  abandoned. 

One  cesspool  removed. 

Two  cesspools  cleaned. 

Plumbing  repaired  in  three  cases. 

Additional  ventilation  or  changes  in  plumbing,  four  cases. 

Garbage  removed  more  frequently,  eight. 

Fire  escapes  or  ropes  provided,  three. 

Notable  improvement  resulted  in  several  cases  in  the  care  of 
garbage  by  the  use  of  covered  cans. 

Generally  the  yards  were  better  kept  than  last  year. 

The  recreation  parks  inspected  were  nearly  all  found  to  be  in 
good  sanitary  condition. 

The  water  supplies,  except  when  obtained  from  remote  springs 
or  public  water  companies,  were  analyzed. 

As  a  rule,  the  garbage  and  wastes  are  well  cared  for,  but  con- 
siderable improvement  can  be  made  in  some  of  the  latrines. 

There  is  g^eat  need  of  public  water  supplies  and  sewerage 
systems  in  some  of  the  more  populous  summer  settlements.  The 
sanitary  condition  of  the  hotels  in  these  localities  is  many  times 
better  than  that  of  the  neighboring  cottages. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  water  supplies  will  be  extended  to 
these  settlements  at  once. 

A  systematic  daily  removal  of  garbage  in  all  the  settlements 
which  have  not  yet  introduced  it  is  also  very  desirable. 

A  number  of  houses  of  the  better  class  inspected  last  year  were 
not  revisited  this  year,  but  the  increased  appropriation  available 
next  year  should  enable  all  to  be  inspected.

Gentlemen: — In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have 
inspected  the  public  sewage  disposal  works  in  the  State  and  beg 
to  submit  the  following  report : . 

The  works  visited  are  listed  in  the  table  following,  which  also 
gives  some  general  data  concerning  them.  The  population  was 
estimated,  and  the  annual  cost  of  maintenance  is  only  approxi- 
mately correct,  as  it  was  impossible  in  some  cases  to  separate 
exactiy  the  amount  chargeable  to  maintenance  of  sewage  disposal 
beds  from  the  general  sewer  account

There  are  also  a  few  private  disposal  works  in  operation  in  the 
State,  of  which  the  most  important  are  at  the  New  Haven  Alms- 
house by  intermittent  filtration,  at  the  Connecticut  School  for 
Imbeciles,  at  Lakeville,  by  intermittent  filtration,  and  at  the 
Pomfret  School  by  broad  irrigation.

Meriden. 

The  sewage  disposal  works  of  the  city  of  Meriden  is  the 
largest  and  was  the  first  of  its  kind  in  the  State.  Its  success 
should  be  a  source  of  satisfaction  to  its  originators,  who  intro- 
duced, against  some  opposition,  what  was  then  a  novel  plan  of 
sewage  disposal  for  this  section.  It  has  now  been  (^erated  ten 
years  and  is  a  good  example  of  what  an  intermittent  filtration 
plant  should  be.  The  location  is  on  the  west  bank  of  the  Quin- 
nipiac  river,  about  a  mile  below  Hanover  and  three  and  a  half ' 
miles  from  the  center  of  Meriden.  The  city  owns  about  one 
hundred  and  forty-five  acres  of  level  land,  lying  sixteen  feet 
above  the  ordinary  level  of  the  river.  The  soil  is  sand  underlaid 
with  gravel  and  only  required  to  be  stripped  of  the  surface  to 
be  ready  for  use.  A  mechanical  analysis  of  the  sand  by  Dr. 
H.  E.  Smith  (see  State  Board  of  Health  report  for  1897,  page 
316)  gave  for  the  average  of  twenty-two  samples  an  effective 
size  of  ^2^'^  and  a  uniformity  coefficient  of  4.14. 

The  original  beds  were  underdrained,  but  those  built  later  are 
not,  as  the  gravel  below  the  sand  gives  free  drainage.  There  are 
fifteen  beds  with  a  total  area  of  about  thirteen  acres; 

The  arrangement  of  the  beds  is  what  might  be  called  typical. 
The  sewage  is  distributed  by  pipes  laid  in  the  embankments 
which  divide  the  beds,  and  is  admitted  to  the  beds  by  branches 
at  each  corner,  and  at  the  middle  of  the  sides.  These  branches 
start  from  wells  or  manholes,  and  each  is  provided  with  a  gate 
for  regulating  the  flow.  Each  outlet  is  surrounded  by  a  plank 
fence  about  two  feet  high  in  which  are  coarse  wire  screens. 
These  screens  retain  the  paper  and  floating  matter  as  the  sewage 
passes  onto  the  beds. 

Screening  the  sewage  in  this  manner  probably  saves  some 
labor  in  raking,  but  a  single  screening  chamber  at  the  end  of 
the  main  sewer  would  be  preferable,  provided  the  screen  surface 
was  large  enough  to  do  effective  work.  The  beds  are  used  in 
rotation,  two  each  day.  The  rapidity  of  filtration  is  such,  that 
in  dry  weather  at  the  end  of  a  twenty-four  hour  dose  of  sewage 
the  middle  of  the  bed  is  sometimes  still  dry,  all  the  sewage 
having  been  absorbed  near  the  inlets. 

As  soon  as  the  beds  are  dry,  the  sludge  deposited  is  raked  up, 
carted  caito  a  nearby  field,  and  plowed  in.     In  winter  the  sludge 
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is  piled  until  it  can  be  disposed  of.  The  beds  are  frequently 
harrowed.  ^ 

The  force  employed  in  maintenance  is  six  men  and  two  horses. 

The  beds  are  well  kept  and  the  entire  management  deserves 
great  credit. 

Analyses  of  the  effluent  from  the  beds  were  made  by  Dr. 
Smith  in  1897- 1898  (see  State  Board  of  Health  reports),  which 
showed  very  satisfactory  results. 

Litchfield. 

The  disposal  of  the  sewage  from  the  borough  of  Litchfield  is 
by  broad  irrigation  on  a  seventeen  acre  plain  about  one  and  one- 
half  miles  from  the  village.  Two  acres  are  in  use.  The  soil 
is  gravel  with  a  thin  layer  of  light,  sandy  loam  on  the  surface. 
No  underdrains  are  necessary.  An  open  trough  of  creosoted 
wood  about  ten  inches  square  conyey^  the  sewage  through  the 
middle  of  the  field.  The  flow  of  sewage  onto  the  field  is  con- 
trolled by  tin  slide  gates  at  intervals  in  the  sides  of  the  trough. 
The  only  requirement  of  operation  is  the  changing  of  the  flow 
to  different  parts  of  the  field  daily  or  two  or  three  times  a  week 
as  necessary.  Little  attempt  has  been  made  to  grow  any  profit- 
able crops  on  the  fields  treated.  Some  corn  was  planted  last 
season,  but  the  combination  of  sewage  and  wet  weather  appar- 
ently did  not  agree  with  it. 

There  was,  however,  a  rank  growth  of  weeds  on  the  fields, 
which  while  of  no  market  value  probably  assisted  the  disposal  of 
the  sewage  as  well  as  a  crop  of  com. 

Little  or  no  objectionable  odor  was  noticed. 

The  location  is  remote  from  houses  and  any  effluent  has  to 
pass  for  a  considerable  distance  through  the  ground  before 
reaching  the  nearest  stream. 

Bristol. 

The  intermittent  filtration  beds  at  Bristol  are  located  about  a 
mile  and  three-quarters  southeast  from  the  borough  on  a  sandy 
plain  of  considerable  extent. 

There  are  no  houses  in  the  vicinity.  The  sand  is  of  excep- 
tionally good  quality  for  the  purpose.  A  mechanical  analysis  by 
Dr.  Smith  (see  State  Board  of  Health  report,  1897,  page  320) 
gave  as  the  average  of  eighteen  samples  an  effective  size  of  .31 
and  a  uniformity  coefficient  of  2.65. 
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There  are  five  beds  of  various  sizes  aggregating  about  five  and 
one-half  acres.  The  construction,  is  typical.  No  screens  of  any 
kind  are  used.    Only  two  of  the  beds  are  underdrained. 

The  present  method  of  operation  is  to  allow  the  sewage  to 
flow  onto  each  bed  in  rotation  for  twenty-four  hours. 

As  soon  as  dry  the  deposits  are  raked  up,  spread  on  the  adjoin- 
ing land,  and  finally  plowed  in.  *  About  once  a  month  the  beds  are 
harrowed.  It  is  also  stated  that  some  of  the  beds  were  plowed 
up  and  new  sand  added  last  year,  which  materially  improved  the 
rapidity  of  filtration.  This  attention  would  be  well  for  the 
whole  plant,  as  there  are  evidences  that  the  beds  have  not  been 
properly  cared  for  in  the  past. 

The  beds  are  not  operated  in  the  winter  months.  The  sewage 
during  that  time  is  run  onto  a  portion  of  the  adjoining  fields. 
Two  men  are  employed  during  the  time  of  operation  and  all 
cartage  is  done  by  the  lessee  of  the  irrigation  land  as  part  con- 
sideration for  rent. 

The  sewers  of  Bristol  admit  considerable  roof  ^  and  surface 
water,  which  at  times  interferes  unnecessarily  with  the  operation 
of  the  filters. 

As  the  amount  of  sewage  increases  this  water  should  be 
excluded. 

During  the  last  season  the  sewer  system  has  been  considerably 
extended  and  it  is  proposed  to  add  about  two  acres  to  the  disposal 
plant  next  year. 


Danbury 


s 


The  sewage  disposal  works  of  the  city  of  Danbury  was 
originally  planned  for  both  irrigation  and  intermittent  filtration, 
but  at  the  present  time  the  intermittent  filtration  beds  are  doing 
the  greater  part  of  the  work.  The  location  is  about  a  mile 
easterly  from  the  city  limits,  at  the  head  of  a  small  valley.  The 
location  is  distant  from  dwellings,  except  that  occupied  by  the 
superintendent. 

The  sewage  enters  at  the  upper  end  of  the  valley,  passing 
through  an  enameled  brick  screening  chamber  or  well  which 
removes  most  of  the  paper.  From  the  screening  chamber  the 
sewage  can  be  turned  by  gates  to  the  various  parts  of  the  fields 
and  beds.  There  are  two  main  lines  of  split  sewer  pipe  which 
run  about  level  along  the  hills  on  either  side  of  the  valley,  from 
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which  the  sewage  overflows  down  the  slope  and  onto  the  upper 
portions  of  the  valley  which  constitutes  the  irrigation  fields. 

There  are  horizontal  lines  of  broken  stone  'embankments  on 
the  steeper  part  of  the  slopes  to  retard  and  distribtite  the  flow. 
Most  of  the  intermittent  filtration  beds  are  located  in  the  lower 
part  of  the  valley,  which  is  nearly  level.  An  open  ditch  runs 
down  the  center  of  the  valley  into  which  the  underdrains  dis- 
charge. The  north  side  of  the  valley  is  very  sandy  and  on  this 
slope  surface  irrigation  is  not  now  practiced,  but  a  number  of 
narrow  filter  beds  have  been  built  next  to  the  main  conveyor. 
These  beds  have  no  underdrains  but  are  working  satisfactorily. 
The  sand  of  which  this  slc^e  is  composed  is  well  adapted  for 
filtration.  A  mechanical  analysis  of  the  sand  in  the  filter  beds 
made  by  Dr.  Smith  (see  State  Board  of  Health  report  for  1897) 
gave  the  eflfective  size  as  .25"°*  and  uniformity  coefficient  3.15. 

There  are  now  in  operation  about  six  acres  of  filter  beds  and 
about  ten  acres  is  used  in  surface  irrigation.  Grass  is  the  only 
crop  grown. 

The  method  of  operation  is  to  give  the  irrigation  field  as  much 
sewage  as  it  will  take  and  run  the  balance  on  the  filters,  alter- 
nating them  to  give  three  days  rest  between  doses. 

This  routine  has  to  be  varied  with  the  weather  as  the  sewers 
were  originally  built  on  the  combined  system  and  still  discharge 
•considerable  surface  water  which  it  would  seem  very  desirable 
to  exclude. 

After  a  set  of  beds  have  been  dosed  and  become  dry,  the 
deposits  are  raked  oif,  carted  to  adjoining  land  and  plowed  in. 
About  every  third  or  fourth  dose  the  beds  are  well  harrowed. 
The  force  employed  for  maintenance  is  four  men  in  summer 
and  three  men  in  winter  and  one  horse. 

This  force  deserves  commendation  for  the  neat  and  perfect 
condition  in  which  the  whole  plant  is  kept.  By  excluding  the 
surface  water  from  the  sewers  and  a  small  expense  in  preparing 
additional  filter  beds  on  the  sand  slopes,  Danbury  can  provide 
for  the  successful  treatment  of  sewage  from  a  greatly  increased 
population. 

Norfolk. 

The  intermittent  filtration  beds  are  about  a  mile  from  the 
center  of  Norfolk,  on  the  bank  of  the  Blackberry  river.    As 
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the  valley  is  narrow  the  beds  are  arranged  in  a  single  row 
between  the  main  sewer  and  the  river. 

There  are  in  operation  three  beds  with  a  total  area  of  about 
three-quarters  of  an  acre. 

The  sewage  is  admitted  to  each  bed  by  a  branch  controlled  by 
a  valve.  The  material  of  which  the  beds  are  constructed  was 
taken  from  the  only  nearby  sand  bank  and  is  uneven  in  size 
and  apparently  contains  much  very  fine  sand. 

The  beds  are  underdrained.  The  drains  empty  into  an  open 
ditch  from  which  the  effluent  filters  through  a  gravel  embank- 
ment before  reaching  the  Blackberry  river. 

The  beds  are  ordinarily  used,  one  a  day,  from  early  spring 
to  late  fall.  Fluctuation  in  the  flow  sometimes  requires  a  varia- 
tion of  this  rule. 

After  each  dose  the  deposits  when  dry  are  raked  up  and 
removed,  and  after  a  few  doses  the  entire  bed  is  plowed  and  left 
in  furrows. 

*  During  the  winter  months  the  sewage  is  allowed  to  run  an 
one  bed  continuously.  While  the  purification  during  this  time 
must  be  slight,  the  sewage  is  at  least  well  screened  by  passing 
through  the  banks.  It  is  reported  that  this  arrangement  is  satis- 
factory in  so  far  as  it  creates  no  nuisance  and  has  been  objected 
to  by  no  one.  The  conditions  are  somewhat  favorable,  as  the 
climate  is  cold.  The  winter  popqlation  on  the  district  tributary 
to  the  sewers  is  only  about  two-thirds  of  the  summer  population. 
The  beds  are  not  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  dwellings.  The 
river,  so  far  as  known,  is  not  used  for  domestic  purposes. 

Additional  filters  have  been  planned,  but  it  has  not  yet  been 
thought  necessary  to  build  them.  The  low  cost  of  maintenance 
($60  per  year  of  eight  months)  speaks  well  for  the  public  spirit 
of  those  in  charge.  No  salaries  are  paid  and  the  labor  is 
obtained  at  a  very  reasonable  rate. 

South  Manchester. 

The  sewers  and  disposal  plant  at  South  Manchester  are 
owned  and  operated  by  the  South  Manchester  Sanitary  Sewer 
District,  a  private  corporation. 

The  disposal  is  by  intermittent  filtration  on  a  level  tract  about 
two  miles  from  the  center  of  the  town.  There  are  twelve  beds 
of  about  oat  acre  each  laid  out  in  two  rows.    The  distributing 
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pipes  are  carried  in  the  embankments  and  there  are  six  outlets 
to  each  bed.  Each  outlet  is  provided  with  a  plank  dam  with 
screens  similar  to  those  at  Meriden.  All  the  beds  are  under- 
drained. 

The  soil  is  a  mixture  of  sand  and  gravel,  ranging  from  coarse 
to  very  fine. 

The  sewage  consists  largely  of  waste  water  from  the  silk  mills, 
which  deposits  on  the  beds  a  film  of  about  the  consistency  of 
rubber  gum  and  greatly  interferes  with  the  working  of  the 
filters.  The  deposit  is,  however,  easily  removed  when  the  beds 
are  dry: 

The  beds  are  ordinarily  used  in  pairs  and  are  flooded  for 
twenty-four  hours.  After  each  flooding  the  deposits  are 
removed  by  raking  and  about  every  fourth  cleaning  the  beds 
are  harrowed. 

The  beds  are  not  operated  during  the  fotu*  winter  months, 
the  flow  of  sewage  during  this  time  being  turned  directly  into 
a  branch  of  the  Hockanum  river. 

During  operation  three  men  and  one  horse  are  employed  in 
maintenance.  On  account  of  the  slow  action  of  the  filters  and 
the  peculiar  wastes  from  the  mills,  it  has  not  been  possible  thus 
far  to  treat  the  entire  volume  of  the  sewage  and  the  works  may 
be  said  to  be  still  in  the  experimental  stage. 

SiMSBURY. 

The  intermittent  filtration  plant  operated  by  the  Simsbury 
Sewer  Association,  a  private  corporation,  disposes  of  the  sewage 
from  about  thirty  houses.  The  beds  are  two  in  number,  three- 
fourths  of  an  acre  in  area,  and  are  located  about  a  half  mile  from 
the  limits  of  the  village  near  the  Farmington  river.  The  beds 
are  constructed  of  a|  rather  fine  sand.  The  sewage  is  delivered 
from  one  outlet  in  the  embankment  between  the  two  beds. 
There  is  very  little  sludge  deposited.  The  last  twenty-eight 
hundred  feet  of  main  sewer  is  a  six-inch  inverted  siphon,  and 
as  the  flow  is  small  and  slow  it  is  possible  that  some  bacterial 
action  or  at  least  sedimentation  takes  place  during  the  passage 
through  this  pipe. 

The  flow  of  sewage  is  occasionally  turned  from  one  bed  to 
the  other,  or  to  different  parts  of  the  same  bed  and  the  sludge 
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•     when  dry  is  raked  off.    This  amounts  to  so  little  that  the  cost 
of  maintenance  may  be  said  to  be  nominal. 
With  the  remote  location  of  the  beds  and  the  small  amount  of 
^  sewage  this  seems  to  be  a  very  satisfactory  disposal. 

RiDGEFIELD. 

The  disposal  of  the  sewage  from  the  borough  of  Ridgefidd 
is  by  intermittent  filtration  on  a  gravel  tract  lying  at  the  edge 
of  a  swamp  about  three-fourths  of  a  mile  from  the  village. 
There  are  seven  beds  with  a  total  area  of  three  acres.  The  beds 
have  underdrains  twenty-five  feet  apart.  The  constructicMi  is 
typical.  The  method  of  operation  has  been  to  change  the  flow 
twice  a  week  only,  flooding  half  the  beds  for  three  days  con- 
tinuously. After  the  sewage  has  been  turned  off  and  the  beds 
are  dry,  they  are  raked  and  the  sludge  carted  away  for  fertilizer. 
There  are  now  less  than  one  hundred  connections  with  the 
sewers.  The  beds  are  one-fourth  of  a  mile  from  the  nearest 
house  and  the  underdrahis  do  not  discharge  into  a  stream  used 
for  water  supply.  But  the  method  of  operation  should  be 
changed  to  get  adequate  results.  Not  more  than  one-third  of 
the  area  should  be  flooded  at  the  same  time  and  the  time  of  flood- 

\  ing  should  not  exceed  twenty-four  hours. 

i  The  material  of  which  the  beds  are  built,  while  probably  the 

best  to  be  obtained  without  great  expense,  is  not  adapted  to  very 
rapid  filtration  and  to  obtain  good  results  must  be  well  cared  for. 
Another  improvement  would  be  the  exclusion  from  the  sewers 
of  the  surface  (brook)  and  roof  water,  which  in  time  of  heavy 
rain  not  only  unnecessarily  increases  the  amount  of  water  to  be 
filtered  but  also  endangers  the  entire  plant 

New  Britain. 

The  city  of  New  Britain  has  nearly  completed  an  intermittent 
filtration  sewage  disposal  works,  located  about  two  miles  from 
the  city  and  about  one  and  one-half  miles  from  Berlin.  There 
are  thirty-one  beds  of  about  one  acre  each.  The  constructioo  is 
typical.  All  the  beds  are  underdrained  and  the  drainage  outlets 
are  so  arranged  that  the  effluent  from  any  bed  may  easily  be 
sampled.  It  is  proposed  to  build  a  laboratory  at  the  beds, 
employ  a  chemist,  and  make  an  extended  study  of  the  operation 
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with  a  view  to  obtaining  the  best  possible  results.  The  sewage 
will  be  passed  through  a  screening  chamber  with  double  screens 
before  entering  the  distributing  pipes.  The  objectionable  wastes 
from  the  manufactories  and  the  storm  water  will  be  excluded 
frown  the  sewers.  Sewage  will  probably  be  turned  onto  the  beds 
in  the  spring. 

While  the  inspection  shows  that  the  disposa}  works  throughout 
the  State  are  operated  without  nuisance  and  apparently  are 
purifying  the  sewage  to  a  greater  or  less  extent,  we  have  little 
data  to  determine  just  what  degree  of  purification  is  being 
obtained.  It  would  be  desirable  to  have  analyses  of  the  sewage 
and  effluent  from  the  different  plants  to  find  out  their  efficiency, 
with  a  view  to  guard  against  possible  danger  and  to  assist  the 
management  to  improved  methods  of  operation.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  THE  NEW  HAVEN  FILTRATION 

PLANT. 

By  Charles  A.  Ferry,  C.E. 

The  New  Haven  Water  Company,  in  pursuance  of  its  policy 
of  providing  for  the  people  of  New  Haven  an  abundant  supply 
of  the  purest  water  obtainable,  about  three  years  ago  caused  a 
thorough  examination  to  be  made  of  all  of  its  sources  of  supply, 
by  Mr.  George  W.  Fuller  of  New  York,  a  recognized  authority 
on  all  matters  pertaining  to  water  purification,  for  the  purpose 
of  ascertaining  the  best  method  of  safeguarding  the  purity  of 
the  water  and  keeping  it  free  from  contamination. 

Mr.  Fuller  made  a  thorough  examination  of  all  of  the  water- 
sheds and  a  careful  study  of  the  series  of  tests  of  the  water,  from 
each,  which  had  been  made,  for  several  years,  by  Prof.  H,  E. 
Smith. 

The  Water  Company  has,  fof  several  years,  carried  on  a  care- 
ful system  of  inspection  of  the  watersheds,  removing  so  far 
as  possible  all  sources  of  contamination  by  collecting  and  burn- 
ing leaves  and  other  organic  matter  along  the  shores  of  its 
ponds  and  the  streams  flowing  into  them;  by  daily  collecting 
and  removing  all  filth  from  the  highways  running  in  close 
proximity  to  its  reservoirs;  and,  by  concert  of  action  with  the 
health  officers  of  each  town,  guarding  against  the  infection  of 
its  water  supply  by  careful  watching  of  all  cases  of  sickness 
suspected  of  being  of  a  typhoid  nature,  or  other  water-borne 
disease,  and  the  thorough  disinfecting  of  all  premises  where 
such  cases  occur. 

Mr.  Fuller  highly  commended  these  efforts,  but  owing  to  the 
character  of  the  watershed  of  the  Lake  Whitney  supply,  the 
manufacturing  establishments  located  in  close  proximity  to  its 
water  courses,  the  population,  the  impracticability  of  satisfac- 
torily controlling  its  sanitary  condition  by  the  purchase  of  land 
or  effective  supervision  by  inspection,  and  for  the  reason  that 
this  supply  is  of  vital  necessity  to  the  company,  he  reccwnmended 
that  the  water  from  this  source  be  filtered. 

The  company  immediately  adopted  Mr.  Fuller's  suggestions 
and  at  once  began  to  make  preparations  for  carrj-ing  them  into 
effect. 
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The  relative  merits  of  sand  and  mechanical  filters  were  exam- 
ined and  carefully  considered.  The  method  of  slow  sand  filtra- 
tion, everything  considered,  appearing  to  best  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  local  conditions,  it  was  adopted  and  a  tract  of  land, 
comprising  about  thirteen  acres,  on  the  southerly  side  of  Armory 
street  between  Whitney  avenue  and  Edgehill  road,  was  pur- 
chased as  a  site  for  the  proposed  plant. 

The  work  of  preparing  the  site  for  the  filters  was  early  com- 
menced and,  by  the  winter  of  1902,  an  area  of  about  seven  acres 
had  been  graded  from  a  side  hill  to  a  level  plain.  Meanwhile 
the  plans  for  the  filters  had  been  perfected  and,  as  soon  as  the 
foundations  for  the  plant  were  considered  sufficiently  firm  and 
stable  to  support  the  structure,  the  work  of  constructing  it 
commenced. 

The  plans  for  the  filters  provide  for  twelve  beds  of  one-third 
of  an  acre  of  net  filtering  area  each,  arranged  in  two  groups  of 
six  beds  each  on  either  side  of  a  pipe  and  operating  gallery 
about  five  hundred  and  fifty  feet  in  length  and  twenty  feet  in 
width.  This  building  is  of  two  stories ;  the  first,  or  what  might 
be  called  the  basement  floor,  contains  the  various  lines  of  pipes 
for  supplying  and  operating  the  filters ;  the  second,  or  ground 
floor,  contains  the  stands  for  operating  the  different  valves  which  i 

regulate  the  working  of  the  filters,  the  registering  apparatus  I 

for  indicating  the  rate  of  filtration  and  the  sand  washing 
machine.  At  the  center  of  the  building,  for  a  length  of  about 
fifty  feet,  a  third  story  is  added,  affording  room  for  an  office 
and  chemical  and  bacteriological  laboratories.  Underneath  the 
pipe  gallery  floor  is  an  eighteen  inch  vitrified  pipe  sewer  which 
discharges  into  a  ditch  a  short  distance  easterly  of  the  filters 
and  which,  in  turn,  empties  into  Mill  river,  providing  ample 
drainage  for  surface  water,  waste  water  from  the  filters  and 
water  used  for  washing  sand. 

The  pipes  in  the  pipe  gallery  are  arranged  in  four  tiers,  one 
above  the  other.  The  lower  line,  or  effluent  pipe,  varies  in  size~ 
from  twenty-four  inches  in  diameter,  at  the  ends,  to  thirty-six 
inches  at  the  center,  where  it  connects  with  a  pipe  forty-eight 
inches  in  diameter.  This  last  pipe  dips  down  and  passes  under 
one  of  the  northerly  beds  and  discharges  into  a  reservoir  for 
filtered  water,  called  the  clear  water  well. 

The  first  line  of  pipe  is  connected  with  the  main  collector  of 
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each  bed  by  a  line  of  sixteen  inch  pipe  in  which  is  inserted  a 
Venturi  meter  for  registering  the  rate  of  filtration  in  that  bed. 

Above  the  effluent  pipe  is  the  main  for  supplying  raw  water 
to  the  filters.  This  varies  from  thirty-six  inches  in  diameter, 
where  it  enters  the  pipe  gallery  at  its  easterly  end,  to  twenty 
inches,  where  the  last  connections  are  made  with  the  filter  beds, 
at  its  westerly  end.  This  main  supplies  water  to  each  of  the  beds 
through  a  twelve  inch  branch  at  the  outlet  of  which  is  a  balanced 
float  valve  for  maintaining  a  constant  head  of  water  on  the 
filters. 

Both  the  raw  water  and  effluent  branches  from  each  bed  are 
connected  with  the  sewer  by  an  eight  inch  pipe  for  drawing  off 
the  water  from  the  beds  preparatory  to  cleaning. 

Above  the  raw  water  main  is  a  line  of  ten  inch  pipe  connected 
by  cross  branches  to  the  different  sixteen  inch  effluent  pipes. 
This  device  enables  any  bed  to  be  filtered,  from  beneath,  with 
filtered  water  from  any  other  bed  without  using  water  which  has 
been  pumped  up  into  the  reservoir. 

Above  the  re-fill  pipe  is  a  line  of  eight  inch  pipe  with  six 
inch  branches  running  the  length  of  each  bed.  This  pipe  is 
connected  with  the  thirty  inch  force  main  supplying  the  Pros- 
pect Hill  reservoir,  and  provides  water,  under  pressure,  for 
handling  and  washing  the  sand. 

Each  of  these  various  branches,  on  the  different  lines  of  pipes, 
is  controlled  by  a  valve  operated  by  means  of  a  bevel  gear  or 
direct  connection  from  a  gate  stand  in  the  operating  gallery 
above. 

The  stands  are  arranged  along  either  side  of  the  galler>% 
affording  ample  space  for  teams  to  be  driven  through  the  rcxxn 
for  the  delivery  of  sand  or  other  necessary  purpose;  and  pro- 
viding a  free  run  way  for  a  portable  sand  washing  machine. 

The  operating  gallery  is  thirteen  feet  in  height  and  has  trwo 
tiers  of  large  windows ;  the  lower  opening  into  the  filter  beds, 
and  the  upper  to  the  air.  A  wide  sliding  door  opposite  the 
center  of  each  bed  affords  ready  access,  by  a  flight  of  concrete 
steps,  to  the  filter  beds.  The  walls  of  the  operating  gallery,  not 
occupied  by  windows  or  doors,  are  faced  with  white  enameled 
brick,  thus  ensuring  cleanliness  and  a  maximum  of  reflected 
light  for  lighting  the  filters. 

The  filter  beds  are  each  about  one  hundred  and  eighty  feet  in 
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length,  at  right  angles  to  the  central  building,  about  eighty-two 
feet  in  width  and  fifteen  feet  in  height.  They  are  separated 
by  concrete  walls  eighteen  inches  in  thickness  above  the  sand 
surface  and  widening  to  twenty-six  inches  in  thickness  at  the 
base,  thus  providing  a  batter  on  the  face  of  the  wall,  securing 
thereby  a  close  contact  between  the  sand  and  the  masonry. 

The  bottom  of  the  beds  is  about  ten  feet  below  the  surface  of 
the  surrounding  ground,  and  the  ceiling,  which  is  flat,  is  about 
five  feet  above.  This  arrangement,  which  is  peculiar  to  this 
plant,  permits  of  an  outside  wall  above  the  water  level.  This 
wall  is  pierced  with  numerous  windows  which  in  connection 
with  the  windows  in  the  operating  gallery  and  a  couple  of  ven- 
tilators in  the  roof  of  each  bed,  will,  under  ordinary  conditions, 
provide  ample  light  and  ventilation  for  the  workmen  when 
cleaning  the  beds.  The  outside  windows  are  provided  with 
frames  fitted  for  two  sets  of  sliding  sash  so  that  double  win- 
dows can  be  used  if  necessary  to  prevent  the  water  from 
freezing. 

The  roof  over  the  beds  consists  of  a  steel-concrete  slab,  varv- 
ing  from  six  to  eight  inches  in  thickness,  supported  on  steel- 
concrete  beams  resting  on  concrete  columns;  there  are  forty- 
eight  columns  in  each  bed. 

On  the  roof  will  be  placed  a  layer  of  earth  about  two  feet  in 
thickness  which  it  is  proposed  to  seed  down  and  convert  into 
a  lawn. 

The  bottoms  of  the  beds  are  made  in  the  form  of  inverted 
groined  arches,  twelve  feet  square,  cm  the  high  points  of  which 
the  roof  columns  stand. 

The  floor  of  each  bed  is  divided  into  sixty-three  bays,  each 
about  twentv  bv  twelve  feet  in  area.  As  the  inverted  arches 
are  twelve  feet  square,  this  leaves  nine  flat  sections,  eight  feet  in 
width,  running  transversely  across  each  bed,  on  which  are  placed 
two  rows  of  hexagonal  pipes  six  inches  in  diameter.  These 
pipes  are  perforated  with  holes  one  half  an  inch  in  diameter 
and  serve  to  collect  the  filtered  water  and  convey  it  to  the  main 
collector,  which  runs  longitudinally  through  the  center  of  each 
bed  and  discharges  into  the  effluent  pipes  above  referred  to. 
The  main  collector  is  a  double  concrete  conduit,  each  part  three 
feet  in  width  and  ten  inches  in  depth,  covered  with  a  concrete 
slab. 
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gallons  when  filled  to  the  usual  water  level.  It  is  located 
between  the  northerly  group  of  beds  and  Armory  street,  with  its 
westerly  end  about  q[)posite  the  westerly  line  of  the  steam  pump 
house. 

In  the  southwesterly  corner  of  the  clear  water  well  is  an  inlet 
chamber,  about  fifteen  by  eighteen  feet  in  plan,  the  four  sides  of 
which  form  a  weir  over  which  the  water  flows  into  the  reservoir 
proper  when  the  filters  are  run  under  ordinary  conditions.  This 
arrangement  allows  of  a  constant  back  pressure  being  main- 
tained on  the  filters  regardless  of  the  level  of  the  water  in  the 
reservoir ;  thereby  securing  uniformity  in  the  rate  of  filtration. 
This  inlet  chamber  is  connected  with  the  main  chamber  by  a 
forty-eight  inch  by-pass  closed  by  a  sluice  gate.  By  opening 
this  gate  a  negative  head  can  be  obtained  on  the  filters,  thereby 
increasing  their  capacity  as  previously  mentioned. 

The  intalce  pipes  for  the  pumps  take  water  from  a  small  well 
sunk  into  the  bottom  of  the  reservoir  near  its  northeasterly  cor- 
ner. A  thirty  inch  by-pass,  running  from  the  inlet  chamber 
and  connecting  with  the  main  suction  pipe  just  outside  the  clear 
water  well,  permits  of  the  reservoir  being  emptied  for  inspection 
or  repairs  without  shutting  down  the  plant. 

Small,  brick  gate  houses  over  the  inlet  chamber  and  the  suc- 
tion well  contain  the  machinery  for  operating  the  valves. 

The  clear  water  well,  like  the  filter  beds,  has  a  steel-concrete 
roof  covered  with  earth  but  unlike  the  filter  beds  it  is  entirely 
subterranean. 

The  entire  masonry  work,  is  of  concrete,  with  the  exception 
of  the  exposed  outside  walls,  which  are  of  hard-burned  North 
Haven  brick. 

The  general  appearance  of  the  plant  upon  completion,  as 
viewed  from  the  steam  pumping  station,  will  be  that  of  a  broad 
lawn  on  the  southerly  side  of  Armory  street  on  which  stand  two 
small  gate  houses ;  on  the  far  side  of  this  will  appear  the  long, 
low  wall  of  the  north  end  of  the  filter  beds,  pierced  with  numer- 
ous windows  and  topped  with  a  concrete  cornice;  above  and 
beyond  this  will  appear  another  broad  expanse  of  lawn,  rising 
from  the  center  of  which  will  be  seen  another  long,  low  struc- 
ture, the  upper  portion  of  the  operating  gallery,  covered  with  a 
gravel  roof;  rising  above  the  center  of  this  will  be  the  added 
story  of  office  and  laboratory  building  referred  to. 
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A  steel-concr(;te  bridge,  in  the  form  of  an  arch,  from  the  high 
ground  near  Armory  street  to  the  roof  of  the  northerly  filter 
beds,  and  a  similar  bridge  between  the  two  sets  of  beds,  will 
provide  means  for  getting  teams  on  to  the  roofs,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  working  the  lawns. 

A  contract  was  made  last  May  with  Eglee-Bunting  Co.  of 
Boston,  Mass.,  for  the  masonry  and  woodwork  and  placing 
the  filhng  over  the  filters  and  clear  water  well.  The  contract 
calls  for  the  work  to  be  completed  by  the  first  of  next  September, 
and  present  prospects  are  that  the  work  will  be  finished  by  that 
time.  The  remainder  of  the  work  is  being  done  by  the  Water 
Company,  by  day  work,  under  the  efficient  supervision  of  its 
superintendent,  Mr.  Dillofi;  and  it  is  confidently  expected  that 
within  a  few  months  filtered  water  from  this  plant  will  be  fur- 
nished to  the  people  of  New  Haven. 

The  State  Board  desire  to  say  that  too  much  prflise  cannot 
be  accorded  to  the  New  Haven  Water  Company  for  its  liberal 
and  public  spirited  action  in  filtering  its  most  important  supply; 
and  the  directors  of  the  company  deserve  the  thanks  not  only 
of  the  people  of  New  Haven  but  of  the  patrons  of  public  water 
supplies  everywhere,  for  the  step  they  are  taking  to  provide  pure 
and  wholesome  water  to  its  customers. 
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FILTRATION  FROM  THE  STANDPOINT  OF  THE 

ENGINEER.*

I  am  particularly  glad  of  the  opportunity  to  speak  to  yoi 
to-day,  because  there  are  some  matters  that  I  have  upon  m} 
mind  that  I  want  to  talk  over  with  you,  and  in  regard  to  which  1 
hope  to  secure  your  cooperation ;  for  the  health  officers  are  the 
men  who  largely  influence  public  opinion,  and  control,  directly 
or  indirectly,  the  measures  which  are  adopted  for  improving 
water  supplies. 

I  am  down  on  the  program  to  speak  on  filtration  from  the 
standpoint  of  the  engineer.  The  subject  is  well  divided  between 
the  chemical  and  the  engineering  standpoints,  for  the  two  parts 
of  the  subject  are  equally  important,  and  the  work  of  both  must 
meet  approval  of  the  physician,  which  is  properly  the  third  point 
on  the  program.  The  engineering  standpoint  has  to  do  with 
the  design  and  construction  of  filters ;  with  the  decision  of  when 
and  how  to  filter.  The  chemical  (which  for  this  purpose  I  take 
to  include  the  bacterial)  side  of  filtration  has  most  to  do  with 
operation.  For  it  is  coming  to  be  a  habit  now,  and  a  very  good 
habit,  to  have  a  chemist,  or  at  least  a  man  of  thorough  chemical 
training,  in  charge  of  the  operation  of  filters ;  and  even  if  such 
a  man  is  not  in  direct  charge  upon  the  ground,  he  should  be  in 
effectual  control;  and  should  determine  the  general  policy  of 
operation ;  and  his  control  should  be  sufficient  to  enable  him  to 
require  that  his  policy  is  carried  out. 

These  two  divisions  of  the  subject  are  equally  important, 
because  filters,  however  well  designed,  cannot  be  depended  upon 
to  do  their  work  properly  unless  they  are  well  managed ;  and 
because  badly  built  filters  cannot  be  made  to  do  the  best  work, 
no  matter  how  intelligent  and  faithful  the  operation  may  be. 
They  are  further  of  approximately  equal  importance,  because 
the  costs  of  the  two  parts  are,  in  a  general  way,  about  the  same. 
That  is  to  say,  of  the  total  cost  of  filtering  the  water  about  one- 
half  is  represented  by  the  expenses  of  maintaining  the  plant,  and

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about  one-half  by  the  interest  and  sinking  fund  charges  upon 
the  capital  required  for  its  construction. 

In  developing  my  assigned  subject  I  might  properly  describe 
to  you  the  plans  which  have  been  adopted  in  many  of  the  recent 
works  for  the  purification  of  water  supplies.  I  might  describe 
to  you  the  different  substances  in  water  which  are  to  be  removed 
by  filtration  and  the  different  methods  which  are  resorted  to  to 
meet  these  requirements.  I  might  describe  to  you  the  different 
types  of  filters  that  are  in  use  and  their  relative  advantages. 
All  these  matters  come  properly  under  the  title  of  Filtration  from 
the  Standpoint  of  the  Engineer.  But  this  morning  I  am  going 
to  pass  over  these  questions,  important  though  they  are,  to  take 
up  some  other  matters  that  are  more  upon  my  mind ;  and  I  do 
this  more  readily  because  the  literature  of  the  subject,  which  is 
accessible  to  you,  has  dealt  with  these  matters  in  considerable 
detail.  I  am  going  to  speak  to  you  to-day  about  what  filtration 
can  do ;  about  the  failures  to  which  the  process  is  subject ;  about 
the  reasons  for  its  adoption,  and  about  its  possibilities  in  the 
future. 

The  purification  of  water  by  filtration  is  a  very  modem  institu- 
tion, at  least  in  America.  In  Europe  this  sanitary  development 
came  at  least  a  generation  earlier  than  with  us,  largely  because 
•the  necessity  for  it  was  greater.  In  the  United  States  the  start 
was  later  but  the  development  has  been  rapid.  In  1900  the 
filters  in  use  in  this  country  had  a  capacity  eight  times  as  great 
as  those  in  use  ten  years  earlier;  and  in  the  three  years  since 
1900,  although  I  have  not  the  statistics  at  hand,  the  growth  has 
been  much  more  rapid  than  at  any  time  in  the  preceding  decade. 
The  cause  for  this  very  rapid  growth  is  easily  found.  The 
growth  is  the  tangible  expression  of  the  fact  that  polluted,  dirty, 
unwholesome  river  waters  can  be  purified  by  filtration  at 
moderate  cost,  and  made  clear,  wholesome  and  capable  oi  meet- 
ing the  most  exacting  hygienic  requirements.  The  process  that 
can  do  what  filtration  of  to-day  is  able  to  do,  and  to  do  easily 
and  certainly,  is  bound  to  have  a  vastly  more  extended  use  than 
it  has  vet  obtained. 

The  growth  in  the  application  of  filters  has  been  rapid.  It 
would  have  been  still  more  rapid  if  filters  ,had  not  often  failed 
to  accomplish  what  is  desired  of  them.  Most  of  the  filters  that 
have  been  installed  in  this  country  have  failed  at  times  more 
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or  less.  Some  of  them  have  failed  habitually  and  disastrously. 
With  others  the  failures  have  been  occasional  and  slight,  and 
some  have  not  failed  at  all.  By  failing  I  mean  that  water  has 
been  sent  out  from  them  falling  considerably  short  of  the  stand- 
ard of  purity  established  by  reasonably  well  constructed  and 
operated  filters.  This  definition  may  be  a  little  hard  on  some  of 
the  older  plants,  for  nearly  all  of  them  have  served  to  improve 
materially  the  quality  of  the  water  which  has  passed  them,  and 
to  this  extent  they  have  been  successful.  I  am  ccmsidering  the 
matter,  however,  from  the  standpoint  of  the  most  exacting 
requirements  of  the  present  time,  and  from  this  standpoint  these 
plants  cannot  be  considered  as  entirely  successful.  These  short- 
comings of  filters  have  been  widely  advertised,  and  as  I  say, 
have  greatly  limited  the  extension  of  a  most  useful  process. 

Pr<^ess  is  often  made  by  a  study  of  failures,  and  I  want  to 
talk  to  you  to-day  about  the  reasons  of  these  failures ;  and  why, 
as  I  believe,  the  fact  that  there  have  been  failures  should  not  be 
^ven  too  much  weight  in  considering  the  application  of  the 
process  to  new  problems. 

The  first  experience  that  I  had  with  filter  failures  was  ten 
years  ago,  when,  under  a  leave  of  absence  from  the  Massa- 
chusetts State  Board  of  Health,  I  was  traveling  in  Europe  and 
examining  the  water  filtration  plants,  which  were  many  times 
more  numerous  and  extensive  than  those  in  the  United  States. 
I  was  requested  to  make  a  particular  study  of  all  the  inferior 
results  which  had  been  obtained  from  filters,  and  of  sickness 
which  had  resulted  from  the  same,  and  to  report  upon  the  matter. 
The  result  of  this  study  showed  most  clearly  that  the  failures 
(which  were  not  very  numerous)  were  due  invariably  to  the  use 
of  badly  designed  or  badly  operated  filters ;  and  it  was  an 
obvious  conclusion  that  the  experience  should  make  us  more 
careful  in  our  designs,  and  more  careful  in  our  operation,  but  it 
failed  to  throw  any  doubt  whatever  as  to  the  results  which  could 
be  secured  under  well  controlled  conditicms. 

In  our  country  the  failures  have  been  more  numerous  and, 
relatively  at  least,  more  disastrous  than  those  in  Europe.  Let  us 
consider  briefly  what  the  causes  of  the  failures  have  been.  They 
can  all  be  divided  into  two  classes,  namely,  those  resulting  from 
defective  construction,  and  those  resulting  from  defective 
operation. 
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made  for  that  purpose  in  advance  of  actual  use.  Such  experi- 
ments have  been  made  in  the  past  by  the  Massachusetts  State 
Board  of  Health  at  the  Lawrence  experiment  station,  by  the 
cities  of  Pittsburg,  Louisville,  Cincinnati  and  New  Orleans,  and 
these  experiments  have  been  among  the  most  important  means 
of  advancing  the  art  of  water  purification. 

In  this  connection  it  might  be  menticmed  that  new  processes 
of  water  purification  are  constantly  being  described.  I  have  not 
exact  statistics,  but  I  think  that  an  estimate  of  one  a  month  is 
conservative. 

It  is  often  difficult  to  know  what  to  think  of  these  new 
processes.  Many  of  them  contain  much  of  good,  and  points 
from  them  here  and  there  can  be  adapted  with  advantage  in 
improving  old  methods,  but  on  the  whole  these  new  processes 
do  not  stand  the  test  of  searching  investigation,  and  the  number 
that  leave  a  permanent  impression  upon  the  art  of  water  purifica- 
tion is  very  small.  When  cities  have  built  filters  founded  on 
entirely  new  processes,  differing  radically  from  the  lines  of 
approved  practice,  as  a  few  cities  in  this  country  have  done,  the 
results  in  some  cases  (I  think  in  nearly  all  cases),  have  been 
complete  failures. 

The  second  class  of  failures  are  those  due  to  defects  in  opera- 
tion. Of  these,  many  come  from  lack  of  proper  attention.  The 
filter  is  put  in  the  hands  of  someone  who  does  not  understand 
it,  or  who  does  not  know  the  importance  of  maintaining  proper 
operation,  and  it  is  neglected  at  some  time,  or  even  habitually, 
and  the  results  fall  off  in  consequence.  Sometimes  the  failure 
in  operation  comes  from  the  desire  to  economize.  This  happens 
most  frequently  in  those  filters  where  chemicals  are  used  as  an 
aid  to  purification  and  where  a  direct  saving  can  be  made  by 
using  amounts  of  coagulant  below  the  amounts  necessary  for 
the  best  efficiency. 

These,  briefly,  are  the  most- important  causes  which  have  led 
to  failures  in  the  operation  of  American  filters,  and  as  you  will 
see,  they  occur  equally  in  the  departments  of  construction  and 
operation. 

I  hope  that  I  have  made  it  clear  to  you  that  these  causes  of 
failure  are  precisely  the  same  as  those  which  cause  failure  in 
any  undertaking,  and  that  they  can  be  eliminated  and  guarded 
against  by  the  same  kind  of  precautions  that  are  necessary  to 


success  in  any  business.  I  take  a  train  at  night,  and  go  to  bed 
in  my  sleeper  with  as  little  anxiety  as  I  would  do  at  home,  I 
know  that  my  safety  and  perhaps  my  life  depend  upon  a  well- 
designed  and  built  locomotive,  and  upon  the  faithfulness  of  the 
engineer  and  fireman  upon  it  I  have  entire  confidence  in  these 
points,  not  because  I  know  anything  about  them  in  detail,  but 
because  I  know  that  the  practice  in  regard  to  them  is  well 
established ;  that  the  railroads  upon  which  I  travel  will  not  use 
appliances  in  an  experimental  way  before  they  have  been  demon- 
strated, and  because  I  know  that  engineers  and  firemen  as  a 
rule  are  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  and  can  safely 
be  depended  upon.  . 

The  risk  of  using  the  water  from  a  filter  plant  should  be  as 
little  as  the  risk  of  traveling  upon  a  train ;  in  fact,  it  should 
be  less,  for  the  opportunities  for  control  and  safeguard  are 
greater ;  and  it  can  be  arranged  so  that  the  chemist  takes 
samples  of  water  from  a  point  entirely  beyond  the  control  of 
those  in  charge  of  the  filters,  and  examines  such  samples  so 
frequently  as  to  enable  him  to  detect  any  failure  to  accomplish 
the  desired  results  from  any  cause  whatever ;  and  we  may  be 
sure  that  the  man  at  the  filters  will  not  put  himself  in  the  way 
of  being  caught  napping  under  such  supervision. 

Experience  demonstrates  that  this  can  be  accomplished.  In 
Europe  there  are  many  filter  plants  c^erated  on  this  basis.  In 
this  coimtry  there  are  few.  From  these  plants  water  of  the 
very  best  quality  is  uninterruptedly  supplied  year  in  and  year 
out  without  a  break,  and  with  as  little  chance  of  failure  as  there 
is  in  the  use  of  almost  any  appliance  in  commcm  use.  The  num- 
ber of  such  plants  is  increasing  ahd  will  increase,  and  as  time 
goes  on,  and  as  the  subject  is  better  understood,  and  is  under- 
stood by  more  people,  the  plants  that  are  insufficient,  and  badly 
designed,  and  inadequate  because  out  of  date,  will  be  gradually 
replaced  by  better  ones ;  and  the  superintendents  and  foremen 
who  are  not  faithful  and  careful  will  be  superseded  by  better 
educated  and  more  careful  men,  until  they  can  be  depended 
upon  as  fully  as  are  the  engineers  upon  the  locomotives  of  our 
trains. 

I  want  to  emphasize  to  you  to-day,  gentlemen,  that  what  is 
needed  in  water  purification  plants  is  not  so  much  new  processes 
and  better  processes  as  mcwe  careful  and  intelligent  and  faithful 
application  of  the  processes  that  we  now  have. 


Tlie  efficiency  of  iiltration  is  well  illustrated  by  the  history 
of  the  water  supplies  of  Paris  and  its  suburbs  in  the  last  two 
decades.  Paris  has  long  had  a  supply  of  spring  water,  brought 
through  aqueducts  from  distant  sources — aqueducts  comparable 
in  their  size  and  cost  to  those  wonderful  aqueducts  which  sup- 
plied ancient  Rome.  The  quality  of  this  spring  water  was 
regarded  to  be  the  very  best.  The  unfortunate  feature  of  the 
situation  was  that  there  was  not  enough  spring  water  for  all, 
and  it  was  necessary  to  supplement  the  supply  at  times  by  pump- 
ing river  water  into  the  pipes.  Typhoid  fever  was  prevalent 
in  Paris  and  was  believed  to  be  due  to  this  mixture  of  river 
water. 

In  1893  Paris  completed  a  new  aqueduct,  bringing  in  some 
entirely  new  springs  of  large  capacity,  and  for  the  first  time  in 
a  good  many  years  there  was  enough  spring  water,  and  it  was 
no  longer  necessary  to  pump  river  water  into  the  pipes  for 
domestic  use.  After  this  the  typhoid  fever  rate  in  Paris  de- 
creased very  rapidly.  When  Paris  grew  beycmd  its  bounds,  and 
suburbs  develtqied  with  a  peculation  of  several  hundred  thousand, 
these  suburbs  were  not  annexed  because  there  was  not  enough 
spring  water  to  go  round ;  and  Paris  was  unwilling  to  divide 
with  them.  These  suburbs  were  entirely  unable  to  secure  a 
supply  of  spring  water  of  their  own.  The  next  best  thing 
available  to  them  was  to  use  the  river  water  with  filtration,  and 
filters  were  established  at  several  points  by  the  company  supply- 
ing them ;  and  these  filters  were  put  in  operation  at  about  the 
same  time  that  Paris  secured  sufficient  spring  water. 

There  were  then  these  two  bodies  of  population :  Paris,  the 
inner  city,  supplied  entirely  with  spring  water,  and  the  ring 
of  suburbs  outside  supplied  with  filtered  river  water ;  and  it  was 
soon  noticed  that  typhoid  fever  was  much  less  prevalent  in  the 
suburbs  than  it  was  in  the  city.  Thus  when  the  two  kinds  of 
supply  were  put  to  the  ultimate  test,  the  filtered  river  waters 
proved  better  than  the  spring  water.  For  the  last  few  years  a 
commission  composed  of  many  of  the  leading  scientists  and 
engineers  of  Paris  has  been  considering  this  question,  and  it  has 
found  pollutions  entering  the  springs  so  numerous  and  so  great 
as  to  amply  explain  the  higher  death-rate  among  the  users  of 
this  water.  It  has  been  possible  to  shut  off  some  of  these  sources 
of  pollution,  and  some  of  the  springs  have  been  excluded  and 


filters  have  been  built  to  make  up  the  deficiency  with  filtered 
river  water,  and  the  conditions  are  thus  improved,  but  the  matter 
of  entirely  correcting  them  is  difiicult.  It  has  been  proposed 
to  filter  the  spring  water  supplies,  and  other  and  new  sources 
are  under  consideration,  but  no  decision  has  been  reached  as  yet. 
I  want  to  say  a  word  to  you  in  regard  to  the  general  aspect 
of  filtraticm  and  the  possible  develc^ments  in  the  future.  It  is 
possible  to  purify  the  waters  of  sewage  polluted  rivers,  like  the 
Merrimac,  the  Connecticut,  and  the  Hudson,  so  as  to  make  them 
as  pure  or  purer  than  the  best  upland  waters  without  purification, 
but  it  is  often  questioned  if  the  pollution  of  these  rivers  will  not, 
after  a  little,  reach  such  a  point  that  they  can  be  no  longer 
successfully  purified.  The  answer  to  this  question  is  very  clear 
to  me.  I  can  illustrate  it  best  by  referring  to  our  old  "Tank  2," 
as  we  called  oae  of  the  experimental  filters  at  Lawrence,  This 
filter  was  put  in  service  sixteen  years  ago,  and  I  believe  is  still 
in  use  to-day.  It  is  of  very  fine  sand,  and  it  received  sewage 
taken  from  cme  of  the  city  sewers.  This  sewage  was  many  times 
more  impure  than  any  river  water  in  use  to-day  or  will  become 
for  a  generation.  The  sewi^  was  applied  at  a  low  rate,  and 
the  effluent  came  out  practically  pure  and  sparkling,  as  attrac- 
tive in  appearance,  and  actually  purer  than  most  of  the  well 
waters  in  use  in  the  city.  It  had  the  taste  and  appearance  of  a 
good  drinking  water.  It  was  free  from  bacteria  to  the  extent 
of  being  almost  sterile.  I  used  to  drink  this  filtered  sewage, 
and  so  did  many  other  people ; .  and,  at  the  time,  it  was  safer 
to  drink  it  than  to  drink  the  city  water. 

To  apply  the  process  that  was  used  in  Tank  2  to  the  purifica- 
tion of  a  city  water  supply  would  represent  an  expense  at  least 
several  times  as  great  as  the  expense  of  amducting  filtration  as 
it  is  commonly  done  to-day,  but  it  serves  to  illustrate  the  point 
that  the  amount  of  purification  obtained  is  not  a  fixed  quantity, 
but  is  subject  to  control.  If  the  necessity  arises  for  a  much  more 
ctmiplete  purification,  it  can  be  accomplished,  but  some  additional 
expense  will  be  required  to  secure  it. 

At  the  present  time  there  seems  to  be  a  sort  of  arbitrary 
standard  in  the  methods  of  water  purification.  That  is  to  say, 
thethods  are  extensively  used  which  make  the  cost  of  purifying 
a  million  gallons  of  water,  including  interest  and  sinking  fund 
charges,  somewhere  in  the  neighborhood  of  $iO,  and  which  are 
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sufficient  to  remove  99  or  ggyi  per  cent,  of  the  bacteria  of  the 
applied  water.  This  may  fairly  be  called  the  best  practice 
to-day.  A  purification  like  this  serves  to  furnish  a  water  from 
the  Merrimac,  or  from  the  Hudson,  in  every  respect  as  good, 
and  perhaps  better,  than  is  obtained  from  the  best  upland  sources. 

It  would  be  difficult  to  produce  sufficient  reasons,  and  to  back 
them  up,  to  induce  a  water  board  or  city  council  to  authorize 
the  necessary  expenditure  to  produce  a  much  more  complete 
purification  than  this,  but  it  is  important  to  keep  this  matter  in 
sight,  and  to  note  that,  if  the  pollution  of  our  rivers  increases, 
the  purification  can  be  made  to  keep-pace  with  this  increase,  and 
it  will  be  possible  to  obtain  water  of  the  best  quality,  even  though 
conditions  become  far  less  favorable  than  they  are  to-day. 

The  triumphs  in  the  past  have  been  great.  The  typhoid  fever 
death-rates  in  a  number  of  cities  have  been  reduced  by  the  instal- 
lation of  filters  by  70  or  80  per  cent,  or  more.  The  general 
death-rates  have  also  been  reduced  by  amounts  which  correspond 
to  much  more  than  the  reduction  in  the  typhoid  fever  rates. 
Perhaps  the  achievements  of  the  future  in  this  respect  will  not 
be  more  striking  than  those  in  the  past,  but  this  certainly  is 
true,  that  with  the  gradual  rising  of  the  standards  of  the  quality 
of  water  supplies,  and  with  the  growth  of  a  desire  for  cleaner 
and  purer  water,  the  art  of  water  purification  will  advance  and 
its  application  will  be  constantly  extended,  with  the  greatest 
benefit  to  the  people  of  our  cities. 
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THE   PUBLIC   FILTRATION   OF   WATER    SUPPLIES 
FROM   THE   STANDPOINT   OF  THE  CHEMIST.

In  discussing  the  question  of  the  filtration  of  public  water  sup- 
plies from  the  standpoint  of  the  chemist,  there  are  two  features 
to  whichattention  may  be  given ;  the  chemist's  functions  in  con- 
trolling the  operation  of  the  filters;  and  the  chemical  changes 
involved  in  the  process  of  filtration.  The  importance  of  expert 
supervision  of  filter  plants  and  the  control  of  their  operation 
according  to  the  results  of  frequent  chemical  and  bacteriological 
analyses  cannot  be  over-estimated.  Indeed  there  is  no  other 
way  to  secure  the  full  capacity  and  efficiency  of  a  filter  plant 
than  by  such  supervision.  In  the  few  minutes  allowed  to  this 
subject,  attention  will  be  confined  to  the  changes  occurring  in 
the  filters. 

Although  there  are  several  methods  of  water  purification  of 
more  or  less  limited  application,  there  are  but  two  methods  in 
general  use  for  the  purification  of  public  water  supplies  on  a 
large  scale.  These  are,  the  continuous  downward  filtration 
through  sand,  or  the  so-called  English  sand  filtration,  and  the 
mechanical  filtration,  or  the  American  system.  As  preliminary 
to  a  consideration  of  these  two  processes,  let  us  briefly  consider 
what  happens  in  nature  when  a  surface  water  is  converted  into 
a  ground  water,  which  process  may  be  described  as  the  natural 
filtration. 

A  surface  water  is  more  or  less  turbid,  more  or  less  colored, 
and  contains  some  organic  matter  in  solution,  and  generally 
small  amounts  of  mineral  matter.  A  ground  water,  as  typified 
by  a  good  spring  water,  is  clear,  colorless,  contains  little  or  no 
organic  matter  and  more  or  less  mineral  matter.  The  change 
from  the  one  to  the  other  has  occurred  as  the  water  has  filtered 
through  the  ground  and  is  due  in  part  to  mechanical,  and  in 
part  to  chemical  processes.  The  removal  of  the  turbidity  may 
be  ascribed  to  mechanical  changes.  The  removal  of  the  color  is 
due  in  part  to  a  peculiar  action  of  the  soil  which  is  similar  in 
character  to  that  produced  by  filtering  through  animal  charcoal, 
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and  partly  to  a  chemical  process  of  oxidation.  The  removal  of 
the  organic  matter  is  to  be  accounted  for  in  the  same  way.  The 
change  of  most  interest  is  that  due  to  the  oxidation  of  the 
organic  matter.  The  vital  point  to  understand  in  this  connec- 
tion is  that  the  process  is  due  to  biological  forces,  and  is  not  a 
simple  oxidaticm  due  to  the  oxygen  of  the  air.  This  has  been 
abundantly  shown  experimentally  by  agitating  water  containing 
organic  matter  with  air,  with  practically  negative  results  as  far 
as  oxidation  was  concerned,  and  by  the  fact  that  the  change  does 
not  take  place  in  sterilized  soil.  The  change  is  due  to  the 
activities  of  various  forms  of  bacteria,  of  which  the  so-called 
nitrifying  forms  are  the  most  important.  These  bacteria  occur 
naturally  in  the  soil,  particularly  in  the  upper  layers,  and  will 
increase  abundantly  when  supplied  with  a  sufficient  amount  of 
nutriment  and  air.  That  the  destruction  of  the  organic  matter 
is  due  to  an  oxidation  is  shown  by  the  conversion  of  its  nitrogen 
into  nitrates. 

The  English  system  of  filtration  is  an  imitation  of  the  natural 
process,  in  which  the  uncertainties  of  natural  filtration  are  over- 
come by  the  careful  preparation  of  the  filtering  medium,  and 
the  application  of  the  water  to  it  at  a  suitable  rate.  The  filter 
consists  of  a  body  of  three  or  four  feet  of  carefully  prepared 
sand  of  as  imiform  texture  as  possible,  lying  on  a  shallow  layer 
of  gravel,  and  provided  with  undergrains  for  removing  the 
filtered  water.  The  rate  at  which  water  is  passed  through  a 
sand  filter  depends  chiefly  upon  the  character  of  water,  but  in 
general  is  from  two  to  four  million  gallons  per  acre  in  twenty- 
four  hours;  a  rate  which  is  very  rapid  as  compared  with  the 
natural  filtration.  The  chemical  changes  taking  place  in  the 
filter  are  similar  to  those  taking  place  in  the  natural  filtration. 
and  are  due  to  growths  of  bacteria  throughout  the  body  of  sand, 
but  more  particularly  in  the  upper  layers.  Owing  to  the  rapid- 
ity of  the  filtration,  however,  the  oxidation  is  not  as  complete 
as  it  may  be  in  the  natural  filtration,  the  filtered  water  always 
containing  a  considerable  portion  of  the  organic  matter  which 
was  in  the  unfiltered  water.  The  chief  object  sought  in  the 
filtration  of  water  is  lo  remove  the  suspended  matter,  the  removal 
of  the  dissolved  organic  matter  being  only  incidental  and  not 
essential,  as  the  amount  of  such  material  occurring  in  surface 
waters  is  usually  of  little  sanitary  importance.     The  removal 
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of  the  suspended  matter  of  course  includes  the  removal  of  the 
bacterid.  If  a  turbid  surface  water  is  passed  through  a  body 
of  sand,  comparatively  little  of  the  finer  particles  will  be  removed 
at  first,  but  as  the  process  goes  on  the  bacteria  increase  in  num- 
ber covering  the  particles  of  sand  with  a  jelly-like  growth,  and 
it  is  this  jelly-like  growth  upon  which  the  efficiency  of  the  filter 
depends.  The  finer  particles  become  entangled  in  this  growth 
and  are  retained,  the  bacteria  being  killed  and  actually  consumed 
together  with  other  organic  particles  by  the  growing  bacteria 
of  the  filter.  '  The  removal  of  bacteria  from  water  in  a  sand 
filter  is,  therefore,  at  first  mechanical  in  character  and  due  to 
the  gelatinous  growths  of  bacteria,  but  their  subsequent  destruc- 
tion is  due  to  the  biological  activities  of  the  filter  t>acteria,  and 
is,  of  course,  oxidizing  in  its  nature.  If  the  filtration  be  very 
slow,  color,  odor,  and  organic  matter  may  be  also  largely 
removed  with  a  marked  increase  of  nitrates,  but  at  the  ordinary 
rate  of  filtration  these  changes  are  not  nearly  complete. 

In  the  American  system  of  filtration  the  water  is  passed 
through  a  comparatively  small  body  of  sand,  or  other  similar 
filtering  material,  at  a  rate  very  much  higher  than  is  employed 
in  the  English  filter,  approximately  thirty  times  as  high.  In 
this  form  of  filter  there  is  no  dependence  on  biological  forces, 
the  action  being  purely  mechanical,  that  of  a  strainer.  As  in 
the  English  filter  the  removal  of  suspended  matter  would  be 
unsatisfactory  were  it  not  for  the  gelatinous  growths  of  bac- 
teria, so  in  the  mechanical  filter  the  process  would  not  be  suc- 
cessful if  a  substitute  for  the  bacterial  jelly  was  not  employed. 
An  essential  feature  of  the  process  consists  in  the  employment 
of  some  form  of  coagulating  agent.  Any  substance  which  will 
produce  a  gelatinous  precipitate  which  will  entangle  the  bacteria 
and  retain  them  in  the  sand  layer  may  be  used,  such  as  salts  of 
iron  or  aluminium.  The  salt  generally  used  is  one  of  the  sul- 
phates of  aluminium.  The  alum  is  added  in  solution  to  the 
water  a  short  time  before  it  reaches  the  filter,  and  reacting 
with  the  alkali  in  the  water,  usually  calcium  carbonate,  pro- 
duces a  gelatinous  precipitate  of  aluminium  hydroxide.  The 
reaction  with  aluminium  sulphate  is  as  follows: 

3CaCO,-|-AU(S04)i-h3H,0=3CaS04-+-2Al(OH),-+-3C08. 

The  amount  of  coagulant  required  depends  upon  the  character 
of  the  water,  but  when  it  is  properly  adjusted  the  result  is  most 
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satisfactory.  If  the  amount  is  properly  adjusted,  there  need  be 
no  apprehension  that  the  filtered  water  will  contain  alum;  as  the 
reaction  is  complete  and  the  alum  is  entirely  decomposed.  The 
amount  of  alum  required  is  usually  one  grain,  or  more,  per 
gallon. 

As  will  be  seen  by  the  chemical  equation  there  is  a  diminution 
in  the  alkalinity  of  the  water,  due  to  the  destruction  of  calcium 
carbonate,  and  an  increase  in  the  calcium  sulphate.  The  per- 
manent hardness  of  the  water  is,  therefore,  increased  in  propor- 
tion to  the  amount  of  alum  used.  The  aluminiiim  hydroxide 
besides  acting  as  a  mechanical  aid  in  removing  the  bacteria,  and 
other  suspended  matter,  removes  color  and  dissolved  organic 
matter,  its  action  in  this  respect  being  similar  to  that  which 
leads  to  its  employment  as  a  mordant  in  dyeing. 

In  the  English  filter  the  organic  particles  retained  in  the  filter 
are  destroyed  by  the  activities  of  the  filter  bacteria.  It  is 
necessary  to  scrape  off  the  surface  of  the  filter  from  time  to  time 
as  it  becomes  clogged  with  silt,  and  to  replace  it  with  fresh 
sand,  but  the  great  mass  of  the  filter  is  not  disturbed.  In  the 
mechanical  filter  the  material  is  retained  and  must  be  frequently 
removed  by  washing  the  sand.  This  is  accomplished  by  var- 
ious mechanical  devices  by  which  the  water  is  passed  through 
the  filter  in  the  reverse  direction  under  pressure. 

Experience  shows  that  the  bacterial  efficiency  of  these  two 
forms  of  filters  is  equally  good,  though  the  mechanical  filter 
requires  rather  closer  supervision.  Which  form  of  filter  should 
be  used,  therefore,  depends  upon  other  factors,  such  as  the 
peculiarity  of  the  water  and  the  cost.  The  mechanical  filter  has 
special  advantages  because  of  the  use  of  the  coagulant  in  purify- 
ing highly  colored  waters,  such  as  comes  from  swampy  regions, 
and  waters  containing  finely  divided  clay,  such  as  occurs  in  our 
large  rivers  of  the  south  and  west. 
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A  LEGAL  CONSIDERATION  OF  QUARANTINE.* 

The  term  "quarantine"  was  originally  used  to  denote  the  forty 
days  during  which  a  ship  arriving  in  port  and  known  or  sus- 
pected to  be  infected  with  a  malignant  or  contagious  disease  was 
not  allowed  to  land  its  passengers,  freight  or  crew,  for  fear  of 
communicating  such  disease.  Am.  Eng.  Enc.  Law,  Vol.  23,  2d 
Ed.,  535. 

The  word  means  a  space  of  forty  days  and  has  come  to  be 
used  to  denote  the  condition  of  infected  ship  or  person  under 
detention.  The  first  instance  of  any  regulation  for  the  isolation, 
detention  and  purification  of  a  person  having  an  infectious  or 
contagious  disease,  is  to  be  found  in  the  laws  prescribed  by  Moses 
for  the  government  of  the  Israelites  (Lev.  xiii)  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  leprosy.  Long  afterward,  when  the  Crusaders  occupied 
Jerusalem,  they  established  outside  the  city  an  isolated  place  for 
the  treatment  of  contagious  diseases,  called  the  hospital  of  St. 
Lazarus.     From  this  word  "lazaretto"  gets  its  meaning. 

The  adoption  of  the  term  quarantine  seems  to  date  from  the 
end  of  the  thirteenth  or  the  beginning  of  the  fourteenth  century, 
when  leprosy  prevailed  in  Italy  and  France.  It  is  claimed  that 
the  first  quarantine  regulation  originated  at  Reggio  in  Italy 
and  is  dated  January  17,  1374,  although  the  authorities  of 
Florence  are  said  to  have  used  occasional  precautions  as  early 
as  1348,  and  the  Emperors  of  the  East  had  prescribed  measures 
against  those  who  arrived  from  places  where  plague  prevailed, 
and  it  was  at  that  time  that  the  space  of  forty  days  was  fixed 
to  observe  them.  The  first  quarantine  regulation,  founded  upon 
superstition  and  prejudice,  rather  than  on  reason  and  science, 
were  most  cruel  and  inhuman.  At  Reggio  every  plague  patient 
was  required  to  be  taken  out  of  the  city  into  the  field,  there  to 
die  or  to  recover.  Their  attendants  were  forbidden  td  associate 
with  any  c«ie  for  ten  days.  A  little  later  the  admission  of 
people  from  infected  places  was  prohibited  on  pain  of  death. 
The  first  well  defined  legal  code  of  regulations  was  established 
about  the  middle  of  the  fifteenth  century,  when  the  commerce  of 
Venice  was  at  its  highest  point.  In  1448  the  Venetian  Senate 
enacted  a  system  known  as  the  laws  of  quarantine.     These  laws

required  all  ships  and  persons  arrivtnif  Irom  suspected  places  to 
undergo  a  term  of  probation  before  entering  port  and  dischaig* 
ing  their  cargoes.  Likewise  the  sick  of  the  city  and  their 
families  were  sent  to  a  place  of  detention  and  iscJation.  At  a 
later  period  the  republic  of  Venice  established  the  first  board  of 
health ;  they  were  called  the  Council  of  Health  and  were  to 
investigate  the  best  means  for  preserving  health  and  preventing 
the  introduction  of  diseases  from  abroad.  The  people  then,  as 
now,  were  probably  not  entirely  in  sympathy  with  the  aims  and 
work  of  this  Council  and  resented  interference,  so  that  the  efforts 
of  the  Council  were  not  altf^ether  successful.  In  1504  the 
Council  was  invested  with  the  power  of  life  and  death  over  those 
who  violated  the  regulations  for  health,  and  there  was  no  appeal 
from  their  sentence. 

Although  there  have  been  from  a  very  early  period  certain  pre- 
ventive regulations  in  England,  the  first  system  of  quarantine 
regulations  was  put  into  operation  there  in  1710. 

In  this  country  the  first  quarantine  law  enacted  was  in 
Pennsylvania  in  1700,  after  the  yellow  fever  epidemic  in  Phila- 
delphia in  1699.  A  penalty  of  £roo  was  imposed  for  every 
unhealthy  vessel  that  landed. 

In  1701  Massachusetts  enacted  a  health  law,  partly  quarantine. 

And  so  as  time  has  passed,  as  people  have  multiplied,  and 
intercourse,  stimulated  by  improved  means  of  travel,  has  greatly 
increased,  and  with  it  the  danger  of  spreading  contagion  has  also 
increased,  the  different  states  and  countries  have  from  time  to 
time  established  new  laws,  and  modified  the  old  laws  designed 
to  protect  their  own  subjects  frcHU  the  ravages  of  disease.  Not 
only  so :  similar  laws  have  been  enacted  so  that  one  community 
may  protect  itself  from  the  contagion  existing  in  a  neighboring- 
community,  and  the  inhabitants  of  a  community  may  be  pro- 
tected from  contagion  in  <Mie  of  its  own  families. 

The  modem  definiticMi  of  the  term  quarantine  is,  therefore, 
the  interdiction  for  a  fixed  period  varying  accwding  to  the 
exigencies  of  the  case,  of  all  intercourse  by  certain  persons,  sus- 
pected or  known  to  be  infected  with  some  contagious  disease, 
with  other  persons  not  so  infected,  in  order  to  prevent  the  spread 
of  the  disease. 

In  this  country  the  power  to  enact  laws  few  the  establishment 
of  quarantine  belongs  to  the  several  states  in  the  exercise  of 
their  power.     These  laws,  carrying  penalties  for  their  vidatioo. 
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and  even  affecting  commerce  in  transit,  have  been,  in  a  large 
number  of  cases,  held  to  be  constitutional.  The  federal  statutes, 
enacted  in  1799,  enjoined  upon  customs,  revenues  and  other 
officers  of  the  United  States  the  observance  of  state  quarantine 
and  health  regulations  and  statutes. 

In  Connecticut  the  necessity  for  some  broad  power  in  this 
direction  was  early  recognized. 

In  the  tenth  year  of  the  reign  of  Queen  Anne,  the  General 
Court  or  Assembly  of  Her  Majesty's  colony  of  Connecticut  in 
New  England,  begun  and  held  at  Hartford  upon  Thursday,  the 
tenth  day  of  May,  1711,  and  continued  by  adjournment  to  the 
thirty-first  day  of  the  same  month,  passed  the  following : 

An  Act  providing  in  case  of  sickness. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governour,  Council  and  Representatives 
in  General  Court  Assembled,  and  by  Authority  of  the  same,  That 
for  the  better  preventing  the  Spread  of  Infection  when  it  shall 
happen  any  person  or  persons,  coming  from  Abroad,  or  Belong- 
ing to  any  town  or  place  within  this  Colony,  to  be  Visited,  or 
that  late  before  have  been  Visited  with  the  Small  Pox,  or  other 
Contagious  Sickness,  the  infection  whereof  may  probably  be 
communicated  to  others ;  the  Selectmen  of  such  Town  be,  and 
hereby  are  Impowered  to  take  care,  and  make  Effectual  Pro- 
vision, in  the  best  manner  they  can,  for  the  preservation  of  the 
inhabitants,  by  removing  and  placing  such  Sick  or  Infected 
person,  to  and  in  a  separate  House  or  Houses,  and  by  Providing 
Nurses,  Tendance  and  other  Assistance  and  Necessaries  for  them 
at  the  charge  of  the  Parties  themselves,  their  Parents  or  Masters 
(if  able)  or  otherwise  at  the  Charge  of  the  Town  or  Place 
where  they  belong. 

A  second  and  third  sections  provide  for  paying  the  cost  of 
such  action,  and  collecting  from  the  town  where  the  patient 
belongs  and,  if  he  belongs  to  no  town,  then  from  the  public 
treasury  of  the  Colony. 

A  fourth  section  provides  for  impressing  nurses  and  taking 
convenient  housing,  lodging,  etc.,  in  the  name  of  the  Queen. 

A  fifth  section  regulates  the  quarantine  of  vessels,  and  a  sixth 
section  provides  a  penalty  not  exceeding  five  pounds,  to  be  fixed 
by  the  county  court,  for  the  violation  of  any  provision  of  the 
Act. 

Evidently  there  was  not  a  cheerful  compliance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Act,  because,  in  1728,  an  additional  Act  was 


passed  providing  among  other  things  that  any  perscm  or  persons 
impressed  as  tender,  neglecting  or  refusing  to  attend  said  ser- 
vice shall  be  committed  to  the  common  jail,  "there  to  remain 
at  his,  her,  or  their  Charge  till  they  will  better  conform  them- 
selves or  the  occasion  of  impressing  shall  be  over." 

This  Statute  of  1711  has  come  down  to  us,  with  the  changes 
suggested  by  the  experience  and  wisdom  of  successive  law- 
makers, nntil  we  have  the  essence  of  it  in  Sec.  2549  of  the 
General  Statutes, 

The  laws  of  Connecticut  relating  to  this  subject  may  be 
divided  into  two  main  classes:  r.  Those  designed  to  prevent 
the  bringing  in  of  contagious  diseases,  by  means  of  waterways, 
which  for  convenience  we  may  denominate  maritime  quarantine, 
and  2d,  those  designed  to  prevent  the  spread  of  contagious 
diseases  upon  the  land,  through  and  in  the  several  cutim unities, 
which  for  convenience  may  be  denominated  domestic  quarantine. 

The  law  of  171 1,  as  has  been  stated,  included  a  provision  for 
holding  a  vessel  away  from  communicating  with  the  shore,  when 
it  had  contagion  aboard,  and  the  statutes  of  the  present  day  are 
no  less  strict  and  prohibitive.  They  impose  upon  the  several 
health  officers  along  our  coast,  including  navigable  streams, 
important  duties.  XJpon  them  devolves  the  duty  of  not  only 
protecting  the  lives  and  health  of  the  pet^le  within  their  own 
territorial  jurisdiction,  but  also  the  lives  and  health  of  the  people 
of  the  inland  towns,  the  health  of  the  state.  They  stand  as 
coast  guards  to  repel  any  invasion  by  contagion  by  way  of 
navigable  waters, 

I .  Briefly,  the  statutes  regulating  maritime  quarantine  are.  Sec.  . 
2536:  (a)  Health  officers  shall  designate  a  place  within  their 
jurisdiction  where  vessels  shall  perform  quarantine,  (b)  Ves- 
sels which  are  required  to  anchor  in  such  designated  place  are : 
First,  those  coming  from  any  foreign  port  or  place.  ( Porto 
Rico  was  a  foreign  country  when  this  statute  was  enacted.) 
Second,  those  coming  from  any  port  or  place  in  the  United 
States,  south  of  the  Capes  of  Delaware  Bay  or  in  the  British 
possessions,  between  June  ist  and  November  1st;  (c)  The  duty 
is  placed  upon  the  master  of  the  vessel  and  he  is  required  to 
signal  for  the  health  officer,  or  if  necessary,  to  send  a  man  ashore 
to  notify  him  of  the  arrival  of  the  vessel,  who  shall  forthwith 
return  on  board;  (d)  Exception  is  made  of  vessels  which  have 
entered  any  place  north  of  said  Capes,  and  which  carry  a  clean 
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bill  of  health,  but  a  certified  copy  of  said  clean  bill  shall  be  filec 
with  the  health  officer  of  the  port. 

Sec.  2537.  Gives  health  officer  authority  to  order  into  quaran- 
tine any  vessel  arriving  from  any  port  or  place  in  the  United 
States  north  of  said  Capes  of  Delaware  Bay;  the. duty  is  here 
placed  upon  the  health  officer. 

Sec.  2538.     Applies  to  New  Haven  Harbor. 
Sec.  2539.     Requires  the  health  officer  to  visit  a  vessel  without 
delay  on  notice,  who  may  give  a  certificate  of  health  discharging 
it  from  quarantine,  or  cause  it  to  perform  quarantine,  as  the 
circumstances  mav  dictate. 

Sec.  2541.  Prohibits  master  of  vessel  liable  to  perform 
quarantine  from  fraudulently  attempting  to  elude  the  same  by 
false  declarations,  or  to  land  any  person  or  thing  from  his  vessel, 
except  as  above  provided,  or  to  suffer  any  person  to  board  his 
vessel  until  it  shall  have  been  visited  by  the  health  officer. 

Sec.  2542.  Every  vessel,  without  regard  to  the  port  from 
which  it  comes,  having  sickness  on  board,  shall  be  subject  to 
quarantine.  This  probably  means  that  the  master  shall  notify 
the  health  officer.  Also  a  penalty  of  $ioo  and  three  months' 
imprisonment,  or  both,  is  fixed  for  every  master  of  a  tugboat 
who  shall  violate  or  assist  any  other  persc«i  to  violate  the  quaran- 
tine regulations  of  the  port. 

Sec.  2543.  Prescribes  method  of  treatment  of  vessel,  passen- 
gers and  cargo,  of  vessel  needing  to  be  cleansed  or  purified.  A 
white  flag  at  the  head  of  the  main  mast  is  the  signal  prescribed 
for  such  vessels  and  the  health  officer  shall  direct  its  use. 

Sec.  2552.  Penalty  for  violaticm  of  any  forgoing  provisions, 
except  where  specific  penalty  is  named,  a  fine  of  $500,  and 
imprisonment  six  months,  or  both. 

It  will  be  observed  that  this  avenue  of  possible  infection  is 
stringently  guarded.  Also  that  the  protection  is  against  disease 
coming  in,  and  has  no  regard  to  disease  originating  or  existing 
within  the  port,  going  out  by  way  of  navigable  waters. 

With  regard  to  the  second  class  or  the  laws  relating  to 
domestic  quarantine,  they  are  few  and  broad,  but  none  the  less 
stringent  and  important. 

Sec.  2549.  Any  town,  city  or  borough  health  officer,  or  the 
board  of  health  of  a  city  or  borough,  may  order  any  person 
whom  they  have  reasonable  grounds  to  believe  to  be  infected 
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invdced.  These  are  matters  for  the  physician  in  charge. 
Quarantine  is  practically  a  temporary  incarceration  of  persons 
immediately  involved.  It  is  a  more  or  less  drastic  measure  to 
be  employed  under  conditions  which  are  a  dangerous  menace  to 
the  lives  and  health  of  all  the  people.  It  has  its  authority  from 
the  law  of  the  state  and  the  health  officer  is  the  agent  of  the 
law  charged  with  enforcing  it.  The  power  conferred  is  very 
great  and  should  be  exercised  fairly  and  judiciously.  At  the 
same  time  the  responsibility  is  correspondingly  great  and  should 
be  met  fearlessly. 

The  matter  is  within  the  discretion  of  the  health  official,  and 
he  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  doing  the  proper  thing 
and  doing  it  effectually. 

The  order  should  be  specific,  but  not  necessarily  in  great 
detail. 

In  the  exercise  of  the  discretion  conferred,  the  health  officer 
will  meet  peculiar  conditions  and  circumstances.  A  fair  and 
uniform  application  of  the  necessarily  rigorous  treatment  of  such 
cases  should  always  be  adopted.  In  no  other  way  can  the  health 
officer  command  the  respect  and  obedience  of  his  community. 
In  all  cases  when  it  may  be  safely  done,  the  confinement  of  the 
bread-winner  of  the  house  should  be  avoided.  In  a  paper  of 
this  sort,  it  is  not  practicable  to  discuss  any  or  all  of  the  many 
situations  which  may  present  themselves.  If,  however,  it 
becomes  necessary  to  confine  an  entire  family,  one  of  the  first 
things  to  be  considered  is  their  sustenance.  If  the  family  be 
able  to  provide  for  themselves,  then  the  health  officer  or  some 
one  under  his  direction  may  g^ve  orders  for  provisions  to  be 
supplied  on  their  account.  If,  however,  as  is  frequently  the 
case,  the  family  be  unable  to  provide  for  itself,  then  a  selectman 
or  other  similar  officer  should  be  notified.  It  is  primarily  his 
duty  to  care  for  such  cases.  If  he  neglects  or  refuses  after 
such  notice,  then  the  health  official  should  see  to  it  and  the 
municipality  will  be  liable. 

As  to  the  quarantine  or  yellow  card.  It  should  never  be 
confounded  with  the  warning  or  white  card.  The  latter  is 
simply  a  notice  to  the  public  of  the  existence  of  a  contagious 
disease,  to  enable  any  person  to  avoid  the  danger.  The  former 
is  a  specific  order  prohibiting  all  persons  from  entering  or 
leaving  the  quarantined  premises.     It  is  customary  to  place  this 
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card  upon  the  outside  of  entrances  to  the  building  or  place. 
This  is  notice  to  the  outside  world.  It  would  seem  to  be  equally 
important  and  at  least  safer  to  place  it  on  the  inside  of  all  exits, 
in  order  that  those  on  the  inside  should  have  undoubted  notice. 

If  in  any  respect  Section  2549  of  the  law  fails  to  afford  ade- 
quate powers.  Section  2521  may  be  relied  upon,  as  it  provides  that 
town  health  officers  "shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers 
necessary  and  proper  for  preserving  the  public  health  and  pre- 
venting the  spread  of  disease." 

It  is  in  addition  specifically  provided  (Sec.  2545)  that  a  health 
official  may  interdict  communication  between  the  people  in  his 
territorial  jurisdiction  and  any  town  or  place  in  which  a  coa- 
tagious  or  malignant  disease  is  prevalent.  This  statute  appears 
to  date  from  about  1850,  and  savors  somewhat  of  shotgun 
quarantine.  In  those  days  it  was  customary,  and  indeed  was 
thought  necessary,  to  fence  off  the  highway  and  keep  pec^le  as 
far  away  as  possible.  In  the  present  day,  if  every  health  officer 
is  alert  and  equal  to  the  situation  in  his  own  jurisdiction,  the 
necessity  for  invoking  this  statute  will  not  be  likely  to  appear. 

The  question  of  the  manner  of  enforcing  an  order  of  the 
health  official  is  an  important  one.  Authority  to  make  orders, 
however  broad,  is  useless  unless  obedience  to  the  orders  may 
be  secured.     It  is  provided  in  Section  2547 : 

"When  any  person  shall  refuse  to  obey  a  legal  order  given  by 
a  health  officer,  health  committee,  or  board  of  health,  or  shall 
endeavor  to  prevent  it  from  being  carried  into  effect,  a  justice 
of  the  peace  may  issue  his  warrant  to  a  proper  officer,  or  to  an 
indifferent  person,  therein  stating  such  order  and  requiring  him 
to  carry  it  into  effect,  and  such  c^cer  or  indifferent  person  shall 
execute  the  same." 

A  health  officer  may  only  act  within  the  province  of  the 
authority  conferred  upon  him  by  the  law.  Whenever  some- 
thing must  be  done  which  is  without  such  province,  recourse 
must  be  had  to  an  official  who  has  by  law  the  necessary  author- 
ity. The  object  of  this  section  must  be  distinguished  from  that 
of  Sec.  2552.  In  the  latter  a  penalty  is  provided  for  the  viola- 
tion of  any  legal  order  of  the  health  officer.  It  simply  punishes 
the  offender  for  his  correction  and  as  an  example  to  the  public, 
but  the  specific  thing  ordered  is  not  performed.  The  object  of 
Sec.  2547  is  to  secure  the  performance,  and  so  at  the  earliest 
point  of  time  abate  the  nuisance  and  remove  the  danger.

As  showing  the  result  where  an  officer  undertakes  to  act 
outside  the  authority  of  the  law  or  in  a  manner  contrary  to  the 
provisions  of  the  law,  the  case  of  Beckwith,  et  al.  vs.  Sturtevant, 
42  Conn.,  162,  is  in  point.  The  defendant  seized  a  vacant  house 
belonging  to  the  plaintiffs,  broke  in  and  put  into  it  a  family, 
one  of  whom  was  sick  with  small  pox.  During  such  occupancy 
the  house  was  destroyed  by  fire,  and  suit  was  brought  to  recover 
its  value.  The  defendant  claimed  to  be  acting  under  the  direc- 
tion of  a  selectman,  who  was  also  president  of  the  board  of 
health  of  the  town.  The  jury  gave  judgment  against  him  for 
$480  and  costs. 

Upon  appeal,  the  Supreme  Court  affirmed  the  judgment  and 
approved  the  charge  of  the  lower  court,  which  was  "that  unless 
the  defendant  acted  by  authority  of  the  board  of  heajth  or  of 
some  committee,  officer  or  agent  authorized  by  the  board,  he 
could  not  without  the  plaintiffs'  permission  take  possession  of 
their  house." 

It  would  seem  that  in  case  it  becomes  necessary  to  enforce 
quarantine  by  the  use  of  force,  or  the  employment  of  officers 
or  watchmen,  the  proper  method  would  be  to  secure  a  warrant 
from  a  justice  for  any  officer  or  indifferent  person,  requiring 
him  to  carry  out  the  order.  The  officer  would  then  be  protected 
and  also  liable  for  neglect.  It  may  be,  however,  that  in  cities 
and  other  places  when  a  police  force  is  maintained,  this  course 
need  not  be  pursued ;  but  it  would  be  necessary  to  consult  the 
law  under  which  such  police  force  is  established. 

While  the  policy  of  the  state,  as  indicated  in  the  statutes  and 
decisions  of  the  courts,  has  been  and  is  to  allow  the  greatest 
latitude  to  officials  honestly  endeavoring  to  protect  the  public 
health  and  to  uphold  them  as  far  as  possible,  yet  certain  courses 
of  action  are  definitely  prescribed  in  the  statutes,  and  as  these 
statutes  are  criminal  in  their  character,  they  must  be  strictly 
construed,  and  it  is.  wise  to  follow  closely  their  provisions  and 
requirements. 

When  the  period  of  quarantine  has  passed,  the  order 
should  be  revoked.  Ordinarily  this  is  accomplished  by  remov- 
ing the  orders  and  the  watchmen,  and  setting  the  people  at 
liberty.  No  particular  form  is  necessary.  This  should  not  be 
done,  even  though  the  sick  have  entirely  recovered,  and  the 
possibility  of  communicating  the  disease  by  them  has  entirely 
passed,  so  long  as  the  condition  of  the  premises   makes   it 
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possible  for  the  disease  to  be  communicated.  This  necessitates 
fumigation  and  disinfection.  It  not  infrequently  requires  the 
destruction  of  property.  This  raises  the  question  of  compensa- 
tion for  property  destroyed,  and  the  liability  of  the  health  official 
And  in  the  same  category  is  the  matter  of  compensation  for  time 
lost  and  earning  capacity  reduced  in  consequence  of  quarantine. 
In  the  case  of  Raymond  v.  Fish,  51  Conn.,  80,  frequently 
quoted,  the  board  of  health  ordered  abatement  of  what  they  de- 
clared to  be  a  nuisance  injurious  to  public  health.  This  involved 
the  removal  from  the  Pequonock  river  of  a  large  quantity  of 
brush  which  had  been  placed  there  to  catch  the  set  of  oysters, 
and  upon  which  was  at  the  time  a  large  quantity  of  valuable 
oysters.  The  defendants  were  appointed  by  the  board  of  health 
to  carry  out  the  order,  and  did  so.  They  were  sued  for  the 
value  of  the  oysters  destroyed.  The  court  held  that  if  the  powers 
conferred  were  exercised  in  good  faith  and  with  proper  care  and 
prudence,  the  board  cannot  be  made  responsible  for  mere  errors 
of  judgment  whatever  may  be  the  consequences.  •  The  question 
as  to  "how  far  the  board  of  health  may  go  in  other  cases,  when 
the  destruction  of  property  may  not  require  such  summary 
action,"   was  not  decided  by  the  court.     But  so  far  as  the  con- 

^  stitutional  question  was  involved,  the  court  expressed  no  hesi- 

tancy.    "We  cannot  doubt  the  constitutionality  of  the  act,  when 

'  rightly  considered.     It  is  nothing  more  or  less  than  a  public 

regulation.  The  property  was  not  taken  for  public  use  within 
the  meaning  of  the  constitution.  It  was  destroyed  for  the 
protection  of  the  public  health." 

The  police  power  of  a  state,  "in  its  broadest  acceptance  means 
the  general  power  of  a  government  to  preserve  and  promote  the 
public  welfare  by  prohibiting  all  things  hurtful  to  the  comfort, 
safety  and  welfare  of  society,  and  establishing  such  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  conduct  of  all  persons  and  the  use  and 
management  of  all  property  as  may  be  conducive  to  the  public 
interest."  Am.  Eng.  Enc.  Law,  Vol.  22,  2d  Ed.,  9,  6  and  cases 
there  cited. 

"Health  being  the  sine  qua  non  of  all  personal  enjoyment,  it  is 
not  only  the  right  but  the  duty  of  a  state  or  a  municipality 
possessing  the  police  power  to  pass  such  laws  and  ordinances  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  the  health  of  the 
people."     Ibid.,  922. 

The  General  Assembly  still  possess  in  the-  highest  degree  any 
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legislature  can,  "that  inherent  and  plenary  power  which  enables 
it  to  prevent  all  things  hurtful  to  the  comfort  and  welfare  of 
society.  It  has  from  time  to  time  and  at  many  times  delegated 
power  and  jurisdiction  to  courts  and  committees  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  lives,  limbs,  health,  comfort  and  quiet  of  persons, 
and  the  protection  of  the  property  within  the  State."

"It  may,  therefore,  be  stated  in  a  general  proposition,  that 
the  police  power  in  the  United  States  is  located  in  the  states. 
The  state  is  entrusted  with  the  duty  of  enacting  and  maintain- 
ing all  the  regulations  which  are  necessary  for  the  preservation 
of  rights  and  the  prevention  of  injury  to  the  rights  of  others" — 
quoting  from  Patterson  v.  Kenbuchy,  97  U.  S.  R.,  501 — "by  the 
settled  doctrine  of  this  court  the  police  power  extends  at  least 
to  the  protection  of  the  lives,  the  health,  and  the  property  of  the 
community  against  the  injurious  exercise  by  any  citizen  of  his 
own  right."

In  the  case  of  Jewett  v.  City  of  New  Haven,  38  Conn.,  368, 
it  was  held  that  .  .  .  the  fire  department  established  and  organ- 
ized under  the  provision  of  the  charter  when  engaged  in 
extinguishing  fires  were  performing  a  public  governmental  act 
for  the  general  good,  and  that  the  members  of  the  fire  depart- 
ment were  not  such  servants  of  the  city  that  an  action  would 
lie  against  the  city  for  their  negligence  or  misconduct  while 
acting  in  the  discharge  of  their  official  duties. 

This  action  was  for  injury  received  from  a  rapidly  driven 
hose  wagon  on  the  highway,  going  under  orders  for  additional 
hose,  and  is  based  upon  the  negligence  of  the  fireman  driving. 
The  majority  of  the  court  base  their  judgment  upon  the  con- 
clusion that  the  firemen  were  performing  a  governmental  duty. 
The  court  divided  as  to  this  conclusion.  Chief  Justice  Butler, 
in  writing  the  dissenting  opinion,  lays  down  the  rule  that 
"municipal  corporations  to  the  extent  that  they  are  authorized  or 
directed  to  exercise  public  governmental  powers  and  perform 
governmental  duties,  solely  for  the  general  good,  are  govern- 
mental agencies  and  entitled  to  immunity  in  respect  to  the  acts 

of  their  subordinate  officers  or  agents."

And  later  on  he  draws  the  line  in  this  way:  "There  are 
certain  powers  granted  by  the  charter  of  the  defendants,  which 
are  confessedly  in  their  nature  and  from  immemorial  exercise 
and  recognition  governmental;  such  as  the  constnictioQ  and 
repairs  of  highways  and  streets ;  the  preservation  of  the  public 
health,  by  a  board  constituted  for  that  purpose ;  the  prevention 
and  punishment  of  crime  by  a  police  department  and  court  and 
the  prevention  and  abatement  of  public  nuisances." 

The  same  doctrine  is  held  in  Torbush  v.  Norwich,  38  Conn., 
225: 

Property  infected  with  disease  germs  and  therefore  a  menace 
to  health  is  a  nuisance ;  if  it  may  be  cleansed  and  purified  with- 
•  out  damage  it  may  in  this  way  be  saved ;  if  it  cannot  be  so 
cleansed  and  purified  it  must  be  destroyed,  and  in  such  destruc- 
tion the  health  officer  is  performing  a  governmental  duty  for 
which  there  is  no  liability  attaching  to  himself  or  the  munici- 
pality. 

If  the  owner  by  reason  of  such  destruction  becomes  impover- 
ished, then  a  duty  rests  upon  the  municipality  to  provide  for 
his  necessities.     But  that  involves  an  entirely  different  statute. 

Note.     Since  the  date  when  this  paper  was  read  the  Supreme  Coun  has 

decided  a  case  against  the  town  of  Union  involving  the  authority  of  the 

health  officer  to  cause  necessary  work  to  be  done  at  the  expense  of  the 

town.     It  was  a  case  of  small  pox;  the  plaintiff  sued  for  wages  as  guard 

appointed  by  the  health  officer.     The  case  will  be  found  in  the  76  Conn.,

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MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOLS.* 

By  Dr.  Lederle^  Commissioner  of  Health,  New  York  City, 

It  is  well  known  that  children  of  the  "school  age"  are  subject 
to  attacks  of  certain  diseases,  the  prompt  detection  of  which  is 
of  the  greatest  importance,  from  a  pedagogical  and  sanitary 
standpoint.    These  diseases  may  be  classed  into : 

A.  Those,  while  affecting  the  individual,  also,  by  virtue  of 
their  peculiar  nature,  are  transmitted  to  others,  and  thereby  at 
once  assume  a  public  interest,  infectious  and  contagious  diseases 
as  small  pox,  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  measles,  etc. 

B.  Those  affecting  the  individual  only  and  which  have  a 
marked  injurious  effect  in  relation  to  the  child's  school  duties, 
or  are  actually  brought  on  at  school  through  improper  conditions 
or  influences. 

Among  these  may  be  classed : 

Defects  of  sight, 

Spinal  troubles. 

Overtaxing, 

Abnormal  nervousness  and  mental  defects, 

Defects  of  hearing. 

Defects  of  speech,  etc. 

Viewed  broadly,  inspections  of  school  should  include  in  addi- 
tion to  the  purely  medical  routine  the  sanitary  aspect,  as  plumb- 
ingy  lighting,  heating  and  ventilation. 

Medical  school  inspection  was  organized  in  New  York  City  in 
the  fall  of  1896,  and  an  interesting  story  is  told  in  connection 
with  it.  A  child  in  a  public  school  was  found  picking  pieces  of 
skin  from  hands  and  arms  and  passing  small  fragments  around 
to  classmates.  Some  time  later  all  of  these  children  were  taken 
sick  with  scarlet  fever,  and  on  investigation  it  was  found  that 
the  child  had  that  disease  and  had  been  permitted  to  return  to 
school  in  the  peeling  stage,  the  most  dangerous  time  for  the 
playmates.  The  incident  aroused  much  interest  and  resulted  in 
an  investigation  into  the  whole  question  of  the  transmission  of 
diseases  in  school  children  and  to  the  establishment  by  the  Board 
of  Health  of  a  division  of  medical  school  inspection,  and  the

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employment  of  150  physicians,  male  and  female,  to  visit  each 
public  school  each  school  day  shortly  after  9  o'clock  and  examine 
those  children  which  were  set  aside  by  the  teachers  as  requir- 
ing attenti(Mi.  The  importance  of  this  step  was  at  once  demon- 
strated and  the  first  year's  work  showed  108,628  inspections,  and 
6,839  children  excluded  for  all  diseases  (of  an  infectious  or 
contagious  nature,  including  unclean  heads). 

This  plan  of  work  was  carried  on  more  or  less  systematically 
until  the  fall  of  last  year,  when  a  reorganization  was  effected, 
and  which  was  brought  about  as  follows:  In  June  of  that  year 
Dr.  Richard  H.  Derby,  the  eminent  eye  specialist  of  our  dty, 
and  a  member  of  our  advisory  board  of  physicians  (the  board 
consisting  of  eleven  specialists  in  various  branches  of  medicine), 
informed  us  that  he  was  of  the  opinion  (the  result  of  some 
examinations  of  school  children's  eyes)  that  a  considerable  num- 
ber of  these  children  in  various  schools  were  affected  by  a  con- 
tagious eye  disease,  known  as  trachoma,  a  serious  affliction, 
which  by  neglect  may  lead  to  injury  and  even  permanent  blind- 
ness, Sonle  ten  years  ago  Dr.  Derby  had  appeared  before  a 
committee  of  our  State  legislature  at  Albany  with  a  group  of 
blind  children,  result  of  trachoma,  to  urge  jthe  passage  of  a  law 
designed  to  eliminate  the  disease  from  public  institutions.  I 
need  not  tell  you  that  his  arguments  were  convincing  and  that 
since  that  time  cases  of  blindness  are  about  unknown  from  this 
source  in  such  places.  I  never  could  understand  why  the  good 
work  has  not  at  once  extended  to  schools.  Ten  long  years  have 
passed  and  what  mischief  done ! 

To  determine  the  extent  of  the  trouble  in  the  schools  we  at 
once  engaged  trained  oculists  and  had  them  examine  the  eyes 
of  children  in  thirty-five  schools.     The  result  was  startling: 

Pupils  examined,  55,470;  cases  of  contagious  ophthalmia, 
6,670,  or  12  per  cent. ;  a.  severe  trachoma,  2,328,  or  4.2  per  cent. ; 
b.  mild  trachoma,  3,243,  or  5.82  per  cent;  c.  acute  conjunc- 
tivitis, 1,089,  ^^  1-98  per  cent. 

Vacation  was  at  hand.  There  was  no  time  to  examine  more 
schools,  but  it  became  at  once  apparent  that  something  radical 
must  be  done.  It  showed  conclusively  that  the  old  system  of 
inspections  was  superficial  and  faulty,  and  in  fact  it  left  entirely 
too  much  to  the  judgment  of  the  teacher. 

During  the  summer  we  re-organized  the  work,  picked  out  the 
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very  best  men,  about  one-third  of  the  force,  and  paid  them  $ioo 
per  month  in  place  of  $30  and  required  practically  their  whole 
time.  We  impressed  every  physician  in  the  department  into 
service  at  first,  and  when  school  opened  examined  carefully  every 
child  in  every  school.    The  results  speak  for  themselves. 

Summary  of  the  work  performed  by  the  department  of  medical 
inspection : 

September,  1900,  to  June,  1901,  one  school  year :  Total  exam- 
inations made,  106,965 ;  total  number  excluded,  12,127. 

September,  1901,  to  June,  1902,  one  school  year:  Total  exam- 
inations made,  87,730 ;  total  number  excluded,  9,703. 

September  15,  1902,  to  June  26,  1903:  Total  examinations 
made,  6,846,020;  total  number  excluded,  71,229. 

Following  is  a  list  of  diseases  found  and  excluded  for  the 
school  year  ending  June  26, 1903 :  Measles,  141,  *69 ;  diphtheria, 
592,  *474 ;  scarlet  fever,  62,  *26 ;  whooping  cough,  275 ;  con- 
tagious eye  diseases,  37,236;  pediculosis,  23,484;  chicken  pox, 
709,  *553 ;  skin  diseases,  2,293 ;  miscellaneous,  including  mumps, 
tonsilitis  and  acute  coryza,  6,437.    Total,  71,229. 

You  can  imagine  what  a  disturbance  this  wholesale  inspection 
and  exclusion  created  in  the  schools.  Principals,  teachers  and 
parents  were  indignant;  school  board  officials  were  outraged; 
the  press  was  appealed  to ;  politicians  were  consulted  and  word 
was  sent  the  mayor  that  we  were  demoralizing  the  whole  school 
system.  Reporters  came  to  me  in  groups  of  three  and  five  to 
write  up  this  iniquitous  proceeding. 

I  was  informed  that  if  I  persisted  in  taking  the  stand  that  a 
child  with  an  unclean  head  should  not  be  permitted  to  remain 
in  the  class  room,  that  in  some  schools  I  would  have  to  send 
them  out  by  the  hundreds.  I  held  my  ground  firmly  and 
answered  that  we  would  exclude  the  children  for  such  cause  if 
there  would  not  remain  one  in  school.  I  was  told  that  I  had 
done  more  to  interfere  with  education  than  could  be  undone  in 
ten  years.  I  did  not  believe  it.  Can  there  be  any  doubt  in  the 
minds  of  sensible  people  that  a  child  with  a  persistently  unclean 
head  has  no  place  in  school?  I  use  the  term  persistently 
advisedly,  because,  as  one  of  our  physicians  has  aptly  put  it, 
speaking  of  certain  districts  of  the  city,  "It  is  no  disgrace  for  a

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child  to  be  afflicted  with  head  trouble — ^but  it  is  a  disgrace  to 
have  the  trouble  and  not  treat  it." 

No  amount  of  pressure  would  induce  me  to  change  my 
views  and  we  made  systematic  efforts  to  minimize  the  incon- 
venience to  the  school  system  without  relaxing  in  vigilance,  and 
this  has  been  our  constant  aim.  Our  most  serious  criticisms 
were  directed  against  the  large  number  of  exclusions,  causing 
class  disturbances,  and  in  many  cases  it  was  not  possible  to  have 
the  children  return  for  a  long  period  of  time.  This  has  since 
been  largely,  if  not  entirely,  overcome  in  various  ways.  In  the 
first  place,  Miss  Lillian  Wald,  head  of  the  nurses  settlement, 
interested  herself  in  the  problem  and  suggested  to  me  the  trial 
of  a  plan  of  having  trained  nurses  in  the  school  (it  having  been 
tried  with  great  success  in  a  very  small  way  in  London).  Miss 
Wald  offered  the  services  of  her  head  nurse  for  a  month  to  work 
out  a  practical  plan,  and  so  eminefitly  successful  was  this  work 
done  that  we  at  once  decided  to  establish  a  permanent  corps  of 
paid  nurses  and  th^y  now  number  twenty-eight  in  the  various 
boroughs.  The  school  nurse  has  been  voted  a  success  from  the 
day  she  began  work,  and  I  trust  that  in  the  near  future  it  will  be 
possible  to  extend  her  services  to  all  public  schools,  not  only  in 

S  our  own  but  in  our  sister  cities  of  this  continent. 

i  To  overcome  the  friction  caused  in  the  schools  and  among 

parents  we  enlisted  the  teachers,  principals,  supervisors,  and 
others  with  good  effect,  and  the  mothers  and  the  public  in 
general  were  appealed  to.  I  am  a  great  believer  in  the  good 
sense  of  the  public — you  can  always  get  their  support  in  a  good 
measure  if  you  appeal  to  them  properly  and  convince  them  that 
you  are  acting  in  good  faith  with  them. 

I  had  a  striking  example  of  this  last  year  in  the  work  of 
stamping  out  small  pox.  A  year  ago  last  January,  when  we 
came  into  office,  we  were  on  the  verge  of  an  epidemic.  Very 
little  vaccination  had  been  done.  We  employed  one  hundred  and 
thirty  vaccinators,  wrote  personal  letters  to  all  large  employers 
of  help,  explaining  the  visitation,  asking  their  cooperation,  offer- 
ing free  vaccinations  at  their  convenience,  and  also  appealed  to 
the  public  through  the  press.  So  generously  were  we  supported 
and  aided  that  we  were  able  to  show  a  record  of  810,000  vac- 
cinations for  1962,  and  have  not  a  single  case  of  small  pox  in 
out  city  to-day. 
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The  dire  results  of  our  school  work  as  predicted  did  not 
materialize,  and  we  rarely  have  a  complaint  to  record,  lest  it  be  on 
account  of  some  overzealous  or  too  officious  inspector. 

The  new  system  of  inspections  may  be  described  briefly  as  . 
follows : 

The  inspectors  are  divided  into  divisions.  The  whole  work  is 
under  the  supervision  of  a  medical  inspector  of  the  division  of 
contagious  diseases. 

Each  inspector  is  assigned  from  three  to  five  schools.  He 
visits  each  one  of  these  schools  every  morning  at  a  specified  time, 
before  lo  o'clock,  and  examines  all  children  isolated  by  the 
teachers  as  possible  sources  of  contagion,  and  all  who  have  been 
absent  from  school  on  account  of  illness,  and  excludes  from 
school  attendance  all  affected  with  or  showing  signs  of  a  com- 
municable disease.  Each  child  thus  excluded  is  furnished  with 
a  card  on  which  is  noted  the  name,  age,  and  address  of  the 
pupil;  the  number  and  situation  of  the  school  and  the  reason 
for  exclusion.  On  the  reverse  side  of  the  card  are  brief  instruc- 
tions to  the  parents,  notifying  them  that  the  child  is  affected 
with  a  communicable  disease,  and  should  receive  treatment  with- 
out delay.  A  date  is  specified  when  the  child  should  return  for 
re-examination  by  the  inspector.  These  cards  are  given  to  the 
principal,  with  a  proper  supply  of  envelopes.  The  principal  then 
makes  a  record  of  the  cases  for  his  or  her  own  convenience,  and 
theft  has  the  cards  sealed  in  envelopes  to  be  taken  home  by  the 
pupils  excluded. 

Once  each  week  the  inspector  makes  a  round  of  all  the  class 
rooms  and  examines  the  eyelids,  throat,  skin  and  hair  of  each 
pupil.  Any  child  suspected  of  having  measles,  scarlet  fever, 
whooping  cough,  chicken  pox,  diphtheria,  mumps,  or  any  acute 
catarrhal  affection  of  the  eye,  nose  or  throat  is  sent  at  once  from 
the  class  room,  for  more  careful  examination  in  the  room 
assigned  to  the  inspector.  Cases  of  pediculosis,  contagious  eye 
or  skin  disease,  have  their  names  taken,  and  are  excluded  at  the 
next  occurring  recess.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  department  to 
re-admit  any  of  the  latter  class  of  cases  as  soon  as  they  show 
evidence  of  treatment,  and  they  are  not  re-excluded  as  long  as 
they  continue  under  treatment. 

In  order  to  prevent  exclusion  of  children  for  certain  minor 
contagious  diseases,  by  giving  them  prompt  treatment  in  the 
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schools,  and  in  order  to  secure  the  return  of  excluded  children 
at  as  early  a  date  as  possible,  a  corps  of  trained  nurses  has  been 
established. . 

Up  to  the  present  time,  the  chief  opposition  that  the  depart- 
ment of  health  had  to  combat  was  the  charge  that  the  great 
number  of  exclusions  caused  by  medical  inspectors  in  their 
routine  work  was  responsible, 

First,  for  truancy. 

Second,  depriving  children  of  education. 

To  obviate  this  condition  of  affairs  and  to  remove  the  remotest 
suggestion  that  the  department  of  health  might  be  responsible 
for  this  condition  of  affairs,  on  March  23,  1903,  was  adopted 
a  system  of  card  indexes. 

The  objects  to  be  gained  by  this  card  index  system  were: 

First — The  minimizing  of  exclusions. 

Second — Absolute  record  of  every  case  of  contagious  disease 
in  the  school,  dates  of  treatment  and  termination. 

Third — Facility,  speed  and  exactness  in  class  inspection. 

As  regards  the  first  proposition,  viz. :  the  minimizing  of  exclu- 
sions.    The  number  of  diseases  which  had  hitherto  been  excluded 
when  found  by  medical  inspectors  was  sixteen  as  shown  by  the 
k  code  card. 

Under  the  card  index  system  the  number  of  excludable  dis- 
eases is  limited  to  7,  and  when  found  must  be  excluded  at  cmce. 
They  are : 

I,  Diphtheria;  2,  scarlet  fever;  3,  measles;  4,  varicella;  S> 
pertussis ;  6,  mumps ;  7,  acute  coryza. 

For  the  quarter  ending  December  31,  1902,  we  have  the 
following  table  of  exclusions:  Measles,  18;  diphtheria,  140; 
scarlet  fever,  13;  whooping  cough,  61;  mumps,  9;  trachoma, 
12,647;  pediculosis,  8,994;  chicken  pox,  172;  skin  diseases, 
661 ;  miscellaneous,  1,823.    Total,  24,539. 

Under  the  card  index  system  there  would  be  excluded  only: 
Measles,  18;  diphtheria,  140;  scarlet  fever,  61;  mumps,  9; 
chicken  pox,  172.     Total,  400. 

The  number  of  children  therefore  allowed  to  continue  attend- 
ance at  school  as  long  as  they  were  carded  and  registered  as 
being  under  treatment  would  be  24,138;  therefore  the  card 
system  does  minimize  the  number  of  exclusions,  and,  therefore, 
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the  card  system  nullifies  practically  the  charge  that  medical 
inspection  of  schools  causes  truancy  and  illiteracy. 

The  method  of  the  card  system  is : 

That  each  class  room  in  each  school  shall  be  visited  by  a 
medical  inspector,  and  the  name  of  each  and  every  chifd  in  each 
and  every  school  in  the  city  who  has  any  disease  or  condition 
listed  on  the  code  card  is  placed  on  this  card.  For  facility  and 
celerity  the  diseases  are  numbered.  After  the  child's  name  is 
written  the  number  of  the  disease. 

Under  the  column  "ordered  under  treatment"  is  placed  the 
date  when  the  child  was  found  for  first  time  in  class  room.  The 
pediculosis  cases,  trachoma  and  skin  cases  are  noted  by  the 
medical  inspector  and  teacher  of  each  class. 

Pediculosis  cases  are  sent  to  school  nurse  for  instruction. 

The  medical  inspector  notifies  the  teacher  of  the  conditions 
found  in  the  class,  and  instructs  the  teacher  to  have  the  children 
he  has  indexed  see  him  in  two  days  that  he  may  determine 
whether  or  not  they  are  complying  with  the  order  that  they 
should  get  under  treatment. 

If,  on  the  second  day  following,  the  medical  inspector  finds 
that  the  child  is  under  treatment,  he  dates  the  index  card  under 
the  heading  "under  treatment."  If  the  child  is  not  under 
treatment,  he  dates  the  index  cards  under  the  heading  "excluded" 
and  gives  the  child  an  exclusion  card,  stating  the  cause  of 
exclusion  and  the  date  on  which  the  child  should  return  for 
re-instruction. 

If  the  child  does  not  return  on  the  date  stated  by  medical 
inspector  on  the  exclusion  card,  the  name  of  the  child  and  address 
is  given  to  the  school  nurse,  who  visits  the  child  as  early  as 
possible  and  reports  the  results  of  this  visit  to  the  principal  of 
the  school. 

When  a  child  does  not  return  on  the  date  stated  on  the  exclu- 
sion card,  the  child  has  made  himself  a  truant  and  is  dealt  with 
as  such. 

If  a  child  returns  after  exclusion  and  shows  that  he  has  been 
under  treatment,  the  index  card  is  dated  under  the  heading 
"returned,"  and  also  under  the  heading  "under  treatment,"  and 
the  history  of  the  child  is  therefore  complete  on  the  index  card. 

When  a  child  is  entirely  cured  of  the  condition  stated  on  the 
card,  over  the  child's  name  is  written  "case  terminated,"  and 
date. 
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Each  subsequent  week  the  classes  are  inspected  with  the  aid 
of  the  cards  and  all  cases  indexed  particularly  investigated  as 
regards  the  results  of  treatment. 

The  medical  inspector  has  a  definite  time  each  week  to  inspect 
each  class  in  the  school  and  this  time  is  known  to  the  principals 
and  teachers.  To  anticipate  any  exclusions,  therefore,  the  day 
before  the  inspector  is  to  come  the  teacher  should  instruct  all 
the  children  indexed  during  the  previous  week  to  expect  the 
inspector  on  the  following  day,  and  therefore  they  should  bring 
their  certificates  of  treatment 

Thus  a  complete  and  accurate  account  of  each  case  is  had  until 
the  condition  has  terminated. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  conditions  indexed 
since  March  23,  1903,  in  the  public  schools : 

Diphtheria,  35  ;  scarlet  fever,  3 ;  measles,  19 ;  varicella,  71 ; 
pertussis,  18 ;  pediculosis,  33,465  ;  trachoma,  11,375;  acute  om- 
junctivitis,  1476;  scabies,  31;  ringworm,  374;  impetigo,  84; 
tonsilitis,  372;  mumps,  236;  favus,  21;  moUuscum  contagio- 
sum,  7;   acute  coryza,  11.     Total,  47,598. 

The  number  of  children  excluded  by  us  from  schools  on 
account  of  contagious  eye  disease  (trachoma)  was  so  very  large 
that  all  of  the  hospitals,  dispensaries  and  eye  clinics  were  soon 
-  overwhelmed  with  patients  and  they  found  it  impossible  to  care 

for  them  promptly.  As  the  children  were  excluded  until  either 
operated  on  or  subjected  to  systematic  treatment,  we  were  con- 
fronted with  a  serious  situation.  On  December  11,  1902,  we 
opened  a  trachoma  hospital  of  our  own  at  Gouvemeur  Hospital, 
with  a  staflF  of  physicians  and  operators  and  nurses,  and  it  has 
been  a  success  since  the  day  it  was  put  into  operation.  The  fact 
that  the  operation  was  a  severe  one,  requiring  the  use  of  ether, 
led  us  to  fear  that  it  would  be  difficult  to  induce  the  children 
to  come  to  the  hospital  and  submit  to  treatment ;  on  the  contrary, 
more  came  than  we  can  care  for  and  they  fight  for  their  places 
in  the  line.  They  are  true  little  heroes.  I  was  very  much 
touched  recently  on  a  visit  to  the  operating  room  to  see  the  little 
tots  in  their  white  nighties  march  up  to  the  operating  tables  as 
brave  as  soldiers,  without  flinching.  These  youngsters  come 
mostly  from  poor  parents  on  the  east  side.  I  wondered  at  the 
time  how  the  children  of  our  friends  in  better  circumstances 
would  act  under  the  same  conditions. 
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On  leaving  the  hospital  the  parents  have  recently  begun 
supplying  the  children  with  shields  for  their  eyes,  and  it  has 
come  to  be  a  mark  of  distinction  to  wear  them.  The  boys  trot 
about  with  them  as  proud  as  can  be.  I  rather  suspect  that  they 
never  tell  their  classmates  just  what  does  h£4)pen  to  them  at  the 
hospital,  but  more  likely  to  induce  them  to  get  their  share  of  dis- 
comfort and  pain  by  making  light  of  the  whole  matter. 

One  of  the  most  striking  results  of  medical  school  inspection, 
especially  as  to  the  requirements  of  vaccination,  is  shown  in  the 
statistics  of  small  pox  among  children  in  the  boroughs  of 
Manhattan  and  Brooklyn.  In  the  former  compulsory  vac- 
cination has  been  in  force  for  many  years;  in  the  latter  only 
since  1902. 

The  benefits  derived  from  careful  medical  inspection  in  schools 
cannot  be  overestimated  and  we  feel  that  this  work  is  now  being 
appreciated  by  all  interested.  There  is  no  doubt  that  in  New 
York  City  it  should  have  a  marked  effect  in  the  reduction  of 
infectious  diseases  in  tenements. 

In  order  to  keep  teachers  and  principals  informed  as  to  cases 
of  such  diseases,  a  daily  list  is  sent  to  each  school  giving  name, 
disease  and  address,  also  cases  where  disinfection  has  been  per- 
formed ;  children  after  such  diseases  can  only  return  to  school 
by  a  permit  issued  from  the  department  of  health.  These  lists 
have  during  the  last  six  months  also  been  sent  to  the  Sunday 
schools. 

The  work  is  already  bearing  good  fruit,  only  about  one-half 
of  the  number  of  communicable  diseases  having  existed  this 
year  as  in  the  corresponding  time  in  1902. 

Further  safeguards  are  thrown  about  the  school  child  by  the 
health  department,  in  that  all  places  where  milk  is  sold  in  the 
vicinity  of  public  schools  are  given  special  attention,  as  is  also 
the  fruit  and  candy  sold. 

During  the  summer  months,  when  the  schools  are  closed,  the 
medical  inspectors  are  organized  to  perform  medical  services  in 
the  tenements,  looking  after  the  infants  and  giving  instructions 
to  the  mothers  on  their  feeding  and  care. 

A  most  encouraging  incident  happened  last  week  which  marks 
a  new  era  in  our  school  work  and  should  have  a  decided  influence 
on  its  permanency. 
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A  condition  has  obtained  within  the  past  few  mcxiths  due  to 
refusal  on  the  part  of  the  child  and  parents  to  go  under  medical 
treatment,  whereby  the  child  has  become  a  chronic  truant.  The 
condition,  however,  is  being  ably  combated  by  the  city  superin- 
tendent of  schools,  also  district  superintendents  in  conjunction 
with  the  district  attorney's  office. 

At  a  stated  meeting  of  the  district  superintendents.  City 
Superintendent  Maxwell  read  the  following  extract:  "Any 
parent  who  refuses  to  put  its  child  under  proper  medical  treat- 
ment that  it  may  return  to  school  is  violating  the  compulsory 
educational  law  and  is  therefore  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  punish- 
able by  fine.*' 

A  case  in  point :  A  certain  child  was  regularly  refused  admis- 
sion to  school  because  he  would  not  go  under  treatment.  He 
was  visited  by  the  school  nurse,  subsequently  by  the  principal 
and  teacher,  and  later  by  the  truant  officer.  The  case  was  then 
turned  over  to  the  district  superintendent  of  the  schools.  The 
district  superintendent  summoned  the  parents  before  him.  The 
parents  refused  to  obey  the  summons ;  a  warrant  was  then  issued 
and  the  father  was  taken  before  a  police  magistrate,  the  case  was 
tried  by  the  assistant  district  attorney  and  resulted  in  the  father 
having  to  pay  a  fine  of  $io,  which  he  paid  and  promised  to  put 
his  child  under  treatment  at  once. 

There  are  so  many  things  we  should  like  to  be  able  to  accom- 
plish this  summer  that  in  this  short  talk  I  can  touch  only. on 
a  few  of  the  more  important  ones.     .     .     . 

I  am  a  great  believer  in  the  good  sense  of  the  public — ^you  can 
usually  count  on  their  support  in  a  good  measure  if  they  feel 
you  are  acting  in  good  faith. 


BARBERS*  RULES.  30$ 

BARBERS'  RULES. 

The  following  rules  shall  apply  to  every  barber  and  barber 
shop  in  the  State  of  Connecticut : 

1.  No  razor,  pair  of  shears  or  clippers  used  upon  any  person 
shall  be  used  upon  any  other  person  until  such  razor,  pair  of 
shears  or  clippers  shall  be  sterilized  by  immersion  not  less  than 
five  minutes  in  a  one  per  cent  solution  of  tricrisol. 

2.  No  towel,  whether  a  dry  or  a  hot  towel,  shall  be  used  upon 
any  customer  unless  such  towel  shall  be  clean,  and  such  towel 
must  be  boiled  before  being  again  used. 

3.  No  cup  or  lather  brush  shall  be  used  upon  any  customer 
until  such  cup  and  brush  shall  be  thoroughly  washed  in  boiling 
water. 

4.  The  floor,  walls,  furniture  and  fixtures  of  every  barber  shop 
shall  be  kept  clean.  Every  cuspidor  and  waste  paper  bowl  shall 
be  cleansed  with  boiling  water  at  least  once  every  twenty-four 
hours.  No  loose  hair  shall  be  allowed  to  accumulate  on  the 
floor  of  any  barber  shop. 

5.  Every  barber  while  on  duty  in  his  shop  shall  be  neat  and 
clean  in  his  personal  appearance.  Every  barber  shall  wash  his 
hands  thoroughly  before  serving  a  customer  and  on  serving 
another  customer  shall  again  wash  his  hands. 

6.  No  barber  who  has  any  venereal  or  other  contagious  dis- 
ease shall  practice  his  trade.  No  proprietor  of  any  barber  shop 
shall  retain  in  his  employ  any  barber  known  to  have  any  venereal 
or  other  contagious  disease. 

7.  The  use  in  barber  shops  of  finger  bowls,  powder  puffs  and 
sponges  is  prohibited  and  no  barber  shall  keep  either  of  them 
on  his  working  stand. 

8.  All  combs,  hair  brushes,  hair  dusters  and  other  articles 
used  upon  the  persons  of  customers  shall  be  at  all  times  kept 
thoroughly  clean  and  washed  at  frequent  intervals  in  water  of 
ammonia  or  solution  of  borax.  All  soap,  perfume,  bay  rum, 
witch  hazel  and  other  toilet  articles  and  all  antiseptic  solutions 
shall  be  of  good  quality. 

9.  No  barber  shop  shall  be  considered  to  be  in  a  sanitary  con- 
dition if  any  part  of  said  shop  is  used  as  a  living,  cooking  or 
sleeping  apartment. 
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(Tricrisol  is  a  powerful  disinfectant,  is  cheap  and  can  readily 
be  obtained  at  drug  stores.     It  does  not  injure  the  instruments.)

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BY-LAWS  OF  THE  CONNECTICUT  BOARD  OF 
EXAMINERS   OF   EMBALMERS. 

1.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  board, 
appoint  all  committees  unless  otherwise  ordered  and  exercise  and 
perform  all  the  functions  incidental  to  his  office. 

2.  The  secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  all  the  meetings, 
be  responsible  for  and  keep  all  the  records,  books  (except  the 
treasurer's  books),  applications,  complaints,  and  other  papers 
of  the  board.  He  shall  pay  all  moneys  received  by  him  to  the 
treasurer,  and  take  the  treasurer's  receipt  for  the  same. 

He  shall  attend  to  all  the  correspondence  of  the  board  and 
perform  all  the  duties  of  a  clerical  nature. 

3.  The  treasurer  shall  draw  all  checks  on  the  funds  of  the 
board  upon  an  order  signed  by  the  president  and  secretary,  and 
no  check  shall  be  drawn  unless  upon  voucher  signed  as  above. 
He  shall  make  an  annual  report  of  the  finances  of  the  board 
together  with  all  vouchers,  receipts  and  cancelled  checks,  also 
bank  books,  showing  balance  of  deposit. 

4.  The  board  shall  hold  an  annual  meeting  on  the  second 

Tuesday  in  July  of  each  year,  at  which  the  officers  of  the  board  /^ 

shall  be  elected  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Special  meetings  of  the  board  may  be  called  by  the  president  '^ 

upon  five  days'  notice  being  given  the  members. 

5.  The  by-laws  may  be  amended  by  a  majority  vote  of  the 
board,  notice  of  such  amendment  having  been  given  at  a  pre- 
vious meeting.  No  by-law,  rule  or  amendment  shall  take  effect 
until  approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Health. 

6.  The  board  shall  furnish  the  State  Board  of  Health  at  least 
fifty  (50)  questions  annually  to  select  from  in  making  up  the 
examination  papers. 

7.  The  State  Board  of  Health  shall  be  gfiven  thirty  days'  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  meetings,  for  the  purpose  of 
examining  applicants  for  licenses. 

8.  Examinations  for  licenses  will  be  in  writing,  also  on  the 
cadaver.  Seventy-five  per  cent,  of  satisfactory  answers  in  a 
scale  of  one  hundred  shall  be  required  in  addition  to  an  intelli- 
gent demonstration  on  the  cadaver,  to  entitle  the  applicant  to  a 
license.

Sib: — I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  Twenty-fifth  Annual 
Report  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  the  Births,  Marriages, 
Divorces,  and  Deaths,  registered  in  Connecticut  in  the  year  1902. 

Vital  Statistics. 

Vital  statistics  is  the  application  of  the  science  of  figures  to 
determine  the  life  history  of  communities  with  special  reference 
to  their  numbers,  their  state  of  health  and  disease  and  their  social 
conditions. 

The  study  of  vital  statistics  gives  particular  attention  to  the 
three  great  events  in  human  life,  viz.,  the  birth,  marriage,  and 
death  of  the  individual,  not  omitting  the  record  of  certain  data 
for  each  person,  such  as  the  place  of  birth,  sex,  age,  color,  paren- 
tage, cause  of  death,  etc. 

It  is  clearly  evident  that  the  value  of  vital  statistics  will  depend 
upon  the  completeness  and  accuracy  of  the  recorded  facts  »nd  a 
reliable  census  of  the  community  to  which  they  apply.  It  is 
equally  obvious  that  the  mere  accumulation  of  these  facts  have 
but  little  value  as  a  whole.  To  be  utilized  they  must  be  classified 
and  the  relation  which  the  classes  bear  to  each  other  must  be 
carefully  and  correctly  studied. 

It  is  not  a  simple  matter  to  use  these  accumulated  facts  so 
that  correct  and  valuable  conclusions  may  be  drawn  from  them. 
Their  true  interpretation  iii  all  their  significance  can  only  be 
rendered  by  those  who  are  skilled  and  experienced  in  their  appli- 
cation. Novices  in  their  use  often  develop  very  remarkable 
errors  and  fallacies,  and  malicious  persons  may  designedly  use 
them  for  the  special  purpose  of  misrepresentation  and  deceit.  A 
marked  illustration  of  this  appeared  in  a  newspaper  of  quite  recent 
date.  The  writer's  statistics  and  conclusions  were  as  follows  : 
**  The  benighted  city  of  Philadelphia  has  been  subject  for  three 
years  to  most  persistent  and  thorough  compulsory  vaccination  and 
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yet  in  the  report  of  this  week  we  read  that  small-pox  is  steadily 
on  the  increase.  Three  weeks  ago  sixty-five  cases  were  reported, 
the  f ollowifig  week  eighty  cases,  this  week  ninety  cases,  proving 
if  anything  can  be  proven,  that  the  increase  of  small-pox  keeps 
pace  with  the  increase  of  vaccination,  demonstrating  beyond  a 
doubt  its  inefficiency  i^  a  preventive." — Journal  <t  Courier^  Dec 
31,  1903.  There  is  no  reason  to  doubt  that  his  figures  were 
right,  but  the  fallacy  in  his  conclusions  was  due  to  his  omission 
of  a  most  important  fact,  namely  that  the  '^  sixty-five,"  '^  eighty 
and  ninety  cases  "  occurred  exclusively/  among  those  who  Iiad  not 
yet  been  vaccinated^  and  that  those  who  had  been  successfully 
vaccinated  were  immune  to  small-pox.  With  that  fact  in  mind 
the  direct  opposite  to  his  conclusion  appears.  It  has  often  been 
said  that  ^^  figures  cannot  lie."  But  it  has  also  been  said  that 
^' liars  will  use  them."  Anti-vaccinationists  are  notoriously 
addicted  to  the  misuse  of  statistics. 

The  chief  value  of  vital  statistics  in  a  sanitary  sense  consists 
in  the  information  they  afford  as  to  the  extent  and  prevalence  of 
the  fatal  diseases,  their  location  and  whether  increasing  or  decreas- 
ing ;  the  influence  of  age,  of  occupation,  of  climate,  of  soil,  and 
all  the  varying  conditions  of  environment  upon  the  health  of 
communities.  The  same  information  is  also  suggestive  of  the 
causes  of  disease  and  of  the  means  of  prevention. 

The  value  of  vital  statistics  is  enhanced  by  the  number  of  the 
population  to  which  they  apply,  hence  the  census  is  a  most  im- 
portant element.  The  number  of  the  people,  the  ages  of  the 
units  of  which  it  is  composed,  the  sex,  color,  social  rank,  etc.,  are 
each  and  all  necessary  to  the  solution  of  many  social  problems  in 
which  our  health  is  concerned. 

Dr.  Farr  says :  ^'  Vital  Statistics  must  always  furnish  the  basis 
on  which  sanitary  reforms  shall  rest,  especially  in  regard  to  regis- 
tration." 

Dr.  Newsholme  says  :  '*  The  registration  of  causes  of  death 
has  given  an  immense  impetus  to  sanitary  work,  and  it  is  scarcely 
too  much  to  say  that  modem  sanitary  science  owes  its  existence  to 
the  registration  of  deaths  and  their  causes,  and  the  localization 
of  unsanitary  conditions  thereby  insured." 

The  following  table  presents  in  tabular  form  a  numerical  state- 
ment of  the  most  prominent  items  of  interest  relating  to  the 
Births,  Marriages,  Divorces,  and  Deaths,  registered  during  the 
year  1902,  occurring  among  the  people  of  Connecticut.

CAUSES  OF  DEATH. 

Among  so  many  thousand  deaths  there  will  inevitably  occur  a 
small  percentage  respecting  which  the  causes  cannot  be  ascer- 
tained. There  will  also  be  a  list  in  which  the  cause  given  is  so 
vague  and  general  that  it  cannot  be  assigned  to  any  definite  class. 
For  example,  Debility,  Hemorrhage,  Abscess,  Tumor,  etc.  The 
latter  would  be  much  diminished  if  the  doctors  who  gave  the 
certificates  were  intelligent  enough  to  appreciate  the  importance 
of  stating  the  cause  of  the  "  Debility,"  of  the  hemorrhage,  and 
the  character  and  locality  of  the  "Abscess,"  etc.,  etc.  These 
ill-defined  cases  numbered  188. 

As  such  terms  have  no  statistical  value  for  classification,  they 
are  simply  enumerated  together  as  Ill-defined.

DEATHS  BY  CLASSES. 

The  Bertillon  Classification  of  diseases  is  now  adopted  in 
Connecticut,  in  common  with  most  of  the  other  States  and  many 
of  the  cities,  which  make  any  systematic  registration  of  vital 
statistics. 

While  the  arrangement  of  diseases  in  classes  is  somewhat 
different  than  formerly,  the  nomenclature  of  diseases  is  practicallj 
the  same,  and  it  will  not  be  difficult  to  compare  the  causes  of 
mortality  in  the  two  systems.

Deaths  attribnted  to  this  cause  will  be  enamerated 
more  or  less  in  accordance  with  the  way  in  which  the  physician 
may  regard  the  termination  of  life.  The  aged  man  or  woman 
whose  limit  of  time  has  nearly  expired,  may  have  it  suddenly 
ended  by  a  cause  so  trivial  as  would  have  occasioned  no  saffering 
at  an  earlier  age.  But  the  slight  cold,  the  accidental  stumble,  or 
some  local  ailment  is  the  assigned  cause  of  death.  In  many  sucb 
cases  the  real  cause  was  old  age  and  the  other  the  contributing 
cause.  The  certificate  of  the  cause  of  death  will  accord  with  the 
view  of  the  certifier.

Report  in  Detail. 


In  presenting  this,  the  third  annual  report  of  the  Com- 
missioners to  your  Excellency,  we  would  state  that  the  re- 
quired qualifications  of  applicants  for  a  license  to  practice 
dentistry  have  remained,  substantially,  the  same  as  pub- 
lished in  the  last  report. 

RULES  FOR  CONDUCTING  DENTAL  EXAMINATIONS. 


PiBST. — The  subjects  for  theoretical  examination  shall  be  divided 
Into  five  sections  and  there  shall  be  at  least  ten  questions  upon 
each  section. 

Second. — Help  of  every  kind  must  be  withheld  or  removed  from 
the  reach  and  sight  of  the  candidate. 

Third — Examiners  must  retain  the  question  papers  securely  In 
their  own  possession  prior  to  their  distribution  to  the  candidates. 

FouBTH. — Questions  must  be  given  out  and  answers  collected 
punctually  at  the  time  specified  on  the  program.  Under  no  circum- 
stances win  papers  be  accepted  unless  the  examination  be  actually 
taken  at  the  appointed  time.  The  time  for  each  examination  paper 
of  ten  questions  shall  not  exceed  two  hours. 

Fifth. — Explanation  of  questions  and  criticisms  or  Inspection  oC 
the  answer  papers  during  the  examination  will  not  be  permitted. 

Sixth. — No  candidate  shall  under  any  circumstances  commun- 
icate in  any  way  with  any  other  candidate,  nor  have  books  or  helps 
of  any  kind,  nor  be  permitted  to  question  any  examiner  In  refer- 
ence to  the  meaning  or  interpretation  of  the  questions  under  oon- 
sideratlon,  but  must  rely  solely  upon  his  or  her  own  Judgment  as 
to  the  meaning  of  each  question,  and  on  his  or  her  own  knowledge 
of  the  subject  in  answering.  Any  candidate  violating  this  rule  shall 
be  debarred  from  that  particular  examination. 

Seventh. — At  the  close  of  the  examination  in  each  subject  each 
candidate  must  subscribe  his  or  her  name  and  post-office  address  to 
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the  following  declaration,  printed  on  the  question  paper,  and  de- 
liver it,  with  his  or  her  answer  papers,  to  the  examiners: 

"I ,  now  at  the  close  of  the 

examination  in  (name  the  subjects),  declare  that  prior  to  this  exam- 
ination I  had  no  knowledge  of  the  questions  to  be  proposed,  and 
have  neither  given  or  received  explanations  or  other  aid  in  answer- 
ing any  of  them. 

(Signed)" 

Every  set  of  answers  lacking  this  declaration  and  signature,  how- 
ever satisfactory  in  other  respects,  will  be  rejected;  and  in  no  case 
can  this  omission  be  supplied  after  the  papers  have  reached  the 
Board  of  Examiners.* 

Eighth. — Any  candidate  detected  in  trying  to  give  or  obtain  aid 
shall  be  instantly  dismissed  from  the  room,  and  his  or  her  paper  for 
the  entire  work  rejected. 

Ninth. — If  any  candidate  withdraw  himself  or  herself,  without 
permission,  from  the  sight  of  the  examiner,  his  or  her  examination 
shall  be  closed.  This  rule  permits  a  candidate,  temporarily  ill,  to 
withdraw  from  the  room  and  return  only  by  the  consent  of  the  ex- 
aminer. 

Tenth. — No  candidate  shall,  under  any  circumstances,  enter  the 
examination  more  than  thirty  minutes  late,  unless  excused  by  the 
examiner;  and  no  candidate  shall  leave  the  room  within  thirty  min- 
utes after  the  distribution  of  the  question  papers.  All  time  lost  by 
being  absent  shall  be  deducted  from  the  time  allotted  to  the  ex- 
amination of  that  particular  subject. 

Eleventh. — The  Board  of  Examiners  shall  begin  their  inspection 
of  the  answers  submitted  by  the  candidates  immediately  after  the 
close  of  the  examination,  and  shall  complete  the  same  with  prompt- 
ness and  dispatch. 

A  correct  set  of  answers  to  the  questions  of  any  one  paper  shall 
entitle  the  candidate  to  the  full  mark  for  that  subject,  viz.:  one 
hundred  points. 

Partial  or  imperfect  answers  shall  be  rated  by  the  examiners  in 
accordance  with  their  degree  of  fullness  and  correctness. 

Twelfth. — ^A  general  average  of  not  less  than  seventy  per  cent 
upon  all  the  questions  shall  entitle  the  candidate  to  a  license  to 
practice  dentistry  in  the  Commonwealth;  provided  that  the  prac- 
tical work  presented  by  the  candidates  shall  have  been  approved 
by  the  Board,  and  that  should  the  marking  upon  any  one  subject  be 
less  than  fifty  per  cent,  then  that  paper  shall  be  reckoned  as  zero  (0) 


*Rule  seventh  must  be  read  to  the  applicants  before  the  examination 
question  papers  are  distributed. 
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in  making  up  the  general  average,  and  that  he  or  she  shall  otherwise 
have  complied  with  the  law. 

Thirteenth. — No  candidate  is  permitted  to  make  any  reference 
on  his  examination  papers  to  any  college  or  professor  thereof. 

Fourteenth. — ^Handwriting  of  candidates  must  be  legible,  and 
spelling  and  use  of  correct  language  will  be  taken  into  account  in 
making  up  the  rating  on  the  answers. 

Fifteenth. — Upon  no  pretext  shall  any  question  paper  or  answer 
paper  be  taken  from  the  room  by  a  candidate  before,  during  or  af- 
ter an  examination.  A  breach  of  this  rule  shall  vitiate  the  exami- 
nation of  the  candidate  guilty  of  the  act.  Should  a  candidate  re- 
ceive permission  to  absent  himself  or  herself  from  the  room«  he 
shall  turn  over  his  or  her  papers  to  the  examiner  granting  the  per- 
mission. 

Sixteenth. — The  examination  in  practical  operative  and  pros- 
thetic dentistry  will  be  conducted  at  the  beginning  of  the  session, 
and  if  any  candidate  fails  to  secure  a  general  average  of  7.3  per 
cent,  on  these  two  subjects^  he  or  she  shall  be  debarred  from  the 
theoretical  examination  at  that  session. 

RULES  AND  INSTRUCTIONS  TO  CANDIDATES. 


Every  candidate  for  license  must  be  twenty-one  years  of  age. 
He  must  fill  out  an  application  blank  which,  together  with  his  li- 
cense fee — Twenty-five  Dollars  ($25.00) — must  be  returned  to  the 
Recorder  at  least  one  week  before  the  day  upon  which  the  exami- 
nation is  to  take  place.  Blanks  can  be  obtained  from  the  Record- 
er. Twenty  Dollars  ($20.00)  will  be  returned  if  the  candidate  is 
rejected. 

Every  applicant  for  license,  whether  graduate  or  non-graduate, 
will  be  required  to  pass  a  thorough  examination,  both  practical  and 
theoretical,  and  all  rules  conflicting  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

temporary  permit. 

Temporary  permits  to  practice  dentistry  pending  the  regular  ex- 
amination will  not  be  issued  under  any  circumstances. 

PRACTICAL  examination. 

Operative. — Each  applicant  must  bring  a  patient  for  whom  an 
approxlmal  cavity  is  to  be  prepared  and  filled  with  gold,  in  the 
presence  of  the  Commissioners — foil  only  to  be  used.  Rubber  dam, 
gold,  and  all  other  instruments  and  materials  for  this  demonstra- 
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tlon  of  his  skill,  must  be  provided  by  the  candidate,  chairs,  tables 
and  cuspidors  onlr  being  furnished  b;  the  Commission. 

Pbosthetic — The  practical  examination  in  prosthetic  dentistrr 
irill  be  beld  on  at  9  &.  u.  Badi  candi- 
date must  present  a  full  upper  set  of  teeth  on  mbber  ptate, 
mounted  on  articulator  with  bite.  Also  a  partial  plate  of  three  or 
more  teeth  made  on  silvex  ob  aou>,  soldered  with  silvr  <w  o<xj> 
solder,  and  mounted  on  a  plaster  or  other  articulator,  to  test  the 
fit  and  proper  articulation  of  the  teeth  (plain  or  gum  teeth  In  either 
case).  The  sIlTer  or  gold  plate,  together  with  the  model,  must  be 
permanently  deposited  with  the  Recorder  ot  the  State  Dental  Com- 
mission.

Resolved,  By  the  Dental  Commissioners  that  any  candidate  wbo 
passes  the  examination  in  practical  operative  and  prosthetic  denda- 
try  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board,  but  tailed  in  the  tta«aretlc*l 
examination,  shall  sot  be  required  to  submit  to  a  second  practkil 
examination,  should  he  present  himself  as  a  candidate  for  UcenM 
at  the  meeting  in  next  November. 
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Examinations. 


During  the  year  two  examinations  have  been  held  at 
Hartford.  The  first,  in  the  theoretical  branch,  at  the  Cap- 
itol on  November  nth,  and  12th,  1902,  and,  in  the  practical 
branch,  at  Putnam  Phalanx  Armory,  November  loth,  1902. 

Twenty-three  candidates  appeared,  and  the  examinations 
were  proceeded  with  under  the  number  system,  which 
proved  to  be  a  very  satisfactory  method. 

Sixteen  passed  the  requisite  test,  and  received  licenses, 
and  seven  were  rejected.

In  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioners  Rule  16  has  been 
of  much  value  in  stimulating  thoroughness  in  the  practical 
work  of  applicants  preparatory  to  their  theoretical  exami> 
nations,  inasmuch  as  no  applicant  has  failed  to  pass  in  both 
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practical,    prosthetic    and   operative   dentistry    during  the 
year. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

At  the  second  examination,  also  held  at  Hartford,  on  the 
2ist,  22nd  and  23rd  of  May,  1903,  twenty  candidates  ap- 
peared, and  were  examined  in  both  branches :  of  these,  sLx 
failed  to  secure  the  required  average  and  were  rejected,  and 
fourteen  were  accepted  and  granted  licenses  as  follows:

At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  the  Commissioners 
endeavored  to  have  Section  4741  of  the  General  Statutes 
amended,  so  as  to  provide  that  the  annual  meeting  should 
be  held  in  June  or  July,  instead  of  May  as  now  required 
by  law,  in  order  that  applicants  who  do  not  finish  their  col- 
lege or  other  general  educational  course  until  June,  may 
have  an  opportunity  to  take  their  examinations,  and  begin 
practice  without  the  long  delay  now  made  necessary  be- 
cause of  being  required  to  wait  for  an  examination  until 
November. 

PROSECUTIONS. 

One  prosecution  for  practicing  dentistry  in  violation  of 
law  has  been  brought  during  the  year,  and  is  still  pending- 
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Two  cases  brought  during  the  previous  year  are  expected 
to  come  to  trial  soon. 

A  number  of  violators,  who  were  notified  that  legal  pro- 
ceedings would  be  instituted  against  them  if  they  did  not 
comply  with  the  law,  have  either  stopped  practicing,  or  left 
the  state. 
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National  Association  of  Dental  Examiners. 


The  Recorder  was  appointed  a  delegate  by  Your  Ex- 
cellency, to  the  Annual  Convention  of  The  National  Asso- 
ciation of  Dental  Examiners,  at  Asheville,  N.  C,  in  July 
last,  and  he  had  the  honor  to  attend.  He  presented  to  the 
Convention,  as  required  by  its  rules,  the  annual  report  of 
the  Commissioners  from  this  state,  which  was  accepted, 
and  its  form  with  such  favor  that,  with  slight  modifica- 
tions, it  was  adopted  for  uniform  use  in  future  by  the  mem- 
bers of  the  association. 

Among  other  resolves  and  acts  of  the  Convention,  the 
following  was  unanimously  deemed  of  particular  value: 

"Resolved,  That  an  interchange  of  license  to  practice  dentistry 
l>e,  and  is  hereby  recommended  to  be,  granted  by  the  various  state 
boards,  on  the  following  specific  conditions: 

"Any  dentist  who  has  been  in  legal  practice  for  five  years  or 
more,  and  is  a  reputable  dentist  of  good  moral  character,  and  who 
is  desirous  of  making  a  change  of  residence  into  another  state, 
may  apply  to  the  Examining  Board  of  the  State  in  which  he  resides, 
for  a  new  certificate  which  shall  attest  to  his  moral  character  and 
professional  attainments,  and  said  certificate,  if  granted,  shall  be 
deposited  with  the  Examining  Board  of  the  State  in  which  he  pro- 
poses to  reside,  and  the  said  Board,  in  exchange  therefor,  may 
srant  him  a  license  to  practice  dentistry." 

INTERCHANGE  OP  LICENSE. 

At  the  present  time,  the  Commissioners  are  in  corre- 
spondence with  the  Dental  Examiners  of  New  Jersey,  with 
regard  to  securing  suitable  legislation  whereby  licenses  to 
practice  dentistry  issued  in  either  state,  may,  with  proper 
safeguards,  became  operative  in  both. 
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This  would  prove  to  be  a  highly  beneficial  policy  as  vn 
believe,  and  its  adoption  by  the  two  states  mentioned 
would  be  an  important  step  toward  a  similar  practice  wit! 
other  states. 

STATE  POLICE. 

The  Attorney  General  has  given  advice  to  the  effect  thai 
when  complaint  is  made  to  a  prosecuting  officer,  for  a  vio- 
lation of  the  laws  relating  to  Dentistry,  he  may  call  on  th< 
state  police  for  assistance  in  securing  the  evidence  of  sue! 
violation. 

If  all  the  members  of  the  profession  will  bear  this  ir 
mind,  it  will  be  only  a  short  time  before  the  state  is  sub- 
stantially free  from  the  unlawful  practice  of  our  profession 
and  the  serious  injury  to  the  public  welfare  arising  there- 
from. 

COMPLAINTS. 

'  It  would  seem  to  be  generally  supposed  by  members  oi 
the  profession  that  a  chief  duty  of  the  Dental  Commission- 
ers relates  to  prosecutions  for  practicing  dentistry  in  viola- 
tion of  law. 

This  is  a  capital  mistake.  Neither  by  express  require 
ment  nor  by  implication  does  the  law  charge  the  commis 
sioners  with  any  duty  or  responsibility  in  that  direction. 

It  is  the  duty  of  all  rightly  disposed  citizens,  whethei 
dentists  or  not,  to  see  that  the  law  is  enforced.  It  is  alsc 
the  duty  of  prosecuting  attorneys  to  bring  to  justice  ever] 
violator  of  the  law,  when  complaint  is  made  and  proper  evi 
dence  presented.  At  the  same  time  it  has  been,  as  it  wil 
continue  in  future  to  be,  the  purpose  and  policy  of  th« 
Commissioners  to  co-operate  with  the  public  authoritie: 
and  with  members  of  the  profession,  to  the  utmost  practi 
cable  extent,  in  the  apprehension  and  prosecution  of  al 
violators  of  law,  the  strict  enforcement  of  which  is  so  nee 
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essary  for  the  comfort  and  well-being  of  the  community. 
In  prosecuting  violators,  the  evidence  necessary  to  be 
secured  is: 

1.  Full  name  of  the  person  violating  the  dental  law. 

2.  Address  of  such  person. 

3.  Date  of  violation. 

4.  Character  of  work  done,  whether  extracting,  treating 
or  filling  teeth. 

5.  Does  the  dentist  advertise  by  sig^,  windows,  or  sign- 
board, placards  or  dodgers,  in  papers  or  otherwise?  If  so, 
state  how,  and  if  by  dodgers  or  newspapers,  send  papers  or 
dodgers. 

6.  Name  and  address  of  informant. 

No  notice  will  be  taken  by  the  Commissioners  of  any 
complaint  unless  in  writing,  and  signed  by  the  informant. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The  Commissioners  would  most  respectfully  represent 
that  in  order  to  carry  along  the  work  of  the  examination  of 
candidates  efficiently  and  well,  there  should  be  provided  for 
their  use  a  room  equipped  with  a  number  of  desks,  dental 
chairs  and  lathes,  and  with  soldering  appliances.  In  the 
opinion  of  the  Commissioners,  these  facilities  are  very  much 
needed,  and  would  be  found  to  contribute  much  of  practi- 
cal advantage  to  the  work  of  the  Commissioners,  whose  am- 
bition it  is  to  raise  the  standard  of  the  practice  of  dentistry 
in  Connecticut  to  a  degree  unexcelled  by  any  sister  state. 

We  would  further  recommend  that  the  present  law  be  so 
amended  that  no  part  of  the  examination  fee  shall  be  re- 
turned to  the  applicant,  and  that  the  applicant  failing  to 
pass  in  his  first  examination  shall  be  permitted  to  take  a 
second  examination  without,  additional  charge;  and  if  still 
further  examinations  are  required,  five  dollars  shall  be 
charged  for  each  such  examination.  This  would  seem  to 
be  entirely  just  to  applicants,  while  at  the  same  time  only 
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fairly  compensating  the  state  for  the  advantages  and  ex- 
pense of  the  examinations. 

We  would  suggest  that  the  law  be  amended  also  so  that 
all  moneys  received  by  the  Commissioners  from  examina- 
tions be  turned  into  the  state  treasury,  with  provision  for 
necessary  expenses,  and  suitable  compensation  of  the  Com- 
missioners for  the  time  actually  spent  in  the  discharge  of 
their  duties,  and  for  a  proper  compensation  of  the  Recorder 
with  reference  to  his  special  duties.  We  would  also  rec- 
ommend the  passage  of  a  law  authorizing  an  interchange  of 
licenses  to  practice,  with  other  states  requiring  an  equally 
high  standard  of  qualifications  with  our  own.

Credit  should  be  given  the  profession  throughout  the 
state  for  their  assistance  to  and  encouragement  of  the  Com- 
missioners in  their  efforts  to  elevate  the  standard  of  den- 
tistry, and  better  protect  the  public  from  incompetency. 

The  following  is  a  complete  list  of  all  registered  and  li- 
censed dentists  of  the  state  as  appearing  on  the  State  Rec- 
ords. Undoubtedly  many  changes  are  occurring  in  ad- 
dresses, and  the  Recorder  wouM  request  any  who  have 
changed  their  location  to  inform  him,  that  the  Register  may 
be  corrected.

To  His  Excellency y  Abiram  Chamberlain,  Governor  of  the  State 
of  Connecticut: 

Sir: — In  accordance  with  the  law  under  which  this  office  was 
organized,  the  Inspector  of  Factories  herewith  respectfully  sub- 
mits the  Seventeenth  Annual  Report  of  the  condition  concerning 
safety  to  life  and  health  of  employes  in  factories  and  bakeshops 
visited,  together  with  a  detailed  statement  of  inspections  made 
and  orders  issued  by  this  office  during  the  year  ended  Septem- 
ber 30, 1903. 

In  submitting  the  report  of  this  department  it  gives  me  pleas- 
ure to  state  that  the  changes  recommended  in  regard  to  ventila- 
tion, sanitary  conditions,  proper  light,  and  the  guarding  of  dan- 
gerous machinery,  have  in  most  instances  been  complied  with. 
On  all  occasions  the  Inspector  and  Deputies  connected  with  this 
office  have  been  courteously  received,  and  every  facility  given 
them  to  make  careful  and  thorough  inspections. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ended  September  30, 1903, 1,690  factories 
and  254  bakeshops  have  been  visited.  This  work  has  been  done 
by  the  Inspector  and  by  Mr.  Henry  O.  Nichols  of  Norwich,  and 
Mr.  John  H.  Quinlan  of  Meriden,  Deputies,  who  have  gained 
valuable  experience  from  their  labors  in  this  department,  cover- 
ing a  period  of  four  years  of  continuous  and  faithful  duty.  Their 
work  has  been  done  in  such  a  manner  as  to  cause  very  little 
opposition. 
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The  following:  table  will  show  the  number  of  factories  inspect- 
ed, the  number  of  ^operatives  employed  in  the  same  ti'om  the 
year  1889  to  1903,  inclusive,  and  will  give  an  idea  of  the  amoimt 
of  work  accomplished  :

In  the  1,690  factories  visited,  132,248  of  the  employes  were 
male,  and  49,357,  or  about  one-third,  were  female. 

According  to  the  United  States  census  of  1900,  Connecticut 
ranks  twenty-ninth  in  point  of  population,  but  stands  eleventh  in 
the  value  of  its  manufactured  products. 

The  total  population  of  Connecticut  as  given  in  the  census  of 

1900  is  908,420. 

The  greatest  number  of  employes  found  at  work  in  factories 
was  in  1902,  when  187,854  persons  were  found  employed,  or  over 
one-fifth  of  the  entire  population. 

Many  inquiries  have  been  received  in  years  past  for  a  list  of 
manufacturers  showing  their  location^and  line  of  business,  from 
advertising  firms,  manufacturers  themselves  and  from  men  who 
were  trying  to  seek  a  situation  in  some  manufacturing  concern, 
making  a  certain  line  of  goods,  the  work  on  which,  they  were 
familiar  with.  During  the  past  two  years,  a  list  of  manufac- 
turers and  the  line  of  goods  they  made  has   been  published. 
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This  has  necessitated  a  great  deal  of  work  in  revising  a  list, 
showing  the  number  of  concerns  who  were  actively  engaged  in 
business  and  in  eliminating  from  such  a  list  all  manufacturers 
who  had  gone  out  of  business  by  reason  of  failure  or  otherwise. 
In  this  report  may  be  found  a  list  of  manufacturers  on  pages  143 
to  187  inclusive.  It  has  been  found  that  the  report  of  the  factory 
inspector  has  been  placed  on  file  in  many  offices  and  business 
concerns,  because  it  contained  this  list. 

ELEVATORS. 

In  the  inspection  of  elevators,  the  proper'  guarding  of  the  ele- 
vator openings,  examination  of  the  safety  devices  and  cables,  is 
a  work  that  requires  much  time  and  special  training.  Elevator 
openings,  formerly  guarded  by  bars  or  chains,  have  been  done 
away  with,  and  are  now,  in  most  instances,  protected  by 
automatic  closing  gates  or  hatches.  Experience  has  taught  that 
if  a  chain  or  bar  is  not  in  place  across  an  elevator  opening,  it  is 
no  protection  whatever,  and  many  suits  have  been  brought 
against  owners  of  property  for  not  properly  protecting  the  ele- 
vator openings.  With  automatic  closing  gates  or  hatches  the 
liability  that  an  elevator  opening  will  be  left  unguarded  by  a 
-careless  employe  is  obviated,  as  such  gates  or  hatches  operate 
by  the  raising  or  lowering  of  the  elevator  car.  Safety  appli- 
ances are  required  on  elevators,  and  their  proper  care  and 
attention  is  closely  looked  after.  In  some  industries  where  the 
steam  is  naturally  excessive,  or  in  paper  mills  where  there  is 
more  or  less  chlorine  gas,  safety  devices  are  often  found  that 
under  no  conditions  will  work  properly,  as  they  are  corroded 
Ijadly  by  such  agencies,  and  unless  they  are  cleaned  and  lubri- 
■cated  often,  will  refuse  to  work.  Sometimes  it  is  found  that  the 
springs  operating  a  safety  device  are  either  tied  up  or  broken, 
so  that  they  are  of  no  practical  use,  and  in  such  cases,  orders  to 
repair  them  or  provide  new  ones  are  issued.  Many  weak  lifting 
and  counterweight  cables  are  found,  and  orders  have  been  issued 
to  provide  and  operate  new  cables.  The  average  life  and  dura- 
bility of  a  cable  sometimes  varies  very  much,  as  the  same  size 
cable  of  the  same  quality  and  make,  will  not  last  half  as  long  as 
its  predecessor,  though  it  is  subject  to  the  same  conditions 
•exactly.  The  using  of  small  sheave  pulleys  for  the  elevator 
cables  to  pass  over  is  responsible  for  many  of  the  weak  cables 
found.  A  good  sized  sheave  pulley  greatly  prolongs  the  life  of 
the  cable. 

In  many  places  visited,  a  regular  employe  to  operate  the  car  is 
not  found,  but  any  employe  who  has  occasion  may  operate  it. 
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This  is  one  of  the  reasons  why  many  accidents  occur.  Where  an 
elevator  is  used  enough  to  warrant  it,  a  regular  attendant  should 
be  employed. 

In  places  where  the  elevator  is  not  frequently  used,  and  is 
operated  by  different  persons,  electric  bell  signals,  by  which 
warning  is  given  that  the  elevator  is  in  use,  or  locking  devices, 
whereby  the  car  is  securely  held  for  persons  loading  or  unload- 
ing freight  at  landings,  are  recommended.  In  the  inspection  of 
elevators  in  mercantile  buildings,  sometimes  they  are  found 
without  any  safety  device,  whatever,  or  with  all  the  openings 
unguarded.  The  liability  of  an  accident  in  such  places  is  great. 
Such  openings  are  ordered  to  be  protected  by  self-closing 
gates  or  hatches. 

Many  inquiries  are  received  by  this  office,  as  to  the  best  kind 
of  elevator  cable,  as  the  cables  sometimes  purchased  after  a  few 
months'  use  begin  to  crystalize  and  new  ones  have  to  be  pro- 
vided. In  replying  to  such  inquiries  it  is  stated  that  if  a  cable 
is  to  be  run  over  small  sheave  pulleys,  a  soft  iron  cable,  or  one 
where  the  strands  of  the  cable  are  laid  fiat,  will  last  longer  than 
a  high  carbon  steel  cable,  as  they  are  less  apt  to  crystalize. 
There  is  another  kind  of  cable,  consisting  of  five  strands, 
covered  with  a  hemp  cord  and  each  strand  consisting  of  nineteen 
wires,  which  is  being  recommended  for  use  for  factory  elevators. 
This  cable  is  being  tested  at  different  places  and  a  record  kept 
as  to  its  durability.  In  the  use  of  this  kind  of  a  cable,  an  in- 
spector cannot  see  whether  the  wire  is  beginning  to  crystalize 
or  not,  as  it  is  covered  with  a  tarred  hemp  cord,  which  hides  it 
from  view.  The  writer  believes  that  this  cable,  on  account  of 
its  tarred  covering,  is  more  suitable  for  outside  rope  transmis- 
sion or  hoisting  machinery,  than  for  inside  work. 

PROPER  EGRESS  IN  FACTORIES. 

During  the  past  year  a  number  of  factories  were  found  in 
which  twenty  or  more  persons  were  employed  above  the  second 
floor,  and  in  which  only  one  way  of  egress  was  provided.  At 
one  factory  visited,  one  hundred  and  forty  women  were  found 
employed  on  the  four  different  floors,  many  of  them  being  in 
the  third  and  fourth  stories.  Had  a  fire  occurred  during  the 
working  hours  of  this  factory  a  loss  of  life  might  have  resulted* 
The  building  inspector  of  the  city  was  at  once  notified  of  the 
danger  and  a  good  fire  escape  was  provided.  In  several  fac- 
tories visited,  the  fire  escapes  on  the  outside  and  one  of  the 
inside  stairways  were  found  so  obstructed  that  they  could  not  be 
used.    The  tenants  of  such  buildings  were  crowded  for  room. 
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and  were  using  the  iron  fire  escapes  and  inside  entry  ways» 
which  contained  stairway  leading  to  another  floor,  for  storage 
purposes.  The  owners  of  these  buildings  were  notified  that  the 
using  of  such  places  for  storage  was  illegal,  because  in  the 
event  of  fire  or  panic,  only  one  means  of  egress  was  provided. 
The  building  inspectors  and  other  proper  authorities,  who  en- 
force the  fire  escape  laws,  were  notified.  The  fault  in  such  cases 
lies  with  the  tenants,  as  the  owners  of  the  buildings  have  pro- 
vided good  and  sufficient  means  of  egress,  and  they  should  be 
kept  free  from  any  obstructions. 

Windows  and  doors,  providing  an  entrance  to  fire  escapes,  are 
sometimes  found  securely  fastened,  so  that  in  the  event  of  fire 
considerable  delay  would  be  occasioned  before  the  fire  escapes 
could  be  made  accessible.  In  a  new  platform  to  a  fire  escape,, 
the  opening  through  which  the  ladder  passed  to  the  floor  below 
was  found  to  be  too  small  to  allow  any  person  to  pass  through 
except  a  small  boy. 

The  best  protected  large  factory  in  the  event  of  fire  that  the 
writer  knows  of,  is  that  of  the  R.  &  G.  Corset  Co.,  of  South 
Norwalk.  This  is  a  brick  building,  four  stories  high  and  one 
hundred  and  sixty  feet  long.  In  it  are  employed  about  one 
thousand  employes,  most  of  whom  are  women.  Besides  inside 
stairways  and  other  means  of  egress,  they  have  erected  a  fire 
escape  covering  one  entire  side  of  the  building.  It  is  of  their 
own  design,  and  consists  of  iron  balconies,  on  a  level  with  each 
floor,  running  the  entire  length,  and  protected  on  the  sides  eight 
feet  in  height.  There  are  six  iron  stairways  leading  from  one 
balcony  to  another  down  to  the  ground.  In  a  drill  this  factory 
can  be  emptied  of  its  one  thousand  employes  in  considerably 
less  than  five  minutes. 

The  laws  of  Connecticut  regarding  fire  escapes  are  peculiar 
as  compared  with  those  of  other  states.  The  factory  inspectors 
in  most  states  having  such  a  department,  if  they  find  a  factory 
in  which  the  egress  in  case  of  fire  or  panic  is  considered  in- 
sufficient, have  authority  to  order  such  buildings  to  be  provided 
with  good  and  sufficient  means  of  egress.  In  this  state,  the 
building  inspector  of  each  city,  having  such  a  department,  the 
warden  of  each  borough  not  having  a  building  inspector,  or  the 
first  selectman  of  each  town,  are  required  by  law  to  visit  all  fac- 
tories, hotels  and  other  buildings  mentioned,  at  least  once  a 
year,  between  April  first  and  October  first,  to  see  that  they  are 
supplied  with  good  and  sufficient  means  of  egress. 
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All  large  cities  in  Connecticut  now  have  a  building  inspector, 
although  Waterbury  did  not  have  such  an  official  until  after  the 
big  fire,  about  two  years  ago.  The  city  of  New  Haven  has  also 
appointed  a  building  inspector  within  the  last  three  years. 
When  factories  are  found  with  poor  means  of  egress,  and  in 
which  an  additional  stairway  or  fire  escape  should  be  provided, 
a  complaint  is  made  to  the  building  inspector,  if  it  is  located  in 
the  city,  the  warden  of  each  borough  not  Jhaving  a  building  in- 
spector, or  the  first  selectman  of  the  town,  as  it  is  their  duty  to 
visit  such  places.  In  some  cities  the  building  inspectors  devote 
their  entire  time  to  their  work,  and  order  changes  to  be  made 
by  property  owners  to  comply  with  the  law,  but  in  other  places 
very  little  inspection  work  is  done,  and  the  conditions  are  not 
bettered  much  each  year  in  this  respect.  It  is  safe  to  say  that 
only  a  part  of  the  selectmen  of  the  different  towns  of  the  state 
know  it  devolves  upon  them  to  perform  the  duties  of  building 
inspector.  Many  complaints  are  received  from  traveling  men 
relating  to  the  violation  of  the  fire  escape  law  in  hotels,  and  also 
local  complaints  that  the  doors  in  some  halls  and  public  build- 
ings do  not  swing  outwardly  as  they  should.  In  reply  to 
such  complaints  a  copy  of  a  report  of  this  department  is  sent, 
which  contains  the  building  inspection  and  the  fire  escape  laws 
in  detail.  These  may  be  found  on  pages  121, 122,  125,  126  and 
127  in  this  report. 

In  my  former  reports  I  have  endeavored  to  call  attention  to 
the  fact  that  the  Connecticut  fire  escape  laws  are  not  as  strict 
and  not  as  rigidly  enforced  as  in  many  other  states.  Legisla- 
tion on  such  matters  should  be  uniform  in  all  states,  and  should 
be  of  a  conservative  and  preventive  nature,  rather  than  the 
extreme  measures  sometimes  adopted  after  some  great  calamity. 

VENTILATION. 

Heating  and  ventilating  engineers  are  each  year  finding 
methods  of  improving  the  ventilation  in  factories.  Exhaust 
systems  which  carry  off  injurious  dust  and  poisonous  gases  are 
in  general  use.  There  are  some  problems  in  ventilation,  how- 
ever, which  are  extremely  difficult  to  solve.  The  best  method 
to  remove  the  excessive  steam  generated  in  plank  and  coloring 
rooms  of  large  hat  factories  has  been  given  close  attention. 
Ventilating  systems  costing  many  hundred  dollars  have  been 
erected,  which  have  improved  the  conditions  very  much.  It  is 
true,  however,  under  the  best  conditions  known,  in  extreme  cold 
weather,  the  plank  or  coloring  rooms  of  a  hat  shop  are  disagree- 
able places  to  work  in,  on  account  of  the  excessive  steam. 
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All  large  wood  working  plants  now  have  exhaust  s; 
which  remove  the  excessive  dust  and  shavings  from  the 
working  machinery,  making  it  much  more  healthful 
employes  of  such  places.  This  has  all  been  brought  al 
improvements  in  methods  of  ventilation  and  factory  ins 
laws,  although  in  some  instances  there  are  owners  of  h 
not  only  looking  for  machinery  that  will  reduce  the 
production  and  do  better  work,  but  for  any  improvement 
will  in  any  way  better  the  condition  of  their  employes, ' 
any  solicitation  whatever. 

Several  factories  erected  within  the  last  two  years  ha\ 
found  extremely  hot  in  the  summer  months.  They  we 
story  in  height  and  built  after  the  method  of  Europear 
sheds,  all  the  light  coming  through  the  saw-tooth  roofs 
north  side.  Unless  such  buildings  have  windows  on  tl 
there  is  apt  to  be  poor  circulation  of  air.  On  account 
great  amount  of  glazed  surface  contained  in  the  roof,  the 
the  sun  makes  such  a  room  a  veritable  hot-house  unles 
ventilation  is  secured  in  the  peak  of  each  roof  by  means 
tilators,  fans  or  windows.  Adjustable  windows,  in  the  r 
not  popular,  as  they  are  apt  to  be  left  open  and  caused  c 
to  machinery  or  stock  by  rain. 

BELT   SHIFTING. 

As  many  of  the  accidents  which  occur  yearly  in  factor 
caused  by  throwing  belts  on  pulleys,  it  is  perhaps  pre 
suggest  that  belt  shifters  should  be  used  by  careful  men 
for  such  business.  Boys  should  not  be  allowed  to  thi 
belts,  as  they  do  not  usually  realize  the  danger  of  such  an 
tion.  Friction  clutches,  whereby  the  power  can  be  thrc 
or  on  in  each  room  or  section  of  the  factory,  are  comir 
general  use  in  both  old  and  new  factories.  Long  lines  c 
ing,  transmitting  power  a  distance  from  either  engine  o 
wheel  are  being  done  away  with  where  advantageous,  a 
chinery  driven  by  electric  motor  substituted. 

PROPER  GUARDING  OF  MACHINERY. 

The  proper  guarding  of 'machinery  requires  much  att 
both  on  machinery  already  installed  and  the  new  mat 
added.     It  is  ofttimes  said,  when  gears  are    exposed  a 
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attention  of  the  owners  called  to  them,  that  the  gears  are  small 
and  not  of  a  dangerous  nature,  and  no  one  has  ever  received  an 
injury  from    them.     Nevertheless    the  condition    obtains  and 
helps  to  make  up  the  combination  of  circumstances  which  go  to 
create  an  accident.    Such  should  always  be  well  guarded.    Low 
revolving  shaftings  are  also  a  source  of   danger,  as  female 
employes  coming  in  contact  with  them,  catch  their  clothing  or 
hair,  causing  very  painful  injuries.    This  goes  to  show  that  no 
machine  should  be  cleaned  while  in  motion,  and  that  low  shafting 
on  machinery  should  be  so  guarded  that  the  operator  would  be 
in  no  danger.    Slow  or  fast  running  milling  cutters  are  very 
dangerous  and  often  are  operated  by  young  persons.     The 
danger  lies  in  reaching  over  the  cutter,  when  the  sleeves  are 
caught  and  the  arm  or  hand  lacerated.    Proper  guards  should  be 
placed  over  these  revolving  cutters  to  insure  safety  to  the  oper- 
ator.   As  managers  and  superintendents  of  factories  do  not 
desire  accidents  of  even  the  slightest  nature,  it  behooves  them 

to  see  that  all  machines,  old  or  new,  be  well  protected  at  all 
times. 

BAKERIES. 

In  the  year  ended  September  30,  1903,  two  hundred  and  fifty- 
four  bakeries  were  visited.  This  is  the  same  number  of  shops 
inspected  as  in  the  year  1897.  In  comparing  the  two  years, 
it  is  found  that  in  1897  there  were  one  hundred  and  one  shops 
visited  which  were  located  on  the  first  floor  and  above.  In  1903, 
one  hundred  and  forty-nine  shops  were  found  located  above  the 
grade  line.  This  comparison  shows  that  the  cellar  and  base- 
ment shops  are  being  gradually  eliminated.  The  consolidation 
of  baking  interests  is  responsible  for  the  closing  of  some  of 
these  places  and  all  new  shops  are  required  by  law  to  be  above 
the  grade  line.  Several  bakeries  were  found  in  the  course  of 
construction  in  basements.  Such  parties  were  notified  that  it 
was  contrary  to  the  bakeshop  law,  and  they  located  in  first  floor 
shops.  Ignorance  of  the  law,  is  the  excuse  given  by  such  per- 
sons. It  would  seem  that  after  six  years  of  inspection,  and 
the  publication  by  the  press  of  the  requirements  of  the  law 
regarding  the  conditions  of  bakeries,  they  should  be  known  to 
everyone.  The  condition  of  bakeries  has  been  greatly  improved 
during  this  time,  and  while  there  will  probably  be  some  places 
found  each  year  in  unsanitary  condition  by  the  proper  enforce- 
ment of  the  law  such  conditions  will  be  largely  done  away  with. 

Three  prosecutions  for  violation  of  the  bakeshop  law  have 
been  made  by  the  prosecuting  attorneys  of  cities  in  which  un- 
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sanitary  bakeries  were  located.    At  one  place  vis 
was  in  the  habit  of  sleeping  in  the  shop.    The  o 
place  was  notified,  but  he  still  allowed  this  man  to 
After  thirty  days  from  date  of  notice  given  him  h 
cuted  and  fined  by  the  court.

This  person  was  also  fined  I 
Another  prosecution  occurred  where  a  cellar  ba] 
ported  to  be  closed  and  the  proprietor  leased  a  firs 
and  run  it  for  about  three  months,  then  abandoned 
moved  back  into  the  old  cellar  again.    The  witne 
for  the  prosecution  on  the  witness  stand  testified  foi 
by  saying  that  this  baker  conducted  both  places  and 
had  never  been  closed.    One  witness  testified  that 
moving  some  of  the' furniture  of  the  shop  from  the 
to  the  new.    But  this  was  explained  by  the  owner  of 
by  saying  that  he  had  two  complete  sets  of  furnitun 
utensils  in  the  shop.     This  could  not  be  disproved 
was  thrown  out  of  court  for  lack  of  evidence. 

SUITABLY  LIGHTED  WORK  ROOM 

The  use  of  stained,  painted  or  corrugated  glas 
windows,  where  the  same  is  injurious  to  the  eyes  c 
men,  is  forbidden  in  Section  4,518  of  the  General  Stj 
factory  was  visited  during  the  year  where  many  coi 
been  received  from  employers  that  the  light  from  th 
glass  windows  injured  their  eyes.  It  was  found  tt 
carried  on  was  of  a  close  nature  and  required  a  good 
The  managers  of  this  factory  realized  that  the  lig 
was  not  suitable  and  removed  the  objectionable  gh 
stituted  the  ordinary  clear  glazing  in  the  sash.

WATER  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 

Section  4,519  of  the  General  Statutes  requires  e 
owning  or  operating  any  factory  where  more  than  1 
are  employed,  to  provide  suitable  water  closet  accoi 
for  the  use  of  their  employes.  Some  factories  vis: 
but  five  hands  and  would  not  come  strictly  und< 
Little  trouble  is  experienced,  however,  on  this  accou 
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Many  complaints  were  received  regarding  the  ventilation  of 
water  closets.  At  some  places  the  water  pressure  was  very  low 
in  the  summer  months  and  consequently  closets  situated  on  the 
upper  floors  of  factories  did  not  flush  properly.  This  creates  bad 
conditions  which  can  only  be  overcome  by  forcing  water  to  a 
storage  tank  at  a  suitable  elevation. 

In  large  factories  where  gang  closets  are  found  the  ventila- 
tion is  greatly  improved  by  the  use  of  a  blower  connected  by  a 
metal  draught  pipe  with  small  pipes  leading  from  main  pipe 
underneath  each  water  closet  seat. 

CHANGES  IN  FACTORY  LAWS. 

Chapter  53,  Public  Acts,  1903,  amends  section  4,522  of  the 
General  Statutes,  by  providing  a  penalty  for  violation  of  section 
4,518,  regarding  the  use  of  stained,  painted  or  corrugated  glass 
in  factory  windows. 

Chapter  97,  Public  Acts,  1903,  changes  the  term  of  office  of  the 
Factory  Inspector  from  two  to  four  years.  It  also  defines  his 
duties  and  the  duties  of  deputies  employed,  and  their  salaries. 
All  elevators  whether  in  factories,  mercantile  establishments, 
storehouses,  dwellings,  or  other  buildings  are  placed  under  the 
supervision  of  this  department.  It  says  he  may  order  hoist- 
ways,  trapdoors,  self-closing  hatches,  safety  catches  or  other 
safeguards,  as  will  insure  the  safety  of  all  persons  therein. 
Due  diligence  shall  be  used  to  keep  such  trapdoors  closed  at 
all  times  except  when  in  actual,  use  by  an  occupant  of  the 
building,  having  the  use  and  control  of  the  same.  All  elevator 
cabs  or  cars,  whether  used  for  freight  or  passengers,  shall  be  pro- 
vided with  some  suitable  mechanical  device,  if  considered  nec- 
essary by  said  inspector,  whereby  the  cab  or  car  will  be  securely 
held  in  the  event  of  accident  to  the  shipper  rope  or  hoisting 
machinery,  or  from  any  similar?  cause,  and  said  mechanical 
device  shall  at  all  times  be  kept  in  good  working  order. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I  would  hereby  recommmend  that  at  the  next  session  of  the 
General  Assembly  the  Fire  Escape  Laws  of  this  State  be 
amended  so  that  the  enforcement  of  this  law  in  factories  be 
made  mandatory.  Also  that  the  Bakeshop  Law  be  amended  so 
that  the  terms  ''cellar'*  and  * 'basement"  be  clearly  defined. 
Also  "when  once  closed"  should  also  be  made  clear.

CHAPTER  153. 


Sanitary  Condition  of  Bakeshops. 

i  2569.  Every^  building  or  room  occupied  as  a  bakery  shal 
be  drained  and  plumbed  in  a  manner  conducive  to  its  health 
ful  and  sanitary  condition,  and  constructed  with  air  shafts 
and  windows  or  ventilating  pipes  sufficient  to  insure  ventila- 
tion, as  the  factory  inspector  shall  direct ;  no  cellar  or  base- 
ment  not  used  as  a  bakery  on  the  first  of  August,  1901,  shall 
be  used  as  such,  and  no  cellar,  occupied  as  a  bakery  on  oi 
before  said  date,  when  once  closed,  shall  be  again  opened  foi 
such  use.  Every  bakery  shall  be  provided  with  a  wash-room 
and  water-closet  apart  from  the  bake  room  and  rooms  where 
the  manufacturing  of  such  food  products  is  conducted ;  no 
water-closet,  earth-closet,  privy,  or  ash  pit,  shall  be  within  or 
communicate  directly  with  a  bake  shop.  Rooms  used  for  the 
manufacture  of  flour  or  meal  food  shall  be  at  least  eight  feet 
in  height ;  the  side  walls  of  such  rooms  shall  be  plastered 
or  wainscoted,  the  ceiling  plastered  or  ceiled  with  lumber  or 
metal,  and,  if  required  by  the  factory  inspector,  shall  be 
whitewashed  at  least  once  in  three  months ;  the  furniture, 
utensils  and  floor  of  such  rooms  shall  be  kept  in  healthful, 
sanitary  condition,  the  manufactured  flour  or  meal  food 
products  shall  be  kept  in  dry,  clean  and  airy  rooms.  The 
sleeping  places  for  persons  employed  in  a  bakery  shall  be 
separate  from  the  rooms  where  food  products  are  manufac- 
tured or  stored.  After  inspection  the  factory  inspector  may 
issue  a  certificate  to  the  owner  or  operator  of  such  bakery 
that  it  is  conducted  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  law;
